William or Ulimann was born — رد‎ 1902, at Springfield, 
Missouri. He attended Harvard University from 1926 to 1927, Drury College, 
Springfield, Missouri, from 1927 to 1930, when he received an A.B. degree. He

Ry virtue of a physical surveillance it was ascertained that 
Chtao Ting Chi, a close contact of Philip Jacob Jaffe, was in Washington, 
D. C., on April 17, 1945. On this date he was seen to go to Room 234 in the 
State Department Building, which is the office occupied by Lauchlin Currie 
while he was Administrative Assistant in the Executive Office of the late 
President. Ch'tao Ting Chi left the State Department shortly after noon 
&nd thereafter went to the Treasury Department Building where he entered 
at the 15th Street entrance and met two unidentified men with whom he had 
lunch. 


It was learned through a microphone surveillance on Philip Jacob 
Jaffe on May 8, 1945, that Andrew Roth, Philip Jacob Jaffe and Theodore 


Cohen, of the Foreign Economic Administration, were in Jaffe's room at the Statler 


Hotel, at which time they discussed various people in the Government. They 
referred to charges brought against Michael Greenberg in FEA by the Civil 
Service Commission. Greenberg had been charged with Communist connections 
and affiliations. Jaffe, in referring to Greenberg's case, stated that " 
Lauchlin Currie "who was the guy who could help" refused to fumish 
assistance. 


In connection with inquiries conducted relative to Jefferson 
Franklin Ray, Jr., a contact of both Philip Jacob Jaffe and Kate Louise 
Mitchell, it was learned that Ray in his work at the Foreign Economic 
Administration did liaison work with Lauchlin Currie, Administrative 
Assistant to the late President Roosevelt in charge of Chinese matters. 
Ray, at least until the demise of FEA, received $8,000 per year from the 
Foreign Economíc Administration, being in charge of lend-lease to China 
(as it affected FEA). 

In connection with inquiries conducted with respect to Michael 
Greenberg, referred to above, it was learned that Greenberg at one time 
was assigned to work with Lauchlin Currie at the White House on matters 
pertaining to Chinese affairs. In the Hatch Act investigation conducted 
of Greenberg a number of persons described him as being definitely a 
leftist if not a Communist. One source interviewed, George Taylor, 
Assistant Director of the Office of War Information, stated that Greenberg 
always advocated full and complete cooperation and support to the Chinese

Communists. Mr. Taylor described the knowledge of the Near East and 
China on the part of Greenberg as being second-hand. He stated: "He 
(Greenberg) has never been there, and he hasn't been able to go because 
he is not a citizen. He should not be given a position of trust in the 
United States Government." 


Microphone surveillance on Philip Jacob Jaffe revealed on 
May 29, 1945, that Andrew Roth and Philip Jacob Jaffe were discussing 
possible and potential contacts for Jaffe, these contacts being employed 
in the United States Government or being closely affiliated with persons 
therein. Roth referred to John Service in & vague fashion, and thereafter 
Jaffe made the statement, "Yeah - I know that Lauchlin Currie always used to be 
interested." Roth stated, "Yeah. That's right." The exact meaning behind 
these expressions is not clear. It is entirely possihle, however, that 
they were referring to Currie as being interested in the Chinese Communists 
and their welfare. 


The Bureau files further reflect that Lauchlin Currie spoke at 
the opening session of the International Student Assembly held in Washington, 
D. C., from September 2, to September 5, 1942, on "The End of Imperialism." 
Many hom Communists and Communist sympathizers participated in the 
International Student Assemhly. 
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RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION 





A physical surveillance was instituted on Lauchlin Currie on 
November 26, 1945, which revealed that he resided at Gl East 86th Street, 
New York City, and his business address was International Development Company, 
19 Rector Street, New York City. us 


On November 30, 1945, Lauchlin Currie left New York City to spend 
the week end in Washington, D. C. However, physical surveillance failed to 
indicate that Currie had contacted any of the individuals named by Elizabeth 
Bentley as being engaged in Russian espionage. 


On December 5, 1945, Lauchlin Currie again visited Washington, 
D. C., and returned to New York City the following day. 


On December 7, 1915, Lauchlin Currie boarded a Northeastern Air Lines 
plane at LaGuardia Field on a flight to Moncton, New Brunswick, Canada, and 
on December 9, 1945, he retumed to New York City from Bangor, Maine. 


On December 9, 1915, according to a technical surveillance on the 
residence of Lauchlin Currie, it was ascertained that Lauchlin Currie talked 
to Mattie and that Currie advised Mattie that he had gotten back that evening. 
During the course of the conversation Currie said, "I'm dying with curlosity 
to know if you met with the 'Doc' today." Mattie said, "We're not going to see 
him until tomorrow." Currie stated, "You didn't need all that briefing then." 
Mattie advised Currie that he would see him the following day. ab Ue 


On December 12, 1945, through the technical surveillance, it was 
ascertained that Lauchlin Currie asked one John Lawler, lj Sagamore Road, 
Bronxville, New York, to do sumething about the preparation of an agenda for 
the Italian meeting to be held in a few days. Currie also asked that consid- 
eration be given to the name and activities of the proposed organization. 
John Lawler told Currie that he had heard Currie may fly to Switzerland in a 
Martin Mars to demonstrate its air worthiness. Currie stated that he was not 
in favor of this and would probably get someone else to do it. He stated that 
he had received his passport but that it does not list Italy as one of the 
countries he may visit, Lawler said that he would check this for Currie and 
Currie suggested that an application be made for travel on the Queen Mary es 
well as trying for the Queen Elizabeth on December 29 or another ship for 
January lh, Ue 


Jack London, who is an associate of Lauchlin Currie, resides at 36 


West 86th Street, New York City, and was formerly with the Criminal Division 
of the Department of Justice, Washington, D. C, 
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On December 18, 1945, through the technical surveillance, it was 
ascertained that Lauchlin Currie conferred with Frank Coe (phonetic) of the 
Treasury Department, Washington, D. C. Coe wanted to know if Currie was 
coming down to Washington and said there was to be a gathering of old-timers 
at Louie Behns (phonetic) on Thursday and that Lawler had asked Frank Coe to 


-get in touch with Currie, Coe stated that a number of Currie's friends were 


to be there. However, Currie did not indicate that he would be present at 
the gathering. YR ‘ 


Through the technical surveillance it was ascertained that Lauchlin 
Currie has stated that he plans to sail for Europe on January ll, 196. $ ۳

Elizabeth Terrill Bentley in her statement made the foilowing 
allegation against the above-captioned individual: 


"I also recall in about the Spring of 1944 Bill Goid, the husband 
of Sonya Gold, came into the picture. Bill ootained a position in the roreign 
Economic Administration and according to the coversations I had with the 
Silvermasters ana Ullman, I determined that Bili had been supplying this group 
with what they indicated was excellent iniormation regarding the goings on in 
the FEA. As a matter of fact, during one of my conversations at the Silvermasver 
home either Gregory Silvermaster of Ullman made the remark that Bill had done 
such a good job that they were tninking of supplying him with a camera so that 
he could do his own photographing at homee As iar as I know Bill Goid is still 
employed with the FEA." 


BACKGROUND 


The recoros of Selective Service Boara #2 at Arlington, Virginia, reveal 
tnat Bela Gold registere. on October 16, 1940, at Arlington, Virginia, giving 
his address as 3007 North Persning Drive, Arlington, Virginia. He Was born 
January 30, 1915, at Goloszvar, Hungary. He statea that Sonia Steinman Gold of 
the same 8 woula always know his audress. He listed his employment as 
U.S. Department of Agriculture, South Building. His questionnaire revealed 
that he was married in New York City to Sonia Gold on July 5, 1938 His educa- 
tion consisted of autending New York University ior four years, majoring in 
industrial engineering, and he toos a graauate course at Columpie University, 
New York City, ior two years studying economics. He listed as cepenaents his 
wife, Sonia, and a brother, William Gold whose age he gave as 19 in 1940 who was 
attending the University o. Marylana Summer School and American University. 

He listed his parents as Leo Gold, age 51 in 1940, anû rsther Gold, his mother, 
age 49, both residing at 1038 Southern Boulevard, Bronx, New York City. 


In his questionnaire which he filled out in June, 1942, Bela Gold 
stated that his job at that time was a principal social science analyst and 
that his duties were to direct general economic ana social research, carry out 
special administrative and research assignments ior the Chief of the Bureau 
of Intelligence, Office of Facts and Figures, and for the nead of the Division 
oi Program Surveys, Bureau of AÁgricuivure Economics. He stated that he was 
best fittea for directing research requiring knowleoze of engineering, managerial 
and econonic aspects of industrial operations. He is next best fitted as a 
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director of social research. The Selective Service files further reveal that 
on April 16, 1945, fom42-A requesting deferment was submitted on behalf of 
Bela Gold by Kenneth 0. Warner, Chairman of the Ázency Deierment Committee, 
Foreign Economic Administration, which listea Bela Gold's position as aaviser 
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. (Foreign Development Policy), salary $8,000, which employment began Septem- 


ber 18, 1944. He entered on auty in his present position as of Feoruary 1, 
1945. His duties were described as follows, "Under a broad administrative 
direction of the Assistant Administrator in Charge of the Oifice oi Economic 
Programs, Gold serves as Adviser of Foreign Economic Development Problems 

and Programs; speciiicaily: arranges tor the analyses of plans and projects 

for the reconstruction or war damaged areas ana for the economic development 

of foreign countries and helps formulate such programs for major geographical 
areas of the world in conrormance with the basic policies in long range 
inverests of the United States; apprizes the relationship among inuustry, re- 
construction, foreign development, U.S. conversion, ‘and foreign disposal 
requirements, for their eifective adjustment to one another; apprizes the rela- ' 
tionship between relief and immeciate rehabilitation measures on the one hand 
and longer run proposals so as to minimize naste and major gaps in the continuity 
of reconsuruction program; arranges for the comparative analyses of U.S. postwar 
requirements ior war materials ana consumers! gooas and the proauction poven- 
tials and local market potentials of alternate aevelopment program."

His Selective Service file further reilects that Bela Gold was rejec- 
tea for tne Army on March 6, 1943, October 14, 1943 and May 18, 1945, because 
of subminimal vision. 
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RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION 


Physical surveillance was instituted on Bela Gold on November 19, 19l5. 
This surveillance reveals that Bela Gold drives a black 1938 or 1939 Ford sedan 
from his residence, 3007 North Fershing Drive, Arlington, Virginia, to work each 
morning and parks it in the vicinity of Temporary Building T of the Foreign 
Economic Administration. The surveillance revealed that Bela Gold also visits 
the FEA Office at 22nd and Virginia Avenue, N. W. 


On November 21, .19)45, Bela Gold met an elderly couple at Union Station 
and they spent the Thanksgiving holiday with Bela Gold and his wife. They departed 
from Washington, D. C., on November 25, 1945, from Union Station and proceeded to 
New York City and entered an apartment building located at 50 Grand Concourse, 
Bronx, New York. It is possible tnat this elderly couple was either Bela Gold's 
parents or his wife's parents. On November 2h, 1945, it was noted that there was 
a nurse and a small baby at the Gold residence and it is recalled that Sonia 
Gold, wife of Bela Gola, has recently been on maternity leave from her position 
at the Treasury Department. 


On November 26, 1945, Bela Gold left work at 5:35 وم اط‎ and drove to 
Constitution Avenue and M Street, N. W., where he picked up a woman (later 
identified as Mrs. Elizabeth Sasuly) who appeared to be waiting for him at the 
curb. Bela Gold then drove this woman to his residence. At 7:00 P.. that 
evening Bela Gold and Elizabeth Sasuly were observed hàvinr dinner together and 
tne; spent the evening in what appeared to be a serious discussion. At 11:25 
P.ID., Elizabeth Sasuly left Bela Gold's residence and proceeded by bus and street 
car to her apartment in the Alban Towers Apartment, 3700 l'assachusetts Avenue, 
Ne ¥. Elizabeth Sasuly is the subject of an internal Security case in the 
Washington Field Office. An investigation of her reveals that in the spring of 
1945, prior to the National Convention of tne Communist Political Association in 
New York City, William Z. Foster and Earl Browder came to Washington, D. C., and 
were met by Elizabeth Sasuly, at which time Browder continued on to Pittsburgh 
and Foster was accompanied from the station by Elizabeth Sasuly to her residence 
in the Alben Towers Apartment. Elizabeth Sasuly is believed to be a member of 
the Wnite Collar Unit of the Communist Party.

Physical surveillance on Bela Gold was discontinued at 5:45 P.M 
on December 8, 1945. Mail cover placed on the residence of Bela Cold rev 
that he received a letter from the Royal Institute of International Affairs, 

542 Fifth Avenue, New York 19, New York. On December 7, 1945, he received 

a letter from tne Society for the Advancement of Managent, Post Office Box 27, 
Vashington h, D. C. He did not receive any other mail inat would be pertinent 

to this investigation. However, it was noted that Bela Gold!s brother, whose 
name is William Gold, receives mail at the same address as Bela Gold. gu 
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The Washington Field Office advised the Bureau on December 18, 1945, 
that it was ascertained through a technical surveillance that Bela Gold had 
lunch with a party referred to as Greg, which might either apply to Nathan 
Gregory Silvermaster or Joseph Gregg. This individual referred to as Greg 
indicated to Pela Gold that he was thinking about taking back his old job 
with the old agency with wnich he was previously connected. Inasmuch as it is 
known thet Joseph Gregg is presently attempting to secure a position in view of 
his terminating his service with the Office of Inter-American Affairs around 
January 1, it is believed that tne Greg was possibly Joseph Gregg, who was also 
named by Llizabetn Eentley as engaged in Russian espionage. U

Elizabeth Terrill Bentley in her statement made the following 
allegations against the above-captioned individual; 


"In connection with the activities of Harry White (employed in the 
Unite: States Treasury Department) it was apparent to me from conversations I 
heard in the Silvermaster home, that one of his most valuable assistance so rar 
as the group was concerned was his ability to place in the Treasury Department 
those individuals who the group was anxious to have assigned there. Among the 
individuals in tnis category were Ullman, William Taylor, and Sonya Gold. 


"I recall that some time in the Fall of 1943 the Silvermasters believed 
it desirable to have someone placed as a secretary to Harry White in order to 
racilitate the obtaining of information rrom his office. As a result, Helen 
Silvermaster went to one of the Communist functionaries in sashington and was 
ziven the name of Sonya Gold. Eventually Sonya Gold through arrangements with 
Harry White obtained a position as one of the secretaries in his Department. As 
a result of this employment, Sonya Gold ootained aocuments from his o:fice which 
she copied ana turned her notes over to Helen Silvermaster. I do not recall l 
specirically, but it is my recollection wnat the information which Sonya Gold ob- 
tained concerned principally the Treasury Department's opinions and recommenaa- 
tions concerning applications for loans made by the Chinese and French govern- 
ments. I also recall that some of tnis information concerned political infor- 
mation concerning DeGaulle which found its way into white's oifice, I under- 
stand Sonya Gold is no longer employed by the Treasury Department.

BACKGROUND 


The Treasury Department records reflect that Sonia Gold was iormerly 
employed as secretary or assistant secretary to Harry White of the United States 
Treasury Department. Her aaaress was inoicated as 3007 North Pershing Drive, 
Arlington, Virginia. ۱ 


On November 21, 1945, Special Agent Stanley T. Blaszak telephonically 
contacted the information bureau of the Treasury Department and ascertained that 
Sonia Gold was employed by the treasury Department in the Monstary Research 
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Branch, Room 3449 at the main Treas uilding, 15th and Pennsylvania avenue, 
N.W., and that she was presently on leave. It was further ascertained that 
Sonia Gold was on maternity leave at the present time and had been for the 
past two months and the aate of her return to her U.S. Treasury Department em- 
ployment was not known. 


Considerable information concerning Sonia Steinman Gold's husband, 
Bela Gold, is set out elsewnere in this case suuary inasmuch as Bela Gold is 
also a subject. 


One Sonia Gold was present on February 17, 1944, at a party sponsored 
by Lodge #141 (Jewish American ~ West Los Angeles) at 4660 Melrose Avenue, Los 
Angeies, California. The proceeds of which were to be contributed to the 
Morning Freneit Associatione Sonia Gold was one of the individuals present who 
sent greetings to the Red Army through the Morning Freheit. Sonia Gold was also 
believed to be a member of the Executive Committee of Loage #141 of Invernational 
Workers Order of Los Angeles. it is not known whether this Sonia Gold is 
identical with the above-captioned individual or not. 


One Sonia Gold of 3573 DeKaio avenue, New York City, sent mail on 
July 21, 1943, to rrances Cleuman, wire or Morton Cleuman subject of a security 
mavter (WP) investigavion. 


One Sonia Gola was listed as a member oi the professional section of 
the Communist Party, USA, Disirict 13, at San Francisco. 
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Investigation has revealed that Sonia Gold is at present on 
raternity leave from her position as secretary or assistant secretary to 
Harry White of the United States Treasury Department. A pretext telephone 
call to the Treasury Department revealed that Sonia Gold is on maternity leave 
at the present time and has been for the vast two months. Physical surveillance 
instituted on November 20, 1945, revealed that Sonia Gold, wife of Bela Gold, is at 
present staying at her home, 3007 North Pershing Drive, Alexandria, Virginia, 
where it has been observed that she is apparently taking care of a young baby 
In view of this fact, the physical surveillance was discontinued. A physical 
surveillance of Sonia S. Gold which has been handled in connection with that of 
her husband, Bela Gold, reveals that she spends most of her time with her husband 
in the evenings. The surveillance has not indicated that she has returned to 


work at the Treasury Department nor does it indicate that she is otherwise 
employed except as a housewife. 





RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION 


On December 7, 1945, Bela Gold drove his wife, Sonia Gold, to the Union 
Station in Washington, D. C. She was carrying a small satchel type suitcase, dark 
brown in color. She purchased a one way ticket to New York City and departed 
from Washington, D. Ce, for New York City on the 6:00 P.*. train which was l 
scheduled to arrive in New York City at 10:00 P.:. Surveillance of Sonia Gold 
was taken over by Agerts of the New York Field Office upon her arrival in New 
York City. Bela Gold returned to his residence in Arlington, Virginia, after 
placing is wife on the train. 


The Washington Field Office by teletype dated December 15, 1945, 
advised the Bureau that Sonia Gold, wife of Bela Gold, will return to work at 
the Treasury Lepartment shortly after January 1, 1946. On December 26, 1945, the 
Washington field Office by teletype advised that it was learned through a technical 
surveillance on the rcsidence ^? Nathan Gregory Silvermaster that on December 20, 
1945, Helen Silvermaster attempted to contact Sonia Gold with negative results.

BACKGROUND 


Personal History 


The records of the Selective Service Board Number 3, 170 Mas- 
sachusetts Avenue, N. W., Washington, D. C., reveal that Irving Kaplan 
registered for Selective Service on January 12, 1943, at which time he 
stated that he was born on September 23, 1900, at Zdzenciol, Nowogrodek, 
Poland. At the time he regístered he was residing at 335l Martha Custis 
Drive, Alexandria, Virginia. He stated that he was married to Dorothy 
F. Kaplan at New York City, on March 31, 1929. He stated that his educa- 
tion consisted of one year liberal arts, City College of New York, three 
years liberal arts, Columbia University, and one and one half years at 
Fordham Law School.

In 1935, when Irving Kaplan made application for employment with 
the WPA in Washington, D. C., he listed his address as 1830 Phelps Place,

The records of the Market Street National Eank, Juniper and Market 
Streets, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, disclosed that in 1935, a joint bank 
account was opened by Irving Ksplan and Dorothy Friedland, then residing 
at 5101 North l2th Street, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. 


The Voters! Registration, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, disclosed 
that Irving Kaplan registered as a voter in 1935, at which time he was 
residing at 135 South 20th Street, Philadelynia. At the time of registra- 
tion Irving Kaplan indicated that he had resided one year in the Philadelphia 
area and two and one half years in the state of Pennsylvania; that he had 


come from California in 1935. 





The files of the Credit Bureau, Washington, D. C., contained a 
report from the Potomac Credit Pureau, Incorporated, Arlington, Virginia, 
dated July 1h, 1943, on one Irving Kaplan (Dorothy) of 5350 Edmonds Place, 
N. W. This information indicated that Kaplan had resided at 5350 Edmonds 
Place, ¥. W., since about 1940 and that prior to this residence he had re- 
sided at 1800 Connecticut Avenue, N. W. for a period of two years, This 
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report further reflected that he had come to 5315 Edmond Place, N. W., from 
the Chatham Apartments, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, where he had resided 
for a mumber of years. This report indicated that he was employed by the 
War Production Board, Washington, D. C., in the Office of Progress Reports 
as Vice Chairman of production and that he had been so employed since about 
February, 1942. His annual income was reported at $6,500 per year. The 
report indicated that his wife was unemployed. 


As of March, 1945, according to J. P. Bowder, Manager, C and P 
Telephone Company at Alexandria, Virginia, Irving Kaplan was then residing 
at 3354 Matha Custis Drive, Park Fairfax, Alexandria, Virginia.

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` It will be noted that Isidore Needelman was admitted to the 
United States citizenship on September 23, 1926, before the United States 
District Court for the Southern District of New York. At the time of his 
naturalization, the two witnesses given by him were detained due to busi- 
ness reasons, and, therefore, there were substituted other witnesses, one 
of whom was Irving Kaplan, a tax clerk who resided at 1330 Morris Avenue, 
Bronx, New York. 


Isidore Needelman, referred to above, was on March 6, 1945, a 
legal representative of Amtorg Trading Corporation at New York City and 
naintained an office in the Amtorg Building at 210 Madison Avenue, New 
Yorx City. He was born in Russia on November وبا‎ 1902, and was admitted 
to practice law in the state of New York in 1932. Both Keedelman and his 
wife were described as Communists.

. The report of Special Agent R. C. Taylor, San Francisco, California, 
dated June 25, 19l1, in the case entitled, "Paul Wright Orr, with aliases, 
et al, Interral Security - C," contains information to the effect that on 
March 25, 1935, Violet Balcomb Orr, a prominent Communist, was associated 
with Dorothy Friedland, and both were described as "two professional grafters." 
On March 28, 1935, Violet Orr received a letter from Earl Browder in New 
York City. "Tt was indicated that the letter had been addressed to Dorothy 
Friedland at 1026 Market Street, San Francisco, California. On April 15, i 
1935, Violet Orr had taken the place of Dorothy Friedland as the Correspon- 
dence Secretary of the American League Against War and Fascism. 





The report of Special Agent T. W. Dawsey, dated March 8, 19h1,

However, tnis surveiilance was discontinued when it was le&rned that 
Irving.Kaplan haa transferred from the FEA to the Treasury Departuent and 


‘is presently in Europe on a Government mission. It was learned that he had 


been in Europe on this Government mission for about four months prior to 
December 1, 1945, and is expected back in the United States about January, 
1946. 

Through a technical surveiiiance on the residence of Irving Kaplan, 
it was ascertained that Dorothy Kaplan, wire of Irving Kaplan, on December 7, 
1945, contacted Sara Silverman, wife of Abraham Georze Silverman, aavising 
tnat Joey (whose identity is unknown) had contacted ner at work and asked 
wnat was the name of that man who works ior the Russians in New York.

On December 1, 1945, it was ascertained that an unknown person had 
contacted Nathan Gregory Silvermaster and had spent several hours with him 
and had departed from Washington, D. Ce, on Pennsylvania train number 154 which 
was expected to arrive at New York City at 9:00 P.M, Physical surveillance 
revealed that this individuel was later identified as Alexander Koral and he 
proceeded from Pennsylvania Stetion to an rtment building located at em 
Empire Boulevard, Brooklyn, New York, VA) 


BACKGROUND 


The records of Selective Service Board No, 183, Brooklyn, New 
York, reveals that Alexander Koral registered for Selective Service on 
February 15, 1942. He stated that he was born on April 18, 1897 at white 
Chepel, London, England, and that he was employed by the Board of Education 
at a building located at 49 Flatbush Avenue Extention, ہو‎ his Selective 
Service questionnaire executed on August 21, 1942, Koral stated that his 
education consisted of two and one half years studying general science at 
Cooper Union and one year studying mechanical drawing at the same school, 
He also spent one year studying strength of waterials at Polytechnic Institute, 
The title of Koral!s present position is that of Plumbing and Training Engineer 
andhis work is said to be planning of plumbing for public schools, He clains 
two years of experience in this work and presently receives a salary of 54260 
per annum, He began working with the Board of Education on January 16, 1922, 
Koral stated that he was married on Lay 19, 1923 at the Brooklyn Ethical 
Cultural Society and his wife's name is Helen, her age in 1942 was 38, He also 
set out the namesof Richard Koral, age 18 in 1942, and Gilbert Koral, age 16, 
in 1942, as the names of his two sons, 


Salvatore J. Basile, superintendent at 290 Empire Boulevard, 
Brooklyn, New York, advised that Alexander Koral and his family resided at 
apartment Af at that address. Basile stated that Koral was "one hundred and

The three individuals 
entered the Silvermaster automobile and they proceeded north on Connecticut 
Avenue, turning east of Broad Branch Road, Northwest, thence to Beach Drive via 
Brookville Road, emerging from Rock Creek Park Way via Morrow Drive and proceeded 
to the Transit Company Station at Fourteenth and Colorado Avenue. Alexander 
Koral alighted from the Silvermaster car and proceeded to the street car stop. 
He was observed to cross Fourteenth Street and to board a street car proceeding 
south on Fourteenth Street. He proceeded to Union Station and boarded & trein 
for New York City at 4:55 P.M., and arrived in New York City at 9:25 P.M. There 


he proceeded to his residence at 290 Empire Boulevard, Brooklyn, New York. 


In view of the above contact with Silvermaster, an investigation was 
ins tituted concerning the activities of Alexander Koral. On December 5, 6, and 
7, 1945, physical surveillance revealed that Koral left his residence at approxi- 
mately 8:10 A.M., and proceeded to the Offices of the Board of Education, 49 
Flatbush Avenue Extension, Brooklyn, New York, where Koral is employed. 


A physical surveillance on Decemb.r 8 and 9 indicated that Alexander 
Koral engaged in repeated maneuvers to determine the presence of a surveillance 
and for this reason surveillance was temporarily discontinued. 


A physical surveillance from December 12 to December 14, 1945, indi- 
cated that Koral each morning proceeded to his place of employment.

With respect to George Silverman, he is approximately forty-

early 1930's and was employed by the Railroad Retirement Board, 

I am unable to state when or under what circumstances he became 

acquainted with the Silvermasters and Ullman, except that he may 

have met the latter in Washington as he and Ullman were both 

members of the same Communist Party unit there. I do recall, how- 

ever, that Silverman became friendly with these people and was at 

their home very often and after his being assigned to the Pentagon 

Building as a civilian specialist of some kind, he began to bring 

documents to the Silvermaster home there. I saw him on one occasion 
Tau but had never formally met him, With respect to the documents brought 

by him to the Silvermaster residence, he in fact did not know they were 

photographed. From remarks I heard there I believe it was his im-

To the best of my recollection, 
Currie did not supply Silverman or the Silvermasters with ary documents, 
but used to inform Silverman orally on various matters, an example 
of the information orally furnished Silverman, I recall one occasion 
when Currie informed him that the Uni States was on the verge of

"Another individual about whom I heard during this period was 
William Taylor, previously mentioned herein as having been placed in 
the Treasury Department by Harry White. In addition he (William Taylor) 
prepared a report on conditions in China which he made avallable probably 
to Silverman but possibly to Silvermaster, I recall having seen this 
report among the data given to me for delivery to the Russians, 


"I also recall that about this time I learned that Irving Kaplan, 
who was connected with the War Production Board, was giving information 
that he obtained through this agency to George Silverman, Through Silver- 
master I learned the information from the War Production Board was 
coming from Irving Kaplan through Silverman. Kaplan was also a dues 
paying Communist Party member, I never met Kaplan and have no other 
information concerning him except that he at one time was associated 
with the Perlo group. The last I heard he was connected with the Foreign 
Economic Administration, 


"Referring again to William Ludwig Ullman and George Silverman, 
I recall that about late in the summer of 1943 a steadily increasing 
volume of material was obtained by these individuals which was subse- 
quently photographed and turned over to mee IT also recall that about 
this time Ullman ceased developing the photographs he took and gave me 
the undeveloped negatives which I turned over to Golos., Apparently the 
reason for this was that the number of rolls was increasing to such an 
extent that Ullman did not have the time or opportunity to develop them. 
Therefore, I did not have the occasion to actually see what was on the 
negatives. However, during this time I did have many conversations with 
Ullman and Mr. and Mrs. Silvermaster, and I found out from these con- 
versations that the material that Ullman and Silverman were obtaining 
and photographing included data on the following: aircraft production 
figures, allocation and deployment of aircraft, results of testing of 
aircraft, reports on the efficiency of particular types of airplanes, 
technological developments in aircraft manufacture, statistics regarding 
high octane aviation gasoline, personal data concerning important Air 








"Force officers, opinions of aircraft personnel on other nations, 

Army gossip, all pertinent developments concerning the planning, 
construction and actual completion of the B-29, and proposed move- 
ments of these planes when they were completed, data concerning 

the approximate schedule date of D Day, copies of directives issued by 
General Marshall, and information concerning production, allocation 


` and development of tanks, guns and motorized equipment. Almost every 


conceivable type of information relating to the Air Forces! part in the 
war was included. A considerable volume of this material was brought 
to the Silvermaster home in its original form, that is, the documents them- 
selves, However, on some matters Ullman would copy down figures and 
make such other notations as were necessary for him to have a record of 
the desired data. 


"IL is to be noted that during this entire period George Silver- 
man was a civilian employee of the War Department, also stationed in tie 


Pentagon Building, assigned to the USAAF, and I am unable to state definitely 


which information was supplied by him and which by Ullman, This situation 
remained from the time of Ullman!s original assignment to the Pentagon 
Building until the time I ceased relations with the Silvermaster groups 
in September, 1944, and the volume of material consistently increased, 


"I never knew exactly to which unit or division of the Air Force 
Uliman was assigned. However, I do recall that some mention was made of 
Major Kades, who worked with General Hillring. I also know that Major 
Kades and Ullman were friendly and that Kades told Ullman a great many 
things that he found out through talking to the General. I am sure, how- 
ever, that Major Kades had no connection whatsoever with any of the opera- 
tions on the part of Ullman or the Silvermaster crowd, and if any informa- 
tion was attributed to Kades, it was innocently done on the part of Kades, 


With respect to my previous knowledge of any of the persons 
mentioned above, I can state that I had heard N. Gregory Silvermaster 
mention a red-headed man named Kramer and it is my belief Silvermaster 
had knovn Kramer in California prior to their removing to Washington, 
vention had previously been made to me also of Perlo by Silvermaster, 
who used to complain that the activities of Perlo in Washington were 
upsetting George Silverman,"

Mrs. Victor Perlo, nee Katherine Wills, alias Roberta Major, was

underground in the government. She, upon intorview, indicated with reference 
to George Silverman that the latter had endeavored to sever his comections 

with the Communist Party but had been unsuccessful in this regard due to 
fear that he would be persecuted by that organization. 





The records of the Washington Field Office reveal that A. George 
Silverman, residing at 2325 =- 15th Street, Northwest, Washington, De C., of 
the Railroad Retirement Board, was carried on the membership list of the 
Capitol City Forum. The records of the Capitol City Forum also indicated that 
Silverman was a Socialist and that his name also appeared on the indices of 
the League of Industrial Democracy. Silverman was also reported to have 
participated in the National Socialist Workers'Laidler dinner in 1940. 


On February 7, 1945, Harriet Bouslog, Legislative Representative 
of tne International Longshoremen's and Yíarehousemen!s Union ر‎ CIO, who is 
attached to the CIO Maritime Committee in Washington, D. C., contacted & 
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Mr. Silverman of the War Department, Ext 4802, to change the time of 

an appointment which had previously been arranged for Louis Goldblatt. Louis 
Goldblatt is Secretary-Treasurer of the International Longshoremen's and — 
Warehousemen's Union, CIO, San Francisco, California, and is known by the 

San Francisco Field Office to be a member of the Special Branch of the Commnist 
Party in that city. 


The following information was developed in connection with the 
case entitled "Philip Jacob Jaffe, with aliases, et al; Espionage = CM 
During the stay of David Karr, an assistant of Drew "Pearson, at the Beverly 
Hills Hotel, Beverly Hills, California, May 26-29, 1945, photographs of the 
personal papers and notebook of Karr were obtained. There appeared in the 
notebook an entry as follows: “George Silverman?.- Adams 1044, h802 — 8 
The notation "4802" appearing after George Silverman's name probably refers 
to Silverman's telephone extension at the War Department which was revealed 
from the telephone call made by Harriet Bouslog tothe War Department, Extension 
4802, The notation "Adams 104" is probably a residence telephone number which 
current directories show is the number listed for A. Ceorge Silverman, 2325 = 
l5th Street, Northwest, Washington, D. C. 


In June, 194, it was determined that A. George Silverman was a 
civilian employee of the Army Air Forces, War Department, Washington, D. C. 
This individual was contacted as a source of information in connection with 
a Hatch Act investigation of Margaret Greenfield, Assistant Chief, Progress 
Reporting Branch, Division of Research, Office of Price Administration, 
Silverman advised that he had worked with C-eenfield at the Railroad Retire- 
ment Board and praised the individual under inquiry as to both her ability 
and loyalty. In 1940 the name A. George Silverman, 2325 - 15th Street, North- 
West, TS on the Yashington, D. Ce mailing list of "The Socialist," official 
publication of the Socialist Party of the United States.  Inasmuch as | 
Abraham George Silverman has been connected with both the Railroad Retirement 
Board and the War Department, it is believed that he is identical with the 
George Silverman mentioned by Elizabeth Terrill Bentley in her statement as 
a part of a Soviet espionage ring. 
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RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION 


On November 20, 1945, & physical surveillance of Abraham George 
Silverman wes instituted, which surveillance has disclosed that he resides 
at 2325 15th Street, N. W., Washington, D. C., Telephone Adams 1044, and that 
he is employed by the French Supply Council'of the French Government, 1800 
Massachusetts Avenue, N.W., Washington, D. C. 


On November 27, 1945, Silverman was observed to leave the French 
Supply Council with an unidentified man and they drove off in a 1941 Chevrolet 
sedan with D. C. license 83-239, which is listed to Oscar L. Altman, 502 6th 
Street, S. We, Washington, D. C. They drove to the Carlton Hotel where 
Silverman alighted from the car and went into the lobby of the hotel and 
visited some one at the Carlton. 


On December 2 and 3, 1945, Silverman was in contact with an indivi- 
dual later identified as Jerome K., Ohrbach, an official of the Ohrbach depart- 
ment store of New York City. Bill Gurney, additional identifying data unknown, 
was in Washington, D. C. with Jerome X, Ohrbach, It is ot known what connection 
there is between these two individuals and Silverman. & سیا‎ 


On December 4, 1945, through a technical surveillance on the resi- 
dence of Silverman, it was ascertained that an unidentified man contacted 
Silverman and asked him for Dorothy Kaplan's telephone number, which was 
Temple 0983. (Dorothy Kaplan is the wife of Irving Kaplan who wes mentioned 
by the informant as engaging in Russian espionage activities}. The unidenti- 
fied man indicated that Irving Kaplan and others would be recalled as of 
December 5, 1945. On the same day the technical surveillance revealed that مارا‎ 
Sarah Silverman, wife of Abraham George Silverman, contacted Dorothy Kaplan. 


On December 5, 1945, Nathan Gregory Silvermaster contacted Mrs. 
Silverman and asked for George Silverman who was out at that time. Later the 
same evening, Silverman contacted the Silvermaster residence and spoke to 
Helen Silvermaster who advised him thet "Gregg" would not be able to see 
Silverman on the following Sunday. We 


Ou December 7, 1945, Dorothy Kaplan, wife of Irving Kaplan, was 
again in contact with Mrs. Silverman. 


On December 10, 1945, through technical surveillance it was ascer- 
tained that Dorothy Kaplan again contacted Mfs. Silverman to explain that 
she had received a cable from her husband Irving Kaplan. Dorothy Kaplan further 
explained to Mrs. Silverman that she had just had a conversation with William 
Ludwig Ullman and he had told her that one cable had come from the War Department 
asking for Kaplan's release and another had been sent to Kaplan direct. Later ۱ 
the same day Dorothy Kaplan also conversed with Abraham George Silverman and she 
told him that on Tuesday, December 4, 1945, Irving Kaplan had called from Paris 
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and had talked with Frank Coe. She indicated that the Treasury Department 

had requested Kaplan's release so that he may return to work. Silverman indi- 
cated in the conversation that Frank Coe was a good friend of Kaplan's and that 
he, Silverman, would try to push the thing through as soon as possible. ۱ | | 


On December 13, 1945, Dorothy Kapłan contacted Silverman, at w. 
time she stated that she had just received a call from William Ludwig Ullman 
telling her that the cable to her husband had finally cleared. X u 


On December 6, 1945, a physical surveillance revealed that Silverman 
had dinner at the Willard Hotel on this date with a man believed to be George 
A. Tesoro, who was evidently employed in Temporary ہت‎ T at 14th and 
Constitution Avenue, N. ۰ 


On December 6, 1945, Silverman was again in contact with an individual 
believed to be Oscar Altman mentioned above. À ١ایس‎ 

On December 12, 1945, at 12:45 a.m, an unidentified individual was 
observed to leave Silverman's apartment and proceed to the Carlton Hotel. Investi- 
gation revealed that General B, E. Myers resided at the Carlton Hotel, and inas- 
muoh as one Ben Myers was to call at Silverman's residence on the evening of 
December 11, 1945, it was believed that Ben Myers was General B, E. Myers. Henry 


Paris, Assistant Manager of the Carlton Hotel, advised that Major General Bennett 


Myers, Bayville, Long Island, had registere: in room 306 at that hotel on 
December 10, 1945, and that he had stopped at the hotel on numerous occasions 
during the past few months. Mr. Paris stated that Myers is presently in civilian 
clothes, 


The Washington Field Office by teletype dated December 17, 1945, ad- 
vised the Bureau that George Silverman and his wife were going to meet their son 
Dick Silverman at 5100 p.m. in the lobby of the Hotel New Yorker on Tuesday, 
December 18, 1945, and that they were scheduled to return to Washington on the 
7:30 p.m. train on the same day, Inquiry at the Hotel New Yorker revealed no 
record of registrstion the month of December for George Silverman and his wife 
or son Diok Silverman. qu i 


By teletype dated December 19, 1945, the Washington Field Office ad- 
vised that through a technical surveillance it was ascertained that George 
Silverman had a conversation with an individual whose name was phonetically 
believed to be Sacha Donty at the Statler Hotel on December 12, 1945. Further 
inquiry made at the Statler Hotel reflects that this person is identical with 
one Cesare Sacer Doti, who is registered as being employed at the Italian Enbasay 
and who is allegedly in the United States on an Italian mission, the nature of 
which is unknown, We 


On December 19, 1945, George Silverman was in Washington, D. C, and 
wes observed at his office. 


The Washington Field Office by teletype dated December 26, 1945, 
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advised the Bureau that Mrs. Dorothy Kaplan went to New York City on 
Saturday, December 22, 1945, to meet her husband Irving Kaplan who was 
arriving from overseas and prior to Mrs. Kaplan's departure from Washington 
she lunched with George Silverman on December 22. 


. On December 23, 1945, Irving Kaplan called George Silv and

Physical and technical surveillance has revealed that Abraham George 
Silverman has been in contact with numerous ‘individuals; however, the complete 
activities of George Silverman are not being set out herein as they are not 
deemed pertinent to the instant investization.

ALLEGATIONS OF INFORMANT 
L| 


Elizabeth Terrill Bentley in her statement made the following 
allegations ageinst tne above-captioned individual: 


"In connection with the activities of Harry white it was apparent to 
me from conversations I heard in the Silvermster hore that one of his most 
valuable assistance so far as the group was concerned xas his ability to place 
in the Treasury Department those individuals whom the group was anxious to have 
assigned there. Among inaiviauals in this category were Ullman, William Taylor 
and Sonya Gola. 


"Another incividual about whom I heard during tnis period (running 
from the lacter part of 1942 through the early part of 1943) was William Taylor 
previously mentioned herein as having been placed in the Treasury Department by 
Harry White. My recollection is that he was also sent as a Treasury Department 
representative to China and was leter sent to Lisbon, Portugal, for the Foreign 
Economic Administration. He also was a Communist Party member who paid his aues 
to the Silvermasters. During the interim between nie return from China ana his 
departure to Lisbon he was in the ireasury Department in hashington ana was 
supplying Siivermaster with written ana oral information secured by him in thet 
Lepartment. In audition he prepered a report on conaitions in China which he 
mace available probably to Silverman (possibly to Silvermaster). I recall 
naving scen this report among the aata given to me for celivery to the xussians." 


BACKGROUND 


The records of the Imigration and Naturalization Service reveal thet 
William Henry Taylor was oorn at Revelstoke, British Columbia, on Maren 30, 1906. 
He was employed as a university professor and arrived at Honolulu, Hawaii on 
September 4, 1936, on the SS "Empress" of Japan resiaing there until December 12, 
1939.

The file/further reflects that he married Dorotny Gray Taylor on 
September 17, 906. She was born in New York City. Taylor fiied his petition 
for naturalization on December 12, 1939, and certificate of naturalization #472136 
was issued to nim in the United States District Court for the Territory of 
Hawaii at Honolulu on March 30, 1940. . 
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Taylor studied at the University of Britisn Columbia مجع‎ received a 
Ph.D. Degree from the University of California in 1953 after wnich he taught 
economics in the University of Hawaii for eight years. During 1954 he paid a 
visit to Russia for severa, months duration. Intormants in Hawaii have advised 
that Taylor was cefinitely Communistic, 
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Mr. A. F. Luxford, Assistant General Counsel, U.S. Treasury Department, 
advised that Taylor h.d always supported Russia and has pointed out the importance 
of Russia's participation in the war effort. He said that he aid not believe 
that Taylor was a member of the Communist Party. He auvised that he and Taylor 
have been in conferences with representatives of the Soviet Government in 
connection witn monetary matters relating to our mutual war effort. 


The recoras at the Friendship Heights post office, subsvation washington, 
D.C., revealed that there was a change of audress card for William Henry Taylor 
which was ailea with that post office on June 4, 1945, which shows that Taylor's 
acdress was 3760 39th Sureet, N.W., and thet his new addrezs would be "c/o The 
American Embassy, London, England." An anonymous inyuiry was made telepnonicaily 
of the U.S. ireasury Department, Division of Monetary Research, ana advice was re- 
ceived wnat William Henry Taylor is presently in Lonaon, Engiand, for the Treasury 
Department and that mail to him snould be aodressed "William Henry Taylor, United 
States Treasury Representative, c/o American Embassy, Lonaon, England. 





Taylor was active in the Invernational Professional Association (IPA), 
Honolulu, Hawaii, ana accoraing to this source is definitely Communistic in his 
ideas, regardless of wnether he is actually a memoer of the Communist Party or 
note Tunis informant stated that Taylor talks about Communism constantly and is 
lavisn in his praise of Russia. Taylor visitea Russia for several months 
in 1954 ۰ 


E. M. Berstein, Assistant Director, Division oi konetary Research, 
Treasury Department, advisea that he had known Taylor from ine vime he 0 
working for the Treasury Department in 1941. He stated that Taylor was iirst 
employed unoer his jurisaiction and that he now holds an equal position in the 
same division. He further advised that he knew notning tnat would indicate tnat 
Taylor «as aisloyal to the Unitea States but would state that Taylor was pro- 
Russian in that he hes a great deal of admiration ior the Soviet government both 
prior to and since the outbreak of the war between Russia ana Germany. 


William Henry Taylor was shown as a sponsor on a visa application for 
one Carlos Blanco (Aqvinga) 


William Henry Taylor was also listea as a sponsor of a visa application 
of Wu Chee-hsien. 
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RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION 





As stated above, investigation at the Friendship Heights Post Office 
Substation revealed that there was a change of address card for William H.

An anonymous inquiry was made telephonically in November, ر 5ا19‎ to the Personnel 
Department of the United States Treasury Division of Monetary Research and ad- 
vice was received that William H. Taylor is presently in London, England, for

Inasmuch as William He Taylor is employed in London, England, for the 
Treasury Department, no further investigation has been conducted by the Washin- 
ton Field Office, 


A technical surveillance revealed that Harry Dexter White, who is home 
111, was contacted on Saturday, December 15, 19l5, by William H. Taylor. The 
conversation indicated that Taylor would arrive in Paris, France, on December | 
17, 1945, and White requested Taylor to contact a Mr, Snyder of the Treasury 
Department upon arrival, The conversation indicated that Taylor was to be in 
charge of the Treasury Department project there, j 
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ALLEGATIONS OF INFORMANT 


Elizabeth Terrill Bentley, in her statement, made the following 


allegations concerning the above-captioned individual. 


"Approximately two weeks after my initial visit to the 
Silvermaster home, I made another trip to their residence in 
Washingtone I had been told by Golos that I could expect to 
be given some material by the Silvermasters to be brought by me 
to Golos in New York, At this time it is my recollection that 
Silvermaster was employed in the Farm Security Administration, 
United States Department of Agriculture. His wife was unemployed 
and William Ludwig Ullman was employed in the Treasury Department, 
My only information at this time concerning the nature of the 
written material that I was to obtain was that it came from United 
States Government sources. I think it was at this time that I 
was formally introduced to William Ludwig Ullman. 


"For background purposes, I wish to state that Ullman originally 
came from a wealthy family in Missouri, I think St, Louis. It ap- 
pears that at an early age, because of some family difficulties, he 
left home and went to New York City, and subsequently secured a 
clerical position in a government agency in Washington, D. Ce, after 
which he made the acquaintance of the Silvermaster family; and, it is 
my recollection, the Silvermasters recognized his potentialities and 
facilitated his obtaining & job in the United States Treasury De- 
partment. By the time of my initial visit to the Silvermaster 
residence, Ullman was living in the Silvermaster residence, e e e e» 


"For a period of approximately six months subsequent to August, 
19l1, when I began the visits to the Silvermaster home, the only in- 
dividuals I knew of my own knowledge who were actually engaged in 
securing data for Golos to be transmitted through me were Uliman and 
Silvermaster, Sometime in the early part of 192, I realized from 
remarks made by those two men that others in the group 'were involved! 
in à similar manner, but I was still not received in their fullest 
confidence and did not learn the identity of these persons ×ظ‎ some 
considerable time, The volume of material being delivered by me from 
Ullman and Silvermaster to Golos steadily increased. After Golos! 
health became increasingly worse, he told me that he wanted me to begin 
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"reading such material myself, It is my recollection at this time 
that this material which still was in the form of typewritten 
notations made by Ullman and Helen Silvermaster consisted of data 
of an extremely varied Nature and appeared to be secured by them 

1 both through their hearing discussions among government officials 

— and employees as well as through their reading of various documents 

and writings. This material included, for instance, ranarks which 

i may have indicated the policy of the United States Government with 
respect to both domestic and foreign issues of almost every descrip- 
tion and was actually a motley hodgepodge of intelligence. I recall 
that Golos characterized the information as 'political.! 


` "In connection with the information that Sllvermaster was gather- 
ing, I learned that when Silvermaster started to gather this inform- 
tion he obtained some of it on his own initiative and later learned that on 
Silvermaster's trips to New York City where he met Golos, Golos would 
l instruct him as to the type of information he was interested in re- 
. ceiving. Silvermaster and Ullman were collecting data which in their 
opinion would be of value to Russia in addition to that specifically 


aN requested by Golos on the occasions of the many visits of Silvermaster 
} to New York City. I never received any information indicating that 
compensation in any form was being received by either Silvermaster or 


Ullman or by persons who later came into their picture for such services 
as I am describing. e e « ee ee we eee 


"By the fall of 1942 Ullman and Silvermaster began to bring to 
the Silvermaster residence documents which they apparently had secured 
from Government files to which they had access, Ullman provided him- 
self with a camera, I believe to have been a Contax, and became 
proficient in document photography, Also at this tine he and Silvermaster 
began to dictate to me various types of information, I recall they would 
refresh their recollection prior to dictation from small pieces of paper 
they would take out of their various pockets as though they had jotted 
down brief notations during the day, Ullman photographed the documents 
which he and Silvermaster brought to the Silvermaster residence, which 
photographs were taken on microfilm, most of which was supplied by Golos, 
who obtained it from his contacts. About. this time Ullman built an en- 
larging machine which he gave to me and I took it to my apartment at 
58 Barrow Street, New York City. On only one occasion, sometime in 19h,

did I personally witness the photographing at the Sllvermaster residence, 
but I knew from their conversations and remarks that such work was carried 
on in the basement of the residence and that there was in the basement 
Ki a more or less permanent photographic setup, that is, a holder for the 
( camera and a device for holding documents securely while being photographed. 
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. ‘hen I would return to New York City with the film, which at 
first would consist of probably two or three rolls, Golos would come 
to my apartment at 58 Barrow Street, where he would run the film through 
a viewer supplied to me by Ullman, He apparently did this in order to 
keep himself currently apprised of the information being secured and 
would always take the film from the apartment when he left, 


"In addition to the film which I would deliver to Golos, I also 
began to receive from Silvermaster carbon copies of documents usually let- 
ters from governmental employees, usually Treasury employees outside the 
United States, reporting on conditions where they happen to be located. 


"With respect to the dictation which Ullman and Silvermaster gave 
me in Washington, D. C., I would transcribe such dictation upon my return 
to New York City on a جس‎ in my office and deliver the transcription 
to Golose 


mith further respect to the nature of the documents being photo- 
graphed during this period, I recall that during Silvermaster's employment 
in the Board of Economic Warfare, he occasionally brought to his residence 
what appeared to be complete files, and although these had usually been 
photcgraphed by the time I arrived in Washington to collect the material, 
I recollect that sonetime I would see him arrive at his home with such files 
and observe him and Ullman looking over the contents thereof and deciding 
which should be photographed. It is my recollection that Silvermaster was 
in the Europe-Africa division of the Poard of Economic Warfare, 


"T do not recall definitely, but I believe sometime in the fall. 
of 1942 Ullman's induction seemed eminent and I recall there was consider- 
able discussion on the part of Silvermaster and himself as to which branch 
of service would seem most advantageous. I recall they rapidly dismissed 
any thought of his entering the Navy or Marine Corps because they thought 
both branches were anti-Semitic. They then realized he could not meet the 
physical requirements to be commissioned directly so it was decided that 
he would await being drafted and attempt to be assigned to the Air Corps. 
I recall that he did enter the Army as a private, was subsequently promoted 
to be a sergeant, was recommended for Officers! Candidate School, and was 
accepted and thereafter commissioned a Second Lieutenant in the Air Force. 
He later was promoted to First Lieutenant and was a Captain the last time 
I saw him, I recall that Silvermaster was most anxious that Ullman be as- 
siged to the Pentagon Building and further that through George Silverman 
he was in fact assigned to the Pentagon. After Ullman was assigned to the 
Pentagon Building he resumed his residence with the Silvermaster family. 


"With respect to George Silverman, he is approximately forty-five 
years old, is Jewish, is a graduate of Harvard University and is acknowledg- 
ed to be a brilliant mathematician and statistician, It is my recollection 
that he went to Washington, D. C. in the early 1930's and was employed by 
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"the Railroad Retirement Board, I am unable to state when or under 
what circumstances he became acquainted with the Silvermasters and . 
Ullman, except that he may have met the latter in Washington as he 

and UTiman were both members of the same Communist Party unit there. 

I do recall, however, that Silverman became friendly with these people 
and was at their home very often and after his being assigned to the 
Pentagon Building as a civilian specialist of some kind, he began to 
bring documents to the Silvermaster home there. I saw him on one 
occasion, but had never formally met him. With respect to the documents 
brought by him to the Silvermaster residence, he in fact did not know 
they were photographed. From remarks I heard there I believe it was 
his impression that Silvermaster would simply read the documents over, 
commit them more or less to memory, and then verbally gave the contents 
thereof to Earl Browder. With respect to the ultimate destination of 
these documents I am of the positive opinion that although Silverman 
may have heard of Golos, he had no knowledge that such material was in 
fact being received by Golose 


"During the period running from the latter part of 1942 through 
the early part of 1943, I became aware through remarks made by Silver- 
master, his wife and Ullman, that Harry White, employed in the United 
States Treasury Department, was supplying them information consisting 
of documents presumably obtained by him in the course of his duties 
in the Treasury Department. I recall definitely having seen some docu- 
ments at the Silvermaster residence, which documents were delivered there 
by Ullman or Silverman, both of whom were receiving material from White. 
As to the nature of such written material being supplied by White, I 
can only describe it as consisting of reports of a varied nature con- 
cerning the financial activities of the United States Government, parti- 
cularly as they related to foreign commitments, also various memoranda 
and reports from other governmental departments and agencies, These 
documents had usually been reduced to photographs by the time I saw them, 
but on occasion I would see the original documents themselves, 


"In connection with the activities of Harry White, it was appar- 
ent to me from conversations I heard in the Silvermaster home, that one 
of his most valuable assets so far as the group was concerned was his 
ability to place in the Treasury Department, those individuals whom the 
group was anxious to have assigned there. Among individuals in this 
category were Ullman, William Taylor and Sonya Gold. 


"I have never met nor have I seen Harry White, and the information 
concerning him as related above came to me from Mr, and Mrs. Silvermaster 
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nand Ullmans, I recall also that te was ETE as a valuable adjunct 
because of his close relationship with former Secretary of the Treasury 
Henry Morgenthau, Jr., and was felt to be in a position to secure favorable

"Referring again to William Ludwig Ullman and George Silverman, 
I recall that about late in the summer of 1943 a steadily increasing 
volume of material was obtained by these individuals which was subse- 
quently photographed and turned over to me. I also recall that about 
this time Ullman ceased developing the photographs he took and gave me 
the undeveloped negatives which I turned over to Golos, Apparently 
the reason for this was that the number of rolls was increasing to such 
an extent that Ullman did not have the time or opportunity to develop 
them, Therefore, I did not have the occasion to actually see what was 
on the negatives. However, during this time I did have many conversations 
with Ullman and Mr, and Mrs, Silvermaster, and I found out from these 
conversations that the materid that Ullman and Silverman were obtaining and 
photographing included data on the following: aircraft production figures, 
allocation and deployment of aircraft, results of testing of aircraft, 
reports on the efficiency of particular types of airplanes, technological 
developments in aircraft manufacture, statistics regarding high octane 
aviation gasoline, personal data concerning important Air Force officers, 
opinions of aircraft personnel on other nations, Army gossip, all pertinent 
developments concerning the planning, construction and actual completion 
of the B-29, and proposed movements of these planes when they were com- 
pleted, data concerning the approximate schedule date of D Day, copies 
of directives issued by General Marshall, and information concerning produc- 
tion, allocation and development of tanks, guns and motorized equipment. 
Almost every conceivable type of information relating to the Air Forces! 
part in the war was included. A considerable volume of this material 
was brought to the Silvermaster home in its original form, that is, the 
documents themselves, However, on some matters Ullman would copy down 
figures and make such other notations as were necessary for him to have 
a record of the desired data. 


"It is to be noted that during this entire period George Silverman was 
& civilian employee of the War Department, also stationed in the Pentagon 
Building, assigned to the USAAF, and I am unable to state definitely which 
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mained from the time of Ullman!s original assignment to the Pentagon 
Building until the time I ceased relations with the Silvermaster groups 
in September, 194, and the volume of material consistently increased, 


"I never knew exactly to which unit or division of the Air Force 
Ullman was assigned. However, I do recall that some mention was made of 
Major Kades, who worked with General Hillring. I also know that Major 
Kades and Ullman were friendly and that Kades told Ullman a grest many 
things that he Tound out through talking to the General, I am sure, how- 
ever, that Major Kades had no connection whatsoever with any of the opera- 
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"tions on the part of Ullman or the Silvermaster crowd, and if any

"I also recall that in about the spring of 19), Bill Gold, the 
husband of Sonya Gold, came into the picture, Bill obtained a position 


in the Foreign Economic administration and according to the conversations 


I had with the Silvermasters and Uliman, I determined that Bill had been 
supplying this group with what they indicated was excellent information 
regarding the goings on in the FEA. As a matter of fact during one of my 
conversations at the Silvermaster home, either Gregory Silvermaster or 
Ullman made the remark that Bill had done such a good job that they were 
thinking of supplying him with a camera so that he could do his own photo- 
graphing at home, As far as I know Bill Gold is still employed with the 
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"I recall that when I was to return the enlarger that Ludwig 
Ullman turned over to me, Jack instructed me not to hand this to him 
personally, but to take this to a locker in the Greyhound Bus Terminal 
on 3lhth Street in New York City, and that when I subsequently saw him I 
was to turn over to him the key to this locker, and he would have someone 
pick this up. On other occasions, I utilized lockers in the railroad

Extension 2101. After William Ludwig Ullmann left the Army Air Forces on 
October 14, 1945, he returned to his civilian employment at the United States 
Treasury Department, 








۱ Bureau files reflect that Wi Iudwig Ullmann, while an enployee 
of the Treasury Department, was interviewed during the Hatch Act investigation 
of Harold Glasser, Assistant Director, Division of Monetary Research, Treasury 
Department. At this time Ullmann stated that he could not recall Glasser ever 
having mentioned any interest in political activities and that he had no reason 
| to doubt Glasser's complete loyalty and Glasser's satisfaction with the democratic 
Processes of government. e © 


| William Ludwig Ullmann of the Monetary Research Division of the 
Treasury Department was interviewed in connection with the Hatch Act investiga- 
tion concerning Lauren W. Cassaday, Principal Economic Analyst, Division 
of Monetary Research, Department of the Treasury. Ullmann stated that Cassaday . 
had worked under his direction at the Treasury Department for a short period 
of time and although he was only casually acquainted with Cassaday, he stated 
he had no reason to doubt Cassaday's loyalty to this country and he had no 
uc information regarding the possible membership of Cassaday in any organization

ORIGIN OF CASE AND SUMMARY OF INVESTIGATION 3

) ' ing him information which she at that time was securing during the course 
of her employment with the Italian Library of Information, New York City, 
an instrument of the propaganda ministry of the then Fascist Italian Govern- 
ment, The identity of "Tim" was later revealed to Bentley as Jacob M. Golos, 
Secretary of World Tourists, Incorporated, a New York corporation chartered 
June 10, 1927. It will be recalled that Jacob M. Golos, whose real name 
was Jacob Rasin, pleaded guilty to an indictment along with World Tourists, 
Incorporated, charging failure to register as agents of the Soviet Govern- 
ment in March, 1940. He received a fine of $500.00 and a jail sentence of 
four months to one year which was later changed to probation. Bentley, after 
° her original contact with Golos, did not long remain with the Italian Library 
of Information, and up to the present time has only been employed for short 
periods on full time employment, 


After what appears to have been an initial probationary period, Golos 
began to use Bentley as a courier for the collection of information from 
various individuals in Washington, D. C., and New York City. The majority 
of these persons were employed in the United States Government, She was 
definitely aware of the connection of Golos with Soviet intelligence, namely, 
the NKVD rather than the Red Army Intelligence since about the end of 190.

During the summer of 1941, Golos began to use Bentley regularly as 
& courier to collect information from various individuals in Washington, D. C, 
The first group with which she came in contact was ostensibly headed by 
i | Nathan Gregory Silvermaster, formerly m mmlayee of the Department of Agriculture 
&nd now Chief of the Division of Economic Analysis of the War Assets Board, 
Washington, D. C. Silvermaster and his wife, Helen, were in turn in contact 
with many other individuals in the Government from whom they secured material 
and made it available to Bentley for transmittal to Golose This material was 
given to her in the form of written reports, actual documents, exposed but un- 
developed film and verbally requiring her recording it in shorthand which she 
later transcribed. 


Victor Perlo who was formerly employed with the War Production Board and 
later by the Foreign Economic Administration. She met Perlo with others at 
the apartment of John Abt in New York City. As in the previous group, she 
acted as a courier for the collection of information of interest to the 
— Soviets which she delivered to Golos, She continued in this activity for 
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D The second group with which Bentley came in contact was headed by

Golos until the time of his death on November 27, 1943. At this time she 
was placed in contact with an individual known to her only as "Bill" who 
investigation has not identified to date, 





From November, 1913, until September, 19h44, "Bill" was the 
recipient of all information collected by Bentley. In October, 19ll, she 
was turned over to an individual knom to her only as "Jack" with whom she 


^ worked until December, 194, when all of her contacts were taken from her, 
` SJack* may be identical with Claymer Schluter who was not mentioned by Bentley 


and who entered this case following contact with Peter C. Rhodes on 
December 6, at which time an exchange of papers was made. Schluter and 
Rhodes will be dealt with more completely hereinafter. 


It was through "Jack® that Bentley met "Al" whose real name she 
never learned but who was identified following a physical surveillance of 
Bentley on November 21, 19l5, as Anatole Borisovich Gromov, First Secretary 
of the Soviet Embassy, Washington, D. C. It will be recalled that Gromov 
was suspected by this Bureau to be the successor to Vassili Zubilin, reported 
head of the NKVD in North America who returned to Moscow in the late sumer 
of 19hh, following the inspection of espionage facilities of North America 
conducted by representatives of the NKVD and the Red Army Intelligence, 
Gromov departed from the United States for Moscow on December 7, 19l5, and 
it appears, as will be seen hereinafter, that his position has been assumed 
by Fedor Alexeevich Garanin, an official of the Soviet Enbassy, Washington, 
D. Ce, who formerly served in the Russian Legation in Habana, Cuba, as Second 
Secretary. It appears that he holds the same position in Washington, D, C. 


Bentley is unable to state specifically in any instance to whom 
Golos, "Bill", Wack" or "Al" delivered the material which she collected for 
them, She does state, however, that Golos, during the period of her associa- 
tion with him, selected those items of ٭‎ political, economic or social in- 
telligence character and made them available to Earl Browder, then National 
Chairman of the Communist Party. Browder in no instance kept this information 
for delivery to a third person since he did not wish to become compromised in 
the collection of information of this type. He, however, was cognizant of 
her activities for Golos, and it is her opinion that Golos violated his - 
directives in making this information available to Browder, Bentley tentatively 
identifies one of the individuals to whom he delivered material which she col- 
lected as "Charlie", a dentist residing in Brooklyn, New York, “Charlie” has 
been tentatively identified as Dr. Abraham Weinstein, a practicing dentist at 
28 53rd Street, New York City, who, during the course of this investigation, 
has been in contact with two of the principal subjects, and Victoria Stone, an 
intimate associate of Arthur و‎ & known Soviet agent, 


Naturally, while working for Golos and his successors, Bentley had 


specific instructions to have no associations whatsoever with the Commnist 
Party or any of its fringe groups. It was through Golos that Bentley became 
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associated with the United States Service and Shipping Corporation, New York 
City, which was formed on February 20, 1941, to engage in the shipping of 
food packages to Europe and primarily Russia, This company had an authorized 
stock of $50, 0,000 and maintained offices in Room 2921, 120 Broadway, New York 
City. Actual operations began in April, 1941, with John Hazard Reynolds as 
the original President and Elizabeth Bentley &s Secretary, 


Reynolds is an individual of some financial background who Was 
selected by Earl Browder to fit into this carporation, Browder invested 
$15,000 of the funds of the Communist Party-U.5.A. in this concern which to 
date have not been returned, although the concern asa Soviet espionage 
cover firm, has been reorganized. Reynolds is supposed to have contributed 
$5,000 to the original investment. The obvious conclusion from Bentley's 
statement and subsequent investigation is that both World Tourists, In- 
corporated and the United States Service and Shipping Corporation were and 
possibly still are "fronts" for Soviet intelligence, 


Through the groups previously mentioned as headed by Silvermaster 


and Perlo, as well as various miscellaneous individuals, it is apparent 


that the Soviet intelligence was successful in securing information from the 
Department of State, Office of Strategic Services, the Treasury Department, 
the War Department, the Foreign Economic Administration and numerous other 
sources, In mmerous instances, the documents themselves were made available 
from these agencies for copying verbatim or for photographing in the basement 


‘of the home of Silvermaster, — 


Due to the numérous individuals mentioned by Bentley, it would have 
been impossible during the limited period of investigation since November 8, 
1945, to establish that each and every one were inter-relatel. The normal 
practice of espionage would not permit contacts between each and every in- 
dividual within the interim period. Consequently, as enunciated hereinbefore, 


` the policy has been followed of establishing the basic truth or falsity of 


Bentley's statement. a result of a review of the files of the Bureau, 

ical surveillances, mail covers and other methods of in- ~ 
estigati e a are certain general factors which add authenticity to her 

statement. ese general proofs are enunciated as follows: 

le Bentley claimed that she was in contact with an 
individual known to her as "Al." Through Ray Elson, 
wife of Joseph Elson, recently released from the | 
United States Army, Bentley, following her contact E 
with the New York Office, arranged for an interview ۱ 
with "Al." This contact was covered by physical 
surveillance on November 21, 1945, and "Al" was later 
identified as Anatole Gromov, First peri of the 
Soviet Embassy, Washington, D. C. 
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Joseph B. Gregg, presently an employee of the Co- 
ordinator of Inter-American Affairs and who, it

In & complete review of the Bentley statement, wherein 
well over a 150 names were mentioned, in no instance has . 
investigation indicated that a non-existent person . - 

was mentioned, This in itself is phenomenal if the state- 
ment lacked authenticity. The only people that have not 
been identified as actual persons to date are those on 
whom Bentley could not furnish the full name or sufficient 
details concerning their background to identify. 


There is a high degree of accuracy in describing situations 
existing. As an example, two instances are mentioned wherein 
matters of Government policy not generally known to the public 
were recited as having had occurred, The first of these con- 
cerned an alleged feud in the spring of 19ll between Honorable 
Carlton J. H. Hayes, American Ambassador to Spain, and the 
Office of Strategic Services in that country, resulting in a 
Withdrawal of OSS personnel to some extent, This situation 
&ctually occurred, Secondly, Bentley makes reference to the 
proposed program of General William J. Donovan of OSS to have 
NKVD representatives come to the United States in exchange 

for an OSS mission in Russia, Bentley received this informa~ 
tion from Major Duncan Lee of the Office of Strategic Services, 
& principal subject in this case. She recounted in this 
statement that this proposal was looked upon unfavorably by 
President Roosevelt, Fleet Admiral Leahy and Director J. Edgar 
Hoover of the FBI, This, it will be recalled, is very similar 
to the situation that actually existed at the time General 
Donovan made this proposal. There are several other instances 
where policies of the Government not generally known to the 
public are discussed by Bentley as having come to her attention 
from information gathered by the persons whom she contacted 
as a Soviet courier, 


Bentley charged that confidentjAl documents were photographed 
in the basement of the Silvermaster home, During the in- 
vestigation access was gained to the basement of the Silver- 
master home under a suitable pretext, at which time it was 
determined that a complete photographic laboratory exists 
there for the copying of documents with the exception of the 
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canera itself which, of course, could be easily supplied, 
This includes an enlarger, developing equipment and 
chemicals and all other incidentals, ۱ 


The first two numbered paragraphs above give proof to the statement 
that she herself was in contact with "Al" whom she believed to be a Russian, 
and, secondly, that at least one other principal subject named by Bentley 
during the course of the investigation has contacted another Soviet official, 
presumably in the conducting of Soviet espionage. The-other numbered oarz;zaphs 
give a general ring of authenticity to the Bentley statement, 


Some fifty-three individuals are dealt with specifically hereinafter 
as concerns the allegations made by Bentley, their background and the results — 
of the investigation to date, In the interest of preventing an extension of ; 
this investigation indefinitely, both the Washington Field Office and the New . 
York Office have attempted to narrow dom their investigation to those in- 
dividuals considered of primary importance. The Washington Field Office has 
at the present time the following principal subjects:

An investigation of the above individuals has determined that many - 
of them are acquainted with numerous other individuals named by Bentley. ’ 
However, there have been no major contacts with the lesser subjects to justify|- 
 expending the above list further. Considering the above individuals, it is HE 
interesting to note in summary the following pertinent results of investigation. ٦

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Fedor Alexeevich Garanin, Second Secretary of the Soviet Eubassy, 
Washington, D. Ce, has been determined during the investigation to be in 
charge of the Consular Section of the Soviet Embassy. This is understood to 


be the same position previously held by Anatole Gromov, identified as the 
contact 841" with whom Bentley dealt. In addition. Joseph B. Grage contacted 
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Garanin while being surveilled by the Bureau, Gregg in “turn is known “to have 
been in contact with Peter C, Rhodes of OWI, now transferred to the State 
Department; Robert T. Miller, III, State Department; and Maurice Halperin, 
formerly of the Office of Strategic Services and now with the State Department, 
all of Washington, D. C., and all of whom were named by Bentley as elements 

of the Soviet espionage unit from which she collected information, In addi- 
tion, Gregg contacted Dr. abraham Benedict Weinstein in New York City, who has 
been tentatively identified as "Charlie", the superior of 0 l4)

Alger Hiss cannot be definitely placed either with the airte ! 
group or the Perlo group mentioned by Bentley. He is stated to have had ; 
connections with the Soviet espionage unit. He has had no contact with either 
the principal or minor subjects in this case. However, it should be noted 
that as a result of his position as Secretary General of the United Nations i 
Organization, he is preparing to depart from the United States aboard the ا‎ 
SS Queen Mary on its next voyage from New York City to England, He proceeded 
to New York City on December 30, 1945.

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Major Duncan C. Lee has made several contacts during the current 
investigation with Joseph B. Gregg mentioned bai dee: The nature of these 
contacts was not ascertainable, 


Victor Perlo has been in contact with Donald Wheeler of the Office 
of Strategic Services; Mrs, Helen Siivermaster, wife of Nathan Gregory Silver- 
“master; and Jenny Miller, wife of Robert T. Miller, III, formerly euployed with 
the Coordinator of Inter-American Affairs and now with the Department of State, 
all of whom were named by Bentley as principal subjects in her statement. 
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Peter C. Rhodes of OWI and now with the Department of State has 
been in contact with Joseph B, Gregg,mentioned hereinbefore, on several oc- 
casions and with Gregg contacted Dr. Abraham Benedict Weinstein in New York 
City, who is the most logical suspect to date for "Charlie, the superior of

— -- case after a contact with Peter C. Rhodes on December 6, 1945, involving an 


exchange of papers. He was recently released from the United States Army and i. 
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although not definitely sscertained to date, he possibly was and may still 


be assigned to the Office of Strategic Services. He is the most logical 


suspect to date for "Jack", an individual to whom Bentley reported between 
October and December, 194). Their descriptions tally end Schluter possesses 
a somewhat international character and travelled extensively in Europe. 


Abraham George Silverman whom investigation has determined to have 
been in contact with Dorothy Kaplan, wife of Irving Kaplan, was mentioned by 
Bentley as engaged in Russian activities. ‘ Nathan Gregory Silvermaster; during 
the course of inquiry, contacted Mrs. Silverman and asked for her husband, 
George. This call was returned later on December 5, 1945. It is apparent 
that the Silvermans, the Kaplans and the Silvermasters are on good terms 
socially, and there has been a mumber of exchanges of telephone calls between 
them during the short period of this investigative coverage, Aw 


Nathan Gregory Silvermaster is considered the most important subject 
in this case and the head of a group from which Bentley collected information. 
As mentioned hereinbefore, Bentley charged that photogravhic equipment for the 
copying of documents was maintained in the basement of the Silvermaster home, 
This was verified. Silvermaster himself has not been in contact with any of 
the principal subjects for other than apparently social purposes. Bentley 
claims that Harry Dexter White, Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, was an 
element of the Silvermaster group. It is interesting to note that investigation 
has ascertained through a technical surveillance that Mrs. Silvermaster, on 
December 2, 1945, contacted Mrs. Ann White, wife of Harry Dexter White, and 
commented that her husband was working on the British loan. Other conversation 
wes purely social. 


On December 23, 1915, Mr. and Mrs. Silvermaster spent the evening at | 
the home of Harry Dexter White. Mrs. Silvermaster who can probably be considered ; 
of equal importance with her husband has also been in contact with Rose Gregg, 
wife of Joseph B. Gregg, and has attempted to contact Sonia Gold, wife of Bela 
Gold, both of whom figured prominently in the Bentley statement as involved

with the Silvermaster group. Another interesting factor is the residence of 


William Ludwig Ulmann with the Silvermasters.e He is apparently accepted as one 
of the famjly, participating in most of the activities of their home and most 
of their social contacts.  Silvermaster has also been in contact with key figures 
of the Communist Party in Washington, D. Ce, including Charlotte Young and 
Elizabeth Sasuly. During the course of investigation, he has had innumerable 
contacts witn Government 05 and employees not mentioned by Bentley» 


Willian. Ludwig Vimann, as mentioned hereinbefore, resides with the. کے‎ 


Silvermasters, He was a Major in the United States Army Air Corps from 


October 16, 1943, until October 1l, 1915, assigned to the Pentagon Build 
from which point Bentley charges that she secured documents copied in t 
Silvermaster home which she delivered to her Russian superiors. He is presently 
employed as a principal economic analyst, his immediate superior in the Treasury 
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Department — Harry Dexter White. His residence with the Silvermasters 
and his employment under Harry Dexter White substantiates at least in part 


. the statements made by Bentley.

Abe Brothman was mentioned prominently in the Bentley statement 
as having furnished blueprints of commercial kettles to Golose He is the head 
of Abe Brothman and Associates, Consulting Engineem with offices at lll Fast 
32nd Street, New York City. Investigation to date has not developed any 


contacts by Brothman with the other subjects in this case, 


Laughlin Currie, formerly Administrative Assistant to President 
Roosevelt, was mentioned prominently in the Bentley statement as being helpful 
to those engaged in Soviet intelligence whom she knew, Investigation has 
revealed that he was used as a reference by several individuals more actively 
engaged in the gathering of information and actually interceded to bring about 
no action in the Hatch Act investigation of Silvermaster. He has had no con- 
tacts with other individuals mentioned by Bentley during the course of this 
investigation. He is presently making plans to leave the United States for 
England in the near future, 


Ray Elson is the individual through whom Bentley made arrangements 
for her contact with "Al", later identified as Anatole Gromov. She also ۱ 
succeeded Bentley in the United States Service and Shipping Corporation. Elson 
arranged the contact with "Al" which was covered by physical surveillance by 
Bureau Agents on November 21, 1945. Both she and her husband are in contact 
with known Communists. 


VAlexander Koral was not mentioned in the Bentley statement but 
entered the case as a result of a surveillance on Silvermaster in Washington, 
D. C. Silvermaster picked Koral up in his automobile from a busy corner. and 
took a long ride with him on December 1, 195. This would be a piel. method 
of contact, according to Bentley. 
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Dr. Abraham Benedict Weinstein who is strongly suspected of being 
"Charlie", the superior of Golos, has been visited in New York City by Joseph 
Be Gregg and Peter C. Rhodes, both mentioned hereinbefore, i 





Other individuals mentiohed prominently by Bentley are not — 
treated with in summary form at this time in view of the fact that they a 


` mo longer considered principal subjects. This situation in the course سا‎ the 


investigation may change somewhat as inquiries continue, The present trend 
is to limit this case to those individuals’ from whom the most can be realized. 
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BACKGROUND OF ELIZABETH TERRILL BENTLEY 


- , . Elizabeth Terrill Bentley was born on January l, 1908 in New ‘Milford, 
Connecticut, the daughter of Charles Prentiss Bentley now deceased, Her parents 
were native-born Americans and one branch of the family tree traces its ancestry 
in the United States back to the voyage of the Mayflower, Prior to entering 


. upon her college education she resided for various periods in New .Milford, 


Connecticut, Ithica and Rochester, New York, She graduated from Vassar College 
in 1930 with an AB. Degree. Following her graduation she entered the teaching 
profession, accepting a position at the Foxcroft School, Middleburg, Virginia, 


In the fall of 1932 Elizebeth Bentley moved to New York City where 
she enrolled at Columbia University for the purpose of studying for her Masters 
Degree. In 1933 and 193l on an Exchange Fellow ican she studied at the 
University of Florence, Italy, In July of the latter year she returned to 


the United States. and that same fall renewed her studies at Columbia Universitv, 
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receiving her Masters Degree at the end of that semester, While at Bo lunbia. 
University on the latter occasion, she came in social contact with Lee Fuhr, 
ree Meekirk, who she eventually learned was engaged in the Commnist movement, 
Mrs, Fuhr asked Bentley to speak before the members of the American League 
Against War and Fascism at Teachers'College in New York City, which invitation 
she accepted, At this rally she met Professor James Mendenhall, a member of 
the League Against War and Fascism, It was subsequently determined by Bentley 
that Mrs, Fuhr and Professor Mendenhall were both members of the Communist 
Party and active in the movement in the United States, 


In January of 1935 Bentley went to the city office of the American 
Leegue Against War and Fascism in New York City, and there assisted inis group 
in research matters, particularly concerning Italy, for some period, In 
March of 1935 she became a regular member of the Communist Party sponsored 
by Professor Mendenhall and Mrs, Fuhr under the Party nane of Elizabeth 
Sherman, She was first affiliated with Unit I. of the Harlem Section of the 
Communist Party of the United States. 


In March of that same year Bentley, through the Columbia Placement 
Bureau, secured a position with the Home Relief Bureau, as an investigator, 
which position she retained until July, 1935. At the same time of this 
employment she was doing work for the city office of the American League 
Against War and Fascism, Her experiences and acquaintances both within the 
Comaunist Party and its fringe groups expanded, 


In the fall of 1935 Bentley returned to Columbia University, taking 
special courses in sociology, until the following June, when she engaged in 
various odd jobs of translating and miscellaneous clerical positions, At the 
same time she held several positions in the Communist Party such as Financial 
Secretary, Educational Director, Organiaer and other miscellaneous jobs, 
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In the summer of 1936 she was offered a position at the Amtorg 
Camp in Napanoch, New York, a summer camp for the children of Soviet Nationals, 
Students at this camp ranged in age from 2 to 15 and according to Bentley, 
the camp had no ulterior appearances to her, although she knows the language 
spoken was Russian, which she does not understand, 


In the late summer of 1936 Bentley busied herself primarily in the 
settling of certain personal business, 


During the year 1937 Bentley was employed for various periods at. 
Macy's Department store, as well as a summer camp at Bloomingburg, New York, 
She also held other temporary jobs in publicity work, did some work for the 
Consumer!s Union and worked in the publicity campaign for the Honorable 
Thomas E. Dewey, then running for election in New York City. | 


In June of 1938 through the Columbia Placenent Bureau, Bentley 
secured a secretarial position with the Italian Library of Information, 595 
Madison Avenue, New York City. This, it will be recalled, was a propaganda 
instrument of the Italian Fascist Government, While in this employment she 
worked directly under the supervision of Ugo D'Annunzio, now deceased, 
While employed with the Italian کت‎ PE she secured certain 
material which she made available to F@®rown of the Communist Party Head- 
quarters in New York City, F. Brown has been identified as Ferruccio Marini, 
a former member of ihe Communist Party of Italy, end former student of the 
Lenin Institute, Moscow, USSR, who arrived in the United States in 1920. He 
has been active in the National Administration of the Communist Party, since 
that date and is given considerable lineage hereinafter, The employment 
with the Italian Library of Information lasted until March, 1939, In the 
meanwhile F. Brown introduced Bentley to Tim or Timmy whom she later identified 
as Jacob Golos of World Tourist, Inc, After this introduction all material 
which she had was passed to Golos up until the cessation of her employment. 


in September, 1939, at the instigation of Golos, Bentley secured 
& position as secretary to Richard H. Waldo, the President and owner of 
McClures Syndicate, which publishes and distributes the "Whirligig." Golos 
explained that Waldo was suspected of being affiliated in some way with the 
Germans, and they were seeking information concerning his activities. ۱ 
Bentley was successful in covering Waldo!s activities closely from her position 
as secretary, All of this material was submitted to Golos and she remained 
as a secretary to Waldo until February, 1940. Nothing significant was secured 
by her and Golos was somewhat displeased with the possible exception of the 
fact that she learned that Waldo and the Late Wendell Willkie were in communi- 
cation with each other, Richard H. Waldo, as you recall, was the subject of 
an intensive investigation by this Bureau some years ago following a statement 
made by him in the "Whirligig" concerning the bad health of President Roosevelt. 
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Bentley was not gainfully employed permanently after leaving 
Waldo's until the establishment in April, 19]1, of the United States Service 
and Shipping Corporation 212-5th Avenue, New York City, of which she became 
the original secretary, later serving as vice president, up until the time 
that Ray Elson assumed this position, Elson is shown elsethere herein as 
one of the primary subjects in this case, This company was established 


. with money belonging to the Communist Party of the United States made 


available by Earl Browder, then National — of the Communist Party, 


Browder made available, یش‎ to Bentley, $15,000, whereas 
John Hazard Reynolds, the original president, made available $5,000, The 
firm was a cover firm for Soviet espionage, the same as World Tourist, Inc, 
It ostensibly was to engage in the business of shipping parcels and merchandise 
to Soviet Russia, . 


It is interesting to note that with Bentleyts employment with the 
Italian Library of Information she had m further contact whatsoever with the 
Communist Party or any of the fringe groups, and for all intents and purposes 
could be considered a secret member of the Communist Party, Her activities 
as a Soviet courier for Golos and others is dealt with in detail in other 
sections of this memorandum, l 
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SOVIET SYSTEM 


As a result of the contacts of Elizabeth Terrill Bentley with various 
individuals ostensibly operating as Soviet agents, considerable information was 
secured from her concerning the system used in this underground espionage work, 
Although these methods are set forth under the caption of Soviet System, it 
should be noted that they differ little from the methods used by any country 
engaged in secret intelligence, In general there is a definite showing of 
operations under cover companies such as World Tourist, Inc,, and the United 
States Service and Shipping Corporation in this instance, Information is 
collected by the use of cover addresses and couriers, Intermediaries, both 
primary and secondary are apparent, There is an obvious absence of advanced 
technical methods such as the use of secret inks, microdots or other highly 
technical means of communication, There is, however, as actually existed in 
the case, a resort to the use of the copying camera, 


Soviet espionage has one clear cut advantage over that practiced 
by any other country in the United States as occurred with the Germans in 
recruiting from members of the Nazi Party and its sympathizers, The Soviet 
espionage system obviously does its recruiting from members of the Communist 
Party. However, they are at a distinct advantage in that a large majority of 
the members of the Communist Party are native born Americans or individuals 
not native born but sufficiently familiar with the American wey of life to 
avoid detection. This was not always true of the Germans who relatively 
easily could be separated from the native Americans, 


Jacob Golos, in a discussion with Bentley on one occasion indicated 
that Soviet intelligence was broken down into three branches, namely military- 
naval, political and general, He did not indicate, however, which branch he 
represented, Bentley is convinced that she in fact was working for the NKVD 
and all factors point to a substantiation of this conclusion, 


On another occasion while in contact with "Jack" who has not yet * 
been positively identified, he described what he referred to as the "pole" 
method of establishing a ring of individuals for the gathering cf information, 
Ihe term "pole" in reality, was the designation of the individual at the apex 
of the organization, This organization was described as a single unit, For 
example there would be six individuals who were obtaining information for the 
Russians, No one of these six individuals Would know the identity of the 
other five, Each individual would have a courier or messenger and/or a mail 
drop by which means they could dispose of the material which they gathered, 
None of the six individuals in the unit would know the identity of their 
courier or messenger or the identity of the person collecting the material 
from the mail drop, 


The next step up the ladder would be an individual responsible 
for receiving the information from three messengers and/or mail drops. He 
would correlate this material and in turn would have a courier or a mail drop 
to which he delivered the edited information, The other three in the unit 
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would also have an individual who received their material through a courier 
and/or mail drop and correlated it for final consumption, The edited material 
from the two individuals each handling three gatherers of information, in turm 
would not know the identity of the courier or the person collecting their 
edited materiel from a mail drop if this was used, In this manner a single 
individual unknown to anyone else in the group would eventually come into the 
possession of all of the information obtained by the original six individuals,

tion, couriers, mail drops, and editors in the unit, The last named individual 
designated the "pole" would, according to "'Jack'! normally be a Russian who in 
turn would pass the information on to the proper authority. 


The purpose of this system has its foundation in the security of the 
organization. If any one member of the group with the exception of the "pole" 
becomes compromised he cannot directly compromise any other individual in the 
unit. As can be seen, this is what is commonly referred to in intelligence 
parlance as a double cut-out system. It would be possible, however, under 
this same system to extend it to a triple or quadruple cut-out system without 
much difficulty, 


Bentley herself never actually participated in a unit such as is 
described above, and can be considered the ultimate in espionage efficiency, 
In her instance she collected the material directly from the information 
gatherers and delivered it to Golos or her other contacts. As regards Colos 
and Bentley's early experience with Soviet espionage, it is apparent that the 
former then had the responsibility of passing the information on to & Russian 
or a further cut-out which channelized the material to the proper Soviet 
authorities, Leter in her experiences following the death of Golos, she 
undoubtedly was in direct contact with Russians| one at least, who has been j 
identified, nam A — Gromov, First Secretary of the Soviet Embassy, 
Washington, D. clon ۷ 


Those individuals selected to wrk for Soviet espionage were required ۱ 
to immediately divorce themselves from any Communist Party membership or 
membership in any fringe group dominated by the Party, This was a rule from 
which basically there could be made no exception, 


As near as can be concluded the NKVD for which Bentley was working, 
was interested in securing all types of information, namely economic, political, 
social, industriel, technical and military. This is readily observed from 
the type of information which she gathered from the various individuals whose 
activities are described in more detail elsewhere in this memorandum, From 
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type of information desired, although she states that her various contacts, 
beginning with Golos, made certain specific requests from time to time, It is 
the normal conclusion from the type of information gathered that, the NKVD is 
operating more or less as & sponge, taking every tyne of information in that 
is available from any source that can be established, Without correlation on 
a higher level and without an almost complete absence of jealousy between the 
various agencies involved in Soviet intelligence, it is highly unlikely if a 
full benefit is secured from the materia} collected, ny 
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It is, of course, impossible to ascertein the real effectiveness 
of this system without having access to the results presented to the officials 
of the Soviet Government on a very high level. It is interesting to note, 
however, that Bentley!s managers were apparently well schooled in the operation 
of a secret intelligence system, As an example in Bentley's association with 
Golos and those who followed him, she received certain instructions on how to 
.avoid being detected in her activities, Repeated warnings were given regarding 
caution necessary to detect a surveillance, Golos instructed Bentley that it 
would be advisable for her to make a tour of the city of New York and to 
ascertain certain locations where it would be very easy to elude a surveillance 
in the event that she detected she was being followed, 


As an example, he gave drug stores with two exits, ladies rest rooms 
with more than one exit, movie theaters, and other places thet could be entered 
and left quickly, thereby eluding the surveillance. Golos also had standing 
instructions that in the event both he and Bentley were leaving the same premises 
to meet someone, one or the other would leave the premises first. Shortly there- 
after the second party would proceed to the designated rendezvous in such a 
manner that any surveillance on the first individual cculd be detected by the 
second, By pre-arranged signal the two individuals would know of any surveillance, 


Surveillances from automobiles were also mentioned, Any automobile 
suspected of surveilling activities was to be noted and the last two numbers of 
the license plate memorized, In the event the car was surveilling a contact, 
the individual being surveilled was to teke a subway, to go down one or several 
one-way streets in the opposite direction to the reguiar vehicle traffic, 


In the evert of an ambulatory surveillance crossing and re-crossing 
the street was recomnended, in such a manner that it was never necessary to turn 
directly around to view the person surveilling. As a last resort in the event 
of a surveillance it was recommended that the person being surveilled should 
turn upon the person surveilling and follow him,  Prearranged signals were always 
available at the place of a contact for the individual who arrived first, If 
he found after arrivel at the rendezvous that he was being surveilled, on the 
approach of the second individuel he was to light a cigarette. In the setting 
of appointments it was not uncommon and more often in actual practice to set a 
rendezvous for وبا‎ 6, or 8 o'clock on a certain date. In this way, the scene of 
the contact could be surveilled on at least the first set time and even more 
if considered necessary. The system could be varied from three set appoint- 
"ments in one day to three days in a week, 


Bentley was also cautioned concerning the maintenance of materiel 
in her apartment. It was suggested that she place & book behind the door when 
she left the apartment in such a manner that when she returned, if the door had 
been opened the book necessarily would have been moved, The old method of placing 
& thin black thread across the lock of a trunk if material was being maintained 
therein was also suggested, : 
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Security was exercised to the nth degree, even to the point of in- ۱ 
structing that all trash be burned or flushed down the toilet. When treveling 
between New York and Washington, Bentley was instructed to remove all identi- 


fication marks from her clothing, as well as her purse, Meeting places were 
always held in public places such as restaurants, theaters, and similar 


M 


. establishments, Bentley was cautioned to avoid hotels, private homes, and low 


class bars, If objects of bulk were to be transported, it was suggested that 
they be placed in a locker in & railroad or bus terminal and the key delivered 
to the individual that was to receive the object. Bentley was also cautioned 
concerning the use of the telephone and the possible existence of microphones 
in hotels and residences, Outside telephones, rather than lines that pass 
through a switchboard were also to be used, Single telephone booths were 
considered more desirable than telephone booths of a series. Bentley at one 
time mentioned that she had never been treined in the use of any secret 
writing or reagents, codes or ciphers to Golos, who advised her that she 
Should not concern herself with such matters, 


As regards finances, Bentley states that during her collaboration 
with Golos, funds were not readily forthcoming, She received payment for her 
traveling expenses only after considerablewangling and waiting, She at no 
time received a salary from him or any of his successors and was only re- 
imbursed for her travel and other incidentals necessary to the execution of 
the task required of her, She itemized her expenses at the beginning, 
atteching sales slips where presents were bought for contacts, It is Bentley's 
opinion that Golos received between $2,000 and $3,000 every. two months for 
the operation of his Soviet espionage activities, This money in some instances 
came to Golos through Bentley, who received it from unidentified individuals 
who she believed to be connected with the Soviet Consulate in New York City. 
Denominations of money were never in larger amounts than $20, Bentley's own 
expenses did not exceed $100 per month, consequently it is apparent that Golos 
was supplying, either in the form of salary or other reimbursement for 
expenses, etc., money to a large number of people, While dealing with the 
successors to Golos, Bentley states that restrictions on finances appeared 
to be somewhat relaxed. Delays of securing reimbursement for expenses were 
infrequent, and one of these successors commented to Bentley that money was 
no object as long as it was going for a worthwhile purpose, 


It is interesting to note that one of the duties of Bentley was to 
buy Christmas presents for the people who she contacted, as well as the members 
of their family each year, for which she secured reimbursement. The value of 
the gift bore a direct relationship to the usefulness which the particular 
individual had demonstrated to the Russians, and some of the gifts were of a 
very substantial nature, costing perhaps from $90 to $100, 
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Wnile Bentley was being handled by other than Golos, she received 
substantial sums of money, and it can be assumed that this is partly attributable 
in &t least some instances, to the fact that she was dealing directly with the 
Russians rather than with an intermediary such &s Golos, 


Às can be seen from the above methods, instructions, and handling 


of finances, the Soviets are not in any sense of the word, novices at con- 


ducting espionage, All of the factors mentioned by Bentley, which can be 


considered as methods of operation, are known methods which in the past have 


been used by the Germens, the British, French, Poles, and any other nation 
engaged in secret intelligence where diplomatic relations exist between the 
two countries involved, It has been proven in this case the information 
eventually filters into the Soviet Embassy, where it in turn can be forwarded 
to Moscow by coded cable or diplomatic bag, There are probebly other systems 
of forwarding information to Moscow, but this is the most efficient, during 
the existence of diplomatic relations, and the other systems are probably 
only maintained as an alternate method in the event of the breaking of these 
relations, 
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SCOPE OF INVESTIGATION 


Investigation in this case has been most extensive and has primarily 
consisted of technical surveillances, physical surveillances, mail covers and 
other tried and proven methods of ínquiry,.' In order that a clear picture may 
be given of the current situation, it should be noted that at the present 
time with reference to the principal subjects emumerated hereinbefore in the 
Washington Field Office District, there are no continuous physical surveil- 
lances being maintained, Physical surveillances are only now conducted when 
information is received from technical surveillances or other sources that 
«would dictate the coverage of a particular subject for a particular purpose, 
.Technical surveillances are installed on the foll vor 7 in this case

"As a result, I went to Washington and actually met Mrs, 
Silvermaster on the basis of arrangements for that meeting made 
by Nathan Gregory Silvermaster and Golos while Silvermaster was 
in New York City conferring with Golose It is to be noted at 


this point that Silvermaster subsequently told me that upon 


Germany's invasion of Russia, he was desirous of lending 

active aid to Russia and for that purpose made a trip to New York 
City, conferred with Earl Browder and requested the latter to 
put him in contact with someone who might ا‎ i information 
he obtained to Russia. 


"On the occasion of my initial visit to Silvermaster's home 
in Washington, D. C., arrangements for which were explained herein- 
before, Mrs. Silvermaster treated me in a very careful, cagey manner, 
and to my mind indicated a definite distrust of me. She was the 
only person present at this time and our visit lasted approximately 
one and one-half hours. She did mention that she and her husband 
had known Browder for some time, but the conversation was almost

wholly of a personal, social nature and included no remarks by her 
of their present or contemplated activities on behalf of Russia. 
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"Upon my leaving her home, no definite arrangements were made 
for subsequent meetings, and it is my recollection that such

"I returned to New York and discussed my visit with Golos 
and informed him that I had been treated in a rather suspicious 
manner and that Mrs. Silvermaster obviously had her doubts about 
my sincerity and the — of my visit. I later learned from 
Golos that Silvermaster, approximately two weeks later, came to 
New York and told Golos his wife had remarked to him that she thought 
I might be connected with the F.B.I. After telling me this, Golos 
reprimanded me for creating such an impression of distrust, 


"Approximately two weeks after my initial visit to the Silver- 
master home, I made another trip to their residence in Washington. 
I had been told by Golos that I could expect to be given some material 
by the Silvermasters to be brought by me to Golos in New York. At 
this time it is my recollection that Silvermaster was employed in 
the Farm Security Administration, United States Department of 
Agriculture, His wife was unemployed and William Ludwig Ullman was . 
employed in the Treasury Department. My only information at this 
time concerning the nature of the written material that I was to 
obtain was that it came from United States Government sources. I 
think it was at this time that I was formally introduced to William 
Ludwig Ullman. 


"Por background purposes, I wish to state that Ullman originally 
came from a wealthy family in Missouri, I think St, Louis. It appears 
that &t an early age, because of some family difficulties, he left 
home and went to New York City, and subsequently secured a clerical 
position in a government agency in Washington, D. Ce, after which 
he made the acquaintance of the Silvermaster family; and, it is my 
recollection, the Silvermasters recognized his potentialities and 
facilitated his obtaining a job in the United States Treasury De- 
partnent. By the time of my initial visit to the Silvermaster residence, 
Ullman was living in the Silvermaster residence, 


"athan Gregory Silvermaster is of Russian Jewish extraction 
and was born in the Ukraine, I believe, sometime around 1900. At an 
early age his fanily migrated to China where he stayed until about 
20 years of age. Silvermaster then came to the United States and 
settled in California and attended one of the larger universities, 

I think, in or near San Francisco. He received a Ph.D. degree and 
Subsequently taught for a period of about ten years for a Catholic 
college somewhere in California. 
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"He subsequently was employed State of California in 
connection with their Division of Labor or the California State 
Labor Relations Board, the exact name of which I do not recall, 

It is further to be noted that during his early years in China he | 
was educated in British schools and speaks English perfectly with 
a British accent and he also, though a very young boy, became in- 
volved with certain Russian revolutionaries then in China, and his 
services were utilized in smuggling literature in their behalf, 


"During the Longshoremen's strike on the West Coast in 193l 
when Browder was being sought by the Vigilantes, he was hidden by 
the Silvermasters in their home, I am unable to state whether there 
had been previous acquaintance between the Silvermasters and Browder 
or not, but after that time they were very close friends. 


"In 1935, Silvermaster and his wife moved from California to 
Washington, D. C. where he took a position in the Farm Security 
Administration, arrangements for which, I understand, had been made 
by some person whom he had met during his labor work in California. 

It is my understanding that he remained with the Farm Security 
Administration, United States Department of Agriculture from 1935 
until 1942, at which time he became associated with the Board of | 
Economic Warfare, and after a few months returned to the Department نے‎ 
of Agriculture, and then shifted in the sumer of 19) to the Surplus 
Property Division of the United States Treasury Department, which 

last named position was secured for him by Harry White, present 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury. It is my impression that Lauchlin 
Currie probably had something to do with his securing the Board of 
Economic Warfare position he held, 


"Helen Silvermaster, wife of Nathan Gregory Silvermaster, is 
approximately 42 or 43 years of age and was born in White Russia, the 
daughter of a Baltic Baron. Shortly after the Russian Revolution, she 
went to China where she married a White Russian by whom she had a son, 
Anatole, This son who uses his father's family name was, to the last 
of my knowledge, in the United States Navy, and I am unable to recall 
the family name. She came to the United States with her husband and 
established residence in California, and shortly thereafter she and 
her husband separated and she became acquainted with Silvermaster with 
whom she subsequently lived as man and wife, He was desirous of 
marrying her, but she was not particularly anxious in view of her first 
marital experience; but after she secured a divorce, which took three 
or four years, she finally married Silvermaster. . To the best of my 
knowledge, she has never held any employment with the United States 
Government; although she has done considerable voluntary work, such 
as engaging in Red Cross activities, 
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"The above outlined information came to my knowledge from con- 
versation had with me by the Silvermasters and —— remarks 
made by them in my presence, 


"In connection with the disposition of material I received from 
the Silvermasters and turned over to Golos, I was informed by Golos 
that he turned this material over to a Russian contact. Previous 
to my association with the Silvermaster group, Golos had been meeting 
some Russian. He informed me that he.had observed an individual's 
photograph in a newspaper and I recall that the name ended in ۰ 
It is my recollection that the press carried the photograph in con- 
nection with a story that this individual had been apprehended on a 
charge of bribing a Standard Oil Company official.  Golos informed me 
that this was the individual he had been meeting, but whose identity 
he had not kmown until he saw the newspaper photographe This in- 
dividual is not the person to whom Golos turned over the Silvermaster 
material, but a contact to whom Golos had probably turned over other 
information prior to the appearance of the Silvermaster crowd in this 
picture, 


"It appears that after this individual was arrested, Golos ob- 


۱ tained another contact to whom he delivered his material. I later 


learned this individual was known as 'Charlie!3 that he was a dentist; 


and that he had had a gall bladder operation. I also wish to state that 
in one of my later meetings with 'Jack! I learned from !Jack! that !Charlie! 
was described as follows: about 55 years old; 5!5" tall, weighing 0 . 
pounds; stockily built, having dark hair, dark eyes, and. a swarthy J 
complexion, and being of Russian Jewish nationality. After I had been 
given this description by 'Jack', I recalled that I accidently saw Golos 
at one tine with an individual who answered the description of the 
person described to me by 'Jack', It is to be noted further that I 
learned from ۱0۵۵1۲ that 'Charlie' was a permanent resident of the 

United States and had apparently been in this country for many years, 

I never was able to learn in what part of New York City he resided, 


"At about the time the Silvermaster group came into this picture, 
Golos informed me that because of his ill health, it would probably be 


` wise for me to have a contact to turn the Silvermaster material over 


to in case something happened to him. He made arrangements for me to 
meet an individual in a drug store on 9th Avenue somewhere in the 
fifties, New York City, This contact whom I knew only as '!John'! had 

a photograph of me and when he met me he was to tell me that 'Charlie! 
sent him, In this manner I was to know that this wes the contact that 
Golos had selected for me. I met this individual ‘John! about ten 
times. These meetings were either pre-arranged by myself or arranged by 
Golos, I recall this individual as being in his middle or late 
twenties, tall and slender with very blond hair, blue eyes and typically 
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Mavic appearance, He had an enaciated look. From remarks made 
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States and he spoke very poor limited English, 


"On the occasion of my second visit to the Silvermaster residence 
in Washington, D. Ce, I was given by someone there a small unsealed 
envelope which I would state contained probably ten or twelve sheets 
with typing thereon. I had not been instructed by Golos not to read 
any material that might be turned over to me, nor was I so instructed 
by the Stlvermasters, except that the latter group seemed somewhat 
reluctant to give me such material. Upon my arrival in New York City, 
I immediately handed to Golos this envelope. He did not inform me to 
whom he was going to give this envelope but simply thanked me for 
bringing it to him. Visits of a similar nature were made by me at 
approximate two week intervals thereafter and on those occasions when 
the Silvermaster group had material for me to bring back to Golos, I 
would take it and handle it in the manner described above. On those 
occasions I would take dom to Washington for delivery to the Silver- 
masters various Communist and Russian literature secured by me from 
Golose 


"My traveling expenses on all trips at the behest of Golos to 
Washington were paid by him and I always executed a simple receipt upon 
being reimbursed, Also during this period, upon instructions from 
Golos, I collected Commnist Party dues from persons both in the New 
York area and in Washington and remitted such collections to Golos, 
who told me he took them downtown to the Commnist Party headquarters, 
He would later furnish me receipts from the Party evidencing payment 
by these persons of their Party dues. 


"For a period of approximately six months subsequent to August, 
1941, when I began the visits to the Silvermaster home, the only in- 
dividuals I know of my own knowledge who were actually enga in 
securing data for Golos to be transmitted through me were 
Silvermaster,. Sometime in the early part of 1942, I realized from 
remarks made by those two men that others in the group 'were involved! 
in a similar manner, but I was still not received in their fullest confi- 
dence and did not learn the identity of these persons for some con- 
siderable time. The volume of material being delivered by me from 
Ullman and Silvermaster to Golos steadily increased, After Golos' 
health became increasingly worse, he told me that he wanted me to 
begin reading such material myself. It is my recollection at this 
time that this material which still was in the form of typewritten 
notations made by Ullman and Helen Silvermaster consisted of data of 
an extremely varied nature and appeared to be secured by them both 
through their hearing discussions among government officids and em 
ployees as well as through their reading of various documents and 
writings. ‘This material included, for instance, remarks which may have 
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"indicated the policy of the United States Government with respect 
to both domestic and foreign issues of almost every description and 
Was actually a motiey hodgepodge of intelligence, I recali that 


` Golos characterized the information as 'political.' 


"In connection with the information that Silvermaster was 
gathering, I learned that when Silvermaster started to gether this 
information he obtained some of it on his own initiative and later 
learned that on Silvermaster's trips to New York City where he met 
Golos, Golos would instruct him as to:the type of information he 
was interested in receiving. Silvermaster and Ullman were collecting 
data which in their opinion would be of value to Russia in addition 
to that specifically requested by Golos on the occasions of the many 
visits of Sllvermaster to New York City. I never received any in- 
formation indicating that compensation in any form was being re- 
ceived by either Silvermaster or Ullman or by persons who later came 
into their picture for such services as I am describing. ' 


"Sometime in 1942, however, Golos began to give me verbal 
instructions for the guidance of Silvermaster and his group relative 
to the nature of the information desired and still later, probably 
in the last part of 19l2, he began to give me typewritten instructions 
in Russian furnished hin by 'Charlie! to be taken by me to Silvermaster. 
My knowledge of Russian was insufficient for me to gain an accurate 
idea of the type of information called for by the written instruction, 


"By the fall of 19l2 Ullman and Silvermaster began to bring to 
the Silvermaster residence documents which they apparently had 
secured from Government files to which they had access. Ullman provided 
himself with a camere, I believe to have been & Contax, and became 
proficient in document photography. Also at this time he and Silver- ' 
master began to dictate to me various types of information. I recall 
they would refresh their recollection prior to dictation from small 
pleces of paper they would take out of their various pockets as though 
they had jotted down brief notations during the day, Ullman photographed 
the documents which he and Silvermaster brought to the Silvermaster 
residence, which photographs were taken on microfilm, most of which 
was supplied by Golos, who obtained it from his contacts, About this 
time Ullman built an enlarging machine which he gave to me and I took

occasion, sometime in 19M, did I personally witness the photographing 
at the Silvermaster residence, but I knew from their conversations 
and remarks that such work was carried on in the basement of the 
residence and that there was in the basement & more or less permanent 
photographic setup, that is, & holder for the camera and & device for 
holding documents securely while being photographed, 
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"When I would return to New York City with the film, which 
at first would consist of probably two or three rolls, Golos would 
come to my apartment at 58 Barrow Street, where he would rm the film 
through a viewer supplied to me by Ullman. He apparently did this in 
order to keep himself currently apprised of the information being 
secured and would always take the film from the apartment when he left. 


“In addition to the film which I would deliver to Golos, I also 
began to receive from Silvermaster carbon copies of documents usually 
letters from governmental employees, usually Treasury employees out- 
side Hum States, — on conditions where they happen to 
be located. 


With respect to the dictation which Ullman and Silvermaster gave 
me in Washington, D. C., I would transcribe such dictation upon my 
return to New York City on a typewriter in my office مج‎ deliver the 


transcription to Golose 


"With further respect to the nature of the documents being photo- 
graphed during this period, I recall that during Silvermaster's em- ` 
ployment in the Board of Economic Warfare, he occasionally brought to 
his residence what appeared to be complete files, and although these had 
usually been photographed by the time I arrived in Washington to collect 
the material, I recollect that sometime I would see him arrive at his 
home with such files and observe him and Ullman looking over the contents 
thereof and deciding which should be photographed It is my recollection 
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that Silvermaster was in the Europe-Africa "division of the Board of Economic 
Warfare, - 


"I do not recall definitely, but I believe sometime in the fall 
of 1942 Ullmants induction seemed eminent and I recall there was consider- 
&ble discussion on the part of Silvermaster and himself as to which branch 
of service would seem most advantageous. I recall they rapidly dismissed 
any thought of his entering the Navy or Marine Corps because they thought 
both branches were anti-Semitic. They then realized he could not meet 
the physical requirements io be commissioned directly so it was decided 
that he would await being drafted and attempt to be assigned to the Air 
Corps. I recall that he did enter the Army asaprivate, was subse- 
quently promoted to be a sergeant, was recommended for Officers! 
Candidate School, and was accepted and thereafter commissioned a Second 
Lieutenant in the Air Force. He later was promoted to First Lieutenant 
and was a Captain the last time I saw him. I recall that Silvermaster 
was most anxious that Ullman be assigned to the Pentagon Building and 
further that through George Silverman he was in fact assigned to the 
Pentagon. After Ullman was assigned to the — Building he resumed 
his residence with the Silvermaster family. 
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"With respect to George Silverman, he is approximately forty- 
five years old, is Jewish, is a graduate of Harvard University and 
is acknowledged to be a brilliant mathematician and statistician, It f 
is my recollection that he went to Washington, D, C. in the early 1930's 
and was employed by the Railroad Retirement Board, I am unable to state when a 
under what circumstances he became acquainted with the Silvermasters and 
Ullman, except that he may have met the latter in Washington as he and 
Ullman were both members of the same Commnist Party unit there. I do re- 
call, however, that Silverman became friendly with these people and was at 
their home very often and after his being assigned to the Pentagon Building 
as a civilian specialist of some kind, he began to bring documents to the 
Silvermaster home there, I saw him on one occasion, but had never formally 
met him, With respect to the documents brought by him to the Silvermaster 
residence, he in fact did not know they were photographed. From remarks 
I heard there I believe it was his impression that Silvermaster would 
simply read the documents over, commit them more or less to memory, and 
then verbally gave the contents thereof to Earl Browder. With respect 
to the ultimate destination of these documents I &m of the positive opinion 
that although Silverman may have heard of Golos, he had no knowledge that 
such material was in fact being received by Golose

"During the period running from the latter part of 19l2 through the 
early part of 1943, I became aware through remarks made by Silvermaster, 
his wife and Ullman, that Harry White, employed in the United States 
Treasury Department, was supplying them information consisting of documents ' 
presumably obtained by him in the course of his duties in the Treasury 
Department. I recall definitely having seen some documents at the Silver- 
master residence, which documents were delivered there by Ullman or Silver- 
man, both of whom were receiving material from White, As to the nature of 
such written material being supplied by White, I can only describe it as 
consisting of reports of a varied nature concerning the financial activi- 
ties of the United States Government, particularly as they related to 
foreign commitments, also various memoranda and reports from other 
governmental departments and agencies, These documents had usually been 
reduced to photographs by the time I saw them, but on occasion I would 
see the original documents themselves. 


"In connection with the activities of Harry White, it was appar- 
ent to me from conversations I heard in the Silvermaster home, that one of 
his most valuable assets so far as the group was concerned was his ability 
to place in the Treasury Department, those individuals whom the group was 
anxious to have assigned there. Among individuals in this category were 
Ullman, William Taylor and Sonya Gold, 


"I.have never met nor have I seen Harry White, and the information 
concerning him as related above came to me from Mr. and Mrs. Silvermaster 
and Ullman. I recall also that White was regarded as a valuable adjunct be- 
cause of his close relationship with former Secretary of the Treasury Henry 
Morgenthau Jre, and was felt to be in a position to secure orable considera- 
tion for the USSR in financial matters, 
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"During this same period I became aware of the fact that Lauchlin 
Currie was friendiy with the Silvermasters and was particularly friendly 
with George Silverman, To the best of my recollection, Currie did not sup- 
ply Silverman or the Silvermasters wi documents, but used to inform 
Silverman orally on various matters. JAs an example of the information 
orally furnished Silverman, I recall We occasion when Currie info him 
that the United States was on the verge of breaking the Soviet cod uc 
recall that Currie was a social guest on occasion at the Silvermaste 
home, although never when I was present as I have never met him, and the 
only significant information concerning him I presently recall is that 
after Golos?! death there was a discussion between Silvermaster and 'Bili' 
as to the advisability of introducing Currie and Harry White directly to 
the Russian contact. Silvermaster mentioned this matter to me, and in- 
dicated he was not in favor of it and as far as I know such meetings were 
never arranged. 


nI recall further that during this same period mention was made 
of Sol Adler, who was a United States Treasury Department representative 
in Chungking, China, I recall seeing at the Silvermaster home official 
letters written by Adler from Chungking to the Treasury Department in 
Washington, Presumably these letters found their way to the Silvermasters 
through Harry White, I recall Silvermaster characterized Adler as an op- 
portunist, but indicated they would like to place him in some strategic 
location in the United States Government. I do recall that Adler was a 
Communist Party member because his dues were among those collected by 
Silvermaster and turned over to me. 


"Another individual about whom I heard during this period was 
William Taylor, previously mentioned herein as having been placed in the 
Treasury Depariment by Harry White. My recollection is that he was also 
sent as a Treasury Department representative to China and was later sent 
to Lisbon, Portugal for the Foreign Economic Administration. He also was 
a Communist Party member who paid his dues to the Silvermasters, During 
the interim between his return from China and his departure to Lisbon, 
he was in the Treasury Department in Washington and was supplying Silver- 
master with written and oral information secured by him in that department, 
In addition, he prepared & report on conditions in China which he made 
available probably to Silverman but possibly to Silvermaster. I recall 
having seen this report among the data given to me for delivery to the 
Russians, 


MI also recall that about this time I learned that Irving Kaplan, 
who was connected with the War Production Board, was giving information 
that he obtained through this agency to George Silverman, Through Silver- 
master I learned the information from the War Production Board was coming 
from Irving Kaplan through Silverman. Kaplan was also a dues paying Com- 
munist Party member. I never met Kaplan and have no other information 
concerning him except that he at one time was associated with the Perlo 
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“groupe The last I heard he waS"connected with the Foreign Economic 
Administration. 
"Referring again to William Ludwig and George Silverman, 


I recall that about late in the summer of 1913 a steadily increasing 
volume of material was obtained by these individuals which was subse- 
quently photographed and turned over to me. I also recall that about this 
time Ullman ceased developing the photographs he took and gave me the 
undeveloped negatives which I turned over to Golos, Apparently the 
reason for this was that the number of rolls was increasing to such an 
extent that Ullman did not have the time or opportunity to develop them. 
Therefore, I did not have the occasion to actually see what was on the 
negatives, However, during this time I did have many conversations with 
Ullman and Mr, and Mrs. Silvermaster, and I found out from these con- 
versations that the material that Ullman and Silverman were obtaining and 
photographing included data on the following: aircraft production figures, 
&llocation and deployment of aircraft, results of testing of aircraft, 
reports on the efficiency of particular types of airplanes, technological 
developments in aircraft manufacture, statistics regarding high octane 
aviation gasoline, personal data concerning important Air Force officers, 
opinions of aircraft personnel on other nations, Army gossip, all pertinent 
developments concerning the planning, construction and actual completion 
of the B-29, and proposed movements of these planes when they were com- 
pleted, data concerning the approximate schedule date of D Day, copies 

of directives issued by General Marshall, and information concerning 
production, allocation and development of tanks, guns and motorized equip- 
ment. Almost every conceivable type of information relating to the Air 
Forces part in the war was included. A considerable volume of this 
material was brought to the Silvermaster home in its original form, that 
is, the documents themselves. However, on some matters Uliman would copy 
down figures and make such other notations as were necessary for him to 
have a record of the desired data, 


"It is to be noted that during this entire period George Silver- 
man Was a civilian employee of the War Department, also stationed in the 
Pentagon Building, assigned to the USAAF, and I am unable to state defin- 
itely which information was supplied by him and which by Ullman, This 
situation remained from the time of Ullman's original assignment to the 
Pentagon Building until the time I ceased relations with the Silvermaster 
groups in September, 19, and the volume of material consistently increased. 


SI never knew exactly to which unit or division of the Air Force 
Ullman was assigned. However, I do recall that some mention was made of 
Major Kades, who worked with General Hillring. I also know that Major 
Kades and Ullman were friendly and that Kades told Ullman a great many 
things that he found out through talking to the General. I am sure, how- 
ever, that Major Kades had no connection whatsoever with any of the opera- 
tions on the part of Ullman or the Silvermaster crowd, and if any informa- 
tion was attributed to Kades, it was innocently done on the part of Kades, 
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"I recall that sometime in tW summer or fall of 19h3 the Silver- 
masters believed it desirable to have someone placed as a secretary to 
Harry White, in order to facilitate the obtaining of information from his 
office. As a result, Helen Silvermaster went to one of the Communist func- 
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Sonya Gold through arrangements with Harry White, obtained a position 

as one of the secretaries in his department. As a result of this employment, 
Sonya Gold obtained documents from his office which she copied and turned 
her notes over to Helen Silvermaster, I do not recall specifically, but 

it is my recollection that the information which Sonya Gold obtained con- 
cerned principally the Treasury Department's opinions and recommendations 
&nd recommendations concerning applications for loans made by the Chinese 
and French governments. I also recall that some of this information con- 
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into White's office. I understand Sonya Gold is no longer employed by the 
Treasury Department. 






"I also recall that in about the spring of 1944, Bill Gold, the 
husband of Sonya Gold, came into the picture. Bill obtained a position 
in the Foreig Economic Administration and according to the conversations 
I had with the Silvermasters and Ullman, I determined that Bill had been 
supplying this group. with what they indicated was excellent information 
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conversations at the Silvermaster home, either Gregory Silvermaster or 
Ullman made the remark that Bill had done such a good job that they were 
thinking of supplying him with a camera so that he could do his own photo- 
graphing at home. As far as I know Bill Gold is still employed with the FEA, 


"In further connection with the Silvermaster family, I know that 
Helen's son by her first marriage, Anatole, went to some southern university 
and was indicated as a remarkable physicist. He was raised as a good Com- 


munist and he on occasion would come to New York and deliver me material 
that had been gotten together in the Silvermaster home. Anatole, however, 
tas drafted into the Navy sometime in 19hl or thereabouts, and as far as 
I know he is still in that branch of the service. It is my recollection 
that he was assigned to a Naval Training Station near Chicago, Illinois,

"During the time I was associated with Golos I very often saw 
Berney Schuster and his wife come into the office vhere they talked with 


Coloz. ew at this time that Schuster was connected with the Finance 
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Division of the Communist Party District and alsorecalled that his Party 
name was Chester, All during my association with Golos I merely knew 
Schuster as a social acquaintance of Golos.. However, late in the Spring 
of 1944, I met Schuster on the street and hs had a long conversation 

with me. I asked him how Gregg Silvermaster was and, when I appeared not 
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"to know him, he made a remark to indicate that he was familiar with 
Silvermaster and other persons who were doing the same type of work 
as Silvermaster.. As a matter of fact he told me that he had been somewhat 
irritated over the manner in which some of the Communist Party members 


had been taken away from the Party and subsequently returned to the Party 
in an. extremely nervous state. He indicated that some of these people 


needed psychiatric treatment as a result of the activities they had engaged

With respect to my previous knowledge of any of the persons 
mentioned above, I can e that I had heard Ne Gregory Silvermaster 
mention a red-headed man named Kramer and it is my belief Silvermaster 
had knovn Kramer in California prior to their removing to Washington.

BACKGROUND 


Personal History, Activities and Associates of ۲ 
Nathan Gregory Silvermaster — 


Nathan Gregory Silvermaster was born in Odessa, Russia, November 27, 
1898. He was naturalized as a United States citizen at San Francisco, 


"California in 1926. He received a Bachelor of Arts Degree from the University 


of Washington, Seattle, Washington in 1920; attended Stanford University in 
California, 1926 to 1927; attended the University of California, Berkeley, 
California, 1929 to 1932, receiving a Doctor of Philosophy Degree in Economics. 
In 1932, he was associate economist with the California State Unemployment 
Commission. In 1933 until March, 1934, he was employed as a statistician for 
the California State Department of Labor. From March, 1934 to 1935, he was 
an economist for the California State Emergency Relief Administration. In 
August, 1935, he became a senior labor economist with the Resettlement 
Administration. He transferred to the Maritime Labor Board as principal 
economist in November, 1938. In July, 1940, he returned to the Department 

of Agriculture in the Farm Security Administration as a principal labor 
economist. He was so employed through 1944. As of June 16, 1945, he was 
employed by the Procurement Division of the United States Treasury Department. 


Nathan Gregory Silvermaster registered for Selective Service on 
February 16, 1942, with Local Draft Board #2, 3000 Connecticut Avenue, North- 
west, Washington, D. C. On his registration Silvermaster stated he was born 
November 27, 1898, at Odessa, Russia. Silvermaster identified his wife as Helen P. 
Silvermaster whom he married in 1930 at Huntington Park, Los Angeles, California. 
According to Selective Service records in 1942 Silvermaster was a Director 
of the Labor Division of the Farm Security Administration, Department of 
Agriculture, at a salary of $5,800 per annum. He indicated he had formerly 
been enployed &s & senior labor economist for the United States Government 
from 1935 to 1938 and from 1938 to 1940 was chief economist for the United 
States Maritime Board engaged in preparing recommendations on labor to the 
Congress of the United States, A supplemental questionnaire submitted by 
Silvermaster under date of May 15, 1942 indicated he was serving as chief 
economist with the Board of Economic Warfare and was in charge of European 
and African Division of this work. As of November, 1945, Nathan Gregory 
Silvermaster was residing with nis wife at 5515 - 30th Street, Northwest, mashing- 
ton, D. C. 7

In connection with the Hatch Act investigation of M. H. Naigles,

of Helen P. Silvermaster 


Helen P. Silvermaster was born in White Russia, the daughter of a 
Baltic Baron known as Baron Peter Witte. She is about 42 or 43 years old. 
Her father was a counselor to the Czar and once headed a large Russian scientific 
expedition to Mongolia. He also acted as an advisor to the Mongolian Government 
and after the October Revolution he was arrested and subsequently released, 
thereafter becoming the head of Rice Institute in the South Ukraine where he 


‘engaged in scientific work. 


After the revolution she went to China where she married a White 
Russian whose last name was Volkov. About 1923, he came to California as an 
advisor to the Manchurian Prince and presumably she accompanied him. He was 
allegedly sent here by the Russian Government and it is said that he finally 
became an 0.G.P.U. agent, according to Charles Malamuth, who is a teacher of 


` Russian at Cornell University, Ithaca, New York, and formerly with Military 


Intelligence. Will Allen, a labor writer for the Washington Daily News, stated 
that she was supposed to have been the camuon-law wife of one Wolkoff, who was 
an OGPU agent. He was stricken with tuberculosis and asked Silvermaster to 
look after his wife. As a result of this marriage a son, Anatole Boris Volkov, 
was born in San Francisco, October 29, 1924. Shortly thereafter, she separated 
from her husband and lived with Silvermaster whom she married three or four 
years later, after securing a divorce fron Volkov. Her marriage to Silvermaster 


‘fs believed to have occurred in 1928 or 1929.. 


Since August of 1935, Helen P. Silvermaster and her husband have lived 
in Washington, D. C., their address since 1939 being 5515 30th Street, N. W., 
&nd prior to that, 2620 Jocelyn Street, N. W. She is not known to have been 
gainfully employed in Washington but it has been reported that she has done 
considerable voluntary work such as engaging in Red Cross activities. She is 
said to stili have relatives in Russia and, &ccording to Benjamin Mandel, 3101 
Pennsylvania Avenue, S. E., Washington, D. C., she has a brother-in-law by 
the name of Shcherbackoff, a Soviet agricultural expert, who was in the 
United States for a while. 


According to the records of the Registrar's office at the Univer- 
sity of North Carolina at Chapel Hill, North Carolina, her son, Anatole Boris 
Volkov, entered the university in June, 1942, after having attended Woodrow 


Wilson High School in Washington, D. C. He withdrew from the university, 


May 10, 1944, to be inducted into the United States Navy. These records listed 
his mother as Helen P. Silvermaster, a graduate of the University of Moscow, 
Russia, and his stepfather as N. Gregory Silvermaster. It was reported that 
Anatole sometimes went to New York to deliver material for the Silvermasters. 

A picture of Anatole, obtained from tne university records, is available in the . 
file of the Charlotte, North Carolina Field Division. Another photograph of

The names of Helen and Greg Silvermaster, 5515 30th Street, N. We, 
Washington, D. C., appeared on a list of names, apparently a 1943 Christmas 
card list, prepared by Haakon Maurice Chevalier, a professor in the French 
Department of the University of California, frequently mentioned in the 
Comrap and Cinrad investigations. 


It has been reported that Mrs. N. Gregory Silvermaster accompanied 
Robert Alexander Brady when he rented a home on 29th Street, N. W., Washington, 
D. C. Mr. Brady, at that time, was the head Social Economist in the Office 
of Price Administration and the subject of a Hatch Act investigation. He was 
reported to be a member of. the Communist EY and of several front organizations. 


David Saposs, Office of the Coordinator of Inter-American Affairs, 
stated that Helen Silvermaster was one of the leaders in the Washington Book 
Shop, the American League for Peace and Democracy, the Washington Committee for 
Aid to China, and probably the National Federation for Constitutional Liberties. 
He added that he had heard that her husband represented the O.G.P.U. in the 
United States. ۱

The name of Mrs. Gregory Silvermaster, with indication of membership 
in the Washington Committee for Democratic Action, &ppeared on the list of the 
members of the Washington League of Women Shoppers as of 1940. 
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RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION 


A physical surveillance was instituted on Nathan Gregory Silvermaster 
on November 17, 1945. This surveillance revealed that he resides at 5515 - 30th - 
Street, N. We, Washington, D. C., with his wife, Helen P, Silvermaster. William 
Indwig Ullmann also resides with then at that address. s 


On November 29, 1915, under a suitable confidential pretext, a de- 
tailed observation of the basement of the Nathan Gregory Silvermaster residence 
at 5515 - 30th Street, N. W., was made, It was ascertained that a laundry room 
approximately 12 x 15 feet, opening off the furnace room, has been converted 
into a dark room. It was also ascertained that two photo flood bulbs with 
attachments for attaching to holder or frame were found on a shelf beneath the 
work bench, In a work drawer in this room the bellows of a camera was found, 
This is similar to the bellows appearing in the photo record camera used by the 
Bureau, Several light reflectors were found on top of the rafters in this room, 
The laundry room, which had been converted into a dark room and which is located 
on the north side of the basement, contained a standard enlarger. Adjacent to 
this enlarger was a photographic time clock. Shelving and work benches in this 
dark room contained miscellaneous photographic equipment such as frames for 
drying prints, a cutting knife and board and an assortment of new and used 
printing paper. 


Drawers and cupboards had been built under the work bench and contained 
photographic developing equipment. A good stock of commercial developing fluids 
and so forth was noted. Pang and developing fluid holders were also stored in 
these cupboards as was a substantial supply of printing paper in various sizes 
ranging from 2% to 3$ on up to 6 x 10. The dark room gave the appearance of ' 
having been recently used as the waste paper basket contained blank negatives, 
some film which was still wet, wrapping paper from film packs, empty film pack 
cartons and trimmings from photographs indicating that a large number of photo- 
graphs had recently been trimmed. One of the drawers under the work bench con- 
tained a large quantity of negatives in strips 24 inches wide and 18 inches long, 
These negative strips were filed in a loose-leaf booklet, A casual examination 
of these indicated that they were photographs of individuals, scenery and homes, 
No documents were found in this group of negatives, No camera was found in the 
dark room but it was observed that on the south, top shelf of this room was a 
stand and holder which was similar to the type of stand and holder used on a 
photo record camera, 


In the rumpus room of the basement were found two wooden tripods 
similar to the type used with the speed graphic camera equipment furnished by 
the Bureau. There were two large photo flood bulbs with reflectors and boxes 


containing approximately eight new photo flood bulbs, On a desk in one corner 


of the rumpus room was & large pasteboard box which contained a lamp very similar 
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to the lamp used on the Bureau's photo record camera for focusing. This lamp " 
` appeared to be practically new. A box on this desk also contained two electric 


ryers. t 


On November 27, 195, through a technical surveillance on the Silver- 
master residence, it was ascertained that individuals by the name of Marjory 
and Charlotte Young conversed with Helen Silvermaster in such a manner as to 
indicate that they were all mutual friends, It was also noted that Eddie Young 
was a friend of Helen Silvermaster and that he had stayed with the Silvermasters 
in the past. The Washington Field Office file reflects that Charlotte Young 
is a key figure Communist, having been director of the white collar or under- 
cover Communists of the Communist Political Association in Washington, D. Ce 
until January 16, 1945. Thereafter she was elected to the City Executive 
Committee of the Communist Party. Eddie Young (Edward Sidney Young), husband 
of Charlotte Young, has also been active in the Communist Party and is believed 
to be on the West Coast at the present time, having been recently discharged 
from the Army Air Corps, 


On Deceyber 1, 1945, physical surveillance revealed that Nathan Gregory 
Silvermaster met ‘Alexander Koral of Brooklyn, New York, and spent some time in 
his company. Information concerning Koral, »20 is employed by the Board of 
Education, Brooklyn, New York, and who is alleged to be a Commmist, is being 
set out elsewhere in this case summary in view of his contact with Nathan Gregory 
Silvermaster, 


On December ربا‎ 1945, the technical — on the residence of- 
the Silvermasters revealed that Rose Gregg, wife'of subject Joseph Gregg who 
was also named by Elizabeth Bentley as being engaged in Russian espionage, con- 
tacted Helen Silwermaster and they made an engagement to have lunch together 
on this date. Physical surveillance revealed that Helen Silvermaster and Rose 
Gregg had lunch together at the Georgia Avenue Bot Shoppe. 


The physical surveillance revealed on 709 و‎ 6, 1945, that Phillip 
Oe Keeney, who is employed at the Library of Congress and who resides at 215 B 
Street, N. E., Washington, D. C., was a visitor at the Silvermaster residence, 
Investigation has revealed that Phillip 0, Keeney is tne subject of a closed 
Hatch Act investigation. 


On December 2, 195, Helen Silvermaster attempted to contact Mrs. 
Elisabeth Sasuly but was unsuccessful, according to the technical surveillance, 
Elizabeth Sasuly is the subject of a pending Internal Security - R investigation 
in the Washington Field Office and is alleged to be a member of the undercover 
white collar group of the Communist Party, 


On December 2, 1945, the technical surveillance revealed that Helen 
Silvermaster engaged in a conversation with an individual identified as Ann 
White who advised that her husband, Harry, is working again today,on the British 
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e wife of Harry Dexter White

who was also named by Elisabeth Bentley as 
D. C., engaging in Russian espionage.) 


On December 3, 1945, Jeannie Steinberg, wife of Morton Haskell Stein- 
berg, an attorney in the Anti-Trust Divisioh of the Department of Justice, was 
in contact with Mrs. Silvermaster and thanked her for the concert tickets. 


On December 8, 1915, according to the technical surveillance, Helen 
Silvermaster engaged in conversation of & personal nature with Herman Klotz 
who is employed in the United States Treasury Department, Later the same date 
Henrietta Klotz, wife of Herman Klotz, engaged in conversation with Nathan 
Gregory Silvermaster, She indicated that she and her husband would visit the 
Silvermaster residence that evening, On December 12, 1915, Henrietta Klotz 
engaged in conversation with Helen Silvermaster and advised that she was leaving 
her employment in the Treasury Department and would work for Mr, Morgenthau 
again at the request of Mrs, Morgenthau, which would necessitate her moving to 
New York. She then discussed at length her previous employment with Morgenthau, 


Ruth Gruber, on December 10, 1945, conversed with Helen Silvermaster 
and invited her, her husband, Nathan Gregory Silvermaster, and the “star boarder", 
William Ludwig Ullmann, over to her house for the evening. Ruth Gruber said 
that a friend of hers was in Washington from Chicago who was doing some interest- 
ing work on democracy in education, 


On December 13, 19l5, Mrs. Steinberg, mentioned above, conversed with 
Helen Silvermaster and asked her to go to the concert at Constitution Hall with 
them. Helen stated that she had some clothes to send to the Russian War Relief, 
winter clothes that her brother had on an expedition into China and Tibet, 


It was ascertained that on December 1h, 1945, Silvermaster and his 

. wife discussed obtaining plane reservations out of Washington via Eastern Air 
Lines for January l, The conversation indicated that reservations were being 
made for someone other than the Silvermasters, Silvermaster, an employee of 

the Surplus Properties Division of the RFC has moved his office from the Commerce 
Building to the Railroad Retirement Building, Through the technical surveillance 
it was ascertained that the Whites (possibly Harry Dexter White) had invited the 
Silvermasters over to their residence that evening, 


Constant physical surveillance was discontinued on Nathan Gregory 
Silvermaster on December 1), 1945, 


On December 17, 1945, the technical surveiliance revealed that a party 
naned Izzy, identity unknown, talked with Helen Silvermaster at which time he 
advised that his father-in-law, identity unknown, is proceeding to Philadelphia 
to attend a dinner given by the American-Soviet Friendship. Mrs. Silvermaster 
indicated that she was familiar with the organization and that a ggod friend of 
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hers runs the organization and that she receive omnunications about this group 
which has for its purpose "the fostering of cultural relations between these 
great countries," 





On December 19, 1945, the Washington Field Office advised by teletype 

that Nathan Gregory Silvermaster had moved his office from the Commerce Building 

to Room l050-52 in the Railroad Retirement Building. His title is given as 

Chief of Division of Economic Analysis of the War Assets Board.

It had previously been reported 
that the Silvermasterg.had invited Joseph Gregg and his wife to their residence 
for Christmas dinner;[]however, physical surveillance and technical coverage on 
Joseph Gregg and his Wife on Chris dicated that the Gregg family did 
not visit the Silvermaster residence, — Gold, Joseph Gregg and Harry Dexter 
White were ali named by Elizabeth Bentley as participating in Russian espionage, 
along with Nathan Gregory Silvermaster. )

ALLEGATIONS OF INFORMANT 


Elizabeth Terrill Bentley in her statement made the following 
allegations against the above-captioned individual: 


"It is my impression that Lauchlin Currie probably had something 
to co with his (Nathan Gregory Silvermaster) securing the Board of Economic 
Warfare position he heid., . e eè 


"During this same period (running from the latter part of 1942 


through the early part of 1943) I became aware of the fact that Lauchlin 
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Currie was fri endly with the Silvermasters and was particularly friendly 
with George Silverman, To the best of my recollection Currie did not sup- 
ply Silverman or — information but used to inform Silverman 

fas an example of the information orally furnished 
Silverman, I recall one occasion when Currie informe at the United 
States was on the verge of breaking the Soviet d ecall that Currie 
was a social guest on occasion at the Silvermaster' home although never 
when I was present as I have never met him, and the only significant infor- 
mation concerning him I presently recall is that after Golos! death there 
was a discussion between Silvermaster and "Bill" as to the advisability 
of introducing Currie and Harry White directly to the Russian contact. 
Silvermaster mentioned this matter to me and indicated he was not in favor 
of it. As far as I know such meetings were never arranged. 


" Another individual who I recall was supplied information at this 
time, which was from the summer and fall of 1943 until August, 194, or 
September, 19llj, was Michael Greenburg (or berg). My first information 
concerning this individual came from either Golos or Mildred Price who 
indicated to me that Greeriburg was associated in some capacity in Washing- 
ton with Lauchlin Currie. It is my recollection that Greenburg, who is 
a native of England, had probably become associated with Currie when the 
latter was one of the so-called anonymous assistants to the President and 
continued close to him wher/he assumed | duties with the Foreign Economic 
Administration." 
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BACKGROUND 
Personal History 


"Who's Who in America 19hh-l5" reveals that Lauchlin Currie was 
born in West Dublin, Nova Scotia, October 8, 1902, the son of Lauchlin and 
Alice (Eisenhauer) Currie. He attended the London School of Economics and 
received a B.S. Degree in 1925. In 1931 he received a Ph.D. Degree from 
Harvard. He married Dorothy York Bacon in 1927, and has two children, 
Lauchlin Morgan Currie and Roderich Bornish Currie. Currie first came to 
the United States in 1925, and was naturalized in 193l}. He was an instructor 
and a tutor at Harvard University from 1927 to 1934, and a professor of 
international economics at Fletcher Graduate School of Law and Diplomacy, 
West Mecford, Massachusetts, from 1933 to 193l. During this same pcriod 
of time he was employed as & consultant by the Kendall Company, a cotton 
products concern in Boston. 


During the latter part of 193) he was appointed an analyst for 
the United States Treasury Department and later made Ássistant Director of 
Research and Statistics for the Board of Governors of the Federal Reserve 
System, which position he retained until 1939. He became Administrative 
Assistant to the President in July of 1939, and in 194], was named head of 
the Economic Mission to China, In 19l2, he went to China as the President's 
personal representative on a diplomatic mission. He is listed as a trustee 
of the Willian Alanson White Psychiatric Foundation, a member of the American 
Economic Association, and the author of a book entitled "The Supply and 
Control of Money in the United States" published in 193l. His residence 
address was listed as 663 Potomac Avenue, Northwest, Washington, D. C., 
and his summer address at Hancock, New Hampshire. 


"Current Biography,' Volume 2, No. 5, for May, 19l1, states that 
Currie is ‘one of President Ro-sevelt's six Administrative Assistants and 
probably the most anonymous of these men who are chosen, according to the 
President, because of "their passion for anonymity." His job is stated to. 
keep "ideas flowing smoothly back and forth between Roosevelt and Adminis- 
trative officials, “big and little," and he is described as "polite, diplomatic, 
and unassuming." In the beginning of 1941, his duties were extended when 
he was sent to China on a special mission similar to that of Harry Hopkins! 
mission to England. He returned to the United States in March of that year 
to make his report. It was stated that although bis report has not been . 
made public, most commentators agree that he studied China's economic 
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Structure in general and its Special problems of currency and transporta- 
tion in order to determine the best way for the United States to help the 
Chungking government, This interpretation of his mission was reportedly 
given weight by Currie!s remarxs while in China. He spoke of China as 


."an outpost of the world's present struggle for democracy," and spoke of 


the United States! responsibility to aid و‎ 


- "Time! magazine for April ll, 194, stated that one of the stron- 
gest influences in the reforms of the Kuomintang during April was the United 
States, represented by the be-spectacled face of Lauchlin Currie. It was 
further stated that Currie helped clear up the Communist problem by sug- 
gesting that Chiang Kai-shek's government "raise needed revenue and undercut 
Communist influence by taxing the landlords while feeding and pleasing the 
peasants." The article in "Current Biography! states that Currie's reputa- 
tion while an instructor at Harvard spread far beyond Boston, and that his 
book "The Supply and Control of Money in the United States" became a standard 
work on the subject. His appointment as Senior Analyst in the Treasury 
Department by Secretary Morgenthau in 193l was allegedly no surprise, and 
bis subsequent promotion to the position of Assistant Director of Research 
and Statistics for the Federal Reserve Board also reportediy won enthusiastic 
recognition. 


In 1938 he began to give evidence of his growing importance. In 
that year he put forward a plan to solve raiiroad troubles by a lease-lend 
procedure through which the railroads would get equipment in much the sane 
way that Britain gets war goods under the Lease-Lend Biil. In that same 
year, he wrote an "influential memorandum" on the causes of the recession 
in wich he discussed, among other things, Social Security taxes, and pointed 
out that compensatory Federal spending to stimulate heavy incustry might be 
more flexible if concentrated outside the regular budget. 


In May of 1939, Currie gave testimony before the Temporary National 
Economic Committee. He reportedly showed that investments follow production, 
and since 1932 State and local governments have been piling up savings so 
that the net Federal investment mst be at least one billion dollars to 
provide equivalent purchasing power. In July of that year he was named 
President Roosevelt's personal Economic Advisor and Administrative Assis- 
tant. 


A review of the "New York Times" morgue clippings revealed the 
following background information concerning Currie: During the latter part 
of 1934, Currie was appointed analyst for the United States T Treasury Department 
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and was later made Assistant Director of Research and Statistics for the 
Board of Governors for the Federal Reserve System, which position he re- 
tained until 1939. He became Administrative Assistant to the President in 
July, 1939, and in 19l1 he was named Head of the Economic Mission to China 

as personal envoy of the President in the early part of February, 1911, 

and returned to the United States on March 10, 1941. It is reported that 
while in China, Currie conferred with Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek and 

other leading executives of the Chinese Government. Currie also found time 
to study Chinese arsenals, military training schools, and industrial coopera- 
tives. In 1942, Currie went to China as the President's personal representa- 
tive on a diplomatic mission to confer with Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek. 
During this same trip Currie also spent a few days in Neu Delhi, India, and 
returned to the United States on August 20, 1942. 


Currie was listed as one of the individuals who attended the 
institute of Pacific Relations Conference held at Mont Tremblant, Canada, 
fron December h, to 19h, 1942. In the early part of September, 19h43, Currie 
was appointed as Acting Deputy Administrator «here he remained until the 
early part of 195. He then resumed his former thite House duties. 


In February, 1945, Currie went to London as Head of the American 
Mission conferring with British officials. At this time he was also repor- 
ted as heading & mission to Switzerland for the purpose of curtailing Swiss 
exports to Germany. On February 11, 19l5, Currie was reported to be in 
Berne, Switzerland, and returned to tie United States on March 19, 195. 


The records of Stone's Mercantile Agency, Washington, D. C., 
revecled a report dated January 6, 1912. According to this report Lauchlin 
Currie from December 1, 193), to July, 1939, was Assistant Director of the 
Division of Research and Statistics, Federal Reserve Board. Fron June 20, 
1934, to November 10, 193), he was Economic Analyst with the United States 
Treasury at $6 per annum. From 1927 to 1933 he taught money and banking 
at Harvard University. From July 12, 1939 to January, 1942, Currie was 
employed at the White House as an Administrative Assistant to the President 
of the United States at a salary of $10,000 per annum. 


Currie purchased the property at 4863 Potomac Avenue, N. W. on 
September 11, 19l1, valued at $12,500. He previously resided, according 
to this report, at 25 Everett Street, Kensington, Maryland; Chevy Chase, 
Maryland; 3132 P Street, N. W., and the Roosevelt Hotel, Washington, D. C. 
On August 25, 1945, Lauchlin B. Currie left a forwarding address from 1,863 
Potomac Avenue, N. W., Washington, D. C., to 19 Rector Street, New York 6, 








New York, which is the office of the International Development Company. 
(Information concerning which will be set ott later herein.) 


The records of the Credit Bureau of Washington, D. C. reveal in 
a report dated August 24, 1942, that Dorothy Currie, wife of Lauchlin PSU 
formerly operated an arti studio at 3132 P Street, N. W. 


In July, 1945, it was reported that the International Development 
Company, headed by Lauchlin Currie, opened offices at 19 Rector Street, New 
York City. 


Through the records of Dun and Bradstreet, New York City, it was 
ascertained that the International Development Industrial Corporation, 19 
Rector Street, Room 1902, has as its president and principle Lauchlin Currie. 
The company will engage in industrial advisory engineering and management 
export business with representation in various points abroad. The services 
supplied by the company includes the planning of new plants or the remodel- 
ing of old ones to actual engineering production management and the developing 


of the international industrial field. The “.:ternational Industrial Corporation 


intends to open offices in key cities throughout the world to show the 
Aucrican "know how" methoas of manufacturing and processing. The following 
individuals were listed as officers for the International Industrial 
Development Corporation:

Lauchlin Currie presently resides at 61 East 86th Street, New York 
City, and subscribes to telephone, Atwater 2-8367. 


General Activities, Associates, and Comments 


During the Hatch Act investigation of Nathan Gregory Silvermaster, an 


employee of the Department of Agriculture, Lauchlin Currie was interviewed. 
When asxed to comment upon Silvermaster's political philosophy, Currie stated 
that in his mind conclusive evidence of whether or not a person is Communis- 
tically inclined was the individual's attitude up to June 23, 19l1, when Ger- 
many invaded the Soviet Union. Inasmuch as Silvermaster, according to Currie, 
was an advocate of war prior to that time, Currie did not regard him as 
Communistic and stated that he was a "liberal" and "New Dealer in his 
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political leanings." It is interesting to note that during the course of 


the investigation, the Office of Naval Intelligence furnished information 


indicating that Currie and Silvermaster were associates and friendly. 

Lauchlin Currie is listed as an officer of China Defense Supplies 
Corporation in Washington, D. C. During the investigation of Frederick 
Heizer Wright who was tried and acquitted upon a charge of failure to regis- 
ter as a propaganda agent of the Japanese government, Currie was interviewed. 
Currie described his contacts with Wright as a purely business nature and 
stated that during the year 1941 he was handling all lend lease aid to China 
at the specific request of President Roosevelt. 


Lauchlin Currie was listed as a sponsor for the visa application 
of Karl Borromaeus Josef Frank, better known as Paul Hagen. Hagen, the 
subject of a pending Internal Security - R investigation at the present 
time, has been alleged on numerous occasions to be a secret agent of the 
Soviet government. Hagen is an Austrian-Gerzan refugee who, since his ar- 
rival in the United States, has been active in the American Friends of German 
Freedom movement, a Communist inspired and infiltrated organization, and 
has also carried on the work of his group known as the "New Beginning." 
Hagen, at the time he was questioned in connection with his visa applica- 
tion, admitted being a member of the Communlst Party in Europe from 1919 
to 1929. He further admitted being a leader in this movement, but stated 
he had no contacts with Communists since his arrival in the United States. 
Investigation to date has indicated this statement is false as he has con- 
tacted numerous known Communists. 


Currie appeared as a witness in behalf of Paul Hagen's visa applica- 

tion on April 30, 1942. A copy of his testimony is available in Bureau 

files, and it is to be noted it was given under oath. He gave his official 
position as Administrative assistant to the President, and explained his 
interest in Paul Hagen through the fact that he was introduced to him at 

an international conference by Mr. E. C. Carter, Secretary of the Institute 

of Facific Relations and of the International Postwar Conference held in 
Maine. Since that introduction he has met and talked with Paul Hagen, and 

he has communicated with him in reference to several German refugees and 
"matters relating to moral and other inner facts of Germany." 


Currie stated that he knew Paul Hagen was a menber of the Communist 
Party at one time; however, he did not feel that there would be any danger 
to the country through the admission of Paul Hagen. Currie was asked if he 
would advocate the policy of granting a visa to an individual who admittedly 
is of the opinion that if there happens to be a conflict between his decisions 








. and the government to which he owes allegiance that he should follow his 


omm decision. Currie stated he was not altogether in favor of such a 
policy, but indicated that it would depend upon the specific case. He 
stated that Paul Hagen advocated a democratic regime in Germany. 


Currie was asked the question: "Suppose you were to decide whether 
or not in your judgment of socialism or communism, would you advocate such 
policies for our Government?" His answer was: "I can't see how that bears 
on this case. What I can tell you is that I was introduced to him. I think 
he is working against our enemies as far as I see." Following this question 
was a series of questions as to whether or not Currie believed that an alien 
such as Hagen should be admitted to the United States inasmuch as he might 
advocate a change in our form of government, The question was specifically 


raised as to whether there would be a difference if Communism came to the United 


States, and Currie stated there would. He was then asked the question: 

"The difference between Communism and Socialism...Communism as well as 
Socialism is the nationalization of private property. Communism is based 

on revolutionary means while Socialism, I would suppose, would be the 
evolution of that legal method rather (than) by revolution." Currie ans- 
wered: "That could be defined as a aistinction. One is dictatorship, and 
the other is Socialism. The dictator woula oe the communistic, and democ- 
ratic procedure would be the socialistic." He was then asked: "It would 

be democratic so far as the method of accomplishing the end but the harm 
would be the same as Communism." To which he replied: "The aim is political 
means because in the Constitution itself we wouldn't protect democratic prin- 
ciples." 


Lauchlin Currie was one of the Federal employees listed as an af- 
filiate of subversive organizations by the Dies Committee in a memorandum 
submitted to the Attorney General. It was stated he was a member of the 
Washington Committee to Aid China. He received a salary of $10,000 as 


Executive Assistant in the Office of the President, and resided at 3132 


P Street, Norihwest, Washington, D. C. 


An article appeared in the October 31, 19h), New York Daily Mirror 
reporting a speech by Governor Bricker stating that he declarea Lauchlin 
Currie was a Federal employee with a subversive record. Currie was one of 
seven individuals named in Bricker's speech to "conclusively prove Roosevelt 
and the New Deal are in the hands of the radicals and the Communists." 


One Dr. and Mrs. Lauchlin Currie are listed on the active mailing 
list of the Vas:ington Committee for Spanish Refugee Aid, a branch of the 
United American Sapanish Aid Committee inspired and dominated by the Communist 








Party, U.S.A. 


f Lauchlin Currie spoke at the opening session of the International 
Student Assembly held in Washington, D. C.,' September 2-5, 1942, on "The 
End of Imperialism." He was introduced as an Assistant to the President, 
and it is interesting tö note that the chairman of this session was Edward 
Carter of the Institute of Pacific Relations. Many known Commmists or 
Communist sympathizers participated in the International Student Assembly. 





Lauchlin Currie was one of the individuals given as a reference by 
Abba Ptachya Lerner at the time he applied for a position with the War Production 
Board. Currie was interviewed and stated he regarded Lerner as a distinguished 
و‎ economist and a liberal New Dealer. The Bureau file shows that Lerner was closely 
associeted with Communists and was subject to considerable Communist influence. 
Lerner did not receive an appointment, and subsequently in 194), was charged in 
P a Coomissioner's complaint with conspiracy to violate the Selective Training and 
) E Service Act for assisting one Adolf Korlits, an alleged Communist, to depart from 
i the United States for Mexico to evade the requirements of the Selective Training 
and Service Act. 
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Whittaker Chambers, a former affiliate of the Soviet Secret Intelligence 
Service in Washington, D. C., for the purpose of developing a government under- 
ground, stated that Lauchlin Currie was a "fellow Traveler!" who helped various 
Communists but never went the whole way. This statement was made to a representa 
tive of the State Department when Chambers was questioned relative to individuals 


in the Government who were allegedly active in behalf of the Communist Party 
and the Soviet Union. 


ha Owen Lattimore wrote a letter of introduction for Haakon Chevalier to 
1 Zauchlin Currie, Room 228, Department of State, Washington, D. C. It is to be 
à noted that Chevalier was attempting to obtain a Government job during this period 
cw of time. Chevalier is a known Soviet Secret Intelligence Service (NKVD) contact, 
and bas been &ssociated with numerous members of the Communist Party on the 
— West Coast and is allegedly a Party member himself. 
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During December of 19lh, when the Russian' War Relief Children's 


Clothing Campaign was opposed by the President's War Relief Control Board, 


Edward C. Carter, the President of Russian War Relief, sent two telegrams to 
Lauchlin Currie on December 2, 194). One was addressed to Currie in care 

of the Foreign Economic Administration, Temporary T Building, Washington, 

D. C., and the second was addressed to his home at 4863 Potomac Avenue,

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It is further to be noted that Leuchlin Currie, an official from 
the White House, according to an infcrmant traveled to Chicago, Illinois, 
by plane to interview Oskar R. Lange shorti; after his return from the 
Soviet Union. 

A list of the individuals appointed to positions with the Foreign 
Economic Administration, dated October 26, 1913, issued by Leo.T. Crowley, 
includes Lauchlin Currie as Acting Deputy Administrator. John Carter Vincent. 
is also listed as an Acting Special Assistant to the Administrator, 


A memorandum appearing in Bureau files, dated in November, 19l3, 
indicated that Lauchlin Currie, the President's Far Eastern Advisor, was 
interviewed relative to the San Min Chu I Youth Corps, a Chinese youth group 
Sponsored by the Kuomintang to combat Communist influence among Chinese 
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youth. This organization has several active branches in the United States. 


Information was received from Ugo Carusi during the period of time 


he was with the Department of Justice stating that Lauchlin Currie had received 
a request from President Roosevelt to studv Chinese nronacanda tn the Tini tan 
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States. Currie was interviewed on June l, 1: 43, by Special Agent Frederick 
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Ge Tillman, and at that time he indicated an interest in Chinese agents in 


the United States as well as Chinese propaganda activities. He referred to 


the recent ship 'desertions upon the part of Chinese seamen, stating that 
there was some indication this might be an attempt to embarrass the British. 
He remarked that the White House and the State Department were both deeply 
interested in the passage of legislation to grant citizenship to Chinese and 
to place them on the same basis as other nationalities. He was furnished 
material appearing in Bureau files, including several copies of the Monthly 
and Quarterly Intelligence Reports. This memorandum bears the pen notation: 
"See that he is furnished all pertinent material." 


It might be noted that an article appeared in the June 1, 1943, 
issue of "New Masses" advocating the repeal of the Chinese Exclusion Act. 
This article followed the same outline as the discussion with Currie. 
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An article appearing in the Washington Post, June 22, 19l2, con- 
sisting of a full page ad in behalf of Russian War Relief lists Mrs. Lauchlin 
Currie as a member of the Board of Directors of the Washington Chapter of 
Russian War Relief.

Through a technical surveillance on the CIO Maritime Committee, 
a conversation between Bjorn Halling, the ILW representative, and David 
Skol, of the Maritime Commission, was obtained on March 6, 1943. Halling 
Stated he haa spoken to Lauchlin Currie who told him that Skol would probably 
like to see the material they (apparently the SIO Maritime Committee) were 
compiling on maritime operations, 


The New York Times for July 13, 1945, carried the following article: 


"The International Development Company, headed by Lauchlin Currie, 
formerly an administrative assistant to President Roosevelt in Washington, ` 
has opened offices at 19 Rector otreet, it was announced yesterday. The 
company will engage in an industrial advisory, engineering and management 
export business and plans to open offices in key cities throughout the world. 
One of its principal activities will be to make available American manufac- 
turing methods to industries in foreign countries, according to Dr. Currie." 


In April, 1944, an anonymous letter was received by the FBI, the 
writer of wrich was subsequently identified as Mrs. Victor Perlo presently 
of Fort Yorth, Texas. This letter, directed to the White House, listed the 
names of approximately twenty-five persons whom the writer designated as 
members of the Communist group in Washington or contacts thereof. „Among those 
names listed was that of George Silverman with the following parenthetical 
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notation along side this name; "Railroad Retirement Brd. - works thru close 
friends who are indebted to him - Lauchlin Curry - Harry White, etc. -"

" In S regard, a review of the issues of "Amerasia" 
fails to indicate that Currie authored any articles. It is entirely 
possible, however, that he submitted unsigned articles, since there are a 
number of these appearing in the issues of "Amerasia." 


Lauchlin Currie is an Honorary Vice Chairman of Inausco, Inc., 
which is otherwise known as the Anerican Committee in Aid of Chinese 
Industrial Cooperatives. This was formed in 1940 and has for its stated 
purpose the function of acquainting Americans with the work of Chinese 
Industrial Cooperatives in China as well as raising funds in the United 
States to assist these cooperatives. They e small industries or work- 
shops located throughout China, manufacturing supplies particularly in 
the past few years for the armed forces. There are a nunber of prominent 
people whose names are identified with this organization, including 
persons in the Government.

Among the members of the Advisory Board of Inausco, Inc., is 
Philip Jacob Jaffe. It has been alleged that Inausco sends funds to one 
Rewi Alley in China, or to him through Madame Sun Yat Sen. Alley is 
described as a New Zeelander who adopted China as his native land shortly 
after World Zar lẹ, After the original Japanese victories, Alley, with 
others, is related to have realized the necessity of establishing 
industries in the interior of China and spent full time thereafter in 
assisting the Chinese to set up cooperatives. The same source, reporting 
on this, stated that by inference Alley is said to be a Communist and ihat 
his organization, "Chinese Industrial Cooperatives," is a Communist "bore 
from withint set-up. It was explained by the source that the political 
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connection is this - that the traditional Chinese landlord ayo ton must be 
replaced by bourgeois democracy before a proletariat will exist to give 
rise to ultimate Communism. Cooperatives are thus a perfect set-up for 
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this since, while it is not known that they are g fostered by 
Communist, it has not been possible for the landlord group to stop 

their growth. The cooperatives are said to offer the quickest and — 

most efficient means for the Chinese to regain their strength, and, 

- further, they cannot be attacked because the people of the cooperatives 
are not Communists. The source reporting on the above, furnished this 
information in connection with Mrs. Philip Jacob Jaffe, who is interested 
in Indusco, Inc. Qe. 


Ry virtue of a physical surveillance it was ascertained that 
Chtao Ting Chi, a close contact of Philip Jacob Jaffe, was in Washington, 
D. C., on April 17, 1945. On this date he was seen to go to Room 234 in the 
State Department Building, which is the office occupied by Lauchlin Currie 
while he was Administrative Assistant in the Executive Office of the late 
President. Ch'tao Ting Chi left the State Department shortly after noon 
&nd thereafter went to the Treasury Department Building where he entered 
at the 15th Street entrance and met two unidentified men with whom he had 
lunch. 


It was learned through a microphone surveillance on Philip Jacob 
Jaffe on May 8, 1945, that Andrew Roth, Philip Jacob Jaffe and Theodore 


Cohen, of the Foreign Economic Administration, were in Jaffe's room at the Statler 


Hotel, at which time they discussed various people in the Government. They 
referred to charges brought against Michael Greenberg in FEA by the Civil 
Service Commission. Greenberg had been charged with Communist connections 
and affiliations. Jaffe, in referring to Greenberg's case, stated that " 
Lauchlin Currie "who was the guy who could help" refused to fumish 
assistance. 


In connection with inquiries conducted relative to Jefferson 
Franklin Ray, Jr., a contact of both Philip Jacob Jaffe and Kate Louise 
Mitchell, it was learned that Ray in his work at the Foreign Economic 
Administration did liaison work with Lauchlin Currie, Administrative 
Assistant to the late President Roosevelt in charge of Chinese matters. 
Ray, at least until the demise of FEA, received $8,000 per year from the 
Foreign Economíc Administration, being in charge of lend-lease to China 
(as it affected FEA). 

In connection with inquiries conducted with respect to Michael 
Greenberg, referred to above, it was learned that Greenberg at one time 
was assigned to work with Lauchlin Currie at the White House on matters 
pertaining to Chinese affairs. In the Hatch Act investigation conducted 
of Greenberg a number of persons described him as being definitely a 
leftist if not a Communist. One source interviewed, George Taylor, 
Assistant Director of the Office of War Information, stated that Greenberg 
always advocated full and complete cooperation and support to the Chinese 
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Communists. Mr. Taylor described the knowledge of the Near East and 
China on the part of Greenberg as being second-hand. He stated: "He 
(Greenberg) has never been there, and he hasn't been able to go because 
he is not a citizen. He should not be given a position of trust in the 
United States Government." 


Microphone surveillance on Philip Jacob Jaffe revealed on 
May 29, 1945, that Andrew Roth and Philip Jacob Jaffe were discussing 
possible and potential contacts for Jaffe, these contacts being employed 
in the United States Government or being closely affiliated with persons 
therein. Roth referred to John Service in & vague fashion, and thereafter 
Jaffe made the statement, "Yeah - I know that Lauchlin Currie always used to be 
interested." Roth stated, "Yeah. That's right." The exact meaning behind 
these expressions is not clear. It is entirely possihle, however, that 
they were referring to Currie as being interested in the Chinese Communists 
and their welfare. 


The Bureau files further reflect that Lauchlin Currie spoke at 
the opening session of the International Student Assembly held in Washington, 
D. C., from September 2, to September 5, 1942, on "The End of Imperialism." 
Many hom Communists and Communist sympathizers participated in the 
International Student Assemhly. 
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RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION 





A physical surveillance was instituted on Lauchlin Currie on 
November 26, 1945, which revealed that he resided at Gl East 86th Street, 
New York City, and his business address was International Development Company, 
19 Rector Street, New York City. us 


On November 30, 1945, Lauchlin Currie left New York City to spend 
the week end in Washington, D. C. However, physical surveillance failed to 
indicate that Currie had contacted any of the individuals named by Elizabeth 
Bentley as being engaged in Russian espionage. 


On December 5, 1945, Lauchlin Currie again visited Washington, 
D. C., and returned to New York City the following day. 


On December 7, 1915, Lauchlin Currie boarded a Northeastern Air Lines 
plane at LaGuardia Field on a flight to Moncton, New Brunswick, Canada, and 
on December 9, 1945, he retumed to New York City from Bangor, Maine. 


On December 9, 1915, according to a technical surveillance on the 
residence of Lauchlin Currie, it was ascertained that Lauchlin Currie talked 
to Mattie and that Currie advised Mattie that he had gotten back that evening. 
During the course of the conversation Currie said, "I'm dying with curlosity 
to know if you met with the 'Doc' today." Mattie said, "We're not going to see 
him until tomorrow." Currie stated, "You didn't need all that briefing then." 
Mattie advised Currie that he would see him the following day. ab Ue 


On December 12, 1945, through the technical surveillance, it was 
ascertained that Lauchlin Currie asked one John Lawler, lj Sagamore Road, 
Bronxville, New York, to do sumething about the preparation of an agenda for 
the Italian meeting to be held in a few days. Currie also asked that consid- 
eration be given to the name and activities of the proposed organization. 
John Lawler told Currie that he had heard Currie may fly to Switzerland in a 
Martin Mars to demonstrate its air worthiness. Currie stated that he was not 
in favor of this and would probably get someone else to do it. He stated that 
he had received his passport but that it does not list Italy as one of the 
countries he may visit, Lawler said that he would check this for Currie and 
Currie suggested that an application be made for travel on the Queen Mary es 
well as trying for the Queen Elizabeth on December 29 or another ship for 
January lh, Ue 


Jack London, who is an associate of Lauchlin Currie, resides at 36 


West 86th Street, New York City, and was formerly with the Criminal Division 
of the Department of Justice, Washington, D. C, 
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On December 18, 1945, through the technical surveillance, it was 
ascertained that Lauchlin Currie conferred with Frank Coe (phonetic) of the 
Treasury Department, Washington, D. C. Coe wanted to know if Currie was 
coming down to Washington and said there was to be a gathering of old-timers 
at Louie Behns (phonetic) on Thursday and that Lawler had asked Frank Coe to 


-get in touch with Currie, Coe stated that a number of Currie's friends were 


to be there. However, Currie did not indicate that he would be present at 
the gathering. YR ‘ 


Through the technical surveillance it was ascertained that Lauchlin 
Currie has stated that he plans to sail for Europe on January ll, 196. $ ۳

Elizabeth Terrill Bentley in her statement made the foilowing 
allegation against the above-captioned individual: 


"I also recall in about the Spring of 1944 Bill Goid, the husband 
of Sonya Gold, came into the picture. Bill ootained a position in the roreign 
Economic Administration and according to the coversations I had with the 
Silvermasters ana Ullman, I determined that Bili had been supplying this group 
with what they indicated was excellent iniormation regarding the goings on in 
the FEA. As a matter of fact, during one of my conversations at the Silvermasver 
home either Gregory Silvermaster of Ullman made the remark that Bill had done 
such a good job that they were tninking of supplying him with a camera so that 
he could do his own photographing at homee As iar as I know Bill Goid is still 
employed with the FEA." 


BACKGROUND 


The recoros of Selective Service Boara #2 at Arlington, Virginia, reveal 
tnat Bela Gold registere. on October 16, 1940, at Arlington, Virginia, giving 
his address as 3007 North Persning Drive, Arlington, Virginia. He Was born 
January 30, 1915, at Goloszvar, Hungary. He statea that Sonia Steinman Gold of 
the same 8 woula always know his audress. He listed his employment as 
U.S. Department of Agriculture, South Building. His questionnaire revealed 
that he was married in New York City to Sonia Gold on July 5, 1938 His educa- 
tion consisted of autending New York University ior four years, majoring in 
industrial engineering, and he toos a graauate course at Columpie University, 
New York City, ior two years studying economics. He listed as cepenaents his 
wife, Sonia, and a brother, William Gold whose age he gave as 19 in 1940 who was 
attending the University o. Marylana Summer School and American University. 

He listed his parents as Leo Gold, age 51 in 1940, anû rsther Gold, his mother, 
age 49, both residing at 1038 Southern Boulevard, Bronx, New York City. 


In his questionnaire which he filled out in June, 1942, Bela Gold 
stated that his job at that time was a principal social science analyst and 
that his duties were to direct general economic ana social research, carry out 
special administrative and research assignments ior the Chief of the Bureau 
of Intelligence, Office of Facts and Figures, and for the nead of the Division 
oi Program Surveys, Bureau of AÁgricuivure Economics. He stated that he was 
best fittea for directing research requiring knowleoze of engineering, managerial 
and econonic aspects of industrial operations. He is next best fitted as a 
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director of social research. The Selective Service files further reveal that 
on April 16, 1945, fom42-A requesting deferment was submitted on behalf of 
Bela Gold by Kenneth 0. Warner, Chairman of the Ázency Deierment Committee, 
Foreign Economic Administration, which listea Bela Gold's position as aaviser 
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. (Foreign Development Policy), salary $8,000, which employment began Septem- 


ber 18, 1944. He entered on auty in his present position as of Feoruary 1, 
1945. His duties were described as follows, "Under a broad administrative 
direction of the Assistant Administrator in Charge of the Oifice oi Economic 
Programs, Gold serves as Adviser of Foreign Economic Development Problems 

and Programs; speciiicaily: arranges tor the analyses of plans and projects 

for the reconstruction or war damaged areas ana for the economic development 

of foreign countries and helps formulate such programs for major geographical 
areas of the world in conrormance with the basic policies in long range 
inverests of the United States; apprizes the relationship among inuustry, re- 
construction, foreign development, U.S. conversion, ‘and foreign disposal 
requirements, for their eifective adjustment to one another; apprizes the rela- ' 
tionship between relief and immeciate rehabilitation measures on the one hand 
and longer run proposals so as to minimize naste and major gaps in the continuity 
of reconsuruction program; arranges for the comparative analyses of U.S. postwar 
requirements ior war materials ana consumers! gooas and the proauction poven- 
tials and local market potentials of alternate aevelopment program."

His Selective Service file further reilects that Bela Gold was rejec- 
tea for tne Army on March 6, 1943, October 14, 1943 and May 18, 1945, because 
of subminimal vision. 
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RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION 


Physical surveillance was instituted on Bela Gold on November 19, 19l5. 
This surveillance reveals that Bela Gold drives a black 1938 or 1939 Ford sedan 
from his residence, 3007 North Fershing Drive, Arlington, Virginia, to work each 
morning and parks it in the vicinity of Temporary Building T of the Foreign 
Economic Administration. The surveillance revealed that Bela Gold also visits 
the FEA Office at 22nd and Virginia Avenue, N. W. 


On November 21, .19)45, Bela Gold met an elderly couple at Union Station 
and they spent the Thanksgiving holiday with Bela Gold and his wife. They departed 
from Washington, D. C., on November 25, 1945, from Union Station and proceeded to 
New York City and entered an apartment building located at 50 Grand Concourse, 
Bronx, New York. It is possible tnat this elderly couple was either Bela Gold's 
parents or his wife's parents. On November 2h, 1945, it was noted that there was 
a nurse and a small baby at the Gold residence and it is recalled that Sonia 
Gold, wife of Bela Gola, has recently been on maternity leave from her position 
at the Treasury Department. 


On November 26, 1945, Bela Gold left work at 5:35 وم اط‎ and drove to 
Constitution Avenue and M Street, N. W., where he picked up a woman (later 
identified as Mrs. Elizabeth Sasuly) who appeared to be waiting for him at the 
curb. Bela Gold then drove this woman to his residence. At 7:00 P.. that 
evening Bela Gold and Elizabeth Sasuly were observed hàvinr dinner together and 
tne; spent the evening in what appeared to be a serious discussion. At 11:25 
P.ID., Elizabeth Sasuly left Bela Gold's residence and proceeded by bus and street 
car to her apartment in the Alban Towers Apartment, 3700 l'assachusetts Avenue, 
Ne ¥. Elizabeth Sasuly is the subject of an internal Security case in the 
Washington Field Office. An investigation of her reveals that in the spring of 
1945, prior to the National Convention of tne Communist Political Association in 
New York City, William Z. Foster and Earl Browder came to Washington, D. C., and 
were met by Elizabeth Sasuly, at which time Browder continued on to Pittsburgh 
and Foster was accompanied from the station by Elizabeth Sasuly to her residence 
in the Alben Towers Apartment. Elizabeth Sasuly is believed to be a member of 
the Wnite Collar Unit of the Communist Party.

Physical surveillance on Bela Gold was discontinued at 5:45 P.M 
on December 8, 1945. Mail cover placed on the residence of Bela Cold rev 
that he received a letter from the Royal Institute of International Affairs, 

542 Fifth Avenue, New York 19, New York. On December 7, 1945, he received 

a letter from tne Society for the Advancement of Managent, Post Office Box 27, 
Vashington h, D. C. He did not receive any other mail inat would be pertinent 

to this investigation. However, it was noted that Bela Gold!s brother, whose 
name is William Gold, receives mail at the same address as Bela Gold. gu 
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The Washington Field Office advised the Bureau on December 18, 1945, 
that it was ascertained through a technical surveillance that Bela Gold had 
lunch with a party referred to as Greg, which might either apply to Nathan 
Gregory Silvermaster or Joseph Gregg. This individual referred to as Greg 
indicated to Pela Gold that he was thinking about taking back his old job 
with the old agency with wnich he was previously connected. Inasmuch as it is 
known thet Joseph Gregg is presently attempting to secure a position in view of 
his terminating his service with the Office of Inter-American Affairs around 
January 1, it is believed that tne Greg was possibly Joseph Gregg, who was also 
named by Llizabetn Eentley as engaged in Russian espionage. U

Elizabeth Terrill Bentley in her statement made the following 
allegations against the above-captioned individual; 


"In connection with the activities of Harry White (employed in the 
Unite: States Treasury Department) it was apparent to me from conversations I 
heard in the Silvermaster home, that one of his most valuable assistance so rar 
as the group was concerned was his ability to place in the Treasury Department 
those individuals who the group was anxious to have assigned there. Among the 
individuals in tnis category were Ullman, William Taylor, and Sonya Gold. 


"I recall that some time in the Fall of 1943 the Silvermasters believed 
it desirable to have someone placed as a secretary to Harry White in order to 
racilitate the obtaining of information rrom his office. As a result, Helen 
Silvermaster went to one of the Communist functionaries in sashington and was 
ziven the name of Sonya Gold. Eventually Sonya Gold through arrangements with 
Harry White obtained a position as one of the secretaries in his Department. As 
a result of this employment, Sonya Gold ootained aocuments from his o:fice which 
she copied ana turned her notes over to Helen Silvermaster. I do not recall l 
specirically, but it is my recollection wnat the information which Sonya Gold ob- 
tained concerned principally the Treasury Department's opinions and recommenaa- 
tions concerning applications for loans made by the Chinese and French govern- 
ments. I also recall that some of tnis information concerned political infor- 
mation concerning DeGaulle which found its way into white's oifice, I under- 
stand Sonya Gold is no longer employed by the Treasury Department.

BACKGROUND 


The Treasury Department records reflect that Sonia Gold was iormerly 
employed as secretary or assistant secretary to Harry White of the United States 
Treasury Department. Her aaaress was inoicated as 3007 North Pershing Drive, 
Arlington, Virginia. ۱ 


On November 21, 1945, Special Agent Stanley T. Blaszak telephonically 
contacted the information bureau of the Treasury Department and ascertained that 
Sonia Gold was employed by the treasury Department in the Monstary Research 
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Branch, Room 3449 at the main Treas uilding, 15th and Pennsylvania avenue, 
N.W., and that she was presently on leave. It was further ascertained that 
Sonia Gold was on maternity leave at the present time and had been for the 
past two months and the aate of her return to her U.S. Treasury Department em- 
ployment was not known. 


Considerable information concerning Sonia Steinman Gold's husband, 
Bela Gold, is set out elsewnere in this case suuary inasmuch as Bela Gold is 
also a subject. 


One Sonia Gold was present on February 17, 1944, at a party sponsored 
by Lodge #141 (Jewish American ~ West Los Angeles) at 4660 Melrose Avenue, Los 
Angeies, California. The proceeds of which were to be contributed to the 
Morning Freneit Associatione Sonia Gold was one of the individuals present who 
sent greetings to the Red Army through the Morning Freheit. Sonia Gold was also 
believed to be a member of the Executive Committee of Loage #141 of Invernational 
Workers Order of Los Angeles. it is not known whether this Sonia Gold is 
identical with the above-captioned individual or not. 


One Sonia Gold of 3573 DeKaio avenue, New York City, sent mail on 
July 21, 1943, to rrances Cleuman, wire or Morton Cleuman subject of a security 
mavter (WP) investigavion. 


One Sonia Gola was listed as a member oi the professional section of 
the Communist Party, USA, Disirict 13, at San Francisco. 
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Investigation has revealed that Sonia Gold is at present on 
raternity leave from her position as secretary or assistant secretary to 
Harry White of the United States Treasury Department. A pretext telephone 
call to the Treasury Department revealed that Sonia Gold is on maternity leave 
at the present time and has been for the vast two months. Physical surveillance 
instituted on November 20, 1945, revealed that Sonia Gold, wife of Bela Gold, is at 
present staying at her home, 3007 North Pershing Drive, Alexandria, Virginia, 
where it has been observed that she is apparently taking care of a young baby 
In view of this fact, the physical surveillance was discontinued. A physical 
surveillance of Sonia S. Gold which has been handled in connection with that of 
her husband, Bela Gold, reveals that she spends most of her time with her husband 
in the evenings. The surveillance has not indicated that she has returned to 


work at the Treasury Department nor does it indicate that she is otherwise 
employed except as a housewife. 





RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION 


On December 7, 1945, Bela Gold drove his wife, Sonia Gold, to the Union 
Station in Washington, D. C. She was carrying a small satchel type suitcase, dark 
brown in color. She purchased a one way ticket to New York City and departed 
from Washington, D. Ce, for New York City on the 6:00 P.*. train which was l 
scheduled to arrive in New York City at 10:00 P.:. Surveillance of Sonia Gold 
was taken over by Agerts of the New York Field Office upon her arrival in New 
York City. Bela Gold returned to his residence in Arlington, Virginia, after 
placing is wife on the train. 


The Washington Field Office by teletype dated December 15, 1945, 
advised the Bureau that Sonia Gold, wife of Bela Gold, will return to work at 
the Treasury Lepartment shortly after January 1, 1946. On December 26, 1945, the 
Washington field Office by teletype advised that it was learned through a technical 
surveillance on the rcsidence ^? Nathan Gregory Silvermaster that on December 20, 
1945, Helen Silvermaster attempted to contact Sonia Gold with negative results.

I never met Kaplan and have no other information 
concerning him except that he at one time was associated with the Perlo 
Group, The last I heard he was connected with the Foreign Economic 
Administration." 


BACKGROUND 


Personal History 


The records of the Selective Service Board Number 3, 170 Mas- 
sachusetts Avenue, N. W., Washington, D. C., reveal that Irving Kaplan 
registered for Selective Service on January 12, 1943, at which time he 
stated that he was born on September 23, 1900, at Zdzenciol, Nowogrodek, 
Poland. At the time he regístered he was residing at 335l Martha Custis 
Drive, Alexandria, Virginia. He stated that he was married to Dorothy 
F. Kaplan at New York City, on March 31, 1929. He stated that his educa- 
tion consisted of one year liberal arts, City College of New York, three 
years liberal arts, Columbia University, and one and one half years at 
Fordham Law School. 


On the Selective Service records Irving Kaplan listed his 
employment as follows;

In 1943 he stated that his occupation was economist and head Pro- 
gram Progress Analyst of the Wer Production Board, Social Security Building 
(Specific locations of employments not listed). 
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On the Voters! Registration Certificate #741528 on file with the 
Philadelphia Board of Registretion Commissioners the name of Irving Kaplan 
appears and it is reflected that Kaplan stated he was born on September 23, 
1900, at New York City. 
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There is being set forth below in chronological order a list of 
the residence addresses of Irving Kaplan: 


At the time Kaplan was attending Morris High School, Bronx, New 
York, he indicated that he resided at 522 Morris Park Avenue, New York City; 
from December 1926, to July, 1929, at 34 West 75th Street, New York City. 


California, while employed by the Pacific Gas and Electric Company from 1929 


According to the Retail Credit Association records, San Francisco, 
۹ to 1934, Irving Kaplan resided at 2130 Leavenworth Street, 101 Rivoli Street, 








both in San Francisco, California, and 1110 Miller Avenue, Berkeley, California. 


Records of the WPA in Washington, D. C., indicated that prior to 
the time Irving Kaplan was employed by this agency in July, 1935, he had 
resided at 883 Franklin Avenue, Brooklyn, New York. 


The Retail Credit Bureau of Greater .New York advised that on May 
27, 1936, their Bureau had received a claim against Mrs, Irving Kaplan who 
formerly resided at 883 Franklin Avenue, Brooklyn, New York, her former name 
being Dorothy Friedland. ; 


In 1935, when Irving Kaplan made application for employment with 
the WPA in Washington, D. C., he listed his address as 1830 Phelps Place, 
N. W, Washington, D. C. 


The records of the Market Street National Eank, Juniper and Market 
Streets, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, disclosed that in 1935, a joint bank 
account was opened by Irving Ksplan and Dorothy Friedland, then residing 
at 5101 North l2th Street, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. 


The Voters! Registration, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, disclosed 
that Irving Kaplan registered as a voter in 1935, at which time he was 
residing at 135 South 20th Street, Philadelynia. At the time of registra- 
tion Irving Kaplan indicated that he had resided one year in the Philadelphia 
area and two and one half years in the state of Pennsylvania; that he had 


come from California in 1935. 





The files of the Credit Bureau, Washington, D. C., contained a 
report from the Potomac Credit Pureau, Incorporated, Arlington, Virginia, 
dated July 1h, 1943, on one Irving Kaplan (Dorothy) of 5350 Edmonds Place, 
N. W. This information indicated that Kaplan had resided at 5350 Edmonds 
Place, ¥. W., since about 1940 and that prior to this residence he had re- 
sided at 1800 Connecticut Avenue, N. W. for a period of two years, This

report further reflected that he had come to 5315 Edmond Place, N. W., from 
the Chatham Apartments, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, where he had resided 
for a mumber of years. This report indicated that he was employed by the 
War Production Board, Washington, D. C., in the Office of Progress Reports 
as Vice Chairman of production and that he had been so employed since about 
February, 1942. His annual income was reported at $6,500 per year. The 
report indicated that his wife was unemployed. 


As of March, 1945, according to J. P. Bowder, Manager, C and P 
Telephone Company at Alexandria, Virginia, Irving Kaplan was then residing 
at 3354 Matha Custis Drive, Park Fairfax, Alexandria, Virginia. 


Activities and Associates 
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At the time of Irving Kaplan's employment with the WPA in Washing- 
ton, D. C., in a personnel status statement prepared by him dated July 10, 
1935, he indicated that the following individuals were his references for 
employment:

the service to Kaplan has been continuous since October 8, 19434 $ UA 
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` It will be noted that Isidore Needelman was admitted to the 
United States citizenship on September 23, 1926, before the United States 
District Court for the Southern District of New York. At the time of his 
naturalization, the two witnesses given by him were detained due to busi- 
ness reasons, and, therefore, there were substituted other witnesses, one 
of whom was Irving Kaplan, a tax clerk who resided at 1330 Morris Avenue, 
Bronx, New York. 


Isidore Needelman, referred to above, was on March 6, 1945, a 
legal representative of Amtorg Trading Corporation at New York City and 
naintained an office in the Amtorg Building at 210 Madison Avenue, New 
Yorx City. He was born in Russia on November وبا‎ 1902, and was admitted 
to practice law in the state of New York in 1932. Both Keedelman and his 
wife were described as Communists.

. The report of Special Agent R. C. Taylor, San Francisco, California, 
dated June 25, 19l1, in the case entitled, "Paul Wright Orr, with aliases, 
et al, Interral Security - C," contains information to the effect that on 
March 25, 1935, Violet Balcomb Orr, a prominent Communist, was associated 
with Dorothy Friedland, and both were described as "two professional grafters." 
On March 28, 1935, Violet Orr received a letter from Earl Browder in New 
York City. "Tt was indicated that the letter had been addressed to Dorothy 
Friedland at 1026 Market Street, San Francisco, California. On April 15, i 
1935, Violet Orr had taken the place of Dorothy Friedland as the Correspon- 
dence Secretary of the American League Against War and Fascism.

In the report of Special Agent Dawsey referred to above, dated

The personnel files at the WPA reflect that Dorothy Friedland / 
Kaplan received a temporary appointment with this agency on September h, 
1940, and that her services were terminated on January 31, 191.

‘is presently in Europe on a Government mission. It was learned that he had 


been in Europe on this Government mission for about four months prior to 
December 1, 1945, and is expected back in the United States about January, 
1946. 

Through a technical surveiiiance on the residence of Irving Kaplan, 
it was ascertained that Dorothy Kaplan, wire of Irving Kaplan, on December 7, 
1945, contacted Sara Silverman, wife of Abraham Georze Silverman, aavising 
tnat Joey (whose identity is unknown) had contacted ner at work and asked 
wnat was the name of that man who works ior the Russians in New York.

On December 1, 1945, it was ascertained that an unknown person had 
contacted Nathan Gregory Silvermaster and had spent several hours with him 
and had departed from Washington, D. Ce, on Pennsylvania train number 154 which 
was expected to arrive at New York City at 9:00 P.M, Physical surveillance 
revealed that this individuel was later identified as Alexander Koral and he 
proceeded from Pennsylvania Stetion to an rtment building located at em 
Empire Boulevard, Brooklyn, New York, VA) 


BACKGROUND 


The records of Selective Service Board No, 183, Brooklyn, New 
York, reveals that Alexander Koral registered for Selective Service on 
February 15, 1942. He stated that he was born on April 18, 1897 at white 
Chepel, London, England, and that he was employed by the Board of Education 
at a building located at 49 Flatbush Avenue Extention, ہو‎ his Selective 
Service questionnaire executed on August 21, 1942, Koral stated that his 
education consisted of two and one half years studying general science at 
Cooper Union and one year studying mechanical drawing at the same school, 
He also spent one year studying strength of waterials at Polytechnic Institute, 
The title of Koral!s present position is that of Plumbing and Training Engineer 
andhis work is said to be planning of plumbing for public schools, He clains 
two years of experience in this work and presently receives a salary of 54260 
per annum, He began working with the Board of Education on January 16, 1922, 
Koral stated that he was married on Lay 19, 1923 at the Brooklyn Ethical 
Cultural Society and his wife's name is Helen, her age in 1942 was 38, He also 
set out the namesof Richard Koral, age 18 in 1942, and Gilbert Koral, age 16, 
in 1942, as the names of his two sons, 


Salvatore J. Basile, superintendent at 290 Empire Boulevard, 
Brooklyn, New York, advised that Alexander Koral and his family resided at 
apartment Af at that address. Basile stated that Koral was "one hundred and

The three individuals 
entered the Silvermaster automobile and they proceeded north on Connecticut 
Avenue, turning east of Broad Branch Road, Northwest, thence to Beach Drive via 
Brookville Road, emerging from Rock Creek Park Way via Morrow Drive and proceeded 
to the Transit Company Station at Fourteenth and Colorado Avenue. Alexander 
Koral alighted from the Silvermaster car and proceeded to the street car stop. 
He was observed to cross Fourteenth Street and to board a street car proceeding 
south on Fourteenth Street. He proceeded to Union Station and boarded & trein 
for New York City at 4:55 P.M., and arrived in New York City at 9:25 P.M. There

In view of the above contact with Silvermaster, an investigation was 
ins tituted concerning the activities of Alexander Koral. On December 5, 6, and 
7, 1945, physical surveillance revealed that Koral left his residence at approxi- 
mately 8:10 A.M., and proceeded to the Offices of the Board of Education, 49 
Flatbush Avenue Extension, Brooklyn, New York, where Koral is employed. 


A physical surveillance on Decemb.r 8 and 9 indicated that Alexander 
Koral engaged in repeated maneuvers to determine the presence of a surveillance 
and for this reason surveillance was temporarily discontinued. 


A physical surveillance from December 12 to December 14, 1945, indi- 
cated that Koral each morning proceeded to his place of employment. 


His activities on Saturday, December 15, and Sunday, December 16, were 
likewise covered by physical surveillance and during the course of the above 
mentioned surveillances, Alexander Koral was not observed to make any contacts 
believed pertinent to instant investigation.

With respect to George Silverman, he is approximately forty- 

five years old, is Jewish, is a graduate of Harvard University and

It is my recollection that he went to Washington, D. C., in the 

early 1930's and was employed by the Railroad Retirement Board, 

I am unable to state when or under what circumstances he became 

acquainted with the Silvermasters and Ullman, except that he may 

have met the latter in Washington as he and Ullman were both 

members of the same Communist Party unit there. I do recall, how- 

ever, that Silverman became friendly with these people and was at 

their home very often and after his being assigned to the Pentagon 

Building as a civilian specialist of some kind, he began to bring 

documents to the Silvermaster home there. I saw him on one occasion 
Tau but had never formally met him, With respect to the documents brought 

by him to the Silvermaster residence, he in fact did not know they were 

photographed.

In addition he (William Taylor) 
prepared a report on conditions in China which he made avallable probably 
to Silverman but possibly to Silvermaster, I recall having seen this 
report among the data given to me for delivery to the Russians, 


"I also recall that about this time I learned that Irving Kaplan, 
who was connected with the War Production Board, was giving information 
that he obtained through this agency to George Silverman, Through Silver- 
master I learned the information from the War Production Board was 
coming from Irving Kaplan through Silverman. Kaplan was also a dues 
paying Communist Party member, I never met Kaplan and have no other 
information concerning him except that he at one time was associated 
with the Perlo group. The last I heard he was connected with the Foreign 
Economic Administration, 


"Referring again to William Ludwig Ullman and George Silverman, 
I recall that about late in the summer of 1943 a steadily increasing 
volume of material was obtained by these individuals which was subse- 
quently photographed and turned over to mee IT also recall that about 
this time Ullman ceased developing the photographs he took and gave me 
the undeveloped negatives which I turned over to Golos., Apparently the 
reason for this was that the number of rolls was increasing to such an 
extent that Ullman did not have the time or opportunity to develop them.

the approximate schedule date of D Day, copies of directives issued by 
General Marshall, and information concerning production, allocation 


` and development of tanks, guns and motorized equipment. Almost every 


conceivable type of information relating to the Air Forces! part in the 
war was included. A considerable volume of this material was brought 
to the Silvermaster home in its original form, that is, the documents them- 
selves, However, on some matters Ullman would copy down figures and 
make such other notations as were necessary for him to have a record of 
the desired data. 


"IL is to be noted that during this entire period George Silver- 
man was a civilian employee of the War Department, also stationed in tie 


Pentagon Building, assigned to the USAAF, and I am unable to state definitely 


which information was supplied by him and which by Ullman, This situation 
remained from the time of Ullman!s original assignment to the Pentagon 
Building until the time I ceased relations with the Silvermaster groups 
in September, 1944, and the volume of material consistently increased, 


"I never knew exactly to which unit or division of the Air Force 
Uliman was assigned. However, I do recall that some mention was made of 
Major Kades, who worked with General Hillring. I also know that Major 
Kades and Ullman were friendly and that Kades told Ullman a great many 
things that he found out through talking to the General. I am sure, how- 
ever, that Major Kades had no connection whatsoever with any of the opera- 
tions on the part of Ullman or the Silvermaster crowd, and if any informa- 
tion was attributed to Kades, it was innocently done on the part of Kades, 


With respect to my previous knowledge of any of the persons 
mentioned above, I can state that I had heard N. Gregory Silvermaster 
mention a red-headed man named Kramer and it is my belief Silvermaster 
had knovn Kramer in California prior to their removing to Washington, 
vention had previously been made to me also of Perlo by Silvermaster, 
who used to complain that the activities of Perlo in Washington were 
upsetting George Silverman," 
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BACK GROUND

` An anonymous letter was received in April, 1944, which purported

underground in the government. She, upon intorview, indicated with reference 
to George Silverman that the latter had endeavored to sever his comections 

with the Communist Party but had been unsuccessful in this regard due to 
fear that he would be persecuted by that organization. 





The records of the Washington Field Office reveal that A. George 
Silverman, residing at 2325 =- 15th Street, Northwest, Washington, De C., of 
the Railroad Retirement Board, was carried on the membership list of the 
Capitol City Forum. The records of the Capitol City Forum also indicated that 
Silverman was a Socialist and that his name also appeared on the indices of 
the League of Industrial Democracy. Silverman was also reported to have 
participated in the National Socialist Workers'Laidler dinner in 1940. 


On February 7, 1945, Harriet Bouslog, Legislative Representative 
of tne International Longshoremen's and Yíarehousemen!s Union ر‎ CIO, who is 
attached to the CIO Maritime Committee in Washington, D. C., contacted & 
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Mr. Silverman of the War Department, Ext 4802, to change the time of 

an appointment which had previously been arranged for Louis Goldblatt. Louis 
Goldblatt is Secretary-Treasurer of the International Longshoremen's and — 
Warehousemen's Union, CIO, San Francisco, California, and is known by the 

San Francisco Field Office to be a member of the Special Branch of the Commnist 
Party in that city. 


The following information was developed in connection with the 
case entitled "Philip Jacob Jaffe, with aliases, et al; Espionage = CM 
During the stay of David Karr, an assistant of Drew "Pearson, at the Beverly 
Hills Hotel, Beverly Hills, California, May 26-29, 1945, photographs of the 
personal papers and notebook of Karr were obtained. There appeared in the 
notebook an entry as follows: “George Silverman?.- Adams 1044, h802 — 8 
The notation "4802" appearing after George Silverman's name probably refers 
to Silverman's telephone extension at the War Department which was revealed 
from the telephone call made by Harriet Bouslog tothe War Department, Extension 
4802, The notation "Adams 104" is probably a residence telephone number which 
current directories show is the number listed for A. Ceorge Silverman, 2325 = 
l5th Street, Northwest, Washington, D. C. 


In June, 194, it was determined that A. George Silverman was a 
civilian employee of the Army Air Forces, War Department, Washington, D. C. 
This individual was contacted as a source of information in connection with 
a Hatch Act investigation of Margaret Greenfield, Assistant Chief, Progress 
Reporting Branch, Division of Research, Office of Price Administration, 
Silverman advised that he had worked with C-eenfield at the Railroad Retire- 
ment Board and praised the individual under inquiry as to both her ability 
and loyalty. In 1940 the name A. George Silverman, 2325 - 15th Street, North- 
West, TS on the Yashington, D. Ce mailing list of "The Socialist," official 
publication of the Socialist Party of the United States.  Inasmuch as | 
Abraham George Silverman has been connected with both the Railroad Retirement 
Board and the War Department, it is believed that he is identical with the 
George Silverman mentioned by Elizabeth Terrill Bentley in her statement as 
a part of a Soviet espionage ring. 
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RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION 


On November 20, 1945, & physical surveillance of Abraham George 
Silverman wes instituted, which surveillance has disclosed that he resides 
at 2325 15th Street, N. W., Washington, D. C., Telephone Adams 1044, and that 
he is employed by the French Supply Council'of the French Government, 1800 
Massachusetts Avenue, N.W., Washington, D. C. 


On November 27, 1945, Silverman was observed to leave the French 
Supply Council with an unidentified man and they drove off in a 1941 Chevrolet 
sedan with D. C. license 83-239, which is listed to Oscar L. Altman, 502 6th 
Street, S. We, Washington, D. C. They drove to the Carlton Hotel where 
Silverman alighted from the car and went into the lobby of the hotel and 
visited some one at the Carlton. 


On December 2 and 3, 1945, Silverman was in contact with an indivi- 
dual later identified as Jerome K., Ohrbach, an official of the Ohrbach depart- 
ment store of New York City. Bill Gurney, additional identifying data unknown, 
was in Washington, D. C. with Jerome X, Ohrbach, It is ot known what connection 
there is between these two individuals and Silverman. & سیا‎ 


On December 4, 1945, through a technical surveillance on the resi- 
dence of Silverman, it was ascertained that an unidentified man contacted 
Silverman and asked him for Dorothy Kaplan's telephone number, which was 
Temple 0983. (Dorothy Kaplan is the wife of Irving Kaplan who wes mentioned 
by the informant as engaging in Russian espionage activities}. The unidenti- 
fied man indicated that Irving Kaplan and others would be recalled as of 
December 5, 1945. On the same day the technical surveillance revealed that مارا‎ 
Sarah Silverman, wife of Abraham George Silverman, contacted Dorothy Kaplan. 


On December 5, 1945, Nathan Gregory Silvermaster contacted Mrs. 
Silverman and asked for George Silverman who was out at that time. Later the 
same evening, Silverman contacted the Silvermaster residence and spoke to 
Helen Silvermaster who advised him thet "Gregg" would not be able to see 
Silverman on the following Sunday. We 


Ou December 7, 1945, Dorothy Kaplan, wife of Irving Kaplan, was 
again in contact with Mrs. Silverman. 


On December 10, 1945, through technical surveillance it was ascer- 
tained that Dorothy Kaplan again contacted Mfs. Silverman to explain that 
she had received a cable from her husband Irving Kaplan. Dorothy Kaplan further 
explained to Mrs. Silverman that she had just had a conversation with William 
Ludwig Ullman and he had told her that one cable had come from the War Department 
asking for Kaplan's release and another had been sent to Kaplan direct. Later ۱ 
the same day Dorothy Kaplan also conversed with Abraham George Silverman and she 
told him that on Tuesday, December 4, 1945, Irving Kaplan had called from Paris 
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and had talked with Frank Coe. She indicated that the Treasury Department 

had requested Kaplan's release so that he may return to work. Silverman indi- 
cated in the conversation that Frank Coe was a good friend of Kaplan's and that 
he, Silverman, would try to push the thing through as soon as possible. ۱ | | 


On December 13, 1945, Dorothy Kapłan contacted Silverman, at w. 
time she stated that she had just received a call from William Ludwig Ullman 
telling her that the cable to her husband had finally cleared. X u 


On December 6, 1945, a physical surveillance revealed that Silverman 
had dinner at the Willard Hotel on this date with a man believed to be George 
A. Tesoro, who was evidently employed in Temporary ہت‎ T at 14th and 
Constitution Avenue, N. ۰ 


On December 6, 1945, Silverman was again in contact with an individual 
believed to be Oscar Altman mentioned above. À ١ایس‎ 

On December 12, 1945, at 12:45 a.m, an unidentified individual was 
observed to leave Silverman's apartment and proceed to the Carlton Hotel. Investi- 
gation revealed that General B, E. Myers resided at the Carlton Hotel, and inas- 
muoh as one Ben Myers was to call at Silverman's residence on the evening of 
December 11, 1945, it was believed that Ben Myers was General B, E. Myers. Henry 


Paris, Assistant Manager of the Carlton Hotel, advised that Major General Bennett 


Myers, Bayville, Long Island, had registere: in room 306 at that hotel on 
December 10, 1945, and that he had stopped at the hotel on numerous occasions 
during the past few months. Mr. Paris stated that Myers is presently in civilian 
clothes, 


The Washington Field Office by teletype dated December 17, 1945, ad- 
vised the Bureau that George Silverman and his wife were going to meet their son 
Dick Silverman at 5100 p.m. in the lobby of the Hotel New Yorker on Tuesday, 
December 18, 1945, and that they were scheduled to return to Washington on the 
7:30 p.m. train on the same day, Inquiry at the Hotel New Yorker revealed no 
record of registrstion the month of December for George Silverman and his wife 
or son Diok Silverman. qu i 


By teletype dated December 19, 1945, the Washington Field Office ad- 
vised that through a technical surveillance it was ascertained that George 
Silverman had a conversation with an individual whose name was phonetically 
believed to be Sacha Donty at the Statler Hotel on December 12, 1945. Further 
inquiry made at the Statler Hotel reflects that this person is identical with 
one Cesare Sacer Doti, who is registered as being employed at the Italian Enbasay 
and who is allegedly in the United States on an Italian mission, the nature of 
which is unknown, We 


On December 19, 1945, George Silverman was in Washington, D. C, and 
wes observed at his office. 


The Washington Field Office by teletype dated December 26, 1945, 
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advised the Bureau that Mrs. Dorothy Kaplan went to New York City on 
Saturday, December 22, 1945, to meet her husband Irving Kaplan who was 
arriving from overseas and prior to Mrs. Kaplan's departure from Washington 
she lunched with George Silverman on December 22. 


. On December 23, 1945, Irving Kaplan called George Silv and 
advised that he would arrive in Washington on Christmas Day. کات‎ 


Physical and technical surveillance has revealed that Abraham George 
Silverman has been in contact with numerous ‘individuals; however, the complete 
activities of George Silverman are not being set out herein as they are not 
deemed pertinent to the instant investization. 4 مر‎ 
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ALLEGATIONS OF INFORMANT 
L| 


Elizabeth Terrill Bentley in her statement made the following 
allegations ageinst tne above-captioned individual: 


"In connection with the activities of Harry white it was apparent to 
me from conversations I heard in the Silvermster hore that one of his most 
valuable assistance so far as the group was concerned xas his ability to place 
in the Treasury Department those individuals whom the group was anxious to have 
assigned there. Among inaiviauals in this category were Ullman, William Taylor 
and Sonya Gola. 


"Another incividual about whom I heard during tnis period (running 
from the lacter part of 1942 through the early part of 1943) was William Taylor 
previously mentioned herein as having been placed in the Treasury Department by 
Harry White. My recollection is that he was also sent as a Treasury Department 
representative to China and was leter sent to Lisbon, Portugal, for the Foreign 
Economic Administration. He also was a Communist Party member who paid his aues 
to the Silvermasters. During the interim between nie return from China ana his 
departure to Lisbon he was in the ireasury Department in hashington ana was 
supplying Siivermaster with written ana oral information secured by him in thet 
Lepartment. In audition he prepered a report on conaitions in China which he 
mace available probably to Silverman (possibly to Silvermaster). I recall 
naving scen this report among the aata given to me for celivery to the xussians." 


BACKGROUND 


The records of the Imigration and Naturalization Service reveal thet 
William Henry Taylor was oorn at Revelstoke, British Columbia, on Maren 30, 1906. 
He was employed as a university professor and arrived at Honolulu, Hawaii on 
September 4, 1936, on the SS "Empress" of Japan resiaing there until December 12, 
1939. 2 i 
The file/further reflects that he married Dorotny Gray Taylor on 
September 17, 906. She was born in New York City. Taylor fiied his petition 
for naturalization on December 12, 1939, and certificate of naturalization #472136 
was issued to nim in the United States District Court for the Territory of 
Hawaii at Honolulu on March 30, 1940. . 
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Taylor studied at the University of Britisn Columbia مجع‎ received a 
Ph.D. Degree from the University of California in 1953 after wnich he taught 
economics in the University of Hawaii for eight years. During 1954 he paid a 
visit to Russia for severa, months duration. Intormants in Hawaii have advised 
that Taylor was cefinitely Communistic, 
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Mr. A. F. Luxford, Assistant General Counsel, U.S. Treasury Department, 
advised that Taylor h.d always supported Russia and has pointed out the importance 
of Russia's participation in the war effort. He said that he aid not believe 
that Taylor was a member of the Communist Party. He auvised that he and Taylor 
have been in conferences with representatives of the Soviet Government in 
connection witn monetary matters relating to our mutual war effort. 


The recoras at the Friendship Heights post office, subsvation washington, 
D.C., revealed that there was a change of audress card for William Henry Taylor 
which was ailea with that post office on June 4, 1945, which shows that Taylor's 
acdress was 3760 39th Sureet, N.W., and thet his new addrezs would be "c/o The 
American Embassy, London, England." An anonymous inyuiry was made telepnonicaily 
of the U.S. ireasury Department, Division of Monetary Research, ana advice was re- 
ceived wnat William Henry Taylor is presently in Lonaon, Engiand, for the Treasury 
Department and that mail to him snould be aodressed "William Henry Taylor, United 
States Treasury Representative, c/o American Embassy, Lonaon, England. 





Taylor was active in the Invernational Professional Association (IPA), 
Honolulu, Hawaii, ana accoraing to this source is definitely Communistic in his 
ideas, regardless of wnether he is actually a memoer of the Communist Party or 
note Tunis informant stated that Taylor talks about Communism constantly and is 
lavisn in his praise of Russia. Taylor visitea Russia for several months 
in 1954 ۰ 


E. M. Berstein, Assistant Director, Division oi konetary Research, 
Treasury Department, advisea that he had known Taylor from ine vime he 0 
working for the Treasury Department in 1941. He stated that Taylor was iirst 
employed unoer his jurisaiction and that he now holds an equal position in the 
same division. He further advised that he knew notning tnat would indicate tnat 
Taylor «as aisloyal to the Unitea States but would state that Taylor was pro- 
Russian in that he hes a great deal of admiration ior the Soviet government both 
prior to and since the outbreak of the war between Russia ana Germany. 


William Henry Taylor was shown as a sponsor on a visa application for 
one Carlos Blanco (Aqvinga) 


William Henry Taylor was also listea as a sponsor of a visa application 
of Wu Chee-hsien. 
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RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION 





As stated above, investigation at the Friendship Heights Post Office 
Substation revealed that there was a change of address card for William H. 
Taylor which was filed with that post office on June وبا‎ 1945. This card showed 
that Taylor's address was 3760 - 39th Street, Ne We, Washington, D. Ce, and that 
his new address would be in care of the American Embassy at London, England, . 
An anonymous inquiry was made telephonically in November, ر 5ا19‎ to the Personnel 
Department of the United States Treasury Division of Monetary Research and ad- 
vice was received that William H. Taylor is presently in London, England, for 
the Treasury Department and that mail to him should be addressed to William H, 
Taylor, United States Treasury Representative, Care American Embassy, London, 
Engl and, 


Inasmuch as William He Taylor is employed in London, England, for the 
Treasury Department, no further investigation has been conducted by the Washin- 
ton Field Office, 


A technical surveillance revealed that Harry Dexter White, who is home 
111, was contacted on Saturday, December 15, 19l5, by William H. Taylor. The 
conversation indicated that Taylor would arrive in Paris, France, on December | 
17, 1945, and White requested Taylor to contact a Mr, Snyder of the Treasury 
Department upon arrival, The conversation indicated that Taylor was to be in 
charge of the Treasury Department project there, j 
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ALLEGATIONS OF INFORMANT 


Elizabeth Terrill Bentley, in her statement, made the following 


allegations concerning the above-captioned individual. 


"Approximately two weeks after my initial visit to the 
Silvermaster home, I made another trip to their residence in 
Washingtone I had been told by Golos that I could expect to 
be given some material by the Silvermasters to be brought by me 
to Golos in New York, At this time it is my recollection that 
Silvermaster was employed in the Farm Security Administration, 
United States Department of Agriculture. His wife was unemployed 
and William Ludwig Ullman was employed in the Treasury Department, 
My only information at this time concerning the nature of the 
written material that I was to obtain was that it came from United 
States Government sources. I think it was at this time that I 
was formally introduced to William Ludwig Ullman. 


"For background purposes, I wish to state that Ullman originally 
came from a wealthy family in Missouri, I think St, Louis. It ap- 
pears that at an early age, because of some family difficulties, he 
left home and went to New York City, and subsequently secured a 
clerical position in a government agency in Washington, D. Ce, after 
which he made the acquaintance of the Silvermaster family; and, it is 
my recollection, the Silvermasters recognized his potentialities and 
facilitated his obtaining & job in the United States Treasury De- 
partment. By the time of my initial visit to the Silvermaster 
residence, Ullman was living in the Silvermaster residence, e e e e» 


"For a period of approximately six months subsequent to August, 
19l1, when I began the visits to the Silvermaster home, the only in- 
dividuals I knew of my own knowledge who were actually engaged in 
securing data for Golos to be transmitted through me were Uliman and 
Silvermaster, Sometime in the early part of 192, I realized from 
remarks made by those two men that others in the group 'were involved! 
in à similar manner, but I was still not received in their fullest 
confidence and did not learn the identity of these persons ×ظ‎ some 
considerable time, The volume of material being delivered by me from 
Ullman and Silvermaster to Golos steadily increased. After Golos! 
health became increasingly worse, he told me that he wanted me to begin 
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"reading such material myself, It is my recollection at this time 
that this material which still was in the form of typewritten 
notations made by Ullman and Helen Silvermaster consisted of data 
of an extremely varied Nature and appeared to be secured by them 

1 both through their hearing discussions among government officials 

— and employees as well as through their reading of various documents 

and writings. This material included, for instance, ranarks which 

i may have indicated the policy of the United States Government with 
respect to both domestic and foreign issues of almost every descrip- 
tion and was actually a motley hodgepodge of intelligence. I recall 
that Golos characterized the information as 'political.! 


` "In connection with the information that Sllvermaster was gather- 
ing, I learned that when Silvermaster started to gather this inform- 
tion he obtained some of it on his own initiative and later learned that on 
Silvermaster's trips to New York City where he met Golos, Golos would 
l instruct him as to the type of information he was interested in re- 
. ceiving. Silvermaster and Ullman were collecting data which in their 
opinion would be of value to Russia in addition to that specifically 


aN requested by Golos on the occasions of the many visits of Silvermaster 
} to New York City. I never received any information indicating that 
compensation in any form was being received by either Silvermaster or 


Ullman or by persons who later came into their picture for such services 
as I am describing. e e « ee ee we eee 


"By the fall of 1942 Ullman and Silvermaster began to bring to 
the Silvermaster residence documents which they apparently had secured 
from Government files to which they had access, Ullman provided him- 
self with a camera, I believe to have been a Contax, and became 
proficient in document photography, Also at this tine he and Silvermaster 
began to dictate to me various types of information, I recall they would 
refresh their recollection prior to dictation from small pieces of paper 
they would take out of their various pockets as though they had jotted 
down brief notations during the day, Ullman photographed the documents 
which he and Silvermaster brought to the Silvermaster residence, which 
photographs were taken on microfilm, most of which was supplied by Golos, 
who obtained it from his contacts. About. this time Ullman built an en- 
larging machine which he gave to me and I took it to my apartment at 
58 Barrow Street, New York City. On only one occasion, sometime in 19h,

did I personally witness the photographing at the Sllvermaster residence, 
but I knew from their conversations and remarks that such work was carried 
on in the basement of the residence and that there was in the basement 
Ki a more or less permanent photographic setup, that is, a holder for the 
( camera and a device for holding documents securely while being photographed. 
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. ‘hen I would return to New York City with the film, which at 
first would consist of probably two or three rolls, Golos would come 
to my apartment at 58 Barrow Street, where he would run the film through 
a viewer supplied to me by Ullman, He apparently did this in order to 
keep himself currently apprised of the information being secured and 
would always take the film from the apartment when he left, 


"In addition to the film which I would deliver to Golos, I also 
began to receive from Silvermaster carbon copies of documents usually let- 
ters from governmental employees, usually Treasury employees outside the 
United States, reporting on conditions where they happen to be located. 


"With respect to the dictation which Ullman and Silvermaster gave 
me in Washington, D. C., I would transcribe such dictation upon my return 
to New York City on a جس‎ in my office and deliver the transcription 
to Golose 


mith further respect to the nature of the documents being photo- 
graphed during this period, I recall that during Silvermaster's employment 
in the Board of Economic Warfare, he occasionally brought to his residence 
what appeared to be complete files, and although these had usually been 
photcgraphed by the time I arrived in Washington to collect the material, 
I recollect that sonetime I would see him arrive at his home with such files 
and observe him and Ullman looking over the contents thereof and deciding 
which should be photographed. It is my recollection that Silvermaster was 
in the Europe-Africa division of the Poard of Economic Warfare, 


"T do not recall definitely, but I believe sometime in the fall. 
of 1942 Ullman's induction seemed eminent and I recall there was consider- 
able discussion on the part of Silvermaster and himself as to which branch 
of service would seem most advantageous. I recall they rapidly dismissed 
any thought of his entering the Navy or Marine Corps because they thought 
both branches were anti-Semitic. They then realized he could not meet the 
physical requirements to be commissioned directly so it was decided that 
he would await being drafted and attempt to be assigned to the Air Corps. 
I recall that he did enter the Army as a private, was subsequently promoted 
to be a sergeant, was recommended for Officers! Candidate School, and was 
accepted and thereafter commissioned a Second Lieutenant in the Air Force. 
He later was promoted to First Lieutenant and was a Captain the last time 
I saw him, I recall that Silvermaster was most anxious that Ullman be as- 
siged to the Pentagon Building and further that through George Silverman 
he was in fact assigned to the Pentagon. After Ullman was assigned to the 
Pentagon Building he resumed his residence with the Silvermaster family. 


"With respect to George Silverman, he is approximately forty-five 
years old, is Jewish, is a graduate of Harvard University and is acknowledg- 
ed to be a brilliant mathematician and statistician, It is my recollection 
that he went to Washington, D. C. in the early 1930's and was employed by 
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"the Railroad Retirement Board, I am unable to state when or under 
what circumstances he became acquainted with the Silvermasters and . 
Ullman, except that he may have met the latter in Washington as he 

and UTiman were both members of the same Communist Party unit there. 

I do recall, however, that Silverman became friendly with these people 
and was at their home very often and after his being assigned to the 
Pentagon Building as a civilian specialist of some kind, he began to 
bring documents to the Silvermaster home there. I saw him on one 
occasion, but had never formally met him. With respect to the documents 
brought by him to the Silvermaster residence, he in fact did not know 
they were photographed. From remarks I heard there I believe it was 
his impression that Silvermaster would simply read the documents over, 
commit them more or less to memory, and then verbally gave the contents 
thereof to Earl Browder. With respect to the ultimate destination of 
these documents I am of the positive opinion that although Silverman 
may have heard of Golos, he had no knowledge that such material was in 
fact being received by Golose 


"During the period running from the latter part of 1942 through 
the early part of 1943, I became aware through remarks made by Silver- 
master, his wife and Ullman, that Harry White, employed in the United 
States Treasury Department, was supplying them information consisting 
of documents presumably obtained by him in the course of his duties 
in the Treasury Department.

Tais surveillance revealed that Uilmann together with 
Nathan Gregory Silvermaster habitvaity leave the Silvermaster residence at 

5515 30th Street, N.W., Washington, D. C., between 6:00 and 8:15 a.m. each 
morning in Ulimann's automobile. They then drive to the Treasury Department 
Building at 15th and Pennsylvania Avenue where Ullmann alizhts ana proceeds 
to his ofriice at Room 5007, Treasury Department Building. Silvermaster then 
drives Ullmann's automobile to the courtyard of the Commerce Building which 
he enters by the 13th Street entrance ana wnere space #5 is apparently re- 
served for hin. 


The surveillance revealed that Ullmann was a close part of ihe 
Silvermaster residence in that he was observed assisting Silvermaster and 
his wire painting the living room on one occasion, working about the house, 
lawn and garden curing tae daytime with Xr. and Mrs. Silvermster, etc.

Bernara Bernstein, accoraing to Stones Mercantile Agency, was born 
November 30, 1908, and in January, 1939, he was Assistant General Council of the 
treasury Department at a salary of $8,000 per year, and that Mrs. Bernstein 
the former Beatrice Lotin was born November 26, 1908, and was employed at 
the U.S. Social Security Board as Assistant General Council in Charge of State 
Relations at a salary of $46,500 per year. Bernstein was originally from New 
York City and came to wasnington about 1954. He is a graduate of Columbia 
University Law School ard was formerly engaged in a general practice of law 
in Kew York City.

It was ascertained that this woman was Mrs. Elizabeth Sasuly, 
who is a suoject of an Internal Security - R investigation in the Wasnington 
Field Otfice and who is reported to be a member of the white collar group 
of the Communist Party. Ullmann ana Mrs. Silvermaster returned to their 
residence at ll p.m. : 





On December 8, 1545, a couple ariwing a 1440 Pontiac seaan, D.C. 
license #196, were observed to enter the Silvermaster resiaence at 5515 
Oth Street, NeW. It was subsequently aetermined that this car was registered 
to Henrietta Klotz, westcnester Apartments, and that she is the wife of Herman 
Klotz, ana both live in Apartment 3118 in the Westchester Apartments, 39th 
and Cathedral Avenue, N.W. kîr. and Mrs. Klotz remained at the Silvermaster 
residence until 11:15 a.m., tne following morning. Mr. and Mrs. Klotz have 
important execuvive positions in the U.S. Treasury Department. 


The washington Field Office by teletype dated December 13, 1945, 
advised that through a technical surveillance on the Silvermaster residence 
it „as ascertainea that Henrietta Klotz had contacted Ludwig Ullmann and he 
advised rer that ne would contact Jack Field to see if he could get Henrietta 
Klotz an apartment in New York City. During the course of tne conversation 
it was ascertained that Henrietta Klotz would be at the residence of Harry 
Dexter White for dinner on the night of December 14, 1945. Early on this 
same date Henrietta Klotz had contacted Helen Silvermaster ana stated that 
she was leaving the Treasury Department and was going to work ior Morgenthau 
asain at the request of Mrs. Morgenthau, and that she would go to New York City. 


The Washington Field O.rice by teletype dated December 15, 1945, 
acvised that through a technical surveillance on the residence of the 
Silvermasters it was ascertained that Ludwig Ullmann contacted Dorothy Kaplan, 
wiie of Irving Kaplan, ana agvised her that the war Department had finally 

ent out the cable to Irving Kaplan requesting his recall to this country. 
Iit. was further ascertained that Dorothy Kaplan subsequently convacted pud

Volkov wes mentioned by Charles Benbow, President of the Student Council, 
University of California, as possibly being the individual among several other 
Jewish students who might have written an anti-Semetic letter to another Jewish 
stucent. Benbow stated that this may have been done ror any numoer of reasons 
but principally to arouse sympathy on behalf of the Jewish students. 


On August 26, 1945, Voikov, while stopping at the Governor Clinton 
Hovel, New York City, was requested to be present at a gathering at the home 
of Ruth (McKemney) Bransten, Stanford, Counecticut, it being noted that Ruth 
Bransten is weil known in counection with Communist activities. 


Volkov was requestec by telegram while stopping at the Governor Clinton 
Hotel, New York City, to bring a female companion to the Bransten residence. 
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RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION

During the first World War he served as a First Lieutenant in the 
Infantry of the United States Army and spent some time overseas during his 
service from April, 1917 to February, 1919. Following his return to the United 
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of two years. He attended Stanford University where he obtained a Bachelor of 
Arts degree in 1924, and a Master of Arts degree in 1925. He was awarded a 
Doctor of Philosophy degree by Harvard University in 1935. His legal residence 
is in the State of ifisconsin and he served as Professor of Economics for two 
years at Lawrence College in Appleton, Wisconsin. He was also an instructor in 
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Economics at Harvard University for & period of six years, 






In June, 1934 Professor Jacob Viner of the University of Ciicago 
brought Mr. White to the United States Treasury Department to make a special 
study. He was employed in the Office of the Secretary of the Treasury as an 
economic analyst from June 20 to October 4, 1934. From October 5 to October 31, 
1934 he served as Chief Economic Expert with the United States Tariff Commission. 
Following this, he served &s Principal Economic Analyst, Division of Research 
and Statistics, Treasury Department, from November 1, 1934 to October 1, 1936, .

It is noted that during the year 1935 he was sent to England to 
study economic and monetary questions. He became Assistant Director in the 
Division of Research and Statistics, United States Treasury Department, and 
served in this capacity from October, 1936 to March 25, 1938, when on the 
latter date he became Director of Monetary Research and continued in that 
position until Angust 5, 1941. He assumed his present position as Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury, in charge of the Division of Mcnetary Research on 
August 5 P 1941. 


Also in this year he was entrusted with the management of the two- 
billion-dollar stabilization fund of the United States Treasury. Mr. White 
has represented the United States Treasury on the Economic Defense Board and 
he is also a trustee of the Export-Import Bank in Washington, D. C. He is 
also a member of the Government's Committee for Reciprocity Information, which 
Committee has been active in connection with reciprocal trade agreements with 
foreign countries. He accompanied (former) Secretary Morgenthau in 1943 on a 
trip to Italy and North Africa.

Harry Dexter White, Assistant to the Secretary of the Treasury, was 
the subject of an Internal Security - Hatch Act investigation in 1942, predicated 
upon charges by the Special Committee on un-American Activities of the House of 
Representatives that Harry Dexter White of Bethesda, Meryland, was a member of 
the Washington Committee for Democratic Action, White's name did not appear in 
the active indices of the Washington Committee for Democratic Action, However, 
it was ascertained that the name of Mrs. Anne Terry White, his wife, did appear 
in those active indices. Investigation determined that White had served as 
Chief Economic Expert with the Tariff Commission in 1934 and Principal Economic 
Analyst in the Division of Research and Statistics for the Treasury Department 
until October 1936, when he was appointed Assistant Director of that Division. 
In Merch 1938 he was appointed Director of Monetary Research and in August 1941 
he was made Assistant to the Secretary of the Treasury in charge of the Division 
of Monetary Research at a salary of $9,000.00 per annum, Four individuals were 
interviewed in connection with this investigation with negative results and White 
was afforded the Hatch Act interview on March 30, 1942, at which time he denied 
membership in the Communist Party and in the Washington Committee for Democratic 
Action and likewise denied membership in any organization which he had reason 
to believe might be dominated by the Communist Party or the policies of which 
were dictated by any foreign government. The greater part of the interview was 
& denunciation of the type of investigation being conducted and its origin in 
the reports of the Dies Committee. He did state that his wife had contributed 
to the League of Women Shoppers and had also contributed to Spanish relief 
during the Spanish Civil War. 


In an envelope postmarked Fort Worth, Texas, April 14, 1944, the FBI 
received an anonymous letter from an individual listing the names of a number 
of persons identified as "members of the underground Communist group in Washington, 
D, C." Among the names listed, along with approximately twenty-five others many 
of whom have been identified as closely affiliated with the Co st movement, 
was that of George Silverman, In parentheses along side thi e there was 
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written, "Railroad Retirement Brd - Worke through close friends 
to him - Lauchlin Curry - Harry White, etc." 





Ihe writer of this anonymous letter was subsequently identified as 
Mrs. Victor Perlo of Fort Worth, Texas. She is tha divorced wife of Victor 
Perlo who, from other sources, has been reported to be 4 Communist. Mrs. Perlo 
reiterated the information submitted in her letter. She stated that she had 
been in the Communist movement for a number of years and upon her leaving it 
was divorced by her husband and threatened the Communist Party. 
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In January 1945 the "Federal Record," official publication of the 
United Federal Workers of America, CIO, reported that local #11 in the Main 
Treasury Building met with Mr, Harry Dexter White, new Assistant Secretary, 
to discuss a meeting for staffs of the three research divisions attached to 
the Office of the Secretary. Mr, White agreed that such a meeting should be 
held and promised to speak on the significance of the Bretton Woods agreement, 


Through & technical surveillance it was learned that Harriet Bouslog 
of tbe CIO Meritime Committee contacted the Treasury Department, more specifical-~ 
ly Harry White's office, room 3434, to confirm an appointment for Logis Goldblatt 
on the following Thursday. Harriet Bouslog on this same date als ntacted a 
Mr. Silverman in the War Department, extension 4802, for the pu 








an appointment of Louis Goldblatt from 2:30 to 3:45 P.M. on the foll 
Thursday. Goldblatt was to see Harry White at 4:30 P.M. on the foll 


Thursday. 


It might be noted that Louis Goldblatt is reported to be & member 
of the special branch of the Communist Party in San Francisco, California, 
He is Secretary-Treasurer of the International Longshoremen's and Warehouse- 
men's Union of America, CIO. This is the union of which Harry Bridges is the 
head, 1 


During the middle of February, 1945, United States Assistant Secre- - 
tary of the Treasury Harry White was a member of a delegation to the Pan-American 
Conference of Foreign Ministers at Mexico City. White, according to press re- 
leases, was interested in the consideration et the Conference of methods of 
preventing Axis leaders from caching funds in "safe-havens," ‘ 


In July, 1945, the Department of State reported that J. Warren 
Wolfenson, a clerk in the Passport Division who had been formerly erployed as 
a clerk by the Soviet Government Purchasing Commission, was allegedly taking 
down certain information relative to Government officials travelling abroad. 
Wolfenson hed access to information relative to passport applicants. He was 
also reported by the State Department to be interested in pro-Nazi and Communist 
derogatory reports. He is alleged to have stated that the information he has 
picked up would be of value and thet he knew a man who would pey him a thousand 
dollars for it. In his application for employment with the Department of State 


| Wolfenson listed as a reference, among others, all of whom recommended him 


highly, Assistant Secretary of the Treasury Harry White. An investigation con- 
ducted of Wolfenson mat with negative results in so far as any underground 
activities or subversive activities on the part of Wolfenson, other than the 
preliminery allegation. Wolfenson was born November 11, 1925, in the Bronx, 


New York, and his mother, Rose Wolfenson wes born in Odessa, Russia, while his 
father, George Wolfenson, Was born in Paris,

During September, 1945, Harry White, along with Mr. Will Clayton, 
Assistant Secretary of State; Mr. Frenk Coe, Director of Monet Research; 
Mr. Marriner Eccles, Chairman of the Federal Reserve Board; an Taylor of 
the Commerce Department, represented . the United States Government in a con- 
ference with British officials relative to a loan to the British government. 
British officials consisted of Lord Halifax, British Ambassador; Lord Keynes, 
Financial Consultant to the British government, and the Honorable Re H. Brand, 
formerly head of the British Supply Consul in Washington, D. Ce 


On October 20, 1945, it was leerned that functionaries of the National 
Council of American Soviet Friendship, Inc, were considering inviting Harry White, 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, to be a speaker at the organization's rally 






scheduled for November 14, 1945, Madison Square Garden, New York Cily. This 
its main 


organization is reliably reported to be under Communist control 6 
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function is to propagandize the Soviet Union. The functionaries o e organiza- 
tion who are responsible for policy matters and invitations such as this include 

Edwin S. Suith, former NLRB employee, and Theodore Bayer, reported Coumunist and 

apologist for the Soviet Union. 


Through a microphone surveillance it was learned that on April 18, 
1945, Andrew Roth and Philip Jacob Jaffe conferred at the Statler Hotel in 
Washington, D. C. Jaffe referred to Irving S. Friedman and his position in the 
Treasury Department. Jaffe was curious as to whether Friedman would lose his 
job if Secretary Morgenthau were to be repldced. Roth was inclined to think 
that Friedman was employed there on his own merits. Jaffe then states, "It is. 
Of course Harry (White) has ...." Roth stated, "Do you think so?" Jaffe replied, 
"Of course, if he chooses to keep him." Roth stated, "Well, but Harry White is 
pretty widely respected.* Jaffe then said, "Yeah, but he is pretty radical, so 
if that new guy comes in....* 


Un £25 1945, Philip Jacob Jaffe and Andrew Roth discussed various 


possible contacts for the former for information from government sources. Roth 
referred to David Karr, alias Katz, as obtaining "a lot of stuff on the Far 
Eastern things that the other guys don't get = because of his Treasury connections, 
He goes up once a week with Harry." Jaffe inquired as to whether this were Harry 
White, and Roth stated that it was and that Karr spent about three-quarters of an 
hour with him and that "he will tell you a lot of stuff." Jaffe questioned Roth 
as follows: “He goes to Harry White's office? In the Treasury Building?" Roth 
stated that he did not know. 


On the afternoon of June 7, 1945, Harry Dexter White, Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury, was interviewed with respect to persons apprehended 
in the Jaffe case. With respect to any general leaks of information in the 
Treasury Department, White stated that he did not recall any instances, with 
the exception of one which is not pertinent, of any documents being taken or 
of any information being given to unauthorized individuals. He did recall that 
during several months previous to the interview, information concerning Secretary 
of the Treasury Morgenthau!s going to Germany had gotten out without authoriza- 
tion and that the Treasury Department had been much concerned over the matter. 


With regard to specific aspects of the Jaffe case, White stated he was 
not acquainted with Philip Jaffe although the name was familiar to him, 
it having been made known to him in the past in connection with periodicals 
which his Department had been receiving for the last five or ten years in con- 
nection with Far Eastern affairs. The periodicals in question, he stated, were 
"tiar Eastern Affairs," "Pacific Affairs, and "Amerasia",. He did state that 
numerous persons have visited him since he has been with the Treasury Department, 
and it is possible that Jaffe may have been in to see him, although he, White, 
did not recall meeting him. He denied knowing Andrew Roth, Eunanuel Larsen or 
Mark Gayn. He said the name of John Service was familiar to him, and, that he 
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believed Irving Friedman had mentioned Service's name to him. He stated that the 
name of Kate Mitchell was familiar to him as that of a writer. All of these 
persons were subjects in the Jaffe case. 


During the interview, White stated that Irving S. Friedman, an employee 
in the Treasury Department, handled matters dealing with monetary affairs in 
the Far East. He said that he himself had brought Friedman to the Treasury De- 
partment approximately five or six years previously and at that time Friedman 
was either working for the British or for the Italian Government on affairs in 
India, He had no reason whatsoever to question the integrity of Friedman. He 
did state that because of the nature of Friedmen's work he, Friedman, must 
necessarily know a number of persons who handle Far Eastern affairs because 
that field was Limited. He informed that Friedman had authority to take papers 
with him to his home at night the same as other officials in the Treasury Depart- 
ment, (It might be noted that Irving Friedman has been acquainted with Jaffe, 
admitting this himself, He also wrote an article for "Amerasia," of which he 
knew Jaffe to be theeditor. After he was employed by the Treasury Department, 
Friedman stated, he declined writing additional articles for “Amerasia" because 
he did not feel that as a government employee he was free to write articles, 
Friedman also admitted knowing Service, Roth and Kete Mitchell. He also stated 
he was acquainted with Ch'ao Ting Chi, a contact of Philip Jacob Jaffe.) 
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RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION 


Physical surveillance was instituted on Harry Dexter White on 
November 20, 1945. On November 22, 1945, this physical surveillance revealed 
that a Plymouth sedan bearing — #116-196, visited at the residence of 
Harry Dexter 4hite, 6810 Fairfax Road, kagehore, Bethesda, Maryland. This 
automobile is listed in the name of Frances L. Edelstein, 3623 Jennifer 
Street, N.W., Wasnington, D. C. She is the wife of Harry M. Ecelstein, 
formerly a Division Chief in the Interior Department. 


According to the indices of the Washington Field Division, Harry 
Edelstein was interested in Commonwealth College in the State of Arkansas. 
His name was listed on the inaices of the cooperative "Keep Out of War 
Congress" and the Capital City Forum. The name of lrs., Harry M. Edelstein 
appeared on a list of names of the neshington Committee of Democratic Action 
and in Feoruary, 1941, an automobile bearing a license issued to Frances 
Edelstein was parked in rront of Turners Arena where a meeting of the 
American Youtn Congress was oeing held. 


Physical surveillance on November 28, 1945, revealed that Anne 
White, wife of Harry Dexter White, met a woman believed vo oe Glaays Solomon 
at 12:30 p.m. at the G Street entrance of Woodward & Lotnrop department store. 
They walked to Reeves Luncneon at 1209 F Street, N.W. Gladys Solomon is known 
to be an active member of Local #10 of the Unitea Federal worxers of America, 
CIO, and nas written for the "Federal Hecoraà! its official publication, and 
has nelped prepare union radio scripts. Ste~is employed at the Social Security 
Building and is believed to reside at 2127 California Street, N.W. 


On November 30, 1945, at 10 a.m., Anne ihite contactea Maurice 
Friedberg at the Treasury Department, extension 2206, ana asked him io dinner 
that night. Friedberg accepted Mrs. Wnite told aim to get in touch with 
her husband, Harry Dexter iiie AE . 


On November 24, 1945, a biack Chrysler coupe bearing D.C. license 
#116-097 was ooserved to visit Harry Dexter Wnite!s residence fron 4 p.m. to 
5:20 p.m. It „as subsequently determined that this license is issued to 
Bernard Bernstein, 3003 Albemarle Street, N. We 


On November 26, 1945, at 8:55 peme, it was observed that Harry Dexter 
White left his residence in his automobile and drove to 407 Battery Lane, 
Bethesua, Marylana, which is the acdre.s of Colonel Bernard Bernstein. On 
November 27, 1945, at 8:05 p.m., White left his residence ana drove to the 
resiaence of Colonel Bernard Bernstein, 407 Battery Lane, Betnesaa, Maryland. 


With reference to Lieutenant Colonel Bernstein mentioned above, 
the indices of the washington Field Cirice rerlect that in January, 1541, 








an investigation concerning Bernard Bernstein, who was the Assistant General 
Council of the Treasury Department, was conducted and tnat he had mace 
aerogatory remarks concerning the Bureau. He has been employed by the U.S. 
Treasury Department since December, 1933, and on January 27, 1943, he was 
aetailed to the war Department and received a commission as lieutenant 
colonel in the United States Army. He has 7+888 at 407 Battery Lane, 
Bethesda, a ae since March, 1943. 


On November 28, 1945, at 8:05 p.m. White left nis residence and 
arove to 2820 Dumbarton Avenue, washington, D. Ce, which is the residence 
oi Drew Pearson. At 5:45 p.m. a man left Drew Pearson's residence and 
departed in a Buick automobile wnich was rezisterea to James M. Meaue, 79 
Ideal Street, Buffalo, New York. At 8:57 p.m. two Naval orficers arrived 
at the Drew Pearson residence in a convertiole coupe, license #4355. This 
automobile was registered to Christopher 5. Sargent, 3530 Springlana lane, 
N.W., washington, D. C. At lli:lu p.m. five men including a lieutenant 
colonel in the Air Corps left the resiuence of Pearson ana crove away in a 
Cauillac oearin,; Virginia license #355-650. At 11:45 p.m. Harry Dexter White 
left the Pearson residence and at the same time seven other individuals left 
and were ariven away in a car bearing United States Government license #133.

On December 6, 1945, according to a vecnnical surveillance, a woman 
named Henrietta vas in contact with white's daughter. She was iniormed 
that Harry Dexter White was in New York. White's oaughter inaicated to 
Henrietv& that ner mooner at that time was visiting Frances Edelstein, who is 
the wife of Harry M. Edeistein, who since May, 1956, nes been employed in the 
Interior Department as Assistant Solicivor. 


At 7:45 p.m. on December 6, 1945, Harry Dexter shite contacted his 
wife from New Xorg City ana aavised her that he wes staying with Ave in 
Newark and that he was with Ruth, Abe (who has peen identiried as Dr. Abranam 
wolfson of Newark, New Jersey) ana Mott. He inaicated to his wife that he

Conzress of Industrial Organizations with ofiices at 718 Jackson Place, 

NeW., washington, D. C. At 9:10 a.m. he picked up two men at 27Q0 36th Street 
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N.W. This is the iesiaence of Virginius Frank Coe. He resided in Toronto 
from 1954-39. Since July 2, 1942, he has been Assistant Administrator of 
the Foieign Economic Administration at a salary of 49,000 per annum. At. 
9:20 a.m. the automobile with the four men arove down the ramp at the South- 
west corner of tne Treasury Building. The passengers got out of tne car ana 
entered the building by the small basement door on the West side of the 
building. 


On Decenber 8, 1945, & Chrysler automobile belonging to Bernard 
Bernstein arrived at the Wnite residence and departed at 10:10 p.m.

CONNECTION WITH CASE 


The New York Field Division advised the Bureau that on the evening 
of December 6, 1945, Harry Dexter Wnite left New York City in a car registered 
in the name of Dr. Abraham Wolfson, 51 Berkely Avenue, Newark, New Jersey. 

The Newark Field Office advised that Harry Dexter White and Dr. Abraham Wolfson 
on the morning of December 7, proceeded to a house near Paulenskigg Lake, 

New Jersey, and returned to Newark by automobile. Harry Dexter White then 

took the 1:45 p.m. Pennsylvania train to Washington, D. C. The Newark Field 
Office advised that Dr. Abraham Wolfson had resided at 51 Berkely Avenue, 
Newark, New Jersey, with Max and Emma Schriebs Albach until two weeks ago when 
Albach moved to 14 La Salle Road, Montclair, New Jersey. The present 

residence of Dr. Wolfson is unknown. Albach is an attorney in the firm of 
Rubach and Albach, Newark. He and his wife are associates of Philip H. Levy, 
the subject of an "Internal Security - R* case, Newark origin. 


BACKGROUND 


Personal History 


| The records of Selective Service Board #13, East Orange, New Jersey, 
reveals that Dr. Abraham Wolfson registered for Selective Service on April 27, 
1942 and that he was residing at 33 Washington Street, East Orange, New Jersey, 
at that time. He was born on April 28, 1894, at Odessa, Russia and his 
occupation was dentist at the Medical Towers, 31 Lincoln Park, Newark, New 
Jersey. On his occupational questionnaire, Dr. Abraham Wolfson stated that 
he was a citizen of the United States and that his education consisted of 
graduation fran high school, three years of college and that he had been. 
employed as an ortho dentist for the past twenty-five years. 


. The records of the Immigration and Naturalization Service, New York 
City, reveal that on November 27, 1912, a petition for naturalization was 
filed by Joseph Wolfson who was born August 10, 1871, at Odessa, Russia. He 
arrived in New York City on July 17, 1904, accompanied by his wife who was also 
born in Russia. At the time of filing the petition for citizenship, Joseph 
Wolfson had five children, one of wnom was Abraham Wolfson, who was born 
May 12, 1894. A certificate of naturalization was issued on March 10, 1913, 
to Joseph Wolfson which would indicate that Abraham Wolfson became a United 
States citizen through derivative citizenship (naturalization of his father). 
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The May 18, 1934 issue of the Newark Star Ledger revealed that 


` Abraham Wolfson had been divorced by his wife, Mrs. Ruth (Terry) Wilson, 33 


Washington Street, East Orange, New Jersey. She was described as an instructor 
at the Teachers! College, Columbia University, New York City. The article 
stated that Dr. Abraham Wolfson had been a resident of East Orange, New Jersey; 
for the past twenty-one years and had an income of $21,000 a year fram a dental 
practice in Newark, New Jersey. 


As of October, 1944,. Dr. Abraham Wolfson was residing at 27 Elisa- 


beth Avenue, Newark, New Jersey. i ۱ ۱ 


Activities and Associates 


A physical surveillance of Dr. Abraham Wolfson on December 7, 1943, 
revealed that he &ttended a Communist Party meeting at the residence of Lester 
Lawrence, 307 Norfolk Street, Newark, New Jersey, who had recently been a 
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The physical surveillance also revealed that Dr. Abraham Wolfson on January 25, 
1944, attended a meeting of the Third Ward Branch of the Communist Party ~ 
which was held in the Ukrainian Hall, 59 Beacon Street, Newark, New Jersey. 
According to a chart maintained in the headquarters of the Third Ward Branch 
of the Communist Party at Newark, New Jersey, Dr. Abraham Wolfson contributed

a member of the Third Ward Branch of the Communist Party, Essex County, New 
Jersey, as of December 10, 1943, under the name of A. Street. On January 21, 
1944, Dr. Abraham Wolfson was a member of the Third Ward Branch of the Communist 
Party and it was reported that he had been active in Communist Party affairs 
for the past seven years and utilized the name A. Wilson Street. It was 
reported that Dr. Abraham Wolfson held Communist Party meetings in his office 
in the Medical Towers Building, 31 Lincoln Park, Newark, New Jersey, in October, 
1943. Dr. Abrahan Wolfson was also reported to be active in Russian War Relief, 
Essex County, New Jersey, and he assisted by carrying letters addressed to 
professional men in Essex County, New Jersey, soliciting funds for Russian War 
Relief. On March 23, 1943, the Newark Evening News carried an article reflecting 
that Dr. Abraham Wolfson would preside over the meeting and speak in behalf of 
the Russian var Relief Committee Campaign being held on the following Saturday 
at 8:15 p.m. under the sponsorship of the Women's Committee for Russian War 
Relief. The purpose of this recital was to obtain kits to present to Russian 
families returning to recaptured towns. 
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Dr. A. Wolfson, Medical Towers, Newark, New Jersey, was one of the 
individuals who wrote to the State Department on behalf of Jesus 0 9 Tomas, 
a Communist. 


Abraham Yiolfson, 2711 Elizabeth Avenue, Newark, New Jersey, was a 
sponsor on State Department visas for Moses Joseph Wang and Mary Kreminer 
Wang early in 1945. 


On March 16, 1941, Dr. A. Wolfson was one of the sponsors of the 
North New Jersey Conference for Peace at the Hotel Douglas, Newark, New Jersey, 
Sponsored by the Essex County Council of the American Peace Mobilization. 
Approximately 150 persons attended this meeting. 


Dr. A. Wolfson was one of the sighers of an open letter on behalf 
of Harry Bridges which was sponsored by the National Federation for Constitutional 
Liberties. 


Abraham Wolfson was on the New York Sponsoring Committee of the 
Peoples Institute of Applied Religion. 








According to a letterhead of the New Jersey Civil Liberties Union 
in 1940, Dr. A. Wolfson was on tne Executive Board of the New Jersey Civil * 


| liberties Union which was affiliated with the American Civil Liberties Union. 


Dr. A. Wolfson, 31 Lincoln Park, Newark, New Jersey, was one of 
twenty-five to thirty individuals in the New Jersey district who had contributed 
their money as well as their efforts to the 9 of the Joint Anti- 
Fascist Refugee Committee. 


During the 1944 registration of the Communist Party, Dr. A. Wolfson 
considered having Horace Sims go along with him while visiting negroes in the 
James Baxter Terrace. Dr. Wolfson at that time was engaged in reregistering 
Comnunist Party members and the James Baxter Terrace was a negro housing 
project in which Horace Sims was residing. 


Dr. Abraham Wolfson acted as toastmaster at the Newark Ambijan Committee 
dinner which was held on February 8, 1945, at the Essex House, Newark, New 
Jersey. According to the Newark Evening News the above dinner was a fund- 
raising dinner and it was attended by approximately 500 persons. More than 
$4,000 was raised for the benefit of orphan refugee children in Russia. 


Although releases submitted prior to this dimer stated thet the 
New York Soviet Consul General, Eugene Kisselev, would be a speaker at the 
dinner, he was not in attendance. However, Soviet Vice Consul Mikhailov was 
present. 








RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION

As previously stated herein, under the heading "Connection with Case", 
it was reported through a physical surveillance of Harry Dexter White that White 
had met one Dr. Abraham Wolfson on the evening of December 6, 1945, and had re- 
mained in his company until December 7, 1945. Further details concerning this 
meeting are as follows: i 


At 6:30 Pe M. Harry Dexter White entered the lobby of the Hotel 
Governor Clinton in New York City and went directly to the check room and ob- 
tained his briefcase, after which he immediately left the hotel. He was observed 
entering a waiting automobile which headed north. This automobile was a 1940 
Chrysler sedan, grey in color and carrying 1945 New Jersey license plates 
EJ-20H. These license plates reflect that they were issued to a Dr. Abraham 
Wolfson, 51 Berkeley Avenue, Newark, New Jersey. 


` The Newark Field Office by teletype on December 8, 1945, advised that 
Dr. Abraham Wolfson had formerly resided at 51 Berkeley Avenue, Newark, New 
Jersey, with Max and Emma Schriete Albach until two weeks previously when the 
Albachs had moved to 1) LaSalle Road, Montclair, New Jersey. The present 
residence of Wolfson is unknown, 


Physical surveillance of Dr. Abraham Wolfson and Harry Dexter White 
in New Jersey revealed that Wolfson and White appeared at a country house on 
Paulinskill Lake at 10:30 A. Me on December 7, 1945. They looked over the 
property like prospective buyers. They left at 11:15 A. Me and apparently there 
was only a caretaker there during the time. White and Wolfson returned to 
Newark, New Jersey, and the surveillance revealed that Harry Dexter White took 
the idis P. M. train for Washington, D. C,

ALLEGATIONS OF INFORMANT 


Elizabeth Terrill Bentley in her statement made vhe following allega- 
tion agaínst the above-captionea inoividuali 


"I recall rurtner that during this sane period (running frou the 
latter part of 1942 through the early part of 1943) mention «as made of Sol 
Adler who was a Unitea States Treasury Department representative in Chungking, 
China. I recall seeing at the Silvermaster home oificiai ieviers written by 
Adier trom Chungking to the Treasury Department in washington, presumably these 
letters found their way to the Silvermasters through Harry Wuite. I recall 
Silvermaster cnaracterized Adler as an opportunist but indicated they would 
like to pluce nim in some strategic location in the Unitea States Government. 

I do recall that Adler was a Communist Party member because his dues were among 
those collectea by Silvermaster ana turned over to me." 


BACKGROUND 


The records of Selective Service Board #9, 1622 H Street, N. W., Wash- 
ington, D. C., revealea tnat Solomon Adler was born on August 6, 1909, at Leeds, 
England. according to these records, Solomon Adler resided at 1854 K Street, 

N. We, »asnington, D. C., and was an employee of the Treasury Deparvument. On 
July 10, 1945, the Treasury Department requested the Local Board to permit 
Solomon "Adler to leave the country to go to China as a representative of the 
Treasury Department. This permission was grantea and was supposed to expire 
September <7, 1945, at which time Adler was given tne classification of 4~A. 
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Information was received from Mr. A. A. Berle, Assistant Secretary of 
State, that he nad received information irom Whittaker Chambers in 1939 that 
Scnlomer Adler was employed by the United States Treasury Department and that 
he had sent weexly reports to the Communist Party. 


Solomon Adler of the U. S. ireizsury Department was questioned by Bureau 
Agents in connection with the Philip Jaire case at which time he admitted tnat 
he was acquaintea witn John Service having first met him in the Fall ot 1941 
in Chungking, China. He advisea that he considered Service to pe a loyal, capable 
ana honest person and one who woula nov obtain confiaential inrormation tor the 
use oi any one. He also admitted that ne was acquainted with Andrew Roth and 
denied ever naving iurnished any coniioential information to him. 


During a conversation in a hotel room in uaashington, D. C., oetween 
Pnilip Jaffe, John Service ana Anarew Roth, an informant advised that a ais- 
cussion was hela concerning some written material ana that Jaffe and Roth 
were requested by Service not to report what they had seen, that Sol (believed 
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his neck wrung pretty badly. Service further 


aavised that he did not believe Gregg (possibly Joseph Gregg) hed collaborated 
with Sol on this material. No information is availaole as to the exact nature 
oi tais material.

On Novemoer 21, 1944, a transit visa was granted to Solomon Adler, 
Financial Avtache at the United States Emoassy in China, by the Portuguese 
Embassy, Wasnington, D. C. 


Information was received by the Bureau from Whittaker Chambers in 
May of 1945 that Schlomer Adler was definitely a Communist and vas employed by 
the Unitea States Treasury Department. This inrormant further advised that 


he knows Adler to have been in close contact with Peters ana to have mde reports 


of a financial nature to Peters. He statea that he suspected the Cormunist 
Party was playing the stock market and that they utilized Adler's financial 


information in this connection. It is to وه‎ noted that Peters referrea to above 


is identical with Áie:anaer Stevens.

The records of Local Selective Service Board #9, 1622 H Street, 
N. We, Washington, D. C., revealed that Solomon Adler, who resided at 1834 K Street, 
N. We, was an employee of the Treasury Department and on July 10, 1945, the 
Treasury Department had requested the Local Board to permit Solomon Adler to 
leave tne country to go to China as a representctive of tne Treasury Department. 
This permission was granted and was sunposed:to expire September 27, 195.

ALLEGATIONS OF INFORMANT 


Elizabeth Terrill Bentley has advised that during 1943 Jacob 
Golos told her of a contact he had made with a group in Washington and 
indicated that he met this group through Earl Browder, Bentley said that 
after the death of Golos, Browder approached her early in 1944 and arranged 
& meeting for her with this group at the apartment of John Abt in New York, 


Bentley advised, "On the day specified I went to the apartment of 
John Abt, was admitted by him to his apartment and there met four individuals, 
none of whom I had ever seen before, Tney were introduced to me as Victor 
Perlo, Charlie, Kramer, Henry Magdoff and Edward Fitzgerald, They seemed to 
know, at least, generally that they could talk freely in my presence and 
I recall some conversation about their paying Communist Party dues to me, as 
well as my furnishing them with Communist Party literature, There followed 
then a general discussion among all of us as to the type of information 
these people, excepting Abt, would be able to furnish, It was obvious to me 
thet these people, including abt, had been associated for some time and that 
they had been engaged in some sort of espionage for Earl Browder. 


Eentley elso advised that at this meeting they spoke of the type 
of information each member of the group would furnish and that "I recall that 
Perlo, who at that time had a position with the War Production Board, declared 
he would be able to supply statistical data in the aircraft field generelly.,.,,.! 


Bentley further advised that at this meeting those present discussed 
the contributions of intelligence which might be expected from other members 
of the group,....'inasmuch as it will be recalled that at the early part of this 
meeting I am now discussing, Perlo and the others mentioned that they were 
delegates from their group in Washington, De Co" 


Bentley also stated, "ZI remember further that on the occasion of this 
meeting Perlo asked if the information to be furnished by himself and the others 
to me was going to 'Uncle Joe! and I recall that Abt was very amused by this 


query! 


Elizabeth Bentley informed that she had a second meeting with 
members of the group at the apartment of John Abt and that "on or about the 
second meeting Y had at Abt's apartment, Perlo and Fitzgerald were present and 
some conversation was had concerning the collection and payment of Communist 
Party dues by the members of the Perlo group, and I noticed that from their 
conversation the Perlo group appeared to be in a rather idsorganized state and 
were suffering somewhat from internal strife as well as lack of leadershipe™ 








"With respect to this second meeting," contimied Bentley, "the 
date of which, as I recall, had been mutually agreed upon at the conclusion 
of their first meeting, I remember that Perlo had with him some information: 
which he turned over to me. I desire to point out at this time that to the best 
of my recollection, Perlo had on the initial meeting, produced some written 
material, including OSS documents made available by Wheeler. But the most 
significant aspect of this, to my mind, was thet some of the typewritten material 
in Perlots possession at that time, which material had been typed by him, bore 
& great resemblance to written material I had seen some morths previcusly in 
Golos! possession. I know these particular writings had been given to 8 
by Browder and were typed on & machine with an unusual type, and when I saw 
Perlo exhibit material on the first meeting I immediately concluded that it 
obviously had been prepared on the same machine upon which the material I 
previously saw in Golos’! possession had been prepared; also, some of the 
typewriting was unusual, and again the handwritten notations on Perlo's 
material appeared identical with the material previously seen by me." 


Bentley informed that arrangements were made by her with members of 
the Perlo group to meet them in the apartment of Mary Price in New York. She 
stated, "With reference to individuals of the Perlo group whom I met at Mary 
Price's apartment and who turned over inforaation to me, I would state that 
Victor Perlo represented this group in meetings with me more often than the 
other members of the groupe... .." 


"Generally, Perlo!s material concerned miscellaneous information 
concerning aircraft activities that came into his possesion while he was with 
the WPB," 


With particular respect to Victor Perlo, Bentley advised that prior 
to her meetings with the Perlo group, mention had been made to her "of Perlo 
by Silvermaster, (Nathan Gregory Silvermaster) who used to complain that the 
activities of Perlo in Washington were upsetting George Silverman........ 


"Ry way of background, I recall from conversations I have had with 
members of the Perlo group some information concerning their past history: 


"Victor Perlo is of Russian-Jewish parentage and was born in the 
United States. He is college trained and, I believe, went to the University 
of Pennsylvania, and is a reputed brilliant statistician. He was divorced 
from his first wife who some time later was committed to an insane asylumn, 
and I recall that a great deal of trouble ensued as a result of this. Perlo 
told me that he had received letters from his first wife threatening to send 
a letter to President Roosevelt exposing his, as well as the activities of 
Perlo!s associates. I am unable to state from my own knowledge whether any 
such letters were written by this woman, 
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"YI recall that Perio subsequently remarried and is a long-time 
resident of Washington, D. Ce, but lives, I believe, at the present time 
someplace in Maryland, When I first knew Perlo, as related above, he 
was employed with WPB and continued in this employment at the time I ceased 
my activities in December, 1944. However, I understand that he is presently 
employed by the FEA.’ 


Elizabeth Bentley furnished information regarding Harold Glasser whom 
she identified as being a member of the Perlo group, With reference to this 
information, of particular interest to Victor Perlo is the statement of Bentley 
that she recalled "that after his return from his assignment in Europe, probably 
in Italy for the U, S. Treasury Department, (referring to Glasser) Victor  . 
Perlo told me that Glasser had asked him if he would be able to get back ín 
with the Perlo group, I asked Perlo how Glasser happened to leave the group 
and he explained that Glasser and one or two others had been taken some time 
before by some American in some Governmental agency in Washington, and that 
this unidentified American turned Glasser and the others over to some Russian, 


"Perlo declared that he did not know the identity of this American 
and said that Charlie Kramer, so far as he knew, was the only person who had 
this information," According to Bentley, the unidentified American was 
identified by Kramer as "Hiss" who was in the متا‎ S, State Departments 


BACKGROUND 


The telephone directory of the National War Agencies for October, 
1945, lists Victor Perlo as Statistician, War Production board, Room 3700, 
Social Security Building, The Washington telephone directory reflects that 
Victor Perlo resides at 4517 Brandywine Street, N.e, washington, De Ce 
and that his telephone number is Emerson 5392, 


Personal History 


The records of the office of the Recorder of Deeds for the District 
of Columbia reflect that Victor Perlo and his wife, Ellen Menaker Perlo, own 
their own home at 4517 Brandywine Street, N.W., having purchased it in about 
1945. Ellen Menaker Perlo is the daughter of Nicholas C, Menaker and Fannie 
Menaker, 4303 Russell Place, Mt. Reinier, Maryland. 


Victor Perlo married Katherine Wills on March 19, 1934, at Elkton, 
Maryland, and has one daughter born in 1937, Perlo divorced Katherine Wills 


in June, 1943. 
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In a report dated April 3, 1934, records of Stone's Mercantile 
Agency, Washington, D. C., reflect that Victor Perlo then resided at 524 Murray 
Avenue, Virginia Highlands, Virginia, was 23 years of age and married. 
Perlo was employed from September, 1933 to April 3, 1934 by the National Recovery 
Administration, Room 1108, Investment Building, as a Statistical Assistant at 
a salary of $1800 per annum. 


The Credit Report disclosed that Perlo's wife, whose name was not 
givon, was also reported to be employed but the name of her employer was 
unknown, The Credit Report also stated that Victor Perlo came to Washington, 
D. C. from New York City in September of 1933 and for one month resided at the 
Bellevue Hotel, 15th and E Streets, N.W., that later he resided at 1920 Sunder- 
land Place, N.W., Washington, D. C. l 


A Credit Report by Stone's Mercantile Agency, dated April 22, 
1938, disclosed that Victor Perlo and his wife, Katherine, were residing at 
2127 California Street, N.W., Apartment 8ll. At that time they had one child. 
A former address was given as 1454 Relmont Street, N.W., where they resided for 
one year. Another address was 1416 Chapin Street, NeW., where the Perlos re- 
sided for two years. It is reported that they also resided at 1467 Irving 
Street, و‎ 


According to the Credit Report, Victor Perlo was employed at the 
Brookings Institute, 722 Jackson Place, N.W. as a Research Mathematician and 
Reviewer at $3200 per annum, The report stated that Perlo was formerly 
employed at the Home Owners Loan Corporation for 2} years as an Assistant 
Statistician. An additional notation in the Credit Report indicated that in 
1942 Victor Perlo resided at 5707 25th Road, North, Arlington, Virginia, 


Communist Activity 


On July 17, 1935, tne office of Senator William J. Bulow, Jr. 
of South Dakota, made inquiry of the Bureau for information with respect to 
one Victor Perlow, 1320 Sunderland Place, Washington, D. C., stating that an 
&uto license observed in North Dakota in connection with Communist disturbances 
there had been traced to this individval. 


In an index under the label of "Capital City Forum" the name of V. 
Perlo, 1025 Oakcrest Road, Arlington, Virginia appears. In this same index 
Perlo was listed as a Socialist Party contact, a subscriber to "The Socialist," 
organ of the Socialist Party, and as affiliated with the National Socialist 
Workers ladler dinner. Victor Perlo, 1025 Oakcrest Road, was also listed as 
one of the individuals attending the 1940 Socialist Party Convention and who 
made contributions to this party in the District of Columbia area. The 
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Socialist Party of the District of Columbia has been reported to have held 


meetings with the Comnunist Party during past years and it is known that 
the two organizations associated in connection with police brutalities, et 
cetera.

The active indices of the Washington Chapter of the American Peace 
Mobilization contained the name of Victor Perlo, 5707 - 25th Road, North, 
Arlington, Virginia, during the early part of 1941. 


In April, 1944, an anonymous complaint was received by mail 
alleging that Perlo was a member of the Communist Party. At this time it 
was determined that Perlo was formerly with the OPA and as of July 21, 1944, he 
was a Section Chief of the WPB, his last known address being 5707 - 25th Road, 
drlington, Virginia. 


It was subsequently determined that the anonymous complaint referred to 
was received from Katherine Wills, alias Roberta Major, the ex-wife of Victor 
Perlo, When interviewed in Ft. Worth, Texas, on October 15, 1944, Katherine 
"ills informed that Victor Perlo was a member of the Communist Party in Washington,

Whitaker Chambers has furnished information regarding one Nathan 
Perlow, who may be identical with Victor Perlo. Chambers advised that Nathan 
Perlow was an economist and was formerly associated with the Brookings Institute 
in Washington, D. C. Chambers also informed that Perlow was a member of the 
Communist Party underground group in Washington, D. C. It will be noted that 
the Credit Report of Stone's Mercantile Agency, referred to above, dated 
April 22, 1938, advised that Victor Perlo was enployed at Brookings Institute 
as a mathematician and reviewer.

On November 20, 1945, the physical surveillance of ۷۱۵ Perlo 
disclosed that during the noon hour he left his place of employment at the 
War Production Board and met an individual subsequently identified as V. Lewis 
Bassie, with whom he had luncheon at the Casing Royal, 804—1A4th Street, North- 
west, Washington, D. C. 


V. Lewis Bassie, 3908--7th Street, South, Arlington, Virginia, was 
born on December <2, 1907.. He attended the University of Chicago and was a 
Research Instructor at that institution. In 1934 he was employed by tha NRA, 
and was subsequently employed by the WPA in Chicago, Illinois, the Department 
of Agriculture, the Federal Reserve System, the Secretary of Commerce and is 


presently engaged by the Civil Aeronautics Board. 


On the same day, November 20, 1945, Donald Niven Wheeler was observed 
to visit Perlo at his house during the evening hours. Donald Wheeler was identi- 
fied by informant Bentley as a member of the Perlo group, of which group Victor 
Perlo was indicated by her to be the most active. 


The physical surveillance conducted of Victor Perlo has disclosed 
that he frequently picks up and drives David Ryshpan, 5431 Yuma Street, North- 
west, Washington, D. C., to work. Ryshpan is employed with Perlo at the War 
Production Board. Ryshpan accompanied P.rlo in the latter's automobile to their 
place of employment at the Social Security Building on November 21, 23, 28 and 
30, 1945, and on December 3, 4, and 7, 1945. 


David Ryshpan, according to the records of the Credit Bureau, was 
born September 14, 1904 and is employed by the War Production Board as principal 
economist, to which position he was appointed June 30, 1942, at a salary of $5600 
per annum. Ryshpan was formerly employed by the Securities Exchange Commission 
as an expert, and by the WPA as an associate economic analyst. His wife is 
Cecily Applebaum Ryshpan. Information has been received that Ryshpan and his 
wife attended the Socialist Party Convention in 1941; that he was a subscriber 
to tne "Socialist." Ryshpan is also reported as being connected with the "Keep 
Out of War Congress" and the Capital City Forum in Washington, D. C. 


On November 24, 1945, Victor Perlo was visited in his home by a man 
and a woman subsequently identified as Stanley Graze and his wife, Mildred Graze. 
On this occasion at 8:45 P.M., Perlo was observed handing a small piece of paper 
to Stanley Graze, the contents of which paper are not known, Thereafter, at 
8:45 P.M., Perlo and Stanley Graze were observed ín an upstairs room in the 
Perlo house where Perlo is known to do a considerable amount of work while 
at home. Stanley Graze and his wife subsequently visited the Perlo residence 
on November 28, 1945. On this later date at 10:15 P.K., Perlo drove Stanley 
Graze and his wife, Mildred, to the vicinity of Wisconsin and Massachusetts 
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Avenues. On this occasion Graze was noted to be carrying a dilapidated brown 
leather suitcase with numerous labels on it. On December 9, 195, Stanley and 
Mildred Graze visited Perlo and his wife at their home. Through investigation 
it was determined that Stanley and Mildred Graze reside at the Analostan Hotel, 
Arlington, Virginia, and that Graze is employed by the Office of Strategic 
Services, 23rd and D Streets, Northwest, Washington, D. C. 





The records of the Ambassador Hotel where Stanley Graze previously 
lived, disclosed that he was a Second Lieutenant in the Quartermaster Corps, 
Washington, D. C., Army Serial $/0-159711h. 





On December 1, 1941, according to a technical surveillance maintained 
on the Perlo residence, Helen Silvermaster who is undoubtedly identical with 

Helen P, Silvermaster, the wife of Nathan Gregory Silvermaster, asked Perlo if 

Vera (phonetic) was coming over that day. Perlo replied in the negative, Nathan 

Gregory Silvermaster is a prominent subject in this investigation identified by 

Elizabeth Terrill Bentley. It will be noted that in her statement Bentley 

indicated that Silvermaster was acquainted with Victor Perlo, and that, according tA 

to her, Silvermaster mentioned Perlo and complained tnat the activities of Perlo 

in Washington were upsetting George Silverman, a member of the Silvermaster croup. X 


On December l, the Perlos were visited at their home by a man and a 
woman subsequently believed identified as P. Bernard Nortman and his wife, 
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On December 8, 1945, the physical surveillance reflected that at 
approximately 3:30 P.l!., Victor Perlo drove to 4108 Maryland Drive, where he 
pared his automobile and disappeared in the direction of a lane leading to 
the home of Donald wheeler. Perlo was gone from his car for approximately five 
minutes, It is to be noted that uneeler was not at home at this time. ۱ 


On Decezcber 12, 1945, the technical surveillance on the Perlo residence 
disclos ed that 2 Jeanie Piller, who is deemed identical with the wife of Robert T. 
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Liller, was told by a woman named Shara (phonetic) that her husband had returned 
from overseas, but had not been discharged. The conversation indicated that 
irse Liller was visiting at the home of Victor Perlo. Robert T, Willer was 
identified by Ilizabeth Terrill Bentley as an employee of the Coordinator of 
Inter-american Affairs, who furnished her with Government information for the 


use of the Soviet Union. V 


This same source, the technical surveillance, on Decezber 14, 1945, 
reflected that Perlo expected to go to work at the Treasury Department, commencing 
Decenber 17, 1945, at which place he was to have a special assignment, tne nature 


of which wes unknovn.

ALLEGATIONS OF INFORMANT 


Elizabeth Terrill Bentley advised that approximately one or two 
months prior to the death of Jacob Golos, in November of 1943, she learned 
that he had very recently made contact with another group in Weshington, 
Bentley said that Golos regarded his contact with this new group as valu- 
&ble, From the statements of Elizabeth Bentley it was indicated that 
Jacob Golos had been placed in contact with the group by parl Browder 
early in 1944. Elizabeth Bentley stated that Earl prowder mentioned to 
her that Jacob Golos had been contacting a group in yeshington and had 
been unable to keep an appointment with them; that he, Browder, was 
anxious for Bentley to meet the group and would make the necessary ar- 
rangements, Elizabeth Bentley said that approximately two months there- 
after, Earl Browder informed her that he had made approximate arrangements 
for meeting the group at John Abt's apartment at Central Park West near 
90th Street, New York City, According to Bentley, "on the day specified 
I went to the apartment of John Abt, was admitted by him to his apartment 
and there met four individuals none of whom 1 had ever seen before, They 
were introduced to me as Victor Perlo, Charlie Kramer, Henry Magdoff and 
Edward Fitzgerald," 


It was related by Bentley that the group felt that they could talk 
freely in her presence and it was her recollection that on that occasion 
they discussed the payment of their Communist Party dues to her as well as 
her furnishing them Communist Party literature, She then added, "There 
followed then a general discussion among all of us as to the type of infor- 
mation which these people, excepting Abt, would be able to furnish, It was 
obvious to me that these people, including Abt, had been associated for 
some time and that they had been engaged in some sort of esplonage for 
Earl Browder," 


Bentley stated that Edward Fitzgerald was at that time employed by 
the War Production Board and on the occasion of the meeting, Fitzgerald in- 
dicated the would be able to furnish me with miscellaneous statistical in- 
formation coming to his attention in the War Production Board," 


On the occasion of her meeting with this group it was indicated 
to Elizabeth Bentley, according to her statements, that Victor Perlo, Charles 
Kramer, Henry Magdoff and Edward Fitzgerald were delegates "from their group 
in Washington." 
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Elizabeth Bentley stated that she had a subsequent meeting with 
representatives of this group at the apartment of John Abt and that it was 
her recollection that "on or about the second meeting" Perlo and Fitzgerald 
were present and some conversation was had concerning the collection and 
payment of Communist Party dues by the members of the Perlo groupe 
Elizabeth Bentley added that the Perlo group appeared to be in a rather dis- 
organized state and were suffering from strife as well as lack of leadership, 
Bentley further stated that subsequent to the meeting of tbe Perlo group at 
the apartment of John Abt, she met members of the group in the apartment of 
Mary Price and that these meetings were held in the Spring of 19) and Decem- 
ber of 194. Elizabeth Bentley then said "with reference to the individuals 
of the Perlo group who I met at Mary Price!s apartment and who turned over 
information to me, I would state that Victor Perlo represented this group in 
meetinzs with me more often than other members of the group, Fitzgerald about 
four or five LIMES" 


Speaking of the information which the members of the group fur- 
nished her, Elizabeth Bentley informed that Fitzgerald supplied her general 
information concerning production figures which he obtained through his em- 
ployment in the War Production Board. 


In the Spring of 1915, after Elizabeth Bentley had disassociated 
herself from her contacts with the Perlo group, she advised that Ed Fitz- 
gerald visited her in New York during April of 1945. At that time, accord- 
ing to Bentley, Fitzgerald complained to her about disliking Victor Perlo 
and wondered if sane other contact could not be arranged for him. With re- 
spect to the background of Edward Fitzgerald, Elizabeth Bentley informed 
that he was a native born American and “was employed in some governmental 
capacity in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania..,..." Subsequent in the early 1930's 
Fitzgerald came to Washington and at some later date became associated with 
the War Production Board and later with the FEA, Elizabeth Bentley said 
that Edward Fitzgerald was a Communist Party member, 


BACKGROUND 


On November 20, 1945, an anonymous inquiry ws made at the De- 
partment of Commerce and it was determined that Edward J. Fitzgerald is 
presently head of Information Inquiry, Publications Section, Darby Building, 
905 E Street, Northwest, Extension 636 and 657. His address is 11) Little 
Falls (road) Street, Fells Church, Virginia, telephone Falls Church 2688-J. 


A technical surveillance on February 16, 19h], disclosed that 
Hoyt Haddock, Legislative representative of the National Maritime Union CIO, 
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Washington, De Ce, contacted E, ول‎ Fitzgerald, Secretary to Henry Morgen- 
thau, -then Secretary of the Treasury, Haddock requested Fitzgerald to ar- 
renge an immediate appointment for him with Morgenthau so that he could pro- 
test the rule regarding the 5th Victory Tax for seamen on salaries determined 
before 1943. Haddock told Fitzgerald that if he were not given an appoint- 
ment the crew of the SS HENRY LUCKENBACK would picket Morgenthau's office, 

It is not positively known if this E, J. Fitzgerald is identical with Edward 
Fitzgerald, allegedly an employee of the War Production Board for the FEA. 


A check of the records of the Credit Bureau of Washington, the Se- 
lective Service Board at Fairfax, Virginia, and the Ration Board at Falls 
Church, Virginia, concerning Edward Fitzgerald was made with negative 
results, 








RESULTS OF INVuSTIGATION 


On December 12, 1945, Edward Fitzgerald was observed eating lunch 
in the Neptune Room in the Earle Theater Builoing, Washington, D. C., at 
twelve noon in company with an unknown mane Fitzgerald and the unknown man 
left the Neptune Room about 12:50 p.m. and immediately parted company. The 
unknown man who had lunch with Edward Fitzgerald was subsequently observed 
to enter the main entrance of the Coumerce Department building in Wasnington, 
D. C. It is possible that this unknown individual is icentical with Harry S. 
Magdoff, abject in this investigation who was identified by Elizabeth Terrill 
Bentley as a memser of the Perlo group with which group Fitzgerald was also 
active. 


On December 13, 1945, it was ascertained that koward Fitzgerald 
in the near future contemplated going to Japan in connection with his pogition 
with the Department of Commerce. No further aetails were available. Uy

ALLEGATIONS OF INFORLUANT 


Elizabeth Terrill Bentley advised that approximately one or two 
months prior to the death of Jacob Golos in November of 1943, he remarked to 
her that very recently he had established contact with another group in Wash- 
ington, and that he had been placed in contact with this group by Earl Browder. 
Thereafter, early in 1944 Earl Erowder mentioned to Elizabeth Bentley that he 
desired her to meet with the group who Golos had been contacting in Washington, 
and arrangements were made by Browder for Bentley to meet the group at the 
apartment of John abt in New York City. 


Elizabeth Terrill Bentley stated that subseouent to the first meeting 
with the representatives of this group, which she designated as the Perlo group, 
she learned that Harold Glasser was a member. 


Elizabeth Bentley has advised that Harold Glasser was for a time in 
1944 outside the United States in some capacity with the United States Treasury 
Department, that to the best of her knowledge Glasser returned to this country 
probably in the early fall of 1944, and was thereafter stationed in the Treasury 
Denartment in idashington. She stated that Glasser may have been an assistant to 
Harry white, and, "at least was rather closely associated with him." Bentley 
informed that Glasser furnished to her general information concerning the activi- 
ties of the Treasury Vepartnent, "particularly where they concerned oropbosed 
loans to foreign countries. lie also supplied information originating in Fra 
tnat was sent to the Treasury Department," 


in addition, sligabeth Bentley has advised that after the return of 
Harold Glasser from his assi;nrent in zurope, probably in italy, Victor Perlo 
spoke with ner and told her that Glasser had recuested and asked him,"if he would 
be able to get back in with the Perlo group." According to Perlo, Glasser and 
one or two others, "had been taken some time before by some anerican in some 
governmental agency in Washington, and that this unidentified american turned 
Glasser and the others over to some Russian." Bentley advised that Perlo told 
her that he did not know the identity of "this American" and that Charley Kramer 
was the only person who would be able to give this information. Bentley advised 
that in a subsequent conversation with Kramer in New York City, she discussed 
this matter with him, and Kramer told her that the person who had originally 
taken Glasser away from the Perlo group was named Hiss, and he was in the United 


States State Department. 
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_ With respect to the background of Harold Glasser, Elizabeth Bentley 
advised that he as native born, a college graduate, "and as I recall cane 
to Washington sometime in the early 1930's, where he associated himself with 
the United States Treasury Department." He, according to Bentley, is a 
Communist Party member.

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Personal History 


The records of Local Draft Board #3, Montgomery County, Bethesda 
Recreation Center, Bethesda, Laryland, disclosed that Harold Glasser was born 
on Noveaber 23, 1904 in Chicago, Illinois. Fe registered under the Selective 
Training and Service Act of 1940 on Lay 25, 1942, and was assigned Order #126-A, 
at time of registration, Glasser indicated that his address was 5008 Yorktowne 
Road, Green acres, i:áryland. Later in the year of 1942, Glasser gave his address 
as 62 Bennington Drive, Silver Spring, Liaryland, and since June 20, 1943, he has 
resided at 5410 Cathedral avenue, washington, D. C. Glasser, according to the 
selective service records, is emoloyed as assistant Director, Division of Lonetary 
Research, United States Treasury Department, and his immediate supervisor is 
Harry Dexter White, assistant Secretary of the Treasury. In his registration 
under the Selective Service act, Glasser advised that Harry Dexter white was 
the person who would always know nis whereabouts, 


information furnished by Glasser to his local draft board was to the 
effect that he had attended the University of Chicago at Chicago, illinois, for 
a period of eight years, and Harvard University, Canbridge, Massachusetts, for 
one year; that he was married in Rockville, Laryland, on July 7, 1932, and as 
of June, 1943, was the father of three children. Glasser stated that his wife's 
name was Faye Glasser, and that she Was thirty-three years of age as of July, 
1942. At the same time he listed two of his children as Alice, five years of 
age, and Rachel, three years. 


The selective service records pertaining to Glasser state that he 
has resided in washington, D. C., and Ecuador, South America, since 1940, and 
it was noted that there were three permits filed for Glasser to leave the country. 
The first permit was issued on January 7, 1943, and expired July 7 of the same 
year. The second permit was dated January 26, 1914, and expired July 26, 1944. 
The third permit was dated December 20, 1944, and expired June 20, 1945. it was 
further indicated by him that he had previously left the United States and had 
re-entered the country on Mey 20, 1942. 


At the County Courthouse, Rockville, laryland, marriage records 
disclose that Harold Glasser, age 26, previously divorced, obtained a license 
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and was married at Rockville, Maryland, on duly 7, 1932 to Faye Cohen of 
Harvey, Illinois, who indicated that she was twenty-three years of age, and 
claimed not to have been previously married. 


The records of Stone's Mercantile Agency, Washington, D. G., disclose 
that Harold Glasser came to Washington from Chicago, Illinois, about the summer 
of 1932, and first resided at 1731 I Street, Northwest. In 1933 Glasser resided 
in Apartment 408 at 1121 New Hampshire Avenue, Northwest, and thereafter returned | 
to Chicago. Glasser was next reported to be in Ecuador, South america until 
1942 when he returned to this country and resided at 62 Bennington Drive, Chevy 
Chase, Laryland. 


An examination of the files of the Personnel Section, Works Project 
Administration, Chicago, Illinois, discloses that Glasser from the period of 
1928 to 1935 was employed es follows:

Glasser was employed as a statistician in the administrative Division 
of the UPA at Chicago, Illinois, from iugust 16, 1935 to april 16, 1936.

of Statistical Research Projects under the WPA in Linneapolis, Liinnesota. Harold 
Glasser was emoloyed as an Assistant to the Director, Tabulation Pool, Bureau of 
Home “economics, United States Department of agriculture, in Linneapolis from 
lay l to November 21, 1936. 
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On September 16, 1943, Harold Glasser was a passenger arriving at 
Kew York City via American Export, NC-41882, Trip SZ174. At that time Glasser 
exhibited United States Diplomatic Passport #5989, and informed that he was 
reporting to the Treasury Department in Washington, D. C., for the first time 
since February 8, 1943. ` 





A press release by the Department of State dated September 6, 1914, 
was to the effect that the President had aporoved the appointment of Harold 
Glasser to represent the Government of the United States at the Second Session 
of the Council of the United lations Relief and Rehabilitation Administration 
which was expected to convene at Montreal, Canada, on September 15, 1944. The 








press release indicates that Glasser was appointed an ter 
"Committees of the Council" and indicated that he was a — of "the 
"Special Committee on Capacity to Pay for Supplies" and on the "Committee on 
Financial Control." Glasser was described es the Assistent Director of the 


Division of Monetary Research of the Treasury pepartment, 
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On June 5, 1945, Representative Clare Boothe Luce reported that 
Harold Glasser, an employee of the Treasury Department, wes then on duty with 
the American Delegation to the United Nations Reparations Commission, meeting 


in Moscow, USSRe 





An article which appeared in the Washington Tines-Herald, issue of 
October 26, 1945, and which was captioned, "State Department Sends MacArthur 
Soviet Sympathizers es Aides," pointed out that Harold Glasser was one of the 
experts recently sent to M2cArthur, This article which wes written by Walter 
Trohan stated that General Macfrthur, who at that time was at swords points 
with a State Department clique over the Japanese Occupation Policy, wes being 
surrounded by Soviet sympathizers in administrative positions. In addition to 
Harold Glasser, the Times-Herald news article mentioned one Joseph DuBois as 
an appointee and a close friend of Harold Glasser, The article stated that 
Harold Glasser was a member of the washington Committee for Democratic action, 
and thst he possibly was the Harold Glasser of chicago, Illinois, who was a 
member of the American League Against War and Fascism, The newspaper article 
concluded that, "These men have taken their staffs with them to 0 
these staffs, it was said, are packed with men who are opposed to MacArthur," 


In addition to the above mentioned employment Verne We Fogel, 360 
North Michigan Avenue, advised that he had been informed that Harold Glasser 
was an officer of the Sibley Lumber and Supply Company, 24-30 - 147th Street, 
Harvey, Illinois, The informant described this corporation as one in which 
Morris Cohen, the father-in-law of Glasser, was the secretary and Treasurer, 
It will be noted that during the latter\part of 1941 and 1942, a Hatch Act 
investigation of Harold Glasser was conducted, On February 19, 1942, the 
United States Treasury Department advised the Bureau that it was the belief 
of their Department that there was no basis for any disciplinary action to be 
taken against Harold Glassere E 
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it will be noted that the records of the University of Chicago, Chicago, 
Illinois, disclose that Harold Glasser during his attendance at the University 
(1922-28, 1930-31), listed his address as 4628 North Central Park Avenue, Chicago, 
illinois. , 





Communist activity 


Professor W. V. Leigh of the University of Akron, Akron, Ohio, advised 
that while Harold Glasser was employed by that University (1928-29), he had incurred 
the animosity of military instructors there, because he opposed compulsory military 
training. Professor Leigh stated that this was no indication of Communistic 
tendencies on the part of Harold Glasser. This information vas furnished by 
Professor Leigh in 1941, at which time he vas employed by the Office of Price 
Administration in Washington, D. C. 











In connection with this informatTon, agents of the Chicago Field 
Division observed a lease to the premises at 7249 Constance Avenue, Chicago, 
Illinois, for the period from October 1, 1933 to September 30, 1934, which 
lease was signed by Harold Glasser and Faye Glasser. This lease was exibited

I. ول‎ Erhlich, 127 North Dearborn Street, informed that he was the 
former lessee of the premises at 82 Vest washington Street, Chicago, Illinois. 
Ernlich stated that the Inter-Professional Association for Social Insurance was 
listed on the Bulletin Board there at the recuest of his sub-tenant, one 
Boris Gopstein. According to Erhlich, Gopstein returned to the Soviet Union 
in 1935, and is presently holding a position with the Soviet Government.. The 
Bureau files contain no identifiable reference to Boris Gopstein. 


In Januery of 1941, a three by five index card system entitled 
"D'enbers List" maintained by the washington Committee for Democratic action 
was examined by Agents of the Washington Field Office. Included in this index 
system was the name of Harold Glasser, 339 .illard avenue, Friendship Heights,

Aid Committee. It was noted that Mr. and Mrs. Harold Glasser, 339 Willard Avenue, 
Chevy Chase, Liaryland, were local donors to the committee and had contributed $15. 





On September 6, 1944, Krs. Victor Perlo, the divorced wife of Victor 
Perlo mentioned above in this memorandum, 2133 South Jennings Street, Fort worth, 
Texas, informed that Harold Glasser was a member of the Communist Party in ash- 
ington, D. C. Ers. Perlo stated that she was certain that Harold Glasser had 
been sent to Ecuador by the United States as an Economist in 1939. While she 
was certain that he was a member of the Communist Party, she could not recall 
any information which would substantiate her allegation. It will be noted that 
Lrs. Perlo on the same occasion identified her former husband, Victor Perlo, 
John abt, George Silverman and Harry white as members of the Communist Party in 
Washington. All of those persons figure prominently in the statement of Elizabeth 
Terrill Bentley referred to previously. 
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Contacts and Associates 


As has been noted above, Harold Glasser furnished information to 
Local Draft Board #3 at Bethesda, Maryland, that his immediate supervisor in 
his employment was Harry Dexter hite, Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
Department. Harry Dexter white, referred to by Mrs. Victor Perlo as Harry 
White a Comunist Party member in washington, D. Ce, was identified by Eiza- 
beth Bentley as a collaborator with Nathan Gregory Silvermaster and others 
who furnished Government information to Bentley for the use of the Soviet 
Governnent. i 


During the Hatch act investigation of Harold Glasser at Washington, 
D. C., William L, Ullman, then an employee of the Treasury Department, was 
interviewed. Ullman advised that he was in a position to observe Harold Glasser 
and to converse with him on occasion; that he could not recall Glasser having 
ever mentioned any particular interest in political activities, and that he, 
Ullman, had no reason to doubt Glasser's complete loyalty. 


William Ullman, who furnished the above information, is identical 
with William Ludwig Ullman, a former Uajor in the United States army Air Force, 
who was named by Elizabeth Bentley as a collaborator with Nathan Gregory Silver- 
master in obtaining espionaze information for her for transmittal to the Soviet 
Union ۰ 


A technical surveillance maintained on the residence of Lax Lowenthal 
on September 20, 1943, furnished information which indicated that Harold Glasser 
Was an acquaintance of Lowenthal. On that date Lowenthal in a conversation with 
his wife stated that Allan Rosenberg had informed him that Harold Glasser was 
back in Washington from North africa. Lowenthal said that Rosenberg wanted to 
know if the Lowenthal$ ‘ould like to go out socially with the Rosenbergs and 
Glassers. During 1943 Lax Lowenthal was an employee of the Economic Board of 
Warfare. allen Rosenberg, now an employee of the Foreign Economic Administra- 
tion, was identified by Elizabeth Terrill Bentley as a member of the Perlo group 
with Harold Glasser. 








Records of the Statler Hotel, 17th and K Streets, Northwest, ashing- 
ton, D. C., disclosed that John ول‎ Abt, who was a guest in the hotel on April 
14 and 15, called telephone number Emerson 9283. This telephone is listed to 
Harold Glasser, 5410 Cathedral Avenue, Washington, D. C. 


John Jacob Abt mentioned above, the General Counsel for the Amalgamated 
Clothing Worxers of america, CIO, is known to have close relations with high 
Communist functionaries in the United States, chief among which are John William- 
son, Genk Dennis and Roy Hudson. During 1945, Abt was active in the affairs of 
the tiorld Trade Union Conference. Elizabeth Terrill Bentley advised that she 
first met representatives of the Perlo group in the apartment of John Abt in 
kew York City, and it was indicated by her that while abt was not an active member 


of the group, he was wholly avare of the illegal activities of this group.

He is married to Amalie Schemthal and resides 
at 5320 Carolina Place, Northwest, Washington, D. C. The name of Warren Sherf- 
inan appeared on the active indices of the vashington Committee for Democratic 
action and also on the active indices of the american Peace Lobilization, which 
organization was subsequently known as the American Peoples Lobilization. This 
information was obtained by agents of the Washington Field Office who viewed 
the records of these organizations in 1941. 


Warren L. Sharfman was listed by the Dies Committee as a member of 
the «washington Committee for Democratic action, a member of the American League 
for Peace and Democracy, and a member of the National Lawyegé Guild. His wife, 
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kirs., Warren Sharfman, aoneared in the Dies Committee Records as a member 

of the League of Women Shoppers, Inc. Warren Leonard Sharfman was the subject 
of a Hatch act investigation conducted by the Bureau, during the course of which 
it was ascertained from interviews with his fellow employees that he was 
identified with a radical pro-Communist grodp, but was not believed by them to 
be a Communist. 


Sharfman, under oath, denied membership or activity in either the 
American Peace Lobilization,.the American Peoples Lobilization or the Washington 
Committee for Democratic Action. 


On November 25, 1945 at 8:30 Pele, a nan answering the description of 
Charles Kramer and driving an automobile bearing Virginia License #105-366, which 
is issued to Charles Kramer, was observed to visit in the Glasser home. This 
individual believed to be Kramer was in the Glasser residence from 8:30 P.L. to 
9:30 P.L. It will be noted that Charles Kramer was identified by zlizabeth 
Bentley as a member of the Ferlo group, with which group Earold Glasser was 
similarly connected. 


| On Deceuber 8, 1945 a physical surveillance disclosed that Harold 
Glasser traveled to kewark, New Jersey. He returned to washington, D. C. during 
the evening of the day following, Decezber 9, 1945. 


The technical surveillance on the Classer residence on December 10, 
1945, disclosed that raye Glasser discussed her husband's trip to Princeton, 
Mew Jersey, where she said he atiended a meeting of distinguished economists. 
On this same day, according to this source, lirs. Glasser discussed with an 
unidentified person her plans and the plans of her husband, Harold Glasser, to 
leave Washington, D. C. on Deceuber 13, 1945, to travel to Chicago, Illinois, 
where they would attend the wedding of Harold Glasser's sister. according to 
ips. Glasser they would not return to Washington until about January 1, 1946. 
It was indicated by her that the wedding would take place at 9904 Kenilworth, 
Oak Park, illinois, and that while in Chicago she and her husband would reside

A physical. surveillance disclosed that Harold Glasser, his wife, and 
family left Washington, D. C. on December 13, 1945, bound for Chicago as previous- 
ly indicated by the technical surveillance.

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ALLEGATIONS OF INFORMANT 


Elizabeth Terrill Bentley outlined to Bureau Agents the operation 
of the Victor Perlo group in Washington, D. C., and identified as a member of 
the group Harold Glasser. Elizabeth Bentley stated that after Harold Glasser 
returned from an assignment in Europe, which wes probably in Italy for the . 
United States Treasury Department, Victor Perlo told her that Glasser had. 
asked him if he would be able to get back in with the Perlo group. Bentley 
stated; "I asked Perlo how Glasser happened to leave the group and he ex- 
plained that Glasser and one or two others had been taken some time before by 
some American in some governmental agency in Washington, and that this un- 
identified American turned Glasser and the others over to some Russian. Perlo 
declared he did not know the identity of this Amerioan and said that Charley 
Kramer, 80 far as he knew, was the only person who had this information. Some 
time later he was talking with Kramer in New York City, and brought up this 
matter to him. At this time Kramer told me that the person who had originally 
taken Glasser away from Perlo's group wes named Hiss and that he was in the 
United States State Department. I had kept Jack (referring to her Russian 
contact) advised of the information relative to Glasser which was being furnished 
to me by Perlo and later by Kramer, and I recall that some time in the spring of 
1945 Jack asked me who Hiss was. later I clipped from the newspaper ۲۳۵۸/۸ an 
article concerning the United States State Department in which Hiss was mentioned 
and showed the artiole to Jack, who told me that he had in the meantime learned 
of the identity of Hiss. It is my present recollection that this newspaper 
article stated Hiss’ full name was Eugene Hiss and that he was an Advisor to 
Dean Acheson in the State Department. The only other information I presently 
recall which may concern Hiss is that on one occasion when Gregory Silvermaster 
complained to me that Victor Perlo was upsetting existing arrangements among 
members of his group in Washington and asked if I could not do something to 
remedy the situation, I told Bill (referring to another Russian contact) about 
Silvermester's complaint and he said he knew a person named ۲6۵۵۵۲ who could | 
‘lay down the law to those boys and straighten them out'."

Personal History 
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Alger Hiss was Secretary General to the United Nations Conference 
on International Orgenization held in Sen Francisco, California, in 1945. ~ 





The records of Selective Service Board #1, Washington, D. C., reflect 
that Alger Hiss has order number 11, serial number 3048 and is presently 
classified as 4-A. His old address is given as 3415 Volta Place, N. W., 
Washington, D. C. and his present address is 5210 P Street, N. W., Washington. 


Selective Service records showed the following employment for Alger 
Hiss: For four years prior to September, 1939, Hiss was the Assistant to 
Dr. Stanley K. Hornbeck, Advisor on Political Relations for the State Department. 
The Selective Service file reflected that Hiss reads all important papers which 
cone into Hornbeck's possession except those marked "striotly confidential." 


The Selective Service file on Alger Hiss further discloses that he 
was married on December 11, 1929 at Washington, D. C. to Priscilla Hobson; that 
he has a stepson, Timothy Hobson, 17 years of age, and a son, Anthony, born 
August 5, 1941. Priscilla Hobson's former husband is listed to be Francis 
Thayer Hobson of New York City. Priscilla Hobson in 1945 was indicated to be 
forty years of age and formerly employed by the Library of Congress. On 
November 15, 1940, the State Department filed with Selective Service Board #1 
a request for the deferment of Alger Hiss and it was therein stated that Hiss 
hed been indicated as the Legal Advisor of the Department of State to consider 
legal questions which arise in connection with the Trade Azreements Program of 
the United States. 


Communist Activity ۱ 


Agents of the Washington Field Division in 1941 observed a 3 x 5 
index card system entitled "Members List" maintained by the Washington Committee 
for Democratic Action,  Inoluded in this index system was the name of Mrs, 
Alger Hiss (Priscilla), 3415 Volta Place and the notation "Husband with State 
Department." The Honorable Martin Dies furnished to the Attorney General 
information reflecting that Alger Hiss, 5415 Volta Place, N.W., Washington, D. Ceo, 
& legal advisor in the Department of State at a salary of $5800 per annum, wis a 
member of the Washington Committee for Democratic Action. 


l Subsequent informtion received indicated that the name of Alger 
Hiss did not in fact appear in the active indices of the Washington Committee 
for Democratic Action and in a signed statement dated February 14, 1942, Hiss 
stated that he never had been a member of this organization and had never 
attended any of the meetings of the organization and had no recollection of

Mrs. Lenora Fuller, 2800 Woodley Road, Washington, D. C., who was 
acquainted with Alger Hiss during the years from 1955 to 1935, furnished 
information concerning him, This source stated that Alger Hiss, together with 
Lee Pressman, Gardner Jackson, Frank Shea and others in the A.A.A., interpreted 
the Agricultural Adjustment Aot not in the spirit of the law but in a manner 
which would suit their beliefs and own private purposes. Mrs, Fuller informed 
thet Alger Hiss and his associates surround themselves with employees of their 
own choosing, who, they knew, would fall in line with their social and economic 
theory. According to Mrs. Fuller, it was the definite purpose of this group to 
change our form of government and to use the instrumentality of the offices of 
the Department of Agriculture to further their purposes. She stated that these 
individuals, including Alger Hiss, instead of administering the law as it was 
intended deliberately used the government's time and money to unionize share- 
croppers and tenant farmers. Mrs., Fuller related that if Alger Hiss was not a 
Communist "he was a fellow traveler." She further described him as “quite a 
Marxist." She also informed that’ Alger Hiss was one of the organizers of the 
Lawyers Guild and added that while he was honorable in his personal affairs, he 
was intellectually dishonest. 


Stanley K. Hornbeck of the State Department who was acquainted with 
Hiss informed Bureau Agents that reportedly Alger Hiss and his brother Donald 
Hiss had bean classed as fellow travelers and that he was not personally aware 
of the basis of this allegation. Hornbeck expressed an opinion that Mrs. Hiss, 
the wife of Alger, was probably more liberal than her husband and that she may 
have held membership in “liberal organizations." 


\ Raymond E. Murphy of the State Department related that Alger Hiss in 
his opinion was a liberal and that he would be inolined to classify Hiss as a 
"Lasky Socialist." J 


Chester C. Davis, Federal Reserve Bank, St. Louis, Missouri, who

The organization was known to have been closely affiliated with the 
International Labor Defense which group has long served as the legal arm of the 
Communist movement. On November 27, 1933, the International Labor Defense wrote 
Carol Weiss King, 100 Sth Avenue, New York, New York, advising her that "The 
European Buro of the International Red Aid (related to be the Comintern legal 
apparatus) has requested the International labor Defense to inform it about 
the work and development of the American Section of the International Juridical 
Association. The European Buro suggests that the Reichstag trial should be 
utilized to strengthen the Association and that the Association should treat 
regularly with the trials in Fasoist coyntries, especially Germany, from a 
juridical and political point of view,"Jupuring its existence, the I.J.A. followed 
closely the Communist program and it is known to have cooperated with such 
groups ag the National Federation for Constitutional Liberties, the International 
Labor Defense, and the National Lawyers Guild.

RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION 
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Through a mail intercept it was determined that Mrs. Alger Hiss 
informed her son Timothy Habson, 45 West 56th Street, New York City, that 
Alzer Hiss expected to sail from the Unitea States ror London around the 
27th or 28th of December. According to this same source, it wes determined 
that both Er. and Mrs. Alger Hiss have been studying the problem of atomic 
energy. rs. Hiss stated that she cally avtenas the Senate hearings on 
the atomic power question, ana she ana her husband Alger heve been attenpting 
to read and understand the Smythe report. 


On Novemoer 28, 1945, a man and woman were observed to visit the 
Hiss home and subsequently on the same evening Alger Hiss and his wife 
accompanied this man and woman in their automobile. There persons have been ےل‎ 
identiitied as hr. and Mrs. Ben T. Moore, 3101 P Street, N.W., washington, 
D. C. Tne pnysical surveillance reilecteo that Ben T. Koore ana his wife 
visited at tne Hiss resiuence on December 4, 1945... — 


The recorás of the Creait Bureau in Washington, D. C., disclose 
that Mrs. Ben T. Moore, 3101 P Street, N.W., was employed in 1944 as a clerk 
in the war Department. During 1944 her husband was in the Armed Forces and 
before entering the Service was employed by the war Production Board as a 
principal economist and by the Department of Agriculture as a social science 
analyst. 





On December 10, 1945, Alger ana Priscilla Hiss were guests in the 
home of Lawrence Meredith Ciemson Smith at 3230 Reservoir Road, N.W., #ashing- 
ton, D. C. On this same occassion an automobile which is listed to the Polish 
Embassy was ooserved to park alongside the Smith residence. 


Lawrence Smith was oorn in Pauiiagelpnia, Pennsylvania, on October 4, 
1902, ana was admitted to practice law in that state in 1928. In 1953 Smith 
left Pnilaaelphia to assume a position in the Government service. On Kay 16, 
1940, Smith entered on duty as a Special Assistant to the Attorney General, 
U.S. Department of Justice. Unger uate of July 1, 1941, he was promoted to 
Cnief attorney of the Special War E fort Unit of tne Department of Justice. 
Ine indices of the Dies Committee re.lecied that Smith was a member of the 
National Lawyers Guild. This information was conrirmed by the washington 
Field Division when Bureau Azents ooserved the active membersnip recorcs of 
the National Lawyers Guild. Accoraing to these reoords, Smith resigned nis 
membership in the Navional Lawyers Guild on July 17, 1940. The lies Committee 
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records reflected that Smith wes a member of the washington Committee for 
Democratic Action ana Treasurer of the American Federation of Artists.

ALLEGATIONS OF INFORMANT . 


Elizabeth Terrill Bentley has advised that approximately one or 
two months prior to the death of Jacob Golos in November of 1943, she learned 
from him that he recently had made contact with a group in Washington, and that 
Earl Browder was responsible for placing Golos in contact with that group. 
marly in 1944, according to Elizabeth Bentley, Browder arranged a meeting for 
her with representatives of this group at the apartment of John Abt in New York. 
Bentley stated, "On the day specified i went to the apartment of John Abt, was 
admitted by him to his apartment and there met four individuals none of whom I 
had ever seen before. They were introduced to ne as Victor Perlo, Charlie Kramer, 
Henry Mazdoff, and Edvard Fitzgerald." Bentley advised that on the occasion of 
this meeting these four were representatives of others in Washington, all of 
wnom she characterized as the Perlo group. Bentley informed that on the occasion 
of the meeting in the apartment of John abt, there was discussion about the pay- 
ment of Communist Party dues by the Perlo croup to her, as well as a discussion 
relative to the furnishing to the group of Comnunist Party literature. "There 
then followed a general discussion among all of us as to the type of information 
vhich these 20 exceotinc Abt. would be able to furnish! "It was obvious to 
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me," said Bentley, "that these people including abt had been associated for some 
time and that they had been engaged in some sort of espionage for Earl Browder." 


With regard to Charles Kramer, Elizabeth Bentley related that it was 
her belief that at that time Kramer was associated with Senator Kilgore's 
Committee in Washington and that Kramer told her that he would be able "to pass 
along Capitol Hill gossip." This information Kramer did subsequently furnish 
to Elizabeth Bentley. 


Subsequent to the initial meeting with the Perlo group including 
Charles Kramer, Elizabeth Bentley stated that arrangenents were made to meet 
representatives of the group at the apartment of Lary Price, and she advised 
that during the course of her association with the Perlo group she met with 


Kramer apo oroximately three times. 


Elizabeth Bentley stated that she knew very little relative to the 
background of Kraner, "with the exception that he is probably native born and 
was for some time a resident of California and a friend of the Silvermasters 
when they resided in that state." Bentley was referring to Nathan Gregory 
Silvernaster and his wife, Helen Witte Silvernaster. "Kramer," so stated Eliza- 
beth Bentley, "came to Washington, D. C. in the early 1930's and was probably

Kramer also advised that he was married and had a daughter aged là years in 1943. 
These files disclose that Kramer was employed by the Office of Price administration 
as Head Economist in the Administrator's Office, that he had been loaned by the 
Office of Price Administration to the Sub-Committee of the Senate Lilitary Affairs 
Committee and his inmediate supervisor was H. Schimmel, telephone National 3120, 
extension 1165, Kramer's annual salary was said to be $6500, and he listed as 
a credit reference the american Security and Trust Company, Southwest Branch, 
Seventh and E Streets, Southwest, Washington, D. C. 


a ی کت‎ who was a former Agent of this Bureau and is now employed 
at the Canitol, advised that the name of Charles Kramer was carried on a list 
maintained by Senator Kiisore of peonle borrowed from other agencies who are 
serving on the Kilsore Committee. Krarer's name appeared on the list prepared 
for Lay and June, 1945. at the present time, according to Scott, Praner is 
serving on Senator Claude Pepper's Wartime Health and iducation Sub-Committee, 
and can be reached on extension 1157 at the Capitol.

Communist Activity 

Whittaker Chambers, who at one time was an important member of the 
Communist Party, in an interview with Bureau agents on hay 10, 1945, stated that 
in approximately 1931 he accented the position of sditor of the publication 
"Lew lasses." Chambers advised that he replaced one Kramer who had been the 
zditor and who had not been going along in sympathy with the Communist Party. 


This wnittaker Chambers in Septerber of 1939 furnished A, A. Berle, 
former United States Undersecretary of State, information pertaining io the 
Communist Underground in Washington, D. C. Chambers named as a meiber of the 
group one Charles Krivitsky, whose alias he said was, Charles Kramer, and who 
was identified with the CIO. according to Chambers, Krivitsky or Kraner had 
previously worked for the La Follette Committee. 


According to the statements of dnittaker Chambers,in 1935 he was 
designated to contact Harold Ware in Washington, D. C. Chambers explained 
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that Ware was the head of a Communist Underground group in Washington which 
was composed of approximately eight members and each of these members was 
himself a leader of another underground unit which operated in the District 
of Columbia. Chambers identified Charles Kramer or Charles Krivitsky as

In 
addition, it will be noted that she likewise identified as Communists, Victor 
Perlo, John Abt, George Silverman, Harry white and Lauchlin Currie, all of 
whom have figured prominently in the statements of Elizabeth Terrill Bentley. 
according to lrs., Perlo, the underground group named by her was originally 
organized by Hal ware in 1933 along the lines of the German Underground Love-

It is known that David Ramsey hes been described as a Communist

the name C. Kramer and the telepnone number Mutual 34500. Inquiry made of the 
ouilding superintendent at 102 - 40th Street, where Ramsey mainvains nis office, 
reflected that the night recoras of the building, disclose tnat one C. Kramer 
and one Gilbert were in the Ramsey Office, Room 3307, at bnat aaaress after 
the usual worxing hours. The Giblert referred to is possibly identical with 
Edward Albert Gilbert formerly a "special vecunical adviser in lite insurance" 
tor the Consumers Union and a close a.sociate of Bou Cohen, Organizer for the 
First Congressional Section of the Communist Party In Philadelphia. 
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Allen was at one time an employee of the La Follette Civil Liberties 
Committee with which committee, as has been previously stated, Charles Kramer 
was also connected.

According to a microphone surveillance on Miriam Rebecca Sherwood on 
January 9, 1945, it was determined that a meeting was held in the Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel on that date sponsored by the Electronics Cornoration of America. This 
meeting was arranged by Carl Sristel then the publicity director for the 
Electronics Corporation, The meeting was a gathering of individuals who formerly 
were active in the organization known as "Businessmen for Roosevelt" and was 
called for the purpose of organizing the group "Businessmen of America, Inc." 


At this meeting Morris Rosenthal, formerly an Assistant Director of the Board 


of Economic Warfare, reported that Lr. Kramer, who had been a member of Senator 
Kilgore's Committee Was active in organizing the group. Rosenthal stated that 
Walter Routenstrauch of the Engineering Department, Columbia University, had 
assisted Kramer in drawing up a draft of the economic program and prospectus 
for the "“usinessmen of america, lnc." Kramer was in attendance at this neet- 
ing and gave a report on his activities pertaining to the organization of the 
group, Kramer said that he had been to washington, D. C., where he had gone 

to discuss the program of the Businessmen of America, Inc. with people in the 
Justice and Treasury Devartments. Kramer said that the response to the group 
had been good and that Jonothan Daniels was quite interested in the plans of 
the group.

is known on April 6, 1945 to have requested of Eleanor Driesen in the CIO Maritime 
Commission, that she furnish nim with two copies of the Farry Bridges brief. 
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The John J. abt referred to was formerly employed by the Depart- 
ment of agriculture in 1933 as an attorney, by the Emergency Relief Administra- 
tion in 1935, and by the WPA during the same year. In July of 1937, he was 
appointed as Special Assistant to the Attorney General in the Antitrust Division 
in the Devartment of Justice and he resigned this position in November of 1938. 
Since this time John Abt has been the General Counsel for tne Amalgamated Cloth- 
ing Jorkers of america, CIO. He is married to Jessica Smith, a former employee 
of the Soviet Embassy in Washington and Editor of "Soviet Russia Today." John 
abt, who was identified by Elizabeth Terrill Bentley as being cognizant of the 
activities of the Perlo group of which Kramer was a member, has close relations 
with prominent Communist functionaries. Abt was prominent in the CIO Political 
action Committee. On September 27, 1945, information was received by the Bureau 
that Charles Kramer, and Dr. Earry Grurdfest, wno was connected with the american 
Association of Scientific Workers at Princeton University, and others were actively 
sponsoring a bill proposed by Senator Kilgore. This bill was indicated to be 
similar to a bill introduced by Senator warren cicgnuson desisned to create a 
National Research Institute. Dr. Grundiest is known to be a member of the 
Communist Party and active with various Soviet front organizations. In 1944 he 
was engaged in experiments with radar at Fort Lonaouth, Lew Jersey.

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. RESULTS OF IKVESTLGATION 


On November 25, 1945, an automobile bearing Virginia License 
#105-366 which is registered to Charles Kramer, 4621 - 34th Street, Fairling- 
ton, Virginia, stopped at the residence of Harold Glasser in Washington, D. C. 
A man generally answering the description of Charles Kramer, at that time was 
observed by the surveilling agents to visit in the Glasser's residence from 
8:30 P.M,. to approximately 9:00 P.L. This man is believed to be Charles Kramer. 
It will be noted that Harold Glasser was identified by Elizabeth Terrill Bentley 
as a member of the Perlo group in Washington, D. Ce, with which group, according 
to Bentley, Charles Kramer was similarly active. 


On November 30, 1945, Charles Kramer was observed to attend a dinner 

party at Cannon's Restaurant, 730 Fifth Street, Northeast, Washington, D. C. 

At that time there was observed by the surveilling agents in the vicinity of 
Cannon's Restaurant, an automobile registered to Ruth P. Jacobs, 4500 South 36th 
Street, arlington, Virginia. It will be noted that, this Jacobs may possibly 

be identical with Ruth C. Jacobs, who is a member of the Communist Party, having 
transferred to the undercover Government group in Washington, D. C. from the 
Communist Party of Los Angeles, California. Since 1945, Jacobs has been employed 
as a clerk by Congressman Ellis Patterson. 
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tarry S. Magdoff was identified by Elizabeth Terrill Bentl 
menber of the Perlo group with which group Kramer was also active. 
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ALLEGATIONS OF THE INFORMANT 
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Elizabeth Terrill Bentley advised that early in 1944 at the request 
of Earl Browder, she met with Victor Perlo, Charlie Kramer, Henry Magdoff 
and Edward Fitzgerald in the apartment of John Abt in New York City.  Acoord- 
ing to the statements of Bentley, these persons, who in turn represented others 
in Washington, D. C., were all Government employees and furnished her with | 
United States Government information for the use of the USSR. Bentley indicated 
that Jacob Golos had previously contacted this group prior to hia death in 
November, 1943. 


Referring to this original meoting in the apartment of John Abt with 
the Perlo group, Bentley stated; “I subsequently learned...» . ^.» there were 


three other persons identifica with this group, namely, Sol Leshinsky, Harold 


Glasser and one George, whose last name I can not recall, but which I believe 
ends in 'vich." With respect to Leshinsky, Bentley stated:  "Leshinsky wes 
employed with UNRRA, but, although he was a member of this group (referring to 
the Perlo group), he never furnished any material." Bentley advised that she 
had no further information in connection with the past history and activities 
of Sol Leshinsky whom "I have mentioned ebove as being & member of the Perlo 
group,"

In April of 1945, the records of the Credit Bureau in Washington, D. Ce, 
disclosed that Schimmel was eaployed as a Consultant for the Kilgore Committee at 
a salary of $5000 a year.

ALLEGATIONS OF INFORG ANT 


Elizabeth Terrill Bentley acvised that approximately one or two 
months prior to the death of Jacob Golos in November of 1943, he told her 
that ne had recently made contact with another group in Washington and 
indicated that his contact with this group was arranged by Earl Browder. 
Thereafter, according to Bentley, Earl Browder in 1944, arranged a meeting 
for her with representatives of the group at the apartment of John Abt in 
New York City. ۱ : 

Bentley stated, "On the date specified I went to the apartment of 
John Abt, was admitted by him to his apartment and there met four 
individuals, none of whom I had ever seen before. They were introduced to 
me as Victor Perlo, Charlie Krarer, Henry Uasdoff end Edward Fitzgerald. 
They seemed to know, at least, genorally that they could talk freely in my 
presence and I recall some conversation about their paying Cormunist Party 
cues to me, as well as my furnishing them with Communist Farty literature. 
There followed then a general discussion among all of us as to the type of 
information which these people, excepting Abt, would be able to furnisn. It 
was obvious to me that these people, inclucing Abt, had been associated for 
sone time and that they had been engaged in some sort of espionage for Earl 
Browder." 


According to Bentley, the group specifically discussed the informa- 
tion they would be able to furnish her and with respect to Lagdoff, Bentley 
advised, ".....lagdoff, who had just returned from a period of approximately 

ix montns hospitalization, exoected to return to tne War Froduction Board 
but was uncertain as to what specifically he would be able to furnish.,...! 


Bentley furnished information concerning the material which the 
Perlo group actually supplied her anc in this connection she stated that lagdoff 
gave meager iniormation "tnat he was able to obtain through “PB.” 


With respect to the background of Fagdoff, Elizabeth Bentley advised, 
"As far as Henry Magdoff is concerned, I have no knowledge of fis background, 
but do recall that he, like kramer, (referring to Charles Krr, another member 
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of the Perlo group) came to Washington in the early 1930's and is a 
Communist Party member. It is my understanding that Nagdoff is presently 
employed in the Department of Commerce in Washington, D. C."

Personal History 


The records of tne OPA regional headquarters, Washington, D. C. 
reflect that Harry S. Magdoff and wife, Beatrice, are residing at 5721 Sherrier 
Place, N.W., and indicate that Harry Magdoff was born in August, 1913, and 
Beatrice Magdoff was born in February, 1913. 


The records of the Selective Service Headovarters for the District 
of Columbia reflect that Harry Samuel Magdoff was born August 21, 1913 and 
was registered under the Selective Service Act with Local Board No, 3, 
1740 Massachusetts Avenue, N.W., Order No, 1584. Records of Local Board No. 3 
disclose that Magdoff is presently residing at 3226 Ravensworth Place, Alexandria, 
Virginia, that his former addresses have been: 4862 Conduit Road, N. W., 
Washington, D. Ce; 5721 Sherrier Place, N.W.,Washington, D. C. 


On April 2, 1941, Magdoff filed his questionnaire and it was therein 
reflected that he had studied mathematics and physics at the City College, New 
York City, and economics and Statistics at New York University. In June of 
1935, Magdoff received a B.S. degree from the Schcol of Commerce of New York 
University. : 


At the time Magdoff completed the questionnaire, he listed his 
employment as "Assistant Chief of Division, studying Civilian Requirements of 
Defense." He also stated that he was married December 30, 1932 at Chicago, 
Illinois and is presently living with his wife, Beatrice. 


In a supplemental questionnaire executed September 4, 1942, Magdoff 
Stated that he was the father of two sons, aged three years and five months; that 


he was appointed "Chief of the Control Records Section of the War Production 


Board. His salary was indicated by him as $541.67 per month. 


In a questionnaire executed by his employer, maintained by Local 
Board Noe 2, Magcoff's employment was described as "Economic Analyst, Chief, 
Current Business Analysis Unit," salary $6750 per annum, date entered present 
position, July 4, 1944." It was stated that Magdoff serves as an expert analyst 
and advisor to officials of the Depertment (War Production Board) upon the 
fundamental problems arising from mobilization of the nation's resources for 


total war; that Magdoff is responsible for the development of material and 
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analyses needed by the department in discharge of its responsibilities on broad 
questions on production, allocation of resources, inter-relationships of major 
segments of the economy under war strains - anticipation of major bottleneck 
and backward areas which retard national effort. 


In the questionnaire completed by ‘Harry Magdoff he listed the 
following previous employment:

Magdoff attenaed üne college from September 1930 to February of 1933, 
transferring to New York University. There wus contained a notation that 
Magdort had been suspended by the Board of Higher Education for a period of 
aour weeks as a disciplinary measure. Dean M. Gottschall informed that the 
suspension of hiagdoif came about because of his activities in a mock trial of 
President Robinson and Director Linehan held on October 30, 1932 at the 
Central Opera House in New York City. It appeared that twenty-one students 
of CCNY were suspenaed because of their participation in this trial.  Gotischall 
stated that he recalled Harry Magulff anda his brother, Samuel Magdoff, and 
that at the time of their attendance at CCNY they were bowi cefinitely inclined 
toward Conmunism. Gottschall also inrormed that the lazdoífs ran around with 
individuals known to oe Cormunists and that Harry Mazdoff was very active in 
the Social Problems Club of the City College of New York, anici club he 
characterized as a Communistic organization. 


It will 5e notea thar the names of the twenty-one stuaents suspenaed 
pecause of their participation in the afore-mentioned mock trial were checked 
through the inaices of the New York Orfice ana wwelve of these individuals were 
iaentified as being memoers of the Communist Party or reported to be engaged 
in Communist activity. It was iurther noted that several who participated in 
the mock trial were members of the Abiaham Lincoln Brigade in the Spanish 
Civil nar, 


it will be nored that information contained in the personnel file لہ‎ 
Harry Lagdoff maintained by the Advisory Commission to the Council of National 
Defense, indicated that he was employed by the Premier Paint Company. In- 
vestigation conaucted at New York disclosed that this company was owned by 


@ wax Lagdoff, the father of Harry Magdoff. 


The personnel files of WPA in Pniladelpuia, rennsylvania, reilected 
that at the time Magdortf was employed, he gave as a previous place of em- 
ployment during the period „rom February, 1931 to January, 1938, one J. 
Rubinstein, 3451 Giles Place, New Yorx City, a Real Estate Manage. 
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Efforts were made to verify this employment with negative results, 
Charles Fine, 264 West 40th Street, New York City, who was connected 
with the management of the premises at 3451 Giles Place, informed that 
this address was organized on a mutual commual basis and that it was 
a "nest of Communists," ۲ 


Magdoff was employed as a Statistician at the National Research l 
Project, 1015 Chestnut Street, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, on April 8, 

1936, at a salary of $2900 per annun, Thereafter he received successive 
appointments as Statistician, Senior Statistician and Principal Statistician 


at $4,000 per annum, which position he held until September 30, 1940. 


The personnel files maintained by the WPA reflected several letters 
of recommendation by David Weintraub, the Director of the National Research 
Project. Weintraub advised that he first met Magdoff in Washington, D. C. 
| sometime during 1935, and that during his association with Magdoff he had 
1 exhibited no radical tendencies nor engaged in any subversive activities, 


David Weintraub was reported to be a Communist Party organizer in 
1930 during the period when he was a Research Assistant in the Research

RESULTS_OF _1LIVISTIGATION 


Through a technical surveillance on the Liagdoff residence, it was 
determined on Decerber 10, 1945, that a woman named Mickey, who is believed 
to be the wife of Solomon A. Lischinsky, arranged to visit Magdoff and his 
wife at their apartment. The physical surveillance on December 12, 1945, 
determined that Solomon Lischinsky, his sister, Nrs. Mandel, and an unidenti- 
fied man who at that time was residing at the lischinsky home, visited Harry 
Magdoff on the evening of that day. It will be noted that Solomon Lischinsky 
was identified by Elizabeth Terrill Bentley as being active with the Perlo 
group in Washington, D. C., with which group, according to Bentley, Larry 
Magdoff was similarly connected. Ve 


On December 12, 1945, the technical surveillance on the liagdoff N 
residence reflected that Harry Magdoff was endeavoring to become an economist 
for a group in Washington, D. C., menbers of which are iilton Eisenhower, the 
brother of General Eisenhower; William Lloyd Garrison and Judge Story. 


On December 1, 1945, Harry Magdoff accompanied by his wife attended 
the showing of the picture "The House on 92nd Street" at the Center in Fairling- 
ton, Virginia. One of the agents engaged on the physical surveillance was seated 
in close proximity to Liazdoff. During the scene in the picture where secret 
writing was being brought out on a postage stamp, Beatrice lazdoff incuired of 
Harry lMagdoff, "Do you do things like that?" According to the agent, Harry 
Macdoff made no reply, and it was not known whether or not Beatrice wes referring 
to tne activity on the screen. 5 


۱ The technical surveillance maintained on the Lagdoff residence on 
Decerber 14, 1945, reflected that lirs. Harry Lagdoff was active in the League 
of domen Voters, and that she together with Ers., Bernard Redmont were expected 
to attend a meeting of that organization on that day. Bernard Redmont was 
identified by Elizabeth Terrill Bentley as one who furnished her with Governuent 
information for the use of the Soviet Union. 9 


On Decezber 1€, 1941, this same source advised that lirs. Lagdoff 
informed a man whose identity was not known as to the addresses of one Stein, 
who resides at 5750 MacArthur Boulevard, ard Solomon Lischinsky, whose address ما‎ 
was given by Ers, Mazdoff as Fort Davis Street, Southeast, Fairfax Village.

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Elizabeth Terrill Bentley advised that shortly before the death of 
Jacob Golos in November of 1943 he told her that recently he had made contact 
with another group in Washington and indicated to her that his contact with 
this group had been made by Earl Browder. Early in 1944, at the request of 
Earl Browder, “lizabeth Bentley met with representatives of this group, identified 
by her as the "Perlo group", in the apartment of John Abt in New York City. 


Elizabeth Bentley stated that subsequent to this meeting she learned 
that "...there were three other persons identified with this group; namely, Sol 
Leshinsky, Harold Glasser and one George, whose last name I cannot recall, but 
which I believe ends in ‘vich'." Bentley subsequently identified the George 
referred to as George Perazich and stated that he "was employed during this 
period in what I believe was the Yugoslavian Section of UNRRA and, accordingly, 
he had access to considerable data conceming that comtry. The information 
supplied by George was, as I recail, principally concerned with UNRRA activities 
or contemplated activities in Yugoslavia. I believe he would make notations 
on material he believed of value and thereafter report it to Perlo wno would 
type the data. I recall that sometime in the fali of 1944 George proceeded to 
Yugosiavia, via Egypt, for UNRRA, and I remember mentioning the trip to my 
Russian contact, either Biit or Jack, who indicated that he would make arrange- 
ments for George to be contacted either in Egypt or Yugoslavia." Bentley stated 
that she had no further knowledge as to whether such contact was in fact made. 


In respect to the background of George Perazich, Bentley advised, 
"(his individual was born in Yugoslavia and is a naturalized American citizen. 
I have no further information concerning his background and, as far as I know, 
he is still in Egypt or Yugoslavia, as set forth above. He is a Communist 
Party member," 


BACKGROUND 


Mr. Fred Parker, Chief, Investigations Unit, UNRRA, Washington, D. C., 
advised that George N. Perazich is presently in Yugoslavia and is expected to — 
return to the United States within a short time. Perazich will stay in the 
United States apparently one week or ten days and is then expected to return 
to Yugoslavia. This source noted that the UNRRA allotment records reflect 
that the wife of Perazich, Mrs. Amelia Perazich, is presently residing at 
Route #2, Box 162, Dinuba, California. 
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The files of UNRRA disclose that George N. Perazich, 45 North End 
Terrace, Bloomfield, New Jersey, was bom April 20, 1905, in Yugoslavia. His 
father and mother were also bom there. It is noted that the UNZRA files do 
not confirm the fact other than by PR MU that Perazich is sn American 
citizen. 


In applying for his position with UNRRA, Perazich listed the follow 
ing as business references: David Weintraub, former director Nationa: Research 
Project, Foreign Relief and Rehabilitation, State Department, Washington, D. C.; 
It wiil be noted that Weintraub has been reported to the Bureau as a Communist. 
Bert H. White, Vice Presiaent, Liberty Bank, Buffalo New York. Porter H, Evans, 
Department 9910. Western Electric Company, South Kearny, New Jersey. 


In addition, Perazich listed the following as personal references:

Professor B. M, Woods, College of Engineering, University of California, Berkeley, 
California, Dr. Franklin Cooper, Research Director, Haskins Laboratory, New York,

The records of Locai Draft Board No. 612, 1441 Hertel Avenue, Buffalo, 
New York, reflect that George N. Perazich, 2'/2 North Drive, Buffalo, New York, 
registered under the Selective Service and Training Act on October 16, 1940, 
that he was assigned number 1477 and serial number 951. At the time of his 
registration, Perazich gave his employment as the Research Advisory Board, Liberty 
Bank Building, Buffalo, New York. 


On April 12, 1941, Perazich filed his questionaire with the board. 
Information contained thereon reflected that he possesses Social Security Number 
that he attended the University of California Engineering School 
for five years and also attended the Wharton School of Finance, University of 
Pennsylvania, for one year. 


In this questionaire Perazich stated that he was married on October 
19, 1933, at San Francisco, California, and that his family consisted of wife, 
Amelia Perazich, age twenty-eight, his son John, one month oid in March of 1942 
and his son, name unknown, born in August, 1942. According to the questionaire 
Perazich registered as an alien and possessed alien registration number 4809933, 
and until the time ne filed his questionaire (April 12, 1941) he had not 9 
United states citizenship papers. 


Qn September 17, 1942, a postal card was received by Local Board 612, 
postmarkea from Buffalo, New York, from Perazich stating that he had a 5 
born and adding that he haa received his United States citizenship. qu) 


On December 14, 1942, Perazich indicated a change of address’ to 45 
North End Terrace, Bloomfield, New Jersey. On August 5, 1944, Perazich re- 
quested permission to leave the United States, aovising that he intended to 
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visit the Balkan area as an employee of UNRRA and that the nature of his 
business was confidential, A comnunication dated August 3, 1944, received 
from the Chairman of the Selective Service Committee of UNRRA, Francis B. 
Sayer, noted that Perazich was assigned to the Balkan area as Director of 
Displaced Persons for UNHRA. 





The personnel files at UNRRA disclose the following information 
contained on a typewritten page furnished by Perazich, "Upon graduation from 
the Naval Academy, Yugoslavia, I was employed as sailor and junior officer 
on merchant ships and travelled extensively for two years. During this time 
I lived for short periods in Holiand, Turkey, Italy and South America (Colombia) 
where I had the opportunity to become acquainted with several European languages 
of which I speak, read and write Serbian and Italian and have reading knowledge 
of Spanish, French and Russian." 


"I attended the University of California between 1926 and 1933 and 
obtained a B.S. Degree in engineering. ....I have graduated from the Warton 
School of the University of Pennsylvania — labor relations, labor history 
and advance statistics. During the past year I completed a course in personnel 
administration at the University of Buffalo." 


In this same statement Perazich advised with respect to his 
experience as follows: "October 1942: Planning Engineer, Western Electric 
Company, handling engineering and design problems of subcontractors supplying 
parts for radar equipment, investigating and approving substitutions in materials 
and equipment, doing liaison work between the Signal Corps and the Bell Telephone 
Laboratories, 


"August 1940 — October 1942: Research Director and Engineer, Research 
Advisory Service (a technical and economical research organization maintained 
by fifteen leading banks throughout the country). .... acquainted with many 
important industrial programs for postwar 0 


"November 1935 = August 1940; Executive Research Director, National 
Bureau of Economic Research and the National Research Project. In charge of 
& division that surveyed the technical and economical performance of over 100 
industrial establishments....." 


. , "August 1934 = June 1935: Research Director, University of California, 
Department of Economics, Supervised a research project on the history of 
economic and theoretical developments of the United States....o" 
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` he investigation conducted August 25, 1945, at the University of 
California reflects that Perazich entered the University on August 25, 1943 
en credentials of the Royal Nautical School in Kantor, Czechoslavakia. Perazich 
received a B.S. Degree on May 11, 1945. b 





The UNRRA file disclosed that Perazich was first employed by that 
organization on November 8, 1943, as an industrial specialist, Foreign Economic 
Administration and UNRRA at $5,600 per annum, At the present time he is 
director of Industrial Rehabilitation, Industrial Rehabilitation Division, 
Yugoslavian Mission, which appointment he received on July 1,1945,. and which | 
position carries $7,375 per annum. 


The file discloses that during the course of his employment with - 
UNRRA, Perazich has been reported by his superiors as being highly egotistical 
and probably unsuited for a position wth UNRRA. In November of 1944, Perazich 
was serving in the Balkan Mission at which time his brother, whose name was 
not given and whom Perazich had not seen in 22 years escaped with eight others 
in a small boat from Yugoslavia, Four of the party were arrested and Perazich 
entered the camp where his brother was detained to see his brother and intercede 
for them. It was reflected that "all of the men were definitely anti-partisan 
and &ll of the party had received money from anti-partisan funds," 


Perazich was repremanded by UNRRA officials for his actions and 
was ordered not to discuss UNRRA policy matters with any members of the Yugo- 
slavian delegation. It is noted in the UNRRA file that his superiors suggested 
that Perazich be removed from the Balkan Mission, but on reconsideration he was 
given another chance, 


COMMUNIST ACTIVITY 
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Fred Parker, the Chief of the Investigation's Unit of UNRRA at 
Washington, D. C., advised there were allegations made that he, Parker, was 
hiring certain political groups to work for UNRRA. Parker said that there 
was also some question as to Perazich's political beliefs. According to 
Parker, this information was passed on to Perazich's superiors, but apparently 


no action was ever taken,

"At about this time he inforned me he (Jacob Golos) was very interested 
in the articles that Walter Lippman was writing and the friends he had, and any 
information he might be in possession of. He also informed me he was 
acquainted with one Mary Watkins Price who at that time was the secretary 
of Walter Lippman. He informed me Mary Price had agreed to furnish him 
&ll the information she could obtain concerning the type of material 
Lippman was writing and other information concerning Lippman's activities. 
He then informed me he would introduce me to Mary Price. At about that 
time we went to Schrafft's at 13th Street and 5th Avenue, New York City, 
where he introduced me to Mary Price. At tnis time I was introduced to 
Mary Price as Helen. Golos was known to Mary Price as John. Mary Price 
was furnished my correct name and address. She was told that this nane 
and address would serve as a cover and the party to whom correspondence 
was directed would forward it to Helen if it bore Mary Price's return name 
and address. In the letters she would write, Mary Price would explain 
when she would arrive in New York and where she would stay. She would 
stay with one of her sisters or brothers in New York City. It was then 
arranged that we would get together every two weeks and that we would 
alternate; one time I would go to Washington and the next time she would 
go to New York. She furnished me with her Washington address and tele- 
phone number and I recall that a snort time thereafter I went to Washing- 
ton, D. C. and met her in her home. I recall that she lived on Olive 
Avenue in Georgetown in Washington, at this time. On the occasion of this 
first visit she gave me a large envelope which I know contained copies of 
letters which were correspondence between Lippman and people he was com- 
municating with. I gave this envelope to Golos. 


"I recall that about two weeks after this first meeting, Mary 
Price informed me she would be in New York City on a certain day. She 
did come to New York City and I then telephoned her and made an appoint- 
ment for her to see Golos. Subsequently, however, on the occasions of 
Mary Price's visits to New York I would accompany Golos when they met 
and she would turn over the material to him. 


"This arrangement continued with hardly any interruption until 
December, 1942, when Mary Price became quite ill and came to New York City. 
In April, 1943, she returned to Lippman's employment and the passage of in- 
formation continued as previously until June, 1943, when she resigned her 
position with Lippman. 








- . Elizabeth Bentley also advised that she was seeing Mary Price in 
Washington, D. C., at about the time Robert Miller moved to Washington and 
that Jacob Golos instructed her to also contact Miller for any information 


he might be able to hard out, 


Elizabeth Bentley informed that she established contact with 
Maurice Halperin and Willard Park in Washington, D. Ce, and that after her 
first meeting with them she did not ask them for any information coming to 
their attention in the course of their Govermmental duties. Acoording to 
Bentley, “Some few weeks later Golos made one of his very infrequent trips 
to Washington, met Halperin and Park at the home of Mary Price and apparently 
made arrangements with them on that occasion to be supplied by them with 
certain information to Which they had access in their respective offices. 

"Although I was in the Price home at this time, I was not in 
their immediate presence during their conversation, having been told by 
Golos to take Mary Price into the bedroom and occupy her attention while 
Golos and the men had their discussion. 


"after this meeting Halperin and Park began to supply Golos 
with various information and made it available to him by giving it to 
Mery Price, from whom I would take it on my trips to Washington, This 


` arrangement continued for a few months, at which time Mary Price became 


ill and their information came directly to me from then, 


"With respect to the type of information being made available 
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by Halperin and Park, it is my recollection that Park was able to supply‏ 


only throw-aways and rather inconsequential data from the CIAA and the 
contributions were not of much value, Halperin, however, delivered to 
Mary Price and later to myself mimeographed bulletins and reports pre- 
pared by OSS on a variety of topics and also supplied excerpts fram 
State Department cables to which he evidently had access, Halperin's 
contributions were gratefully received by Golos, who appeared to attach 
considerable importance to them, 


“Another individual with whom I became acquainted during the 
latter part o of 1942 was Major Duncan Lee, My first "knowledge of h him 
came from a remark by Mary Price at the time when she was in New York 
in 1942 that she was attending a party in New York City given by Duncan 


Lee, & friend of her sister, Mildred. 


"In 1942 Mary Price mentioned to Golos that Lee was going to 
Washington, D. C., with General Donovan in OSS and she asked Golos 
if he were interested in Lee. Golos replied that of course he was and 
delegated Mary to handle him. Mary did proceed to take care of Lee who 
wes given an army commission directly upon entering OSS, but his oon- 
tributions were not particularly voluminous or valuable and Golos decided 
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ion coming to — Tu OSS. 
Accordingly, through arrangements made by Mary Price, 1 met Lee in Washing- 
ton and he told me he was in an advisory capacity to General Donovan, and 
it was apparent that he was oognizant of most of the material directed to 


General Donovan's attention. 
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of his duties and the type of informat 


“It is my impression that at this:time Lee, who had been a Come 
munist Party member in New York City, was of the impression that the in- 
formation he had been giving Mary Price was being delivered to Earl Browder 
but in subsequent conversations and from remarks which came to my attention 
later as having been made by Lee, I believe that after awhile he realized 
that such information was actually destined for Russian Intelligence." 


Bentley also furnished information regarding one Helen Tenney, who, 
she stated, supplied Golos with Governmental information while Tenney was | 
employed with OSS in Washington, D. C. With particular reference to Mary 
Price, Elizabeth Bentley advised that when Helen Tenney secured her position 
with OSS in Washington during the late summer of 1943, she took over the 
apartment of Mary Price, which, to the best recollection of Bentley, was 
located at 2038 I Street, N.W., Washington, D. C.

"I never met Greenburg, nor, so far as I know, did Golos, but his 
information was passed by him to Mary Price, from whom I received it, It 
is my recollection that his services were enlisted when Mildred Price suggested 
to Golos that he might be of use and thereafter appropriate arrangements were 
effected by Mildred so that Greenburg would relay information to Mary. 
Greenburg's activities, to the best of my recollection, continued probably 
until September, 1944, at which time Mary, at my suggestion, had dropped him, 
I believe Mary Price at one time mentioned to me that Greenburg was a Com- 
munist in Engiand, I have no specific kmowledge of his Commmist Party 
activities in the United States except I do recall Mary Price's attempts 
occasionally to collect Communist Party dues from him," 


"In connection with my association with Mildred Price, who 
incidentally, is now Mrs. Harold Coy, I recall first meeting her in about 
June, 1945. I, of course, knew Mary Price prior to this time and, as I have 
stated above, was in quite close contact with her. I imow that she had a 
sister Mildred, but it was not until the summer of 1943 when Mary went 
to Mexico, that she introduced me to Mildred. As a result, I had contacts 
with Mildred Price in determining the whereabouts and other activities oon- 
cerning Mary, who was in Mexico at the time," 
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Elizabeth Bentley furnished information ooncerning her association 
with & group in Washington identified by her as the Perlo Group. 


"It is my present recollection that on the occasion of my meeting 
these people in the Abt apartment I had never heard of eny of the other 
members of the group. It was arranged at this meeting that a representative 
of this group would collect such information as the various members were 
able to secure and would deliver it to me at the apartment of Mary Price 
who was residing at that time at 207 West llth Street, New York City. 

It was agreed that when & member of the group desired to meet me in New 
York, I would be notified by Mery Price, to, whom the group Would write 
and give the date of the visit. If any changes were made in case a 
meeting had been fixed for a particular date, Mary Price would be apprised 
thereof by letter and would accordingly inform me. No partioular member 
of the group was delegated to be the traveling representative but rather, 
anyone of them who happened to be making a business trip to New York or 
had sufficient free time to travel, would bring the data up." 


In connection with these meetings with members of the Perlo Group 
at the apartment of Mary Price, Elizabeth Bentley said: 


"I would state that between the spring of 1944 and December, 1944, 
when I disassociated myself from these activities, that I met a member or 
members of the Perlo Group in New York City approximately once every two or 
three weeks, always at Mary Price's apartment. There were, however, occasions 
when these individuals were away on vacation and I might not see them for 
some extended period, 


"With reference to the individuals of the Perlo Group who I 
met at Mary Price's apartment and who turned over information to me, I 
would state that Viotor Perlo represented this group in meetings with me 
more often than the other members of the group; Fitzgerald about four or 
five times; Kramer about three times; and Rosenberg and Wheeler once each." 


Elizabeth Bentley furnished information regarding her Russian 
contacts in the espionage organization described by her. 


One of these contacts was known to Bentley by the name Catherine, 
Bentley related that on one occasion she mentioned to Catherine “about Mary 
Price being in love with Henderson (Donald Henderson) and Catherine seemed 
very startled by my statement but said nothing." ۱ 


According to Bentley in November of 1943 Catherine introduced her 
to a man referred to as "my new boss," On the occasion of this meeting, the 
man, who gave his name only as "Bill", "instructed me that he would receive 
from me such material as I collected and made demands that I turn over Mary 
Price to him, and I, of course, rejected this demand," 
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Elizabeth Bentley's Russian contact, according to her statements, 
who succeeded "Bill" was one "Jack", In this connection, she advised that 
on her second meeting with "Jack", “he talked to me concerning Mary Price 
and made an effort to have me turn her over to him. J became somewhat 
incensed about this and definitely told him that Browder had turned Mary 
Price loose and that he would not be able to obtain her services."

With respect to "Jack", Bentley informed that he gave her instruo- 
tions to purchase Christmas gifts for the people who were furnishing her with 
information and that one of the persons to whom Elizabeth Bentley gave a gift 

on "Jack's" instructions was Mary Price. 


Shortly after Juno of 1944, Elizabeth Bentley stated that Earl 
Browder informed her that he wanted to meet some of the people whom she had 
been contacting and shortly thereafter he did in fact meet Mary Price and 
Joseph Gregg at the former's apartment in New York City. Bentley advised: 


"This, to my knowledge, was the first time Mary Price had ever met 
Browder. I left Mery's apartment shortly after I brought Browder there and 
made the introduction between her and Browder, and returned an hour or so 
later, bringing Gregg with me. Mary and I went into her bedroam and she 
told me that she had informed Browder that she wanted to get out of the 
Whole business and that he had said he would think it over and let her 
know, A few days later Browder told me that he had decided to let Mary 
Price get out of the business and I was to inform her accordingly." 


BACKGROUND 

Eugene B. Snyder, 207 West llth Street, New York City, has advised 
that Mary Price is presently residing in Greensboro, North Carolina, that 
curing the week of November 26, 1945, Mary Price had made plans to visit 
with friends and relatives for a short time in Burlington, North Carolina, 
and that on or about December 1, 1945, it was her intention to return to 
her residence at 207 West llth Street, New York Citys 

According to a technical surveillance, Mary Price, as of December 10, 
1945, was residing in Greensboro, North Carolina, and expected to return to 
New York City about Christmas time of 1945, The Charlotte Field Division 
advised that her address in Greensboro, North Carolina, is 903 Courtland 
Street, and that Mary Price is the secretary-tre&surer of the North Carolina 
Committee of the Southern Conference for Human Welfare with offices at 
255 North Green Street, Greensboro, North Carolina. 


Mary Price originally began her employment with the Southern 
Conference for Human Welfare on August 13, 1945,

It will be noted that the So rn Conference for Human Welfare is 
an organization active in fighting against the poll tax, and is active in 
interracial problems and in the improvement of southern labor conditions, 
In addition, the organization favors the establishment of a permanent Fair 
Employment Practices Commission, At an Executive Board meeting July 5, 1945, 
a plan of the Washington Committee for the Southern Conference of Human Welfare 
as drawn up for presentation to the Conference contained the following language: 
"Suggest also the further addition of a ‘Surplus Profits! Subcommittee with Dr.

Vice President of Local 16 of the UOPWA and had worked on the staff of the 
"office and Professional News," 
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Eugene B. Snyder, who is identified above, advised that Mary Price, 


according to her statements, wes in Mexico fran May, 1945, to July, 1945, on a 
business trip for the publication “Business Week." 





A report received from the Credit Bureau at Washington, ملا‎ C., dated 
September 4, 1940, advises that a Miss Mary Price, 2454 Pennsylvania Avenue, 
N. W., Apartment 4, osme to Washington fram 3 West 15th Street, New York City 
and had resided in Washington for approximately 1 year at the Pennsylvania 
Avenue address with one Miss Virginia Payne. The report stated that Mary 
Price was the secretary to a Mr. Lichtman (believed to be Lippman) and 
divides her time between New York City and Washington, D. C. 


A credit report from the same source dated December 18, 1942, re- 

flected that Mery W. Price resided at 2038 I Street, N. W., and had been 

at that address sinoe May 19, 1942, and previous addresses were indicated to 
be 1905 Kalorama Road, مل(‎ W., from June, 1941, to May, 1942, and at 2921 
Oliver Street, N. W., renting from a Miss Virginia Payne from September 15, 
1940, to July 1, 1941. The credit report stated that as of December 18, 
1942, Mary Price was employed by the Washington office of the New York 
Herald Tribune in the National Press Building and that she was the stenographer 


— Valter 1,1629 35th Street, N. We, who maintains a local contract 


for the New York Herald Tribune. The oredit report stated that she had been 
employed in this capacity for approximately three years at $50 per week and 
that formerly she was employed in New York City by the New Fork Herald Tribune 
for the approximate period of ten years. 


La Brent Colbert, colored, a mail carrier who delivers to the premises 
at 2058 I Street, N. W., advised that Mary Price had moved from there approxi- 
mately six months previously and had indicated a change of address to 207 West 
lith Street, New York City. This source stated that the apartment of Mary 
Price in Washington was taken over by a Miss Helen Tenney. 


On November 27, 1943, a loyalty and character report Was prepared 
by the Office of the Provost Marshal General, Army Service Forces, War 
Depertment, on Mary Wolfe Price, 2038 I Street, ما[‎ We, Washington, D.C. 

The report indicated investigation regarding the subject was not completed 
because it was discovered Price had taken a position with"Business Week" 
magazine in New York City and wes not available for Government employment. 
Investigation that was conducted, however, verified the education, sub=- 
stantiated her birthplace and date and determined that the employment listed 
on her Personnel Security Questionnaire was accurate. During Price's employ= 
ment by the New York Herald Tribune, it was stated she served as Secretary 

to Walter Lippman, 


One reference advised that Price, while employed with E. P. Dutton 
Company, New York City, was "outspokenly an exponent of Communism." The 
loyalty report also shows that a letter from the University of North Carolina 
stated that Price, while in attendance at that school, was interested in 
"leftish" movements, The informant at the University of North Carolina also 
stated that Price reportedly had returned from a trip to Russia with great 
enthusiasm regarding certain aspects of Soviet life. 
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The University of North Carol also advised, according to the 
loyalty report, that the subject attended the Women's College under the name 
of Mary Watkins Price rather than Mary Wolfe Price and comparison of birth 
information and parents! names indicated to the investigating agent that the 
two were identical. 


Communist Background 


Mary Wolfe Price is the sister of Mrs, Harold Coy, nee Mildred Price. 
Mildred Price, who taught at Commonwealth College, Mena, Arkansas, in 1955 and 
was reported in 1941 to have been engaged in research or "secret service" work 
for the Communist Party for over ten years, was last indicated in November, 
1944, to be residing at 420 West 118th Street, New York City. Mildred Price 
was listed in May, 1944, as executive secretary of China Aid Council. Her 
husband, Harold Coy, reportedly also taught at Commonwealth College and was 
said to be a Commmist. His last reported employment was in May, 1944, with 
the New York Daily News. 


Both Mildred Price and Mary Price, possibly the subject and her 
sister mentioned above, in 1937 and 1938 were writers for Federated Press, a 
labor news agency in the United States known to have had many Communists on 
its staff. 


In 1940 the name of Miss Mary Price, 2434 Pennsylvania Avenue, He We, 
and the name of Miss Mildred Price, 1612 K Street, N. W., appeared as members 
on the index card system of the Washington Committee for Democratic Action. 

In 1941 an index maintained in the headquarters of the Socialist Party in the 
District of Columbia under the label "Capital City Forum" contained the name 
of Mary Price, 2404 Pennsylvania Avenue, Ke We

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D, C. It is noted that this is in all probability Mary Wolfe Price ma smuch 
as 1905 Kalorama Road, N. W., was given as an address by that individual in 
her U. S. Army Personnel Security Questionnaire mentioned previously, 


In a conversation on April 22, 1943, at New York City, between Jake 
Epstein, presently the head of the Waterfront Section of the Communist Party, 
and another individual whose identity is unknown, Epstein was asked if he had 
anyone in mind who he thought should join the Party, Epstein replied that 
the only new one was Mary Price who had just joined. It is not known whether 
this Mary Prico is identical with Mary Wolfe Price, slthough it is to be 
noted that the PUG loyalty and character investigation mentioned earlier was 
not completed in November, 1943, because it had been determined that the 
subject had accepted a position with "Business Week" Magazine in New York City.

Bennett is said to be a member of the Veterans of the Abraham Lincoln Brigade. 


On December 16, 1943, Bennett was interviewed in comnection with a 
Hatch Act investigation, stating he was them employed as News Editor in the 
Foreign Service Division of O.W.I, 
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Bennett's first wife, Lillian Benett, whom he divorced, has admitted 
being a Commmist Party member; she stated that she agreed wholeheartedly 

with its principles and had dropped her membership in the State of Washington 
not because of e quarrel with its principles, but because of the local 







8 nnett had attempted to enlist him as a volunteer in the 
yalist Army in Spain and that Bennett had told him he had connections with 
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i pie the Russian Enbessy. 


Count Alfred Krzybski, 1252 East 56th Street, Chicago, Illinois, an 
agent of Russian Intelligence during World War I and Director of General 
Semantics Institute, Chicago, which Bennett had attended in 1941, stated that 
Bennett was a firm believer in the absorbtion of more power by the Federal 
Government during the course of World War II. He said that Bennett would not 
be dangerous while the United States was involved in the war, but would not 
miss any opportunity to air his beliefs to his fellow employees and this was 
one of the reasons for his securing employment by the Goverment. 


The address book of George Henri Anton Ivens, with alias Joris 
Ivens, reported Soviet agent, who recently went to the Netherlands East Indies 
as film commissioner for the Dutch Government, contained the notation "Pree 
view Theater, 1600 Broadway, New York (Mary Price.)" Ivens, while in the 
United Stetes, before his departure for the Netherlands East Indies was in 
contact with Soviet officials and espionage agents. 


In this same connection, during a portion of the investigation 
involving Brandon Films, Incorporated; Internal Security =~ R; Registration 
Act," a Miss Mary Price of $61 East 56th Street, New York City, who was 
described as the secretary of William Gullette, owner and operator of the 
Preview Theater, 1600 Broadway, was contacted regarding personnel in the 
Brandon office, She was able to furnish no information in the case. 


The individual named in the address book of Joris Ivens and the 
Secretary to William Gullette are apparently identical but it is not possible 
to say that this Mary Price is identical with Mary Tolfe Price, 


Investigation has determined that Branson Price is the sister of 
Mery Price and resides at 55 Barrow Street, Apartment 6, New York City. 
Branson Price, during 1942, was the subject of a Hatch Act investigation. 
At that time she was employed as an inspector by the Wage and Hour Division, 
Region No. 2, United States Department of Labor, It will be noted that the 
name of Bransm Price appeared on the active indices of the Washington 
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Committee for Democratic Action and a Branson Price residing at 1207 M 
Street, also appeared on the address list of a Washington organizer of the 
Washington Peace Mobilization. On March 25, 1942, Branson Price was on 
an indefinite leave from the Wage and Hour Division of the Department of 
Labor and during this leave, her address was indicated to be 1905 Kalorama 
Road, NH. We, Washington, D.C., which was also the address of Mary Price 
at that tima ` 

The investigation of Mary Price determined that her neice is 
Mrs. Joseph Zak, residing at 207 Tiest llth Street, New York City. It will 
be noted that Joseph Zak, 4825 36th Street, Queens, New York, was a delegate 
of the American Youth Congress in 1941. 
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"RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION 


The Charlotte Field Division has advised that Mary Wolfe Price 
is presently residing at 903 Courtland Street, Greensboro, North Carolina; 
that she is Secretary-Treasurer of the North Carolina Committee of the 
Southern Conference for Human welfare. To date, no information has been 
received concerning her activities in North Carolina, which is believed 
pertinent to this investigation at this time. 


According to a technical surveillance which is maintained on the 
residence of Lary Price at 207 West llth Street, New York City, it was 
determined that on December 10, 1945, a James Hibben endeavored to contact 
lary Price. This person may be identical with James Herbert Hibben, former 
Chief of the Chemical Division, United States Tariff Commission, of whom the 
Bureau conducted a Hatch Act investization in 1941. 


As of October 15, 1941, Hibben was residing at 14 West Leland, Chevy 
Chase, Maryland, and was employed as Chief of the Chemical Division of the 
United States Tariff Commission from July 17, 1939. During this investigation 
allegations vere made that James Hibben had performed services for the amtorg 
Trading Cornoration and that he was influential in securing men to fill technical 
positions in Russia. According to Warren W. Watson, a representative of the. 
Menufacturing Chemist Society, Washington, D. C., there were rumors prevalent 
that Hibben was pro-Communist, and Watson stated that he had heard that when 
Hibben visited defense plants he asked for information which was outside the 
scope of his jurisdiction. It was also thought by watson that Hibben had 
attempted to procure files and revorts from the Arny-Lavy Munitions Boards, 
which files were not necessary for the conduct of Hibben's business. Watson 
further learned that Hibben had tried to obtain confidential information on 
explosives outside the scope of his jurisdiction.

according to Lajor i. F. Sterling, Room 6122, War Department building, 
Washington, D. C., Hibben was acquainted with the Russian Ambassador Constantin 
Oumansky. Lejor Sterling expressed the opinion that Hibben would aid Russia 
even to the extent of harming the United States. He recalled that there was a 
rule in the Chemical Division that no files containing scales of production 
and sales were ever to leave the building, but stated that on several occasions 
Hibben had taken these files to his home.

ALLEGATIONS OF INFORMANT 


Elizabeth Terrill Bentley advised that approximately two months 
prior to the death of Jacob Golos in November of 1943, he told her that he had 
recently made contact with another group in Washington and indicated to her 
that he had been placed in contact with this group by Earl Browder, 
Subsequently, according to Elizabeth Bentley, Earl Browder made arrange- 
ments for her to meet representatives of the group at the apartment of John 
Abt in New York City. On the date specified, Bentley said she met these 
representatives and they generally discussed the type of information which 
they would give her. 


Bentley then said, "I remember further that these persons then 
discussed at some length what contributions of intelligence might be expected 
from other members of the group, inasmuch as it will be recalled that at 
the early part of this meeting I am now describing, Perlo and the others 
mentioned that they were delegates from their group in Washington; 


With respect to the information expected from the other members, 
Bentley recalled, "That Allan Rosenberg, who was at that time abroad in some 
capacity for the United States Government, also could be expected to furnish 
some information on his return to the United States." 


Subsequent to the first meeting with this group in the apartment of 
John Abt, Elizabeth Bentley advised that arrangements were made to meet 
representatives of the Perlo group at the apartment of Mary Price in New 
York City. "With reference to the individuals of the Perlo group whom i ret 
at Mary Price's apartment and who turned over information to me, I would 
State that Victor Perlo represented this group in meetings with me more often 
than the other members of the group; Fitzgerald (Edrard) about four or five 
times; Kramer (Charles) about three times; and Rosenberg and Wheeler (David) 
once each." 


With specific reference to the type of information furnished, 
Elizabeth Bentley said, "Rosenberg furnished information that he obtained as 
a result of observations, recommendations, plans, and proposals made by 
various Governmental officials concerning the handling of Germany. He 
was employed in the FEA at that time and this material came to him in the 
course of his duties with that agency. Information of this sort 
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by Rosenberg was rather voluminous, and J recall receiving from him 


substantial quantities of written material bearing, upon matters outlined 
above; for example, specific suggestions and proposals made by various 
A-erican officials with respect to problems‘ expected to be met in postwar 
Germany," 


Bentley also said that it was her understanding that Allan 
Rosenberg comes from a wealthy American-Jewish family. He stvdied at 
Harvard where he received an LL.B. degree and came to Washington in the 
early 1930's, where he was employed in some Governmental agency, She stated, 
"During my association with him in the activities herein mentioned, hè was 
employed with FHA. He is a Communist Party member; however, I do not know 
of his present whereabouts or activities,!! 


Allan Rosenberg resides at 6955 Brooks Lane, Prookmont, Montgomery 
County, Maryland, with his wife, Erna Rothschild Rosenberg. Rosenberg was 
employed by the Foreign Economic Administration as Chief of the "Economic 
Institution Staff," having received tnis appointment on December 22, 1941, 
at a salary of $8,000 per annum, He resigned this position on November 16, 
1945. l 


advised that Rosenberg stated his intention to practice law with his brother- 
in-law, William Koplovitz, whose business phone in Washington, D. C. is 
Republic 6363.

The telephone directory lists William C. Koplovitz as an attorney 
with offices in the Bowen Building, 815 - 15th Street, N.W., Washington, D. C.

In addition to 
Koplovitz, William J. Dempsey, who resides at 493 Linnean Street, N.W., 
Washington, D. C. and Richard C. O'lmre, 6623 Hillendale Road, Chevy Chase, 
Maryland, and one Harry Ockershausen, are also connected with the firm, along 
with Allan Rosenberge 
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Personal History 


On February 20, 1940, Allan R. Rosenberg was the Legal Assistant to 
the Secretary of the National Labor Relations Board. On thet date, Rosenberg 


was called as & witness before a special committee of the House of Representatives 
‘to investigate the National Labor Relations Board. On this occasion Rosenberg 
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testified that he was born in Dorchester, Massachusetts in 1909; that he 
graduated from the Boston Latin School in 1926, Harvard College in 1930 and 
Harvard Law School in 1936. Thereafter, Rosenberg stated he came to 

Washington, D. C. and was employed by the Railroad Retirement Board, His 
services were loaned by this Board to the Senate Civil Liberties Committee 

as an attorney and investigator. In April, 1937, he was appointed a 

review attorney by the NLRB in Washington, D. Ce Ìn October, 1937, Rosenberg 

was appointed Legal Assistant to Benedict Wolf, at that time Secretary of the 
NLRB, and he continued in that capacity under Nathan Witt, ء001‎ the 
time of the Congressional hearing. 


By reason of the testimony and exhibits which were introduced 
during the hearing of the Special Committee of the House of Representatives, 
it was reflected that the appropriations of the NLRB were used to seek 
outside support to oppose legislation affecting the National Labor Relations Act 
and to oppose a reduction of the appropriations for the Board in violation of 
Section 201, Title 18, U. S. Code, The Bureau, thereafter, was requested to 
conduct an investigation of the activities of the NLRB, —— "Misuse of 
Congressional Appropriations, ff 


During March of 1940 at Washington, D. C., Allen Rosenberg was 
interviewed and furnished a signed statement under oath. Rosenberg stated 
that during August, 1938, he was placed in charge of the Order Section of the 
NLRB under the direct supervision of the Secretary of the Board; that about 
the first of February, 1939, he was transferred to a legislative comnittee 
established by the NLRB to prepare a report which was to be presented before 
the Senate and House Committee, proposed amendments to the National Labor 
Relations Act having been already introduced in both houses and the passage 
of which would have greatly affected the activities of the NLPB. 


In April, 1939, according to his statement, a staff of about six or 
eight attorneys were assigned to work under his supervision and they were charged 
with the gathering of evidence and the preparing of statements to be used before 
the Congressional Committee, answering criticisms which had been leveled at 
the NLRB. Rosenberg's appointment to this position was made by Nathan Witt, 
Secretary of the NLRB. 


The Bureau's investigation, with particular reference to Rosenberg, 
ascertained that he was placed in charge of a mumber of attorneys, as has been 
set out above, and that one of these attorneys by the nere of Robert L. Condon, 


. Was placed in charge of correspondence; that a great deal of correspondence on 


Government stationery and using franked envelopes was directed to persons 
soliciting them to write to Senator Thomas stating their vi in opposition 
to the proposed amendments to the National Labor Relations 
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It will be noted that Nathan Witt, Secretary of the NLRB, 
responsible for the appointment and service of Rosenberg, has been identified 
by Whitaker Chambers, a former high-ranking Communist, as being a leader in 
the Communist underground group in Washington, D. C. Chambers furnished 
information that ER. D succeeded to the leadership of the Communist 
underground in Washington, D. C. following Harold Ware, and in turm was 
succeeded by John Abt, EN nd 


The files of Local Draft Board Noe 10, Washington, D. Ce disclose 
that on October 16, 1940, Allan Rosenberg, giving his address as 1727 R 
Street, N.W., Washington, D. Ce, registered with this Board, 


Information pertaining to him at the Draft Board discloses 


` that in 1936 he was employed by the Fifth Regional National Labor Relations 


Board at Baltimore, Maryland at a salary of $3800 per annum, that he was 
married on November 7, 1937, in the District of Columbia and his nearest 
relative is indicated to be Dr. Isaac G. Rosenberg, his father, who resides 
at 325 St. Paul Street, Brookline, Massachusetts. 


On December 29, 1941, Rosenberg notified the Selective Service 
Board of employment with the Economic Warfare as a Senior Attorney at a 
salary of $4600 per annum. 


On February 24, 1942, Rosenberg was classified 4-F due to a 
pituitary deficiency. On October 23, 1944, Rosenberg wes given permission 
to leave the United States for & period of four months to go to England on 
a mission for the Foreign Economic Administration, A similar permission was 
granted to him on February 28, 1944, for a period of six months, 


According to the Selective Service file, Rosenbergts wife, prior to 
February of 1942, was employed in the Rural Electrification Administration 
in Washington, D. C. 


The records of the State Department disclose that Allan 
Rosenberg'!s father is Isaac G. Rosenberg, who was born in Portland, Maine,

The physical surveillance of Allan Rosenberg has disclosed that 
he is frequently in ihe company of Warren Leonard Sharfman, 5320 Carolina 
Place, Northwest, wiyh whom Rosenberg expects to be engaged in the practice 
of law.

Sharfman ir 1942 was employed as an attorney by the OPA, and 

previously had beer employed by the Treasury Department. The name of Warren 
Sharfman, 2110 Ogle;'orpe Avenue, Northwest, Washington, D. C., appeared on 
the active indices o. the Washington Committee for Democratic Action, and also 
on the active indices of the American Peace l'obilization. The name of Warren 
L. Sharfman was listed by the Dies Committee as a member of the Washington 
Committee for Democratic Action, a member of the Ameri League for Peace and 
Democracy, and a menter of th fational Lawyers Guild. Jaccording to the Dies 
record, brs. Warren Charfman was™active with the Leagug! of Women Shoppers, Inc. 


Warren Leonard Sharfman was investigated under the provisions of 
the Hatch Act, and it was ascertained from his fellow employees that although 
he was identified x: *3 a radical pro-Communist group, he was believed by them 
not to be a Conmunis:, 


Warren Sharman was born on November 10, 1912 at Boston, Massachusetts 
of Russian parentage he is married to Amalie Schenthal. 


On Novembe: 23, 1945, Allan sosenberg was observed to visit in the 
SnarZman residence ^. 5320 Carolina Place, Northwest, washington, D. C. Rosen- 
berg likewise visit « the Sharfman home on November 30, 1945, and accompanied by 
Sharfman, Rosenberg t^aveled to New York City arriving there on December 9, 1945. 


a physical surveillance conducted of allan Rosenberg and william 
Leonard Sharfman while they were in New York City disclosed that on December 10, 
1945 at 2:20 P.i!. Sharfman and Rosenberg entered the Harvard Club located at 27 
dest hth Street, Nev York City. At this time they inquired for hax Lowenthal, 
but Lowenthal could not be located. Lowenthal, an attorney, presently resides 
at 467 Central Fark west, New York City, New York. Rosenberg and Sharfman 
returned to Washington, D. C. on December 11, 1945. 


On Kovember 28, 1945, Allan Rosenberg drove to the home of Harold 
Glasser, 5401 Cathe ial Avenue, Northwest, Washington, ہل‎ C. Glasser came out 
of his residence anu entered Rosenberg's car, whereupon they drove to the 
residence of Warren Siarfman, 5320 Carolina Place, Northwest. Shartman 
accompanied Rosenberg and Glasser to the Treasury Building at 15th Street and 
Pennsylvania Avenue, lorthwest, at which point Glasser was observed to enter 


that building. 








it will be noted that Harold Glasser was identified by Elizabeth 
Terrill Bentley as a meuber of the Perlo group in Washington, D. C. Elizabeth 
Bentley has also identified Allan Rosenberg as being active with this group, 
the members of which furnished her with Government information for the use of 


the Soviet Union. 


On December 1, 1945, Rosenberg and Warren Leonard Sharfman visited 
the residence of Harold Glasser where they remained for approximately ten 
minutes. On December 4, 1945, Rosenberg and Sharfman visited at the Glasser 
residence for approximately” one half hour. 


The technical surveillance maintained on the residence of Allan 
Rosenberg disclosed that on Decezber 5, 1945, Fave Glasser, the wife of Harold 
Glasser and Erna Rosenberg discussed their plans to attend a Seminar to be 
conducted by Margaret xioff. This saie source advised that on December 7, 
1945, Allan Rosenberg discussed with Faye Glasser the arrival of her brother- 
in-law "aury", believed to be identical with Uaurice Glasser. 


Tnereafter on Decenber 9, 1945, the physical surveillance determined 


that Rosenberg accompanied by a men believed to be Zaurice Glasser drove to tne 
home of harold Glasser and visited there. 
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ALLEGATIONS OF INFORMANT 


Elizabeth Terrill Bentley advised that approximately one or two 
months prior to the death of Jacob Golos in November of 1943, Golos informed 
her that he had recently made contact with another group in Washington, D. C., 
and indicated that he had been placed in contact with this group by Earl 
Browder. At the request of Earl Browder early in 19), Elizabeth Bentley met 
with representatives of the group at the apartment of John Abt in New York 
City. She advised that at this meeting the representatives of the group dis- 
cussed with her the type of information that they would furnish and then dis- 
cussed the contributions of intelligence which might be expected from other 
members of the group who were not present at the meeting. 


Bentley stated, "With respect to the information expected from the 
other members, I recali that mentíon was made of Donald Wheeler and of the 
fact that because of his position on the Editorial Board of the Research and 
Analysis Section of OSS, he would be able to make contributions of value." 


Bentley stated that during the course of her association with the 
Perlo group, Donald Wheeler furnished "information that he obtained through 
his employment on the editorial board of the Research and Analysis Division 
of the Office of Strategic Services, which included 'ditto' copies of monthly 
and semi-montnly reports of the Office of Strategic Services as they concerned 
political developments throughout the world, As I recall, these 'ditto' re- 
ports were sometimes marked 'secret! and sometimes marked 'confidential.' They 
did not, however, have any marginal notations as to what divisions of the 
Office of Strategic Services these documents were to be routed, nor did tney, 
as far as I can recall, indicate any other Governmental agencies to which these 
reports were to be directed. Wheeler also furnished typewritten and handwritten 
exhibits that he obtained from an OSS digest made up of cable reports from 
State Department and OSS personnel. Included also were various reports and 
memoranda prepared by the Foreign Nationalities Branch of the Office of 
Strategic Services, this material relating to particular racial groups and 
their activities within the United States." 


According to Bentley, subsequent to her meeting at the apartment of 
John Abt, she regularly met with members of the Perlo group at the apartment 
of Mary Price in New York and advised that she met Wheeler there (Donald Niven 
Wheeler) on at least one occasion, Bentley also stated that on the occasion 
of her second meeting with the Perlo group, the date of which she does not 
recall, Perlo had with him some information which he turned over to her, 
She stated further, "I desire to point out at this time that to the best of 
my recollection, Perlo had on the initial meeting produced some written material, 
including OSS documents made available by Wheeler," 








With respect to Donald Wheeler, Elizabeth Bentley advised, "I recall 
that Major Duncan Lee mentioned to me at one time that he had a friend named 
- Donald Wheeler in OSS; that Wheeler had attended either Oxford or Cambridge 
University with him and that Wheeler was a really progressive person.'" 


Elisabeth Bentley further advised that "Donald Wheeler is native- 
born, is a graduate of Yale University md éubsequently studied at Cambridge 
or Oxford and specialized in Economics. It is my opinion that he did not have 

much employment before coming to Washington, D. C., where he was associated 
with the Board of Editors of the Research and Analysis Division of OSS. As 
mentioned previously, he was a classmate of Major Duncan Lee, He is also a 
Communist Party member. I have no knowledge of the present whereabouts or 
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Communist Activity 


,W. B. O'Dale, Portland Police Department, Portland, Oregon, made 
available records of that department which indicated that Donald Wheeler at one

tine in Portland was a member of the following organizations, designated by the 
Police Department as subversive:

According to Detective O'Dale, these organizations are now inactive, 


He B, Fisher, Liaison Officer, Yale University, advised that during 
the time Wheeler was & member of the faculty at Yale University, he was a close 
friend of David Hedley. According to Fisher, their ideas were quite similar. 

It is noted that David Hedley was Executive Secretary of the Connecticut Confer- 
ence of Social and Labor Legislation, reportedly a leader in the Emergency 
Peace Mobilization and the American Peace Mobilization in Connecticut. David 
Hedley is now a member of the Communist Party in San Francisco, California. 


Fisher informed that while Wheeler was at Yale he made statements that 
he, Wheeler, was a member of the so-called "Popular Front" in Paris, France, 
while he was a student there and that he had actively supported the "Popular 
Front" movement in France in its support of the Spanish Democracy groupe 


C. M. Driven of Yale University informed that while Wheeler was in 
New Haven he associated with David Hedley, referred to above, who was described 
by Driven as being the one who fostered all Communist fronts in Connecticut 
through the Connecticut Conference of Social and Labor Legislation, 


We L. Steven, Yale University, advised that while he could not say 
definitely whether Donaid wheeler was a member of the Communist Party, he knew 
that he, Wheeler, was very interested in the Spanish Aid Committee in New Haven 
and fostered and solicited aid for this organization. 


Charles Whitery, نله‎ Orange Street, New Haven, Connecticut, advised 
that he had observed the Daily Worker in the home of Donald Wheeler when Wheeler 
resided in New Haven. 
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A check of the records of the Dies Committee made on May 7, 19l2, 
revealed that Don. N.e Wheeler, 1118 Third Road, Arlington, Virginia, was a 
member of the Washington Committee for Democratic Action, was President of the 
United Federal Workers Association, Treasury No. 11, and was an Analyst employed 
by the Department of Agriculture, 


These records further disclosed that Wheeler was a member of the 
Washington Bookshop. One D. N. Wheeler, who was residing at 3435 R Street, 
Ne W., who was a Junior Economic Analyst with the Treasury Department, was a 
member of the American League for Peace and Democracy in Washington. The Dies 
Committee records also reflected that Mrs. Donald Wheeler, as of June, 1910, 
was a member at large of the Executive Council of the Washington Committee to 
Aid China, and was, in addition, a member of the Washington Bookshop and a member 
of the Washington Committee for Democratic Action, 


Agents of the Washington Field Division reviewed the active indices 
of the American Youth Congress and viewed records which disclosed that Donald 
Wheeler had attended a meeting of the Second Washington Youth Conference in 
connection with the American Youth Congress during which conference he made a 
speech, The text of the records viewed was as follows: 
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"Donald Wheeler, of the Washington Committee for Aid to China, 
spoke of a difference in character between the wars in Europe and in 
the Far East and offered evidence to indicate that Japanese aggression 
against China could be halted by cutting off American exports of the 
'sínews! of war to Japan. Mr. Wheeler also called for cooperation of | 
the United States with the Soviet Union as being the only oountry 
giving consistent aid to China." 


Other records of the American Youth Congress disclosed that Hudson 
Wells, the Acting Executive Secretary of the Washington Branch of the Communist 
Party also spoke at the Second Washington Youth Conference, 


The name of Mr. and Mrs, Donald N. Wheeler in 2ا19‎ appeared on the 
active indices and active mailing list of the United Spanish Aid Committee in 
Washington, De C, 








RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION 


The physical surveillance of Donald Wheeler on November 20, 1945, 
disclosed that at about 8100 p.m. on that day he parked his car in the 4500 
block of Brandywine, Northwest, Washington, D. C. It is believed that he 
visited the home of Victor Perlo at 4517 Brandywine, Northwest. At 5120 p.m. 
Wheeler was observed to leave the &foranentioned address and was last observed 
in the vicinity of 5401 Cathedral Avenue, Northwest, which is the home of 
Harold Glasser. It is not known whether Wheéler visited the Glasser residence 
at this time or not. 


It will be noted that Elizabeth Terrill Bentley identified both 
Victor Perlo and Harold Glasser as members of the Perlo group in Washington, D. C. 
According to her statements, Donald Wheeler was also active with this group, and 
he with the other members of the group furnished Government information to her 
for the use of the Soviet Union. 


On November 25, 1945, an individual who was driving an automobile 
registered to Victor Perlo and believed identical with him visited at the 
home of Donald Wheeler. ۱ 


The technical surveillance maintained on the Wheeler residence 
reflected that on December 1, 1945, Mrs. Wheeler was in contact with Isabel 
Lee, the wife of Lieutenant Colonel Duncan Lee. On this occasion Mrs. Wheeler 
asked Mrs. Lee if she and her family could visit the Wheelers on the day follow- 
ing, and arranged for her husband, Do Wheeler, to pick up the Lee family and 
bring them to tne Wheeler residence. Ue 


On December 2, 1945, at 3:20 pem., Donald Wheeler was observed to 
drive to the residence of Lieutenant Colonel Duncan Lee, 1522 - 31st Street, 
Nortnwest, Washington, D. C. At this time Duncan Lee and his family accompanied 
Wheeler to Wheeler's residence. 


Elizabeth Terrill Bentley, who furnished information regarding the 
activities of Donald Wheeler, also advised that Major Duncan Lee had on one 
occasion mentioned to her that he had a friend named Donald Wheeler employed in 
OSS; that Wheeler had attended either Oxford or Cambridge with him, Duncan Lee; 
and that Wheeler was a really progressive person. Lieutenant Colonel Duncan Lee 
was identified by Elizabeth Terrill Bentley as one who furnished her with 
Government information, obtained through his employment at OSS, for use of 
the Soviet Union. EE 


On December 7, 1945, the surveillance determined that Donald Wheeler 
stopped at the residence of Duncan Lee &nd brought &n individual, believed to 
be Lee, and two women from the Lee home to his, Wheeler's residence. On 
December 8, 1945, Donald Wheeler and his family were observed to stop at the 
residence of Lieutenant Colonel Duncan Lee where they visited for a short while. 
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The technical surveillance of the residence of Donald Wheeler, 
disclosed that on Decezber 3, 1945, Lrs. Wheeler was contacted by a person 
who identified herself as Annie, but through previous conversations Was 
believed identical with Annie Stein. It is'known that the name of annie Stein 
appeared in a notebook belonging to Marie Richardson, an organizer of the 
Washington Peace Uobilization. The name Annie Stein, 2500 = list Street, North- 
west, and her husband Arthur Stein appeared on the membership list of the Wash- 
ington Committee for Democratic Action. Information received indicates that 
Annie Stein, employed by the Public Eealth Service at Sethesda, Laryland, is 
active in the United Federal Workers of america and her husband, Arthur Stein, 
is reported as being an organizer for the Comiunist Party in the District of 
Columbia area. 


The technical surveillance on December 7, 1945, determined that 
irs. Wheeler was contacted by a ieba Lewis, who is believed identical with 
Reba Anderson Lewis. In 1942, Reba Lewis was employed by the Office of war 
Information and at that time she recuested a confidential informant to make 
false statements regarding a fellow employee who was then under investigation 
for Communist activity. ملا‎ 


From koverber, 1942, to February, 1944, Reba Lewis was employed by 
the Mational Labor Relations Board, but terminated her employment because of 
illness. — 


A physical surveillance conducted in August of 1944, disclosed that 
a car registered to Reba Lewis' husband, Roger Abbott Lewis, visited at the 
home of Charlotte Young. Information previously having been received that a 
meeting Was to be held there of the leaders of the white collar units of the 
Communist Party of tne District of Columbia. 


On December 21, 1945, the technical surveillance disclosed that 
Doneld wheeler and his wife were having as their dinner guests on that evening, 
lr. and Urs. Wilroy wells, who reportedly had just arrived in the United States 
fron Japan where he was attached to the staff of General Macarthur. ملا‎

Elizabeth Terrill Bentley has advised the followings "Another 
individual who I recall was supplying information at this time, which was 
from the Summer and Fall and 1943 until August 1944 or September 1944, was 
Michael Greenburg (or berg). iy first information concerning this individual 
came from either Golos or Mildred Price, who indicated to me that Greenberg was 
associated in some capacity in Washington with Lauchlin Currie. It is my 
recollection that Greenberg, who is a native of England, had probably become 
associated with Currie when the latter was one of the so-called anonymous 
assistants to the President, and continued close to him when he assumed duties 
with the Foreign Economic Administration. Greenburg, who was educated in 
England, and I believe, in addition, took further work at Harvard, and who is 
reputedly brilliant, was not particularly valuable although he did furnish 
considerable information, principally concerning China. it is to be noted that 
his position was not particularly strategic inasmuch as Currie himself was 
actively assisting in passing on information coming to him in the course of his 
duties. 1 never met Greenburg, nor, so far as I know, did Golos, but his 
information was passed by him to Mary Price, from whom I received it. +t is 
my recollection that his services were enlisted when Mildred Price suggested 
to Golos that he might be of use ana thereafter appropriate arrangeients were 
effected by Mildred so that Greenburg would relay information to “ary. Greenburg's 
activities, to the best of my recollection, continued probably until September 
1944, at which time Mary, at my suggestion, had dropped him, I believe Mary 
Price at one time mentioned to me that Greenburg was a Communist in England. 1 
have no specitic knowledge of his Communist Party activities in the United States 
except I do recall Mary Price's attempts occasionally to collect Communist Party - 
dues from him", 


BACKGROUND 


The present address of Michael Greenberg is unknown. The Office of 
Controls of the State Department has reported that Greenberg is an employee of 
the State Department having been transferred there from the Foreign Economic 
Admini stration. 


The Washington, D, C. telephone directory lists Michael Greenberg as 
living at 2700 - 8th Street, South, Arlington, Virginia, Telephone, Glebe '7779. 
At that address it was determined that Greenberg had moved from there on October 1, 
1945, without leaving a forwarding address. Under pretext, it was determined 
from the Postmaster at Arlington, Virginia that Greenberg left a forwarding 
address of 7 West 15th Street, Apartment J-14, New York City. 
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Greenberg has ae carried on the roster of that agency since June of 1945. 


PERSONAL HISTORY 


Michael Greenberg was born Menahen Greenberg on November 28, 1914, in 
Manchester, Lancashire, England, the son of Anchel and Clara Segal Greenbergs 
His 80٥< is believed to have been born in 1588 in Makovah, Russia, and is 
apparently & Soviet subject, He was formerly & wine merchant at 57 Cheetham Hill 
Road, Manchester 4, England, However, this establishment was damaged by enemy 
action during World War II, after which Greenberg and his wife moved to 38 George 
Street in Manchester where they presently reside, Anchel Greenberg is retired 
but does occasional work as a club collector. Clara Segal Greenberg is reported 


to be two years younger tnan her husband, 


Menahen Greenberg has two sisters, Helen, born in 1917, and Esther, 
bom January — an employee of the General Post Office in England, ie There is no subversive information available conce

Greenberg arrived in the United States &t New York City September 30, 
و1929‎ aboard the SS "Manhattan" on a student's visa to attend the Graduate school 
of Harvard University under. ع‎ Joseph Hodges Choate Memorial Fellowship fron 
Trinity College, Cambridge, He remained at Harvard University from October 1939 
to January l94l residing at John Winthrop House, Cambridge, Massachusetts. 
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On June 6, 1945, Greenberg advised in a statement to Bureau Agents that 
he was employed as a Foreign Affairs Economist, Administrative Division, Enemy 
Branch, Foreign Economic Administration, He also stated that he had been rec- 
ommended for promotion to the position of Chief, Government Economic Administration, 
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` Economic Administration Division of th Branch but had not yet received 


the appointment.

The records oi the Bureau's Identification Division 
disclosed that Menahan Greenberg, alias, Michael Greenberg, #FBI-4292209, was 
first fingerprinted for Alien Registration #5100328 at Boston, Massachusetts, 
on November 25, 1940.

On June 6, 1945, Greenberg advised Bureau Agents that he had met 

Philip Jaffe through Kate Mitchell of the Institute of Pacific Relations and 
that his acquaintance with Jaffe was casual, that he had not seen or communi- 
cated with him since he, Greenberg, came to Washington in October 1942. In 
connection with this, it will be noted that a technical surveillance on May 18, 
1945, revealed that Jaffe received a call from Michael (apparently Greenberg) 
who invited Jaffe to have dinner with him, At this time Michael stated that 
Marian was in San Francisco for BBC. Records of the Statler Hotel disclosed 
that Philip Jacob Jatte, on Feb 11, 1945, called Glebe 7779, which number 
was listed to Michael Greenberg. U 





In April 1945 through an unauthorized search, an address book which 
was believed to belong to Kate L, Mitchell was found in tne office of Amerasia. 
This book contained the address Michael Greenberg, 3516 Connecticut Avenue, 
Washington, D. C. 


While employed by tne Institute of Pacific Relations, Michael Greenberg 
became acquainted with Andrew E. Roth, then a graduate student who was engaged 
in research work on the Far East. According to Greenberg, he learned that Roth 
had entered the Unitea States Navy and was stationed in Washington, D. C. 
Greenberg said that during the past two years he had seen Roth on only two or 
three occasions, that he spoke with him briefly during October 1944. It will be 
noted that Lieutenant Roth at the time ot the interview with Greenberg on June 
6, 1945, was one of the principal subjects in the case involving Jaffe and the 
Amerasia Magazine.

They 
concluded that Greenoerg would be in better shape if he had worked, but that he 
had never turned out a piece of work in the three years be had been employed by

ALLEGATIONS OF INFORMANT . 
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Elizabeth Terrill Bentley has advised: 


"Another individual who was supplying Golos with information was 
Joseph Gregg. Gregg is of Lithuanian Jewish parentage, was born in the 
United States, left home at an early age, and traveled considerably throughout 
the country doing odd jobs until the early thirties when he became a 
Communist Party member. I remember that he attended City College of New 
York for & couple of years and later, at the outbreak of the war in Spain, 
went to that country and drove a truck for the Loyalists throughout the 
duration of the war. He subsequently returned to the United States and 
eventually wound up with Bob Miller who at that time was operating *The 
Hemisphere', a news service publication, Infognation concerning both Bob 
Miller and 'The Hemisphere’ have been related herein above, ‘The Hemisphere! 
wont out of existence the latter part of 1941 as I recall, and Bob Miller 
went to Washington, where he obtained a position with the CIAA, Subsequently, 
about a year later, Gregg was able to get a job with the CIAA as an assistant 
to Miller. 

"While he was still employed in Washington he came to New York, 
where Golosmade his acquaintance and at this time introduced me to him 
when we were having dinner at Child's Restaurant. Apparently Golos had 
previously arranged for Gregg to obtain whatever information he could in 
his official capacity with the CIAA and turn it over to me as he later 
instructed me to contact Gregg when I made my periodic trips to Washington. 
I first went to see Gregg in Washington sometime the early part of 1942 and 
continued to contact him until December 1944, During the time that I was 
contacting Gregg he turned over to me information that he had obtained from 
perusal of ONI, G2, and FBI reports, The material that he obtained included 
information reported by ONI as to suspected Communistic and Russian activities 
in Latin America; for instance, there would be information that a certain 
Russian book store might be engaged in Bussien espionage, The G2 and 1 
reports were along the same general lines, 


"As I have previously stated, Bob Miller was also furnishing me with 
approximately the same type of information, but Gregg was not aware that Miller 
was seeing me and also furnishing me with information that he obtained 
from the CIAA. As I have previously stated, Miller went from the CIAA to the 
State Department, however, Gregg continued his employment with CIAA and oon- 
tinued to furnish me with this type of information until I ceased seeing him 
in December 1944. j 
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"In connection with Gregg!s activities, I recall Golos, shortly be- 
fore he died, obtained a Leica camera from the Russians, which he turned over 


to Gregg with instructions that he was to photograph the most important 
documents that came into his possession while he was employed by CIAA. It 
is my recollection that Golos gave this camera to Gregg at a time when 
Gregg was in New York City. Gregg had been informed that the information 
he was supplying was in fact going to Earl Browder and I recall that on 
one occasion when Gregg was in New York I actually introduced him to 
Browder and they hed a long conversation concerning Latin American matters 
generally, However, in the Spring of 1945, 'Jack*, who was my Russian oon- 
tact at that time, told me that Gregg, who incidently, was known to the 
Russians as Green, was becoming highly suspicious as to the ultimate 


destination of the information he Was providing. Apparently Gregg had become 
somewhat alarmed in passing on this information and felt that, if this informa- 
tion was going directly to the Russians, he, as an American, was doing some- 


thing he should not be doing, However, his Russian contact was able to 


convince Gregg that as a good Communist he was performing a service that any 
other good Communist would perform and succeeded in oonvincing Gregg to oon- 


tinue with his activities. Jack subsequently told me that they were 
considering using Gregg as a oourier or liaison man in Washington, D. C. 
on behalf of the Russians, I wish to state that Gregg was known to me 

as a dues paying member and on the occasions of my visits to Washington, 
I obtained his Communist Party dues from him as I had from the others and 
gave this money to Golos. Of course, after Golos' death, I turned the 
dues over to Browder." 


In addition to the above information, Elizabeth Bentley, while 
advising concerning her association with her Russian contacts "Jack" and 
"al" during the Christmas period of 1944, related that "Al" told her to 
inform the people she was contacting that she was anticipating going to 
the hospital for an appendectomy and that during the time she would be in 
the hospital, they would be contacted by another individual. The purpose 
of this was indicated by Bentley to enable her to break away from her 
Washington contacts, Bentley stated, "I gave instructions along these 
lines to Helen Tenney, Joseph Gregg, Maurice Halperin, Julius Joseph, 
Major Duncan Lee, Bernard Redmont, and possibly one or two others whose 
identities I do not presently recall," 


Bentley also advised that on instructions from her Russian con- 
tact "Jack", she bought and gave a Christmas presens to Joseph Gregg, his 
wife, and two children. 


Bentley also advised that shortly after June of 1944, Earl Browder 
informed her that he wanted to met some of the people she had been contacting. 


",eeeeShortly thereafter, he did, in fact, meet Mary Price and Joseph Gregg 
at the former's apartment in New York City." Bentley said that she brought

Browder to the apartment of Mary Price and then left the apartment, returning 
an hour or so later “bringing Gregg with me." Bentley advised: 


. “I was present during the time Browder conferred with Joseph Gregg 
and I recall that the conversation was devoted entirely to a discussion by 
both men of Latin America with one telling the other what he knew about 
politics and events generally in various Jatin American countries." 


BACKGROUND 7 


The Washington telephone directory indicates Joseph B. Gregg resides 
at 6829 Piney Branch Road, N. W., telephone Randolph 5070. The City Directory 
for Washington lists Joseph B. Gregg as an analyst and indicates his wife's 
name to be Rose L. The telephone directory of the National War Agencies dated 
October 13, 1945, lists Joseph B. Gregg with the Office of Inter-American 
Affairs, Room 503, 499 Pennsylvania Avenue, N. W., extension 71342. 


On January 7, 1943, Joseph B. Gregg residing at 6829 Piney Branch 
Road, N. W., Washington, D. C., was shown as & Director on the staff of the 
Hemisphere Corporation, at which time the Hemisphere was known as a con 
fidential news weekly of the Americas. The address given for this organiza- 
tion was 7876, Department of Commerce Building, Washington, D. C.- 


It is known that a party by the name of Gregg, whose extension is 
75915 at Randolph 5070, is a contact of Minter Wood. This person was determined 
to be identical with Joseph B. Gregg of 2207 North Military Road, Arlington, 
Virginia, who since 1937 has been employed in research work for the Hemisphere 
Corporation and who was the Washington representative of that Corporation 
located at 445 Washington Building, Washington, D. C. 


It will be noted that Minter Wood, who presently resides at 2141 I 
Street, N. W., Apartment 214, Washington, D. C., is an employee of the State 
Department. He is the husband of Julia Dorn Wood and t he brother-in-law of 
Beatrice Heiman. Heiman was the former secretary of Ambassador Constantin 
Oumansky. She is the daughter of Julius Heiman, an associate of Arthur Adams, 
& prominent Soviet espionage agent in the New York area. 


According to & technical surveillance maintained on the residence of 
Robert Talbot Miller, IiI,Washington, D. C., it is know that he is in 
frequent contact with Joseph Gregg. This source advised that on October 24, 
1944, Joseph Gregg contacted Robert Talbot Miller and inquired what he knew 
about Arana (Oswaldo), the former Foreign Minister of Brazil who recently re- 
signed. Gregg was particularly anxious to know if Miller had any inside 
information and if an international angle" was involved. Miller replied that 


he had no inside information and t both & domestic and international angle 
was involved in the resignation. Uc v 


On September 5, 1944, according to the technical surveillance, the 


following conversation occurred between Gregg and Miller. This conversation d V- 
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made reference to an unidentified woman who was supposed to be “writing a 
letter for Ed's (Stettinius) signature who was going to send it to Nelson 
Rockefeller." Miller stated, "She wasn't going to miss any names....." 
Gregg informed, “Now she wants me to do it (see Rockefeller). She says 
everything is o.k, and that the letter went through approved and through 
Taft, Her angle is to get me on the Comittee, the Interdepartmental 
Committee for Joint Economic Reports, or something liko that, She has 
talked to the other members of the Committée (at the State Department). 
Actually, this letter is an invitation for our office to send a representa 
tive, I want that job on the Comittee to make some personal contacts.” سل‎ 


In explanation it was pointed out that Joseph Gregg was trying 
to work out a deal that would insure his getting appointed to the above- 
mentioned Committee and that he wanted his name put before Nelson Rockefeller 
in such a way that his immediate supervisor, Waring, would not be able to 
appoint anyone else to thig Committee except Gregg. Grogg was consulting

The technical surveillance reflsoted that on September 18, 1944, 
Robert tiller called Joseph Gregg, asking if he had heard from "Jack". 
Gregg replied in the negative, Miller then said that his letter would 
probably be back around the 18th. Gregg asked Miller if there was. any 
truth te the story that the Russians were opening up the Dardanelles for 
the Allies, and Miller replied that he did not imow, ہں‎ 


` On September 25, 1944, Gregg inquired of Miller if he had seen 
Space (phonetic) and Miller replied that he had but only to speak to. 
Their conversation then related to the appointment of Caffrey. d pe 


On September 29, 1944, the technical surveillance reflected that 
Mrs. Miller suggested that Winifred Widener call Joseph Gregg regarding 


a job. ی‎ 


On May 7, 1945, acoording to the technical surveillance, Miller 
and Joseph Gregg discussed the war in Europe, During the course of their 
discussion, Gregg inquired of Miller if he had noticed what had been 
happening to his friend, "Ernest Lindley.” Miller stated that nothing 
is happening io him except that he is getting louder, Gregg replied, 
"ell, wasn't he supposed to be friendly with Roosevelt?" Miller replied, 
"Now that Roosevelt is dead, Lindley oan afford to say the wrong things." 


Robert T. Miller was identified by Elizabeth Terrill Bentley as a 
Communist in Washington, D. C., who furnished her with information for the 
Soviet Union, It is noted that Bentley informed that Gregg and Robert Miller 
worked together in operating the "Hemisphere", a news service publication ا‎ 
and that when the "Hemisphere" in 1941 went out of existence, Miller obtained 
& position with the Coordinator of Inter-American Affairs and subsequently, 
about a year later Gregg also obtained a job with that agency. According to 
Bentley, both Joseph Gregg and Robert Hiller wore furnisiging her with 
information obtained from the office of the Coordinator Inter-American 


Affairs. 
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RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION 


A technical surveillance which is maintained on the residence of 
Joseph B. Gregg, 6829 Piney Branch Road, Washington, D. Ce, on November 24, 
1945, refleoted that Minter Wood contacted Gregg and conversed with him in 
Portuguese, At that time, Minter Wood invited Mr. and Mrs. Gregg over to his 
house for dinner, On the same day at 6:31 p.m, this source reported that 
Gregg contacted Minter Wood and informed him that he would visit Wood in the 
latter's house some time later in the evening. At first Gregg suggested that 
he bring some friends along with him but Wood discouraged him, 9 سا‎ 


The physical surveillance of Joseph Gregg on November 24, 1945, 
determined that he visited the apartment of Minter Wood at 2141 I Street, N. W., 
Washington, D. C. à 


It will be noted that Minter Wood is an employee of the United States 
State Department. He is the husband of Julia Dorn Wood and the brother-in-law of 
Beatrice Heiman. Beatrice Heiman was the secretary to the late Constantin 
Qumansky, former Soviet Ambassador to the United States, Heiman is the daughter 
of Julius Heiman, who is & contaot of Arthur Adams, a Soviet espionage agent 
active in the New York area. ~ = 


On November 26, 1945, a man named Peter, who is believed to be Peter 
Rhodes, informed Mrs. Gregg that he would not come to her house for dinner and 
said that he would be home fairly late that night. This information was developed 
by the technical surveillance on the Gregg residence previously referred to. 
Peter Rhodes, referred to, is an employee of the Office of War Information and 
during this investigation while in Washington, D. C., he resided for a while at 
the Gregg residence. Elizabeth Terrill Bentley advised that Peter Rhodes was a 
contact of Joseph Gregg, and according to Bentley, her Russian contacts "Jaok" 
and “Al" both expressed a ire to meet with Rhodes and seemed to consider him 
& person of importance. NE 


On November 26, 1945, the technical surveillance reflected that Bob 
Miller, believed identical with Robert Talbott Miller, III, contacted Joseph 
Gregg and told him that he had finally got hold of a man named Zwaemer (phonetic) 
and is going to have lunch with him on Wednesday. Miller said that he would talk 
to Zwaemer about Joe Gregg. It will be noted that during this investigation, Gregg 
has made efforts to secure other employment, inasmuch as it is expected that his 
employment with the Office of Inter-American Affairs will cease around January 1, 


1946,

is further noted that Robert Talbott Miller was identified by 
Elisabeth Bentley as & contact of Jacob Golos who was supplying him with infor- 
mation, According to Bentley, Joseph Gregg, when he returned to the United States 
following the Spanish Civil War, became acquainted with Robert Miller who at that 
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was operating the "Hemisphere", a News Service publication. Bentley advised 
that when the Hemisphere went out of existence in 1941, Miller obtained a 
position with the Coordinator of Inter-American Affairs in Washington, D. C., 
and that a year later Gregg was able to get a job in the same office as an 
assistant to Miller. Acoording to Elizabeth Bentley, Robert Miller supplied her 
with information coming to his attention in conneotion with his work at the CIAA. 


The technical surveillance on November 28, 1945, determined that a 
Dr. Weinatein's secretary in New York City eontacted the Gregg residence and 
inquired for Mr. Gregg. She then stated that Gregg was to have come to 
New York on an appointment Thursday morning but “we will not be ready for him." 
Weinstein's seoretary said that they wanted Gregg to oome to New York on the 
following Thursday. Mrs. Gregg replied that this week would have been better and 
then inquired if they, Dr. Weinstein, would need Gregg over Thursday and Friday 
next week. The secretary said they would need him only on Thursday. Mrs. Gregg 
asked if they would be ready for him Friday, November 30, 1945, and the 
secretary replied they would not. Mus 


Immediately following this telephone call, Mrs. Gregg called her 
husband and told him that he had received a call fron New York and advised him 
that "they aren't ready." Joseph Gregg inquired whom she meant and Mrs. Gregg 
replied "the doctor." Then Gregg asked "the dentist" and Mrs. Gregg replied 
"yes." Mr. and Mrs. Gregg discussed the appointment with Dr. Weinstein and 
when she repeated to him that Weinstein only wanted him for one day, Gregg stated: 
"Well, then there mst be some reason for all of this." Mrs. Gregg said “they 
aren't ready technically." On this same occasion, Mrs. Gregg informed that she 
would ask Peter Rhodes to have dinner with her at her house that evening. A check 
of the toll calls listed to Abraham Benedict Weinstein, a dentist with offices at 
20 East 53 Street, New York City, refleots a call was placed to Mrs. Gregg on 
November 28, 1945, at 9:55 a.m. 


On November 28, 1945, at 5:54 p.m., the technical surveillance reflected 
that Peter Rhodes contacted Mrs. Gregg, at which time she invited him to come 
to the Gregg home for dinner. On the same occasion, she stated that she had 
received a telephone call from the === ===, at which point Peter Rhodes interrupted 
and said "the Nobles"? and Mrs. Gregg replied "from the doctor, that's right. 
They will come next Thursday but Joe isn't going to be home anyway so why don't 
you hop a bus and come right out?" a 


On November 30, 1945, at 7:23 peme, a telephone call was answered by 
Mrs. Gregg and an unknown party inquired for Extension 71342 and asked if he had 
number Randolph 5070. The unknown party repeated his request for Extension 71542 
and Mrs. Gregg answered “yes, just a minute." Thereafter, Mr. and Mrs. Gregg 
were heard talking in the baokground and Joseph Gregg was heard to say "it must be 
the dentist." Mrs. Gregg replied "that's what I am wondering, but why would he 
call tonight?" Gregg stated "he couldn't have got my letter, could he?" Mrs. 
Gregg then answered "no,--- oh, yes ---- so he sent you another letter." Mrs. 
Gregg indicated that it wes a mn who was calling. Attempts by Mr. Gregg to 
talk with the unknown person were unsuccessful. صرا‎

It is of interest to note that the telephone number Randolph 5070 Y 
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is listed to the residence of Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Gregg, but the Extension 
71342 is the telephone extension for Joseph Gregg at his office with the CIAA. 
It is probable that the dentist who Gregg thought was calling him was Dr. 
Weinstein in New York City. 


On December 5, 1945, Mrs. Gregg telephonically contacted her husband 
and told him that he had a telegram which read "9:50 Friday okay." It was 
subsequently ascertained that this telegram was sent to Gregg from New York City 
and was signed Dr. A. B. Weinstein. The telegram referred to read "9:30 Friday 
appointment okay." . سلا سا‎ 


On December 6, 1945, physical surveillance determined that Peter Rhodes 
and Joseph Gregg boarded Pennsylvania Railroad train #158 at 6:00 p.m. en route 
to New York City where they arrived at 11:05 p.m. During the night of December 6 
and the early morning hours of December 7, Gregg stayed at the residence of Peter 
Rhodes, 40 Monroe Street, New York City. On December 7, 1945, Joseph Gregg was 
observed to enter the office of Dr. A. B. Weinstein, 20 East گ5‎ Street at 9:55 a.m. 
At 12:00 noon on the same date, Peter Rhodes was observed to enter this building. 
At 2:00 peme, Rhodes and Joseph Gregg left the building and proceeded to have lunch. 
At 2155 pem., Gregg re-entered the building and was not observed to emerge from 
there until 7125 p.m. thet night. Dr. Abraham Benedict Weinstein is engaged a 
& dental surgeon with his brother, Morris Weinstein, with offices located at 
20 Bast 53 Street. Weinstein and his و‎ Lenore K. Weinstein reside at 2408 





Abraham Weinstein is a native born United States citizen of Russian 
descent. He graduated from New York University in 1923, since which time he has 
practiced dentistry in New York. At Local Selective Service Board #28 in New York, 
Weinstein indicated at the time he completed his questionnaire that he had chronic 
peptic ulcers. 


On July 15, 1943, among the effects of John Williamson, a member of 
the National Committee of the Communist Party, was an appointment card for 
A. B. or M. Weinstein, 20 East 53 Street for January 21 at 10130 p.m. During 
the investigation of Ralph Bowman, who has been identified as Al in the Comintem ^ 
Apparatus case, it was disclosed that in late 1945 and early 1944 he, on several 
occasions, visited the premises at 20 Bast 53 Street and it was ascertained thet 
he visited the office of Dr. A. B. Weinstein there. 
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It will be noted that Elizabeth Terrill Bentley advised that Jacob 
Golos' Soviet espionage contact to whom he delivered his information was an 
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individual know as "charlie" 3 that he was a dentist and had a gall bladder 
operation. According to Bentley, she subsequently ascertained the description 
of Charlie from her Russian contact "Jack." It is noted that the description 
of Dr. Weinstein closely tallies with this description furnished by Bentley of 
the Russian contact "Charlie." 


On November 28, 1945, the technical surveillence on the Gregg residence U 
disclosed that on that date, Joseph Gregg told his wife that on the following 
morning he would have a meeting with Halpert, believed to be Halperin, and his UX 


On December 1, 1945, this same source reported a telephone conversation 
between Gregg and Halperin in which they discussed arrangements for obtaining a 
new position for Gregg. Neither the nature nor the place of the employment was 
apparent, but it was indicated that both Gregg and Halperin were apparently 
dealing through one Langer (phonetic) to reach one MacCormick (phonetic) who will 
make the appointment for the position. It is possible that this Halperin is 
identical with Maurice Halperin, an employee of the Office of Strategic Services 
who was identified by Elizabeth Bentley as one who furnished her with Government 
information which came to him during the course of his employment for the use of u 
the Soviet Union. It will be noted that Maurice Halperin is a friend and assooi- 
ate of Robert Miller who is also closely connected with the subject Joseph Gregg. ne 


Qn November 28, 1945, Gregg left his office in the Office of Inter- 
American Affairs at 6:50 p.m. and thereafter proceeded to the vicinity of 18th 
and Columbia Road, N.W., where he arrived at 7:30 p.m. During the period from 
7190 to 7150, Gregg was not observed. At this latter time, he was observed 
leaving the Ambassador Theater accompanied by an unknown men. Thereafter, Gregg 
and this man walked on Belmont Road and Connectiout Avenue. During all of the 
time it was noted that Gregg and the unknown man made continual efforts to deter- 
mine whether or not they were being surveilled. 







On November 29, 1945, the physical surveillance of Joseph Gregg reflected 
that Peter Rhodes left the Gregg home with Gregg at 9110 a.m. Information 
previously obtained from the technical surveillance disclosed that Peter Rhodes 
was to join Mrs. Gregg on the night of November 28 for dinner, &nd it is believed 
that Rhodes spent the night at Gregg's residence. 4 


On November $0, 1945, while the Agents were conducting a physical 
surveillance of Joseph Gregg in the vicinity of 9th Street, N. W., Washington, 


^D. Ce, it was noted by them that they were being surveilled by an unidentified 


man. The identity of this man who acted as a counter surveillance for Joseph 
Gregg has not been established. 


On December 1, 1945, according to the technjca] surveillance, Robert سلا‎ 


Miller was contacted by Joseph Gregg in regard to infl 
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appoint Gregg to fill an unknown position in place of Kein who recently 
left the position. Miller has been previously mentioned in this investigation. 


On December 3, 1945, the technical surveillance disclosed that 
Mrs. Gregg was contacted by Peter Rhodes who informed her that his brother was 
in town and that he might possibly visit with the Greggs that evening. سرا‎

On December 4, 1945, the physical surveillance of Joseph Gregg dis- 


closed that at 12:15 a.m. on the morning of December 5 a 1946 Ford coupe - 
besring 1945 Ohio license number Z 65 W stopped in front of the Gregg house. 
At this time, an Army Captain and an individual believed to be Peter Rhodes 
entered the Gregg house where they remained until 1:57 a.m. Ohio license 

Z 65 W was issued to Captain Frederick G. Roach of Chesapeake, Ohio, Roach is 


reportedly stationed at the present time in Washington, D. C.

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Qn the morning of December 5, 1945, Gregg and Peter Rhodes were ob- 
served to leave the Gregg residence together. Peter Rhodes returned to the 
Gregg house at 7140 p.m. on that day. 


On December 6, 1945, Joseph Gregg boarded Pennsylvania Railroad Train 
$158 at 5125 p.m. en route to New York City. He was met on the train by Peter 
Rhodes &nd &n unidentified man wearing the uniform of ٭‎ Captain in the United 


States Army. Gregg and Rhodes, as has been previously stated, arrived in 
New York at 11:05 p.m. on December 6, 


In addition to the informtion previously set out regarding the contact 
by Gregg with Dr. Abraham Benedict Weinstein, the physical surveillance reflected 
that on December 7, 1945, at 7125 p.m. when Gregg left the office of Weinstein 
he inmediately visited in Apartment 7B at 155 East 47th Street, Subsequently, 
et 7157 p.m., Joseph Gregg accompanied by a man and woman left the apartment 
house and had dinner together. The surveilling Agents identified the companion 
of Gregg at that time &s Craig S. Vincent who is employed in the War Shipping 
Administration in New York and who resides at 155 East 47th Street in Apartment 
7B. Mrs. Vincent, who is also known as Joyce Campbell, wes believed to have 
accompanied Craig Vincent and Joseph Gregg at that time. Craig Vincent has been 
mentioned on several occasions as one who wes connected with individuals and 
organizations that were thought to be followers of the Communist principles. He 
is presently the national representative of the Recruiting and Manning Agency of 
the War Shipping Administration in New York City and is a member of Local 10 of 
the United Federal Workers Union. It is known thet he is in daily contact with 
the higher officials of the National Maritime Union who are known to be 
Communistically inclined. It is alleged that he has admitted being a member of 
the American League for Peace and Democracy, the Comittee for Democratic Action 
and the National Federation for Constitutional Liberty. His wife, nee Joyce 
Campbell, is now employed as the Executive Director of the American Committee for 
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while employed by the Government in Washington, D. C. 


The technical surveillance on the residence of Joseph Gregg on 
December 13, 1945, reflected that he had apparently received the position in 
Washington, D. C. for which he had applied, and it was believed that Gregg was 
referring to a position with the Civil Service Commissio

*Another individual with whom I became acquainted in the lat- 
ter part of 1942 was Maurice Halperin. I became acquainted with him 
through arrangements made for such meeting by Golos and from what I later 
learned, it appears that Halperin, who at one time was professor of romance 
languages at Oklahoma University, had come to Washington, D. C. after some 
trouble at Oklahoma University and, together with a former colleague of 
his at Oklahoma University, Willard Park, who taught anthropology there, 
had indicated to Bruce Minton of the !New Masses! that they desired to be 
placed in contact with some Communist in the East. 


"I also learned that during his stay in Oklahoma, Halperin had 
been a Communist Party member but upon his arrival in Washington had ap- 
parently temporarily lost contact. Halperin was employed by OSS in the 
Latin-American Division of the Research and Analysis branch and Park was 
in the Political Section of the Office of the Coordinator of Inter- 
American Affairs. 


“Minton apparently communicated to Golos the desire of Halperin 
and Park to make a Communist contact in this section and my subsequent 
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meeting with them was a result of arrangements made by 0 


"My first meeting with Halperin was in Washington, D, C. at 
Park's residence, which I recall was over the District line in Mary- 
land and on this occasion I discussed with them the work they were 
doing. On this occasion I told Halperin and Park that Bruce Minton 
had sent me to see them and they were pleased to make the contact. 
It was arranged that I would collect Communist Party dues from Halperin, 
and it is to be noted that Park was not a Party member although I know he did

occasionally make contributions to the Party.‏ 


"I did not ask them for any information coming to their attention 
in the course of their governmental duties and recall that some few weeks 
later Golos made one of his very infrequent trips to Washingtgn, met Halperin 


-and Park at the home of Mary Price, and apparently made arr ments with them 





on that occasion to be supplied by them with certain info on to which they 
had access in their respective offices, 
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"Although I was in the Pri ome at this time, I was not in their 
immediate presence during their oonversation, having been told by Golos to 
take Mary Price into the bedroom and occupy her attention while Golos and 
the men had their discussion. 


"After this meeting Halperin and Park began to supply Golos with 
various information and made it available to him by giving it to Mary Price, 
from whom I would take it on my trips to Washington. This arrangement 
continued for a few months, at which time Mary Price became iM and their 
information came directly to me from them. 


"With respect to the type of information being made available by 
Halperin and Park, it is my recollection that Park was able to supply only 
throw-aways and rather inconsequential data from the CIAA and the contributions 
- were not of much value. Halperin, however, delivered to Mary Price and later 
to myself mimeographed bulletins and reports prepared by OSS on & variety of 
- topics and also supplied excerpts from State Department cables to which he 
evidently had access. Halperin's contributions were gratefully received 
by Golos, who appeared to attach considerable.importance to them. 


*Park's activities on behalf of Golos ended, to the best of my 
knowledge, early in 1943, but his contributions, as previously characterised, 
had been meager and inconsequential. I continued, however, to see Halperin 
until December, 1944 and during that period he had continuously given me in- 
formation as described above. 


“Halperin like the other persons whom I had been contacting in 
Washington, D. C. for Golos made occasional trips to New York City where 
Golos and myself would take him to dinner or a show. On these occasions 
in New York City Halperin and Golos used to discuss some of the work 
Halperin was doing for him but at no time did I notice any indication on 
Halperin!s part indicating knowledge by him of the true identity of Golos. 
It is to be explained that at the time Halperin!s services were enlisted, he 
like the others, with the exception of the Silvermaster group, was told that 
such information that they supplied was being transmitted to Earl Browder 
and I have no knowledge if he knew or suspected any سیت‎ or — 
disposition of such materiale — 


"As mentioned above, my last meeting with Halperin — in 
1944, at which time he was still employed by the OSS. The only other in- 
formation I presently recall concerning Halperin is that some time early 
in 1945 'Jack,* the Russian contact at that time, told me that Halperin had 
been accused by General William Donovan of being a Soviet agent and that after 
this accusation had been leveled at him, according to Jack, Halperin had failed 
£o appear two or three times to meet his contact." 


In 07 to the above information, during the Christmas period of 
1944, Elizabeth Bentley has advised that on the advice of her Hussian contact, 
#41," she told Maurice Halperin and one of her contacts that she was going to 
have an apr ^dectomy operation. According to Bentley, the purpose of this was 
to break he. association with these people gradually. 
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Elizabeth 09 has also sed that on the instructions of 
"Jack", one of her Russian contacts, she purchased a Christmas gift for 


Maurice Halperin, his wife and two children.

This investigation disclosed that Halperin was dismissed from 
the University of Oklahoma in September, 1941, by the Board of Regents of 
~- that State because of his radical tendencies. It was at that time discovered | 
that in 1935, Halperin had gone to Cuba with a group of Communists and Liberals 
: with the stated purpose of investigating social and labor conditions in Cuba. 
3 The group was under the leadership of Clifford Odets, In Cuba, they were 
arrested by the authorities there and held until they could be deported. 
( Considerable publicity concerning this trip was given in the publication 
"New Masses" at that time. 


— also reflected that in 1940, Halperin ۱ 
pad cashedia Vie مر ات‎ he Bank of Foreign Trade, USSR, fn the amount of 
$3601, which was lec. — the Chase National Bank in New York City. 
In a personal interview, Halperin advised that he had invested the money in 

a Russian bond which paid seven per cent and that he had done so because it 
was a good investment. 


\ Professor Kenneth Kaufman of the University of Oklahoma advised that 

i Halperin had contributed articles to the "New Masses" and the "New Republic." 
He also stated that Halperin had spent considerable time in Mexico where he 
was alleged to have been associated with liberals and radicals there. 


While at the University of Oklahoma, Halperin was known to have 
been a member of the Civil Liberties Union and the Oklahoma Federation of 
Teachers. He was actually dismissed from the University of Oklahoma on a 
- recommendation of the Oklahoma Legislative Committee investigating subversive 
activities in Oklahoma in 1941. 


a QF Pebruary 12, 1942, Maurice Halperin was interviewed at the 


Washington field Division under the provisions of the Hatch Act investigation. 
No d During the interview, Halperin denied that he was a member of the Communist ) 


Party ot €he-fourng Communist League. He admitted membership in the Oklahoma 
Federation for €enstitutionsl Liberties but denied that this organization 
was affiliated with the National Federation of Constitutional Liberties. 


During 1941, Maurice Halperin was reported to be a member of the 
League of American Writers, Oklahoma Chapter, which was believed to be under 
Communist domination, He was among the Oklahoma group which sponsored the 
Southern Conference for Human ۰ 








When Jose Antonio Arze, head of the FIR Revolutionary Party (Party 


of the Revolutionary Left) in Brazil visited the United States in 1944, he‏ ۔ 


held a conference of unknown nature one evening at a residence in Washington, 
D. C. Twenty-one persons attended this conference and it was noted that 

an individual who could not be identified left the conference in an automobile 
later determined to be registered in the name of Maurice Halperin. It was 


‘also noted that an unidentified individual telephoned Arze when he was 


out and left word that he should call a telephone number which is the office 
phone of Maurice Halperin at the Office of Strategic Services. 


A technical surveillance maintained on the residence of Robert T. 
Miller, III, has determined that Halperin and his wife, Edith, are acquaintances 
of the Millers. Robert Miller, a State Department employee, was identified 
by Elizabeth Terrell Bentley as one who furnished her with information for the

On June 23, 1945, it was determined by Agents of the Washington Field 
Office that the name of Mannie Halpern, 2383 0 Street, was listed in Minter 
Wood's address book. It was indicated that Mannie Halpern may possibly be 
identical with Maurice Halperin, who formerly resided at 254 Maple Avenue, 
Takoma Park, Maryland. It will be noted that Minter Wood, who is presently 
residing at 2141 Eye Street, Ne W., Washington, D. C., is an employee of the 
State Department. Minter Wood is the husband of Julia Dorn Wood and the - 
brother-in-law of Beatrice Heiman.  Heiman is the former secretary to the 
late Ambassador Constantin Oumansky, and is the daughter of Julius Heiman, 
who is a close associate of Arthur Adams, a prominent Soviet agent in the 
New York area, 
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RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION 


The physical surveillance maintained on Maurice Halperin has | 
disclosed that he frequently is in the company of David Ralph Wahl, 3 Lexington 
Street, Kensington, Maryland. On November 24th an automobile registered to 
Wahl was observed parked in front of Halperin's house. On the same day, 
according to the technical surveillance, David Wehl contacted Maurice Halperin. 


It will be noted that Mrs. Grace Casteel, 1418 33rd Street, N. W., 
Washington, D. C., advised tnat David Wahl, who was then employed by the 
Foreign Economic Administration, was formerly employed by the Library of 
Congress. She stated that Wahl came to Washington some years ago as a 
"master spy" for Russia. Mrs. Casteel advised that David Wahl takes such 
information as he can obtain to the Communist headquarters in New York 
where it is transmitted to Russia. She stated that Wahl knew and took to 
New York the exact figures of the United States casualties at Pearl Harbor 
before they were released to tne press. ۱ 


The name of David Wahl, 4628 Western Avenue, Chevy Chase, Maryland, 
was included on the active membership list of the Washington Bookshop. The © 
Dies indices list Wahl as a member of the Washington Committee for Democratic 
Action and of the Washington Bookshop and state that David Wahl's name appeared 
on the indices of the American Peace Mobilization and that David Wahl was 
formerlv President of the United Federal Workers of America, local in the 
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library of Congress. He was also listed as a Trustee for the Washington 
Cooperative Bookshop. | 


The personnel file at the Library of Congress relating to David Wahl 
disclosed that he was born in Cleveland, Ohio on July 4, 1909. Om May ول‎ 
1937, ne entered on duty at the Library of Congress as a clerk in the Catalog 
Division. 


David Wahl, according to the technical surveillance maintained on 
the Halperin residence, contacted Maurice Halperin on December 4, 1945, and 
on December Sth this source disclosed that Halperin invited David Wahl and 
his wife, Edith, to the Halperin home for some drinks. This same source 
disclosed that David Wahl and his wife visited the Halperin residence during 
the evening of December 23 and on December 26 the technical surveillance 
reflected that Maurice Halperin contacted an individual named Phil. At that 
time Halperin advised Phil that Dave, referring to David Wahl, was coming to 
the Halperin house at l0; 30 p.m. and that he wanted Phil to come over for a

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lperin then advised that he would pick Phil up at 10:20 pond 4 
nmi nnal Bnrveaillanca reflected that Halperin did pick up an individual be- 
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lieved to be Philip Dunaway and brought him to the Halperin residence. At 


11:00 p.m. on December 26th David Wahl was observed to enter the Halperin residence. 
Thereafter, at 12:35 a.m. December 27th, David Wahl, accompanied by an individual 
believed to be Philip Dunaway, left the Halperin residence. 


According to the technical surveillance, on November 25, 1945, — 
Halperin contacted an individual whom he referred to as Woodrow, believed 
identical with Woodrow Wilson Borah. On this occasion Halperin and Woodrow 
discussed one Sherman Kent who they indicated was drawing up a description 


of the functi which Halperin and Woodrow performed in the course of their 
employment. 1 We 


. The Credit Bureau in Washington, D. C., disclosed that Woodrow 
Wilson Borah was born December 23, 1912 at Utica, Mississippi. He obtained 
his Ph.D. degree from the University of California at Berkeley in 1940 and 
was connected with the History Department of that institution. Borah was 
employed by the Library of Congress in April of 1942 and in February of 1943 
he was transferred to the Office of Strategic Services. His present position 
is that of Assistant Chief of the Research and Analysis Branch, Latin-American 
Division. ۱ 2 


The tecimical surveillance on December 1, 1945, reflected that a 
woman identified as Jennie, believed to be Jennie Miller, the wife of Robert 
Talbot Miller, called Edith Halperin regarding the health of the Halperin 
family. It will be noted that Robert Talbot Miller was identified by 
Elizabeth Terrill Bentley as one of the individuals in Washington, D. C., who - 
furnished her with Government information for the use of the Soviet Union.

ALLEGATIONS OF INFORMANT 


Elizabeth Terrill Bentley has advised the following: "I now 
recall that some time in July or August, 1912 I was requested by Golos to 
go to Washington, D. C. and make contact with J. Julius Joseph, who at that time 
was employed by the Social Security 0 in Washington. From my conversations 
with Golos, I recall that some time previously this individual had come to 
New York City and made contact with the Communist Party headquarters downtown, 
and apparently the Communist Party headquarters recognized his potentialities 
and informed Golos of this person's identity. Golos told me I should memorize 
& particular number, which number was taken from a dollar bill or some other 
denomination of currency; zo to Washington, and meet Joseph and obtain from hin 
whatever information he had. I was to furnish the number from this bill to 
Joseph to establish my identity. 


"Golos gave me the residence address of Joseph in Washington, which 
I recall was at that time in a new section of the Northwest section of 
Washington. When I arrived there, he had apparently been expecting me for 
approximately two months and had a fairly large amount of information 
awaiting me. I recall this information concerned material that would be 
of value to individuals concerned with labor relations and other matters 
in the labor field. I recall that Colos was not particularly enthused over 
the type of information that Joseph was supplying. It is my opinion that _ 
the information he was supplying would probably be of great value to the 
Communist Party in their labor movement but probably would not be of much 
value to anyone else. 


tabout Christmas time of 1942 Joseph was transferred to the 
New York Office of the Social Security Board and remained in New York City 
for approximately six months. During his stay in New York City, I had 
occasional meetings with Joseph in Manhattan at places mutually agreed upon 
and ne continued to supply the same type of information from the Social 
Security Poard. It is my recollection that he moved back to Washington 
some time in the spring of 1943 where he continued his employmmet with the 
Social Security Eoard. I continued to contact him at intervals after he 
had returned to Washington. 


"I recall that Joseph was drafted into the Army in 19l3 and 
Golos suggested at that time that he attempt to be assigned to the OSS. 
About a week after his induction he was assigned to OSS and I recall 
that at the beginning of his service in OSS although he was in the 
Japanese Division, he was working in the Library of Congress and was 
not given free access to all OSS files inasmuch as a security and loyalty 
investigation of some kind concerning him was under way at that time, He 
was able, however, even at this time to furnish some information concern- 
ing general activities of "oss, particularly as they rela to the Rus- 
Sian Division of the OSS, and I recall Golos attached m significance 
to such data, 
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"After approximately a year had elapsed I recall Joseph was 
summoned to a conference of OSS officials and I believe this meeting 
also was attended by FBI and Army Counter-Intelligence personnel. He 
told me he was informed at this conference that the previous distrust 


or suspicion of him had been a mistake and that it was a case of having 


confused him with some other individual by the same family name, and 
from that time on he apparently enjoyed much more confidence on the 
part of his associates. 





"After this event occurred, he was able to supply me with con- 

siderable material relating to the work of the Japanese and Russian Divi- 
sions of OSS. It is my recollection that he made available to me written 
reports which I believe were carbon copies of the actual reports but I am 
unable to state positively if there were any labels on such reports indi- 
cating they were confidential, restricted, or secret; nor do I recall the 
contents specifically of such reports except that some of them dealt with 
the administrative organization of those two divisions of OSS. 


"iy association with Joseph continued until December, 19h) and up 
0 that time he continued to supply me with this same type of information. 


"With reference to any knowledge or suspicion on the part of Joseph 
as to the true identity of Golos ana the disposition he was making of materials 
given him by me and received by me from Joseph I have no positive information 
that he was in fact aware of Golos! identity or of what use Golos made of 
such material. I recall that Joseph's wife hed left him sometime in 1913- 

I believe shortly after they removed to Washington, and she had gone to 
the West Coast where she encountered some newspaper people who know Golos! 
true identity. I recall she was on the West Coast at the time of Golost 
aeath and the discussion between her and those newspaper people was pre- 
cipitated by the news of Golos' death. At a later time she told me she 
knew who Golos was. However, I do not know if she ever informed Joseph, 
with whom she had effected a reconciliation. 


tity last information concerning Joseph is that in Decenber وبلبا19‎ 
he was a first lieutenant still assigned to OSS and residing at that time j 
at 2921 Lincoln Road, Northeast, Washington, D. C. In addition, I recall i 
that he and his wife, Eella, were both dues-paying Communist Party members 
and in fact on occasions I collected their Party dues from them. 


"As previously mentioned, Joseph continued to svpply me with in- 
formation subsequent to Golos! death and I related such information on to 
the various successors of Golos about whom more explanatory details will 


be included hereinafter. 


"In addition, I recall that while Joseph was stationed in the 
Library of Congress with OSS, he apparently occupied a desk next to — 
Paul Baran, who was in the Russian Section of OSS and thereby was able 
to secure some information concerning that division's work. I am very 
sure, however, that Daran was totally unaware of Joseph's act; 
with regard to the work of Baran's division. 
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In addition to the above information Elizabeth Bentley stated 
that on the instructions of her Russian contact, "Al" she told J. Julius Joseph 
that she was going to undergo an appendectomy operation. According to Bentley 
"AJ" told her that it would not be a good idea to break off her relations 
with her contacts immediately and suggested the story that she gave to Joseph 
as a better way to handle the situation,

Joseph had been associating with a man who turned out to be an undercover agent 
for OSS or the Counter-intelligence Corps of Military Intelligence.

Administration advised that Julius Joseph Joseph, who is employed by UNRRA is 
presently in Germany with the Displaced Persons Bureau and his address is 
APO 757, c/o Postmaster, New York, New York.

Tincoln Road. N. Ee; Washington, D. C. is apparently occupied by Joseph's wife 
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inasmuch as the name of Joseph is still affixed to the apartment mail box. 
PERSONAL HISTORY 


The records of Selective Service Board #lı, Washington, D. C. reflected 

that Julius J. Joseph registered under the Seleciive Training and Service Act 

on October 16, 1910, order #3172, serial #2398. At the time of registration, 
Joseph stated that he resided at 1385 Peabody Street, N. W., Washington, D. C. 
and born February 10, 191) at Northampton, Pennsylvania. In his registration 
Joseph listed his wife as Bella M. Joseph who he married on Fay 12, 1938 in 
Detroit, Michigan. The Selective Service files reflected that his father was 
Isadore Joseph, 748 South 8th Street, Allentown, Pennsylvania. 


According to these files on July 19, 19h2 Julius Joseph signified a 
change of address to 2321 Lincoln Road Ne E., Washington, D. Ce, telephone 
Adams h7h6. 


The files also disclose that on Avril 30, 1543 Julius J. Joseph 
was inaucied into the Armed Services, his Army Serial #0-92697. On July 2h, 
1945, according to these files, Joseph was released from active duty to 
accept employment with UNRRA. At the time he was detached, he was a First 
Lieutenant, Office of Strategic Services Research Intelligence and Evaluation

On August 29, 194l, Julius Joseph completed a questionnaire in which 
he indicated his.Social Security number was 369-16-9590. In this same question- 
naire Julius Joseph stated he was employed by the National Resources and Planning 
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Board, Interior Building, Washington, D. C.; that he was previously employed 
as an Administrative and Research Assistant at Michigan University from January 
ta Oetoher 19037 and from 1938 to 1939, The Selective Service files also 
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disclosed on June 29, 1945 Julius Joseph entered on duty with UNRRA as Director 
of Assembly Center for Displaced FEE. 





On September 2, 1943 a loyalty Anvestigation was requested by the 
War Department concerning Julian Joseph Joseph, Army Serial #3374061 attached 
to the Office of Strategic Services at Washington, D. C. It was indicated 
that he was being considered for assignment to a school "which is considered 
a sensitive nature." During the course of this investigation the following 
background information was developed: Joseph was born on February 10, 191) 
at Northampton, Penns,;lvania, tne son of Jewish parents, both of whom were 
born in Russia. He was educated at Allentown, Pennsylvania High School and 
received an A. B. degree at the University of Michigan in 1936 and an M. A. at 
the same university in 1928. In 1939, he was employed by Dr. William Haber,  — 
who had been a professor at the University of liichigaán and who has been frequently 
reported to be very radical and leftist in his views. At the time Joseph 
was employed, Dr. Haber directed the National Refugee Service in New York City. 
From 1940 to 1941, Joseph was employed &t the National Resources Planning 
Board, Washington, D. C., also under Dr. Haber and in 1941-42, he worked for 
the Social Security Board in New York City. In 1942-43, he was with the 
Social Security Board in Washingtm, D. C., and he wes drafted to the Army 
in the latter part of 1942. Shortly thereafter he was transferred to the 
Office of Strategic Services. An investigation by the Military Intelligence 
Service to determine his loyalty and fitness indicated that he wes brought 
to the Office of Strategic Services because his wife, Bella Miriam Joseph, 
worked in that organization and he had been recommended for that type of 
work by Dr. Haber, a high official in the War Manpower Commission.

The military investigation did not establish that Joseph was 
member of the Communist Party but numerous acquaintances stated that hd Was 


decidedly radical in his views. Typical of these is & statement by one 


acquaintance that Joseph did not believe parents should be saddled with the 
responsibility of children and stated that a child should be removed from 
its home at an early age and educated by the state according to his mentality. 


- Among Joseph's close associates were Bernard Robert Danchik and 
his wife, Lillian Kerekes Danchik. Danchik is an Army Private who admits 
having been a member of the Communist Party and is believed subversive. 


The Dr. Willian Haber referred to above was born in Roumania and 
he is indicated by the Army investigation to be very radical, as stated above. 


On November 28, 1942, one J. Joseph of the Planning Division of 
the War Manpower Commission was a speaker at the first session of a forun 


- sponsored by the "Science and Society" magazine. His speech, which was 


reported in the winter issue of the magazine, said to be a Marxian quarterly, 
received favorable comment in the "Daily Worker" of Feb 1, 1943. it is 
noted that among other speakers at this forum was Earl Braer.

Elizabeth Terrill Bentley has advised: 


"Another individual with whom I became acquainted during the 
latter part of 1942 was Major Duncan Lee. My first ۳۸0۱۵ edge of him 
came from a remark by Mary Price at the time when she was in New York 
in 1942 that she was attending a party in New York City given by Duncan 
Lee, & friend of her sister, Mildred, 


"I recalled that at that time Lee, who was a lew graduate of 
either Yale or Harvard, was associated with General Donovan's law firm 
in New York, By way of background, Lee was born in China, the son of 
an American missionary, and is a descendent of General Robert E. Lee, 
end I also recall that he attended either Oxford or Cambridge University 
in England where he became acquainted with his wife, Ishbel, who was a 
Scotish girl. I recalled that while in New York practicing lew, Lee had 
become identified with various organizations interested in the Far East 
such as the Institute of Pacific Relations, and it was probably through V... 
his activities in this regard that he met Mildred Price, 


"In 1942 Mary Price mentioned to Golos that Lee was going to 
Washington, D. C., with General Donovan in OSS, and she asked Golos if 
he were interested in Lee. Golos replied that of course he was and 
delegated Mary to handle him, Mary did proceed to take care of Lee who 
Was given an army cormission directly upon entering OSS, but his con- 
tributions were not particularly voluminous or valuable and Golos decided 
it would be better if 1 were to meet Lee and determine exactly the nature 
of his duties and the type of information coming to his attention in OSS. 
Accordingly, through arrangements made by Mary Price, I met Lee in Wasning- 
ton and he told me he was in an advisory capacity to General Donovan, and 
it was apparent that he was cognizant of most of the material directed to 
General Donovan's attention, 


"It is my impression that at this time Lee, who had been a Com- 
munist Party member in New York City, was of the impression that the in- 
formation he had been giving Mary Price was being delivered to Earl Browder 
but in subsequent conversations and from remarks which came to my &ttention 
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ater 5 having been made by Lee, I believe TRU &i ver awhile he roullizeu 


that such information was actually destired for Russion Intelligence, 


"After my initial meeting with Lee, he began to supply me with 
OSS information of a varied nature, These data were always given by him 
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orally, and he would never furnish anything in writing nor would he allow 
me to make notes of the information he gave me, I recalledthat his in- 
formation included facts on various phases of anti-Soviet work by OSS, its 
activities in various European countries with respect to uncovering Russian 
activities, the location of OSS personnel in foreign countries, and the 
nature of their activities. Golos attached great significance to such in- 
formation inasmich as it appeared to concern most directly activities of 
the United States Goverrment as they concerned Russia, For instanoe, I re- 
call his mentioning OSS agents being parachuted into Hungary and Yugoslavia 
and peace maneuverings . going on between the satellite Axis nations through . 
the medium of OSS representatives in Sweden and Switzerland, The quantity 
of information furnished by Lee was never particularly great, but it was 
all of a nature to interest the Russians greatly and his production was 

on a quality basis rather than quantity, 


"I continued to see Lee at intervals in Washington, D. C., moete 
ing him for awhile at his Tashington residence but thereafter meeting him 
on the streets there as he indicated he no longer desired to have me ap- 
pear at his office, For occasional periods of time Lee would be absent from 
Washington on trips outside the country but when he was in Washington I 
Would see him in the manner described above, My association with him con- 
tinued until approximately Decenber 1944 at which time he had just been 
assigned to the Japanese Division of OSS and held the rank of major. 


"For the most part Lee seemed to be supplying information which 
in his judgment would be of value, and it was on infrequent occasions that 
I, at the request of Golos, requested him to obtain information on specific 
matters, To the best of my knowledge Golos met Lee only a couple of times 
both in Washington, and I do not believe that Lee was aware of the true iden- 
tity of Golos although it may well be that he may have subsequently been ap- 
prised thereof by Mary Price as she resumed his association with him at a 
later date, 


"The name by which Lee was known to the Russians was ‘Patt. His 
wife, Ishbel, had also been a Cammnist Party member in New York City, and 
I recall that at the time she wes considering seeking United States citizen- 
ship she was somewhat apprehensive that an investigation of her past activi- 
ties might reveal her Party affiliation and would reflect upon her husband, 
On most of the occasions I visited him at his home and on the street it 
Would be arranged that I would meet him alone and the only other person 
present was his wife. 


"Lee impressed me as a rather weak individual who was impressed 
with being a descendent of General Lee, and most of the times I saw him he 
was nervous and emotionally upset. He was extremely apprehensive about the 
possibility of being under FBI surveillance as he explained to me he was in 
a really vulncrable position as the FBI and the OSS at that time, according 
to him, were both seeking to have control of all United States intelligence 
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"activities and that in furtherance of their olaim, the FBI would very much 
like to place OSS personnel in an embarrassing position, He mentioned many 
times that he did not like the work he was engaged in, that is, the collec- 
tion of information for me, and he appeared to me to be troubled with a 
severe conflict of ideas, I subsequently learned from *Jack', who was one 
of my Russian contacts, that Duncan Lee had indicated to the person who took 
him over after I ceased my activities that he did not desire to continue his 
contacts with the Russian espionage setup any further. I also learned at 
this time that Duncan Lee at that time went to China, and I am unable to state 
whether he continued his contacts with the Russians after this time." 





Bentley also stated in connection with Donald Wheeler, who, she 
identified as a member of the Perlo Group in Washington, the members of which 
furnished her with information that Major Duncan Lee mentioned to her that 
he had a friend named Donald Wheeler in OSS. Lee also said, according to 
Bentley, that Wheeler had attended either Oxford or Cambridge University with 
him and that Wheeler “was a really ‘progressive person'", 


In speaking of her association with her Russian contact, "Jack", 
Bentley said with reference to Lee: 


"It was at this time that I recounted to "Jack* the incident oc- 
curring some months previous when Najor Duncan Lee, through his intimate 
association with General William J. Donovan, in OSS, had learned of a 
proposal by General Donovan to have some NKVD representatives come to 
the United States in exchange for an OSS mission to Russia. I told 
him that this proposal was looked upon unfavorably by President Roosevelt, 
Fleet Admiral Leahy, and that, according to Major Lee, Director J, Edgar 
Hoover, of the FBI, was supposed to have remarked that it wouldn't make 
too much difference if the NKVD group did come over because they were 
here already and had been since the establishment of Antorg. I described 
to "Jack* how excited and frightened Major Lee was about the prospect of 
the NKVD mission coming to the U.S., as Lee had visions of this group 
visiting him at his home and thanking him for his cooperation. "Jack 
remarked that that incident was a good example of why the Russians atrongly 
desired that their American contacts not know the real identity of $ 
persons with whom they were dealing." 


In addition to the above, Bentley advised that on the instructions 
of her Russian contact "Al", she told Major Duncan Lee among others of her 
wontacts that she was going to have an appendectomy and that they would be 
contacted by another individual, According to Bentley, the purpose of this 
was for her to break away from her contacts gradually. Bentley also advised 
with respect to Duncan Lee that she gave both him and his wife a Christmas 
present purchased by her on the instructions of her Russian contact "Jack".

furnished the Bureau with biographical sketches of the 
members o e Board of Directors of the Russian War Relief, including the 
D following regarding Duncan C. lee: 


"Lawyer, BA Yale, BA Oxford; Rhodes Scholar from January 1955-58; 
Sterling Fellow, Yale Law School, 1935-39; associated since 1939 with firm 
of Donovan, Leisure, Newton, and lambard; address = 2 Wall Street, New York, 
New York." 

The records of Stone's Mercantile Agency, Washington, D. Ce, re- 
flected that Mrs, Duncan Lee (Ishbel), 1522 Slst Street, N.W., was in her 
late 20's, British, married, and had two minor dependent children, This 
report was dated August 24, 1944, and also indicated that Mrs, Lee formerly 
resided at 3014 Dent Place, N. W., from November, 1942, until July 15, 1944. 
The file reflected that her husband, Major Duncan Lee, was a native New Yorker 
and was presently a Major in the United States Army, entering on active duty 
in 1942 at the War Department, Washington, D. C. The file stated that Major 
Lee was a lawyer by profession, being "admitted to the New York Bar in 1941 and 
prior to his entry in the Army maintained an office at 2 Well Street, New York 
City, after having attended Yale University and Oxford University at Oxford, 
England, 


The 1943 Washington City Directory lists a Dunoan C, Lee, whose wife 
was Isabella S., residing at 3014 Dent Place, N. W., Apartment 18. 


In October, 1941, a bulletin issued by the Russian War Relief, Inc., 
in New York City stated that "Mr. Duncan Lee of the office of Donovan, Leisure, 
Newton, and Lumbard, who is a member of the Board of Directors of the Russian 
War Relief, Inc., is handling the legal problems which arise," 

In May of 1942, the publication of Russian War Relief re 
that Duncan Lee was Assistant Secretary of the National Board of Directors. 

During 1942 the head of the China Aid Council, 200 Fifth Avenue, 
New York City, reflected that Duncan lee was a member of the Executive 
Committee of that organization, It will be noted that Mildred Price, the 
sister of Mary Wolfe Price, both of whom were identified by Elizabeth Terrill 
Bentley in connection with Soviet espionage, was and is the ی‎ oye 
Secretary of the organization China Aid Council. 
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RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION 


According to the technical surveillance maintained on the residence 
of Donald Wheeler, a principal subject in this investigation, Mrs. Wheeler 
was in contact with Isabel Lee, the wife of Lieutenant Colonel Duncan Lee 
on Decenber 1, 1945. At that time Mrs. Wheeler asked Mrs. Lee if she and her 
family would visit the Wheelers at their house on the following day. Tt was 
arranged that Donald Wheeler would pick up the Lee family and b bring them to 
the Wheeler residence. U^ 


On December 2 an automobile owned by Donald Wheeler was observed 
in the vicinity of the Lee home and at 3:45 Pi on that day Duncan Lee ac- 
companied Donald Wheeler in the latter's car to the Wheeler residence, 


On December 7, 1945, the physical surveillance of Donald Wheeler 
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family to the Wheeler home. On December 8, 1945, the Wheeler family visited 
the home of Duncan Lee. 


It will be noted that Elizabeth Terrill Bentley identified Duncan 
Lee as one who furnished her with Government information for the use of the 
Soviet Union. In addition, she stated that on one occasion Duncan Lee 
mentioned to her a friend of his named Donald Wheeler, employed by the Office 
of Strategic Services. According to Bentley, Wheeler had attended either 
Oxford or Cambridge University with Duncan Lee and she said that Lee 
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described Wheeler as & "progressive person," 


On December 4, 1945, Duncan Lee traveled to New York City and re- 
turned to Washington on December 7, 1945,

ALLEGATIONS OF INFORMANT 
Elizabeth Terrill Bentley has advised the followings 


"In about April or May, 1941, Golos introduced me to Robert-iiiller, 
who operated the Latin-American News Service 'Hemispnere,! ana his wife. 
Supsequent to this introduction Golos instructed me to make an arrangement 
whereby I was to meet Miller every two weeks for dinner at about the time 
the publication 'Hemisphere! came out. At these dinner engagements Miller 
would furnish me copies of 'Hemispnere' which I would give to Golos. Briefly, 
Milier is the son of a prominent New England physician who went to Moscow 
as a correspondent of one of the Baltimore, Maryland, newspapers. 6 
there he met and married Jenny Levy, an American girl who was working for 
tne Moscow Daily News. Apparently wnile he was in Moscow he became indoc- 
trinated witn the Communist philosophy and subsequently returned to the 
United States ana sometime later started the Latin-American News Service 
'Hemispnere.! Apparently this business lost money over a perioa of time 
and as a result he attempted to ootain a job in ine Government service. 

He was successiul in opiaining employment with the Office of the Coordina- 
tor of Inter-American Aifairs, ano moved to washington, D. C., ana brought 
some of the riles of the 'Hemisphere' to washington. Willer informed me 
his riles hua contained materials supplied by Communists in South America 
but that he haa destroyed all this material prior to bringing his files 

to Washington. 


“About the time Miller moved to washington I was seeing Mary 
Price in thas city ana when I went to wasnington I was instructed by 
Golos to also see Bob Miller for any intormation he might be able to hand out. 
I did see Miller on many trips to Wasnington and he furnished me with pam- 
phlets and other information that he haa optainea through his official connec- 
tion with the CIAA. I cannot recall definitely what these documents contained 
but it is my recollection that they were at least restricted articles sucn 
as might be passed oy the Government agencies ana which were not for public 
consumption. I am unable to recall whetner any of tnese documents were 
stamped; Restricted! or !Coniidentisl! but I am rather doubtful whether they 
had any such stamp. Miller told me that in his capacity at the CIAA he had 
occasion to see reports written by ONI, G-2, OSS and the FBI concerning 
Latin-American matters. 


"During my initial contacts with Miller in washington he would 
hana me a typewritten summary of some oi the information appearing in the 
ONI, G-2, OSS, and FSI files. This material always concerned Communist or 
Russian activities in Latin America. However, as time went on Miller became 
somewhat alarmed over handing me these typewritten notes ana would merely 
verbally inform me of the material that he had observed in the above mentioned 
Government reports. 
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"Miller's association with the CIAA ceased sometime about 


` Novembe f, 1943, and he informed me at that time that he was attempting to 


locate nimself in the State Department. I last saw Miller in about Decem- 
ber, 1944, at wnicn time he wes employeo in the State Department. He was 
employed at that time as an editorial writer for a State Department news 
publication that was to oe sent to all State Department officials in the 
various counvries to apprise them of the current happenings throughout the 
world. This information was to be gathered from the capies being sent into 
the Seat of Government by the various Siate Department employ-es throughout 
the world. This matter I understand was to be of a strictly coniidential 
nature and classiiied as top secret and not for public consumption. I wish 
to stave, however, tnat from the time Miller ontained his position with the 
State Department he has not given me any information whatsoever." 


Elizabeth Bentley.also furnished information regarding Josepn 
Grezg. She said that Gregg attendea the City College of New York and at the 
outbreak of the war in Spain he went to that country and arove a truck for 
the Loyalists for the duration of the war. Bentley then aavised, "He sub- 
sequently returnea to the United States ana eventually wound up with Bob 
Miller, who at thet time wes operating the 'Hemisphere,! a News Service 
publication. The 'Hemisphere' went out of existence in the latter part of 
1941, as I recall, and Bob Miller went to washington where he obtained a 
position with the CIAA. Subsequently about a year later, Gregg was abie to. 
get a job witn the CIAA as an assistant to موس‎ 


Elizabeth Bentley informed that Joseph Gregz supplied her with 
information that he obtained through his. employment at the CIAA ana then 
stated, "Bob Miller wus also furnishing me with approximately the same 
type of information, but Gregg was not aware that Miller was seeing me and 
also furnishing me with information that he obtained from the CIAA."

BACKGROUND 


Walter Anderson, Room 143, State Department, advised that Miller 
is presently Assistant Chief, Division of Research and Publication, U.S. 


Department of Svave, and that he came to the Department on June 7, 1944, 
from the Coordinator of Inter-American Aifairs. 


On November 17, 1945, a physical surveillance conducted by Agents 


of tne Washington Fiela Office determined that Robert Miller presently re- 
Sides at 3223 Nortnampton Street, N.W., Washington, D. C. 
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Personal History 


Miller was porn April 5, 1910, at Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. He 
remained in the United States until August, 1934, residing at Baltimore, 
Maryland; Boston, Massachusetts, and New York City. No information hes been 
developed concerning his education or his activities during this period, al- 
though ne apparently became a newspaper reporter by profession. 


On August 29, 1954, he left the United States arriving in Moscow, 
Russia, September 12, 1954, allegedly for a visit. However, while there he 
obtained employment as corresponaent for the Chattanooga, Tennessee, News and 
remained in the Soviet Union until June, 1937. While there he was married 
on Decemver 3, 1935, to Jenny Levy, an American-born employee of the Academy 
of Sciences in Koscow. According to Bentley, it was auring his residence 
in Moscow that Mi lier became interested in Communist philosophy. 


From June, 1957, to August, 1938, Miller and his wife resiaed in 
Paris, France, their aadre:s „uring at least a portion of this time being 
7 Square de la Dordogne.  Tneir first son, Robert Talbott Miller, IV, was 
porn Octooer 30, 1957, at Neuilly-s-Seine, France. His employment in France 
was evioently also tnav of a newspaperman, probably with Keuters Agency of 
London. 


From Ocvooer, 1939, vo Septemoer, 1941, Miller resiaed in Knicker- 
bocker Village, #10 Monroe Street, New Yor& City, and was Presiaent of the 
Hemisphere Ness Service as well as editor of the weekly publication "Hemisphere" 
printed by that Service. 


On September ll, 1941, Miller ana his iamily moved to Washington, 
D.C., aria took up residence at 3060 Porter Street, N.W. They remained at this 
adress until October 13, 1944, when they purcnased tneir present nome locatea 
at 3<<3 Northampton Street, N.W., Wasnington, D. C. Miller came to washington 
as an analyst for the Coordinator of Inter-American Aifairs, Department of 
Commerce, at an annual salary of $6,500 and later became Director of the 
Division of Reports of the Coordinator of Inter-American Affairs. In July, 
1944, he transierred to the State Department. Since then he has been assigned 
to the Near Eastern Division of the State Department handling confidential 
matters pertaining to relations between the United States ana the Soviet Union. 


On January lu, 1945, Miller oecame seriously ill, apparently with 
pneumonia, ana spent some time in the Garfield Hospital in washington. Follow- 
ing this illness, he left Washington February 12, 1945, spending several weeks 
recuperating with his parents at Mountain Lake Club, Lakefales, Floriaa. 
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ssport #474017 on April 4, 1922, 

and resided in Russia until 1937 when she accompanied Miller to France. 

She was marriea to him in the American Embassy at Moscow on December 3, 1935. 
Her employment in the Soviet Union was with the Academy of Sciences. The 
Millers have three children, and Mrs. Miller has apparently done no outside 
work since tneir return tc the United States, although she was nominally 
Secretary of the Hemisphere News Service. ' 


A technical surveillance on the Miller residence established during 


1945 indicated to her friends that,she was thinking of accepting a position 


with the Research Section of the CIO or in the otfice of Dr. Ludwi j 

a member of the Polish Supply Mission and Polish representative of UNNRA. 
According to «his source, Mrs. Miller decided against the CIO position because 
of her husband's connection with the State Department, and on July 11, 1945, 
it was indicated that Dr. Rajchman expressed some doubt as to whether ۰ 
would employ her, Mrs. Miller, because of her residence in Russia anda because 
of her husband's State Department connections. Ue 


Robert Talbott Miller, Jr., father of the subject, is a native of 
Kentucky and a retired physician of some means. He is a graduate of John 
Hopkins University, and at one time was a professor in that institution special- 
izing in tuberculosis surgery. Robert Miller, Jr., has a speaking and trans- 
ting knowledge of Russian and early in 1945 began doing translation work for 
the American Review of Soviet Medicine. 


Since December 31, 1937, Robert Miller has maintained an account in ۴ 
the Cnemical Bank and Trust Company, 165 Sroaosay, New York City, and has 
also maintained an account there unaer the name of the Hemisphere Corporation. 
Miller's account has always averaged about $100. It is known that his father 
maintains custodial accounts in thet bank in his own name in the amount of 
$420,000 to the credit or Robert Miller. 


Hemisphere News Service 


The Hemisphere News Service was incorporated under the laws of 
New York on September 25, 1939, with an auvhorized capital of $25,000 and an 
actual capital of $9,000. Robert Talbott Miller, III, was listed as President 
ana other orficers were Jack Bradley Fahy, Vice President and lreasurer, and 
Jennie Miller, Secretary. From July 1, 1940, to August 30, 1941, the corpora- 
tion maintained its headquarters at 154 Nassau Street, New York City, Room 
1003. The principal activity of the corporation was the publication of a 
weekl; news bulletin pertaining to economic matters in Latin American, Canada, 
and Alaska. This bulletin was known as "Hemisphere"; Robgrt Miller, III, was 
the eoitor of the publication and the bulletins were saidio incline toward 
a Leftist impression. 





Poland, now aeceased. She wes issue 
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In September, 1941, the Hemisphere Nevis Service was moved to 
washington, D. C., and became the Export Iniormation Bureau, Incorporated, 
with offices in the washington Building. This concern wes managed by 
Joseph B. Gregg and was devoteu exclusively to research work for the 
Coordinator of Inter-American Afiairs under a yearly contract of some 
$18,000. At the time the concern moved to Washington, Robert Miller became 
a research analyst with the Coordinator of Inter-American Aifairs. The 
Export Information Bureau, Incorporated, was subsequently absorbed into 
the Coordinator of Inter-American Affairs. ' 


It will be noted that Jack Bradley Fahy, who was Vice President 
of the Hemisphere corporation when it was located in New York City, was a 
veteran of the Abraham Lincoln Brigade in the Spanish Civil War. In the 
Daily "orker of October 17, 1938, he published an article renouncing his 
membership in the Socialist Party which he accused of damaging the cause 
of the Spanish people. 


Joseph Gregg, who was the manager of the "Hemisphere," is according 
to the tecanical surveillance on the home of Robert Miller a close friend 
of the Millers, ana he is identical with the Gregg described by Elizabeth 
Bentley as furnishing informagion to her from the files of the Coordinator 
of 8+20 Afiairs. d 


Contacts Witn Bureau 


In December, 1941, Robert Talbott Miller, Director, Division of 
Reports, Coordinator of Inter-American Affairs, conferirea with Assistant 
Director D. X. Ladd in an effort to arrange with the Bureau for the investi- 
gation of several individuals and organizations for the Coordinator of Inter- 
American Afiairs. On December <2, 1941, Miller directed a request to the Bureau 
for an investigation of the organization called the "Society for Pan-American 
Coniraternity," 


In February, 1942, Special Agent Jerry Doyle at the request of the 
then Undersecretary of Navy James V. Forrestal haa lunch with Jonn Nitze, a 
former employee of Forrestal. Nitze was accompanied by Robert Miller, who 
was described as being in charge of intelligence tor the Coordinator of Inter-- 
American Afiairs. Nitze explained that Miller provided intelligence reports 
to both the BEW and tne CIAA which reports were prepared from information 
supplied him by the Bureau, ONI ana G-2. On this occasion and on March 6, 
1942, Robert Miller was very complimentary of the Bureau's work in latin 
America. 


Contacts and Associates 
A pnysical surveillance conaucteda of J. N. Golos on February 10, and 


on February 24, 1941, disclosed that Golos met with a man ana woman at Paddy's 
Clam House, 215 west 34th Street, New York City. After each meeting the man (4/ 








and woman proceeded to the Kni@kerbocker Village, #10 Monroe Street, New 
York City. It was subsequently ascertained that the man who contacted 
Gclos was Robert T. Miller, operator of the "Hemisphere" who resided at 


` #10 Monroe Street, New York City. Golos is identical with Jacob Golos now 
. deceased, a Soviet espionage agent for whom Elizabeth Bentley operated. ( 3 K 


By means of a technical surveillance on August 16, 1944, it was 
determined that Robert Miller was acquaintea with a Mr. Silvermasver, who 
was believed identical with Nathan Gregory Silvermaster, a prominent subject 
in this case. Through the same source during the Sumer of 1945, it is 
known that Mrs. Miller asked an acquaintance, Peggy Greenfield, whether she 
had met the Silvermasters. Miss Greenfield indicatea that she had and knew 
all about them. According to this source, it was evioent that irs. Miller 
was also well acquainted with the Silvermasters. U- 


Ihe technical surveillance maintained on the Miller residence in 
Washington, D. C., his determined that Robert Miller and his wife, Jennie, are 
closely associated with Pelageya (or Polia) Habicht, a native of Russia, who 
was at one time interned by the Russians as a political prisoner and who in 
1942 was exchanged to the United States for Gaik B. Ovakimian, tne heaa of the 
Soviet espionage organization in the Unitea States from 1934 to his arrest 
in 1941 as an unregistered agent of a foreign government. Through this 
source it has been determined that Herman Rollemann Habicht is likewise a 
close friend of the Millers. On one occasion Herman Habicht advised tie Civil 
Service Commission that Miller was one of his closest friends. Since Septem- 
ber, 1944, Herman Hebicht hes been in Europe, principally Paris, France, as 
a representative of the Foreign Economic Administration. Al WU- 


Through these technical surveiilances it was determined that kd 


. Stevens is a close friena of the Millers as well as an associate of Herman and 


Pelageya Habicht. Stevens is a writer who returned from Moscow during the 
Sumer of 1944. Yu 


Margaret (Peggy) Greenfield, an economic writer and assistant chief 
of the Progress Reporting Branch, Division of Research, OPA, has been in con- 
stant contact witn the Millers, particularly Urs. Miller. According to the 
technical surveillance on the Miller residence, Margaret Greenfielc was formerly 
employed by the hailroaa Retirement Board ana is consiaered a Conmunist. I+ 
Was reported that she was an active Communist in Cleveland, Ohio, in 1930 
during which time she contributed to the Communist Party Daily Worker. حر‎

The technical surveillance of the Miller residence has determined 
that the Millers are friendly with Solomon ana Florence Trong, Trone, who 
is à man about 70 years of age, has spent consicerable time with the General 
Electric Company in Russia and was recently in the Soviet Union as a member 
of the Reparations Committee.

RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION

A physical surveillance on Lovise Bransten revealed that on January 2, 
19h) she arrived in Washington, D. C. from New York City accompanied by Leo 
Huberman. They separated at Union Station and hrs. Bransten, accompanied by 
her son Tommie, proceeded by taxi to 36 Poplar Avenue, Takoma Park, l'aryland, 
where they remainec for the night. Investigation revealed that this was the 
residence of Willard 2. Park. 


Physical surveillance of Louise Bransten and her son revealed tnat she 
arrived in Chicago, Illinois from Washington, D. C. on the B and 0 Railroad on 
January 5, 1944. She proceeded to the Palmer House where she sent the following 
telegram: 


"LES. WILLARD PARK 36 POPLAR AVENUE TANCHA PARK MARYLAND.  TEEAIELY 
SO2RY NOT TC HAVE SAID GCODBYE. PHONED THREE TIES WITHCUT SUCCESS. WANTED TO 
SEE YOU. THANKS FOR EVERYTHING. WILL WRITE. BEST LOVE." Signed Louise. 


John Victor Murra, with aliases, was the subject of an Internal Security 
R Investigation at Chicago, Illinois. During the course of this investigation, 
Murra, who was seeking to become a United States citizen, advised a list of indi- 
viduals who had known him. In this list of names was Dr. Willard Z. Park, Chief, 
Research Division, Office of Coordinator of Inter-American Affairs, Washington, 
D. C. Murra,born in Russia, fought with the Abraham Lincoln Brigade in Spain 
from 1937 to 1939, and is a contact of Steve Nelson and Louise Bransten. 


During the course of an Internal Security - R investigation of Minter 
Wood and his wife, Julia Dorn Wood, a list of names and addresses of Minter Wood's 
contacts was obtained. In this list of names was the name of Willard Park, War 
Agencies, 5573. Beatrice Heiman, sister of Julia Dorn Wood, was formerly secre- 


tary to Constantin Qumansky; at that time he was Russian Ambassador to the United 


States. Minter Wood is employed by the U. S. State Department 
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RESULTS Of INVESTIGATION 


It was determined from the Personnel Officer of the Foreign 
Economic Administration that Park resigned his position with that agency on 
September 11, 1945 to accept a position with UNRRA in Washington, D. C. on

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ALLEGATIONS OF INFORMANT 


Elizabeth Terrell Bentley has advised that through William Remington, 
she was introduced to Bernard Hedmont. Bentley stated, "In connection with 
Bernard i3edmont, this individual was born, as I recall, in Brooklyn, New York, 
and is about 26 or 27 years of age. He attended the Columbia University School 
of Journalism, and won a Pulitzer prize and travelled through Russia and Mexico 
in the course of his studies, as a result of winning this prize. “hen he re- 
turned to the United States, he was a reporter for a short time on a small-town 
newspaper located, as I recall, somewhere in Herkimer County, New York. He 
eventually went to Washington, ÙU. C. where he obtained a position with the 
CIAA in the Press Division, where he worked with Jamison, who I recall was 
the head of the Press Division of the CIAA. In the Spring of 1943, William 
Lemington, whom I described above, told me that Redmont was working in the 
Press Division of the CIAA, and might be an individual who I would be de- 
sirous of contacting. 


“When I returned to New York after this particular visit to washington, 
I told Golos of the possibilities of Redmont, and he instructed me to have 
Remington solicit Redmont's assistance. Apparently Remington was successful 
in inducing redmont to offer his services, as I recall about this time Golos 
told me that Redmont was coming to New York and he was scheduled to meet him 
in the New York Public Library on Fifth Avenue and 42nd Street. I accompanied 
Golos to the library, and we subsequently met Redmont, &nd Golos told him 
that he was desirous of obtaining any information that came into his, Redmont's, 
possession, and indicated that this information was to be turned over to Earl 
Browder. As a result of this meeting with Golos, I added Redmont's name to 
the list of people that I visited when I went to Washington, D. C., and I 
continued to see him from sometime in the late Spring of 1943, until the latter 
part of this year, at which time Redmont was drafted and went into the Marines 
as a combat correspondent. 


"In connection with the information that Redmont supplied to me 
which I later turned over to Golos, it concerned principally information from 
cable intercepts and other such material concerning Latin America, that would 
normally pass through the Press Division of CIAA. Golos indicated to me on 
several occasions that this information was not of much real value. 


"After Redmont was attached to the Marine Corps, I, of course, had 
no contact with him, and did not next see him until some time in the Summer of 
1944, at which time I learned that he had been invalided out of the service 
because of shrapnel wounds that he had received while overseas. In about 
November or December, 1944, he again took up a position wit) the CIAA in the

Press Division. Reusont had my telephone number and í recall that when he 
was discharged from the Marines and ín New York City he called me and informed 
me that he was going to return to his old job at CIAA, and that in the event 
that I travelled to Washington I should ring him up and we would probably have 
dinner together. 


“When I ceased my activity in December, 1944, it is my opinion 
that all the people that I had been contacting were turned over to other 
Russian contacts, and I would assume that Redmont's name was turned over 
to one of these contacts. In this regard, I recall that in the Spring 
of 1945, on an occasion of one of my meetings with my then Russian contact, 
Jack, he informed me that they had no present need for Redmont and apparently 
had not decided to contact him further. 


It will be noted that William Remington, referred to by Elizabeth 
Terrell Bentley, was identified by her as a contact of Jacob Golos from whom 
she obtained information, She stated that Remington was drafted in 1944, 
and went into the Navy after which she lost contact with him and added, "However, 
I subsequently learned through Bernard mnedmont that Remington was subsequently 
Stationed in New York City in some branch of the Navy Department." 


Bernard &Hedmont was mentioned by Elizabeth Bentley as being one of 
the persons who she told that she expected to have an appendectomy operation. 
According to Bentley, her Russian contact, "Al," had suggested that she tell 
her contacts that she was going to have such an operation and arrange with 
them to have another person contact them. This was during the Christmas 
season of 1944. 


Elizabeth Bentley also stated that on the suggestion of her Russian 
contact, "Jack," she purchased a Christmas gift for bernard Kedmont and his 
wife.

Personal History 


One Bernard Sidney Redmont, 111 North Prospect Street, Herkimer, 
New York, made application for a position as Assistant Information Publicist, 
Office for Emergency Management. This application was forwarded to the Bureau 
on May 5, 1942, and reflects the following information. 


Bernard Sidney Redmont attended James Madison High School, Brooklyn, 
New York, 1930-34; College of the City of New York, 1934-38, obtaining his 
A. B. degree in journalism; attended the Graduate School of Jgfrnalism, 
Columbia University and obtained an M.S. degree, 1939. Whil@fin college he was 
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awarded the Pulitzer traveling scholarship, Bassett scholarship for libel law. 
He was editor in chief CCNY "Campus" Tri-weekly, elected member and officer 
Lock and Key honorary society; member of the student council, president of 
the junior class, and major insignia ROTC band award. 





This file reflects that Redmont has a brother Private Elliott 
Rothenberg in the United States Army who was stationed at Fort Knox, Kentucky. 
As references he furnished the following names: Honorable Josephus Daniels, 
Raleigh News and Observer, Raleigh, North Carolina, occupation - editor, 
formerly ambassador; William H. Lander, United Press, National Press Building, 
Washington, D. C., Latin American editor; Clarence W. Sorenson, Columbia 
Broadcasting System, New York City or 490 Ridgewood Avenue, Glen Elly, Illinois, 
correspondent and lecturer; Dr. Douglas S. Freeman, Richmond News Leader, 
tichrond, Virginia, editor.

RESULTS OF INVSSTIGATION

Elisabeth Terrill Bentley furnished information concerning the 
association between Joe North, one of ine editors of the New Masses magazine, 
and Jacob Golos, and she advised tne following: "I never met Mr, North and know 
nothing about him other than as related above with the exception that he was the 
individual who introduced William remington to Golos. This introduction took 
place sometime in 1942, exact time of which I cannot now recall. I do remember, 
however, that on one occasion I had dinner with Golos, Remington and his wife, 
who he referred to as 'Bing'. After my forma! introduction to him in this manner, 
Golos informed me that on my visits to Washington I was to contact Remington and 
obtain from him any information that he had at that time. 


"As a matter of background, I found out that Remington was born in New 
Jersey, went to one of the larger colleges, Princeton probably, and at any rate 
emerged as an economist. In as far as his employment is concerned, I recall tnat 
prior to 1942 he was employed with a consumers cooperative organization in New 
York City, and at tne time I knew him, he was employed by the War Production Board, 
handling consumers problems. He subsequently was transferred to the Aircraft 
Division of the War Production Board and for a short time held a jop as a civilian 
employee in the Air Corps, in the Pentagon. However, because of some trouble 
ensuing in the Air Corps, he quit and retumed to the War Production Board. This 
Was approximately, I believe, in the Fall of 1943, and was at tms time assigned 
to the Priorities Division of the War Production Board. 


"Sometime in the Spring of 1944 Remington was drafted and went into the 
Navy. After becoming attached to that branch of the service, ne was sent to a 
School for the purpose of learning tne Russian language. Ii he successiully 
completea his course of study at this particular school he would have been giv 
& commission as Ensign. I lost track of Remington at the time he was drafted into 
tne Navy. However, I subsequently learned through Bernard Redmont that Remington 


was subsequently stationed in New York City in some branch of the Navy Department. 


"In connection with the type of information that Remington supplied to 
me, which of course I turned over to Golos, was information such as: charts 
setting out airplane production and otner matters concerning the aircraft industry 


that would in tha course of regular hneineeo arma through his hante ac an 
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enployee of the War Production Board, He would also give m me scraps of paper upon 
which he had scribbled information concerning tests made of airplanes and other 
data concerning high octane gasoline and information wholly related to the air- 
craft production field. It is my recollection that Remington copied this material 
from reports and other information that came into his hands through official 
channels. JI also recall that he would verbally tell me about information that 
Would come into his possession from his conversation with government officiais 

and other individuals whom he would see in the normal source of his official duties. 
I recall particularly that he told me about a new process that had been developed 
for the manufacture of synthetic rubber. Remington apparentl@ observed the report 
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which set forth the chemical compounas ana the processes through which these 
campounds were put in order to produce the aynthetic rubber, However, he did 
not give me a verbatim report on this and the intormation was quite vague and 
probably of no value even to a cheniste 


"I wish to state that Remington was a dues paying Communist member 
and that on my visits to him in Washington I would attempt to obtain his regular 
dues. When I went to Washington, 4 would usually meet Remington at a restaurant 
located, as I recall, at Constitution near Fifth Avenue, and would also meet him 
at tne Melon Art Museum and in other places in that vicinity. I never, however,

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COMMUNIST ACLIVITY 


During n Hatch Aat invacti cati an condu dtar nf Wi Llam Raminctnn it was 
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ascertained that from June 1937 to August 1937 Remington resided at 933 Broadway, 
Knoxville, Tennessee with Merwin Todd, Head Organizer of the CIO, Horace Bryan 
and others. Todd, during this period, rented a Fost Office box, number 1692, in 
conjunction with Paul Crouch, State Secretary of the Communist Party. On May 26, 
1937, Remington and Todd resided at 1310 Oak Avenue, Knoxville, Tennessee in 
company with Henry Fart. During a subsequent investigation conducted by a Con- 
gressional comnittee, Henry Hart admitted ne was a member of tne Communist Party. 


During this investigation it was reported that Remington had been an 
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active member of tne American Peoples kobitization ana regularly attended meetings 
of tnis organization in the apartment of Anna Goodman; that Remington was one 

of several individuals who solicited funds for the American Youth Congress delerates 
during their convention in Washington, D. C. from February 7 to February 9, 1941. 
Remington and his wife were also reported to have been members of the Cooperative 
League and Rochdale Stores, including the Cooperative Bookshop. In a sworn state- 
ment taken during the Hatch Act investigation, Wiiliam Remington advised that he 
had been a member of the American Peace Mobilization and had attended meetings 

of the organization. He stated that he was sympathetic with and did research 
work for the American Youth Congress., He also advised that he terminated all 
aifiliations with tnat organization in the Fall of 1939. 


Investigations conducted by the Military Intelligence Division of one 
Private Wajuer. Thomas Hamilton disclosed that William P. Remington, who ۲ 
resided at 2425 N Street, N. W., Washington, D. C, was an acquaintance of Hamilton. - 
This investigation determined that Hasiston was definitely believed to have 
Comnunist sympathies and was engaged in Communist activities. 


Ann Remington, the wife of William Remington, was the lormer executive 
secretary of the Washington chapter of the American Feoples Mobilization. Her 
name als» appeared on the active indices of the National Federation for Constitu-

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RESULTS OF INVESTISATION 


According to the technical surveillance maintained on 
the residence of William Walter Remington on December 10, 1945, 
his wife Ann Remington conversed with a woman identified as Jean. 
During their conversation they discussed one Helen Scott who 
had just returned from Paris. 


It is known that one Helen Grace Reswich-Scott-Keenan, 
alias Helen Scott, who is possibly identical with the person 
referred to is a contact of Maria Filina and Nicolai A. 
Skriagin. 


During the conversation between Ann Re:xington and the 
woman identified as Jean, Mrs. Remington mentioned that her 
husband Bill had a job with the Office of war Mobilization and 
Reconversion and is engaged in stabilizing the economy of the 
country. Ann Remington said that Bill was still in the Navy 
and did not expect to be out until the summer of 1946. 


On December 17, 1945, William Reuington left 
Washington, D. C., en route to Williamstown, Massachusetts, 
where he was to have an appointment with a Mr. Bert Fox and 
a "President Baxter." 


A technical surveillance on December 18, 1945, dis- 
closed that Remington had gone to Massachusetts for the purpose 
of looking into a teaching position at Williamstown College.

ALLEGATIONS OF INFORMANT 





Elizabeth Terrill Bentley nas advised the fallowing: "Another in- 
dividual about whom I heard, probably in the Latter part oi 1942, was Peter 
Bhodes, 1 recall Golos mentioned to me that ne knew an individual by tnis 
nane who, so iar as I ever learned, was a newspaperman and writer by profession, 
although I am mable to state definitely that he was connected with any one 
publication. I do remember some of his material appearea in 'PM', but it is 
my impression he was a free~lance writer, With respect to his background, I 
learned that ne naa been bom in the Phillipine islands, ana tiere seemed to be 
some question about his nationality and citizenship inasmuch as his father was 
reputedly a German citizen. There was also intormation to the eftect that nis 
mother, who in fact was a British intelligence agent, nad killed the ۲ 
during World War 4, and thereafter reared Peter herselt. l am unable to state 
what type of information, if any, was being supplied to Golos by Rhodes, but it 
is my impression that Golos definitely was interested in Rhoaes like he was in 
other persons in the newspaper ana writing field, and I recall that after 
protracted aifficulties in 1943, Rhodes finally was abie to get to England in 
some capacity with the Unitea States Government, the exact nature of which I 
never knew, It was my turtner understanding that he thereafter proceeded to 
Egypt where he engaged in some sort of broadcasting work tor tnis Government 
eitner broadcastine pro-allied propaganda or possibly monitoring enemy broad- 
casts. I later leamed that ne nad subsequently gone to italy. 


"Although 1 never met Rhodes personally, I did meet his wife, who is 
a Belgian ne met in Beigium, and as iate as the early months of 1945 she was 
still residing at 40 Monroe Street, Knickerbocker Village, New York City. 4 
recall tnat after 1 nad heard of Rhodes from Golos, Mrs. Rhodes occasionally 
Would communicate with Goios tnrough my home telephone, but I have no 8 
of tne nature of such contacts. + nave no knowleage or suspicion that she per 
sonally was engaged in any activities for Golos, and her occasional contacts 
with him were probably in connection with her husband's whereabouts outside the 
United States. Sne ana ner husband were Communists to the best of my belief. 
I learned some time after Golos! deatn that krs. Rhodes became aware of the true 
identity of Golos, My basis for that statement is tnat sometime after nis 
death 1 was conversing with ner, and although she did not state it directly, 
she gave me the definite impression that she knew who he really Was. 


"Sometime in early 1945 Jack requested me to get in touch with Mrs. 
Rhodes ana determine the present whereabouts of her husband, i recall tele- 
phoning her, identifying myself, and indicating to her I was desirous of talk- 
ing witn her, but she curtly informed me she was too busy to see me, ana it 
was obvious she did not want to meet me, 1l accordingly reported that situation 
to Jack, who asked me to press her ior a meeting, but i declined. Sometime in 
the summer of 1945 Al likewise requested me to arrange a meeting with Mrs. 


Rhodes for the purpose of having ner husband meet some new Hussian contact, 


I declined again for the reason that she had made it apparent to me previously 
that she did not care to nave any further association with me. 
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"It is my impression that the nussi&n-, in the person or Al, at- 
tach some considerable importance to Peter nhodes, because even on meetings 
subsequent to that just described, he continued to request me to attempt to 
arrange a meeting. I never was able to get a very specific idea of why Rhodes 
apparently was regarded as valuable. Rhodes is a rather weil-known writer in 
New Yorx, and I have no knowledge of any organizations or groups with which he 
was identified. 


According to Elizabeth Bentley on October 17, 1945 at 6:00 P.L. 
at Biec«iord's Restaurant on 23rd Street and 8th Avenue, New York City, she 
met ner Russian contact "Al". During this meeting according to Bently, "Al" 
suggested he also attempt to deteriine the present wnereabouts of Peter Rhodes 
tnrough Mrs. hnodes and to make a definite date ior a contact which "Al" 
would arrange. l 


BACKGECUND 


Mr. مد ول‎ Packard, Office anager at the Knickerbocker Village in 
New York City, advised tnat Peter Rhodes and nis wife presently reside in 
apartment A-H-8 at 4C Lhonroe Street, Knickerbocker Village, New York. 


In the files of Local Draft Board #1, New York City, there is an 
occupational affidavit dated May 6, 1945 reporiin; that Peter nnodes is 
Assistant Outpost kKanager, Area 1, Branch Overseas, Branch Outpost with the 
Oifice oi war Inforiaation. Eis selery is stated to be “6500 oer annum and 
Le began this e.ployment on January 2, 1945. The affidavit referred to states 
tuat he recruits personnel for operations in psychological warfere terms in 
murope with the Army; thet he helps train such personnel; and selects and trains 
such personnel for newly liberated areas. 


It has been determined that Peter Hnodces maintains en oifice in the 
Social Security Builcing, 3rd and B Streets, S. w., Washington, D. C. 
his office is located in room 3410 of tnis building. The suite of offices 
where tnis one is located is occupied by the Cifice of war Information, 


PERSONAL EISTCRY 


Rhodes entered Columbia University in September, 1929 and received 
a Bachelor of Arts degree in 1933. He entered the graduate school in 1933 
and received a Master of Arts in June, 1934. During this period, Rhodes 
resided at l Amherst Road, Great Neck, Long Island, New York, and R.F.D. #3, 
Great Barrington, Massachusetts. His record at Columbia reflects that he 
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was born at Manila, Philippine Islands, December 3, 1912, it being observed 
that this date is at variance with the birth date given above. He was 
rated as a very good student, of excellent character and reputation. Rhodes 
received a graduate fellowship of $2,000 to Oxford University, England, in 
1934 and studied there until 1936, it being said that he had an excellent 
record as a student at this institution.

John Mickel, Superintendent of Buresus, United Press, 220 East 
h2nd Street, New York, New York, reportedly advised that Rhodes became 
employed with the United Press in 1937 as a war correspondent in London, work- 
ing in Paris, Moscow and Sweden in succeeding months. The employment records 
of the United Press allegedly reflect that Rhodes listed the following 
information concerning previous employment: 


Joseph M. Murphy, Columbia University; 

Graduate Scholarship, Columbia University, 193l, Dean Herbert Hawkins; 

Graduate Fellowship, Oxford University, England, 193l to 1936, 0 
per annum; and 

Herald Tribune, Paris, France, September, 1936 to December, 1936. 


Mr. Flory in charge of the Foreign Department, United Press Asso- 
ciation, reportedly indicated that when the Nagis occupied Norway, Rhodes, 
who was still a war correspondent for United Press, was enabled to escape 
via Sweden. He indicated that Hhodes found it necessary to travel through 
Russia in order to retum to the United States. He added that Rhodes spent 
some time in Russia before arriving in this country. He was then reportedly 
assigned to London, where he remained during the bombing. Early in 1911, he 
allegedly returned to New York City and inasmuch as the United Press had no 
berth for him, he was recommended by Mr, Flory to a Mr. Free of the Foreign 
Broadcasting Monitoring Service of the Federal Communications Commission. 





report received in January, 1915, from the State Department‏ ھ 
reflected that a Peter C. Rhodes was Chief of the Atlantic News Service‏ 
of the Office of War Information,‏ 


Rhodes allegedly married Ione Boulenger, a school teacher, in 
Brussels, Beigium, in 1936. His wife's father, a psychologist and educator, 
reportedly founded modern schools for sub=normal children in Belgium. Jean 
Pierre Boulenger, age twenty-four, Mrs, Rhodes! brother, was demobilized 
from the Belgian Army after Belgium was occupied by Germany and in 19l2, 
it was said that he was trying to get into the United States. Mrs. Rhodes 
reportedly has another brother, age thirteen, who is said to be in this 
country with her. Information available in 1912 reflected that Mr. and Mrs. 
Peter Christopher Rhodes, 4O Monroe Street, New York, New York, were tne 
parents of one child. The mother of Rhodes, M. C. Rhodes, reportedly 
resides with B. Linkfield, 51-06 = 206th Street, Bayside, Long Island, New 
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The Selective Service files maintained by Local Board #1, New York 
City, which have been referred to previously, reflect that Peter Christopher 
Fhodes registered on October 16, 1940, at which time he was residing at 0 
Monroe Street in New York City. At the time, Rhodes stated that he was 
employed by the United Press Association, 220 East land Strect, New York City. 


In a questionnaire executed rhodes on June 21, 1941, he advised 
that his Social Security number was d that he was employed by 
( pfe United China Relief Commission, ay, New York City in the 
capacity of Press Publicity Director. Rhodes also claimed that he was employed 


by a Free Lance writer. Rhodes stated that he was an officer in the Military 
Reserve Corps. 


The Selective Service file pertaining to Hhodes disclosed a letter 
dated November 14, 191 advising that Rhodes was to be taken in the employ 
of the Federal Communications Commission and would be sent to England as a 
member of the Field Office Staff in that country. A request was made for 
permission for Rhodes to leave the country. 


Other letters appearing in the Selective Service file disclosed 
that Rhodes was in Africa with the Federal Communications Commission in June, 
1943, in Sicily with the same organization in September, 19l3, and in London 
with the Federal Communications Commission in November, 1913, 
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In addition to the above information, the Selective Service file 
reflected the following past employment for Rhodes:

dependents Ione; a daughter, Ann Margaret, born March 25, 1959; a daughter, 
Alice, born July 25, 1941; a son, David, bom September 23, 1945. At the 
time Rhodes executed his questionnaire June 21, 1941, he also clained as 


dependent upon him, a brother-in-law, Charles Boulenger, 
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The files of the Immigration and Naturalization Service at New York 
City disclosed that on November 29, 1920, Margery Clare Beutinger, Peter Rhodes! 
mother was granted permission to change her name to Margaret Clare Rhodes, At 
that tine it was disclosed that she was a widow and was occupied as a coal broker 
&t 52 Broadway, New York City. The file reflected that Christopher Peter 
2 modes, born December 30, 1911 arrived in the United States with his father 
and mother on the SS George Washington formerly the SS Vaterland on August 16, 
1914 at tne port of New York, Peter Rhodes father, Christof Beutinger, was 
stated to be an employee of the War Department who had served in the Spanish 
. War and in the Philippine Campaigns. 


The Immigration files also disclose that Peter Rhodes wife, Ione 
Rhodes, filed petition for naturalization #463915 on March 11, 1942. On 
November ll, 1945, Tone Rhodes was issued certificate of n alization

Mr. J. Re Packard, Office Manager at Knickerbocker Village, New 
York City reported that Peter Rhodes and his wife leased a four room 
apartment there in September 1940; that they moved to Knickerbocker Village 
from an apartment at 2ll East 77th Street, New York City. ‘he lease to 
their apartment in Knickerbocker Village was renewed by them, according to 
Mr. Packard, in 1941 and in October 1942 and in 1943. The lease was 
subsequently renewed for apartment A-H-8 at hO Monroe Street, Knickerbocker 
Village, New York City in October 1945. 


PARENTAL BACKGROUND 


Margaret Beutinger and Christof Beutinger, parents of Peter 
Christopher Rhodes, were married in 1906, divorced 191 and remarried in 1915, 
Mrs. Beutinger allegedly has claimed that the record of her first marriage 
was destroyed in an earthquake in Jamaica. Christof Beutinger was shot and killed 
in his home in Caldwell, New Jersey on July 11, 1916. Margaret Beutinger was 
arrested and charged with the shooting of her husband; she reportedly contended 
that the shooting was in seli-defense. Margaret Bevtinger was tried for the 
shooting and after a jury disagreement, she was found "not guilty" in a

COMMUNIST ACTIVITIES 


The Congressional records of February 6 and February 9, 192, reveais 
that the name of Peter Rhodes, Federal Communications Commission, appears on 
a list of individuals charged as being members of either the Communist, Nazi 
or Fascist Parties. The records of the Dies Committee contain the following 
information: 


"Peter Rhodes 
Intemational Coordinating Committee for Aid to Republican Spain 


(Medical Bureau and North American Committe to Aid Spanish Democracy 
affiliated with above organization)

The Dies Committee files reflect that one Christopher Rhodes, 47 
Attorney Street, New York, New York, signed a Communist Party petítion for 
the state and city elections, New York, during 1939-10; and also reflect that 
this Christopher Rhodes signed the Communist Pary petitions for the General 
Elections, 1940. Investigation by the New York Office determined that no one 
by the name of Christopher Rhodes or Peter Christopher Rhodes ever resided 
at 47 Attorney Street, New York, New York. 
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On February 11, 12l1, agents of the New York Office who were 
surveilling J. Ne Golos, identical with Jacob Golos named by Elizabeth Terrill 
Bentley, observed him meeting a young couple who were thereafter followed to 
Apartment CG-10, Knickerbocker Village, 40 Monroe Street, Manhattan. ‘This 
apartrent was found to be occupied by Peter C. Rhodes. 








RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION 


A technical surveillance maintained on the residence of Joseph B. 
Gregg in Washington, D. C., on November 26, 1945, reflected that Rose Gregg, 
the wife of Joseph Gregg, contacted Peter Rhodes and invited him and three 
unidentified persons mentioned by him as coming from London to the Gregg 
house for dinner. g. سرا‎ 


On November 28, 1945, this source disclosed that Rose Gregg and her 
husband, Joseph Gregg, invited Peter Rhodes to dinner and on the same day 
Joseph Gregg contacted Peter Rhodes and discussed with him the action which 
would be taken by persons in government service who were expecting to have 
their employments terminated. 


On Decamber 3, 1945, a physical surveillance maintained on Peter Rhodes 
disclosed that he visited the home of Joseph Gregg, 6829 Piney Branch Road, and 
that he remained at the Gregg home that night. 


On December 4, 1945, Rhodes visited the home of Joseph Gregg on which 
occasion he had with him some papers which he left in a Ford automobile believed 
to be owned by his brother, Captain Rhodes of the United States Amy. These 
Papers were examined and it was noted that they consisted of OWI reports 
headed by a penned routing slip addressed to Peter Rhodes. The routing slip 
directed that Rhodes should examine the material and edit it and do whatever 
he saw fit with the material that he was editing. Some of the documents bore 
the 001 official caption, plus the printed notation: "OWI Foreign Broadcasting 
System," 


On Decezber 5, 1945, Rhodes and a man believed to be his brother, 
Captain Rhodes previously referred to, visited at the Gregg residence until 
1:57 A.k., at which time Captain Rhodes left the Gregg home. Peter Rhodes 
remained there over night. On December 5, 1945, Peter Rhodes was observed to 
be carrying the Wl material previously mentioned, and it is noted that he 
brought this material with him to the Gregg residence where he entered at 
7: 40 P. M. 


On December 6, 1945, Peter Rhodes was observed to have lunch at the 
Aux Trois Mousquetaires Restaurant, 818 Connecticut Avenue, Northwest, Washington, 
D. C., and immediately thereafter was observed leaving the restaurant with an 
individual later identified as "Mr. Schluter" (Claymer Schluter). It was ob- 
served that Rhodes passed a alip of paper containing sane written data to 
Schluter. Schluter was later observed to enter the Cordova Apartments at 20th 
and Florida Avenue, Northwest, where he resides. Subsequently, on December 6, 
1945, Rhodes accompanied Joseph Gregg aboard a Pennsylvania train en route to 
New York City. 








Rhodes and Joseph Gregg arrived in New York City at 11:05 P.M., and 
immediately thereafter they went to 40 Monroe Street, the residence of Peter 
Rhodes. On December 7, 1945, Rhodes and Gregg were observed leaving 40 Monroe 
Street at 9:20 A.M.. Shortly thereafter they separated and Rhodes entered a 
building at 250 West 57th Street, New York City, where the Office of War Infor- 
mation is located. At approximately 11:50 A.M., Rhodes entered a building at 
20 East 53rd Street, and was observed to emerge from this building with Joseph 
Gregg at 2:10 P.M. It will be noted that on December 7, 1945, Joseph Gregg 
had an appointment with Dr. Abraham Benedict Weinstein who maintains his offices 
at 20 East 53rd Street. Dr. Weinstein is in contact with persons prominent in - 
the Communist movement who are suspected of being engaged in Soviet sspionage 
activities. He most closely resembles the description of the person identified 
by Elizabeth Terrill Bentley as "Charlie." It will be recalled that "Charlie" - 
was named by Bentley as the one to whom Jacob Golos delivered the espionage 
information he collected. Rhodes and Gregg after leaving the offices of Dr. 
Weinstein had lunch and thereafter separated. 


Peter Rhodes returned to Washington, D. C., on December 10, 1945. On 
that day, according to a technical surveillance, he contacted Joseph Gregg and 
inf ormed him that he would be in Washington, D. C., until December 12 and that 
he would leave word in his office at the Social Security Building where he could 
be reached. The same source advised that Rhodes contacted Rose Gregg, thewfe of 
Joseph Gregg on December 12 and told her that he was going to New York City and 
that altnough Joseph Gregg was also going to New York, he desired to see him and 
talk to him in Washington. Subsequently, on that day, December 12, he contected 
Joseph Gregg and expressed a desire to have dinner with him, On Decenber 13, 
Peter Rhodes and an unidentified woman and a man subsequently identified as 
Maurice English, &n employee of OWI, traveled to New York City via the Pennsylvanía 
Railroad. ve 


It was determined on December 17, 1945, that Claymer Schluter with 
whom Rhodes was in contact on December 6, 1945, received a postal card from 
New York City signed by "Peter" belived to be Peter Rhodes. This card stated 
that he, Peter, would be down Tuesday for a few days and requested a dinner 
engagement with Schluter and asked that Schluter call Peter at his office. ها‎ 


On December 18, 1945, it was determined that Peter Rhodes expected t 
come to Washington, D. C., arriving around 11:00 A.M., on December 19, 1945. Go U, 


On December 21, 1945, a pretext telephone call to the OWI offices in 
Washington, D. C., informed that Peter Rhodes was leaving Washington, D. C., that 
night for New York City where he would take up his permanent residence.

ALLEGATIONS OF INFORMANT 


Elizabeth Terrill Bentley advised the following: 


"Another individual who I knew was collecting information tor Golos 
was Ruth Rivkin. By way of background, Ruth Rivkin comes from a wealthy 
Jewish family in New York Uity and was employed with one of the Jewish relief 
organizations in New York City. She was a dues paying Communist member and 
was associated with the Book and Magazine Guild in connection with her Com- 
munistic operations. She was a friend of Helen Tenney and I recall that both 
Helen and Ruth attended the same prep school somewhere in New York City. 


“when Ruth first went to Washington she obtained a job with 
O.F.F.R.A., Which was the predecessor to the United Nations Relief and Rehabil- 
itation Administration. The OFFHA was disbanded at the time the UNRRA was 
organized and she continued on with the UNRRA. Rivkin was turning over the 
informatign she obtained to Helen Tenney at the time Helen Tenney arrived in 
Washington, D. C., and when I would go to *ashington I would pick this material 
up in the regular course of my co:lection. I recall that I met Ruth Rivkin 
on one or two occasions when I visited Washington, D. C. The material that 
the Rivkin woman was producing was not of much importance and consisted 
chiefly in determining what the policy of the UNRRA was at that time and 
giving brief digests of what happened at the various conventions of UNRRA 
that she attended during the course of her official duties. I do recall that 
a great deal of information was regarding the question of moving the displaced 
persons in Europe at that time. In December of 19li when I ceased my opera- 
tions I indicated either at this time or shortly previous to Helen that it 
would probably be a good idea to stop obtaining informatim from Ruth. At 
the time I ceased my activities in December of 194) I do not believe that 
she was actively engaged in furnishing information to anyone," 


BACKGROUND 


Ruth Rivkin presently resides at Hancock Hall, Apartment 13l, 
3665 - 30th Street, N. W., Washington, D. C., telephone Woodley 98806. She 
is employed by the United Nations Relief and Rehabilitagion Administration 
and her office is located in Room 319 at the UNRRA و‎ 13h Connecticut 
Avenue, N. W., Washington, D. C. The writing on the r of her office 
indicates it is occupied by "Camp Operation Branch - fMféplaced Persons Divi- 
` sion." 
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In an application for employment dated March lh, 1943, with the 
United Nations Relief and Rehabilitation Administration, Ruth Rifkin stated 
that she was born February 1, 1912, at Wilkes-Barre, Pennsylvania. Her 
father was born in Moscow, Russia, and according to her statement, her father 
was brought to the United States at the age of five and is presently a 
naturalized citizen. Ruth attended the Coughlin High School in Wilkes-Barre, 
Pennsylvania, from 1926 to 1920, and attended a private preparatory school 
and business school at Yoming Seminary, Kingston, Pennsylvania, from 1928 to 
1931. At that time she enrolled in the University Extension of Columbia 
University and from 1936 to 1938 studied English composition and special 
feature writing at New York University. She has stated that she studied 
French E three years and visited knglend on a vacation from May 23 to June 
21, 1936. 


From February, 1935, to November, 1937, she was Secretary and Book- 
keeper for the Planned Publicity Service, 103 Park Avenue, New York City, at a 
salary of $15 to $20 per week. From November, 1937, to August, 1936, she held 
temporary positions as a public stenographer. She listed as her employer Lena 
Rosen, lO Broadway, New York City. From June, 1927, to August 25, 1935, she 
was employed by the smployment News, 55 West 45th Street, New York City, and 
from August, 1930, to the time of her application, she was employed at the 
Foreign Policy Association , 22 East 38th Street, New York City. At this s place 
of employment, she was Secretary to Raymond L. Buell, Willism T. Stone, سا‎ 
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Se Hayden. Her salary ranged from $2100 to $2700 per year, and according to 
her statement, her duties consisted of acting in the capacity of an assistant 
and a secretary, 


At the time of her application for Government service, she stated that 
۳ she wanted to leave her previous employment because there was no opportunity 
( for advancement and she desired to make a contribution towards the war effort, 
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by the Washington Field Office reflected that Elizabeth Searle on May 2h, 

1945, had lunch with a woman at 12:30 P. M. at the Palais Royal, a woman who 

is believed to be identical with the contact woman in the Government Group. 

This individual was subsequently identified as being Mrs. Hilton Abelson, 

with alias Olivia J, Israeli, Director of Negotiations for the National Office 
of the United Federal Workers of America. Olivia Israeli was the subject of 

a Hatch Act investigation when she was employed by the Federal Security 

Agency, Selective Service Board. She is believed to be identical with "Lillian", 
a contact of Albert Lannon.

There is no indica- 
tion that this Rifkin is identical with the subject ot this investigation,

Investigation to date of Ruth Rifkin has failed to develop any 
information which can be considered pertinent to this investigation at 
this time.

CONNECTION WITH CASE 


On December 6, 1945, Peter Christopher Rhodes was observed by 
Special Agents of the Washington Field Office to leave the Aux Trois 
Monsquetaires Restaurant, 818 Connecticut Avenue, N. We, at 2:20 p. Me, 
&ccampanied by an unidentified man. They walked several blocks from the 
aforementioned restaurant wher Rhodes put down two small bags he had been 
carrying, reached ir his reer pocket, withdrew a small package or paper 
and handed it to the unidentified man. They then parted and the unidentified 
man proceeded directly to Apartment 212, Cordova Apartments, 20th and Florida 
Avenue, N. W., Washington, D. C. Subsequent investigation by the Washington 
Field Office determined that the unidentified individual's full name is 
Claymer Schluter. 


BAZXGOROU ND 


Claymer Schluter registered for Selective Service on October 15, 
1940 with Local Board 717, Freeport, Long Island. At the time he registered 
he was residing at 422 South Bayview Avenue, Freeport, Long Island, and the 
person who would always know his acdress was his father, Henry Schluter, the 
sane address, Eis Selective Service questionnaire reflects that Cleymer 
Schluter wes born at Freeport, Long Island, on July 20, 1911. He attended 
Columbia University receiving A. B. and M. A. degrees, He attended the 
Sorbonne at Paris studying History and Literature, and the University of 
Lille studying philology. ۱ 


At the time of registration, October 16, 1940, Claymer Schluter 
stated that he was self-employed in the wholesale butter and egg business, 
There was ne employment indicated in his questionnaire but Schluter stated 
he was employed as a translator and in rewriting manuscripts. Under previous 
occupation, he stated that he was a French teacher fror 1933 to 1934 end an 
English teacher from 1934 to 1935. He was inducted into the United States 
Army February 18, 1941 and the local board records still carry him in 1-C 
classification, 


On May 2, 1941, the Office of Military Intelligence requested the 
Bureau to furnish any information in the Bureau files concerning Private 
Claymer Schluter whose occupetion was listed as Company B, 55th Medical 
Battalion, Fort Sam Houston, Texas; his former address was listed as Free- 
port, New York, and date of birth July 20, 1911, Freeport, New York, 


On July 15, 1940, the Bureau received a letter from Clay Schluter, 
lOl Church Street, Freeport, New York, requesting an apolication blank for 
the position of Special Agent. In this letter Clay Schluter describes 
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himself as follows: "I received my B. A. degree from Columbia University 

in February, 1933 and a degree of X, مش‎ in Romance Philology from Columbia 
University in 1937. During 1931 and 1922 I studied at the Sorbonne University 
of Paris, and during 1934 and 1935 I attended the University of Lille, France. 
I was also assistant English master at the Lycee Faidheroe, Lille, France, 
during 1934-1935, and have done the usual traveling through Austria, Spain, 
Belgium, Holland, Switzerland, ales, Germany ard England. Until the French 
surrender two weeks ago, I was employed by the French News Service, 610 Fifth 
Avenue, New York City." 


On July 25, 1940, an application blank was forwarded to Clay Schluter 
at 101 Church Street, Freepori, New York. 
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RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION 


As stated previously herein under the subheading "Connection 


"With Case," an investigation of Claymer Schluter was instituted on 


December 6, 1945, after it was determined that he had been in contact with 
Peter Christopher Rhodes who was named by Elizabeth Terrill Bentley as 
engaging in Russian espionage activities. aee 


Physical surveiliance ascertained thet Claymer Schluter was 
residing at Apartment 212, Cordova Apartments, 20tn and Florida Avenue, 
Northwest, Washington, D. C. 


On December 10, 1945, the door to apartment 212 was opened several 
minutes and Special Agent James E. McManon of the Washington Field Office 
overheard a man believed to be Scnluter making a telephone call at 4:35 p.m. 
and ask "Is Mr. Rhodes there?" He then stated, "Flease tell him to call 


. Mr. Schluter at North 1806." 


On December i2, 1945, physical surveillance revealed thet Schluter 
left the Cordova Apartments at 11:55 a.m. and proceeded on foot to the Office 
of Strategic Services and enter Temporary Building Q by the rear exit. 

He was observed in ine cafeteria oi the Office of Strategic Services between 
12:30 and 1:30 p.m. At 2:40 Pem., Schluter returned to the Cordova Apart- 
ments. 


On December 13, 1945, Scnluter again visited tne Office of Strategic 
Services. 


The Wasnington Field Office by teletype dated December 15, 1945, 
advised that contact was made with Mrs. Smith Blair, mother of Special Agent 
Smith Blair, Jr., of the Baltimore Field Division, who resides at the 
Cordova Apartments advised that one Nelson Page and a Russian resided in 
Apartment 212 in the Cordova Apartments with Ella Stevens. The Russian 
individual (Claymer Schluter), whose name was unknown to her, has been 
there approximately one month and is expected to leave at the end of this 
montn. 


It was ascertained on December 15, 1945, that Claymer Schluter was 
on that day out of town in New York City and was not expected back in 
Washington until the following day. It was indicated that Mr. William or 
Billy Huntington, who resides at the Cordova Apartments, would be in a 
position to furnish Schluter's New York address, The Washington Field Office 
by teletype dated December 15, 1945, advised that discreet inguiry of 
William Huntington developed that ne personally did not Éve the address of 
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Schluter in New York but suggested commmicating with ہے کے‎ ore

y advised that Schluter could be reached at the phone number 
Freeport 6327 in Long Islana, New York. The New York Field Division 
subseguently advised that the above phone number is listed to Henry C. 
Schluter, 422 South Bayview Avenue, Freeport, Long Island, New York. 





The Washington Field Office by teletype dated December 18, 1945, 
advised that Claymer Schluter contacted an unknown man on a loading platform 
at Connecticut Avenue and Leroy Place, Northwest. While on the loading 
platform, Schluter was noted either shaking hands or passing something to 
a young man whom he met there.

The Washington Field Office files 
reflect that Wniting Willauer was an applicant for a legal position with the 
Department of Justice in 1939. The files also reflect that he was Secretary 
of the China Defense Supplies, Incorporated, in 1943.

ALLEGATION OF INFORMANT 
Elizabeth Terrill Bentley advised tne following: 


"Another individual whom I met in this work was Hazen Size, who I 
later found out was a Canadian Communist and who comes from a wealthy family 
in Canada who are alleged to own the Canadian telephone system. I also recall 
that Fred Rose, who has previously been mentioned, sent one of his contacts, 
& Royal Canadian Air Force pilot, to see Golos and explain to him that Hazen 
Size was presently associated with the Canadian Film Board in Washington, 

D. C., and was probably an individual whom Golos wanted to contact. Subse~ 
uently tnis flier introduced Size to Golos and myself in New York City. I 
o not recall what conversation Golos had with Size, but as & result of this 

meeting Golos told me to contact Size when I made my periodic visits to 


Washington, D. C, 


"I first contacted Size in Washington in the late spring of 1913 
and continued seeing him until about the spring of l9lh. Size furnished me 
with information that was principally gossip he overheard in the Canadian and 
British Embassy and could be characterized as the names of prominent British 
individuals who were coming to the United States as well as matters pertaining 
to Canada's policy as far as the war and other matters were concerned. 


"In the spring of 1944 Bill, my Russian contact at that time, told 
me to drop Size, which I did, However, in the fall of 194) Al, who was a sub- 
sequent Hussian contact of mine, inquired of the whereabouts of Hazen Size and 
when I told him that Bill had told me to drop him, he indicated that this was 
all a mistake. I wish to state that Size towards the end of my contact with 
him was suffering from nervous indigestion and was I believe consulting a 
psychiatrist. I do not know Size's present whereabouts, but in all probability 
he has returned to Canada by this time," 


BACKGROUND

be used against Communists, Sise in his addressthen said that since the time 
the law was passed it was invoked against the left-wing French labor newspaper 
"Clarte" and that the entire stock of the Liberal Book Shop had been seised 


and the office of the Friends of the Soviet Union had been padlocked,

ALLEGATIONS OF INFORMANT 


Elizabeth Terrill sentley has advised the followings: "With respect 
to Helen Tenney, my first information concerning her came from Golos, who 
informed me sometine, as I recall, in 1942 that he was being supplied by her, 
with certain material to which she had access in the course of her duties 
with a short wave unit of OSS in New York City. I am noi exactly sure of the 
nature of this outfit except I knov if it weren't actually an OSS aivision it 
at least was sponsored by OSS and had to do with procurement of persons to be 
emplo;ed outside the United States by OSS. I recall that this concern was 
interested in persons of almost every nationality and Helen Tenney's work 
apparently consisted for the most part of compiling biographical data con- 
cerning persons whom OSS was considering employing. Such cata was turned 
over to Golos b; Helen Tenney ana I recall havin: seen some of this type of 
material. I recall further that one Marya Bron was in charge of this unit 
in New York City. 





"Ty way of backzrouna with respect to Helen Tenney, I learnea that 
ske was the daughter of wealthy parents who haa separatea while she was ravner 
young, that she haa oeen reareu by her mother and married wien she was very 
young, subsequently was divorced, and as iar back as the eariy thirties had 
become associated in some fasnion in this country with Communistic inci viauals, 
particularly some Spanish Comuunists.

My last meeting with Felen Tenney occurred in December, وید‎ when 
I saw her in Washington ard told her that I would no longer be functioning in 
tne manner J had anû gave her some specious reason why I was ceasing my activi- 
ties. I tolc her that someone eise would replace me and I subsequertiy learnec, 
I believe from Jack, that sre had in fact beer contacted subsequent to my break- 
ing off relations with her. 


"with respect to Helen Tenney'!s knowlec:e of the actual ramifications 
of the work she was doing for Golos, ryself and the others, it is my opinion 
that she did not know the true iaentity of Golos; however, I am of the opinion 
that spe may well have known or at least strongly suspected that data being 
supplied by her eventually went to the Russians, because she had had consiaer- 
able experience back in the 1930's working with the Spanish Communists and at 
that time I know had mailed various material to Russia at their behest. 


With respect to compensation, I recall that on probably my last 
meeting with her in Washington in December, 19h, I mentioned to her that I 
coula let her have 450.00, inasmuch as she had remarked on previous meetings 
that she was financially pressed and unable to afford a maic.

In addition to the above information Elizabeth Eentley advisec that 
on the instructions of her Russian contact, "Al" she informed Helen Tenney

^ : Fently she cia this because "Al" instructed that it would not be a goot iuea 
to break off her relations with her contacts immediately. 


Elizabeth beniley also stated that on the instructions of her 
Russian contact "Jac" she purcnasea a Crristmas gift for Helen Tenney. With 
furtner reference to her Russian contact "Al", rentley advisea thet about a 
weer before Christmas 1744 she met hin in accordance with "Jack's" insiructions. 
During this meeting she said "Al" intimatea that the FBI hac been proviing 
around, tnat Helen Tenney naa sharea a taxicap with an inaividual who laver 
vurnea out to be with Lilivary Intelligence.

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RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION 





Investigation conducted of Helen Tenney hes failed to 
disclose any contacts or association by her with other persons 
identified by Elizabeth Terrill Bentley. 


Investig:tion reveals that she is closely connected 
with one Scott Lockwood and Jim Dummer, 1357 Spring Road, 
Northwest, Washington, D. C., both employees of the Office of 
Strategic Services where Helen Tenney also works. 


On November 20, 1945, Helen Tenney accompanied by 


Jim Dummer visited an antique shop operated by one Joseph Cooper 


at Fairfax Court House, Virginia, from 4:55 P.M., to 6:35 P.M. 


On November 28, 1945, a technical surveillance main- 
tained on the residence of Helen Tenney disclosed that Jim 
Dummer contacted her at the Office of Strategie Services. On 
this occasion Dummer and Helen Tenney discussed in a discreet 
manner one Burns and it was indicated that Dummer had a luncheon 
enpgazeuent with Burns on the day following which was probably 
arranged by Helen Tenney. Subsequently, on November 30, 1945, 
this source disclosed that Dummer and Helen Tenney discussed 
Burns and Dummer mentioned that Burns was very interesting and 
seems to be very intelligent. Tenney stated that they should 
take him for a ride some time. Physical surveillance disclosed 
that Tenney had lunch with an individual believed identified as 
Carl Burns at Pierre's Restaurant at Washington, D. C., on

Allegations of Informant 


"Sometime during the last part of 1942 or in early 1943, 1 learned 
that one Cedric Belfrage was contacting Golos and turning over to him certain 
information. I learned through Golos that Belfrage was connected with British 
Intelligence in the United States and operated out of a 'cover! office some 
place in Rockefeller Center, I also recall that Belfrage was introduced to 
Golos by either Earl Crowder or Ve J. Jerome, During the course of my connection 
with Golos, I found out that pelfrage had supplied Golos with a report apparently 
emaneting from Scotland Yard which was more or less of a treatise on espionage 
agents. This work dealt with the type of people who might be employed for 
this sort of work, the precautions which should be taken to allude or identify 
whether or not a person is being followed, Y also recall that in this article was 
a contribution by some prominent burglars in England, who avparently made the 
following information available as practical gesture, This contribution con- 
cerned the technique of surreptitiously opening safes, doors, locks and giving 
admittance to most eny type of building or office equipment. This document was 
& carbon copy and was apparently extracted by Belfrage from some British file, 
Belfrage also contributed information regarding British policy as it concerned the 
Middle East and Russia, and to the information that apparently emanated from his con- 
nection with, probably, high ranking British officials in the United states, 


"After Golos died, I, of course, not having even met Belfrage, had no 
occasion to contact him further, However, when my Russian contact, Bill, appeared 
in the picture, he asked me to contact Belfrage and to obtain from him the 
information that he had previously been supplying to Golos, Y told him that I 
did not know Belfrage, and therefore, would not be able to get hold of him, 

Bill then told me to go to Earl Browder and find out through Browder where 
Relfrage was located and attempt to meke contact with him. As a result of this, 
I actually did go to sce Browder and Browder informed me tHe is out of the racket 
now; let him stay out', I subsequently informed Bill that I was unable to reach 
Belfrage. 


"hen Bill ceased to contact me and my next Russian contact, Jack, 
began seeing me, he too requested me to attempt to pick up Belfrage again, and 
he also suggested that I might be able to accomplish this by seeing Browder and 
finding out where Belfrage was located and what he was then doing. 


"T wish to state that I did not again go to Browder concerning Belfrage 
but do recall that Jack kept insisting that I make some attempt to locate 
Belfrage and to obtain whatever information he was then able&to give. I do not 








recall that my next Russian contact 'Alt made any overtures in attempting to 

have me locate Belfrage, but I do recall that in the Spring of 1945, I met 

Jerome on the strzet and he inovired if I was stiil interested in seeing Belfrage, 
I was noncommital in my reply and Jerome voluntcered that I probably should be 
interested in Belfrage inasmuch as he was back with British Intelligence at that 
time, is far as Y wes able to determine from Golos, Belfrage wes not a member 

of the Comunist Party., I also recall that Belfrave was known to the Russians 

as Benjamin, 


"I recall definitely that a great deal of trouble ensued fron an 
article published in the Protestant sometime in the Fall of 1943, The subject 
Matter of this article originated with Cedric Belfrage, who had furnished Golos 
with some confidential information of some kind, the exact nature of which I 
do not recall, Belfrage, who at that time was associated with british Intelligence 
in New York, happened to read the article and reprimanded Golos severely after 
the article appeared, Golos, of course, realized that the leak was through 
Browder and felt thet he could not condemn Browder too much because it would not 
have been strategic. "hen T met Jack for the first time in October, 1944, he 
asked me, among other things, why Urowder had not allowed the American contacts 
to be turned over to the Russians more speedily and also demanded that Mary 
Price and Cedric Belfrage be immediately turned over --~ I indicated to Browder 
the desire of Jack tbat Belfrage be turned over and Erowder refused this demend, 
I believe, because Drowder was somewhat afraid of Belfrage because of his 
connections with the Eritish Intelligence,"

BACKGROUND 


The records of the Immigration and Naturalization Service in 
Philadelphia, Per®svlvania reflect an alien registration file #4-77413, 
concerning Cedric Pelfrege, reflecting that he was born November 8, 1904, 
in London, England, From that date until 1926 he resided in London, England; 
from 1926 until February, 1927, he resided in New York City; from February 
1927 until 1936 he resided in both London and Los Angeles, California, and 
from 1936 until July 6, 1937, he resided in Los Angeles, His father is 
Sidney Henning Belfrage and his mother is Frances Grace Eelfrege, both re- 
siding at 30 Seymour, London, W. I. 


On July 6, 1937, he filed an application for a non-quota immigration 
visa at the American Consulate, Ensenada, Mexico, He stated that he was to 
enter the United States at San Ysidro, California, and his final destination 
would be Hollywood, He intended to live with his wife, Lary Reatrice Pigott 
Belfrage at 1925 Oakden Drive, Laurel Canyon, Hollywood, Californie, In his 
application he stated he intended to remein permenently in the United States, 


On November 15, 1937, Cedric Relfrage filed a declaration of 
intention to become & citizen of the United States at Los Angeles, California, 
It is noted that his wife, also born in England, applied at this time for 
her citizenship at Los Angeles, 


On Larch 1, 1939, Belfrece made application for a re-entry permit 
and wes issued such & permit on March 7, 1939. In his application he said 
he intended to leave the United States approximately ;zrch 15, 1939, at 
New Orleans, Louisiena, and that he wes going back te England on business, 
The re-entry permit showed thet he arrived back in the United States on 
July 26, 1939, His wife accompanied hin, 


On March 1h, 1941, both Cedric Belfrage and his wife reported a 
change of address from 7777 Firenze Avenue, Los Angeles, California, to 
11006 Kling Street, North Hollywood, California, Again on December 18, 1911, 
they notified a change of address from 5420 Netherland Avenue, Apartment 
E-65, New York City, to 7777 Firenze Avenue, Los Angeles, California, 


On December 9, 1941, a foreign official status notification 
(Form PR-l) was made out by Cedric Belfrage for the Department of State, 
and a carbon copy of this form was filed in Belfragets alien registration 
file, In this form he said that he was employed at tne Director of British 
Security Coordinator's Office, New York City. 
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Under & heading of Assumption Duties in the United States, 
he listed December 1, 1931. Under Detailed Statement as to Proposed Acti- 
vities in the United States, he mentioned that he was an official attached 
to the Director of British Security, Cocrdination, business address, Room 
3806, 6 - 35th Avenue, home address in the United States, Apartment 13-65 و‎ 
5h20 Netherland Avenue, New York City, and also 7777 Firenze Avenue, Los 
Angeles, California, Under the heading of Nature of Occupation for the Past 
Five Years, Belfrage listed that he was an author and a journalist in Los 
Angeles, California, 


On May 17, 1943, he applied for a re-entry permit and obtained 
re-entry permit #1374552. Regarding the obtaining of this, there is on file 
in the TiS Office, a letter from Y, P. McKwen, Control Officer of the British 
Control Office, New York City, dated May 16, 1943, and addressed to the 
Commissioner of INS in Philadelphia, stating thet Belfrage was a British 
Government official and was to travel to Great Britain on official business 
at tne request of his Majesty's Government, A memorandum on file dated 3 
Mey 26, 1943, records that one Mr. Meyer from the Visa Division of the X 
Department of State telephoned the INS Office on May 2L, 1943, stating that 
Belfrage wished to leave the United States within 48 hours, and that waiver 
of departure requirements were granted by the Stete Department, Belfrage 
re-entered the United States on July 16, 1943, at St, Albins, Vermont, 


According to e memorandum in Belfrage!s alien registration file, 
there is a statement to tne effect that accorcing to ج‎ Department of State 
letter of 1944, Pelfreze terminated his duties with the Eritish Security 
Coordination on December 31, 19h3. 


On April 6, 19LL, he again applied for & re-entry permit and was 
issued a re-entry permit dated May 5, 19h, However, tuis re-entry permit 
a2 never used eno it vec returned to tne 11:5 autnorities later, On 
October 19, 1945, ne epplied for a non-quota Immizretion vise 7107 at Lonoo., 
En planc, and it was issued to him on October 20, 1945, In this application 
he listed the fact that he had been in England since May of 19hh, and it 
would thus appear that he left the United States shortly prior to thet date, 
At the time of his application for a visa he mentioned that he intended to 
reside permanently in the United States and to join his wife there, The 
visa reflects that Belfrage actually did enter the United States at Rouses 
Point, New York, or the Rutland Railroad on October 28, 1945, He traveled 
on a British passport dated July 2h, 1912, and issued by the Eritish Consul 
General in Nev York City, At the time of his re-entry he again registered 
as an alien, retaining his same alien registration number. On the form under 
the heading of Activities to be Engaged in in the United States, he mentioned 
writing, He also stated that for the past five years he had been engaged in 
intelligence work and psychological warfare.

On April 9, 1938, an article appeared in the Daily Worker under 
a title "Appeal for Lifting of Arms Embargo on Spanish Government, American 
Friends of Spanish Democracy Send President Petition Signed by 92 Leading 
Clergymen, Editors, Union Leaders," The name Cedric ۵11۳۵ رفن‎ 20062760 in 
the list of individuals signing the statement, 
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According to the "Peoples World" a West Coast Communist paper, 
in an article dated December 13, 1938, a meeting wes mentioned sponsored 
for the Defense of Democracy and the Hollywood Anti-Nazi League, The 
article revealed that Cedric Belfrage, an English author, wes one of the 
speakers and that he told the audience thet the English Government no 
longer represents the people of Great Britain who let slip away their 
freedom of speech, press and radio. He warned "Democracy died before our 
eyes in England without our knowing until it was too late. The same thing 
is happening here," 


Among organizations and publications with which Belfrage has been 
associated, the following are listed: "The Clipper", the official organ of 
the Hollywood Chapter of tne League of American Writers; the Northern 
California Civil Rights Council and the Southern California Branch of the 
Federation for Constitutional Liberties; the League of American Writers;

ALLEGATIONS OF INPOMANT 


"In about Kay of 1940 Golos introduced me to one Abe Brothman, who 
at that time resided in Nassau County, New York, and wno was employed at the 
Republic Steel Company, New York, New York, as I recall, as an engineer, 
After I met this individual he told me he wanted me to have some blue prints 
copied and give the copies to Golos. I recall that from early summer, 1940 
until sometime in the fall of 1940 I met Abe approximately ten times, Some- 
times Golos would meet Abe tc obtain these blue prints, but whenever he could 
not make these appointments I would do it. Most of these meetings took place 
in front of the Mosler Safe Company at 32nd Street and Fifth Avenue, New York 
City. Abe would meet me and we would usually go to dinner and during the

course of the meal or later in the evening he would turn over to me these 


blue prints. I do not know how many separate prints there were as they would 
come in an envelope, I remember that on a great number of occasions the 
prints that he gave me were copies that Abe had made. However, on several 
occasions it would be necessary for me to take the originals and have copies 
made, which I would give to Golos, and I would return the originals to Abe at 
some future date.

Sometime during these nappenings I learned from either Abe or Golo: 
that these blue prints were of commercial kettles, which I perdi to be 
some type of commercial d However, I am not sure of this deduction. 
Whenever I hac to have copies made I would take them to one of tne numerous 
stores that do this work on Cortlandt Sireet, New lor: City. I cannot recall 


the names of any of tnese shops. 


"Along toward the fall of 1940 Golos tola me he was becoming some- 
what discouraged with his dealings with Abe anc told me he was going to turn 
him over to someone else. I never did learn from Colos or anyone else to 
whom Golos directed Abe,"

BACKGROUND 


Abraham Brothman is actively engaged in the consulting engineering 
firm of A. Brothman and Associates, & partnership with offices in Room 1606, 
114 East 32nd Street, New York City. Tnis partnership began operation on 
August 15, 1944, and is composed of Abraham Brothman, Gerbart Wollan, Oscar 
J. Vago and Jules Korchien. Brothman resides at 41-08 - 42nd Street, Sunny- 
side, Long Island, New York. 


The records of Local Draft Board #245 located at 30-97 Steinway 
Street, Long Island City, New York, reflect that Brothman was born on 
August 15, 1913, at New York City and married Naomi Mett on June 15, 1937. 
They have one child, Elsa Harriet Brothman, who was born on July 27, 1941, 
at New York City. He listed education at the John Winthrop Elementary School, 
DeWitt Clinton High School, Columbia College - accounting, Columbia Universi ty- 
chemical engineering. 


On April 3, 1945, a letter was sent to tne Local Boerd by Oscar J. 
Vago of A. Brotnman and Associates setting forth an appeal on behalf of 
Abraham Brothman, cnief engineer, and showing the work of A. Brothman and 
Associates to be that ot consulting engineers to the following concerns: 


Bridgeport Brass Company, Bridgeport, Connecticut - manufacturers 
of aerosol bombs ior protective measures against disease to tne 
Armed Forces ot tne United States; 


Graver Tank and Manufacturing Company, Inc. - manufacturers of 
D.D.T., water treating, etc., for Army, Navy and Maritime Commission 
of the United States; 


Palestine Fotasn, Ltd., D.D.T. plant in the near East; and 


Commission of Aeronautical Affairs of the Republic of China - 
setting up plants for the production of plywood giues and bomber 
noses, turrets, and domes. 


A letter dated November 16, 1940 from the Hendrick Manufacturing 
Company of Carbondale, Pennsylvania, indicated that Brothman was employed 
at that time by that concern and that nis employment was vital to the company. 
Tnis letter furtner stated that he was the inventor of many features and 
equipment for the production of aviation gas, artificial rubb ics 
and general processing. 
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It is to be noted that Jules Korchien is considered by the New 
York Field Division to be a key figure in the Communist Party and that he 
is the International Vice President of tne Federation of Architects, Engineers, 
Chemists and Technicians, a Communist~dominated union, a delegate in 1945 
to the Greater New York CIO Industrial Union Council and a member of the 
Architect Committee of the National Council for American-Soviet Friendship. 
Oscar Vago is known to be a member of the Communist Party in Queens, New 
York, and Gernart Wollan is & member of the Communist Party of Brooklyn, 
New Yorx. 


Brothman is known to the Bureau as a signer of the Communist Party 
Nominating Petition at New York City in 1943 and that he interests himself 
in such reading matter as the April, 1945 issue of "Political Affairs," a 
text book of Dialectical Materialism; "Economics of Baroarism" by J. Kuczynsky 
and M. Witt; "300,000,000 Slaves and Serfs,® by Kuczynsky and the May, 1945 
issue of "American Review of the Soviet Union," a quarterly published by the 
American-Russian Institute, New York City. 
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RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION 


An inspection in November, 1945, of the hotel registry at 41-065 land 
Street, Sunnyside, Long Island, reflected that A. Brothman-Mett occupied Apart- 
ment SF at that address, An investigation reflected that the telephone number 
of A. Brothman and associates at 11) East 32nd Street, New York City, is Murray 
Hill 3-9670. 


A physical surveillance was instituted on A. Brothman on November 28, 
1945, and was continued for several days. However, the results of this sur- 
veillance were negative as far as the instant investigation was concerned. Like- 
wise, an examination of the bank account of A. Brothman and associates failed to 
reflect any activities pertinent to the instant investigation, 


On December ربا‎ 1945, a photograph of Abraham Brothman was displayed 
to Elizabeth Terrill Bentley, and she identified it immediately as the same 
individual who was known to her as Brothman, Her identification was vositive, 
and her only further comment was that the photograph made Brothman look con- 
siderably younger than he was when she knew hin.

ALLECATIONS OF INFORMANT 


"Sometime in the spring of 1936 I was approached by Beatrice 
Carlin, who was at that time employed in the City Office of the American 
League Against Var and Fascism. Beatrice told me she was desirous of se- 
curing my services to assist a foreigner who was coming to the United States 
in the near future, in speaking English and taking care of some of his 
business affairs. She approached me several times thereafter concerning 
this matter and eventually in November of 1936 I was introduced to Joseph 
Eckhart by Beatrice Carlin. It appears that Eckhart is the individual she 
had in mind, Eckhart is a Lithuanian, about fifty-five years of age, 5! 
ll", broad sioulders, bald head, wears glasses and is a very natty dresser, 
I wish to state that this individual has a striking resemblance to Louis 
Buchalter, alias Lepke, During the time I knew him he resided at the Hotel 
Marcy on 96tn Street, New York. I recall that I only saw Eckhart on two 
occasions and my belief is that in December of 1936 he returned to Russia. 
However, he again appeared in New York in March or April, 1937, at which 
time he took up his residence first at the Barbizon Plaza and subsequently 
at the Wincermere Hotel. The last time I saw Eckhart was in January, 1922, 
at which time he indicated he was again leaving the United States. He did 
" not mention to me what country he was aestined to, 


"During the time that I knew Eckhart, he appeared to be a legiti- 
mate individual registered in hotels under his proper name and engaged in 
some purchasing mission. However, I learned from Jacob Golos that Ecknart 
was in fact an NKVD agent ana that one of his purposes for coming to this 
country was to purchase airplanes that were to be shipped to Spain via Lexico. 
7.27525. .1 recall that about the time Eckhart left the United States in 
January of 1938 he introduced me to one 'Marcel'!. I later learned, however, 
from observing '&arcel's'drivers license that he was Michael Endelman. . e و‎ 
«e > « I gained the impression from Eckhart that Endelman was in some way 
operating for Eckhart in this country. It was also my impression that 
Endelman was in some way connected with the Russian-Spanish Society but was 
probably a !small fry'. 


"I wish to state that in November of 1944 I was requested by 'Jack!, 
one of my contacts whom I will deal with later on in this statement, to 
furnish a complete biography of my personal history and business and 
Communist and other associations. In this biography I did not refer to 
Eckhart and Endelman but called them 'Joe' and !Marcel!. Apparently, this 
biography was given by 'Jack! to 'Al', who is my present contact and will 
be discussed later on. In December, 1944 !Al'then questioned me concerning 
'Joe! and !karcel!, whom I had mentioned, and he questioned their identi- 
ties. I indicated to him their true names, that is, Endelman and Eckhart. 








۱۸1۲ informed me that he knew these people anc indicated that they were 
presently in the United States. He then told me that if you ever run into 
them run like hell. He did not elaborate further in regard to these inci- 
viduals, their present location or present activities. 


The informant also advised that Eckhart was known to F. Brown, 
with alias Ferruccio Marini. The inforuant said, "On or about October 15, 
1938, by pre-arrangement, I met Brown in a cafeteria on University Place 
near 8th Street, and then he introauced me to a man he called Tim or Timny, 
who was at that time sitting in an automobile outside the cafeteria. (I 
later learned thar this individual was Jacob Golos.) Ye all then proceeded 
in Golos' automobile to a subway entrance where Brown made his departure 
and Golos anc I proceeded to a restaurant where we had dinner. In an initial 
conversation I explained to Golos tnat I was employed by the Italian Library 
os information, that I was a member of the Communist Party anc other iniorma- 
tion about my background. During this conversation, Golos interrogated me at 
length of my knowledge of Eckhart and *ndelman, as well as Juliet (Poyntz), 
as well as my background wita tne Communist Party. Golos stated that Eckhart 
and Endelman were traitors to the Communist moverent. 


RACY. GROUND 


The records of the Imigration and Naturalization Service, New York 
Sity, reveals that Joseph Eckhart arrived at New York City, Febrvary 17, 
1937 from Havre, France, aboard the SS Paris. He was 42 years of age in 
1937 and he was born ín Komo, Lithuania. His re-entry permit, No. 1119996, 
and his application number 118367 were issued at Washington, D. C, on 
October 12, 1936. His last permanent residence was listed as New York City 
and he stated that he had beer in the United States from May 25, 1936 to 
December 16, 1936. He stated that his last address was Grand Hotel, Paris, 
France, and indicated that his destination was to his home at 720 West End 
Avenue, New York City. Eckhart stated that he intended to remain in the 


United States permanently. 


Je D. Fuller, Manager of the Hotel Marcy, 720 West End Avenue, New 
Yor’ City, examined his records, which reflect that Joseph W. Eckhart 
registered at this hotel on November 16, 1936 and indicated he came from the 
Arlena Towers, Ramsey, New Jerseys His departure date was not shown on the 
hotel records. 


John Massarano, Manager of the Windermere Hotel, 666 West End Avenue, 
New York City, examined his records and stated that he had no information 
regarding Joseph Eckhart and that for the most part their records which were 
prior to 1940 had been destroyed, » 
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A description of Joseph Eckhart was obtained from the arrival manifest 
of the Immigration and Naturalization Service (1937) as follows:

According to the New Orleans Field Division, on April 25, 1945, one 
Joseph Eckert and Mary Eckert would arrive at New Orleans, Louisiana by 
airplane, and it was requested that the Bureau indices be checked in connection 
with the Foreign Travel Control program.

During the investigation of the American Slav Congress, it was 
determined that one Joseph Eckert was a membership delegate in the Flint 
Cormittee of the American Slav Congress. 
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RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION 


The New York Field Office has conducted an investigation 
to date with negative results to ascertain the present whereabouts 
and activities of Joseph Eeknart. The last information concerning 
Eckhart indicated that he was out of the country and the investi- 
gation to date has failed to indicate thet he has returned. 


The New York Field Office by teletype dated December 17, 
1945, advised the Bureau that a photograph of Joseph w. Eckhart 
(who has been described above under the section entitled "Background ) 
was furnished by the Philadelphia Field Office to the New York 
Field Office and tnis photograph was identified by Elizabeth 
Terrill Bentley &s being the individual she knew as Joseph Eckhart.

ALLEGATIONS OF INFORMANT 


"Another individual whom I knew in connection with my 
activities wes Ray Elson, who was married to Joseph Elson who just re- 
cently was discharged from the United States Army, By the way of 
background, Ray Elson was born in the United States of Polish-Jewish 
parents, She attended college and also Secretarial School someplace 
in the Midwest. I do not recall when she came to New York City, but 
I do know that she was employed for a considerable period of time in 
charge of & department of the Civil Rights Committee at 160 Fifth Avenue, 
New York City. She has been a dues-paying member and active in Communist 
circles for the past ten years that I have known of, Her husband, Joseph 
Elson, studied Architecture for two years at City College and subsequently 
was an art production man for various art agencies in New York City. I 
wish to state that Joseph Elson, as far as I know, is not a member of the 
Communist Party, 


"My acquaintance with Ray Elson came about after it was more or 
less a mutual agreement between Jack and myself that I should divorce myself 
from the United States Service and Shipping Corporation. Jack indicated to me 
that he was attempting to secure some suitable person to replace me in the 
Corporation and, finally, as I recall, sometime in February, 1945, he met 
me one evening, told me he had decided upon the individual to replace me, 
and thet he and I would stroll around for a fer minutes while he would tell 
me a little about this person, after which I would meet her, 


"He informed me that tnis newly selected person was Ray Elson; 
that he had investigated and found she was a good, loyal Comnunist and 
appeared to be an adequate replacement for me. I recall,further, thet 


after Jack and I walked around for a few minutes we met Ray Elson, to whom 


Jack introduced me, 


"The three of us then adjourned to the Buckingham Hotel where we 
had dinner and I talked generally to Elson about the nature of the business 
being handled by the United States Service and Shipping Corporation. I 
want to point out that prior to my introduction to Ray Elson, Jack remarked 
that although he did not like it, it was, nevertheless, necessary that Ray 
Elson know my identity, that is, my proper name, and that I should more or 
less look after her so far as her business duties were concerned, 
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"It is ry further recollection that on the occasion of this 
first meeting, Jack indicated to Elson that she was to look to me for 
assistance, although this remark by hir. was in a general sense, and no 
mention was made in so many words that she and I should discuss our 
intelligence activities. 


"On this first meeting Elson seemed interested in becoming as- 
sociated with the United States Service and Shipping Corporation and, there- 
after, for approximately one month negotiations continued with respect to 
her going with the firm. I recall that the financial circumstances were 
discussed at some length and it was settled that she, with money to be 
supplied by Jack, was to acquire from Colonel Reynolds, all of the stock 
certificates held by him and his wife. It will be noted that at this tine 
all of the certificates of stock in the United States Service and Shipping 
Corporation were held by Reynolds and his wife with the exception of 
five shares registered in my naue. It was arranged by Jack that during 
her introductory period with the firm, I was to remain and to familiarize 
Elson as thoroughly as possible with her new work in the firm and was 
to keep an eye on her generally and cbserve how she handled herself, 


"Ray Elson then made arrangements to terminate her employment with 
the Civil Rights Committee, which required her giving two weeks! notice 
as I recall and after minor delays, including her being called for Jury 
service, which she was able to postpone, she did, in fact, begin her duties 
with the United States Service and Shipping Corporation sometime in March, 
19456 


"Upon her going into the firm, I resigned as Secretary and she 
was elected to that position, By this time she had not been able to 
acquire Reynolds! stock and I recall this phase of the matter still was 
discussed considerably and consideration was given at one time to the 
Corporation devaluating its stock so as to enable her to acquire ihe 
Reynolds! interest with perhaps $2,000." 


Concerning a purported discussion between Earl Browder and Reynolds 
the informant said, "A few days later he (Browder) told me to bring Reynoids 
and Ray Elson, and go to 16 West l2th Street, New York City, which I 
learned upon arriving there was the home of Frederick V. Field, who was 
not present and whom I have never met, It was on that occasion that Browder 
had the conversation with Reynolds along the lines mentioned above and it 
was Reynolds! reaction that if Browder felt he should dispose of his interest 
to Ray Elson, that, of course, would be acceptable to him. 


"Conversations continued with respect to Elson's proposed acquisition 


of the Reynolds! interest in the firm and I recall that on May 8, 1945, 
I resigned my position as Vice President, though retaining my status as a 
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Director and that Ray Elson was elected to succeed me as she previously had 
done to the position of Secretary. By this time she had become somewhat 
familiar with the firm's business and as I had accumulated considerable 
vacation time, I drew approximately six weeks! ات وو‎ and ceased to go to 
the office regularly. 


"With respect to Russian contacts that Ray Elson had, I knew when 
I first met her that she was seeing Jack privately, though not as often as 
I was meeting him. It is my further recollection, Jack mentioned to me 
something to the effect that Elson had formerly done some sort of courier 
work among members of the Communist Party Underground. So far as I know, 
she had no other Russian contact until Jack disappeared from the scene 
sometime about the middle of May, 1945, &nd I do know, however, that she 
did acquire another Russian contact, presumably through arrangements made 
by Jack, and up until the present time she and I have never had any specific 
conversation about our Russian contacts, I do know from a remark she 
made, that her present contact is a man, and is tall. A remark by her to 
that effect was occasioned when I mentioned that my Russian contact was 
short and fat. 


"After I ceased keeping regular hours at the office of the U. S. 
Service and Shipping Corporation, I took a vacation trip, leaving New York 
City on June 19, 1945, to spend time at Old Lyme, Connecticut. I had told 
Reynolds where I would be vacationing and I recall he called me severel times 
on the phone and requested thet I return to New York to advise or assist hin 
in various business matters. He remarked that he was most desirous of 
conferring with me in New York City, because Al had not been in touch with 
him recently, that the business generally was confused because Ray Elson's 
financial participation had been stalemated, and he was not favorably inclined 
toward Elson, 


"I returned to New York City approximately two weeks after my 


departure and on this occasion saw Reynolds. He told me that he sould 
probably need funds and suggested that I transfer to him my five shares of 
Corporation stock, which, incidentally, had originally been given to me by 
him as a gift. So far as I recall, nothing further of consequence transpired 
&t tnis meeting and I returned to Connecticut, 


"Approximately two weeks later, I again came back to New York and 
saw Ray Elson at the office. She requested that I transfer to her my stock 
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some remark about my tcutting her throat.' It was on this occasion that 

she informed me she had been given $500 by her Russian contact for the purpose 
of acquiring some of Reynolds! stock, it being understood that she was to 
receive mine from me for nothing. 


"I spent the month of August, 1945, in Connecticut, and during 
this time I made two or three trips to New York City on which occasions I would 
see Colonel Reynolds, Ray Elsor and Al, the latter on just one occasion that 
month. The affairs of the Corporation seemed to be dragging along at this 
stage and everyone seemed io be just waiting for something to happen. Al 
urged me to make a clean break from the Corporation and I pointed out to him 
that was impossible at that time because the status of Reynolds was unsettled, 
which meant that Ray Elson's position was also uncertain. He repeated his 
desire that I stay completely away from the Corporation and that the matters 
would be adjusted in a satisfactory manner. 


"I returned to New York City to stay on approxinately September 15, 
1945, at which time I conferrec with Colonel Reynolds, who insisted that T 
rejoin the U. S. Service and Shipping Corporation on a full-time basis, He 
informed me that Ray Elson had never been able to acquire any stock in the 
firm; that he did not like her and that he felt I was indispensable to the 
firm's business. 


When I returned on a full-time basis to the U. S. Service and 
Shipping Corporation, Ray Elson was still there regularly and continued to 
be there on a full-time basis until the first week in October, 1945, at which 
time she told me she had made up her mind to resign, She said she was 
dissatisfied witn the type of work she was doing in that office and 
mentioned that in addition she had received indication that her husband would 
return to the United States in the immediate future and that she wanted some 
time to herself, 


sI asked her if she had told her Russian contact of her plans and 
ehe said, *No,! and told me she had made up her mind herself and was making 
the move on her own initiative. I cautioned her that such a move on her part 
might have serious repercussions but she declared her mind was made up. 
Accordingly, she did cease her working regularly at the office though she 


remained on the payroll until November 1, 1945, and occasionally would stop 


in the office for a few minutes, 


"With respect to her participation in Russian espionage, I now 
recall that in the latter part of May, 1945, Jack told mede might not see 
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me in the future and that I should not worry because Al would still be around, 
IP told me that if I didn't see him within the next few days I world receive 

a postcard with some innocuous message on it and that this would mean I wes 
to meet Al in Washington two days subsequent to the postmark on the card. I 
did not see Jack at any time in the future nor did I receive such a postcard 
and, eccordingly, told Ray Elson that I had been unable to meet anyone for 
sometime. 


"A few days later, presumably after she had passed along that 
message to her contact, she told me to go to Washington to meet my contact, 
that meeting to take place, to the best of my recollection, on June 6 or 8, 
1945, at a small motion picture theater in Washington, I did travel to 
Washington and met Al in a theater, the name and location of which I am 
presently unable to recall. As further indication of Ray Elson's participation 
and connection with Russians in this country, I remember that at my meeting 
with Al in Washington on June 6 or 8, 1945, it was arranged that we would 
meet again in two months, also in Washingtone By this latter date, I had 
begun my vacation in Connecticut and did again travel to Washington for this 
meeting, No one appeared, however, and I returned to New York and told Ray 
Elson that my contact had faíled to appear end that I was returning to 
Connecticut, 


"A few days later she telephoned me in Connecticut, told me she 
had some urgent business to discuss with me and requested that I come to New 
York. I did come on down to New York and she told me that a meeting with 
Al had been arranged for me the following day in Washington. I told her I 
did not want to go to Washington and would not go and was going back to the 
country, I returned to Connecticut and again in a few days she telephoned me, 
asking that I again come down to New York City. When I arrived she told me 
that a meeting had been arranged with "Al" for the following day in New York 
City. I recall that this meeting took place in New York on the appointed day, 
and was at Alexanderts at 50th Street and Sixth Avenue, New York City. I 
also recall that on my latter meeting with Al he made a definite date to 
meet me in New York City November 4, 1945, 


"However, prior to this date Elson informed me that I was to meet 
my contact on October 17, 1945, at either 4:00, 6:00, or 8:00 PM at Bickford's 
Restaurant on 23rd Street and Eighth Avenue, New York City. As a result of 
the information given me by Elson, I met Al on October 17, 1945, at 6:00 PM, 
and it was on this occasion that Al arranged to meet me aggin on November 21, 
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1945, at the same place, On sometime after October 17, 1945, it was neces- 
sary for me to see Al in connection with the $15,000 which a representative of 
the Communist Party Headquarters was attempting to obtain from me. It was 
necessary, therefore, for me to meet Al prior to November 21, 1945, and I 
talked to Ray Elson and asked her to see if she could get in touch with her 
contact and arrange a meeting for me, 


"She later informed me that she had seen her contact the previous 
Sunday and had suggested to him that I get in touch with Al and to arrange 
for Al to meet me at 7:00 Pl at Guffanti's Restaurant at 26th Street and 
Seventh Avenue in New York City. 


"T wish to state that this meeting on November 9, 1945, did not 
materialize but Al obviously knew he was supposed to meet me on that date 
because on the occasion of my meeting with him on November 21, 1945, he 
apologized profusely for his failure to appear and ascribed it to the fact 
that he was on the West Coast and was unable to return East on time.

BACKGROUND 


According to Elizabeth Terrill Bentley, Ray Elson was born in 
the United States of Polish-Jewish parents and is approximately thirty-four 
years of age at the present time. She attended college and also a secre- 
tarial scnool located in the Middle West. Following her arrival in New York 
City, she was employed for a considerable period of time in charge of a 
departzent of the Civil Rights Committee at 160 Fifth Avenue, New Yorx City. 


According to the inforaant, Ray Elson has been a dues-paying 

member and active in Communist circles for the past ten years. She was 

selected by "Jack" to replace Elizabeth Terrill Bentley in the U. S. Service ~“ 
( &nd Shipping Corporation, 212 Fifth Avenue, New York City, and the informant 

first met her during February of 1945. "Jack" has advised Miss Bentley 

that he had investigated Ray and found th.t she was a good loyal Communist 

who would be an adequate replacement for tne informant in the U. S. Service 

and Shipping Corporation. 


Ray Elson actually began her duties as secretary to tnis corpora- 
tion in Maren, 1945, after terminating her employment with the Civil Rights 
Committee, 160 Fifth Avenue. She continued to be associated with tnis 
firm on a full-time basis until the first week ot October, 1945, at which 
time sne advised that she had decided to resign because she was dissatisfied 
with the type of work she was doing in the office. She also said that her 
husband, who was in the United States Army, would return in the near future 
and she wanted sone time to herself. 


The membership records of the Greenwich Village Club of the Communist 
Political Association on June 15, 1944, reflected the name of Hay Elson. 
These records further reflected that she was at that time employed as a 
stenographer by the Constitutional Liberties Committee; that she was a member 
of the CIO union; and that she edited & legislative bulletin in the Greenwich 
Village Club. 


She also attended a conference of ínter-faith and inter-racial 
councils called by the Westside Council of Religious and Civic Organizations 

— which was held at the Riverside Plaza Hotel on June 14, 1944. She was a 
delegate to this conference from the National Federation of Constitutional 
Liberties, 205 East 4end Street, New York City. The conference met principally 
in the interests oi the Fair Enployment Practice Committee to advance & 
resolution to urge tne United States Senate to concur witn tne favorable 
action of the House of Representatives regarding the National War Agencies 
Appropriation Bill, H.R. 4579, which included appropriations for the Fair 
Employment Practice Committee. 
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In April of 1936, a credit report of the Credit Bureau of 
Greater New York reflected that Joseph Elson, the husband of Ray Elson, was 
at that time employed as a production manager by L. H. Hartman and Company, 
Ince, 444 Madison Avenue, New York City. On September 8, 1938, the Credit 
Bureau received an unfavorable credit report on Ray Elson, 


The records of Selective Service Board 438, 583 Riverside Drive, 
New York City, reflected tnat Joseph Elson was born on January 21, 1909, 
at Chicago, Illinois, and his address at the time of registration was 
636 West 136th Street, New York City. He was married on September 21, 
1930, in Chicago, Illinois, to Ray Elson. During the twelve months 
preceding April, 1941, Ray Elson earned $300, according to a statement of 
Joseph Elson. 


On September 12, 1940, Joseph Elson enrolled at New York University 
and at the time he filed his Selective Service questionnaire he was pursuing 
a course of study leading to a Bachelor of Fine Arts degree. He stated 
that his wife had no other means of support or source of income and requested 
a "3" classification. However, on January 4, 1943, he was reclassified 
1=¢ due to induction into the Army and he was discharged on October 29, 

1945, at Fort Dix, New Jersey, by reason of over age. 


Ray Elson presently resides at 161 West 16th Street, New York 
Citys 
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RESULIS OF INVESTIGATION 


On November 23, 1945, Ray Elson met Elizabeth Terrill Bentley 
for lunch at Ray Elson's suggestion. They spent approximately one hour 
in conversation prircipally of a social nature but had some discussion of 
the affairs of the U. S. Service and Shipping Corporation. Elizabeth 
Bentley ascertained that Ray Elson had not seen her Russian contact since 
some time before November 9, 1945, and had no present plans to meet him. 
She claimed to be unable to make contact with him. She also stated that 
the meetings could be scheduled only between Russian contacts. Ray Elson 
also advised that she was considering securing employment of some kind, 
which employment Elizabeth Bentley believes will be on orders of her 
associates. ۱ 


Investigation by the New York Field Office has ascertained that 
Barney, Leon and Lucy Josephson resided at Apartment 9-L in the same 
apartment building at 161 West 16th Street, New York City, where Ray Elson 
and her husband, Joseph Elson, reside. Lucy Josephson is on the membership 
list of the Greenwich Village Club of the Communist Party of the United 
States. Leon Josephson is an attorney and was reported to be an OGPU agent. 
He was arrested with George Mink in Copenhagen, Denmark, in 1935 on an 
espionage charge. Although released Leon Josephson has been described by 
Liston Oak, a magazine editor ana former Communist official, as more 
important than George Mink. Both Leon and Barney are listed as key figures 
in the Communist Ferty. 


A physical surveillance was instituted covering the activities 
of Ray Elson on November 23, 1945. This surveillance revealed that Ray 
Elson met and had lunch with informant Elizabeth Terrill Bentley on this 
date. 


On November 30, 1945, physical surveillance revealed that Ray 
Elson and her husband at 6:15 p.m. entered a Packard sedan with a woman and 
two men in United States Army uniform. It was ascertained that this auto 
mobile bore New York license 211312 which is registered in the name of 
Je H. Reynolds, 825 Fifth Avenue, New York City. Prior to entering this 
automobile it was ascertained through Elizabeth Terrill Bentley that a 
dinner had been given at Gasner!s Restaurant, 76 Duane Street, New York City, 
for the U. S. Service and Shipping Corporation associates. 


It was ascertained that during the week of December 3, 1945, Ray 
Elson had obtained employment at the office of the National Federation of 
Constitutional Liberties, 205 East 42nd Street, New York City. Pnysical 
surveillance on December 5, 1945, revealed that Ray on spent the day 
in the offices of the above-mentioned organization. 
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Through a technical surveillance on the residence of Ray Elson 
it was ascertained that at 7:15 p.m. on December 7, 1945, Joseph Elson 
contacted Murray Kane and invited him to nave dinner with him that evening 
and after dinner they agreed to go to the Jefferson School where there would 
be a lecture on Engels. Through a technical surveillance it was ascertained 
that Murray and Josephine Kane reside in the same apartment building as that 
oseph Elson. e records of the New York Field Division reflect 





are associates of Barney, Leon and Lucy Josephson, who also reside in the 
apartment building at 161 West 16th Street, New York City. On one occasion 
Josephine Kane was caught by the apartzent management distributing Communist 
Party literature and was caught placing this literature under the various 
apartment doors in the building. A مدا‎ 


The New York Field Division by teletype advised the Bureau on 
December 13, 1945, that Elizabeth Terrill Bentley made an appointment to see 
Ray Elson on konday, December 17, 1945, and have dinner with her. A 
physical surveillance revealed that on December 13, 1945, Ray Elson visited 
the Jeffersm School of Social Science, a Communist Party-spasored school in 
New York City. That evening Ray Elson had invited as dinner guests at her 
home Murray and Josephine Kane, both known Communists, as well as Billie 
Hardy and Elaine Dickson. 


The New York Field Office by teletype on December 14, 1945, advised 
that Billie Hardy, & contact of Ray Elson, is tne subject of a New York 
investigation. Her full name is Verona Daniel Hardy and she is a self- 
confessed Communist. She has been a United States Army nurse (First Lieutenant) 
and has just returned from Europe and is residing in New York City. 


The New York Field Division advised tne Bureau by teletype dated 
December 17, 1945, that Ray Elson and her husband spent the evening of 
Decenber 15, 1945, with Frank and Lena Dutto. Frank Butto is active again 
in bakery union activities and is a candidate for election as union official 
at the present time. On the morning of December 17, 1945, Ray Elson returned 
to work at the National Federation of Constitutional Liberties where she 
worked during the week of December 10 to December 15. 


The New York Field Division advised by teletype on December 26, 
1945, that through a technical surveillance on the residence of Ray Elson it 
was ascertained that there was & conversation between Ray Elson and a person 
known as Fanny at which time an unidentified individual known as Jack was 
mentioned. According to the conversation, Fanny and Ray were to meet Jack 
some Sunday soon and it was indicated this meeting would most likely occur 
on December 23. The technical surveillance also reflected that Ray Elson w 
and one Abe Hackman of Rockville Center, Long Island, who is assistant to a 
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Více President at R. H. Macy &nd Company, New York City, conferred relative 

to Ray and Joseph Elson visiting the Hackmans for dinner on December <3, 1945. 
Hackman stated to Ray that "a guy" might be present whom Ray would like to 
meet. Surveillances of Ray Blson on Sunday December 23, reflected that she 
and her husband spent the afternoon and evening at tne Hackman home at Rock- 
ville Center, Long Island, and that no other guests were present. Ray 

Elson made no other contacts on that date and has resumed ner employment 

at the National Federation of Constitutional Liberties as of December 26, 1945. 


In addition to the above-mentioned contacts, physical and tecnnical 
surveillances of Ray and Joseph Elson have revealed numerous other contacts; 
however, all of their contacts are not being set forth herein inasmuch as 
they are not deemed pertinent to tne instant investigation. wd Uc

7 EGATIONS OF INFORMANT 


"During the year of 1937 I was still a member of the Communist 
Party and was fairly active in promoting the Communist cause. I recall that 
at about the time Eckhart left the United States in January of 1938 he 
introduced me to one 'Marcel.' I later learned, however, from observing 
'Narcel'st driver's license that his name was Michael Endeiman. 


"This individual is a Polish Jew who was born in Germany and is 
described as about 40 years of age, 6۱ 1" in height, 180 lbs., prominent 
stomach, and Mexican in appearance. I recall that on one occasion he 
informed me that he had spent about ten years in Paris and spoke fluent 
French and German and had a knowledge of English, Russian, Polish and 
Yiddish. 


"During one of my conversations with him he implied that he was 
a member of an organization and that this organization was similar to the 
Catholic Church except that if you left the Catholic Church you only lost 
your soul. He also made reference in one of his conversations to the 
Rubin Robinson affair which was publicized in the New York papers around 
November or December of 1937. I gained the impression from Eckhart that 
Endelman was in some way operating for Eckhart in tnis country. It was 
also my impression that Endelman was in some way connected with the Russian 
Espionage System, but was probably a 'small fry'. 


"I wish to state that in November of 1944 I was requested by 'Jack', 
one of my contacts, to furnish a complete biography of my personal history 
and business and Communist and other associations, In this biography 1 did 
not refer to Eckhart ard Endelman by name but called them 'Joe! and ۱

Apparently this biography was given by Jack to !Àl,' who is my present con tact 
and who will be described later on,

indicated to him their true names, that is, Endelman and Eckhart. tAlt 
informed me that he knew these people and indicated that they were presently 
in the United States. He then told me, tIf you ever run into then, run like 
hell.' He did not elaborate further with regard to these individuals! 


. present location or their present activities. 


"I now recall that Marcel Endelman left the United States in about 
May of 1938. At the time he left he gave me the name,of a cafe in Paris 
where I could write to him. However, the name of t cafe does not come 


back to my memory at the moment. 343 l ۱ 
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"In connection with Endelman, I recall that some time after his 
departure I received some postcards from him signed, !M' fron Hendaye, which 
is located on the Spanish border, 


° "TI continued to bring tnis material to Mr. Brown through the 
summer of 1938, Brown did not appear to be particularly interested in any 
of tnis material other than that which affected the American Communists 
&nd I was of the opinion tnat some of this material would be advantageous 
to the Italian underground. (Referring to anti-Communist material or anti- 
Jewish material that the informant came across at the Italian Library of 
Information. ) 


"As a result of tnis I began to correspond with ‘Marcel! (Michael 
Endelman) in Paris and I indicated where he was presently employed, I 
received some correspondence fron 'Marcel', the tenor of which indicated 
he did not understand what I had in mind. I wish to state I did not send 
any of this material to 'Marcel.'" 


The informant, in describin- her original meeting with Jacob 
Golos on or about October 15, 1938, said, "During tnis conversation Golos 
interrogated me at length concerning my knowledge of Eckhart and Endelman, 
as well as Juliet (Poyntz), and also my background with the Communist

me that I was no longer to correspond with Endelman, 





BACKGROUND 


The records of the Immigration and Naturalization Service, New York 
City, revealed that Michael Nicholas Delman, formerly Michael Endelnan, filed 
a petition for naturalization on June 19, 1944. At that time he resided at 
49 West 83rd Street, New York City and formerly resided at 21 Grove Street, 
New York City. 


He was born or May 5, 1907 at Dresden, Germany. He came to New York 
City from Havana, Cuba on July 20, 1937. According to these records, Endelman 
left New York City on April 27, 1938, and returned to New York City on May 1, 
1939. Endelman filed a declaration of intention on March 1, 1938 at the 
Supreme Court, White Plains, New York. He indicated on this declaration that 
his last foreign address was in Paris, France. Prior to his departure fron 
New York City April 27, 1938, he was erployed by Robert Preston Company, 
65 West 88th Street, New York City, to sell machinery in Europe, which had 
been manufactured in the United States. 


The Naturalization records further reflected tnat Endelman advised 
that he was employed by the Office of Wer Information as an associate field 
representative with the Outpost Service Bureau, 


The records of Selective Service Board No, 25, 100 West 82nd Street, 
New York City, revealed that Ifchael Endelman registered for selective service 
on October 16, 1940 and shortly after the registration he advised the local 
board that he. had changed his name to Michael Nicholas Delman. On this 
registration Endelman stated that his cousin, Dr. J. H. Bernstein, 106 East 
85th Street, Nev York City, was the person who would always know his whereabouts. 


The Selective Service records revealed that a Letter was received 
from the Office of War Information on June 20, 1944, indicating that 
Endelman had entered on duty with the Outpost Service Bureau of the 7 
on June 15, 1944, and on June 24, 1944, he was being considered for an 
overseas assignment on a confidential mission in a war area, He left the 
employ of OWI effective December 15, 1944. 


On Endeiman's Alien Personal History and Statement form filed with 
Local Board No. 25 on July 17, 1942, he gave the following information: 


Residences during the last five years: 


Warsaw, Poland 1938 to 1939, several months 
Paris, France 1938 to 1939, several months 
London, England 1938, two months 

Prague 1938, several weeks 

Cuba and Mexico 1937, two months 
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Endelman claimed Polish citizenship and indicated that he had 
entered New York City aboard the SS Normandy on May 1, 1939. His education 
consisted of attending high school at Coburg and Danzig; University of 
Science, Paris, France; University of art, Paris, France. According to the 
records of the Selective Service Board, Endeiman has resided at 49 West 0 
Street, New York Gity, since October 27, 1943. 


The Immigration and Naturalization records reveal that Edelman 
was employed by tne Union Boot Manufacturing Company, 54 Lafayette Sireet, 
New York City, prior to his employment with tne Office of War Information, 
In 1943 he was employed by the Columbia Broadcasting System, 485 Madison 
Avenue, and in 1942 was employed by Maximilian Endelman, 621 Broadway, New 
York City. On Endelman's Occupational Questionnaire he stated that he had 
attended the ORT Trade School, 480 Canal Street, New York City, where he 
took a course in radio mechanics. He further indicated that he knows six 
languages fluently. 


The records of the Immigration and Naturalization Service reveal 
that Mark S. Lulinsky was a naturalization witness for Endelman.. Investigation 
reveated tnat Lulinsky is the President of the Union Boot Manufacturing 
Company, 54-60 Lafayette Street, New York City. He is a native of Russia, 
married, a United States citizen, and is last known to have resided at 
622 West l4lst Street, New York City. 


On October 15, 1942, Lulinsky attempted to contact Jessie Rubin, . 
who was formerly employed by the Amtorg Trading Corporation and the Soviet 
Purchasing Commission, Lulinsky was also listed as Vice President and 
General Manager of Selkskosjns, Ince, exporters and importers in New York 
City and reported closely affiliated with the Soviet Government. Lulinsky is 
also President in charge of the Finance Department of the Amtorg Trading 
Corporation, He was listed as a member of the Ambijan Committee, 103 Park 
Avenue, New York City. 


Arthur Pollock was also & naturalization witness for Endelman, 
Investigation revealed that Pollock was listed as a sponsor of the Harry 
Bridges Committee which was sponsored by Orson Welles. It was further 
indicated that Mabel Pollock (Mrs. Arthur Pollock), .470 West 24th Street, 
New York City, was listed as a clerical enployee or a volunteer assistant 
in a Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee. 


The following information concerns a Michael Endeiman believed 
identical to the subject of this memorandum, 


During April of 1941, the New York Field Division received a 
communication from Milton Musliner, Hotel Colonial, 51 Fest 81st Street, 
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New York City. Musliner said, "A guest of this hotel bears watching. His 
actions are most suspicious, his name is Michael Endelman, a German and his 
associates who claim to be English, are constantly in conference with a group 
of men who look and act as Nazis. They typewrite and phone (at the booth) 
where conversations cannot be listened in on, or in constant activity. Have 
overheard on a few occasions when they were seemingly alone, of the great , 
havoc that Germany was inflicting on England much to their delight. I 
surely believe they should be watched. There are many people at this hotel 
who feel as I do, and I feel my suspicions are well-founded or I would not 
annoy you ín this matter, as I realize your many problems. I am employed 
in the United States Treasury Department, Procurement Division in New York 
City." 


Detective Raymond J. Gill of the New York City Police Department 
conducted an investigation at the request of tbe New York Field Division, 
and he reported that he interviewed Milton Musliner and Musliner stated 
that he understands German and overheard a telephone conversation in German 
during which Endelman gloated over the fact that the Germans were boubing 
the English coast and said, "I told you that that would happen and they are 
going to get more," Musliner stated that while Endelman was at the Colonial 
Hotel he gave everyone the impression inat he was an English subject. He 
always had considerable money in large denominations, although he did not 
seem to be employed. Detective Gill reported that Michael Endelman resided 
in a furnished room at 362 Riverside Drive, New York City, Apartment 9B, 
alone, where he had been residing since early in January, 1941. He formerly 
resided at the Colonial Hotel on West Blst Street for about a year, Previous 
to that time he lived at Deerheart Park, "Krugers" near Croton, New York. 


Endelman was born in Dresden, Germany May 5, 1907. He arrived from 
Europe July 29, 1937 on the SS Siboney. In May, 1939, he re-entered the 
United States from Europe on the SS Normandie, holding a re-entry permit. 
He alleged that the reason for his trip to Europe was the death of his mother 
in Poland. On April 1, 1939, he filed a declaration of intention in White 
Plains, Westchester County, New York, Certificate #49489. He registered 
as an alien, #4932522. Investigation reflected no employment but he received 
& considerable amount of mail fron Schmahl and Schmahl, Suite 810, 15 Park 
Row, New York City. 
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RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION 


A physical surveillance was instituted by the New York Field Office 
on Michael Endelman on November 20, 1945. On this date he was observed mailing 
a package reportedly containing food to Mme. Sophie Kramstyk, Sanitoriun 

AD, Ostra Vence, Alpes Maritimes, France. She was previously reported as 
Endelman's sister. At 6:30 PM on this date Endelman met an INSINUAT who 
was later identified as Adam Zaydman. 


On November 21, 22 and 23, 1945, Endelman again was in the company 
of Adam Zaydman, On November 23, 1945, Endelman was observed at approximately 
midnight saying goodby to Adam Zaydman and it was noted tnat there was an 
interchange of papers between Endelman and Zaydman, 


Zaydman left New York City aboard an Eastern Airlines Plane at 
8:10 AM on Novenber 24, 1945, and was scheduled to arrive in Brownsville, 
Texas at 9:02 PM. He was then scheduled to leave Brownsville, Texas by 
American Airlines at 10:20 PM November 24, arriving at Mexico City at 12:50 AM 
November 25, 1945. 


— 


The San Antonio Field Office advised by report on November 27, 
1945 that Adam Abraham Zaidman Rosenberg, with aliases Dan Zaydman and Adam 
Zaydman, arrived at Brownsville, Texas at 9:35 PM November 24, 1945, via the 
Eastern Airlines. He stopped at the York Hotel, Brownsville, Texas, where 
he appeared friemily with the owner, Isaac Kaplan Leijeruk, with alias 
Isaac Kaplan. He departed from Brownsville, Texas at 10:00 AM November 25, 
1945 via Pan-American Airways, Trip 505, en route Mexico City. 


A Customs search and interrogation by immigration authorities 
upon his departure disclosed that Zaydman is a Polish citizen, born in 
Warsaw, Poland, March 6, 187, and that he is travelling on Polish Passport 
No. 2441 issued at Lisbon, Portugal July 24, 1941 with 3 (2) U.S. visa. 
It was further disclosed that he last entered the United States at Miami, 
Florida November 17, 1945. Documents and papers reflect that Zaydman is a 
cosmetics manufacturer at Rambla Wilson 503, Montevideo, Uruguay, and a 
representative of Retey Monte Carlo, a perfumery at Monaco, France. His trip 
to the United States was allegedly on business. 


On November 24, 1945, a physical surveillance revealed that 
Michael Endelman entered Apartment 6D at 2277 Andrews Avenue, Bronx, New 
York, which apartment is listed to Rose K. Margoshes, It was observed that 
Endelman attended a party which consisted of approximately twenty to thirty 


men and women. 
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On November 26, 1945, a surveillance reveals that pncelman again 
mailed a packa;e to iiss Sophie hramstyk in France and on this sane date 
it wes also observed that Endelman mailed a package to ille. Sophie kaufman, 
56 Rue lioiltor, Paris, France, and the return adcress on this package was 
tJ. He Bernstein, ueDe, 49 lest 83rd Street, kew York City. ‘This package 
reportedly contained two old overcoats and three bars of soap. 


On November 27, 1945, Endelman mailed an air mail letter addressed 
to Dr. i 3aidman, care of ir. F», Magee, Paseo de la Reforme, 157 Lexico, 2.7., 
Lexico. 


On November 28, 1945, Undelman visited the iew York state Unenploy- 
ment Compensation Bureau, located at 2565 Broadway, ew York City. Cn the 
sane date indelman was observed at the Station ii Post Office, lew York City, 
attempting to accept delivery of a registered letter addressed to dan 
zavanan, c/o Dr. waurice Saidman, 231 „est 74th street, ew York City. من‎ 
Uovenber 29, 1945, Jndelman mailed another package to Sophie hraustyk. He 
also mailed a letter to Gerson J. Younz, 55 Liberty Street, iew York City.

Endelman, 416 Korth Beverly Drive, Hollywood, California. The only return 
address on this letter was "From ike." 


Leo Boudreau superintendent at 49 jest 63rd Street, xew York city, 
stated that Zndelman nas lived at this address for nearly two years and has 
not worked for about one year. He said Endelman is a very friendly individual 
and appeared to be well educated and was not believed involvgg in anything that 
could be classified as subversive activities.

"Also, about this time, in about the first part of 1942, I recall 
that an individual whom Y remember as Leon, whose name T believe to be Leon 
Erlich, came into the picture. Golos informed me this individual wes a 
writer for technical magazines specializing in airplanes, I also learned from 
Golos that he commissioned Erlich to write a series of articles setting forth 
statistical informe tion regarding airplanes and paid him $25.00, as I recall, 
for each of these articles turned over to Golos, I do not recall that this 
individual was a Communist or a dues paying Communist Party member, I 
remember he contacted Golos over a period of about two months. It is my 
recollection that at the time he was contacting Golos he was residing some

Flizabeth Terrill Bentley in her statement made the following 
allegations against the above captioned individual: 


"In January of 1942, to the best of my recollection, I was taken 
ty Golos to the home of Albert Kahn on East Ninth Street, between Fifth 
Avenue and University Place, New York City. I recall having heerd his name 
previously but had never met him before, nor did I know a great deal about 
him. I learned that he was a dues-paying Communist Party member at the time 
I net him and, in fact, on a couple of occasions I collected his party dues 
fron him. l 


"After the above-described meeting he began to supply Solos per- 
sonally and also through me with copies of 'The Hour', e news publication for 
newspapers, an edition made availatle to Golos, and miscellaneous information 
taken by him from the files of the Anti~Defamation League and also informa- 
tion concerning the Ukrainiar Nationalist Movement, It was my impression 
that this latter data interested Golos the most, but I do not believe Kahn 
wes regarded by Golos as a particularly valuable adjunct of his group, The 
association of myself and Kahn terminaved the following spring, the spring 
of 1943, at which time Kahn began to devote himself almost exclusively to 
writing books, and my latest contact was approximately at that time. I re- 
call nothing further of apperent significance concerning Kahn, et this time. 


tT am unable to state of my own knowledge if Kahn knew the eventu- 
al disposition made by Golos of the materiel turned over to him by Kohn, but 
it would appear obvious that he must have suspected very strongly why Golos 
was interested in such data. I do not recall that Kahn acted very mysteri- 
ously on the occasions thet I met him, but of course have no knowledge of 
what transpired at the meetings between Kahn and Golos when I was not pres- 


ent," 
BACKGROUND 


Albert Eugene Kahn was born May ll, 1912 in London, England. His 
education consisted of four years high school, three summer sessions at Culver 
Military Academy and four years at Dartmouth College, from which he graduated 
in 1934. There is no available record of his entry into the United States, but 
it may have been sometime prior to the birth of his youngest sister, Paulette, 


about 1914. 


Kahn claims citizenship by derivation from his father, Moritz Kahn, 
who in tum had obtained citizenship by derivation from Albert's grandfather, 
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Joseph Kahn, who was naturalized December 20, 1899 in the District Court in 
Jacksonville, Florida. When Moritz Kahn filed application for derivative 
citizenship in Detroit on April 6, 1933, he stated that he had resided perma~ 
nently in the United States since 1881 and that his address at that time was 
250 East Boston Street, Detroit, Michigan, 


The Selective Service records of Albert E. Kahn at Board No. 17, 
45 Astor Place, New York City, list his relatives as follows;

The parents of Albert Kahn spent considerable time in Pussia during 
tne five-year plan. His mother was a sponsor of the Russian War Relief in 
Detroit in 1942 and a member of the Financial Committee of the National Council 
of American-Soviet Friendship. 


Kahn's Selective Service Occupational Questionnaire revealed that he 
steted thet since 1931 he hes been an editor and author, From 1935 to 1938 he 
was the purchasing agent for Lady Esther Cosmetic Company, Chicago, Illinois. 
From 1938 to 1939 he was the publicity director for his uncle's company, Albert 
Kahn, Inc., this being an architectural engineering company, From 1939 to 1942 
he was the Executive Secretary of the American Council Against Nazi Propaganda. 
In April of 1939 this organization began the publication of "The Hour", of which 
Albert E. Kahn became the editor when The Hour Publishing Company was organized 
on January 13, 1941. He continued in this capecity until Mey 30, 1943, when 
publication of "The Hour" was suspended. In 1940 he also assisted in publicity 
work for the Anti-Defamation League. About the same time Kahn was placed on 
the Board of New Currents Magazine. This was a Jewish publication which followed 
the Communist Party line and was sponsored by the Americen Committee of Jewish 
Writers, Artists and Scientists. The first issue appeared in March, 1943. it 
is interesting to note that according to Elizabeth Bentley, it was about this 
same time that her association with Kahn was terminated, 


In his Selective Service Occupational Certificate filed October 12, 


1944, Kahn stated that he was self-employed. He described his work as follows: 
"Author and journalist; concluding book for Little, Brown and Company; regular 
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contributor to Scope Magazine, New Currents, etc. Articles and books which 
deal almost entirely with ‘exposing Fifth Column and un-American activities.'" 
In 1944 he became national President of the Jewish People's Fraternal Order,

On August l4, 1944, it was ascertained that the Yonkers Club of the 
Communist Political Association listed an Al Kahn emong its members. Th 
territorial jurisdiction of this club included Westchester County, «here Kahn 
then resided, and the club was a part of the Tri-County Communist Political

Kahn delivered a speech at the Nev York State Convention of the 
Communist Political Association held on July 21 and 22, 1945, at which time he 
was introduced as a delegate from the Cultural Section. He was made a member 
of the Constitutional Committee of the Convention, 


At the second half of the Communist State Convention held during 


August 10, 11 and 12, 1945, Kahn spoke at one of the group panels on the question, 


"The Struggle for the Rights of the Negro People." He was identified es repre- 
senting the Cultural Club. 


Kahn stated at the Convention that the Communist Party must "execute 
Bolshevist diligence" to purge its ranks of all dangerous elements who have 
entered the Communist movement in the recent period. 


In a special circular distributed by the Jefferson School of Social 
Science it was announced that a summer camp would be held from June 16 to 
September 10, 1944, and that Albert E. Kahn would be one of the lecturers. 
The cetalogue for the fall term of this school listed Kahn as a lecturer on 
history and problems of the Jewish people. 


In April of 1944 he was a candidate from the Second Assembly District 
of Westchester County as & delegate to the State Convention of the American 
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Labor Party, representing the Committee for a United Labor Party. 
Kahn is considered to be a key figure in the New York Field Division. 


ALLEGED SOVIET PROPACANDA AT 
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Guenther Reinhardt stated on May 3, 1943, that Devid Carr (Karr) has 
an apartment in Washington where there are meetings occasionally attended by 
Kahn and others, one of them being Deorlov (phonetic). 


Kahn has collaborated in many of his writings, including the well- 
known book "Sabotage," with Michael Sayers, also known as Michael Seyres. In 
reference to the latter individual, it has been reported that Sayers was a member 
of the Communist Party and was sent to this country from Ireland by the Communists.

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On August 3, 1942, this seme informant advised that Kahn hed admitted 
to him that one Sol Rabkin, a special inspector with the Imigration and 
Naturalization Service in New York wes furnishing him with information from 
the files of I. & N. S, It is notec that Rabkin subsequently denied having 
furnished information fron Government files to any newspaper source, and he 
&dded thet the only newspeperman he knew was Albert E. Kahn. 





It is seid that Kahn obteined much of his information from one 5, de 
Stepankowsky, also known as Volodimir Stepantkivsky, and one Stephen Mustowy, 


JOURNALISTIC ACTIVITIES 


"Tbe Hour" which Kahn edited was a confidential news weekly which 
was furnished to all newspapers, editors end radio stations, submitting infor- 
mation regarding &lleged Nazi and Fascist subversive activities. Its stated 
purposes were to publish ع‎ confidertial news bulletin with the aim of (1) ex- 
posing activities of the anti-democratic groups and (2) publishing materiel of 
practical value in fighting such groups. The publication was regarded as being 
a Communist instrumentality, its principal function being to plant in places of 
influence stories that discredit opponents of the Communist movement, 


New Currents is a Jewish monthly magazine which follows the Communist 
Party line and was formerly known as the Jewish Survey. It first appeared in 
March, 1943, and its editors besides Kahn were Joseph Breinin and Professor 
Frederick Ewen, It is published by the American Committee of Jewish Writers, 
Artists and Scientists, an organization which has established ties with the 
Jewish Anti-Fascist Committee in Moscow, according to 0.5.8. `- 


According to Dr, Albert Parry, Kahn was engaged in raising money for 
the magazine "Protestant," edited by Kenneth Leslie. This publication is said 
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to follow the Communist Party line also, 


In 1942 Kahn and the aforementioned Michael Sayers collaborated in 
writing a book entitled "Sabotage - The Secret War fgainst America" which 
succeeded in gaining considerable notoriety for the authors, This book has 
been described as a scare story which might give the reader an idea thet 
America was literally seething with saboteurs and spies. It is interesting to 
note that the authors were unable to substantiate some of the allegations and 
accusstions in this book and their royalties were accordingly withheld by the 
publishing compeny due to the threet of libel suits being filed against then, 
and they were forced to make several retractions. 


In late 1943 Kahn wrote a book entitled "Sabotege in Russia," which 
was published by Little, Brown and Company. In August of 1945 Sayers and Kahn 
collaborated in a book entitled "Flet Against the Peace." According to the 
Daily Worker, this book exposes the German master plan for world domination 
after the Third World var. It is understood that Little, Brom and Company will 
publish another book by these two authors on January 3, 1946, celled "The Great 
Conspiracy." It is said that the purpose of this book is to prove that there 
has been a great conspiracy throughout the world for the pest twenty years 
against the Soviet Union. 


Kahn hes also written & large number of articles, including "The Enemy 
Within," which appeared in New Masses on December 6, 1942; "I Accuse Martir Dies," 
which was an attempt to discredit the Dies Committee and appeared in Scope 
Magazine in July, 1944; a series of articles entitled "Dangerous Americans," 
which anpeared in Scope Magazine; "Odyssey of a New Leader Hero," attacking 
Henry Miller of the New Leader, which appeared in the Daily Worker on Jenusry 15, 
19453 and "Women of the U.S.A. and the U,.5.5.B.," which appeared in the Fraternal 
Outlook in January 1945, this being the official organ of the I.%.0. It is also 
said that he wrote articles against the Organization for the Rebirth of the 
Ukraine, brending it as an anti-semitic and pro-Nazi organization, Kahn hes 
also delivered 2 large number of bitter and vitriolic anti-Fascist and anti-Nazi 
speeches before various Communist front organizetions and other Left Wing groups, 
among them being a speech in New York before a Jewish relly for Americen-Soviet 
amity in the first part of April 1943. 


In the summer of 1943 he appeared on a radio program known as "Author 
Meets Critic" in which he bitterly criticized Kurt Singer's book "Spies and 
Traitors of World War II," mainly because of £ statement in the book to the 
effect that the murder of Leon Trotsky in Mexico was prompted by OGPU agents. 
On September 12, 1943, he was the main speaker at the Michigan State Convention 
of the Civil Rights Federation in Detroit. On January 19, 1944, he spoke at 
a meeting of the New York civic, social and educational groups called by tho 
National Federation for Constitutional Liberties during the time of the anti- 
Semitic outbreaks in New York. On January 22, 1944, he spoke at a conference 
of the American Committee of Jewish Writers, Artists and Scientists. He wes

listed as one of the speakers for the Institution on Race Relations, being 
sponsored by the Civil Rights Federation of Detroit from February 28 to 

April 3, 1944. On April 2, 1944, he spoke at a dinner for racial and national 
unity in New York City, sponsored by the National Federation for Constitutional 
Liberties. On June 14, 1944, he spoke at the Uncensored Freedom Dinner which 
was sponsored by the Protestant Magazine. In this speech he attacked Charles 
Lindbergh, Father Coughlin, Henry Ford and other alleged Nazi sympathizers, 

On July 22, 1944, he spoke at the People's Congress of Applied Religion, 
sponsored by the People's Institute of Applied Religion, which organizatior is 
said to be attempting to gein political control over the poor white class and 
the colored people through religion. 


On October 16, 1944, he spoke at the "Salute to Young America Dinner" 
sponsored by the American Youth for Democracy in New York. At the conclusion 
of this speech he asked for contributions and reportedly obtained 57,075.00 in 
pledges. On October 18, 1944, he spoke at a meeting of the International Workers 
Crder in Detroit. On November 25, 1944, he delivered a speech, entitled "The 
Deeds for Humanity of the Soviet Union," at a National Conference of the Americar 
Committee for the Settlement of Jews at Birobidjan, Soviet Russia. At the con- 
clusion of this speech he called for contributions and allegedly received 
$40,000.00 in ceshe In the latter part of 1944 he was one of the principal 
speakers at & conference called by the Netional Council for Soviet Friendship. 
On February 14, 1945, he acted as chairman of a dinner sponsored by the American 
Committee of Jewish Writers, Artists and Scientists in New York, which aeclt 
with the project of "The Jewish Black Book." On April 21, 1945, he spoke at 
the People's Institution of Applied Religion in New York City, On April 15, 
1945, he appeared on the New York Newspaper Guild radio progrem with Earl 
Browder, Herbert Bayard Swope, Jerome ialker of Editor and Publisher and James 
Whittaker, the Guild Vice President. On May 26, 1945, he spoke on the subject 
of "Anti-Semitism is Anti-Sovietismts Shadow" at the rally of the Jewish People's 
Fraternal Order in Madison Square Garden, On October 7, 1945, he spoke at the 
Conference of the School of Jewish Studies. The large majority of the lezders 
of this group are said to be Communist or Communist sympathizers, On October 12, 
1945, he was a speaker before a meeting sponsored by New Masses in New York City. 
Jt is noted that on July 8, 1943, he acted as translator from Yiddish to English 
of speeches made by Professor Solomon Michaels and Lieutenant Itzik Feffer, who 
were members of a Soviet Jewish delegation to the United States, This was a 
mass meeting in their honor in New York sponsored by the Committee of Jevish 
Writers, Artists and Scientists,

According to Mr. Ball, the Lewis girl has no fond feelings towards Kahn 
as a result of this treatment. She had been with them for approximately two 
yeers and is now working at a diner in the Yorktown Heights area, Her father 
is employed as a brakeman-conductor on the Putnam Valley Railroad and is

ALLEGATIONS OF INFOnANL 


"At the time I commenced my employment with the Italian Library 
oi Information I became detached from my previous Communist organization, 
and after that I was not associated with any unit or part of the Communist 
organization. A short time after I was employed with the Italian Library 
of Information I realized the possibility of obtaining information for the 
Communist movement at the library. Thereupon, I went to Pauline Rogers. 
She had, by this time, become a Communist organizer for the West Side Section 
in the Water Front Section. She gave me a letter of introduction to Lr. F. 
Brown who, at that time, operated on the ninth floor of the Communist Party 
headquarters. This individual, to my knowledge, at least a year ago was en- 
ployed as an editor of *L'Unita del Popolo!. I explained to Ur. Brown at the 
time I had observed a quantity of anti-Communist literature wnich was printed 
in Italy but wnich was being disseminated by the Italian Library of Informa- 
tion. Mr. Brown stated that they were desirous of seeing this literature and 
determing its contents. As a result of this, whenever I came across any anti- 
Communist material or anti-Jewish material that I found at the Italian 
Library of inforwation I made it my business to getting copies of this or the 
original to brown. I continued to bring this material to Mr. Brown through 
the summer of 1938. Brown did not appear particularly interested in any of 
tnis material other than that which effected the American Commnists, and he 
was of the opinion that some of this material would be of advantage to the 
italian Underground. As a result of this, I began to correspond with 'Karcel! 
(kichael Endelman) in Paris and indicated where I was presently employed. I 
received some correspondence from 'Marcel!, the tenor of which indicated he 
did not understand what I had in mind, I wish to state I did not send any of 
this material to 'Marcel', 


"I wish to state tnat at this time I was in contact with one 
Nunzio, who was then active in the Italian labor movement. Nunzio, who also 
is a Communist, was introduced to me by Brown. Some of the material I ob- 
tained at the Iteiian Library of Information I gave to Nunzio, in view of the 
fact that it pertained to tne Italian labor movement more than it dió to 
Brown's activities. . . . . . . . After a series of negotiated meetings by 
Nunzio I complained to Brown and indicated I was desirous of having contact 
with a more reliable individual and it was at this time that he referred to 
Endelman and indicated that this was the type of person that I probably 
should have been put in contact with. Brown indicated that he.knew Endelman 
and said that he would attempt to do something for me, 
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"On or about October 15, 1938, by pre-arrangement, I met Brown in 
a cafeteria on University Place near Sth Street and he then introduced me 
to a man he called Tim or Timmy, who was at that time sitting in an automo- 
bile outside of the cafeteria. (I later learned that this individua) was 
Jacob Golos.) We all proceeded in Golos' automobile to a subway entrance 
where Brown made his departure and Colos and I proceeded to a restaurant 
where we had dinner, 


BACKGROUND 


Ferruccio Marini, in the early part of 1942, contacted the 
Imigration and Naturalization authorities in New York City through his 
attorneys Isidore and Herman Englander and informed the Immigration and 
Naturalization authorities that he, Marini, was in the United States illegally 
and requested permission to remain in the United States permanently. On 
October 1, 1942, a question and answer statement was taken from Marini by 
Imaigration Inspector W. J. Wyrsch at which time Marini furnished the follow- 
ing background information concerning himself. 


Marini was born May 22, 1894, at Visinada, Italy. From 1920 to 
192l he wrote for "Il Lavoratora" and "IL Socialista" newspapers owned by 
the Socialist Party of Italy. He was a member of the Socialist Party of 
Italy from 1919 to 192i. The Communist Party of Italy split away from the 
Socialist Party in 1921. However, he did not join the Communist Party until 
192. He admitted that the Communist Party of Italy at that time was af- 
filiated with the Comintern. After 192l he continued to write for "Il 
Lavoratora", which had become the official organ of the Communist Party of 
Italy. 


In 1925, Marini went to Vienna, Austria, where he edited "Pagine 
Internationale", which he also identified as the official organ of the Com- 
munist Party of Italy. This paper was smuggled into Italy from Vienna. In 
the latter part of 1926 or the early part of 1927, he went to kussia. He 
Worked for a few months at Orekhov in Zuevo, dismantling electrical motors. 
He then went to Moscow where he "studied economics" at the Lenin Institute 
for a year and a half. In 1928 he went to Paris where he wrote articles for 
a publication sponsored by the United Anti-Fascist Committee. In this sane 
year he left Paris for the United States for the purpose of editing & publica- 
tion known as "Il Lavoratora". He stated it was edited by a group of Italian 
refugees, but that it was not a Communist publication in the United States. 
He stated that it went out of existence in 1931. Thereafter, he began 
lecturing to various Italian clubs under the sponsorship of the Italian 


Anti-Fascist League Alliance, 





Marini stated that he severed his membership with the Communist 
Party of Italy in 1929 because he had Joined the Workers Party of America, 
He subsequently became a member of the Communist Farty of the United States 
automatically when the Workers Party changed its name to the Communist Party 
of the United States. He stated that he thought the Workers Party and the 
Communist Party in the United States were probably affiliated with the Comintern 
during his membership therein. He remained a menber of the Communist Party 
of the United States until May or June of 1939, when he dropped his menber- 
ship. He refused to explain his reasons for ceasing to be a member of the 
Communist Party, except to state that they were "private reasons and other 
reasons." He went on to explain that it was partly because he desired 
independence; partly because he wanted to clear his status in the United 
States; partly because he did not believe aliens should be members of the 
Commnist Party; and he had urged that a regulation be passed in this re- 
gard prior to the action of the Communist Party in 1939 when it ruled that 
aliens could not be members of the organization, He also stated that he 
quit the Communist Party because he had been married in 1939 and wanted to 
find work, 


While a member of the Communist Party Marini admitted that he 
attended inner Party meetings at Communist Party headquarters. He described 
his duties as specializing in the problems of the foreign born, mainly 
mobilizing the various national groups in the United States for the Party. 

He admitted that he had been a manber of the Central Committee of the Com 
munist Party from 1933 or 1934 to 1936 or 1937. Marini stated that he had 
been married to Helen Gugliemo, a Brooklyn born girl, in the Spring or Sumer 
of 1939, by a Justice of the Peace in Warren, Virginia. 


Marini advised that he had resided in the United States from 1929 
until the time of the interview in New York City under the following names: 


Mario Alpi Fred Brown 
Max Favro Ferruccio Marini 


After the above hearing on October 1, 1942, Marini was released 
on bond and Jacob Kahn of 730 Overlook Terrace, Nutley, New Jersey, was his 
bondsman, . 


The New York Public Library, Fifth Avenue Branch, New York City, has 
an article written by F, Brow in the "Party Organizer" issued by the Central 
Committee of the Communist Party, USA, dated March-April, 1937, which is en- 
titled "Control Tasks on Building the Party and Circulation of our Press," 

In this article F. Brown (who is identical with Ferruccio Marini) stresses 
Party building and need of circulation of the press. He showed how urgent 
it was to increase the circulation of the "Daily Worker" and the “Sunday 

Worker" if the Communist Party is to be expanded. He stressed the need of 
getting the "Daily Worker" to the factory gates, to union halls, to workers 


in neighborhoods and at home, This article definitely pryfed that ×<. Brow 
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was a menber of the organizational structure of the Communist Party. F. 
Brown ended his article as follows: 


"Recruit, recruit, and again recruiting means building a 


mass Party, a ` Communist Party “capable of per forming its historic 
mission." 


Ferruccio Marini stated that he made illegal entrance into the 
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In 1928, he decided to come to the United States because the 
Italian newspaper "Il Lavoratora" needed an editor. He secured his passport 
under the name of Amalio Pizzi, a false name. He did this because he was 
unable to get an Italian passport as he was at that time in France illegally. 
The passport he did receive was a Swiss passport which he later destroyed. 
In 1928, he came to Canada and shortly thereafter entered the United States 
by train at night on a thirty day permit. He took the train at Toronto and 
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On June ll, 1943, Ferruccio Marini pled guilty of failing to register 
as an alien in 1940. Congressman Vito Marcantonio of New York appeared in his 
behalf and requested leniency for Marini of United States District Court Judge 
Murray Hulbert. However, Judge Hulbert disregarded Mr. Marcantonio's request 
and sentenced Maring to six months in prison. On June 18, 1913, Marini 
surrendered himself and began servinglis sentence. On November 20, 1945, 
Marini was released from the Federal House of Detention under a $500.00 
bond. He again took up residence at 328 West 37th Street, New York city, 
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Apartment #12, where he had resided since .2ا19‎ 


According to the Bureau files the following additional information 
concerning Marini is set forth. 


F, Brown is mentioned in various "Daily Worker" articles in 1936 
to 1938. The "Daily Worker" of February 18, 1937, carried an article to the 


effect that F. Brown, member of the Central Committee of the —— Party, 
is scheduled to speak on Trotskyism and the recent Moscow traas trials at 
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a meeting to be held in Yorkville on February 19, 1937. 


The “Daily Worker" of March 28, 1938, page 3, column 2, carries 
an article entitled "Foremost Heads of Communist Party to Honor Pat Toohey 
on April 6th", According to this article nine members of the Central Committee 
of the Communist Party had accepted the invitation of the District Committee 
of the Communist Party of Eastern Pennsylvania to be present at a banquet 
in honor of the eighteenth year of activity of its district organizer, Pat 
4 Re 
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Toohey, in the Communist Party. F. Brown was one of the Central Comittee 
members who was to attend. 


Maurice Malkin, who helped form the Commnist Party in the United 
States in 1919 and who was expelled from the Communist Party in 1936 after 
protesting Moscow interference in American affairs, made the statemeni on 
February 17, 1940, that F. Brown with aliases Alpi and Marini used to be the 
Communist international representative but that he no longer is. He further 
Stated that F. Brown was wanted by authorities in England, France, and Italy. 


Jan Valtin, author of "Qut of the Night", made the statement as 


۰ 


follows: 


"As GPU agents in this country are considered, up to 
the tine I left the Communist movement in 1937, Charles Dirba, 
George Mink, Petrolevitch, a Litt who had a record of GPU 
. activities in Scandinavian navies and who was sent to America 
^^ in 193l; Alpi, an Italian or Austrian, whose Party name was Fe 
Brown and who was regarded as a specialist for national 
minority questions, Brown wears a small Van Dyke." 


On May 4, 1944, Ferruccio Marini filed an application for suspension 
of deportation. In this application Ferruccio Marini stated that his wife was 
born Helen Gugliemo on June 1, 190), in New York City; that they were married 
on February 8, 1939; and have no children. Marini listed his three closest 
friends in the United States as Jacb Kahn, 77 Rollinson Street, West Orange, 
New Jersey; Louis Kahn, 1742 59th Street, Brooklyn, New York; and Honorable 
Vito Marcantonio, 11 Park Place, New York City. Marini listec his employment 
for the past five years as follows: 


Foreman from November, 1939 to June, 1943, for the Windsor 
Wax Company, 611 Newark Street, Hoboken, New Jersey. 

Editor from December, 19l3 to the present time of "L'Unita 
del Popolo", 13 Astor Place, New York, New York. 


He stated that he was registered with Selective Service Board, 
Number 21, 303 West l2nd Street, New York City. 


On September 12, 19h44, the Immigration and Naturalization Service 
advised that the deportation case against Marini was being held in abeyance 
pending a decision to be handed down by the United States Supreme Court in 
the Harry Bridges case. 


The "L'Unita del Popolo" is commonly known as the Italian Communist 
weekly in New York City, and amounts to an Italian counterpart of the "Daily 
Worker.”

In March, 19, Marini became secretary of the new Progressive 
= Club founded to further "L'Unita del Popolo's" cause and circulation. In 
this weekly newspaper Marini writes prolifically on American and Italian 
politics, following the "Daily Worker" pattern and he is a frequent speaker 
at Italian, Communist and IWO meetings and rallies in New York and other 
) cities, In July, 1944, Marini was elected National Committee Chairman of the 
Garibaldi Society (formerly Italian section of the IWO). He taught in the 
"Jefferson School" in the summer of 1944. In the fall of 19hÀ, Marini was 
spurring the Italian-American vote for the re-election of President Roosevelt, 


As stated previously above, Marini told Immigration and Naturalization 
authorities that he dropped out of Communist Party activities in 1939. However, 
Victor A. Yakhontoff advised that in December, 1941, F. Brown alias Alpi was 
in charge of districts, agitation, education and the appointing of agents to 
۱ watch over Party workers in the Communist Party of the Western Hemisphere, 
^ | together with Sam Don. 


Verne Tompkins of Metuchen, New Jersey, advised on Varch 31, 19l2, 


that Fred Brown alias Alpi was then a member of the Central Control Commission 

of the Communist Party and that he, Alexander Bittleman, Jack Stachel, and 

2. har the four individuals actually running the Communist Party in the 
4 ۱ Unit States. 
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Ferruccio Marini has been the subject of an active Internal Security -‏ سد دی دوک 
R investigation by the New York Field Office.‏ 
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RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION 


Physical surveillance was instituted on November 29, 1945, on 
Ferruccio Marini. This surveillance reflected that Ferruccio Marini, with 
aliases, occupied himself principally at the offices of "L'Unita del Popolo,” 
13 Astor Place, New York City, and that he visited Camunist Party headquarters 
rather frequently. He is presently involved in deportation proceedings 
by the Imigration and Naturalization Service and as a result frequently 
visits and confers with nis attorneys, Englander and Englander, 205 East 
42enà Street, New York City. 


On December 5, 1945, physical surveillance of karini was discontinued 
and the surveillance failed to reilect any positive information relative 
to instant case. l

ALLEGATIONS OF INFORMANT 


"In connection with my association with Mildred Price, who inci- 
dentally is now Mrs. Harold Coy, I recall first meeting her in about June, 
1943. I, of course knew kary Price prior to this time and, as I have stated, 
was in quite close contact with her. I knew that she hac a sister, lilcred, 
but it was not until the summer of 1943 when Mary went to Mexico that she 
introcuced me to Mildred. As a result I had contacts with Mildred Price in 
determining the whereabouts and other activities concerning Mary, who was in 
Mexico at the time. Also, at this time, Kkilcred was employed by the China 
Aid Council of New York City ac Golos told me that she probably would be in ۵ 
position to turn over information that might prove to be of some value and he 
requested me to solicit her assistance in this matter. I talked to Milcred 
Price about obtaining the information and, on Golos! instructions, told her 
that Earl Browder was the person who was desiring this information. As a 
matter of fact I did show the information that Milcred gave me to Browder, 
but it eventually went tc Golos and of course I do not know what happened to 
it after he received it. The information that Mildred Price obtained was not 
of great importance and coulc be classed as political information which she 
obtained through her knowledge of Chinese activities in the United States, as 
weli as information that he obteined from her correspondence with such per- 
sons as Kacame Sun Yat-sen anc other individuals who were active in both 
China anc the United States in connection with the China Aid Council, I last 
received iniormation from Mildred Price in November, 1944 and although I have 
seen her several times since that time, I have not received any information 
nor have been actively associatec with her," 


The informant also stated that she purchased Christmas presents for 
her contacts at the request of Jack. She stated, regarcing this, "On the 
matter of giving Christmas gifts to tnese people, I cia purchase a present 
for each member of a particular contact's family and recall among the persons 
who received gifts purchased by me on Jack's instructions were: Helen Tenney; 
Joseph Gregg, his wife and two children; Bernard Redmont and wife; Mejor 
Duncan Lee and wife; J. Julius Joseph; Maurice Halperin, his wife and two 
children; Mary Price; Mildred Price and her husband (Harold Coy); anc nine or 
ten members of the Perlo Group," 


In her allegations concerning Major Duncan Lee, the informant 
stated, "My first knowledge of him came from a remark by Mary Price, at the 
time when she was in New York in 1942, that she was attending a party in New 
York City given by Duncan Lee, a friend of her sister, Mildred....... aae 
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I recall that while in New York practicing law Lee had become identified with 
various organizations interested in the Far East, such as the Institute of 
Pacific Relations, and it was probably through nis activities in this regard 
that he met Mildred Price," 


The informant said, regarding Michael Greenburg (or -berg), "My 
first information concerning this incividual came from either Golos or Mildred 
Price, who indicated to me that Greenburg was associated in some capacity with 
Lauchlin Currie. It is my recollection that Greenburg, who is a native of 
England, had probably become associated with Currie when the latter was one of 
the so-called anonymous assistants to the President and continued close to him 
when he assumed duties with the Foreign Economic Administration. Greenburg, 
who was educated in England and I believe, in addition, took further work at 
Earvard and who is reputedly brilliant, was not particularly valuable, although 
he did furnish considerable information principally concerning China. It is 
to be noted that his position was not particularly strategic inasmuch as Currie 
himself was actively assisting in passing on information coming to him in the 
course of his duties. I never met Greenburg nor, so far as I know, did Colos, 
but his information was passed by him to Mary Price, from whom I received it. 
It is my recollection that nis services were enlisted when Milcred Price sug- 
gested to Golos that he might be of use and thereafter appropriate arrangements 
were effected by Mildred so that Greenburg would relay information to Mary." 


BACKGROUND 


Mildred Price resides et 420 West 118th Street, New York City and 
is the Executive Secretary of the China Aid Council, Her husband, Herold - 
Russell Coy, who resides with her, is employed by the New York Daily News as 
& radio broadcast writer, Mildred Price was born October 10, 1899, in 
Rockingham County, North carolina, near Madison, North Carolina, She attended 
North Carolina College at Greensboro from 1918 to 1921. She received her 
Bachelor of Arts degree in the Fall of 1921 from the University of North 
Carolina at Chavel Hill, She received her Master of Arts degree in Sociclozr 
at the University of Chicago on March 18, 1930. Lucien Koch, the Director of 
Commonwealth College at Mena, Arkansas, testified before the Joint Committee 
of the Arkansas Assembly and advised that Mildred Price was a member of the 
faculty of that College since 1935, While testifying Koch remarked that the 
teachers at the school received no salary and only received room and board 
and other limited necessities in return for her services, She stated that the 
College taught Communism and other forms of economic beliefs, 


In 1935 Mildred Coy appeared before the Joint Investigating Committee 
of the 50th General Assembly of the State of Arkansas, then investigating the 
activities of Commonwealth College. At that time Mildred Price testified 
that she was 34 years of age, had been married for five years, and that she 
and her husband, Harold Coy, were the parents of a two and one half year old 
child, Mildred Price stated that she and her husband had Ağome to Commonwealth 
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College in the Fell of 1931 and t: at she had been aifilisted with the 6 
for a period of four years but added that she and her husband hed travelled for 


"ae portions of each year, Lildred Price stated that she gave a lecture on current 
- events each week and was in charge of the "labor orientation class," she 
stated that she also taught general courses in art, literature and geography, 


On December 16, 1933, Bert Hodge who identified himself as a 
maintenance worker at Commonwealth College in Arkansas swore to an affidavit 
that iildred Price was a member of Commonwealth College and Hodge claimed thet 
revolution was openly taught at the 11686ء0‎ and immorality was practiced at the 
College. 
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It was also ascertained that the name of Mildred Price, Executive 
Secretary, China Aid Council, 200 Fifth Avenue, New York City, was maintained 
in the active indices of the National Federation for Constitutionel Liberties, 


During 1942 the official files of the Political and Labor Beil Tund 
in New York City reflected that Mildred Price and Harold Coy whose address wes 
given as 1612 K Street, Northwest, Washington, D. Ce, were among those who had 
either deposited funds or had sought the services of the organization in 
connection with the Political Prisoners Bail Fund, 


ee of the New York Field Division 
ascerteine vat in 1942 Mildred Price was Executive Secretary of the China 


Aid Council which club was conbined with the American Committee for Chinese 
qc Orphans, The Informant stated that the American Zommittee for Chinese Orphans 
AU was incorporated on January 19, 1939, and a certificate of consolidation with 
b the China Aid Council was issued on August 3, 1941, According to the Informant, 
the China Aid Council was originally organízed to raise funds for medical and 
refugee aid under the name of China Red Cross, It was mentioned the Council 
ms was operated as a division of the American League for Peace and Democracy in 
New York City. The China Aid Council supported a number of various aid projects 
in Chine, including international peace hospitals and the funds for the Council 
were raised through contributions as well as through China Relief, Incorporated, 
The present address for the China Aid Council is given as 200 Fifth Avenue, 


— New York City. 
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Mrs, Pachel Lipscomb Graves advised that she resided with Carolyn 
and Mary Price, sisters of Mildred Price, at 65 Morton Street, New York City 
from July to October, 1936, During this period, according to urs, Graves, 
wary Price and Mildred Price made a trip to Russia and were gone for about 
two months, 


Herbert Bissett, superintendent at 3 west 15th Street, advised that 
Mildred Price lived at thet address for & period of one year about 1937, He 
stated that Liildred Price was Communistic in her talking and that rumor kad it 
that she was a Communist. ir. Jack Peynolds, superintendent at 258 jest 17th 
Street, New York City, advised that he moved Wildred Price from that address 
in Mey, 1940, He stated that he noticed she had a number of books and 
Communistic pamphlets and material and that she nad two large file cabinates 
which she described as being extremely heavy and the contents of which he 
should not say, Reynolds stated that Mildred Price was a Communist and 
associated with people who were :nown to be Communists. Mr, end Mrs, 

August Gebel, superintendents of the premises at 420 West 118th Street, 
advised that Harold Coy and Mildred Price had resided at Apartment 23 at that 
address since October of 1942 





ike records of tbe New York Cit; Police Dspertnent, Srectal Sguad, 
revealed that the name Mildred Price was described in their records as a 
Communist but no furthe tion concerning her was set out, 
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A letter was received from the San Diego Field Division dated March 8, 
1942, which enclosed a memorandum captioned "Russian Couriers", This infor- 
mation had been originally received from Vernon R. Tompkins, Metuchen, New 
Jersey, Sneaking o? the Russian courier set up in the Urited Stetes, Tornkins 
stated that "the main tip off now....for the Communist force in Washington 
was a Tass Telegraph Agency. This is under the supervision of Lawrence Todd,.. 
and one of the chiefs of the crew is Mildred Price." According to Tompkins 
Tass had established two listening posts somewhere on the East Coast, Tomokins 
further stated in the memorandum "...there seems to be an unusual interest in 
Mildred Price, This Price woman made so many trips between Merch, 1931, and 
1936 to Europe that we could not actually give the number, We know of at least 
seven, je also «now of numberous South American trips, one to Australia, 
numerous trips to the Orient -- in fact she was elways on the zo. The statement 
has made that the Price woman was married, There was only one person that. we 
had contact with that could tell us what her married name is and that person 
is Samuel Freeman, who is reported to be is Lisbon at the present time," 








Adrian Weretnikove Rosenbaum was definitely identified as an asso- 
ciate of Soviet espionage agents and investigation disclosed that he was 
personally engaged in espionage activities in their behalf, He was formerly 
a captain in the United States Army and was honorably discharged therefrom 
Mey 11, 1944, 
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It will be noted that Grace Cranich, mentioned above, a prominent 
suspect in the Comrap investigation, is alleged to be engaged as a Soviet 
Agent, 


Fred Douglas in 1928 visited Germany, Holland, London and Paris

A friend of Madam Sun Yat-sen is 
Fred Douglas of the OWI in Kunming, His wife was in today and she ssid she 
could gend the money to Fred and get him to turn it over to Madar Sun Yat-sen, 
eesel!]1 send it to Mrs, Douglas in Boston who will in turn send it to Fred 
by money order — Mrs. Douglas is O,K." 


On March 23, 1945, through a technical surveillance it was ascer- 
tained that Phil Jaffe had a convefsation with a Miss Price, who was apparently

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At 4:18 Pal. that same date, through a technical surveillance, 
it was determined that Jaffe called Mildred Price of the China Aid Council, 
and stated he was going to see Service that night and would call her later 
about it. They were apparently referring to the previous conversation men- 
tioned above, 


On June 4, 1945, a technical surveillance reflected that Mildred 
Price contacted Philip Jaffe and during their conversation Jaffe suggested 
to her that she should invite Mark gayn and his wife to their meeting on 
Friday and that following the meeting the party would go out for dinner, 
Tt was incicated that the meeting was to take place at the home of Stanley 
Isaacs, 14 East 96th Street, New + York City. Their conversation then per- 
tained to various Chinese refugee associations, 


Through a search of the effects of Thomas Bisson, who is a contact 
of Philip Jaffe, there was furnished a typewritten list entitled "Regular 
Members of the Communist Party," included on this list was the name of 
Mildred Price, 


Relatives 


Harold Coy, husband of Mildred Price, authored a genealogical 
history entitled "The Prices and the Moores", published in 1944 by the 
International Press, 121 Varick Street, New York City, According to this 
history, the following information concerning Mildred Pricets relatives 
was obtained, 


Mary Wolf Price - Sister of Mildred Price, Considerable information 
concerning this individual is set out elsewhere inasmuch as she also 
is named by Informant Elizabeth Terrill Bentley as active in Russian 


espionage. 
As of September, 1944, 


Tom Moore Price - Brother of Mildred Price. A: er, 194 
Tom Moore Price was residing at Oakland, california, From 1919 to 
date he had been employed by the Henry Kaiser Company, Incorporated, 
and had participated in building construction for that company, At 
the present time he is works manager and vice president of the Yron 


and Steel Division of the Kaiser Corporation, at Fontana, California, 


Ruth Price - Sister of Mildred Price, Ruth Price resides at Wilmington, 
North Carolina, She is married to A. B. Chandler who as of 1942 was 
chief of the Commissary Department at Camp Davis, North carolina, 





John Paul Price, John Paul Price resides at Burlinet@#, North Carolina. 


He is the owner of the Greensboro Distributing Compa 
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William Enoch Price, Since April, 1941, he has been the owner and 
publisher of the "Democrat" published in Greensboro, North carolina. 


Dr. James Y, Price. Dr, Price resides at Jackson Heights, Long Island, 
For 17 years prior to 1942 he had been a surgeon with the Guggenheim 
Mining interest in Bolivia, 


Carolina Davis Price. She is married to C, C, MacMillan, Security 
Analyst with the Chase National Bank in New York City, 


Wright Moore Price. Wright Moore Price is an engineer, In 1942 he was 
affiliated with the Kaiser Company at Fontana, California, In 1943 
he was stationed in Mexico City with a Keiser subsidiary, 


Pattie Pranson Price, She resides at 55 Barrow Street, New York City and 
is employed as an economist with the New York office of the waze-Hour 
Administration. In 1936 she was employed in the office of Otto Buyer, 
National Mediation Board and after this employment was with the Wage-Hour 
Administration, 


From 1939 to date Mildred Price has been Executive Secretary of the 
China Aid Council, 1790 Broadway, New York city, formerly located at 200 Fifth 
Avenue, New York City. Harold Coy, husband of Mildred Price was born on 
September 24, 1902, at LaEabrs, California, From October 1941 to March, 1942, 
he was employed by tne Russian War Relief, 535 Fifth Avenue, New York City. 
As of August, 1942, he was a radio broadcast writer for the "kew York Daily 
News", Coy taught history at Commonwealth College, Mena, Arkansas, 1932, 
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nESULIS OF INVESTIGATION 


Investigation reflects that Mildred Price, also known as Mrs. Harold 
Russell Coy, presently resides at 420 West 118 Street, New York City, spartment 
33 with her husband, Harold Coy. 


On December 3, 1945, physical surveillance revealed that Mildred 
Price attended a dinner at the Hotel Astor under the auspices of the Nation 
Associates. The topic discussed at the dinner was "The Challenge of the Atomic 
Bomb" and the following persons were included on the dais: Harold L. Lasid, 
Dr, Juan Negrin, Leon Henderson and Professor Harold Urey. Mildred Price was 
accompanied to the dinner by her sister, Branson Price. Physical surveillance 
of Mildred Price from December 1, 1945 to December 9, 1945, failed to reflect 
that Mildred Price had contact or was contacted by any other individuals 
presently under investigation in connection with this case. A major portion of 
Mildred Price's time was spent at her office as Executive Secretary of the 
China Aid Council, 1790 Broadway or at her home at 420 West 118 Street, New 
York City. Through a technical surveillance it was ascertained that Mildred 
Price made plans to attend a meeting of the Southern Conference for Human 
welfare on December 10, 1945, at 130 East 22nd Street, New York City. Her 
sister, Branson Price, was formerly employed by the Wage Hour Administration, 
Regional Office, New York City, was apparently to be in charge of this meeting. 
Through a technical surveillance on the Price residence it was ascertained that 
Harold Coy, husband of Mildred Price, in a conversation with Branson Price, 
sister of Milared Price told her that he was acquainted with and had a personal 
meeting with R. P. Melnico (phonetic) who is presently residing at tne Taft 


Hotel, New York City. Melnico had come to New York for the purpose of establishing 


& Labor Bureau similar to nis Pacific Coast Labor Bureau which carried on 
activities with negotiators for unions during labor difficulties. Coy 
stated that about twenty-two years ago he had done arbitration work with 
Melnico and that he, Melnico, was known as Harry Bridges brain trust.

ALLEGATIONS OF INFORMANT 


"Il have been in rather close association with Colonel John 
Hazard Reynolds through his connection with the United States Service and 
Shipping Corporation, A5 a result of numerous conversations I had with 
him I was able to determine some information concerning his background. 


"He was born in Albany, New York and is the son of an old family 
that originally settled in Long Island. Colonel Reynolds! father was a 
New York State Supreme Court Judge, and although there was considerable 
money in the family, Reynolds himself did not come into any substantial 
inheritance until the death of his grandmother sometime in the early 1930's. 
Reynolds did not complete college but as a young boy entered Wall Street 
and had numerous jobs as a runner, board marker and other miscellaneous 
positions with various firms in the finance district of New York. At some 
later date he was taken into partnership with a member of the New York 
Stock Exchange and remained in that business until the beginning of 
World War I. He entered the Armed Services as a Private and due to his 
financial background was stationed in Yashington, D. Ce and at the 
termination of the war held the rank of Major. It was just subsequent to 
World War I that he married Grace Fleischman, who is one of the members of 
the prominent Fleischman Yeast Company family. 


"He subsequently went back to Tall Street and was in partnership 
in the financial district with several firms until sometime in early 1929 
when he withdrew from this business. Sometime in the early 1930's he came 
into a fairly substantial inheritance through his grandmother and commenced 
to travel and had no employment until sometime in 1934. It appears that 
his family was in some way connected with a banking institution that was 
taken over by the Chase National Bank and in 1934 the Chase National Bank, 
through this connection, sent him to Russia to make a report on financial 
conditions in that country. 


«Reynolds spent in all about two months in Russia and apparently 
while there sew many prominent individuals in connection with the report 
that he was making relative to the investigation he was conducting into the 
‘financial affairs of the Russian Government. He appeared tg have been 
greatly impressed by the people he met.

nOn his return to New York he drew up a report which he submitted 
to the Chase National Bank and as I recall they refused to pay him for it 
as apparently it was of no value to them. After returning from Russia he 
again lived the life of a retired gentleman and had no employment that I 
knew of until early January of 1941 when the spade work for the formation 
of the U. S. Service and Shipping Corporation was being done, 


"In connection with Reynolds! political background, he indicated 
that he had been a Socialist for the past twenty years and indicated that on 
one occasion in 1919 he spoke on the same platform somewhere in New Jersey 
with Scott Nearinge He also told me that he knew Norman Thomas and John 
Reed, who had been &ctive in the Socialist Party movement, 


HT also determined from his conversations that he had been an 
&cquaintance of some long standing of Theodore Bayer and had made nunerous 
financial contributions to Ted Bayer!s magazine 'Soviet Russia Today.! He 
also knew and gave financial assistance to Herbert Goldfrank, who was 
associated with the flew jasses.' 


"I also knew that Reynolds was a good friend of Lem Harris and I 
recall on several occasions he indicated that the Harris family and his own 
family had been one-time residents of Tuxedo Park, New York and that his 
acquaintanceship with Harris started in early boyhood. Reynolds also 
indicated an acquaintanceship witn Corliss Lamont, who is the son of Thomas 
Lamont, weli known New York financer. 


"I know that Reynolds is not a dues-payinz Joamunist Party member. 
Hovever, he openly admitted that he is a !Marxist,' and a Communist and further 
indicated that before his association with the U. S. Service and Shipping 
Corporation gave substantial sums of money to various Communist Party 
enterprises. I do recall, however, that after Reynoids became associated 
with the U. S. Service and Shipping Corporation, he continued to see Ted 
Bayer, Lem Harris and Herbert Goldfrank, but told me that he was no longer 
contributing any large sums of money to the enterprises which these 
individuals were concerned with. He did state, however, that he did 
give them contributions but they were small and his purpose for doing this 
was to ingretiate himself with these individuals and felt that this 
friendship would be of great assistance to him in the profitable operation 
of the United States Service and Shipping Corporation. 


"As I have previously stated, in late 1940 Golos was desirous of 
forming the متا‎ S. Service and Shipping Corporation and went to Earl Browder 
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in an effort to find a suitable individual to act as a front for this 
corporation, It was through Browder or one of Browder's functionaries 
that John Reynolds was nominated for this position. 


"I first met Reynolds in Colost office sometime in the latter 
part of 1940 at a time when the negotiations for the formation of this 
company were going on. Some time after this meeting I wes informed that 
Reynolds was to be the President of this new Corporation, On Golos! 
instructions, I believe in the early part of January, 1941, I started to 
see Reynolds in his home on fairly frequent occasions; the reason for 
this was to arrange for the forming of this company, sending cablegrams to 
Intourist, and other matters that were incident to the actual commencement 
of the activities of tnis Corporation. The company actually started to do 
business at 212 Fifth Avenue, sometime in the early part of April, 1941, 
and at which time Reynolds took a fairly active interest in the affairs 
of the Corporation. 


"However, as I have previously stated, the money that represented 
the capital in this Corporation was obtained both from Earl Browder and John 
Reynolds; Reynolcs putting up $5,000 and Earl Browder, as I learned later, 
on behalf of the Communist Party, putting up $15,000. The $15,000 I know 
was given to Reynolds by Browder or Lem Harris. 


"At the time the corporate papers for this orcanization were drawn 
up by Mr. Charles Bannerman of Clark, Carr and Ellis, 120 Proadway, New York 
City, Reynolds was indicated as the sole owner of this Corporation. As a 
matter of fact, all of the stock certificates that wire issued were in the 
name of John Hazard Reynolds. 


"In connection with the drawing up of the corporate papers for this 
organization, I am positive that Reynolds did not indicate to Mr. Pannerman 
or Joseph Mann, who also participated in the legal work concerning the 
formation of the company, that the capital investment was put up by anyone 
except himself, It is my recollection that the law firm of Clark, Carr and 


Ellis is a very reputable and well known legal firm and I am sure that if they 


had any suspicion that any of the capital was being put up by the Communist 
Party or Earl Browder that they would have refused to be a party to any 
negotiations in regard to this Corporation, — 


ftyhen the U., S. Service and Shipping Corporation first started 
business, Reynolds took a small active part in the affairs of the Corporation 
for a short period of time. However, a short time after the Corporation 
Started business, Reynolds spent less and less time actively participating 
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in the affairs of the Corporation and the actual running of the Corporation 
was left more or less to my own judgment. I wish to state, however, that 
Reynolds was cognizant of all of the activities of the firm and sat in on 


Directors! meetings and although he did not do much actual work, kept in 


pretty close touch with the activities of the firm. 


"At the time of the entrance of the United States into World War IT, 
Reynolds spent considerably less time than he had previously been spending 
relative to the affairs of the Corporation and he informed me that he had 
been making an attempt to join the Armed Services. At first he was 
unsuccessful as he was overage. However, I do recall that in about 
September of 1942 he received a communication from the War Department 
indicating that “if he so desired, they could probably use him in some 
branch of the Service. After the receipt of this letter Reynolds spent a 
considerable amount of his time at Governors Island and in Washington in 
an effort to get himself located in some branch of the Service. 


"In December of 1942 he was given a Commission as a Major in the 
Finance Department of the U. S. Army and was sent to an Officers Training | 
School for finance personnel that was located, as I recall, somewhere in 
North Carolina. He spent three months in this training and was subsequently 
assigned to the finance office in Hoboken, New Jersey. He was in Hoboken 
for some months. However, the entire office was moved from Hoboken to 
Two Lafayette Street in New York City and he was subsequently assigned to 
New York. 


"He remained in New York for several months and was then assigned 
to Washington, D. C. on some special mission, the specific nature of which 
I do not know except that it related in some way to foreign funds. He 
remainec in Washington for a period of approximately six months and was 
thereafter reassigned'bhis former position at Two Lafayette Street, New York. 
In September, 1945, he was elevated to tne rank of Lieutenant Colonel, which 
rank he still holds at the present time, At the present time Reynolds is 
ihe Executive Officer of the Finance Office in New York City. 


"It came to my attention some few months after the U. S. Service 
and Shipping Corporation commenced operations that Colonel Reynolds was 
maintaining for Lem Harris various sums of money in a safety deposit box 
of the Chase National Bank, Fifth Avenue Branch located at 200 Fifth Avenue, 

"Upon Reynolds! entering on &ctive duty with the Army in 1942, he 
instructed me that if in the future Harris should ask that I place for him 
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any money in the safety deposit box, I should do so and, likewise, if Harris 
reouested that some-of the money already placed there be returned to him 
I should, likewise, turn it over. 


"Continuing,from the time of Reynolds't entrance upon active duty 
until sometime in the Spring of 1945 Harris occasionally would come to see 
me at my office and would either give me additional sums to be placed in the 
safety deposit box or would ask that I withdraw a certain amount and give 
it to him, I kept no independent record of the dates ard amounts of these 
transactions between Harris and myself but recell that Harris had a small 
book in wnich he made entries indicating the dates and the character of the 
transaction, that is, if it were a deposit or a withdrawal and the amount. 


"It is my impression that the reason Harris withdrew all his funds 
from the safety deposit box in the Spring of 1945 and ceased his practice 
of giving me money to be placed there was that by that time the Russiens 
had made clear their intention of taking over the U. S. Service and Shipping 
Corporation and Harris apparently felt this repository would no longer be safe. 
The money given to me by Harris for safekeeping was placed in envelopes bearing 
the printed name either of John H. Reynolds or the U, S. Service and Shipping 
Corporation; the deposits and withdrawals ran, so far as I presently recall, 
from approximately $2,000 or 33,000 to $10,000. Occasionally, when Harris 
would give me money to be placed in the safety deposit box, he would remark 
that he had just come from making the rounds and tnese funds were otviously 
Party funds rather than the personal property of Harris. ۱ 


"On the oceasion of my initial meeting with Al, he asked me what I 
thought about the advisability of his meeting Reynolds. I told him such a 
move was very unwise because Reynolds was in uniform, also inclined to be 
somewhat indiscreet, and also mentioned to A) the difficulty of explaining 
to Reynolds the identity of Al. He seemed setisfied at this time that a 
meeting with Reynolds would not be wise. On the occasion of my meeting hin 
in the latter part of May or possibly the early part of June, 1945, however, 
he again brought up the subject of his meeting Reynolds and told me he definitely 
desired to see hir. I again registered my objection and told Al that Ray Elson, 
likewise, felt that for various reasons he should not meet Reynolds. Al 
insisted, however, that I arrange for such a meeting and, accordingly, some 
few days later, I met Al at Longchanp's Restaurant in New York City and we 
went together to the Vanderbilt Hotel on Park Avenue where I introduced him 
to Colonel Reynolds. I left Al and Reynolds together there and Al indicated 
to me he would see me sometime later in Washington, Reynolds told me later 
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that Al had been extremely inquisitive about the personal finances of himself 
and his wife and had attempted to convince Reynolds that he definitely should 
stay with the U. S. Service and Shipping Corporation and that the company had 
tremendous possibilities. It was also on this occasion that Al told Reynolds 
that the $15,000 investment, ostensibly made by Browder when the Corporation 
was formed actually represented Russian funds and that Al was giving this 
equity to Reynolds. 


"I subsequently talked to Al about his meeting with Reynolds and 
told him tnat Reynolds had not been favorably impressed by the approach 
made by Al, who blamed me somewhat for Reynolds! reluctance to go along with 
him. According to Reynolds, Al had promised to see him three weeks after the 
date of their meeting in New York City but Al failed to communicate with 
Reynolds who, thereafter, asked me several times to attempt to arrange a 
meeting for him. I spoke to Al later about his failure to get in touch with 
Reynolds after meeting him and he made some remark that he was not supposed 
to get. in touch with Reynolds for three months rather than three weeks after 
the meeting and further manifested a contemptuous attitude toward Reynolds. 


"At the request of Reynolds, I asked Al at my meeting with him on 
October 17, 1945, and November 21, 1945, to communicate with Reynolds, saying 
tnat the latter was very desirous of conferring with Al but he said he had no 
desire to see Reynolds. 


"On the occasion of ry introducing Al to Reynolds, I introduced Al 
by some fictitious name and Reynolds has always referred to Al as Paul. I 
do not believe that Reynolds knows the identity of Al except that during 
some of our conversations after his meeting with A1, Reynolds indicated that 
he felt Al was a Soviet agent, 


"Sometime in the latter part of September, 1945, when I was seriously 
considering getting out of the U. S. Service and Shipping Corporation and was 
&lso desirous of having Reynolds cease his activities with tnis Corporation, I 
told Reynolds that I had been mixed up with Golos in some undercover work, 

I explained, however, that at the time Golos died in November, 1943, I had 
ceased all these activities and told him nothing of my continued operations 
along intelligence lines, I also at tnis time informed Reynolds that if the 
Russians were interested in maintaining the U. S. Service and Shipping 
Corporation they were doing it for a purpose and that he would probably become 
involved. It was at that time he indicated to me that he probably knew 


“that Al was, in fact, a Soviet agent. He also stated that he felt that being 


an American and this being an American corporation he gould be able to prevent 
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the Corporation being used for any Russian activities and gave me the 
impression he thought himself capable of handling any exigency which might 
arise. 


"Tt was also during this period I mentioned to Reynolds Al's 
proposal to me that I go to Mexico as an agent of the U, S, Service and 
Shipping Corporation and told Reynolds I had refused because I was 
apprehensive that I might become involved in something unpleasant," 


The informant stated in connection with Theodore Bayer, a good 
friend of John Reynolds, that "when Al failed to communicate with Reynolds 
(as previously mentioned) he went to see Bayer and told him about havirg met 
Al anû the fact that Al had not kept his appointment as he promised to ===- 
Reynolds subsequently told me that Bayer promised to get him another Russian 
contact in the event that Al did not subsequently see hin." 


The informant advised concerning the origin of the U, 5. Service 
and Shipping Corporation in about April, 1941 that, "At this time Reynolds 
was the President and Treasurer. I was the Vice President and Secretary 
and Max Spector was Assistant Treasurer. ` Specter was formerly associated 
with the Amtorg Trading, Corporation. تست تاد و م‎ 


"At this time Golos was running World Tourist, lnc, and, as a 
matter of fact, greatly assisted Reynolds in the transaction of the U. 5. 
Service and Shipping Corporation affairs. In June, 1941, John Reynolds 
became an official in World Tourist, Inc. This was occasioned by the illness 
of Golos who found it impracticable to continue all his work with World Tourist." 


In connection with Colonel Reynolds! status in the U. S. Service 
and Shipping Corporation the informant has advised that Jack, a Russian 
contact, wanted Ray Elson to acquire all of the stock certificates held by 
Reynolds and his wife. At that time all of the certificates were held by 
Reynolds and his wife, with tne exception of five shares registered in the 
informant's name, The informant stated, "I further recall in this connection 
that Jack instructed me that Reynolds! stock definitely should be acquired 
and suggested that I attempt to effect this through Earl Browder, that is, 
by naving him confer with Reynolds, pointing out to the latter that he no longer 
had any Russian contact of value and that inasmuch as the firm's success 
depended mainly on someone in a firm having a good Russian contact, he no 
longer was of any value so far as securing business for the Corporation ~~ 


ith respect to the conversation of Browder and Reynolds directed 
towerds the latter's getting out of the Corporation, I recall that I went to 
Browder!s office at 50 East 12th Street, New York City, told him what I 
wanted to do and he pointed out that he could not, of coarse, meet Reynolds in 2 
conspicuous place and would have to select some approp e location, 
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"A few days later he told me to bring Reynolds and Ray Elson 
and go to 16 West 12th Street, New York City which I learned upon arriving 
there was the home.of Frederick V. Field, who was not present and whom I 
have never met 





"Tt was on tnat occasion tnat Prowder had the conversation with 
Reynolds along the lines mentioned and it was Reynolds' reaction that if 
Browder feit he should dispose of his interest to Ra; Elson, that, of course, 
would be acceptable to him," 


It is noted that the informant resigned her position es Vice 
President of the firm on May 8, 1945, that Ra; Elson was elected to succeed 
her and that Elson by that time had become familiar with the firm's business, 
However, the informant said that wnile she was on a vacation in June of 1945 
Reynolds contacted her by phone and wanted her to return to New York, remarking 
that he "was most desirous of conferring with me in New York City, because 
Al had not been in touch with him recently, that the business generally was 
confused because Ray Elson's financial participation had been stalemated and 
he was not favorably inclined towards Elson. 


"I returned to New York City approximately two weeks after my 
departure and on tnis occasion saw Reynolds. He told me that I would probably 
need funds and suggested that T transfer to him my five shares of Corporation 
Stock, which incidentally had previously been given to me by him as a gift. 

So far as I recall, notning furtner of consequence transpired at this meeting 
and I returned to Connecticut, Approximately two weeks later I again cane 

back to New York and saw Ray Elson at the office. She requested that I 

transfer to her my stock certificates and I told her that it was impossible 

as I had previously transferred them to Reynolds. This angered her considerably 
and she made some remark about my ‘cutting her throat. It was on tois 

occasion that she informed me she had been given $500 by her Russian contact 

for the purpose of acquiring some of Reynolds! stock, it being understood 

that sne was to receive mine from me for nothing, 


The informant related that she conferred with Colonel Reynolds on 
approximately September 15, 1945, at which time he insisted that she rejoin 
the Corporation and informed her further that Ray Elson had never been able 
to acquire any stock in the firm. He said that he did not like her 
and that he felt the informant was indispensable to the firm, - Accordingly, 
the informant resumed her work with the firm. 


Concerning the proposal that the Russians takeover the U. S. 
Service and Shipping Corporation, the informant has s d, "They were to 
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reimburse Browder for the $15,000 that was originally paid into the U. S. 
Service and Shipping Corporation by Prewder. When this was accomplished the 
Communist Party would be completely divorced from any activity in so far as it 
concerned U. Se Service and Shipping Corporation. I wish to state, howevcr, 
that the $15,000 invested in the U. S. Service and Shipping Corporation 

has never been repaid to Browder and, in my opinion, never will be because I 
feel definitely the Russians realize that such a move would not be financielly 
sound," 


In connection with this, the informant has said, Ny last meeting 
with Browder, which took place sometime in the latter part of October, 1945, 
was occasioned by several visits to my office of Lem Harris. Harris made 
several trips to my office in an attempt to talk to me and I subsequently 
did meet him at my office, at which time he attempted to obtain from re the 
$15,000 that had originally been put into the U. S. Service and Shipping 
Corporation by Earl Browder. I informed him that I had nothing to do with 
the $15,000 and had been told that the Russians were going to take care of 
reimbursement to the Communist Party, or Erowder, for their original 
investment," 


As a result of this, the informant spoke to Earl Browder and asked 
hin what advice he could give her and he stated, "So far as he knew, the 
Russians had definitely decided to take over the متا‎ S. Service and Shipping 
Corporation and that they were somewhat slow in getting the mone; up, but 
that they would probably do so within the near future." 


The informant has also alleged concerning Earl Browder, "I saw him 
at his summer home again sometime in August, 1944 and I recall that on this 
occasion Colonel Reynolds accompanied me. It is my recollection that I took 
along two or three bottles of Scotch whiskey for Earl Browder, some Canadian 
Club whiskey for William Browder, and some brandy for Irene Browder, This 
liquor was a gift from the Russians and it will be recalled that they had 
on frequent instances in the past given Browder and his wife gifts of 
liquor and caviar. As I recall, there was no particular significant 
conversation between Colonel Reynolds and Browder on this cccasion and I 
was in their presence during the entire time we were there. 


It is my present recollection that I took with me on this occasion 
some material I had collected and was able to seize an opportunity to allow 
Earl Prowder to look over that material although I, of course, brought it back 


to New York City with me, Colonel Reynolds was entirely ignorant of tne fact 


that I carried along this intelligence information,

Mucn of tne background information pertaining to Colonel Reynolds 
has been given by Miss Elizabeth Terill Bentley and has been set out in her 
allegations concerning him. In addition, however, it is noted that a Dun 
and Bradstreet report dated in January, 1941, shows that Reynolds was born 
on October 13, 1886 and is a native of tne United States. He came to New 
York City froi Albany, New York in 1906 and shortly thereafter became a 
member of the brokerage firm of Effingham, Laurence and Company. Subsequently 
he neld membersnip in the ew York Stock Excnange. During World ar I he 
was 2 Captain in the United States Army and in that capacity worked in the 
Office of the Director of Finance in Washington, D. C. Following nis discharge 
he was associated with tne Melivill Shoe Company, Inc., New York City, for 
a number of years, later beco.:ing associated with Guaranty Company of New 
York, Following this he was active in the tirm of Gillman and Reynolds waich 
managed tne affairs or a financial nature of a few private tamilies including 
keynolds! own. In 1927 he retired trom active business and remained so until 
approximately 1941, wnen tne U. S. Service and Shipping Corporation was formed, 


He is one of the stockholders in the 525 Fifth Avenue Corporation 
waich is a cooperative organization and holds title to the apartment builaing 
at tnis address. The various stockholders occupy apartments in the building 
and it is noted that Reynolds has an apartment on tne seventn floor. 


Reynolds married Grace Fleischmann of the Fleischmann Yeast family 
who is independently wealthy. As of 1942, Reynoids neld capital stock in 
the Chase National Bank running into six iigures and also nad a large personal 
estate. 


in connection witn the present investigation, Elizabeth Terrill 
Bentley has advised that Colonel Reynolds has been interested in tne World 
Tourist, Incorporated and in tne new U. S. Service and Shipping Corporation. 
Consequently a summary of these two organizations is being set out herein- 
after as further explanation of Colonel Reynolds' activities. 





WORLD TOURIST, INCORPORATED | ¥ V- 


Tnis corporation was chartered on June 10, 1927, in the State 
of New York with an autnorized capital of $50,000. The officers as of 
tober 18, 1940, were: President, Joseph R. Brodsky; Vice President, Robert 


W. Wiener; Treasurer, Alexander Trachtenberg and Secretary, Jacob li. Golos. 


All ot the above have long been active in Comuunist activities.

The report was received that the corporation was established to take 


‘charge of ail steamsnips, tours, hotels, railway accommodations and arrange~ 


ments for the comfort of passengers and for transportation to Soviet Russia 
and elsewhere. In “arch, 1940, World Tourist, Incorporated, and J. M. Golos, 
whose real name wes Jacob Raisin, plead guilty to an indictment charging failure 
to register as agents of tne Soviet Government. The corporation was fined 
$500 and Golos received a similar fine as well as a sentence of four months 

to one year in jail. The jail sentence was later changed to probation. 
Following Golos' death on November 27, 1945, the office of President of the 
World Tourist, incorporated, was left vacant with John Hazard Reynolds acting 
as Vice President and Elizabeth Bentley as Secretary. As of June, 1945, 

tnis corporation was reported to be engaged in selling steamship tickets to 
South America, Mexico, Florida, Cuba and the Soviet Union and nandied packages 
for the USSR. ۰ 


U. S. SERVICE AND SHIPPING CORPORATION ۷ مرا‎ 


The cnarter of incorporation of the above corporation stated; 
"To carry on the business of forwarders, exporters, importers -- ship brokers 
and all other business incident to shipoing and maritime work of every 
description.” John Hazard Reynolds was the original President and Elizabéth 
Bentley, the Secretary. By a contract dated Maren 21, 1941, the U. S. Service 
and Shipping Corporation was designated as the exclusive agent and representa- 
tive of Intourist's official Russian travel agency tor the United States, 
Canada and Mexico. Intourist agreed to designate the U. S. Service and 
Shipping Corporation as the sole and exclusive agency for the issuance of 
licenses for imports to tne Soviet Union from tne United States, Canada and 
Mexico. 


In another later contract between the U. S. Service and Shipping 
Corporation and World Tourist, Incorporated, the latter was designated as 
the exclusive representative of the former for the purpose of transmitting 
merchandise, packages or parcels to Soviet Russia from the territory of 
Greater New York. 


This corporation by letter dated April 10, 1941, notified the 
Secretary of State pursuant to the terms of the Notification Section of the 
Espionage Act of 1917 that it nad entered into an agreement with Intourist for 
exclusive rights to licenses for tne exportation of small parcels fron points 
in the United States, Canada and Mexico to individuals in the USSR. The 
letter stated that the nature of its business was not such as to require regisvra- 
tion by the U. S, Service and Shipping Corporation under the above statute 
and this opinion was later concurred in by the State Department. 





As of July, 1943, the officers of tnis corporation were John 
Hazard Reynolds, President; Elizabeth Bentley, Vice President, Secretary 
and Acting President; and Grace Fieischmam Reynolds, Vice President. These 
officers plus Charles F. Bannerman constituted tne Directors. 


The corporation continued to act as agent tor Intourist and also 
engaged in the shipment of packages to tne USSR. However, its monthly 
transier of funds tu Intourist dropped from approximately $15,000 in 1941 
to between $3,000 and $5,000. 


In July of 1945, the corporation was still in operation and 
engaged in obtaining export licerses and nandling shipments of packages 
to russia. At this time it was reported that little activity was seen around 
tne offices of tne corporation and tne superintendent or tne office building 
at 212 Fifth Avenue, New York City, expressed tne beiief that most of the 
business was conducted by telerhone. 


—— — 
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RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION 


On December 5, 1945, Elizabeth Terrill Bentley advised the New 
York Field Office that she nad a conference with Lem Harris on tne morning 
of December 5, 1945, and that Lem Harris bad advised that he and his associates 
were definitely going to take over the U. S. Service and Snipping Corporation 
and further that he appeared very interested in learning how soon he and the 
others might expect to be able to take some profits from the company. Harris 
manifested great eagerness in having Lieutenant Colonel Reynolds remain in 
the firm and at the conference wich wasscheduled for December 7, 1945, attempts 
would be made to convince Reynolds that he definitely should retain nis 
interest and participation in tbe firm's business. 


Later the same day, Elizabetn Terrill Bentley advised the New York 
Field Office that she had a luncheon engagement with Lieutenant Colonel 
Reynolds at 11:45 a.m. that day and that she had told Colonel Reynolds that 
Lem Harris had said to her earlier in the morning. According to her, Reynolds 
seemed to be very self-assured about the matter of handling Harris and the 
Russians with respect to the affairs of the U. S. Service and Shipping 
Corporation, Reynolds made the statement that he had known Ted Bayer, wes 
intimately acquainted with him and believed him to be a great fellow. He 
was sure that Bayer would not atteipt to take advantage of him. After 
Elizabeth Bentley had told Reynolds of the evident desire of Lem Harris and 
nis Associates to take over the firm, Reynolds! reaction was that he would 
stay in the company if he were allowed to operate it as ne pleased and not 
take orders from lem Harris, Ted Bayer or anyone else. He indicated that 
if a satisfactory arrangement could not be arrived at at the Friday meeting, 
he would consider selling out his interest to Harris and Bayer. Elizabeth 
Bentley stated that suca an eventuality was very remote in ner opinion 
because Colonel Reynolds! presence in the corporation obviously would be 
regarded &s very important because he would be a "good front", had a reput&le 
law firm handling the corporation's affairs and was generally regarded well 
in New York circles. She said that she felt definitely certain that Harris, 
Bayer, as well as the Russians, would realize Reynolds! value to the 
company for the foregoing reasons. 


Elizabeth Bentley stated further that sne had read the articles by 
Howard Rushmore which appeared in the New York "Journal American" on ۱ 
December 3 and 4, 1945, concerning the "Adamson" case which was an expose of 
certain phases of Russian espionage in the United States. According to her, 
Lieutenant Colonel Reynolds had excitedly telephoned her and asked if the 
Adamson mentioned in the articles was anyone he knew. Áccording to Elizabeth 
Bentley, Reynolds wondered if Adamson was identical with "Al." She assured 
him that she felt positive that this was not the case. Elizabeth Bentley stated 
that Reynolds was very nervous and at a later date had again asked her if 
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she had any ideas about the accuracy of the Rushmore newspaper articles as 
well as the possible identities of the persons described therein. She said 
that she was not sure in her own mind why Colonel Reynolds was so nervous 

and upset but believes it to be a combination of the publicity together 

witn the unsettled conditions of the affairs of the U. S. Service and Shipping 
Corporation and the impending conference with Lem Harris and Ted Bayer which 
was scheduled for December 7, 1945 in Colonel Reynolds! apartment. 


On December 12, 1945, Elizabeth Terrill Bentley advised that the 
meeting took place on December 7, 1945, in Colonel Reynolds! apartment. Ted 
Bayer indicated that he was taking over the tinancial duties of tbe Communist 
Party and that Lem Harris was going to return to tne agricultural field of 
the Party and would operate in Pennsylvania and New York. She stated that 
fron the trend of the remarks made by Harris and Bayer at the meeting, it 
is their apparent intention to effect a closer working arrangement between 
the U. S. Service and Shipping Corporation and World Tourist, Incorporated, 
wnich latter concern they propose to make the sole receiving agent. She was 
unable to conclude whether Colonel Reynolds would retain his interests, 


. financial and otherwise, in the U. S. Service and Shipping Corporation in 


view of the intended domination of it by Lem Harris and Ted Bayer but was 
of the opinion that he probably would continue in the firm in the same

Callan of the Columbia Placement Bureau, a position with the Home Relief 
Bureau as an investigator, This tureau was located at 150th Street and 
Amsterdam Avenue. I worked as an investigator for this organization until 
about the end of July, 1935. "nile I was doing research work for the City 
Office of the American League Against War and Fascism I met Pauline Rogers, 
who 1 later learnec was tne ex-wife of Eddie Royce. Miss Rogers was the 
Executive Secretary of the American League Against “ar and Fascism and, I 
later learned, a member of the Communist Party. 


“Miter I became a member of the Communist Party, Pauline Rogers ap- 
proached me and wanted to know if I was desirous of doing Italian anti- 
fascist work. She indicated that my sojourn in studying in Itely would be 
very important in inis work, and I agreed to help her. At this time she 
introduced me to Juliet Stuart Poyntz Glazer. 


"At the time I commenced my employ with the Italian Library of 
Iniormation I became detached from my previous organization and after that 
I was not associated with any unit or part of the Communist organization, 
A short time after I was employed with the Italian Library of Information I 
realized the possibility of obtaining information for the Communist movement 
at the Library. Thereupon, I went to Pauline Rogers. She had, by this time, 
become a Communist organizer for the West Side Section in the Water Front 
Section.

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RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION 


On November 28, 1945, an investigation was instituted to definitely 
determine whether or not Pauline Rosen did in fact reside at 317 West 93rd 
Street, New York City. 


Qn December 1, 1945, a 1939 Hudson two-door sedan with Connecticut 
license plates 2-2/5439 was observed parked in front of 317 West 93rd Street, 
New York City, &nd investigation disclosed that these plates were issued 
to Pauline Royce of Easton Road, Westport, Connecticut. 


On December 4, 1945, & 1927 Dodge bearing New York license plates 
109933 issued to Albert Fischer, 21 West Mosholu Parkway, New York City, 
was observed being parked in front of the entrance to 217 West 93rd Street. 
A man and woman entered the building. Thereafter lights were seen to go on 
in an apartment on the fifth floor which had had been previously determined 
to be the apartment occupied by Pauline Rogers and her husband, Oscar Rosen. 


On December 3, 1945, Pauline Rosen was observed making contacts 
with various electrical concerns in the vicinity of New York. In tnis connection 
it is noted that Pauline Rosen for the past several years has been actively 
engaged as an organizer tor Local #430 of the United Electrical and Machine 
Workers of America. 


These surveillances conducted between November 28, 1945 and December 3, 
1945 on Pauline Rosen failed to indicate any activities on ner part connected 
with instant investigation.

On November 28, 1945, it was ascertained that Dr, Weinstein of 
New York City had made contact with Mrs, Cregg at Randolph 5070, wife of 
Joseph Gregg. At that time Dr. Weinstein informed Mrs, Gregg that it 
would not be necessary for her husband, Mr, Gregg, to come to New York 
thet night, thet is November 28, 1945, but further requested that Mr, Gregg 
come to New York next Tuesday, Subsequently Mrs, Gregg contacted her 
husband and advised tir of these facts. At that time Mr. Gregg stetcd, 
"Oh, you mean the dentist." مدا‎ 


e December 5, 1945, it was ascertained that a telegram was sent 
to Joseph Gregg at 6829 Pinny Branch Road, Washington, D. C., which yead 
as follows: "9:30 Friday appointment O.K. signed A. B. Weinstein. Won 
Thursday, December 6, 1945, physical surveillance revealed that Joseph 
Gregg and Peter Rhodes left Washington, De Ce, at 6:00 P.M. via Pennsylvanie 
Railroad, This train arrived at Pennsylvania Station at 11:05 P.M, No 
contacts were made by these two individuals and they proceeded to 40 Monroe 
Street, New York City, the home of Peter Rhodes. On December 7, 1945, 
surveillance revealed thet Joseph Gregg entered the office of pr, Weinstein, 
20 East 53rd Street at 9:55 A.M. At 12 noon Peter Rhodes was observed to 
enter the building at 20 East 53rd Street and at 2:00 P.M, Peter Rhodes 

and Joseph Gregg left this building and proceeded to have lunch, At 2:35 
Pai, dosenh Gregg reentered the building at 20 East 53rd Street and did not 
leave until 7:35 P.M.

Dr. Abraham Weinstein is & dentist surgeon with offices &t 20 East 53rà 
Street, New York City. He is there associated professionally with korris 
Weinstein, nis brother. He is & native born United States citizen of Russian 
descent, about forty-five years of age and born in New York State. In 1923 
he graduated from New York University and practiced dentistry until 1935 at 
901 Saratoga Avenue, Brooklyn, New York. From 1935 to 1938, his offices were 
located at 29 West 57th Street, New York City and from 1938 until June of 
1940, at 130 west 57th Street. From that time to the present date he has been 
located at 20 East 53rd Street, New York City. Dr. keinstein has specialized 
in practicing dentistry for prominent stage and screen actors and nis type 
of dentistry consists in tne rebuilding of the mouth to change the facial 
characteristics of tne individual patients. 


Zr. E. F. Curley, the managing agent for the Leonard J. Beck Realty 
Company, New York City, has advised tnat tne Weinsteins have rented rooms 
A, B and C on tne sixtn floor of 29 East 53rd Street at an annual rental of 
$1,750. In February of 1941, an additional room was added to this suite 
at an additional rental of $360 per annun. Xr. Curley has said that an 


unusuai feature of tne Weinstein's occupancy was that tney declined to use 
the switchboard which is maintained at that address for tne convenience of 
the occupants and that they maintained their own private telephone syster, 


Abraham Benedict Weinstein is registered for Selective Service at 
Local Draft Board #28, 250 West 90th Street, New York City. His Selective 
Service questionnaire dated July ll, 1942, discloses with regard to nis 
physical condition that he had chronic peptic ulcers. He stated that ne was 


married in Los Angeles, California, in October of 1939. 


regarding nis income, he stated that he was earning $3,863 per annum 
and that he had real property with a net value of 43,800. It is to be noted, 
however, that the records of the Corn Exchange Bank, 55th Street Branch, 
New York City, discloses a commercial banking account in the nae of 4. P. 
Weinstein or Lorris Weinstein indicating tnit they claim total assets of 
$32,174.89 and arter aiscounting liabilities that tne net worth of their 
jira was $24,944.46. In addition they listed a three-room house at Spring 


Valley, New York, having a value of $10,000, subject to a $1,400 mortrace

Inquiry at the Dental Inspector's Office, New York City, revealed 
no dental registration for Abraham B. Weinstein for the years 1940, 1941 or 
1942. One was located for the year 1929 but it was also determined that 
Weinstein was not listed as a member of the Dental Society in New York City. 
Tne Inspector's Office has advised that it was possible that Weinstein could 
be registered in some other locality than New York City. 


During the investigation of Ralph Bowman, who is believed identical 
with Rudy Baker and Al, the nead of the Comintern Apparatus, it was ascertained 
tnat Bowman came to New York City on Tuesday of each week during the spring 
of 1944 and & physical surveillance of Bowman revealed that he contacted 
Herbert Goldfrank of "New Masses" and Dr. Abraham Weinstein, 20 East 53rd 
Street, New York City. Weinstein is also known to be acquainted with Carl 
Winter, an active Cormunist on the West Coast, and John Williamson, one-time 
member of the National Committee of the Communist Party.

daily and intimate associate of Arthur Adams, a known Soviet agent, it was‏ 
determined that she made a telephone call on May 29, 1944, to Mrs. Weinstein,‏ 
telephone 4-4471, Stamford, Connecticut. Inquiry by the New Haven Field‏ 
Division revealed that this phone was listed to Harry P. Barrand of 106 Stan-‏ 
ford Avenue, Stamford, Connecticut. It was ascertained, however, that Dr.‏ 
Abraham Weinstein moved to this residence on October 2, 1944 and prior to‏ 
that time resided at 199 Van Renseler Avenue, Stamford, Connecticut. At the‏ 
time he moved in October, 1944, instructions were left that all calls coming‏ 
to telephone Stamford 4-4471 snould be transferred to & new number Stamford‏ 
apparently the number presently used by Dr. Weinstein. Investigation‏ ,3-2076 
so far conducted does not clearly show whether the Weinsteins were in actual‏ 
occupation of tnis residence during the spring and summer of 1944 but since‏ 
the telephone call of Victoria Stone was made in May of 1944 to Mrs. weinstein‏ 
at Stamford 4-442471, it would appear that the Weinsteins could be located‏

The New Haven Field Divison has ascertained long distance calls 
made to and fran that phone for the months from June to November of 1944 and 
it has been noted that the Weinsteins have called or received calls from 
several individuals of known Communist background. Among these are Ted Allen 
Herman, a member of tne Young Communist League in Canada and at one time an 
employee of the Office of War Information; Lucy Josephson, wite of Barney 
Josephson, Cate Society, New York City and suspected of being a Soviet agent; 
and Victoria Stone. Us 


On October 21, 1944, the wife of Andrew Onda, State President of 
the Communist Party of Connecticut, placed a telephone call to Lenore Weinstein 
and it is also to be noted that on June 25, 1945, Andrew Onda placed a call 
to Dr. Abraham Weinstein which time Weinstein told Onda thet he had a 
job for him. Arrangement re made for Onda to meet Weinstein in New York 
City on June 27, 1945. U

Elizabeth Terrill Bentley, in ner statement, aoes not mention 
Dr. Weinstein but she does mention an individual know as "Charlie," who 
has many of the characteristics of Dr. Weinstein. Miss Bentley states 
concerning this individual that she was informed by Golos that Golos turned 
over certain material to a Russian contact, He later identified tnis individual 
as being the person wnose photograph was in a newspaper and Elizabeth 
Bentley recalled that the name ended in "ian." It is believed that this 
individual was Gaik Ovakimian, a Soviet agent. Miss Bentley recalled that 
the press carried the photograph in connection with the story that tnis 
individual had been apprehended on tne charge of bribing a Standard Oil 
Company official. Miss Bentley stated that after this individual was 
released, Golos obtained another cantact to whom he delivered nis material 
and that she later learned that this person was known as "Charlie," that 
he was a dentist and that he had a gall bladder operation. She said that 
she also learned from "Jack" that "Charlie" was described as follows: 
about fifty-five years of age; five feet five inches tall; 160 pounds; stocky 
build; dark hair; dark eyes; swarthy complexion and of Russian-Jewish 
nationality. "Jack" also said that "Charlie" was a permanent resident of 
the United States and had apparently been in this country for many years. 
Miss Bentley said that some time in 1942, Golos began to give her verbal 
instructions for Silvermaster and his group relative to the nature of tne 
information desired anc still later, probably in the last part of 1942, he 
began to give her typewritten instructions in Russian furnished by "Charlie" 
to be taken by Miss Bentley to Silvermaster. With the exception of the 
difference in age, Dr. Weinstein would answer to this description. 
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RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION 


On November 28, 1945, it was ascertained through a technical sur- 
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Gregg, wife of Joseph Gregg of washington, D. C. Gregg was named by Elizabeth 
Terrill Bentley as engaged in Russian espionage activities. 


At that time Dr. Weinstein informed Mrs. Gregg that would not be 
necessary for her husband, Mr. Gregg, to come to New York that night, that is, 
November 28, 1945, but requested that kr. Gregg coue to New York on Tuesday, 
December 4, 1945. According to the technical surveillance, Mrs. Gregg 
Subsequently contacted her husband and advised him of these facts. At that

Investigation revealed that on November 28, 1945, a phone call was 
placed from the telephone exchange Eldorado 5-0781 listed to Dr. Abraham B. 
Weinstein, 20 East 53rd Street, New York, New York, to Mrs. Gregg at Randolph 
5070, Washington, D. C. On December 5, 1945, it was ascertained that a tele- 
gram was sent to Joseph Gregg (subject of instant case) at 6829 Piney Branch 
Road, washington, D. C., which read as follows: "9:30 Friday appointment 
okay," signed "A. B. Weinstein." X Lhe 


On December 6, 1945, physical surveillance revealed that Joseph 
Gregg and Peter Rhodes (both subjects of instant investigation) had left 
Washing gton, D. C, at 6:00 P.M., via the Pennsylvania Railroad and they arrived 
in New York City at 11:05 P.M. No contacts were made by them end they nroceeded 
directly to 40 Monroe Street, New York City, which is the residence of Peter 
Rhodes, On December 7, 1945, surveillance revealed thet Joseph Gregg proceeded 
to the office of Dr. A. B. neinstein, 20 East 53rd Street, at 9:55 A.L., and 


at 12:00 noon, Peter Rhodes w: s observed to enter the building at 20 East 53rd 
Ot naat At 2:00 P.E Peter Rhodes and Joseoh Gre-.c left the buíildine together 
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and oroceeded to have lunch. At 2:55 P.M., Joseph Gregg reentered the building 
at 20 East 53rd Street and remained there until 7:25 P.M. Joseph Gregg then 
proceeded to 155 East 47th Street where he visited apartment 7B. At 7:57 P.h., 
Joseph Gregg left that address with a man and woman and they proceeded to have 
dinner together. 


Investigation revealed that the unidentified man and woman were Nr. 
and Mrs. Craig S. Vincent. Vincent is employed by the War Shipping Administration 
in New York City and he has been the subject of an extensive Hatch Act invasti- 
gation because of his numerous Communis t associates and activities. At 10:30 P.X., 
Joseph Gregg and Mr. and Mrs, Vincent left Anthony's Steak House where they had 
dinner and Joseph Gregg proceeded to 40 Monroe Street, which building he entered 


at 11:10 P.M. On the following day Gregg returned to Washington, D. C.

ALLEGATIONS OF INFORMANT 


Informant has identified Al as Anatoli Borisovich Gromov, First 
Secretary, Soviet Embessy, Washington, D. C. These are her allegations: 


"It was at that time that I informed Jack that Y had been promised 
that Y would be introduced to & Russian, I demanded that he put me ín touch 
with this individual, Y insisted on meeting this other individual and told 
him that Y hed been given to understand that I was to have two contacts, 
namely, a Russian with autnority sufficient to decide matters of policy end 
with whom I could confer, and another contact who would be an American and 
who would be in effect a courier; I was not to discuss anything with the 
American, I indicated plainly to Jack that I felt I was imoortant enough to ۳ 
meet any requirements when he was insisting on a hizhly placed Russian contact, 


"About a week or so later I again met Jack in New York City and upon 
meeting me he apologized profusely for his action on the previous meeting and 
indicated at that time he did not know what an important individual ۲ was in 
this picture. He told me he had made arrangements for me to meet his high placed 
Russian contact but that he could not tell me at that time the date unon which 
I could see him, I surmised that this individual had not yet arrived in the 
United States but as soon after his arrival as possible he would make errange- 
ments to have this meetinr take place, 


"Le also informed me that after I met this Russian contact he would 
unquestionably tell me that I was to take up all subsecuent matters with him, 
Jack, as this Russian individual would be an extremely busy man and might not 
always be readily available, JI recall that sometime in early November, (1944), 
Jack made arrangements for me to meet this individual who Y later remembered 
as Al. This meeting with Al took place as prearranged by Jack in the 
Georgetown Pharmacy which is located somewhere on Wisconsin Avenue in Wash- 
ington, De. Ce 


"In my initial conversation with Al, he brought up the matter of my 
discussing any questions I had with Jack and he informed me at that time that 
although he would probably see me from time to time it was very difficult for 
him to leave Washington and that it would be agreeable with him if I took up 
any matters of policy or any other questions I had directly with Jack. It was 
very asparent, however, from my conversation with Al that he in fact the 


superior of Jack. 
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"During my acquaintanceship with Jack, I never met him in the company 
of Al. I reuember"further that after I met Al for the first time, Jack 
subsequently asked me about the person who met me in the Georgetown Pharmacy 
and I described Al to him, Jack remarked that he knew that person, 


"Y met Al for the first time through arrangements made by Jeck end, 
after my initial meeting with Al in the Georgetown Pharmacy in Washington, D. 
Ce, I continued to see him at intervals thereafter, Al, from the beginning, 
knew my identity and said in Moscow in 1942 he had become aware of the fact 
that there was an American girl working with Golos in the United States, and 
he told me he had come to know my work so well that he felt as though he had 
known me for a long time. By way of introduction when I first met Al, he said, 
tI bring you greetings from home,! T recall that sometime later, when I met 
Jack, Y told him what Al had said when I first met him, and he became very much 
alarmed about this and indicated that this was the wrong thing for Al to have 
said to me, After I met Al at the Georgetown Pharmacy, Y recall that we went 
to Naylor's and had dinner, at which time he talked to me concerning the business 
of the U. S. Service end Shipping Corporation, and he also informed me that 
although he would be able to see me whenever I thought it necessary for me to 
do so, he would not always be at liberty because his business in Washington was 
such thet he could not always arrange for meetings with me, Fe also at this 
time told me that in the event any matter of policy of ny company came up, I 
could discuss this freely with Jack but that in the event it was absolutely 
necessary that I see him such a matter could be arranged for through Jack, He 
also told me that, in the event Y wished to get in touch with hia I could 
accomplish this through my coct&ct with Jack, Y recell that curing this first 
meeting he told me he especially avoided the vicinity of the Government 
buildings on Pennsylvania and Constitution Avenues as well as the Northwest 
section of Washington as ne stated he was either well known in these vicinities 
or he did not wish to be seen there. He pointed out that he was acquainted with 
a number of Government officials as well as Russians and that he was taking 
this precaution for my sake, Along this same line he steted that in the event 
I was picked up with him or anybody ever questioned me as to his identity T 
was to say that 1 met Al sometime near the end of October, 1944, while he wes 
riding on a Fifth Avenue bus; thet I had several packages in my arms at the 
time, dropped them; that he picked them up for me and that we made a mutual 
acquaíntance at that time, He also stated that I was to inform anyone who 
might cuestion me that he was a 9266 business man who was working in Wash- 
ington, D. Ce I recall that at this first meeting 41 was very cautious and 
appeared to be very jumpy and, as a matter of fact, when we were walking he 
continuously crossed the street from one side to the other in an effort to 
determine if he was being followed. Ee told me that if Y had occasion to meet 
him in the future and I was aware or suspicious that I was being followed, T 
should light e cigarette wnen Y saw him and this would indicate that I was, 
or wus suspicious that Y was being followed and he, therefore, would not meet 
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me as arranged at that time, No definite date was set for my future meetings 
at this time, 


"However, in the latter part of iJovember, 1944, Jack told me at a 
meeting thet I had with him in New York that Al was coming to the city, and 
arranged for me to meet Al at the Edison Hotel on Broadway, I met Al as pre- 
arranged and, when he saw me, he stated that this was a memorable day, I 


inquired as to the reason for this and he stated that he had just received word و‎ 


Moscow that on November 7, 1944, the Supreme Praestdium of the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics had awarded me the Order of the Red Star for distinguished 
service, J informed him that I did not think I was entitled to this and 
questioned him as to whether Colos had ever received such an award, He told me 
that Golos had not but thet, as a matter of fact, I was a more valuable asset 
to the Russians than Golos had been, I tien asked him what Y had done to 
deserve this and he stated it was partially for services that I had already 
performed ani partially for services that I would have to perform in the future, 
I recall that Al had a photograph of this decoration which apparently had been 
taken from an American Magezine, which he showed me at this time, In connection 
with the Red Star, Al stated that in addition to this being e distinctive honor, 
certain benefits would accrue to the person on which this honor hed been bestowed, 
As Y recall 2 monthly salary was to accrue in Russia to any individual receiving 
this award, a parently from the time they were so decorated; that the individual 
wes to receive preierential living guarters in Moscow, Russia; free vacations 
with all expenses æid; free streetcar transportation, He told me that the medal 
had not yet arrived but that he would show it to me immediately upon receiving 
it. Al cautioned me that I should tell no one about receiving this award with 
the exception of Zarl Browder, whom, incidentally, I never did tell. It was my 
reaction, upon being told by Al that 1 hed been awarded the Order of the Red 
Star, that this was another attempt on the part of the Russians to retain my 
friendship, it being remembered that they previously had offered me a Persian 
Lamb coat, an air conditioning unit and sums of money from time to time es 

well as a fixed salary of $200 per month. 


"Y recall that I subsequently met Al through prearrangements through 
Jack about a week before Christmas, 1944, In accordance with Jack's instructions 
I met Al outside a Best and Company Department Store, which is located on 
Connecticut Avenue, Washington, D. C. Al aopeared very perturbed at this 
meeting and also insisted that I make arrangements to turn over all of my 
Washington contacts, Al intimated that the FBI had been prowling around, that 
Helen Tenney had shared a taxicab with an individual who later turned out to be 
with Military Intelligence; further that J. Julius Joseph had been associating 
with a man who turned out to be an undercover agent either for OSS or the 
Counterintelligence Corps of Military Intelligence, Al also stated at this 
time that he had received an inside tip that the FBI was looking into the 
affairs of the U, S, Service and Shipping Corporation and t it would be readily 
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discovered that the Corporation had been losing money for the last few years 
and that the FEI might come to believe that the concern was not strictly 
legitimate, but rather a front for Russian activities. He elso instructed 


that I secure new living quarters inasmuch as most of my contacts knew my residence 


telephone number and he told me that situation was undesirable, 


"At the conclusion of this meeting Al showed me the med Star which 
had been awarded me and which he indicated he would keep for me. He exhibited 


this to me and 1 wish to state it resembled a Red Star that Y had previously seen, 


He also showed me a small book that was about 13" by 2i" and on the inside pace 
of this book my name appeared, in tact in the Russian language, together with 
the date that the Order of the Red Star had been awarded me, This book, like 
the Red Star, was retained by Al, It was on this occasion that Y became 
troroughly disgusted with Al because of his obnoxious behavior, ٍ did not see 
him again until the early part of June, 1945, as I had told Jack after my 
Washington meeting with Al, that I had had a very unpleasant experience with 
him and hed no desire whatsoever to see him, Jack occasionally, during the 
period from January, 1945, to the end of May, 1945, would ask me if I would 
like to meet Al, but Y always told him i had no desire to see him, 


"On either June 6, 1945, or June 8, 1945, however, I did meet تر‎ 
at a small motion picture theater in Washington, the arrangements having been 
made through Ray Elson, On this occasion Al told me that he was desirous 
of having me out of the U, S. Service and Shioping Corporation to take a 
vacation, probably in Mexico or Canada, He impressed upon me that my position 
was extremely dangerous and that it might be a good idea if I was able to get 
to Mexico or Canad& to have me smugeled out of either of these countries to 
foscow, He indicated that if,Y1 were able to get to Mexico or Canada they 


could handle the passport and visa problems in those countries, 


"Sometime in April, 1945, I met Peter Heller in Brooklyn, New York, 
and at that time Heller indicated to me that he was an investigator. TI was 
undecided in my own mind as to whether Heller was actually a subject of some 
U. S. Governmental organization or whether he was in some way connected 
with the Russians, I had previously indicated my knowledge of Heller to 
Jack, At this meeting Alalso brought up the matter of my seeing Heller, 
which information he apparently got from Jack and indicated that Feller was 
probably an FBI Agent and that I should cease seeing him but thst T should 
handle the matter diplomatically so as not to arouse him (Heller's) suspicions, 
and T should definitely cut myself off from Heller's activities before I want 
on my vacation, I pressed him for a reason why my situetion was dangerous but 
he replied only that he was afraid I might tell Heller ab some of my 
activities and associates. At this meeting Al arranged see me a week or 
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ten days later and I would have this future meeting with him again in Washington. 


"It was on this occasion that Al told me it might be vell for me to 
go to lioscow, receive their special trainin= and, thereafter, Y might be sent to 
Latin America, Canada, or J might even return to the United States under another 
name, Also on this occasion Al informed me thet I could have a vacation not to 
exceed two months 2nd that after that time I would be given an assignment of some 
kind, He arranged that we were to meet again in Washington on the eighth day of 
August, 1945. 


"As mentioned above in connection with Ray Elson, T had begun my 
vacation in Connecticut by /ugust and there were considerable difficulties 
before Y met Al again. It was finally arranged through Ray Elson that the 
meeting would take place at Alexander's on Sixth Avenue in Kew York City. 

Al appeared at the appointed place and date and this meeting was taken vp with 
matters pertaining to the business of the U. S. Service and Shipping Gorporation, 
Reynold's position in the company, as well as that of Ray Elson. In response to 
his repeated request that I terminate my connection with the company, I told 

him that was impossible because the whole situation had not yet been resolved 
and there were too nany questions yet to be decided, Again, on this occasion, 
he brought up the matter of Peter Heller, asked me if I were still seeing him and 
urged me not to see him. [Je told me that, in view of the fact the plans of the 
Ue Se Service and Shipping Corporation had not yet been settled, I should take 
another month's vacation and it was arranged that I should meet him again at 
Alexander's sometime during the third week of September, the exact dete of which 
I cannot presently recall, 


"I recall that I did meet Al sometime in the third week of September 
as prearranged. Py that time I had resumed by employment with Ue Se Service an 
Shipping Corporation, Cn the same day I met Al, I had a luncheon engagement 
with Colonel Reynolds, who was celebrating his promotion from a lajority to the 
rank of a Lieutenant Colonel, and I had several dry Martinis on this occasion, 
I left Colonel Reynolds at approximately 2:00 P,M, in order to keep my 3:00 Pw, 
appointment with Al at Alexander's. Al appeared at 4:00 and, during the 
conversation, after I told him I had resumed my employment at the Us S. Service 
and Shipping Corporation, he brought up the matter of establishing me in some 
small business such as a hat shop, dress shop or, perhaps, & travel agency in 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, Weshington, D. Ce, or on the West Coast, It was his 
plan that I was to devote my time and energy to the operation of such a business 
for about six months, efter which time I would be given some important Govern- 
ment official to contact or, perhaps, four or five persons with whom I was to 
operate in the manner I had formerly. I told him I was not interested in such 
a proposal, He then asked if I would like to teach in the Russian school in 
Washington, which proposal I also rejected, I recalled t Colonel Reynolds 
was desirous of conferring with Al and that I asked Al i would see Colonel 








Reynolds. Upon his refusal to do so, which irritated me considerably, Y 
telephoned to the Colonel and told him Al would be unable to see him. This 
incident angered me end, after several proposals as to my future had been 
advanced by Al, I became so angered with him that I told bim in plein words 
wnat I thought of him and the rest of the Russians and, further, told him that 
I was an American and could not be kicked around, After this outburst on my 
pert Al told me I should not talk like that, that I was intoxicated and that 
he would see me sometime in the future, about & month or so later as T recall, 


‘My next meeting with Al took place on October 17, 1945, at 6:00 P.M, 
at Bickford's Restaurant on 23rd Street and 8th Avenue, New York City. As 
mentioned before, I was notified of this date and place by Ray Elson. On the 
occasion of this meeting Al appeared very pleased and sympathetic and indicated 
that, although I had insulted the Russians on my previous meeting with him 
he did not think I was responsible for what I said at the time I made these 
accusations. Ee talked at some length about intelligence work getting into 
one's blond and if one divorces himself from such action after having been 
engaged in such for sometime, life becomes dull and uninteresting. Ee inouired 
whether I had seen E311 and also attempted to determine the whereabouts of 
Peter Rhodes through irs., Rhodes an. to make a definite date for a contact which 
Al would arrange. He acquiesced in my desire to return to the Y, S. Service end 
Shipping Corporation, but stated that it was only because I wanted to go into 
this business, He indicated that since it was my desire to go back in the 
business, he would, because of my vast activities, arranze to have important 
concessions allegated to my firme At the conclusion of this meeting he gave 
me an envelope in which he gave me 82000 which was all in bills of 220 denominations 
and stated that this was 'without any strings, etc,! He also stated that this 
money would serve me in good stead in the event anything happened to the business 
or that I became involved in financial diificulties, I recall that he requested 
me to execute a receipt, The $2000 was contained in a plain white envelope, and 
I recall that T tore off a piece of this envelope and wrote thereon the time, date 
and notation that I had received the $2000 and signed it Mery, 


"On the occasion of this meeting he stated he would see me at 4:00 P.E. 
November 21, 1945, at Bickford's Restaurant, 23rd Street and &th Avenue, He 
also told me that in the event that he wanted to get in touch with me before 
this time or wanted to reach me in an emergency, he would telephone the office 
of the U. 5. Service and Shipping Corporation, ask for me and say that it was 
Mr, Allenburg calling, and that he wanted to send a package to Sweden. I was 
to inform him that we did not send packages to Sweden which was to indicate to 
me that I was to meet him at Bickford's, 23rd and 8th Avenue, two hours subsequent 
to the time he made this phone call, 


Approximately one week after the October 17 meeting with Al, I had a 
visit from Lem Harris, prominent New York Communist Party functionary, vith reference 


ns = 





to a financial matter, the details of which will be elaborated on hereinafter, 
As a result of this visit I deemed the impression and, accordingly, a few days 
later, told Ray Elson tnat I was very desirous of seeing Al at the earliest 
opportunity, and asked her to do what she could. On November 5, 1945, Ray 
told me thet arrangements had been made for me to meet Al the following 
Friday which would be November 9, 1945, and that T was to see him at 7:00 P.M, 
at Guffantits Restaurant, 26th Street and 7th Avenue, New York City, Ray said 
she had been in touch with her contact and I believe that her meeting with him 
must have been on the previous Sunday, I appeared at Guffantits Restaurant 

&t the appointed hour and date but Al did not meet me, 


"As mentioned above, Y had an appointment to meet him on November 21, 
1945, at Bickford's Restaurant at 8th Avenue and 23rd Street, at 4:00 P.M., and 
went there et that time, At 4:00 Pall, Al met me in front of Bickfordts and 
&rologized for being late, said he had been unavoidably detained and also 
apologized profusely for the tect that he had been unable to keep the Guffenti 
&poointment, stating that he had been on the West Coest and it wes impossible 
for anyone to contact him end that even had they been able to contact him he 
would have been unable to get there in time, Then we adjourned to Cavenaughts 
Restaurant on 23rd Street and “th or 8th Avenues, where we had some refreshments 
for approximately one hour and fifteen minutes, Al was very polite to me 
throughout this meeting. te seemed to have no reason for seeine me anc talked about 
a variety of topics, including my future anc the problems still to be solved with 
refercnce to the affairs of the U, S, Service and Shipping Corporation. Y indica:«d 
to Al that I was somewhat bored with the notare of جات‎ work I was performing at the 
company and his rejoinder wes that that apparently wes what Y wanted to do, at 
least I nad said so, and thet I had no one to blame for my predicament but 
myself, Y attempted to elicit from him whet, if anything, he or his associetes 
had in mind for me, but he perried all my attempts and was most noncommital. 
We had some discussion about the seriousness of the international situation 
and it is my recollection that Al remarked that there might be a wer, I asked 
him with whom and he said with the tdamned Russians!, Yn e further attempt to 
draw from him what he planned for me, I told him J felt very useless at this 
time and asked if he did not agree tbat it might be wise for me to rejoin tne 
Communist Party. He told me definitely not to consider such a step and that 
my present situation was only temporary. I asked him why he continued to see 
me and he answered that his visits were purely social, One item of possible 
signifance which 1 noted during this meeting concerned his addressing me as 
‘Betty! , it being noted that in all previous meetings with him he had addressed 
me 25 Mary, I am unable to decide why he selected the name Betty though some 
of my friends, including Ray Elson, eddress me by that name, Al arranged to 
meet again on January 21, 1946, at 4:00 P.M, at Bickford's Restaurant, Bth 
Avenue and 23rd Street, and partially explained the delay by saying that he 
had to go to the West Coast &nd could not possibly be in New York before that 


dete, At the present time I recali nothing further of » ور‎ significance 
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with respect to the November 21 meeting. I did ask Al how I could get in touch 
vith him in the event it became necessary and he told me that Ray Elson had a 
contact whom sne saw at fairly regular intervals and that any requests for a 
meeting could be handled through Ray. 


"I would describe Al as approximately five feet five inches in height, 
weighing about 175 pounds to 180 pounds, with dark blond hair combed straight 
back, blue gray eyes, irregular front teeth and sensuous lips. He wears gold 
rizless eye glasses, is a natty dresser and speaks English with a faint accent. 
He also speaks Russian and I believe was probably born in Russia. He has a 
curved Jewish type nose and is of the Jewish race," 


in her allegations concerning Earl Browder, the informant stated: 


"At one of my early meeting with Al he told me flatly that I would have 
to break away from all my contacts immediately, would have to terminate my 
connection with the U.S. Service and Shipping Corporation and that something 
would be done about replacing me in the firm. I was also instructed to dis- 
associate myself from the affairs of World Tourist, Incorporated. I subsequently 
told Browder of this demand made by Al and it was apparent to me that Browder 
Was no longer willing to fight about the matter of retaining any of the old 
contacts. He appeared resigned to the fact that the Russians would prevail 
in the matter of handling the American contacts. after ny association vith 
my various Washington contacts had ceased jin December of 1944, I began to see 
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Browder at less frequent interv: ls inasmuch as I was no longer receiving 
information which would be of value to him and there was no occasion for my 
visiting him. On rare instances, however, I would be asked by Jack or Al to 
see Browder with reference to the handling of some particular preblem and, 
on these occasions, I would see Browder at his office in New York," 


In connection with the informant's stateuents concerning Colonel 
Reynolds, she made these statezents also pertaining to Al: 


"On the occasion of my initial meeting with Al he asked me what I 
thought about the advisability of his meeting Reynolds. I told him I thought 
such a move was very unwise because Reynolds was in uniform, was inclined to 
be somewhat indiscreet and also mentioned to Al the difficulty of explaining 
to Reynolds the identity of Al. He seened satisfied at this tine that a meeting 
with Reynolds would not be wise. 


"On the occasion of my meeting either in the latter part of Mey or possibly 
the early part of June, 1945, However, I again brought up the subject of his 
meeting Reynolds and he told me he definitely desired to see him. I again 
registered my objection and told Al that Ray Elson likewise felt that for various 
reasons he should not meet Reynolds. Al insisted, however, that I arrange for 
such a meeting and accordingly, some few days later, we met a ngchaup!s 
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Restaurant in New York City and we went together to the Vanderbilt Hotel on 
Park Avenue where I introduced him to Colonel Reynolds. I left Al and Reynolds 
together and inen Al indicated to me he would see me sometime later in Washin-:ton. 


"Reynolds told me later that Al had been extremely inquisitive about 
the personal finances of himself and his wife and had attempted to convince 
Reynolds that he should stay with the U. S. Service and Shipping Corporation 
and that the Company had tremendous possibilities. It was also on this occasion 
that Al told Reynolds that the $15,000 investment, ostensibly made by Browder 
when the Corporation was formed, actually represented Russian funds and that Al 
was giving this equity to Reynolds. I subsequently talked with Al about his 
meeting with Reynolds and told him that Reynolds had not been favorably 
impressed by the approach made by Al, who blamed me somewhat for Reynolds! 
reluctance to go alonz with him. According to Reynolds, Al had planned to see 
hin three weeks after their meeting in New York City but Al failed to comuni- 
cate with Reynolds who thereafter, asked me several times to attempt to arrange 
a meeting for him. I spoke to Al later after his failure to get in touch with 
Reynolds after the meeting and he made some remark that he was not supposed to 
get in touch with Reynolds for three months rather than three weeks and further 
manifested a contezptuous attitude toward Reynolds. At the reauest of Reynolds, 
I asked Al at my mectings sth him on October 17, 1945, and Hoveuber 7, 1945, to 
communicate with Reynolds, statin: that the latter vas very desirous of conferring wi 
Al but Al said he had no desire to see Reynolds. 


"On the occasion of ny introducing Al to Reynolds, I introduced Al by 
some fictitious name and Reynolds has always referred to Al as Paul}, I do not 
believe that Reynolds knows the identity of Al except that during some of our 
conversations efter nis meeting with Al, Reynolds indicated that he felt Al was 
a Sovict Agent. 


"Sometime in the latter part of September of 1945 when I was seriously 
considering getting out of the ملا‎ S, Service and Shipping Corporation and was 
also desirous of having Reynolds cease his activity with this Corporation, I told 
Reynolds that I had been mixed up with Golos in sone undercover work. I 
explained, however, that at the time Golos died in November, 1943, I had ceased 
all of that activity and told him nothing of my continued operations along 
intelligence lines. I also at this time informed Reynolds that if the Russians 
were interested in maintaining the متا‎ S, Service and Shipping Corporation they 
were doing it for a purpose and I would probably become involved. It was at that 
time he indicated to me that he probably knew Al was a Soviet agent. He also 
stated that he felt that being an American corporation, he would be able to 
prevent the corporation being used for any Russian activizies and gave me the 
im,ression he thought himself capable of handling any eg zency which might arise. 
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"It was also during this period I mentioned to Reynolds Al's proposal 
to me that I go to Mexico as an agent of the U. S. Shipping and Service Corporation 
and told Reynolds I refused because I was apprehensive that I might become 
involved in something unpleasant," 


The informant also stated in connection with Thecdore Bayer: 


"inen Al failed to communicate with Reynolds I went to see Bayer and 
told him about having met Al and the fact that Al had not kept his appointment 
as he promised to do..... Reynolds subsequently told me that Bayer promised 
to get him another Russian contact in the event that Al did not subsequently 
see ham, 


"Sometime around the end of August, 1945, I met Al and at that tine 
pointed out to him that Reynolds had informed Ted Bayzr about Reynolds visit 
with Bayer in New York. Al replied he was sorry this happened and he lmew 
Bayer to be an dangerous individual who drinks to excess and who while under 
the influence of liouor would reveal anything he knew." 


Informant in making allegations concerning Steve Peters, whom she 
described as a well known Co:ssunist Party member who was atieupting to 
infiltrate into the Silvermaster group, stated that she had never met Peters 
"nor have I seen him to my knowledge and the only information I have with 
respect to him concerns inquiries made by Jack and Al asking if I were acouainied 
with Peters. Neither Jack nor Al pressed their inquiries further after I informed 
them I had never met Peters," 


"Al never had any conversation with me relative to the disposition 
of any material he or anyone else was able to collect, nor did he ever furnish

on November 20, 1945, Elisabeth. ferrill Bentley was shown & 
photograph of Anatoli B. Oromov, First Secretary of the Embassy of the U.S.S.R., 
Washington, D. 0. Upon viewing this photograph which was displayed to her 
with a number of other photographs, she immediately identified the photograph 


of Gromov as the individual known to her as "41." Her contacts with "Al" 


have previously been set out above under the heading “Allegations of Informant." 


A physical surveillance on November 21, 1945, revealed that at 4120 
p-m., Granov, alias 741,9 met Elisabeth Terrill Bentley on the southeast 
corner of 23rd Street and Eighth Avenue, New York City. They walked to 
Cavanaugh's Restaurant after meeting which is located on 23rd Street between 
Seventh and Eighth Avenues, where they remained until 5145 p.m. at wnich time 
they left the restaurant and parted from each other at the corner of 2lst 
Street and Seventh Avenue, The discussion that took place at this meeting 
wes furnished the New York Field Office by Elisabeth Terrill Bentley and is 
set forth under the heading "Allegations of Informant." On the occasion 
of this meeting of November 21, 1945, Gromov, alias "Al," advised Elizabeth 
Bentley that he would not be able to see her again until January 21, 1946, 
when it was arranged that they would meet at the same hour and at the same 
Place.

During the time thet Gromov was 
under surveillance in New York City on November 21, 1945, it was obvious 
to the surveilling agent that he made vigorous and exhaustive efforts to lose 
anyone who might be surveilling him.

Eerly in 1944, after the death in November, 1943, of Jacob Golos, 
the Soviet agent under whom the informant, Elizabeth Bentley, was working, 
Earl Browder instructed Bentley to begin contacting a group of agents that 
had been handled previously by Golos, The first meeting between Bentley and this 
group was arranged by Browder and pursuant to Browder's instructions, Bentley 
went to the apartment of John Abt, identical with the above subject, Central 
Park, West, near 90th Street, New York. John-Abt-personally let Bentley into 
the apartment and there she met Victor Perlo, Charles Kramer, Henry Megdoff, 
and Edward Fitzgerald, all of whom have furnished information to Bentley and 
to the other individuals involved in this case and all of whom are identified 
in greater detail elsewhere in this memorandum. At this time Bentley dis- 
cussed with these individusls and with Abt the continuation of their furnishing 
information for the benefit of the Soviet Union and also the payment of their 
Communist Party dues to her for transmittal to Earl Browder. Bentley has 
statec that it was obvious to her from her conversation witn these individuals 
that they had been furnishing intelligence information to Ear) Browder for some 
time, During the conversation, Perlo asked her if the information his group was 
furnishing was going to "Uncle Joe" at which juncture Abt appeared extremely 
amused, Bentley indicated that on the basis of this conversation, it was 
obvious that these individuals, including Abt, were aware of the ultimate 
destination of the information furnished by this group to Browder, Golos and 
Bentley. Bentley had never met John Abt before but upon one occasion previously, 
according to her statement, Ne Gregory Silvermaster had told her that an 
individual named Abt was active in Washington, D. Cs, seeking information, 
According to Bentley, on the basis of her contacts with Abt, he was obviously 
friendly with Earl Prowder and she specifically identified Abt as the general 
counsel for the CIO. Bentley attended two subsequent meetings of this group 
at Abt's apartment in New York City. 


The only other information Bentley furnished concerning Abt was that 
in the spring of 1945 "Jack", her Soviet contact at that time, told her that 
"they" were having trouble with John Abt who was attempting to “move in" on 
Bentley's former contacts on behalf of Earl Browder, "Jack" asked Bentley to 
contact Browder and persuade him to instruct Abt to cease this activity.

During 1939, according to the statement made by Elizabeth Bentley, 
the informant in this case, Jacob Golos, the Soviet Agent under whom she was 
working, introduced her to Leopoldo Arenal and his wife, Helena.  Golos told 
Bentley that Leopoldo Arenal was a high-ranking functionary of the Communist 
Party of Mexico and was & brother-in-law of Rose Arena) who then resided in 
Brooklyn, New York, and whose husband, Luis Arenal, was in Mexico. Glos 
advised Bentley that Leopoldo Arenal, while in Mexico, sent frequent letters 
to Rose Arenal in Brooklyn and subsequently Bentley personally collected such 
letters from Rose Arenal about once a week until November, 1939, and gave these 
letters to Glos. Bentley has stated that approximately ten letters were 
procured by her in this connection from Rose Arenal and were given unopened to 
Golos. Bentley does not mow the contents of these letters but indicated that 
the return address of Leopoldo Arenal on these letters served as a flag to Rose 
Arenal that the letters were intended for Golos. 


From a review of the Bureau files it appears that all of the above 
individuals are presently in Mexico City and inasmuch as they are closely 
related, the information conceming them is being summarized in one section of 
this memorandum, Since these individuals have spent most of their time in recent 
years in Mexico City, a complete, direct investigation of them has not been 
conducted by the Bureau.

LOUIS FRANCIS BUDENZ alias Louis Budenz 


With regard to Louis Budenz, the informant in this case, Elizabeth 
Bentley, advised that upon the instructions of Jacob Golos the Soviet agent 
who was her superior, she beganc ontacting Louis Budenz for Golos about six months 
before the death of Golos in November, 1943, According to Bentley in ebout June, 
1943, Golos took her to see Budenz and informally arranged that in the future 
Budenz would supply information to Bentley in the same manner in which he had 
formerly supplied it to Golos. Bentley advised that occasionally Budenz would 
phone Golos indicating that he had information for him, whereupon Bentley would 
contact Budenz for that information. Bentley steted that in her opinion Budenz 
was procuring a substantial portion of this information from Louis Adamic, who 
has been identified in greater detail elsewhere in this memorandum. She stated 
that to the best of her recollection, the information related primarily to 
Yugoslav activities in the United States, internal troubles in Yugoslavia, and 
information about United States representatives who might be sent to Burope, 
In connection with the background of Louis Budenz, it is noted that he has been 
for some time the subject of an active Internal Security ~ C investigation and 
was considered until recently a Communist key figure by the Nev York Field 
Division. Budenz was apparently born July 17, 1891, at Indianapolis, Indiana, 
and for several years hes been an active full-time leader of the Communist Party 
ani Managing Editor of "ine Daily Worker" as well as President of The Freedom 
of the Press, Incorporated, the publishing firm which publishes "The Daily 
Worker." It will, of course, be recalled that on October 10, 1945, Budenz 
announced to the public press that he had resigned as Managing Editor of "The 
Daily Worker" and after an association with the Communist Party, USA, of 10 
years, had completely severed his connections with the Communist movement and 
returned to the Catholic faith. In an article in "The Daily Worker" on October 
12, 1945, William Z. Foster, National Chairman of the Communist Party, bitterly 
attacked Budenz and classified him as a Trotskyite and a deserter from the 
Labor Movement. Subsequently, Budenz joined the faculty of the University of 
Notre Dame, South Bend, Indiena, where he is presently employed. It will also 
be recalled that Budenz was recently interviewed in some detail by Bureau Agents, 
In view of Budenz! severence of his relationship with the Communist Party, 
it is not believed that any purpose would be served by relating in further 
detail in this memorandum his Communist activities, However, in connection 
with this matter, it is noted that when interviewed by Bureau Agents, Budenz 
furnished certain information confirming the statements made regarding him by 
Bentley which are set out above, In this connection Budenz advised Bureau 
Agents that he had been acquainted with Golos since the early 1920's, possibly 
since as early as 1922, and that he had probably initially become acquainted 
with Golos during the period when Sidney Hillman was the head of the Russian- 
American Corporation and Golos was an official in another organization, the 
name of which Budenz could not recall, but thich he did recall was Communist 


in its political orientation, In addition, Budenz stated that he was acquainted

Budenz advised that he had furnished information to Golos and stated 
further that he and Golos had occasionally discussed Louis Adamic and his 
political orientation,  Budenz advised as & regular procedure he made reports 
on what people such as Adamic said concerning problems such as the Yugoslav 
one usually to Earl Browder or Al Landy "as a regular thing;" and that "he 
may also have furnished them to Golos," Budenz stated that Golos, Earl Browder, 
and Al Landy &ll attempted to induce him, Budenz, to have Adamic change his 
policies concerning the Yugoslav situation and it is of some interest to note 
that subsequently Adamic did substantially alter his position in such a fashion 
&s to bring it more closely into line with the Soviet position on Yugoslavia, 
Budenz expressed the opinion that Golos was a "runner" between Soviet 
representatives and interested groups in the United States and expressed the 
opinion also that both Golos and Bentley were working for the Communist Control 
Commission of which, according to Budenz, Golos was actually a member, While 
Buderz emphasized the importance of the Control Commission, he stated that he 
was unable to furnish substantial information concerning it due to the fact 
“that it was an extremely confidential and surreptitious organization whose 
formation and operations were not known even to many leading Communists, 71۸ 
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WINSTON BURDETT 
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According to the statement of the informant, Elizabeth Bentley, 
during 1939 in connection with her work under Jacob Golos, the informant 
Elizabeth Bentley received a number of cablegrams from abroad from Winston 
Burdett reflecting changes in his address, Golos told the informant that he 
had been in communication with Burdett and had told him to cable Bentley 
whenever he changed his address. All cables received by Bentley from Burdett 
during this period were given by her to Jacob Golos. 


No active investigation has been conducted by the Bureau of Winston 
Burdett and the Bureau files reflect little substantive information of ap- 
parent pertinence concerning him, The files of the Bureau reflect that 
Burdett has been employed as a broadcaster and news analyst for s number of 
years and that during the war he was stationed at various foreign posts as 
a foreign correspondent, Recently Burdett has been stationed in Italy where 
on numerous occasions he has made broadcasts extremely critical of Allied 
and American policies in Italy. 


Burdett was born on December 12, 1913, at Buffalo, New York, and 
attended Harvard University. He was employed by the Brooklyn Eagle, Brooklyn, 
New York, as a reporter prior to 1910 at which time he was Chairman of the 
Grievance Committee of the Newspaper Guild and a member of the Strike Committee 
of that Union. 


In 19l0 Burdett became a foreign correspondent covering the war in 
Scandinavia, following which assignment he went to Bucharest, Roumania. While 
in Bucharest, Burdett married Lea Schiavi, an Italian journalist who was 
killed in North Iran in April, 1942, while on a photographic assignment for 
the newspaper "PM", 


It is of interest to note that in 1939, Winston Burdett was given 
as a reference on a WPA application in New York City by Doretta Tarmon, who 
is now employed by the "Ner Masses", generally considered a Communist organ, 
in New York City.

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Elizabeth Terrill Bentley, the informant in this case, advised that 
in the spring of 1236 she was approached by Beatrice Carlin, who was £t that 
time employed ir the city office of the American League Against War and Fascism 
in New York City, Beatrice Carlin solicited Bentley's services for the purpose 
of tutoring a foreigner, who was coming to the United States, in English. In 
November, 1936, Carlin introduced Elizabeth Bertley to Joseph Eckhart, Eckhart, 
who was apperently operating as a Soviet agent, is more fully described else- 
wnere in this memorandum, 





Beatrice Carlin is presently the subject of an active Security 
Matter = C investigation by the New York and Washington Field Divisions, 
Available information reflects considerable confusion concerning Carlints 
background which has not as yet been clarified by the investigation of her, 
It is known, in any event, that she has been active in the Communist movement 
for a number of years and has claimed to have been a Party member since at 
least 1931. It is reported that Beatrice Carlin was a member and Secretary 
of the Executive Committee of the Communist sponsored Workers School in ٣۴ 
York City as early as 1930 and scme available information indicates tnat she 
may have been active in Communist circles for some years prior to thet date, 


On September 19, 19ll, Beatrice Carlin!s membership in the Communist 
Political Association was transferred from Nev York City to Washington, D. C. 
in connection with this trensfer, it was noted that she had previously been 
in the "LAL" Branch and that her membership was transferred by A. Penson, 
Secretery of thet branch, 





Early in January, 195, Beatrice Carlin left Washington but it was 
indicated that the local Communist Political Association Headquarters did not 
have her address. It was subsequently ascertained that Carlin had returned to 
New York City. 
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With regard to additional Communist activities on the part of Carlin, 
it was reported in November 1939, that Beatrice Carlin of New York City was a 
member of the Executive Committee and Secretary of the New York Workers School, 
The records of the Committee on Un-American Activities, House of Representatives 
Honoratle Martin Dies, Chairman, reflected index cards containing information 
that Beatrice Cerlin, in 1930, was an instructor at the Workers School in New 
York, that she was at one time a business manager of the Party publication, 
"The Communist", and that she had been active in the Workers International 
Relief, a reported Communist Party front, 


Investigation reflected that on March 27, 1938, a certificate of 
incorporation of the Workers Library Publishers, Incorporated, an affiliate 
of the Communist Party, was filed in New York City and reflected that Beatrice 
Carlin wes one of tne Directors of that company,

It will be recalled in connection with the above oase that one of 
the individuals furnishing information to Jasob Golos, the Soviet agent who 
for a number of years was the superior of the informant, Elizabeth Bentley, 
was Helen Tenney, an employee of the Office of Strategic Services, according 
to the informant Bentley. Bentley stated that Helen Tenney was introduced 
to Jacob Golos by Grace Granich who at that time was in the Editorial Depart- 
ment of the Intersontinent News in New York City, it being noted that the 
Intercontinent News was registered as en agent of the Russian Government and 
discontinued its activities in 1944 rather than comply completely with the 
provisions of the Foreign Agents Registration Act of 1958, 


An intensive Internal Security = R investigation has been conducted 
by the New York and other field divisions of Grace Granich and it is noted that 
this investigation is still in a pending status. This investigation reflects that 
Grace Granich was born on November $0, 1894, at Oak Harbor, Ohio, and that she 
has been active in the American Communist movement for a considerable length of 
time. In 1932 Granich attended school in the Soviet Union. While it has not been 
definitely proved, it is possible, if not probable, that at this time Granioh 
attended the Lenin School in Moscow under the sponsorship of the Communist 
International, It is also noted that Max Granich, the subject's husband, was 
apparently near or in Moscow, Russia, at the same time. Following her return 
from Russia, Granioh was extremely active in the Communist movement in New York 
City. In 1935 both she and her husband obtained United States passports and went 
to China. These passports were renewed in Shanghai in 1937 and both Grace and 
Max Granich apparently returned to the United States via Marseilles, France, in 
1938.

News reflects that it operated as an agent of the Russian news agency, Runag, 
and as noted above, Intercontinent News was registered as an agent of the Soviet 
Goverument, 


The investigation of Grace Granich, as well investigation of her 
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husband, Mex Granich, both of whom are subjects in the Comrap Case, reflects 
that they are closely connected with at least one of the parallels of the 
Comintern Apparatus presently &otive in the United States, with particuler re- 
gard to the Chinese Communist field. Among Granich's contacts are a large number 
of prominent Chinese Commmists, both in this country and abroad, and it is noted 
that she was extremely close to the Chinese Comunist delegates attending the 
San Francisco Conference in 1945. It is of particular interest to note that the 
name and address of Max Granich, Grace Granich's husband, was listed on the back 
of one of the lettérs written by "Al" (now at least tentatively identified as Ralph 
Bowman of the New Masses) to Steve Nelson in the Comintern Apparatus Case. In 
June of 1943, when Steve Nelson made a trip to New York City for, among other 
purposes, a contact with Al, a surveillance of Nelson reflected that on June 10, 
1943, after leeving Ralph Bowman's residence in Peekskill, Nelson proceeded to 
New York City and after oheoking in at a hotel, immediately proceeded to the

residence of Grace Granich. 


In April of 1945, Granich arrived in San Francisco, California, and was 
temporarily employed as Foreign Editor of the People's World, West Coast Communist 
organ, her duties consisting of covering the United Nations Conference. While 
in San Francisoo she resided at the home of Louise Todd Lambert, Comunist 
funotionary, and worked in olose cooperation with the chief Chinese Communist 
delegate to the Conference, Tung Pi-Wu. While in San Francisoo during this 
period she was also in contact with a number of prominent Comaunists, as well as 
several subjects in the Comintern Apparatus case. Of particular note are contacts 
made by her during this period with Steve Nelson, William Schneiderman, Richard 
Bransten and Frederick V. Field. Letters written by Granich while in San Franoisco 
reflected her acquaintance with Alexander Bittelman and Mildred Price of the 


China Aid Committee in New York City. Her letters also reflected close contacts 


with a number of Communist representatives of various foreign countries attending 
the United Nations Conference, in addition to Tung Pi-Wu. 


The Bureau files reflect, in addition, that Grace Granich figured in 
the investigation of the Fhilip Jaffe case and while i- San Francisco was in 
contact with Y. Y. Hsu and wrote several letters to Jaffe in New York City. It 
should be noted, in addition, in this conneotion that in a letter dated October 28, 
1944, from Madam Sun Yat Sen to Granich, Madam Sun Yat Sen stated that John Service 
was returning to Washington and suggested that Granich contact him because Service 
could furnish her with "fullest details as to latest developments." Service, as 
will of course be recalled, was one of the primary subjects in the Jaffe case,

Elizabeth Bentley, the informant in this case, in her statement 
advised that during the fall of 1934 Lee Fuhr invited her to make a talk 
to the members of the American League Against War and Fascism at Columbia 
Teachers College in New York City. Bentley made such & speech and outlined 
before this group her experiences while staying in Italy. At that time 
she met Professor James Mendenhall, also a member of the American League 
Against War and Fascism. Bentley subsequently determined that both Lee 
Fuhr and Professor Mendenhall were active members of the Comminist Party, 
USA. Bentley recalled that sometime in March, 1935, she became a regular 
member of the Commnist Party and was sponsored in her membership by 
Mendenhail and Fuhr. 


It appears that the James Mendenhall mentioned by Bentley is 
possibly identical with the above individual who was the subject of a 
complete Hatch Act investigation and was employed for a considerable period 
of time as principal education specialist with the Office of Price 
Administration. Mendenhall was born July و28‎ 1903, at Oreensturg, Indiana, 
attended Kansas State Teachers College, and obtained a B.S. degree there 
in 1924. Mendenhall was awarded a Ph.D. Degree from Teachers College, 
Columbia University, New York City, in 1930. From 1927 to 1939, Mendenhall 
served as a teacher at a number of institutions, including the Michigan 
State Teachers College; Harvard University; The Colorado College of 
Education; Public Schools of South Orange and Maplewood, New Jersey; Missouri 
Teachers College, Columbia, Missouri; and Stephens College, Columbia, Missouri. 


The investigation of Mendenhall developed a number of allegations 
that both he and his wife were Communists. Although it should be noted that 
a number of individuals contacted fumished information to the contrary. 
Most of the allegations concerning the subject's Commnist affiliations 
apparently concerned his activities a number of years ago. While some of 
Mendenhail's former associates considered him to have Communist tendencies, 
others stated emphatically that he was not pro-Communist and was thoroughly 
loyal. In a sworn statement taken by Bureau Agents, Mendenhall denied 
any connection with or membership in the Communist Party. On March 2, 
1944, the Bureau was advised that the Office of Price Administration had 
examined the Bureau!s report concerning Mendenhall and exonerated him from 
the charges “of being a subversive person."

According to thelinformant, Elizabeth Bentley, Jacob Golos the 
Soviet Agent under whom she was working at that time, received during a period 
of several months in 1942 and 1943 & number of phone calls from Nicola Napoli, 
the head of Artkino, film distribution agency of the Soviet Union in New York 
City.

Nicola Napoli was born on November 16, 1905 at New York, New York of 

Italian parentage and was taken to Italy at an early age by his parents. He 
returned to the United States on May 12, 1924. For a period of years until 1928 
he was the editor of "Il Levorstore," Italian Communist publication in New York 
City. He is a former member of the Italian Language Federation Bureau of the 
— Corrvnist Party, USà, and has been active in the Communist movement in the United 
States for many years, In the fall of 1936, Napoli traveled to various 

| European countries, including Russia. He is a former officer of Intourist, Inc., 
x an official tourist agency at the Soviet Government and a parent organization 





of World Tourist, Ince, which was operated by Golos and which has figured 
prominently in the investigation of this case. Napoli was also associated with

JOSEPH NORTH, alias Jacob Soifer Wr 


According to the statement made by the informant in this case, 
Elizabeth Bentley, Joseph North, whom Bentley does not mow personally, 
was a close friend of Jacob Golos. Golos gave North each Christmas a present 





of four quarts of Scotch whiskey, the cost of which he placed on his Russian 


expense account. According to Bentley, also, in 1942 Joseph North introduced 
William Remington to Jacob (dolos. It will be recalled in this connection, 

as set out elsewhere in this memorandum, that Remington, who has figured 
prominently in this investigation, later furnished certain information which 
was utilized ty Golos., The Joseph North referred to by Bentley is undoubtedly 
identical with the above subject, who for many years has been connected with 
the "New Masses", generally considered an official Communist organ, and who 
has long been an active Communist. North is presently the subject of an 
active Internal Security - 0 investigation by the New York Office. Joseph 
North was bom under the name of Jacob Soifer on May 25, 1905, at Nicolaeff 
(Odessa) Russia. He emigrated to the United States in about 1908 and 

settled in Chester, Pennsylvania, with his mother. The Bureau's files reflect 
that North became an American citizen by virtue of his father's naturalization 
at Media, Pennsylvania, on November 21, 1910. Subject's name was legally 
changed to Joseph North on May 28, 1941. North graduated from the University 
oi Pennsylvania in 1925 and subsequently worked on a number of Pennsylvania 
newspapers and various leftist and Communist publications.  Reportedly he 

was a member of the Young Communist League in his early youth. North joined 
the staff of the "New Masses" in 1933. During 1936 and 1937 he was an editor 
of the "Sunday Worker," recognized Communist publication, and in 1937 and 
1938, during the period of the Spanish Civil War, he was the correspondent 

of the "Daily Worker" in Spain, In February, 1939, North was appointed an 
editor of the "New Masses." He has lectured frequently at the Communist 
Workers School in New York City; has written a number of Communist pamphlets 
and has contributed prolifically to the Communist press. The subject's 

wife, Helen Oken North, as well as his entire family, are reportedly active 
Commnists. North is generally recognized as a leading Communist of long 
standing, prominence, and influence, and he is presently editor of the "New 
Masses," 104 East 9th Street, New York City. 


In connection with North's trip to Spain, above mentioned, it is 
noted that he was issued a United States passport on January 29, 1937, which 
passport wes renewed in Mexico City on July 19, 1940, North has made a 
number of speaking tours throughout the United States under the auspices of 
the "New Masses" and the Communist Political Association, during which trips 
he has been in close contact with prominent Communists in

According to the formal statement mede by Elizabeth Terrill Bentley, 
the informant in this case, in 1955 she was introduced by Pauline Rogers 
(Pauline Rosen) to Juliet Stuart Poyntz Glaser shortly after she, Bentley, 
joined the Comnunist Party. Bentley had numerous contacts with Poyntz during 
the period she was at Columbia University and became highly suspicious of her 
activities, whereupon she reported them to Louis Sass, then Comnunist Party 
organizer for the Harlem, New York, Distriot who is identified in greater de- 
tail elsewhere in this memorandum. As a result of this, the informant, Bentley, 
was reprimanded by a number of her associates.

The information contained in the Bureau files concerning Juliet Stuart 
Poyntz reflects that she was with little question for a considerable period of 
time a Soviet intelligence agent, and it is particularly interesting to note 
that she disappeared completely in 1937. In view of the date of her disappearance, 
the Bureau's information concerning her and concerning her final fate is not 
complete. The Bureau files reflect that Poyntz suddenly disappeared from her 
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reflecting that she has ever been heard from since. The available information 
indicates that Juliet Stuart Poyntz was forcibly abducted, probably taken aboard 
& Soviet vessel and later liquidated. Bentley has advised in this connection 
that Jacob Golos told her that Juliet Stuart Poyntz had been liquidated, by 
inference by the Soviet Intelligence Service.

JEROME ISAAC ROMAN (V. J, Jerome) 


Elizabeth Bentley in her statement advised that Cedric Belfrage, who 
was connected with British Intelligence in New York, and who was a member at 
one time of the Apparatus directed by Jacob Golos, was introduced to Jacob 
Golos either by Earl Browder or by V, J. Jerome, who is identical with Jerome 
Isaac Roman. Bentley stated further that to her knowledge Jerome was a long 
standing friend of Golos, a leading figure in Communist Party activity in 
New York City, and a person of some importance in the Commnist field. Prior 
to Golos’ death, according to Bentley, Glos and Jerome met frequently. Roman 
is presently the subject of an active Internal Security - C investigation. He 
was born October 12, 1896, at Lodz, Poland. He arrived in the United States on 
August 1, 1915, from Liverpool, England, and became a naturalized United States 
citizen on January 16, 1928, in the Southern District of New York at New York 
City. Jerome has long been active in Communist affairs and since July, 1944, 


has been managing Editor of "The Communist," official Communist Party publication. 


The Bureau!s files reflect that Roman, alias Jerome, has been extremely active 
in the American Communist Movement since at least 1928 and possibly before 
that time. He is generally known in Communist circles by the name V. J. Jerome. 
Jerome is a member of the National Committee of the Party and a frequent 
contributor to numerous Party publicavions in addition to "The Communist." 

At one time he was a member of the Agitprop Committee of the Communist Party, 
USA, and he has frequently served as an instructor in the Communist Workers 
School in New York City. The investigation of Jerome reflects that he is 
considered as an outstanding Marxist scholar and literary figure in the 
Comunist Party and that as such at least his open activities are primarily 
confined to editorial duties, speeches, teaching, literary criticisms, and 
writing as well as counselling other Communists in such activities. Jerome 
has been in close contact with officials of the Communist Party, USA, and also 
with some members of the Canadian Communist Party. He has also been in 
contact with a number of individuals involved in the Comintem Apparatus case 
and with & number of individuals who are known or suspected Soviet agents or 
in contact with such known or suspected agents. He has been in frequent 
contact with Joseph North, Lement U. Harris, William Weiner, Carl Ross, National 
Executive Secretary of the American Youth for Democracy, and Tim Buck, head of 
the Canadian Communist Party (The Labour Progressive Party of Canada). In 
addition, Jerome has been in close contact with Alexander Bittelman. 
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FRED ROSE, with aliases Uu 
Fred Rosenberg and Freddy 


With regard to Fred Rose, it is noted that according to the inform- 
ant, Elizabeth Bentley, she was instructed in the summer of 1939 by Jacob Golos, 
the Soviet agent under whom she was working at that time, that she wouid receive 
certain mail from Canada directed to her at her residence at that time, 18 
Grove Street, New York City. Golos told the informant that this would be mail 
for him and instructed her to give any such mail to him as soon as it was re- 
ceived. For a period of approximately six months Bentley received on an average 
of one letter a week from Canada, which letters she later ascertained were sent 
either by Tim Buck, Head of the Canadian Communist Party (The Labour Progressive 
Party of Canada), or by Fred Rose, also a high functionary of the Canadian 
Communist Party. 


In addition, the informant related that during the period of her 
association with Golos, Fred Rose sent one of his contacts, an RCAF pilot, from 
Canada to New York to see Golos for the purpose of advising Golos that Hazen 
Sise, a Canadian Communist, was then associated with the Canadian Film Board in 
Washington, D. C., and that Golos might desire to contact Sise. Subsequently, 
Golos and “lizabeth Bentley were introduced to Hazen Sise, who has been further 
identified previously in thís memorandum, by this RCAF pilot and after this 
meeting, Bentley began contacting Sise and regularly procuring information from 
him which she made available to Golos., With regard to Fred Rose, the Bureau 
has not conducted a direct active investigation of him in view of the tact that 
he resides in Canada. Information concerning him available in the Burem files, 
however, reflects that he has been a leading functionary of the Canadian Com- 
munist Party for a number of years and is presently a member of the Canadian 
Parliament, having been elected from a Montreal district, 
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. Rose is known to héve been in periodic contact with leaders of the 
Communist Party, USA, and its predecessor organisation, the Communist Political 
Association, and in this connection, it was ascertained that Rose was in New 7 
York City on February 2, 19h5, for the purpose of conferring with Earl Browder — 
and other Communist leaders,

During the period that Elizabeth Bentley, the informant in the above 
case, was active in Columbia University circles in New York City in 193) and 
1935, she was closely acquainted, according to her statement, with Iovis Sass, 
then organizer of the Harlem Section of the Communist Party, USA. Bentley 
indicated in her statement that Sass was an active Communist of considerable 
importance but did not definitely indicate that he was engaged in Soviet intelli- 
gence work, 


Sass is presentiy the subject of sn active Intemal Security - C 
investigation by the New York Office, This investigation reflects that Sass 
was born March 2l, 1908, at Kassa, Hungary, under the name Louis Szaszhajos. 
Sass apparently entered the United States in the early 1920's although one re- 
port indicates that he entered the United States at New York City in September, 
193l. This report apparently is either erroneous or reports a reentry inasmuch 
as Sass became a naturalized United States citizen in the United States District 
Court for the Eastern District of New York at Brooklyn, New York, in 1930 or 
1931, under the name Louis Schwartz. Shortly after his arrival in the United 
States, Sass became active in the revolutionary labor movement and became con- 
nected with the International Labor Defense and the Communist Party, USA. 


Beginning in 1933 Sass was Organizational Secretary for the Harlen, 
New York, District of the Communist Party, USA, and a frequent contributor to 
the Party publication, "The Party Organizer". In 1937 Sass was designated 
Organizational Secretary for District No. 12 of the Communist Party, USA, 
which is known as the Northwest District and includes the states of Washington, 
Oregon and Idaho, Sass remained in Seattle, Weshington, in this capacity 
until October, 1940, during wnich period he met and married in 1939 Mary 
Elizabeth Howard, a wealthy divorcee from Salt Lake City, Utah, who had been 
active in Communist affairs in Uteh and Washington. 


In October, 1940, Louis Sass returned to New York City where he con- 
tinued his Communist activity. After his return to New York, his wife became 
active in the National Assocíation for the Advancement of Colored People and 
&lso became Rockland County leader of the Tricounty Council of the Communist 
Political Association for the counties of Westchester, Putnam and Rockland, 


New York, 
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Since April 2k, 1945, Sass has been a full-time employee of the 
New York State Communist Party (previously Communist Political Association) 
assigned to the administration of veterans matters in New York City. In this 
capacity Sass has been in constant contact with leading Communists in the New 
York area. Sass' wife, above referred to, who is wealthy, reportedly con- 
tributes heavily and regularly to the Communist Party, USA.

During her association witn the Soviet agent, Jacob Golos, the 
informant in this case, Elizabeth Bentley, ascertained that Golos was in fre- 
quent contact with Berney Schuster, a Communist attached to the Finance Divi- 
sion of the Communist Party, USA, operating under the Party name "Chester", 

In the spring of 1944, after Golos' death, Elizabeth Bentley met Schuster by 
chance on the street and talked with him at some length. At this time 
Schuster inquired about Gregory Silvermaster and from his conversation clearly 
indicated that he was familiar with the activities of Silvermaster and his 
associates, &s well as the activities of Bentley, which by inference reflects 
that he had considerable knowledge of the Soviet intelligence activity of 
which Bentley was a part. During this conversation Schuster indicated to 
Bentley that while he did not necessarily agree or approve the procedure, he 
would continue to cooperate with her Soviet principals in supplying personnel 
from the American Communist movement. This, of course, indicates that Schuster 
himself was implicated in this type of activity. 


& Security Matter - C investigation has been conducted by the New 
York Office of Schuster which was closed on October 31, 1945, at which time 
Schuster was residing at 306 East 15th Street, New York, New York, and was the 
co-owner of a small import-export firm known as the National Mercantile and 
Trading Company, 33 West 42nd Street, New York City. Schuster was born i 
October 14, 1904, at Warsaw, Russis (Poland). The subject's name at birth 
was Boris Szuster and upon arriving in the United States in 1921, he changed 
his name to Bernard Schuster. Schuster was naturalized on January 28, 1926, 
at New York City. Schuster graduated from New York University in 1926 and 
since 1934 has been an accountant, From 1935 to 1939 he was Treasurer of the 
Wholesale Book Company, 50 East 13th Street, New York City, which company acted 
as & distribution agency for the Communist Party, USA. Subsequently he was 
Director of the Commonwealth Minupress Company which was organized in March, 
1939, for the purpose of printing and distributing Communist literature. 
Since that time he has apparently been engaged in the business of the National 
Mercantile and Trading Company, above referred to, 
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the Communist Party for New York State and in 1939 he was President of the 

Fifth A. D, Club of the Communist Party, Bronx, New York. The investigation 
of the subject reflects that he has been in frequent contact with a number of 
leading Communists in the New York area. In 1943 Schuster was reported to be

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Schuster has continued hig Party activity until recently, although 
it should be noted that as of October 31, 1945, when the investigation of him 
was closed, the New York Office reported tnat confidential informants and 
other sources contacted failed to indicate that Schuster is presently active 


in the affairs of the Communist Party, USA. 
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Re: MAX Le SPECTOR سمل‎ 


According to Elizabeth Bentley, the informant in this case, Max L. 
Spector is a Communist; is a former employee of the Amtorg Trading Corporation, 
and in 1941 became Assistant Treasurer of the United States Service and 
Shipping Corporation, the company which served as the cover for Bentley and the 
Soviet agent Jacob Golos under whom she operated. It should be specifically 
noted, however, that Bentley stated that she knew of no other activities of 
significance on the part of Spector. 


Considerable investigation of Max L. Speotor was conducted by the 
Bureau in connection with the case entitled “World Tourist, Incorporated; 
Jacob Raisin (Golos), with aliases; Elizabeth Terrill Bentley, with alieses; 
Max L. Spector, with alias, Espionage - R, Registration Act." This investi- 
gation reflects that according to a statement made by John Hazard Reynolds, Max 
L. Spector was an accountant before becoming associated with the United States 
Service and Shipping Corporation as Assistant Treasurer. Investigation reflected 
that Spector had formerly served as & junior official of the Amtorg Trading 
Corporation. Little additional information concerning the activities of Spector 
has as yet been developed. 


Qne Max Spector, not definitely identified with the above subject, was 
reported in 1922 as one of the correspondents of Vincent Nov&kovitoh, an official 
of the Soviet Government allegedly engaged in disseminating revolutionary propaganda 
among American seamen at Odessa, Russia. 


In addition, it was reported that on September 22, 1936, one Max Spector 
headed a protest committee in connection with the arrest of a Communist, L. Ross, 
which petition demanded that the Mayor of San Francisco instruct the local police 
not to molest Communist meetings. 


A number of additional collateral references are contained in the 
Bureau files concerning one Max Spector but they appear to add little to the 
above information, particulerly in view of the fact that there is no identifying 
information whereby these individuals oan be identified with the above subject.

With regard to John Spivak, Elizabeth Bentley, the informant in 
this case, stated that during tbe summer of 1942, John Spivak, a Communist 
writer who contributed freouently to the Nev Masses, was acting as an 
investigator for Jacob Golos, the Soviet Agent who was Elizabeth Bentley's 
superior, According to Bentley, Spivekts work as an investigator for Golos 
concerned, primarily, alleged subversive activities end Golos paid him a 
salary and expenses, In connection with this work, Bentley stated that 
Spivak made trips to California, Mexico and Texas in connection with investi- 
gations he was conducting for Golos, one of which involved former Congressmen 
Martin Dies, Bentley has advised that she knows Golos supplied funds to 
Spivak because she saw receipts for payments from Golos which Spivak had 
signed. After Golos! death in November, 1943, upon one occasion Bentley's 
Soviet contact, "Dill" who is discussed in greater detail elsewhere in this 
memorandun, toid Bentley that he Imer Joann Spivak and at that time requested 
Bentley to return to Spivek certain material belonging to him «hich ۲231117 
then hac in his possession, Bentley declined to return this material to 
Spivak for "Bill" since sne was not personally acquainted with Spivak, 


John Louis Spivek is presently the subject of an active Security 
Latter = C investigation in which the Nev York Field Division is origin and 
he has been the subject of active investigation by the Bureau since 1240, 
Available information reflects that Spivak was born in Nev Haven, Connecticut, 
on June 13, 1697, the son of Louis and Ida Sukloff. From 1922 to 1923 he 
was a correspondent for the International News Service in Perlin, Germany 
and Moscow, USSR, Since 192 he has been a free lance writer and author and 
he is listed as a member of the League of American Writers and of the American 
Newspaper Guild, For a period of many years Spivek has been a frequent 
contributor to the "Daily Worker" and "New Masses," both generally considered 
official Communist organs, and in addition he has contributed frequently to 
a number of other Communist publications as well as publications of various 
Communist front groups, 


For a period of many years Spivak has been closely connected with 
the Communist movement in the United States and his primary forte, according 
to his own statements, has been the "investigation and exposure of subversive 
and Fascist activities." In this connection Spivak has written a number of 
so called exposes of alleged subversive activities which have appeared in 


Communist publications as well as a number of books regarding such alleged 


activities, At the present time Spivak is apparently oc 
lance writer.

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Nuaerous reports have been received reflecting that Spivak is a 

z member of the Communist Party, USA. In 1938 he reportedly went on an 
extensive tour for the Communist Party. Allegedly also in 1941 Spivak was. 
engaged by the Communist Party to spy on the activities of the Japanese in 

the United States, He has been closely connected with Communist activities 
and in close touch with leading Communist functionaries including Earl Browder, 
Much of the materiel written by Spivak in recent years has been devoted to 
attacks on such individuals as Fa Coughlin and Joseph E. McWilliams,

It will be recalled, as set out above, that according to the informant ` 
in this case, Elizabeth Bentley, Jacob Golos, a Soviet agent and Bentley's 
superior in her espionage activities, advised her during 1942 that he had 
received considerable information of importance concerning the Ukrainian 
Nationalist movement from Michael Tkach, a Communist key figure and editor 
of the "Ukrainian Daily News," Ukrainian language Communist newspaper in 
New York City. According to Bentley, Tkach received a considerable portion of 
this information from one Stepankowski, who is believed to be identical with 
the above individual. Subsequently, Stepankowski was placed in touch with one 
of Jacob Golos! contacts as an investigator concerning metters in which 
Golos was interested. According to Bentley, however, Stepankowski later 
terminated this relationship end became an investigator for the Anti-Defamation 
League, primarily because of insufficient compensation, Bentley is not 
acquainted with Stepankowski personally and did not state whether or not 
Stepankowski and Golos were personally acquainted, 


The Bureau's files contain considerable information concerning 
Stepankowski, little of which is of apperent present pertinence to this 
investigation, The Bureau has interviewed Stepankowski upon occasion and has 
been in receipt of considerable of his so-celled “intelligence informetiont, 

The availabie information as well as the Bureau's experience with Stepankowski 
reflects that he is & highly unreliable information merchant who has furnished 
information to various and sundry individuals and agencies, all for personal 
profit. The accurete personal history of Stepankowski has never been completely 
developed and no active direct investigation of him has as yet been conducted, 
However, considerable informetion concerning Stepankowski has been secured 

from colleteral investigation, Information received on January 12, 1945, fron 
the Security and Intelligence Division, Headquarters, Second Service Command, 
United States Army, states thet a Ukrainian journalist reported that Dimitri 
Manuilsky, Commissar for Foreign Affairs of the Ukrainian Soviet Socialist 
Republic, was introduced in 1916, apparently in Geneva, Switzerland, to one 
Vladimir Stepankowsky, the director of a Ukrainian Bureau in Lausanne, 
Switzerland, According to ig repo erankowsky employed Manuilskv in his 
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7 Other information conce epankows Ki 
reflects that for many years he has been involved in the furnishing of 
information and in the American remifications of the professional anti-Fascist 
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movenent, He is known to have beer in contact upon many occasions with 
Albert E. Kahn, formerly the editor of "The Hour" and prominently mentioned 
in this investigation as well as with many other individuals engaged in 
collecting alleged subversive information, Stepankowski at one time was 


closely assoc bject of an irtensive Bureau * 
investigatio It will be recalled that 
Pelypenko, a highly unreliable an priest, was the chief informant in

information concerning which wes developed in connection with the Bureau's 
investigation of Pelypenkc, Other information in the Bureau's files reflects 
that Stepankovz"i may at one time have been involved in Ukrainian nationalist 
activities of a pro-Gerzan character in the United States,

With regard to the activities of the above subject the informant in 
this case, Elizabeth Bentley, in her statement set out the fact that in the fall 
of 1934, while she wes at Columbia University in New York City, she became 
acquainted with Lee Fuhr, who apparently was Bentley's first contact with 
New York Communist circles. Lee Fuhr began taking Bentley to Communist meetings 
and affairs sponsored by Commnist front groups and later in 1935, sponsored, 
along with Professor James Mendenhall, Bentley's membership in the Communist 
Party. On the basis of the information furnished by Bentley, it appears 
probable that Lee Fuhr, identical with the above subject, was responsible for 
originally recruiting Bentley into the Commnist movement. 


Mrs. Lini Moerkirk Stouman (Lee Fuhr) is presently the subject of an 
&ctive Intemal Security - C, Hatch Act investigation.  Tne Hatch Act investigation 
of subject was authorized by the Bureau on December 13, 1945, in view of the 
fact that she is now employed by the War Foods Administration of the Department 
of Agriculture, 357 South Hill Street, Los Angeles, California, as a medical 
social worker. A review of the Bureau files reflects that Lini Moerkirk was 
born July 27, 1905, at Paterson, New Jersey, and was graduated from the Teacher's 
College of Columbia University in June, 1932, under the nane Lee Moerkirk Fuhr. ` 
Subsequently she attended Columbia University and in May, 1943, received a 
Bachelor of Science Degree in public nursing. From 1932 to 1934 she was employed 
as a visiting nurse at Port Chester, New York. During 1935 and 1936 she was 
employed by the Birth Control Clinic, Research Bureau, 17 West 16th Street, 
New York City. The subject was employed in various similar positions as a nurse 
and social worker in New York City until 1938 when she accepted employment at 
Las Vegas, New Mexico. Since then she has been employed in San Juan, Puerto 
Rico, Washington, D, C., Chicago, Illinois and Los Angeles, California. On 
January 20, 1944, the subject was married under the name Lini Moerkirk Fuhr 
to Louis Clyde Stouman of the United States Army at which time she stated that 
her former husband, Wiiliam Fuhr, had died in 1931. 


The Daily Worker for May 20, 1977, carried a picture of Lini Fuhr 
under the caption "Lini Fuhr is Back from Spain Where Fascists Bomb Hospitals." 
This article reflected that the subject had gone to Spain on January 16, 1977, 
with the First Medical Bureau to Aid Spanish Democracy and had returned to the 
United States to lecture during Spanish Aid Week. The subject, since the 1930's, 
has been connected with a large number of Communist frond, and Communist dominated 
organizations, including the American League Against 38۲۵۵ Fascism, the North 
American Committee to Aid Spanish Democracy, and the ds of the Abraham 
Lincoln Brigade. 
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Considerable information in the Bureau files reflects that the subject 
is a member of the Communist Party, USA, but her complete activities have not as 
yet been uncovered by investigation. In view of the available information, 
however, there appears no question but what the subject is presently an active 
Commnist Party member. ۱ 
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MICHAEL TKACH, with aliases م۱‎

According to Elizabeth Bentley, the informant in this case, Jacob 
Golos, her Soviet superior, in 19l1 and 1942 received considerable information 
concerning the Ukrainian nationalist movement in the United States which he 
considered of great importance, from one Tkach, an editor of the Ukrainian 
Daily News, otherwise unidentified to Bentley. Golos told Bentley that much 
of this information was secured by Tkach from one Stepankowski, who for a 
time worked as an investigator for Golos. 


From a review of the Bureau files it has been ascertained that the 
Tkach referred to by Elizabeth Bentley is undoubtedly Michael Tkach, an active 
Communist and presently the editor of tne Ukrainian Daily News, Ukrainian 
language Communist newspaper published in New York City. In addition, the 
Stepankowski referred to by Bentley is undoubtedly W. J. Stepankowski, an ex- 
tremely unreliable peddler of information who is identified more fully else- 
where in thís memorandum. 


Michael Tkach is presently the subject of an active Intemal Security - 
C investigation in the New York Field Division and he is considered a key 
figure by that division, The investigation of Tkach reflects that he was 
born October 18, 1891, at Mastisiw, Poland, of Ukrainian parents, and arrived 
in the United States at New York City on November 25, 1909, under the name 
Michal Tkacz. Tkach's wife, Yeroslava, was born at Slatchev, Poland, and 
entered the United States at New York City in 1913. They were married July 2, 
1918. Michael Tkach became a naturalized United States citizen in New York 
City on December 8, 1936, and it is noted that he has resided in New York City 
since 1922, 


Tkach has long been active in the American Communist movement and 
for a number of years he has been primarily occupied in editing the Ukrainian 
Daily News which is considered the leading Ukreinian Communist newspaper in 
the United States. As early as 1923, under the name M, Nastivsky, Tkach was 
an organization member of the Society for Technical Aid to Soviet Russia, 
Available information indicates that Tkach has been occupied primarily in Com- 
munist work in the foreign language field and his importance in this connection 
is indicated by the fact that in July, 19h, he was elected President of the 
Ukrainian Section of the International Workers Order, the leading Communist 
front in the foreign language field, It should be noted in this connection 
that the Ukrainian Daily News is now published by the Ukrainian Section of the 
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The information developed as a result of the investigation of Tkach 
reflects that pursuant to his long activity in the Communist movement, he 
has been in frequent contact with prominent Communists in the New York area, 
including the subjects of several collateral investigations, It is of some 
interest to note that the Bureau files reflect further that one Michael Tkach 
was active in the Comunist Party of America in 1920 and was deported to the 
Soviet Union on February 2, 1929, as a result of radical activity, It has 
not been possible to ascertain whether this Michael Tkach is identical with 
the above subject.

In connection with the controversy between the Soviet contacts of 
the informant Elizabeth Bentley and the fimctionaries of the Comnunist 
Party, USA, with regard to the assets of the United States Service and 
Shipping Corporation with which Bentley was associated, the informant, 
Bentley, advised that shortly prior to October, 1945, Lem Harris, Comunist 
functionary who is identified in greater detail above, insisted that Bentley 
discuss with William Weiner the problem of the disposition of the ownership PEE 
and assets of the United States Service and Shipping Corporation and parti- 
sulerly the repayment to the Communist Party of $15,000 allegedly furnished by 
the Comunist Party through Earl Browder for the original financing of the Ta 
United States Service and Shipping Corporation at the time it was formed in 
New York City. Bentley, despite Harris' insistance, did not discuss this 
matter with Weiner, 


Ihe William Weiner referred to by Bentley is without question 
identical with the above individual who has been an active leading Communist 
functionary for many years. An active "Internal Security = C” investigation 
has been conducted of Weiner sinoe 1941 and this investigation is still in 
progress. As a result of this investigation, it has been ascertained that 
Welwel Warszower (Weiner) w&s born in Russia on September 5, 1893 and has not 
become as yet a United States citizen. Warszower joined the Communist Party, ( 
USA in 1919 and has been an active member and leader of the Party since that 
time. During the middle 1920s he served as a Party organizer and from 1933 to 
1940 he was the Financial Secretary of the Communist Party, USA. From 1935 to 
1944, Weiner served as President of the International Workers Order, leading 
Communist front in the foreign language field. For many years Weiner has been 
a member of the National Comuittes of the Communist Party. Weiner made trips 
abroad in 1932 and 1937, applying for United States passports under the name 
j of Robert W. Weiner, in connection with which applications he fraudulently 
a stated he was born in the United States. As a result of this, he was tried and 
| found guilty of passport fraud, and on February 20, 1940, he was sentenoed to 
| serve two years in the United States Penitentiary. This sentence was confirmed 
by the Cirouit Court of Appeals and by the United States Supreme Court, but as 
a result of the subject's alleged illness, his sentence was later changed to 
three years probation.

Consequently the reader must consider the difficulty of actually 
proving these activities ty investigation at this late date. The facts are 
strong in many instances end circumstantial in others primarily because of 
the disparity in time between the date of the activities and the actual 
report of these activities to the authorities. A deterzined effort has been 
made to produce as mch actual and circumstantial evidence as possible, either 
to prove or disprove the basic charges. At the outset it is considered proper 
to make a statement concerning the source of the basic charges which will be 
outlined hereinafter. This source who becane available and cooperative in 
November, 1945, for protective purposes in view of continued assistance being 
received therefrom, is being given the cover name of Gregory. All material 
originating with Gregory will be so designated and will be set forth as nearly 
as possible in the very words used ty Gregory in reporting the material

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Background of Gregory —— ۱ 
5, Qregoxy is an individual of American origin and descent, and was - 
educated in both American and foreign educational institutions. Gregory 
possesses far above the average of acadexic leaming. As far as political 
affiliations are concemed Gregory first came in contact indirectly with ths » 
Commnist Party while attending one of the leading educational fnstitetions | 
of New York City. Gregory's firat activity was as a speaker for the American 
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League Against War and Fascism in late 1954 or early 1935. The American 

League Against War and Fascism was succeeded by tne American League for 

Peace and Democracy, both of which have been reported trom numerous sources to be 

. and generally accepted as Comunist front organizations. From contacts made 

, while appearing as a speaker for the American League Against War and Fascism, 

Gregory was introduced to and became & member of the Communist Party in 1955 in 
New York City. Following this affiliation Gregory held numerous temporary 

` positions having no relationship to Communist Party activities but at the 

same time in an extra-curricular manner participated in many of the activities 

of the Party and its fringe groups. As an example, Gregory, during the summer 

of 1936, served as an assistant at the Amtorg Camp in Napanoch, New York, a 

summer camp for the Children of Soviet Nationals, attended by children ranging 

in age from 2 to lo. In June of 1938 through an employment bureau of the i 

educational institution attended by Gregory, contact was made with tne Italian 

` Library of Information, an adjunct of the Italian Propaganda Ministry situated 

at 595 Madison Avenue, New York City. Gregory there came in contact with 

intormation which was thouzbt of interest to tne Communist Party. In a then 

sincere effort to assist the Comnunist Party, Gregory approached Ferruccio 

Marini and offered to make available to him what information was learned as 

, à result of enployment with the Italian Library of Information. Marini is 

a former member of the Communist Party of Italy, a former student of tne Lenin 

School, Moscow, USSR; and an individual who since his arrival in the United 

States in 1928 has been active in the National Administration of the Communist 

Farty. Gregory remained with the Italian Library of Inrormation until March, 

1959, In the meanwhile Marini had introduced Gregory to an individual 

originally known only as "Tim." "Tim" was later identiried by Gregory as 

Jacob X, Golos of World Tourist, Inc. After the introduction to Golos, Gregory 

delivered all information wnich was gathered dealing with the Italian Library of 

infora&tion to him rather than to Marini. Tne activities of Golos will be set, ., * 


forth in detail hereinafter. 0 


In September, و99(‎ at the instigation of Golos, Gregory secured a 
position as secretary to Richard H. Waldo, the President and owner of NcClure's 
Syndicate which published and distributed the “Whirligig." Golos explained 
to Gregory that Waldo was suspected of being affiliated in some way with the 
Germans and the Commmist Party was seeking information concerning his activities. 
gregory, in fact, was successful in securing considerable information regarding ~ 
Waldo between september, 1939 and February, 1940, but no facts siznificant in 
proving what the Communist Party desired were forthcoming. In April, 1941, 
the United States Service and Shipping Corporation, 212 - 5th Avenue, New. 

York City, was organized, and Gregory became an official of this organization. 
Tnis company was established with money belonging to the Communist Party = USA, 
or to tne Soviet Union, mde available by Sarl Browder, then National Chairman 

of the Communist Party. According to Gregory, Browder made available $15,000 and 
John Hazard Reynolds, the original President, who was personally selected by 
Browder for this position, submitted another $5,000 to augment the capital. While 
it has been claimed by Communist Party functionaries that the funds supplied by 
Browder in this connection were funds of tne Party, Gregory's superiors in the 
Soviet Intelligence Service described the funds as "Russian Funds." Tne United 
States Service and Shipping Corporation, Gregory states, is & cover firm for 
Soviet espionage, in the same category with World Tourist, Inc., with which Golos 
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was associated up to the time of his death on November 27, 1945, The ostensible 
business purpose of United States Service and Shipping Cor poration is to engage.

The majority of tnese persons were enployed in the United States Government 
or had sources therein. During early activities as a courier, Gregory | 
became definitely aware of the connection of Golos with the Soviet Intelligence 
Service, gamely the 5570 as distinguished from the Red Army Intelligence. 
Regular service as a courier began during the summer of 1941 when Gregory 
came in contact with a parallel of Soviet espionage headed by Eathan ۴ 
Silvermaster who has held several positions in the United States Government 
in past years and is now Chief of the Division of Economic Analysis of the 
War Assets Administration. Silvermaster and his wife, Helen Witte Silvernastor, 
according to Gregory, were in turn in contact with many other individuals in the 
United States Government from whom they secured material and made it available to 
Gregory for transmittal to Golos.

It 1s significent to observe that while working with Golos and hig 
successors, Gregory had specific instructions to have no associations what- 
soever with the Communist Party ar any of its fringe groups. Gregory's true 
name bad never figured prominently in any of the activities of the Party or 
its fringe groups until the advent of the current inquiries., It was through 
Golos that Gregory became associated with the United States Service and 
Shipping Corporation, How York City, mentioned hereinbefore, and he assisted 
Gregory from time to time with grants of money plus all traveling and incidental 
expense98. 


As will be seen hereinafter, through the groups previously - 
mentioned as headed by Silvermaster and Browder, as well as various miscellaneous 
individuals, it is apparent that the Soviet Intelligence Service wes successful 
in securing material from the Department of State, Orfice of Strategio Services, 
the Treasury Department, the War Department, the Departuent of Justice, the 
Foreign Economic Administration and numerous other agencies of the Federal 
Govefmment, In numerous insisnoos the documents themselves were mde - 
available from these agencies for copying verbatim or for photographing in the 
basement of the Silvermaster home whero investigation has determined a fully 
equipped photographic laboratory waa located, 


l SE As pointed eut hereinbefore investigation in this case has only 
o. extended ‘over the period Novezber 8, 1945, to the present time, Consequently 
it has not been possible to show that each and every one of the individuals. 


mentioned by Gregory is interrelated in their activity., The normal practice 


of espionage would not permit contacts between eash and every individugl during 
that period. However, it will be observed numerous contacts between the - 
subjects of instant inquiries have transpired and in some instances under very 
suspicious cirounstances. A studied attenpt has been made to establish 

the basic truth or falsity E Gregory's information and certain observations 
are apropos in this connection.  jregory has mentioned over 150 namse and in no 
instance Sh indicated that a non-existent person was mentiored. 
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Only in those instances where only a first name was given and no identifying 
date was available hag it been impossible to identify the person to whom — 

'" Gregory ws referring, In addition, the methods by which the passage of 

. information was effected are those which by experience have been tried, tested 

and used bj all effective intelligence services, ineluding pertioularly the 
Russian. It ia also significant that Gregory, by actual observation, has 
identified Olga Borisovna Pravdina of Antorg as "Margaret" and Anatoli ۴ 
Borisovich Gromov of the Soviet Embassy as "Al." Gregory has reported with | 
a high degree of accuracy situations of the United States Government policy - 
which were only known within the Government itself as examples of material 
which was passed through Gregory to Golos and his successors for use of the ۲ 
Soviet Government. Also reported by Gregory was tne existence of a photographie 
laboratory in the basement of the Silvermster home during the time Gregory was 
acting as a courier. This laboratory was used for the reproduction of 

-, documenta brought to the Silvermaster home by various component elements of 
that particular espionage group. Investigation determined that such & 
photographic laboratory sufficiently well equipped far the copying of documents 
was located in the basement of the Silvermaster home, In few instances has 
Gregory reported information which sould not either directly or circunstantially 
be verified. A high degree of accuracy nas prevailed throughout the revelations 
made by Gregory. In conclusion, it should be carefully borne in mind that in 
no instance has the information furnished by Gregory proved false, unfounted, 


or materially inaccurate despite intensive and searcning investigation thereof. 





Set out hereinafter is a summary of the information submitted by 
Gregory, gathered from other sources and established by investigatidn concerning 
the Russians identified to date in this espionage group, the Soviet system of 
espionage, the espionage agents comprising the Silvermaater and Perio groups 
and the miscellaneous personalities serving the Soviet espionage systen indopender 
of association with any organised group as far as is known. 
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METHOD OF OPIRATION OF SOVIET ESPIONAGE SISTEM 


. As a result of the revelations made ty Gregory, considerable informa- 
' tion concerning the modus operandi of the present Soviet underground espionage . 
' organization was obtained. though these methods sre related as 

to espionage activities of the USSR, it should be noted they differ little from 
the method used by any country engaged in effective secret intelligence. As 
an exazple, their clandestine activities are cloaked with cover companies such 
مه‎ World Tourist, Inc., and the United States Service and Shipping Corporation 
in this instance. Pertinent material from numerous sources is collected by the 
use of couriers and cover addresses. Intermediaries of a primary, secondary 
and tertiary character are apparent. There is a certain but not necessarily 


significant absence of advanced technical methods, either in the transmittal of 


communications or the gathering of f information itself. The only technical

Soviet espionage has one clear eut advantage over that practiced by 

any other country within the borders of the United States. This advantage 

` Genters in the existence of an open and active Communist Party whose meabers 
are available for recruitment for any phase of activity desired. As will be 
seen hereinafter, in almost every instance Soviet espionage agents, particularly 
sub-azents, are recruited from among individuals closely associated with the 
Communist Party, or at least strongly pro-Comaunist and pro-Soviet, who in the 
main are native born Americans or individuals not native born but sufficiently 
familiar with the American way of life to avoid detection. Even the Germans 
with the large German minority in the United States were not so advantageously 
placed nor does the fanaticism of the most ardent National Socialist exceed 
that of the militant members of the — Pariya selected for uidi 
directly with the USSR.

; Briefly, Soviet intelligence is broken iato three tranches, und 
Wilitary-Naval, Political and General. The first, namely Military-Naval, is 
handled by Red Army Imtelligence.

: P". Gregory bas described what is referred to as the "pole? method of 
establishing a ring of individuals for the gathering of information. The >’ 
term "pole* in reality is the designation of the individual at the apex of — 

_ the organisation which is a self-contained unit. For example, six individuals 

. would be active in the obtaining of information for the Russians. Jo one of 
these six individuals would know the identity of the other five. Weck individual 
would have a courier whose identity he did not know and/or a mail drop by 
which he would dispose of the material which he gathered. None of the six 
individuals in this aelf-contained unit would know the identity of their 
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courier or the identity of the person collecting the material from the mail 
drop. The next step up the ladder would be an individual responsible for 
receiving the information from three couriers and/or mail drops. He would 

'. correlate this material and in turn would have a courier and/or mail drop to 
whíeh he delivered the edited information. The other three in the unit wuld 
operate similarly. The two individuals each handling three sources of im 
formetion in turn would not know the identity of their courier or the person 
collecting their edited material from a mail drop if this was used. In this 
manner a single individual unknown to anyone else in the group would eventually 
come ín the possession of all the inforzation obtained by the orígínal six sources. 
This individual or "pole" at the apex of tbe triangle usually knows all the 
original sources of information, couriers, mail drops and editors in the unit. 
According te Gregory, the individual designated the "pole* would normally be 

. a Russian who in tarn would pass the information on to the proper authorities 
for transmittal to Moscow by diplomatio coded cable or diplomatic pouch. 

' will be seen, this system has as its purpose the security of the espionage 
organisetion. Any one member of the group with the exception of the "pole" 

who becomes compromised will be able to directly compromise the minimum of 
other individuals in the unit. This in intelligence parlance is generally 

. known as the double cutout system. It is possible to vary it, however, 1 
extensions to a triple or quadruple cutout system with little difficulty. (2) 4) 


As will be seen hereinafter, the NXVD was interested in securing 
all types of information including economic, political, social, industrial, 
technical and military. Instructions were often given to the courier to relate 
to the Silvermaster or Perlo group directing then to attempt to secure in- 
formation on specific matters. Requests for specific material, however, were 
comparatively limited, resulting in the conclusion that this particular 
parallel of Soviet espionage was operating more or less as a sponge accepting 
any type of zaterial that might become available from any source that could be 
recruited. To gain the full benefit of this type of operation, it is ab- 
solutely necessary that effective correlation be made on & higher level. It 
4s not possible to learn whether this actually occurred. It is quite 
obvious, however, that Gregory's handlers were well schooled in the operation 
of a secret intelligence service. In this regard some of the cautions expressed 
to Gregory to avoid detection or compromise are of interest { Go) C4 / 


m . Gregory was issued repeated warnings to take every precaution 
possible to detect a surveillance. This included a tour of New York City 
in order that s prior knowledge would be available of the location of drug 
stores with two exits, rest rooms with two exits, movie theaters and other 
egtablishments that gould be entered and left quickly eluding a surveillance. 








Gregory never departed from any premises at the same time with any individual 
with whom contact was mide for Soviet intellizence. Further, with respect 

to surveillanoes the instructions were issued to observe automobiles, and 
their occupants. When on foot, crossing and rocrossing the street was 
recounended end walking the opposite direction on one-way streets when an 
automobile surveillance was suspected. Ail contacts were made very cautiously 
and multiple appointments were the order of the day. For example a rendezvous 
would be set for 4:00, 6:00 and 8:00 o'clock on a certain date and the 
contact ultimately consuma ted at any one of these three times, Ca) 


Precautionary measures were taken concerning the maintenance of 
incriminating material on the premises of the courier and other units in 
the system. Methods were described whereby subsequent detection of the 
entrance of these premises clandestinely by outsiders could be determined, 
All incriminating material following its use was to be burned or flushed 
dowi the toilet. Couriers traveled with no marks of identification in their 
persons or on their clothing. keeting places in general were such public 
establishments as restaurants and theaters. Hotels, private homes and bars 
were avoided. When bulky material was transported it was left in a locker 
in & railroad or bus terminal and the key delivered to the individual who 
was ultimately to receive it. repeated cautions were given to all parti- 
cipante in this group to avoid discussing anything pertinent over the —

Another interesting factor is the manner in which finances were 

. handled. Couriers and persons serving in other capacities requiring re~ 
imbursenent did not receive a regular salary but did receive payment for 
traveling expenses and other incidentals. At least until tne fall or 53 
the whole service was operated on a very frugal basis. At least during the 
probationary period reimbursement for traveling and incidental expenses had 
to be supported in detail by receipts or sales slips. It is estimated by 
Gregory that Golos received tetween 12,600 and $3,000 every two months for’ 
the operation or his particuler parallel.

Money in some instances came to Golos through Gregory who received it from 
unidentified individuals believed to have been officially connected with the 
Soviet Consulate in New York City.

Party in 1930 and 1932 in California, member of the Hammer and SicKle Club, 
Chairman of the John Reed Club and allegedly a member of the Communist Party 
in the State of Califomia. He was described by one individual as being 
adept in "covering up" his membership in the Conmunist Party. When making 
an application for employment in the Treasury Department, prior to May, 1942, 
that Department developed information to the effect that Gaer was a Communist, 
propaganda chief for the Commnist Party, while employed in the Federal Writers 
Project in New York City. Gaer was actually employed by the United States 
PS Treasury Department for a considerable period preceding May 17, 1944, when 
his resignation took effect. He had attempted a transfer to the Office of 
x War Information which was cancelled for reasons not apparent, It is also 

interesting to note that while Gaer was staying with the Silvermasters,

He was finally discharged for ineffíciency, and because his associates had

matters. He is married to Vilada Friedel who was born in Brunn, Czechoslo- 
vakia on October 7, 1904. Their marriage was consummated on March 3, 1930, 
and in her naturalization record Milada Friedel indicated that her last - 
residence abroad was Moscow, Russia., Marsalka's father, George Marsalka, 
was also born in Czechoslovakia.

Background 


Irving Kaplan was first employed by the Federal Government in 1955 when 
he was eounected with the Works Progress A4ámsinistration. In August 1935, he was 
mamod as s Special Assistant to the Attorney General, Department of Justice. In 
February 1940, he became a Research Economist for the Federal Works Agency. In 
February 1942, he was Head Program Progress Analyst for the War Production Board. 
He went to the Foreign Economic Administration in September 1944, where he was in 
charge of Reconstruction and Foreign Economic Development. In June 1946, it was 
ascertained that Kaplan was employed in the Office of War Mobilisation. Prior 
to this time hs had been employed in the Treasury Department. He made at least one 
trip to Europe on Treasury business. He was employed in the Foreign Economic 
Administration before going to the Treasury Department.

White was the subject of an investigation conducted in 1942, predi- 
cated upon charges by the Special Committee on Un-American Activities of the 
House of Representatives, at that time headed by the Honorable Martin Dies. 

It was charged that White was a member of the Washington Committee for Demo- 
eratic Action, which had bem declared a subversive organisation by the Attorney 
General, thereby indicating a possible violation of the Hatch Act. Inquiries 
determined that White's name did not appear in the active indices of the 
Washington Committee for Democratic Action; however, it was ascertained the nane 
of Mrs, Anne Terry White, his wife, did appear in these indices. After prelimi- 
nary inquiries with no appreciable results, White himself was interviewed under 
oath on March 30, 19l2, at which time he denied membership in the Communist _ 
Party and in the Washington Committee for Democratic Action, He likewise de- 
nied mexbership in any organisation which he had reason to believe might be 
dominated by the Commnist Party or the policies of which were dictated by any 
foreign government.

During the several weeks prior to December 26, 1945, Alger Hise was 
primarily engaged in activities relating to his planned trip to London, England, 
as 4 representative of the State Department and during this period he made, so 
far as is known, no important contacts with other subjects ín this investigation.

Alger Hiss returned to the United States on February 22, 1946, and 
at bis request he was interviewed on March 25, 1946, During thie interview he 
advised that he was not much of & joiner but could have been on the mailing 
list of organisations of various kinds, but was unable to state whether this was 
a fect. He recalled that for a period of five or six months prior to his 
employment with the Depertment of Agriculture he was a menber of the International 
Juridical Association, which he characterised as a small group interested in 
labor law.

7 Allegations of Gregory 


Mpoording to Gregory, Jacob M, Golos, a former Soviet agent who 
died in November, 1945, had through Earl Browder, made contact with a 
Government underground Commmist group in Washington, D. C, Subsequent 
to the death ef Jacob dolos, Marl Browder arranged a meeting between this 
group and Gre in the apartment of John J. Abt, in Neu York City. Gregory 
stated that at the first meeting with this group, four individuals were 
introduced, namely Victor Perlo, Charles Kramer, Henry Magdoff, and Edward 
Fitzgerald, During this meeting these individuels cussed the payment of 
their Communist Party dues to Gregory, aa well aa the fact that Gregory would 
furnish them with Oommunist Party literature, It was apparent that these 
individuals, including John Abt, had been associated for some time and had 
engaged in espionage for Earl Browder, During the meeting, they discussed the 
type of intelligence information which they would be able to furnish to Gregory. 
It was ascertained thet Magdoff, who at that time had just returned from a 
period of approximately six months of hospitalisation, expected to return to 
his job with the War Produstion Board, in Washingtor, D. C., and was uncertain 
as to what specifics type of information he would be able to furnish.

It is interesting to note with 
regard to Abt that at the first meeting described above in Abt's apartment 
Victor Perlo asked Gregory if the information his group was furnishing was 
going to "Uncle Joe," at which juncture Abt appeared extremely amused.

`` Abraham Benedict Weinstein) and that her husband had also hed sone dental 
work done. Elson went out of her way to impress upon Gregory that the purpose 
of her visit to Dr. Weinstein was actually for dental treatment.

Elson in the course of the conversation indicated that she and her 
husband were getting along satisfactorily financially in spite of the fact that 
her husband was attending school full time. Gregory ia of the opinion this 
might have some significance inasmech as during the few months of Elson's 
employment in the U. S. Service and Shipping Corporation she was constantly 
drawing her salary checks several days in advance. Elson at the conclusion 
of the conference invited Gregory to lunch on January 23, 1946.

apparently travels in social circles where the individuals are identified 
às associated with the Commnist Party or Communist front groups. Since 
July, 1946, she has been employed by the Caracul Fur Company, 247 West 49th 
Street, New York City. 


Although Ray Elson has not been at any time associated with an agency 
of the United States Government or definitely established as having been in 
contact with individuals in this category, it was deemed worthwhile to include 
her in this memorandum since it is apparent that she is in contact with Soviet 
agents. Assuming that this is true, she may in some way at the present time 
„be serving as an intermediary or rendering other services which actually are 
related to the present inquiry concerning underground Jovi et espionage activi- 
‘ties in the United States.

In Maroh, 1940, 
World Tourist, Incorporated, and Jacob W. Golos, whose real neme is Jacob Raisin,

Government. The corporation was fined $500 and Golos received a penitentiary 
sentence.

Shipping Corporation, New York City, first appeared at the New Haven Office 
of the FBI on August 23, 1945, when she reported her suspicions of a Lieutenant 
Peter Heller of the New York State National Guard with whom she had been 
i associated. She suspected him of impersonating a Government officer and she

1, ALLEGATIONS OF ELIZABETH TERRILL BENTLEY CONCERNING 
SOVIET ESPIONAGE IN THE UNITED STATES EXTENDING INTO 
AGENCIES OF THE U, S. GOVERNMENT tU 


On November 7, 1945, Miss Bentley appeared at the New York Office 
of the FBI and furnished information at length concerning her own activities, as 
well as the activities of others, in Soviet espionage which, she claimed, extended 
into agencies of the U. S. Government. She said that these espionage operations 
were in existence in this country at that time to the best of her ت‎ 720 e. She 
was interrogated by Agents of the New RECORDED - 78 termitt dugika óm X - 
month of November, 1945, and finally, on November 0 1945, s e she signed a 
statement which contained the following information: (u) 5 j9 
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Bentley described her affiliation with the Communist Party, 
beginning in 1934, and her subsequent activities in Communist front groups 
until 1939, when she was introduced to Jacob M. Golos of World Tourist, Inc., 
New York City. Thereafter, upon Golos’ instructions, she began securing 
information for him which was believed to be of interest to the Communist 
Party. She stated that in April, 1941, the U. S. Service and Shipping Corpor- 
ation was organized and she became an official of that organization. She 
described this Corporation as being established with money belonging to the 
Communist Party - USA or funds of the Soviet Union made available by Earl 
Browder, then the National Chairman of the Communist Party, Browder 
made available $15,000 and John Hazard Reynolds, the president of the Cor- 
poration who was personally selected by Browder, added another $5,000 
toward the capital. Bentley stated it had been claimed by Communist Party 
functionaries that the funds supplied by Browder were Communist Party 
funds but that Anatoli B. Gromov, former First Secretary of the Soviet Embassy, 
Washington, D. C., described these funds as ''Russian funds.'' Cu) 


Bentley stated that the U. S. Service and Shipping Corporation was 
a cover firm for Soviet espionage in the same category with World Tourist, Inc., 
with which Golos was associated up to the time of his death on November 25, 
1943. Basically, the purpose of the 0.5. Service and Shipping Corporation 
was to ship packages to Russia. As a matter of fact, she explained that World 
Tourist, Inc. acted as the receiving agent for this Corporation and the U. S. 
Service and Shipping Corporation acted as the bookkeeping agent for all these 


transactions, (u 


Bentley thereafter described her courier activities in connection 

with Soviet espionage, working on behalf of several principals, the first being 

Jacob M. Golos. These activities began during the Summer of 1941, while she 

was vice president of the .تا‎ ٠. Service and Shipping Corporation. She stated 

that through Golos she came in contact with a parallel of Soviet espionage in 

New York City and Washington, D. C. One of the groups in Washington, D. C. 

was described by her as the ''Silvermaster Group'' headed by Nathan Gregory 

Silvermaster, and another was described by her as the ''Perlo Group'' headed 

by Victor Perlo. Besides these groups she met other individuals in Washington 

and New York City who were not connected with any particular group. She stated 

that these persons were either employed in agencies of the U. S. Government ^u

had contacts therein from whom they secured material which was made avail- و‎

able to her for transmittal to Golos and his successors, This material was 
made available to Bentley verbally, requiring its recording in shorthand 
which she later transcribed, and also in the form of written reports, actual 
documents and exposed but undeveloped film. The photographing of the 
material, according to Bentley, was done in the basement of Silvermaster's 
home in Washington, D. C., by William Ludwig Ullmann who was a Captain 
in the Army Air Forces. ) 


Bentley named other principals for whom she worked as a courier 
after Golos' death, These persons were known to her only by cover names 
such as ''John,'' ''Margaret,'' ''Catherine,'' Jack," Bill," and “AL” 
Margaret has been identified as Olga Borisovna Pravdina, a former employee 
of Amtorg Trading-Corporation, a Soviet purchasing agency in New York City. 
"Al'' has been identified as Anatoli Borisovich Gromov, a former First 
Secretary of the Soviet Embassy in Washington, D. C. Bentley was unable to 
state specifically to whom ''Margaret,'' "Catherine, ''Jack,'' ''Bill'' or ۳ 
furnished the information that she turned over to them. However, she said that 
certain items were selected by Golos who made them available to Earl Browder, 
Browder, in most instances, kept this information for delivery to a third person, 
since he did not wish to become compromised in the collection oi this material. 
According to Bentley, Browder was cognizant of the activities of Golos and his 
use of her as a courier, مر‎ 


Bentley advised that through the groups previously mentioned in 
Washington and New York City, the Soviet Intelligence Service was successful . 
in securing material from the Department of State, Office of Strategic Services, 
the Treasury Department, the War Department, the Department of Justice, the 
Foreign Economic Administration and numerous other agencies of the Federal 
Government, In many instances the documents themselves were made available 
from these agencies for copying verbatim or for photographing in the basement 
of the Silvermaster home where a photographic laboratory was located. In the 
course of her disclosure she mentioned the names of over 100 persons. However, 
as a result of her allegations 51 of these persons were deemed of sufficient 
importance to warrant investigative attention by the Bureau. Of these 51 individ- 
uals, 27 were employed in agencies of the U. S. Government on November 7, 1945, 
when Bentley made her allegations to the New York Office of the Bureau. The 
names of these 27 persons and the agency in which they were employed in

Original FBI Investigation and Distribution

After Bentley's allegations, the Bureau began an extensive investi- 
gation in an effort to prove or disprove her story. ' A]'' was identified as (W 
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Anatoli Borisovich Gromov on November 2[, 1945, through surveillance of 

a meeting between him and Bentley in New York City. Thereafter investi- 
gation was directed toward those individuals in Washington and New York 
named by Bentley who were regarded as the most important in the light of 
their Government positions and their comparative usefulness to the Russians 
as reflected in Bentley's statement. The activities of Gromov were closel 
covered until his departure for the Soviet Union on December 7, 1945. (U 


Bentley's allegations were made known to Brigadier General Harry 
Hawkins Vaughan, Military Aide to the President, by letter dated November 8, 
1945, The names and positions of those employed in the Government, accord- 
ing to Bentley, were mentioned in this letter as well as the fact that the 
Bureau was vigorously pressing the investigation. 0 


On November 15, 1945, pursuant to instructions from President 
Truman, you met with Secretary of State James F. Byrnes, at which time 
you orally advised the Secretary of State of Bentley's allegations and the 
names of the most prominent individuals in the Government alleged by her 
to be engaged in Soviet espionage. اس١‎ 


Bentley's allegations were made known to the Attorney General 
in a summary entitled ‘‘Soviet Espionage in the United States'' dated Novem- 
ber 27, 1945, furnished him on December 4, 1945, Bentley's allegations were 
set out in a section of this summary. (4) 


Il. SUMMARY OF FBI INVESTIGATION 


This section reflects that prior to November 7, 1945, when Bentley 
made her allegations, the FBI had made investigations concerning many of 
the persons named by her. These include Hatch Act investigations, Applicant 
investigations for other Government agencies and Communist investigations 
The results of these various investigations are contained in this section. u) 


This section of the brief also deals with the allegations of Bentley 
concerning each member of the Silvermaster and Perlo Groups and some of 
the more important individuals of the miscellaneous groups mentioned by her. 
It also reflects the results of the Bureau's investigation as to each person in 
an effort to substantiate her allegations. (u)

This section does not attempt to cover the entire investigative 
results of the Bureau with respect to Bentley's allegations but includes only 
the pertinent corroborative information developed during the investigation.

III. DISTRIBUTION OF MATERIAL CONCERNING THOSE EMPLOYED

alleged were engaged in Soviet espionage. This distribution included reports 
and memoranda regarding these individuals before and after November 7, 1945, 
It is noted that the Bureau made distribution to interested Government agencies 
on 13 of these persons prior to November 7, 1945.

IV. SUMMARY OF PROSECUTIVE STEPS (4) 


This section of the brief reflects that Bentley's allegations were 
first called to the attention of the Attorney General on November 15, 1945. At 
this time authority was requested of the Attorney General to install a technical 
surveillance on the residence of Nathan Gregory Silvermaster in Washington, 
D. C., who was described as the alleged head of an underground espionage group 
operating in Washington, D. C. A similar request was made of the Attorney 
General on November 28, 1945, for a technical surveillance on the residence of 
Alger Hiss of the State Department. In this request it was stated that Bentley 
had alleged that Hiss was engaged in Soviet espionage and that he was an em- 
ployee of the State Department. Both of these surveillances were authorized 
by the Attorney General and were subsequently installed. Other requests for 
authorization of technical surveillances on subjects in this case were made of 
the Attorney General during the month of November, 1945, which were authorized 
and later installed. The Attorney General was advised of Bentley's

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allegations on December 4, 1945, when he was furnished with a summary 
entitled ''Soviet Espionage in the United States'' dated November 27, 1945. (U) 


Investigative summaries in this case were furnished to the Attorney 
General dated February 21, 1946 and October 21, 1946. On November 27, 1946, 
this case was presented to the Attorney General for his decision as to possible 
prosecution and for any further action he desired of the Bureau. cu 


Investigative reports setting out in detail Bentley's signed state- 
ment and other reports reflecting the results of interviews with subjects in 
this case were made available to the Attorney General as set out in this 
section, Information is also contained herein that reports reflecting the 
results of the Bureau's investigation were not furnished to the Attorney 
General in view of publicity that had stemmed from a source in or near the 
Department accurately relating the background in this case and predicting 
the Department's contemplated course of action in connection with it, This 
decision was made by the Bureau on January 22, 1947, and was agreed upon 
by Assistant Attorney General Theron L. Caudle. Investigative reports, 
however, were made available for appropriate review by Departmental 
attorneys who handled this case before & Federal Grand Jury in New York city. u) 


The identities of persons interviewed upon instructions of the 
Department are contained herein. Cu 


The facts in this case were presented to a Federal Grand Jury in 
the Southern District of New York by T. Vincent Quinn, Assistant Attorney 
General in charge of the Criminal Division, and Thomas J. Donegan, Special 
Assistant to the Attorney General en June 16, 1947. The names of the subjects 
and other persons who appeared before the Grand Jury and the statement 
reflecting the substance of their testimony is set out in this section, 


No evidence in this case was presented to the Federal Grand Jury 
in New York City after April 7, 1948, and to date no indictments have been 
returned, This Grand Jury, however, on July 20, 1948, returned indictments 
against 12 members of the National Board of the Communist Party for 
violation of the Registration Act of 1940, commonly referred to as the Smith 


Act. 0

Treasury Department to determine if information developed 
theretn was properly disseminated; to consider the need 
for additional investigation to determine the extent of 
Communist influence upon the monetary poltcy of the 
United States.

The report of the Subcommittee investigating the 
Institute of Pacific Relations of the Senate Committee on 
the Judiciary recommends that consideration be given to 
investigating possible Communist infiltration into, afd 
influence upon, the Treasury Department and other agencies 
forming and administering fiscal and monetary policies and 
affairs of the United States.  Inasmuch as ihe McCarran 
Committee has recommended this inquiry, a review was made 
to determine tf proper dissemination has been made of the 
information developed tn these cases. A review has been — 
made of the files of those subjects of the Gregory Case 2 
who were employed in the Treasury Department. The identity 
of these subjects is set forth hereinafter. The tnitial 
investigation of all Gregory Case subjects was handled in 
the case entitled "Nathan Gregory Silvermaster, was., et al, 
Esptonage - R (Gregory Case)," and the investigation was 
instituted in November, 1945. On March و11‎ 1949, the field 
was instructed to report information in individual case files 
and since that time individual reports have been disseminated 
as the case díctates.

Two extensive summary memoranda have been prepared 
summartzing pertinent developments of the Gregory Case. These 
memoranda set forth the part played by each tndividual subject

ts concerned these set forth the allegations of Elizabeth 
Terrill Bentley, background of the individual and the 

results of our investigation. The first summary memorandum 
consisting of 194 pages and índez was prepared on February 21, 
1948.

Again other dissemination was made of this summary memorandum 
but it is not pertinent to this inquiry. 


These memoranda were all inclusive up to the tine 
written, and presented a clear picture of the part played by 
ihe various subjects in the Gregory Case. The memoranda 
reflect the association of the vartous individuals tn the 
Treasury Department as well as the other subjecta of the 
Gregory Case. The Treasury Department would have been able 
to perceive the extent of each person's involvement from a 
review of these memoranda, The extent of the disséminatton 
of individuo) cose reports will be handled below. 


It is interesting to note that of the Gregory Case 


subjects employed in the Treasury Department, all but one had 
resigned by the end of 1947. The policy has been not io make 
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dissemination of reports in individual cases to the 
Treasury Department when the subject has left the Treasury 
Department unless there is some specific reason that the 
Treasury Department should be advised of the results of the 
investigation such as an individual employed by the 
Internattonal Monetary Fund. 


The one individual who remained in the Treasury 
Department unttl 1950, Solomon Adler, was the subject of a 
Loyalty of Government Employee investigation, and copies 
of the reports were furnished to the Civil Service Commission 
for transmittal to the Treasury Department.

On 
April 7, 1947, he resigned as Executive Director of the 
International Monetary Fund. <A special memorandum reflect- 
tng the results of the investigation of Harry Dexter White 
and his assoctates was submitted to the President on 
February 1, 1946. White had been the subject of a Hatch 
Act investigation and coptes of the reports were forwarded 
to the Treasury Department. White dted in 1948. 
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It ts interesting to note that all of the above 
individuals, with the exception of Nathan Gregory Silvermaster, 
were employed in the Division of Monetary Research. White 
was the first Director and later became the Assistant 
Secretary of Treasury in charge of the Division of Monetary 
Research. Coe and Glasser served as Directors of the 
Diutston of Monetary Research and Taylor served as an 
Assistant Director. The others served as economic analysts. 


The summary memoranda previously mentioned show 
the extent of the above indtutduals' participation in Soviet 
espionage and their Communist Party membership where that 
was the case. The McCarran Committee has recommended that 
an inquiry should be made into the possible Communist 
infiltratton of the Treasury Department. The summary memo- 
randa presented the picture of the Communist infiltration 
into the Division of Monetary Research. This phase of the 
contemplated inquiry by the McCarran Committee has been 
covered by our previous investigation. It must be born in 
mind that the Gregory Case wae an esptonage case. The scope 
of the investigation was dtrected toward establishing whether 
or not evidence could be secured which would corroborate the 
allegations of Elizabeth Terrill Bentley. The investigation 
wads not directed toward ascertaining the extent of the 
Communist influence upon the monetary policy of the United 
States Government. Circumstantially it could be satd that 
there must have been some influence upon the monetary policy 
of the United States, since an Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury, who had formerly been Director, two Directors, 
who had formerly been Assistant Directors, an Assistant 
Director, and some of the economic analysts of the Division 
of Monetary Research were either Communist Party members or 
sympathizers to the Communist Party policy and were supplying 
information io a Soviet spy network. 
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It is realized that this, in and of itself, does 
not prove the erient of the Communist influence. Our filee 
show an association between these men and their activities 
but not the extent of their influence on monetary poltctes. 


White, Glasser and Coe have represented the United 
States at international conferences. White is reported to 
have been influential in the Treasury Department. This 
information is contained in the disseminated summary memo- a 
randa. The question comes to the fore whether or not at 
this time further tnvestigation should be undertaken to 
establish the extent of the Communist influence upon the 
monetary policy of the United States Government. Some of 
the reasons favoring a further investigation would be: 


(1) It would be a security investigation. 


(2) The FBI has the responsibility for investigat- 
ing Communists within the Government. 


(3) The McCarran Committee will study this matter 
tn the near future and we should have all available informa- 
iion. á 


In reply to some of these argumenta it is pointed 
out that the investigation of Communists that are in the 
Government today ts being handled at present under the LGE 
program on an individual case basis. Not one of these 
tndividuals ta in the employ of the Treasury Department at 
present. The extent oj the influence of this group upon 
the monetary policy of the United States is now history, 
as all but one left the Treasury Department in 1947, or 
prior to that. At this time such investigation would not 
appear to be the direct responsibility of the FBI. It would 
fall more logtcally within the province of an administrative 
inquiry by the Treasury Department, or possibly a congressional 
committee. The FBI is a fact finding organization; 8 
inquiry would be one of evaluation of the influence wielded 
by the vario e individuals within the Division of Monetary 
Research. 
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The Gregory Case was an espionage case and not 
a case designed to determine the extent of the Communist 
influence upon the monetary policy. Our investigation 
was directed toward determining whether US Government 
informatíon was being turned over to the Souvtet espionage 
apparatus. If we were to conduct an investigation now 9 
into the influence of this group tt would appear to be 
necessary to advise the Treasury Depariment of the real 
reason we are making this investigation; namely, that the 
McCarran Committee contemplates making such an investigation «~ 
in the near future. If we were not to advise the Treasury 
Department of the real reason, the Bureau could be opening 
ttself to unjustified criticism. It would appear very 
unusual to be making this inquiry five years after the 
bulk of this group left the Treasury Department and two 
yearsafter the last one left. The unknowing outsider or 14 
the Treasury Department, if not told the real reason for 
the investigation, would possibly criticize the Bureau 
Jor a delayed investigation. This would be unjustiftable 
since it was outside the scope of our previous inquiry. 


From a review of the files tt is felt that proper 
dissemination has been made. Further investigation to 
determine the ertent of the Communist influence, mainly 
of the Gregory Case subjects, upon the monetary poltoy of 
the United States is not being recommended.

apparent in ihe latter part of 1942 or the ear ly parv of 1943. At that 


time, this source was in direct contaci with Nathan Gregory Silvermaster, 
hís wife, Helen Witte Silvermaster, and William Ludwig Ullmann, all of 
whom for several years have resided at 5515 Thirtieth Street, N.T., 
Washington, D. C. Both Nathan Gregory Silvermaster and Willian Ludwig 
Ullmann were then and are now, employees of the Untted States Treasury 
Department. Mra. Helen Witte Silvermaster is unemployed. 


Through comments made by Stlvermaster, his wife and Ullmann, 
tke source learned that White was supplying them with information 
cansisting of documents presumably obtained by him in the course of 
his duties as Assistant Secretary of the United States Treasury 
Department, The source in this regard recalls definitely having seen 
documents at the Silvermaster residence, which documenta. were brought

the source states that it consisted of reports of a varied nature

were made available through these Ghannele. These documents had 
usually been réduced to photographs by the time they were observed by 
the source but on occastons this source had the opportunity of viewing 
the original documents themselves. Suffice tt to say, during the 
investigation of these charges, it was learned that a "complete 
photographic laboratory erista in the basement of the Silvermastier 
home sufficiently well equipped for the copying of documents. This 
includes an enlarger, developing equipment and all the necessary 
chemicals and other incidentals. 

These documents whether consisting of notes taken therefrom, 


verbatim copies, developed photographic n@gatives or undeveloped 
photographic negatives were delivered through channels to Jacob X.

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Golos, @ known Soviet agent, who died on November 27, 1943, and who was 
then secretary of World Tourists, Inc., a New York corporation chartered 
June 10, 1927. Jacob M. Golos whose real name is Jacob Raisin pleaded 
guilty to an indictment along with World Tourists, Ince, charging 
fatlure to register as agents of the Soviet Government in March, 1940. 
He received a fine of $500 and a jail sentence of four months to one year 
which was later changed to probation. The source in this matter states 
that material collected tn thia particular parallel af Saviet espionage 
was all channelled through Golos to an individual who haa been tentatively 
identified as Dr. Abraham Benedict Weinstein, a practicing dentist 
residing at 28 Fifty-third Street, New York City. Weinstein in turn 
passed the material to a Bussian contact who in turn channelled the 
information to the Soviet diplomatic establishment in this country. It 
can logically be presumed after arrival at this destination that material 
of primary interest to the Sovtets was forwarded to. Moscow, U.S.S.R. via 
diplomatic code and material concerning which there was no urgency, 
reached that destination through the Soviet Diplomatic Pouch. 


i Subsequent to the death ef Golos, the material: gathered by the 
Silvermasters and Ullmann originating with White, was traced by this 
source through an unknown individual to Anatole Borosouteh Gromov, former 
First Secretary of the Soviet Embassy, Washington, D. C. Suspicions 
had previously surrounded the activities of Gromou to the effect that he 
was the successor to Vassili Zubilin, reported head of ihe NEVD, one of 
the primary branches of Soviet Intelligence in North America. Zubilin 
returned to Moscow, U.S.S.B. in the late summer of 1944, and Gromov 
departed from ihe United States for Moscow, U.S.S.R. on December 7, 
1945. From all appearances, the position previously held by Gromov to 
whom this material was transmitted prior to his departure, is now held 
by Fedor Alezeevich Garantn, an official of the Soviet Enbasay, 
Washington, D. C. a ^ ps 


After identifying the channel through whtch material from the 
United States Treasury Department passed from White.to the Soviet Embassy, 
Washington, D.C., the source commented that it was apparent from 
conversations overheard tn the Siluermaster home that. Fhite was considered 
one of the most valuable assets in this particular parallel of Soviet 
Intelligence. This view was taken since tn his capacity as Assistant 
Secretary of the United States Treasury, those individuals whom this 
group was anzious to have Gesigned there could secure employment. Among . 
individuals in this category are Villiam Ludwig Ullmann, Willtam Henry — 
Taylor and Sonya Steinman Gold, who will be discussed im more intimate 
detail heretnafter, The source also reports that White was regarded as 
a valuable adjunct to Soviet espionage because of his close relation- 
ship with former Secretary of the United States Treasury Henry 
Morgenthau, Jr. and was felt to be in a position to secure favorable 
consideration for the U.S.S.R. in financial matters,  § . 

Following the death of Jacob M. Golos, known Soviet agent, a 
discussion was had between Silvermaster and his immediate superior in 


Soviet espionage, who has not been identified to date, as to the 


advisability of introducing White directly to the Russian contact to 
whom this unknown intermediary delivered ihe material originating with 
White. Silvermaster was not in favor of taking this action and . 
presumably this meeting vas never arranged. AAR AZA} 
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The source recalls that sometime in the summer or fall of 1943, 
` the Siflvermasters believed it desirable to have someone — as 6 
secretary to White in order to facilitate the obtaining of tnformation 
Jrom his office for delivery to Soviet esptonage agents. As a result of 
these deliberations, Mrs. Helen Witte Silvermaster went to one of the 
Communist functionaries in Washington, D.C., and from thie source secured 
the name of Sonia Steinman Gold. Eventually, Mrs. Gold through arrangement 
with White, obtained a position as one of the secretgries in the United 
States Treasury Department. As a result of this employment, Mrs. Gold 
obtained documents from White's office, which she copted and made her 
notes avatloble to Mrs, Helen Witte Silvernaster. The source does not 
recall specifically but it ts recollected the information which Mrs, Gold 
obtained concerned princtpally the Treasury Department's opinions and 
recommendations concerning , Gpplicattons for loans made by the Chinese 
and Fremch Governments. It is also recalled by the source that some of 
this information concerned political reports regarding General DeGaulle, 
which found their way into White's office. The exact date of the 
employment of Mrs. Gold with the United States Treasury Department is 
not readily available; however, it te significant to note that she has 
been employed for a considerable period as secretary or assistant 
secretary to White. She wae on maternity leave during the fall of 5 
and was expected to return to her employment shortly after January 1, 1946. 


This source also reported the existence of another parallel of 
Soviet Intelligence operating within the United States Government and 
headed by Victor Perlo. The information gathered from the Perlo group was 
channelled through Jacob M. Golos and on to the Soviet diplomatic 
establishment in the same manner as outlined for the operation of the 
Stlvermaster group. Thís ts true both before and subsequent to the death 
of Golos on November 27, 1943, Victor Perlo as late ٥ October, 1945, was 
a statistician tn the Yor Production Board, 


The source relates that because of the relationships existing 
between Golos and the Perlo group, another individual, namely, Harold 
Glasser, appeared tn the picture, Glasser for a period ta 1844, according 
to the source, was outside the United States in some capacity for the 
United States Treasury Department. He returned to the United tates 
probably in the early fall of 1944, and thereafter was employed in the 
United States Treasury Department. It {8 contended by the source that 
Glasser was rather closely associated with White and may have served as 
his asstetant. Glasser was able to supply general information concerning 
the activities of the United States Treasury Department, particularly 
Where they concerned proposed loans to foreign Countries, He also 
supplied information originating tn the Foreign Economic Administration 
whitch had been sent to the United States Treasury 702009 for action 
or " information, ۱ " 


The above summary of information i8 complete asa tt concerns 
the material known to this source regarding White. 


BACKGROUND OF HARRY DEXTER WHITE 


Harry Dexter White was born tn Boston, Massachusetts, 


October 29, 1892, Since 1939 he has resided with his wife, Anne Terry 
White, and two daughters at 6810 Fairfax Road, Edgenore, Bethesda, 
Maryland, 
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During the first World War he served as a First Lieutenant 
in the Infantry of the United States Army and spent same time over- 
aesa during his service from April, 1917 to February, 1919. Following 
his return to the United States he directed the American Exrpedittonary 
Force Orphan Asylum for the period of two years, He attended Stanford 
University where he obtained @ Bachelor of Arta degree in 1924, and a 
Master of Arts degree in 1925, He waa awarded a Doctor of Philosophy 
degree by Harvard University tr 1935. His legal residence is in the 
State of Wisconsin and he served as Professor of Economics for two 
years at Lawrence College in Appleton, Wisconsin. He was alao an in- 
atructor in Economica ae Harvard University for a period of air. years.

In June, 1934, Professor Jacob Viner of the Univeratty of 
Chicago brought Mr. White to the United States freasury Department to 
wake a special study. He was employed in the Office of the Secretary 
of the Treasury as an economic analyst from June 20 to October 4, 1994. 
From October 5 to October 31, 1984, he served as Chief Economic Frpert 
with the United States Tariff Commission. Following this, he served 
as Trine سے‎ Economic Analyst, Division of Research and Statistics, 
Treasury Department, from November 1, 1934, to October 1, 1856. 


It is noted that during the year 1935 he was sent to England 
to study economic and monetary questions. He became Assistant Director 
tn the Division of Research and Statistics, United States Treasury 
Department, und served ín this capacity from October, 1936 to March 25, 
1938, when on the latter date he became Director of Monetary Research 
and continued in that position until Auguat 5, 1941.

COLLATERAL INFORMATION AVAILABLE PRIOR I0 NOVEMBER, 1945 


White was the subject of an investtgation conducted in 1942, 

Predicated upon charges by the Spectal Committee on Un-American Activ- 

, tities of the House of Representatives, at that time headed by the 
Honorable Martin Dies. It was charged that White was a member of the 
Washington Committee for Democratic Action, which had been declared a 
subversive organisation by the Attorney General, thereby indicating a 
possibie violation of the Hatch Act. Inquiries determined that White 's 
name did not appear tn the active indices of the Washington Committee 
for Democratic Action; however, it was ascertained the name of Mrs. — 
Anne Terry White, his wt fe, did appear in these indices. ter pre- 
liminary inquiries with no apprectable results, White himself was 
inierviewed under oath on March 30, 1948, at which time he denied 
membership in the Communiat Party and in the Washington Committee for 
Democratic Action. He likewise dented membership tn any organtsatton 
whtch he had reason to believe might be dominated by the Communist 
party or the poltctes of which were dictated by any foreign govern- 
ment. The great part of the interview vas ihe denunctation on the 
part of White of this type of tnvestigation being conducted on the 
baste of the reports of the Dies Committee. He admitted that hia wife 

had contributed to the League of Women Shoppers and alao contributed 
to the Spanish Relief during the Spanish Civil War. . The League of 
Women Shoppers te allegedly a Communiasat front organtaation and the 
poltcy of the Communist Party was to give such aeatstance tn the form 
of reltef and otherwise to the cause of Loyaliet Spain during the - 
Spanish Civil War. 





Through the estranged wife of one of the individuals re- 
portedly serving ae a source of information for Soviet Intelligence, 
the names of a number of persona reportedly tdenti fied as members of 
the underground Communist group in Washington, D. O. were secured. 
Among other names was that of Abraham George Silverman, who was 
formerly employed by the Railroad Retirement Board and the United 
States Army Air Forces and ta presently employed by the French

mention of Silverman, it was alleged that he worked through close | 
friends who are indebted to him, including White and others. It is 
pertinent to note that Silverman was also prominently mentioned by 
the source of information on White as an important element of the 
Soviet espionage parallel, chanelling information through the Silver- 
masters to the Soviet Government. Some of the material which Silver- 
man delivered to the Silvermasters reportedly came from White. 
Silverman apparently was one of the main collectors of information 
from various officials in the United States Government and which in ` 
considerable volume, he delivered to the Silvermasters for photo- 
graphing and transmittal to the Russians. This photographic work 

as stated heretnbefore, was done in the basement of the Silvermaster's 
home. William Ludwig Ulmann, who maintains mutual residence with the 
Silvermasters, did the actual work of photographing after training 
himself specially for this purpose.

During February, 1945, White served as a member of a‏ 
delegation to the Pan-American Conference of Foreign Ministers at‏ 
Mexico City, Merico. According to press releases, his primary‏ 
interest in attendance at this Conference was to act as an advisor‏ 
on the methods of preventing Aris leaders from cashing funds in‏ 
"safe haven,"‏ 


In July, 1945, a clerical employee of the Passport 
Division of the Department of State, who was formerly employed as 
a clerk by the Soviet Government Purchasing Commission, was allegedly 
purlotning certain information from the official records of the | 
Department of State for transmittal to unknown persons. This indi- 
vidual had reportedly stated that.he «new a man or men who would pay 
him $1,000 for the information he had collected in the courseof his 
enployment. In his application for employment with the Department 
of State, White was listed as a reference and recommended him highly. 
This circumstance ts being set forth in view of the allegations 
enumerated hereinbefore to the effect that White was considered of 
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persons who could be of assistance to Soviet espionage. 


In October, 1945, tt was learned through reltable sources 
that functionaries of the National Council of Amertcan-Soviet 
Friendship, Inc. were considering inviting White to be a speaker at 
ghe organization's rally scheduled for November l4, 1945, at Ma?ison 

quare Garden, New York City. This organization whose objectives 
are to propagandise the Soviet Union is reliably reported by many 
sources to be completely under Communist control. Its functtonartes 
who are responsible for ite policies and the issuing of such in- 

vi tations include known members of the Communist Party, numerous 
apologists for the Soviet Union and suspected Soviet agente. 


During the investigation of Philip Jacob Jaffe, editor of 
"Amerasia," who was arrested in June, 1945, for the possession of 
documents taken from the Department of State, tt was learned that he 
had been in frequent contact with Andrew Roth. During one of these 
contacts, the question was disoussed as to whether. one of their 
sources in the Treasury Department on Far Eastern Affairs would lose 
‘hia position if Secretary Morgenthau were to be replaced. It was 
concluded that he would retain his position on the baste of his own 
merits and then a veiled reference was made to White who was dese 
cribed as "pretty widely respected." Jaffe'a counter-remark to 
this was, "Yes, but he is pretty radical," leaving the innuendo that 
with the change tn Secretaries of the Treasury, White might not 
remain in his position.

Drew Pearson, as obtaining considerable information on Far Eastern 
Affairs that other individuals did not get because of his United 
States Treasury connecttons. Roth stated that Carr was seeing 
White once a week and spending considerable time with him. 


Subsequent to the receipt of the information above, White 
was interviewed with respect to persons apprehended along with 
Jaffe for the receipt of official documents of the Department of 
State. He stated that he did not recall any instances where there 
had been leaks of information tn the Treasury Department or where 
documents had been taken or material given to unauthorized indi- 
viduals. He denied being acquainted with Jaf fe but indicated that 
numerous persons have visited him since he has been working in the 
Treasury Department and it ts possible that he had met Jaffe but he 
does not recall this meeting. He denied knowing any other principals 
in the Jaffe case but stated that the name of John Service, an 
employee of the Department of State indicated in this case, was 
familiar to him and he believes that Service's name was mentioned 
to him by Irving Se Friedman. Friedman ta in fact the individual 


that Roth and Jaffe were discussing above @s to whether he would lose 


kis position in the Treasury Depertment tn the event of the 


resignation of Secretary Morgenthau. 


“White stated further during this interview that Friedman 
was an employee in the Treasury Department handling matters dealing 
with monetary affairs in the Far East. He indicated that he himself 
had brought Friedman to the Treasury Department approrimately five 
or six years previously at which time Friedman was working either 
for the British or the Italian Government on affairs in India. He 
contended that he had no reason whatsoever io question the integrity 
of Frtedman. White pointed out that because of the nature of 
Friedman's work he must necessarily know a number of persona in 
the field of Far Eastern Affatre because that fteld in the number 
of ínformed persons ts limited. Further, White stated thet Friedman 
had authority to take papers with him to hts home at night the same 
.€8 other officials tn the Treasury Department. It ia to he noted 
that Friedman admitted being acquainted with Jaffe. He wrote an 
article for "Anerasia," of which he knew Jaffe to be editor, but 
declined writing similer articles after employment by the Treasury 
Department. Friedman also admitted acquaintanceship with Service, 
Roth and other individuals imvolved in the Jaffe case. 


During the tnuestigation of the Jaffe case, tt was 
developed that the principals therein were reported on numerous 
occasions to be sympathetic with the Soviet policy aa it concerns 
China. With this in view, documents concerning the foreign policy 
of this Government relating to China were those primarily desired 
by Jaffe for guidance tn the artíclesappearing tn hia publication, 
which itself followed the Communtst Party line. 








RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION SINCE NOVEMBER, 1945 PORTH PRA 
STAT 

Investigation of Whitel since November, 1945, has been conducted 
with the primary objective of proving or disproving the original charges 
enumerated hereinbefore. It should be realtzed that to prove these charget 
at this time when they relate to activities occurring in 1942 and 1943 ts 
practically impossible. Certain conclusions, however, may be made possible 
by establishing that White is tn fact acquainted with the Silvermasters, 
Ullmann and other individuals who, according to the source of this informa- 
tion, were serving a parallel of Soviet espionage assiduously during this 
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concerning situations prevailing “at the present time, such as the presence 
of a photographic laboratory eristing in the basement of the Silvernaster 
home, It will be noted hereinafter there appears to be a close inter- 
relationship between White and the other individuals mentioned prominently 
as active tn furthering interests of Russia. An attempt will be made not 
only to cover the activities of White directly with others named by the 
primary source of information in thts matter, but to also show that White

In early December, 1945, White proceeded to New York City for 
the purpose of having certain dental work done and to make certain contacts. 
It was reported by a highly confidential source that on December 6, 1945, - 
White was in contact with his wife from New York City, at which time he 
advised he vas staying with Dr. Abraham Wolfson of Newark, New Jersey. 
It is known that while visiting the Woijfson family White took thie opportun- 
ity to view certain real property in New Jersey with a view to tts pur- 
chase, After his return to Washington, White is known to have stated on 
one occasion that one of his purposes in Og to New York was to see 
a number of reporters 0 ae. 


Later in the investigation, ft was learned that Dr. Abrahan 
Wolfson was in Washington, D. C., on December 29, 1945, and that he is 
a divorced brother-in-law of Mrs. Harry Dexter White. Information was 
available prior to the present inquiries that Dr. Abraham WolfsSson, Si Lincoln 
Park, Newark, New Jersey, was listed as a member of the Washington Committee 
mea For Democratic Action in 1940.

NM Mention was made hereinbefore of contacts between White 
and Lee Pressman, General Counsel, CIO, Washington, D. C. At the 
outset it should be noted that Pressman has held his position since 
1935.

From 1929 to 1938 he 
was employed as an attorney in New York City and entered upon 
employnent with the Federal Government in 1983.

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As will be seen in the results of investigation since November 
1945, set out hereinbefore, considerable information is set forth con- 
cerning the persons with whom White has been in contact. In those ine 
stances where his contacts are not in substantiation of the original 
charges set forther hereinbefore, a brief statement was made concerning 
the identity of the individual ínvolved. However, in those instances 
where White has been in contact with persons directly related to the 
original charges, very little, if any, further identification was made 
incidental to the summary of the investigation, Ii was thoughtmore de- 
sirable to treat each of these persons separately.

The confidential source supplying the original charges set out 
hereinbefore has advised that in August, 1941, Jacob N. Golos made arran; 
ments for a courier to collect information from the Silvermasters for 
delivery to him and thence to the Soviet Government, It became increas- 
ingly more obvious that although the fiction was first used that this 
material was going to Earl Browder, that both the Silvermosters and Mina! 
were aware of its ultimate destination, namely, the Soviet Government.

His wife was unemployed, 
and Wiliiam Ludwig Ullmann was employed in the Treasury Department.

/— o  » Prior to the establishment of the courier system, when Golos 
was collecting. the information in Washington himself, the Source states 
the material was delivered.to an individual tentatively identified as 
Gaik Ovakimian, a known Soviet agent who was allowed to depart from 
this country after having been indicted as an unregistered agent of 
the Soviet Government. Verbal instructions were delivered to the 
Silvermasters and Ulimann by the courier which received the information 
gathered by them. By the fall of 1942, original documents were being 
received by Ullmann and the Silvermasters secured from Government files 
to which they had access. It was at this time that Ullmann provided 
himself with a S5 milimeter camera and become prafictent in document 
photography. Many other details and contacts were reported concerning 
the Silvermasters; however, they had mo direct relationship to White 
other than io establish the conclusion that this particular parallel

In substanttation of the above atatements made by the confit- 
dential source, it will be noted that Silvermaster was born in Odessa, 
Russia, on November 27, 1898. He was naturalized as a United States 
citizen at San Francisco, California, in 1926, He attended the 
University of Washington, Seattle, Washington; Stanford University, 
Santa Clara, California, and the University of California, Berkeley, 
Caltfornia.

fessor Robert alezander Brady, head 8001061 Economist of the Office 
of Price Administration and a reported member. of the Communiat Party 
from 1932 to 1937,. Further, Silvermaster is known to be acquainted 
with individuals other than those named herein who are strongly sus- 
pected of Soviet espionage. ۱ 





Ura. Silvermaster was born in White Russia and after the 
Russian Revolution went to China where she married. After proceeding 
to the United States, exact date not known, she divorced her firat 
husband and married Silvermaster in 1928 or 1929, There is little 


information concerning her background; however, this much does à 
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substantiate what the mo ار‎ had to say in this regard. Helen 
Silvermaster was one of the leaders in the Washington Book Shop, the 
American League for Peace and Democracy, the Washington Committee for 
Aid to China, and probably the National Federation for Constitutional 
Liberties, according to the confidenttal source. At the same time the 
source indicated that her husband represented the OGPU (now the NKVD)

William Ludwig Ullmann, according to the original source, 
and as has been related hereinbefore, Jpeg at the residence of tho 


Silvermasters. He participated very closely with the Silvermasters 

in gathering material which passed through Jacob N. Golos to the Soviet 
Government. According to the source, Ullmann originally came from a 
wealthy family in Missouri. He later resided in New York City and 
finally procured a clerical position in a Government agency in 
Woshington, D. C. After making the acquaintance of the Silvermaster 
family, who recognized his potentialities, they facilitated his ob- 
taining a job in the United States Treasury Department. Besides the 
gathering of information, he did much of the photographing and pro- 
cessing of the material precedent to delivery to the courier which 
brought it into the hands of Golos,. In the fall of 1942, the source 
states that Ullmann’s induction into the United States Arny became 
imminent and there was considerable dtacussion on the part of 
Silvermaster and Ullmann aa to which branch of the service would seem 
most advantageous. The Navy and the Marine Corps were dismissed eince 
they concluded both branches were anti-Semitic, Realtging that Ullmann 
could not meet the physical requirements directly, it wae decided that 
he should watt until he was drafted. and attempt to he 8 to the 
Air Corps. Thia in fact was done, according to the informant, and 
Ullmann entered the Army as a private, Subsequently, he was promoted 
to a non-commissioned officer and later recommended for the Officer 
Candidate School. He was accepted and received hia oommiasion, — 
Silvermaster was most anzious for Ullmann to - be assigned to the 
Pentagon Butlding, and tt wae through Abraham George Silverman that 
this assignment was actually effected, Silverman during this period 
was a civilian employes of the War Department asetgned to the United

By investigation, it was determined that Ullmann was born on 
August 14, 1908, at Springfield, Missouri. He attended elementary 
school in that atate; received hie college education from Phillips 
Exeter Academy, Exeter, New Hampshire, and Harvard University. He 
resided in New York in 1934 and 1935. The latter year, however, he 


came to Washington n f. and &eoured hia JSiret nosition with the 
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United States Fovérnment with the NRA Consumers Advisory Board at a 
salary of $2,000 a year. It was also learned through the Local Draft 
Board where Ullmann registered under Selective Service that he re- 
ceived a communication dated November 9, 1940, over the signature of 
Harry Derter White, Director of Monetary Research of the United States. 
Treasury Department, requesting the deferment of Ullmann, Ullmann 
finally entered upon service with the United States Army on April 16, 
1943, and was separated from the Army on October 14, 1945, with the 
rank of Major in the Army Air Forces. He was assigned to the Pentagon 
Building, Room $4-E120. On return to civilian life, Ullmann again 
entered upon his employment with the United States Treasury Depart- 
ment, It is interesting to note that Ullmann ts assigned to the .

Schlomer Adler 


Schlomer Adler, more commonly known as Sol Adler, according 
to the original source of information, advised that during the latter 
part of 1942 and the early pari of 1843, his name arose in connection 
with this Soviet network. Letters were seen in the Silvermaster home 
written by Adler from Chungking, China, to the United States Treasury 
Department in. Washington, D. C., He, at that time, was the Treasury 
Department representative in China and the letters observed were of 
an official character. Presumably, they came into the possession of 
the Silvermasters through White. The Silvermasterse characterized 
Adler as an opportuntst but indicated they would have liked to place 
him in some strategic location in the United States Government. Adler 
was described as a dues paying member of the Communist Party. 


Investigation determined that Schlomer Adler was born on ۱ 
August 6, 1909, at Leeds, England. Hie length of employment with the 
Treasury Department is not known; however, on July 10, 1845, that De- 
partment requested his Local Draft Board to permit him to leave the 
country and travel to China as a representative of the Treasury De- 
partment. This request wae granted. It was also determined that 
Adler is a naturalized American oitizen and received hte final papers 
in September, 1940, Adler previously had served at the Ameritoan 
Embassy in Chungking, China, aa a representative of the Treasury De- 

` partment as early as 1941. In 1981, information was received from a 
confidential source, who in the past has been reliable, to the effect 
that Adler, dR employee of the United States Treasury Department, had 

, been sending weekly reports to the Communist Party. He was further. 
desortbed aa definitely a Communist and a close contact of Alexander 
Stevens, It was suspected that the Communist Party was playing the 
atock market and utilizing Adler's information in this connection.

۱ F According to the origtnal source of information tn this ۱ 
matter, White's position was considered most valuable by Silvermasier 
because of his ability to place in the Treasury Department those ir- 
‘dividuals whom this particular Soviet espionage group desired to have 
assigned there. Among those so assigned was 80۳16 Steinman Gold. It 
was sometime in the fall of 1943, that the Siluermasters believed it 
desirable to have someone placed as a secretary to White in order to 
facilitate obtaining information from his office.

| Further, the source states that in the spring of 1944, Bela 
Gold also known as Bill Gold, the husband of Jonie Gold, also appeared 
in this Soviet network. Gold had obtained a position in the Foreign 
Economic Administration and based on conversations overheard between 
the Silvermasters and Ullmann, tt was determined that he was supplying 
this group with what they considered excellent information regarding 
the internal situation in the Foreign Economic Administration. Gold 
vas considered to have done an excellent job in this regard by both 
Silvermaster and Ullmann and they discussed at one time the possibility 
of supplying him with a camera tn order that he might do his own photo- 
graphing at home, 


As related hereinbefore, investigation determined that Sonie 
Gold is in fact employed in the United States Treasury Department as a 
secretary or assisiant secretary to White. She was on maternity leave.

HAROLD GLASSER 


As it was indicated hereinbefore, the source of the original 
information in this case mentioned another branch of Soviet eapionage 
headed by Victor Perlo of whioh Harold Glasser was a member.

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in some Bapicity with the United States Treasury Department but he 
returned in the early fall of that year. Subsequent to that time 
he was stationed at the Treasury Department at Washington, D.C. 
where he was thought to have been an assistant to White or at least 
rather closely assoctated with him. Glasser, however, was transferred 
from the Perlo group to administration by Alger Hiss of the State Depart 
ment, who was also, according to the informant, supplying information to 
Soviet Intelligence. : ۱ . 


Investigation determined that Harold Glasser was born on 
November 23, 1904, in Chicago, Illinois. According to Selective 
Service records, he is employed as Assistant Director, Division of 
Monetary Research, United Stotes Treasury Department, and his immediate. 
superior is Harry Dexter White, Assistant Secretary of the Treasury. 

He attended the University of Chicago and Harvard University. He in 
fact resided outside the United States, part of the time in Ecuador, 
as is reflected hy a permit in the Selective Service records, issued 
on January 7, i948. His first residence abroad appears to have been 
in Ecuador; however, a passport was issued to him on February 1, 1943, 
for travel to Africa, Union of ,South Africa and Egypt where he was to 
be assigned to the Civil Affairs Section of General Eisenhower's Staff. 
Further, on February 12, 1944, tt was indicated that he was travelling 
abroad to Worth Africa, Spain, Portugal and Italy on business for the 
United States Treasury Department concerning ihe problems on foreign 
exchange in the countries enumerated. It ts known that he was back 

in the United States in the fall of 1944. Glasser has been described 
by numerous sources as a member of the Communtst Party and has been 
associated with many individuals against whom the same charge is made. 


IRVING KAPLAN 


According to the source of the original information, it is 
stated that Irving Kaplan was employed with the War Production Board © 
and was giving information which he obtained through hts agency to 
Abraham George Silverman. It wos through Silvermaster that it was 
learned that the material from Kaplan channelled through Silverman, 
was actually being received by Silvermaster for passing along to Golos 
and thence to the Soviet Government. Xaplan was described as a dues- 
paying member of the Communist Party. When last heard of by the source, 
he was employed with the Foreign Economic Administration. .

Helen Silvermaster 
and is acquainted with Nathan Gregory Silvermaster and Ulman 
During these contacts it was apparent that she was bring 
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pressure through Ulmann Ei تی‎ to have her husband released 
fron the Army in Furope tn order that he might return to his position 
in the Treasury Department. Irving Kaplan communicated with his wife 
to the effect that she should contact Frank Coe and advise him that 

no confirming cable concerning his release had been received as yet 
but that a person named Niron had cabled Colonel Bernard Bernstein: 
and White on December 11, 1945, requesting Kaplan's immediate recall 
on account of urgent natters pending. All of these individuals have 
been mentioned hereinbefore. Subsequent to the receipt of this cable, 
Dorothy Kaplan contacted Ulmann and told him that she had been in con- 
tact with Frank Coe about the time scheduled for her husband s release. 
He indicated to her that nothing further could be done sínce the 
Treasury Department had already requested the War Department for 
Kaplan's return to the United States immediately. Mrs. Kaplan was 
advised by Frank Coe to cable her husband that they were doing every- 
thing possible to effect hia early return to the United States. It 
will be noted that all of the names figuring in these transactions are 
of those mentioned as prominenti Jo in the Soviet espionage 
group discussed hereinbefore.

WILLIAM HENRY TAYLOR 


It will be recalled as cited hereinbefore that the original 
source of information charges that White was considered of extreme 
value to the instant underground Soviet group because of his ability 
to place individuals in particular positions in the Treasury Depart- 
ment. Mentioned particularly tn this category was William Henry Taylor 
This individual first came to the attention of the source in the latter 
part of 1942 or the early part of 1943. It ta alleged that after 
securing his position with the Treasury Department with the assistance 
of White, he was sent as their representative to China and later to 
Lisbon, Portugal, with the Foreign Economic Administration. He was 
described as a dues-paying member of the Communist Party. During the 
interim between hta return from China and hts departure to Portugal, 
he was in the Treasury Department in Washington, D. C., and was supply- 
ing Stlvermaster with written and oral information secured by him in 
that Department. In addition, he prepared û report on conditions in 
China which he made available probably to Silverman but possibly to 
SUA سی‎ This report eventually reached the hands of the Russians 


: Taylor was born in British Columbia on March 30, 1906. He 
was appointed to the position of principal economic analyst in the 
;Dívision of Monetary Research on January 3, 2941۰ This ta the division 
headed by White. He resigned hts postition on May 21, 1841, to accept 
Qn appointment as an alternate American representative of the recently 
created China Stabilization Board and proceeded to Chungking, China, 
on offictal business. He was retnstated in the Division of Monetary 
Research on September 15, 1948, as principal economic analyst. 
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In May, 1944, the Department of State granted Taylor a 

rt for an official.trip to London, England. In connection 
with another investigation, White on interview adutsed that Taylor 
had handled many important assignments for the Treasury Department, 
including ٤ visit to North Africa on official business shortly after 
the Invasion and London in connection with official business with 
regard to the invasion of Europe. As of June, 1945, he could be 
reached in care of the American Embassy at London, England. 





ABRAHAM GEORGE SILVERMAN 





According to the original source, Abraham George Silverman, 
a. graduate or Harvard University, came to Washington, D. C., in the - 
early 1930's to accept employment with the Railroad Retirement Board. 
The circumstances of his acguaintanceshtp with the Silvermasters and 
Ulmann were not known to the source although during the pertinent 
period, Silverman was accepted on a very friendly basis in the 
Silvermaster home. After he was assigned to the Pentagon Building 
in 1942 or 1943, as a Civilian Specialist, he began idi نس‎ documents 
to P Silvermasters' home. 


During this same period, the source learned that White was 
also supplying information consisting of documents received in the 
Course of his duties in the Treasury Department. These documents 
were made available to Silvermaster either by Ulmann or Silverman, 

” both of whom were receiving material from White. Silverman also 
collected information from other individuals which ultimately was 
passed on through instant channels to the Soviet Government. Both 
Ulmann and Silverman while assigned to the Pentagon Building were 
obtaining and photographing data including aircraft production 
JÁigures, allocation and deployment of aircraft, results of testing 
of aircraft, reports on theeffictency of particular types of airplanes, 
technological developments tn aircraft manufacture, etatistics regard- 
ing high octane aviation gasoline, pertinent developments concerning 
the planning, construction and completion of the B-B9, scheduled date 
of D-Day, directives issued by General Marshall, and other vital ~ 
informations Both Silverman and Ulmann were assigned to the "need 
States Airforce and had access to this type of information.

HARRY DEXTER WHITE CASE 

As the members of this committee know, the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation is a service agency. It does not make policy; it 
does not evaluate; it secures facts upon which determinations can be 
made by those officials of the U. S. Government who have the 
responsibility for taking whatever action is indicated. We do not 
inject ourselves into legislative matters. We do not express opinions 
or draw conclusions in our investigative reports. We have well- 
defined channels of official distribution througb which we direct 
tbe results of our investigations. 

Since we are not an agency for decision as to action, we 
are legally, morally and in good conscience obligated to relay all 
information and facts we secure to the responsible officials and 
agencies of government. 

It is my duty to report to the Attorney General those 
matters in which he hae a responsibility. It ig likewise my duty, at 


the specific direction of the President, to report matters coming to 


our attention which are of pertinent interest to the President. Á »

I mention these basic principles governing our 
operations since they have come into the public interest in 
connection with recent events and disclosures. 

There is more involved here than the charges against 
one man. This situation has a background of some thirty-five 
years of infiltration of an alien way of life into what we have 
been proud to call our Constitutional Republic. Our American 
way of life, which has flourished under our republic and has 
nurtured the blessings of a democracy, has been brought into 
conflict with the Godlese forces of Communism. These Red Fascists 
distort, conceal, misrepresent and lie to gain their point. 
Deceit is their very essence. This can never be understood until 
we face the realization that to a Communist there are no morals 
except those which further the world revolution directed by 
Moscow. 

The Harry Dexter White and related cases are in point. 
White was only one person on whom self-confessed Communist 
espionage agents informed -- there were others. In this case, the 
sources who gave the information were co-conspirators and either 
became inactive or their identities must for the time being 
remain undisclosed. Corroboration in each instance was most 
difficult to secure, because the actual facts were known only to 
& limited group whose personal interests dictated concealment 


and who conveniently had the Fifth Amendment as a refuge. 





Coverage from an intelligence standpoint and an all-out 
open investigation looking toward eventual prosecution, are 
entirely different things. It must be remembered that the acts 
occurring in the pre-war years occurred while we were at peace. 

In the pertinent time period, our national climate was one 
conducive to the so-called "united front." Communist front 
organizations flourished to the point where it appeared that to 
belong, in certain circles, was to be stylish. 

Even today, the feeling is rife in some quarters that 
the FBI should not even be investigating the loyalty of Government 
employees. Over the years, the FBI has been the target of attack 
from persons both in and out of Government because of its investigations 
of subversive activities. Even Harry Dexter White, when we 
interviewed him in March, 1942, spent more time in denouncing 
investigations of Government employees growing out of charges made 
in Congress reflecting on the loyalty of Federal employees, than 
he did in furnishing facts. He observed that if the chairman of 
one Congressional Committee “was one-tenth as patriotic as I am, 
it would be a much better country." 

The care, caution and delicate approach necessary in 
such FBI investigations made it difficult to develop full facts, 


particularly when those in possession of them declined to make full 





disclosures. Š 


& 


The responsibilities for internal security assigned the 
FBI in 1939 by Presidential Directive were directed toward the 
times of emergency rather than periods of peacé: That is the 
Situation today. It is still legal for Communists to exercise the 
right of assembly, free speech and free thouglit. 

On November 7, 1945, Miss Elizabeth Bentley advised 
Special Agents of the FBI in considerable detail of her own career 
مه‎ an espionage agent. On November 8, 1945, a 0 bearing that 
date was delivered to Brigadier General Harry H. Vaughan, wherein 
it was stated: 

"The Bureau's information at this time 
indicates that the following persons were participants 
in this operation or were utilized by principals 
in this ring for the purpose of obtaining data in 
which the Soviet is interested." 

The name of Harry Dexter White was the second name 
mentioned in the list of names furnished. The concluding 
paragraph of this three-page letter stated: 

"Investigation of this matter is being 
pushed vigorously, but I thought that the President 
and you would be interested in having the foregoing 
preliminary data immediately." 

This communication was sent to General Vaughan in line 
with instructions conveyed to me by President Truman to call such 
matters in which he would have an interest to his attention through 
General Vaughan. I might add that the same practice so far as 
the FBI is concerned was followed during the administration of the 
late President Franklin D. Roosevelt. In fact, this ssme procedure 
was followed during the administration of former President Herbert 


Hoover. 











In the meantime, our investigation of White and others 
mentioned by Miss Bentley and Whittaker Chambers, as well as those 
individuals on whom we had adverse information from equally reliable 
sources, continued. 

A detailed summary memorandum was then prepared consisting 
of seventy-one pages, exclusive of the index, setting forth the 
highlights of Soviet espionage in the United States. This memorandum, 
dated November 27, 1945, was delivered to General Vaughan by & special 
messenger on December 4, 1945. Copies of this memorandum were 
furnished to the Attorney General and certain other interested heads 
of government agencies. This memorandum included information on 
Harry Dexter White. 

When we learned that Harry Dexter White's name had been 
sent to the Senate for confirmation of his appointment as a U. S. 
delegate on the International Monetary Fund, we then consolidated 
tbe information in our files, secured from sources "whose reliability 
has been established either by inquiry or long-established observation 
and evaluation,” in a 28-page summary dated February 1, 1946, which 
was delivered to General Vaughan on February ربا‎ 1946. The two-page 
cover letter of transmittal opened with this sentence: 


"As of interest to the President and 
you, I am attaching a detailed memorandum hereto 
concerning Harry Dexter White, Assistant Secretary 
of the United States Treasury Department.” 





The observation was made in this letter, “As will be 
observed, information has come to the attention of this Bureau 
charging White as being a valuable adjunct to an underground 
Soviet espionage organization operating in Washington, D. C." 

From November 8, 1945, until July 24, 1946, seven 
communications went to the White House bearing on espionage 
activities, wherein Harry Dexter White's name was specifically 
mentioned. 

During that same period, two summaries on Soviet 
espionage activities went to the Treasury Department and six 
sumnaries went to the Attorney General on the same subject 
matter. 

The handling and reporting on the White case followed 
the Bureau's traditional practice of reporting all facts and 
information which had came to our attention, without evaluation 
or conclusions. I would like here to Btate that an FBI report is 
the presentation of information for evaluation by those who per- 
form administrative duties and have executive responsibilities. 

The FBI, of course, has a duty to evaluate its sources 
of information. In the 28-page summary concerning White, dated 
February 1, 1946, delivered to General Vaughan on February 4, 
1946, the information contained therein came from a total of 
thirty sources, the reliability of which had previously been 


established. 
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In connection with the sources, I would like to mention 
one in partícular, Miss Elizabeth Bentley. From the very outset, 
we established that she had been in a position to report the facts 
relative to Soviet espionage which she has done. We knew ghe 
was in contact with & top-ranking Soviet espionage agent, Anatoli 
Gromov, the First Secretary of the Soviet Embassy in Washington, 
as late as November 21, 1945, in New York City. At a previous 
meeting on October 17, 1945, he had given her $2000. | 

All information furnished by Miss Bentley, which was 
susceptible to check, has proven to be correct. She has been 
subjected to the most searching of cross-examinations; her testi- 
mony has been evaluated by juries and reviewed by the courts and 
has been found to be MOON. 

Miss Bentley's account of White's activities was later 
corroborated by Whittaker Chambers and the documents in White's own 
handwriting concerning which there can be no dispute, lend 
credibility to the information previously reported on White. 
Subsequent to White's death on August 16, 1948, events transpired 
which produced facts of * uncontradictable nature which clearly 
established the reliability of the information furnished in 1945 
and 1946. 

It must be remembered that in the period from November 8, 


1945, to February 22, 1946, our first concern was to safeguard the 





government from infiltration by subversive elements, and in this 
approach, the objective of pointing attention to security rieks must 
not be confused with prosecutive action. During this period 

the FBI was concerned with protecting the government's secrets and 
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preventing such infiltration. In fact, I took a strong stand 
because of premature disclosures that would result if prosecution 
were initiated, for the following reasons: 

1. The evidence necessary to sustain 
convictions in indictments for law 
violation is entirely different from 
that necessary to establish the 
existence of security risks in sensitive 
posts in the government. 

2. Some of the evidence, while of an 
irrefutable nature, was not admissible 
in & court of law. 

Now to return to Harry Dexter White. In a conversation 
on February 21, 1946, the Attorney General informed me that he had 
spoken with the then Secretary of the Treasury, the late Chief 
Justice Fred Vinson, and the President, about White. The Attorney 
General stated he felt the President should personally tell White 
that 1t would be best for him not to serve. I told the Attorney 
General I felt it was unwise for White to serve. The Attorney 
General then stated he would like to confer with Judge Vinson and 
me on the following day, February 22, 19h6. 

I had luncheon on February 22, 1946, in the Attorney 
General's office with Judge Vinson and the Attorney General, at 
which time there was a lengthy conference. I was told that the 
problem was what could be done to prevent White from taking his 
oath of office. Judge Vinson did not want Mr. White to serve as 


a U. S. delegate on the International Monetary Fund and, in fact, 





did not want him to continue as Assistant Secretary of the Treasury. 


On the other hand, Judge Vinson stated that the President 
could be forced to sign the commission since the Senate had confirmed 
White's appointment. I advised Judge Vinson and the Attorney General 
that the character of the evidence was such that it should not be 


publicly disclosed at that time in view of the confidential sources 


It was the opinion of Judge Vinson and the Attorney General 
that the Secretary of State, the Secretary of the Treasury and the 
Attorney General would arrange to see the President as soon as 
ی‎ iuis. outline to him exactly what the situation was and they 
would suggest to the President that there were three alternatives: 
one, the President could dismiss White and make no statement; two, 
the President could send for White and tell him he had changed his 
mind and that he desired White to resign and not serve; three, the 
President could sign the commission, instruct the Attorney General 
to continue the investigation vigorously and instruct the Secretary 
of the Treasury that he, as Governor of the National Advisory 
Council on International Monetary and Financial Problems and of the 
International Bank, should take steps to see that any persons 
selected for appointment should not be appointed except with approval 
of the Governor. It was realized, of course, that should the 
President follow the second alternative and White should refuse to 
resign, the President might then sign the commission and take the 


same action as considered ín the thírd alternative. 
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I did not enter into any agreement to shift White from 
his position in the Treasury Department to the International 
Monetary Fund. This was not within my purview. I was at the 
meeting to furnish facts, which I did. There was no agreement 
while I was present between the Attorney General and Judge 
Vinson, other than that they should see the President with the 
Secretary of State and suggest the three alternatives mentioned 
ebove. I was not present in any discussions with the President 
concerning this matter. 

I was advised on February 26, 1946, by the Attorney 
General that he had seen the President and that an effort would 
be made to remove Harry Dexter White, although the Attorney General 
expressed doubt that this would work out. 

The Attorney General further stated to me on February 26, 
1946, that we felt that White would go into the job and then would 
be surrounded with persons who were especially selected and were not 
security risks. He further stated that the President was interested 
in continuing the surveillance. I stated if that was the desire, we 
would continue the investigation. 

At no time was the FBI a party to an agreement to promote 
Harry Dexter White and at no time did the FBI give its approval 
to such an agreement. Such an agreement on the part of the FBI 
would be inconceivable. If this principle were applied to White, 
it would, of necessity, have applied to others who had similarly 
been involved in this particular investigation, who were dismissed 
from government service when their subversive activities were 


discovered. 
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At no time dià the 721 interpose objections to such 
dismissals. No restrictions were placed upon the agencies wherein 
action was taken. All that we asked was that sources of information 
be protected. 

Had it been the intent of the FBI to handle the Harry 
Dexter White and other related cases solely as an intelligence 
operation, the widespread dissemination of information that was 
furnished to various branches of the government by the FBI would 
not have been undertaken. 

Under date of February 26, 1946, I advised the Attorney 
General by telephone and subsequently by memorandum, of the receipt 
of information from a confidential source reflecting the possibility 
that Harry Dexter White might have received some notice of either 
the cancellation or impending cancellation of his appointment as a 
U. 5. delegate to the International Monetary Fund. I did not know 
whether anything had been said to White or whether any action had 
been taken to cancel his appointment. 

The decision to retain White was made by a higher 
government authority. Obviously, if a higher authority elected to 
shift a man rather than fire him, if he was suspect, then it would 
go without saying that we would continue our investigation as best 
we could. 

If in fact there was any agreement to move White from the 
Treasury Department to the International Monetary Fund to aid in 


the FBI investigation and to surround him with persons who were not 
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security risks, then the agreement would have been broken very 
early because Mr. Virginius Frank Coe, a close associate of 

Harry Dexter White, became the Secretary of the International 
Monetary Fund in June, 1946, which position he held until 

December 3, 1952, when he was dismissed after invoking the Fifth 
Amendment in an appearance before this committee last December. 

It is particularly significant that he declined to answer questions 
regarding his relationship with White. Information on Coe had 
been furnished to the White House as early as February 25, 1946; to 
the Attorney General, February 23, 1956, and February 25, 1946, and 
to the Treasury Department as early as March 4, 1946. 

From the foregoing, it is clear that the FBI called to 
the attention of the appropriate authorities the facts, as alleged 
oy reliable sources, which were substantial in pointing to a 
security risk, as they occurred. It is equally clear that the 
FBI did not depart from its traditional position of making no 
evaluation, and was not a party to any agreement to keep White in 


public service.

Beginning in April 1953, this Subcommittee has been holding 
a series of hearings for the purpose of exposing the plans of Communist 
agents to infiltrate the Government of the United States, The work of 
this Subcommittee has documented with great care the result of the very 
n successful Communist espionage penetration in our Government during

World War II and thereafter, Later on I will have certain recommenda- 
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of the Subcommittee. I feel confident that as a result of the work of 
this Subcommittee, much constructive legislation will result, 

The Executive Department of the Government which is headed by 
the President, and of which the Department of Justice is part, has been 
concerned since we took office with cleaning out the Government, One 
of the most important and vital problems is to remove all persons of 
doubtful loyalty and, most important, to prevent any further Communist 
infiltration into the Government of the United States, 





On November 6 in Chicago, I made a speech which was one of 
a number of speeches and magazine articles in which I publicly discussed 
the problem of Communist infiltration in Government and ‘the steps taken 
by the Eisenhower Administration to meet that problem, In that speech I 
referred to the case of Harry Dexter White and the manner in which it was 


treated by the prior Administration to illustrate how successful espionage 


b 


agents had been in , enetrating our Government at that dame and 

how lex our Government was et that time in meeting such a grave 

problem, This afternoon I want to discuss the case of Harry Dexter 
White and the manner in which it was handled by the Trumen Administration 
on the basis of established facts and the records in the Department of 
Justice, 

Before I do that, however, I want to make certain prelimi- 
nary remarks, An inference has been drawn in some quarters from my 
speech which I think is unwarranted, By lifting certain sentences out 
of context it has been said that I implied the possibility that the 
former President of the United States was disloyal, I intended no such 
iuference to be drawn, Iu order to point out that I intended no such 
inference to be drawn, I specifically said that I believed that the 
disregard of the evidence in the White case was "because of the un- 
willingness of the non-Communists in responsible positions to face the 
facts and a persistent delusion that Communism in the Government of 
the United States was only a red herring,” In another part of the 
speech I also stated: "The manner in which the established facts 
concerning White's disloyalty were disregarded is typical of the blind- 
ness which inflicted the former Administration on this matter," 

When I assumed the office of Attorney General, I promised 
to expose evidence of Communist infiltration in our Government and to 
expose corruption, with evenhanded justice, I intend to continue to 


do so, Some people won't like it, but I shall not be deterred from 





carrying out my duty by personal abuse, 
When this Subcommittee completes its investigation, I 
believe that you will conclude, as I did, that there was an unwilling- 


ness on the part of Mr, Truman and others around him to face the facts 
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and a persi cnt desusion that Communist espionage in nigh places in 
our Government was a red herring. And I believe you will conclude 
that this ettitude, this delusion, may have resulted in great harm 
to ovr nation, 

The White case seemed to me to be of such vital importance 
that I believed the public was entitled to know what safeguards were 
taken - once our Government was alerted to the two spy rings operating 
within our own Government - to protect the national security. 

Of course, if the basis facts of these two spy rings had 
not been well established by previous court procedures and by 
Congressional Committees, I would not have proceeded as I did. I 
fully realize the grave responsibility which I have as chief law en- 
forcement officer of this nation not to use confidential reports in 
my possession to disclose charges against individuals except through 
established court procedures, Those of us in the Department of Justice 
will never violate that basic concept of our American jurisprudence, 

But the White case, of course, is not that situation, The 
basic facts of the two spy rings which existed in the Government at 
that time have been fully exposed in court and before Congressional 
Committees, This Subcommittee recently published a very excellent report 
documenting those facts, The only disclosure which I made from our re- 
cords, and I believe it is the type of thing that the public is entitled 
to know about, is that the Truman Administration was put on notice at 
least as early as December 1945, that there were two spy rings operating 


within our Government. And, as I see it, now that this fact has been 





established, I believe the public is entitled to know what safeguards the 


Truman Administration established to protect the national security, 
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In 0020 the facts in this case it “te well to keep in 
mind that the matter to be decided in January and February of 1946 did not 
relate to criminal proceedings, It was not a question whether White 
could at that time have been formally charged before a Grand Jury with 
espionage. The matter to be determined by Mr, Truman and his associ- 
ates was whether Harry Dexter White should be advanced to a post of high 
honor, great trust and responsibility and of vitel importance to the 
security of the country, If there was solid evidence &t that time 
establishing that White was engaged in espionage activity, certainly no 
one would contend that sound and proper administration required his ad- 
vancement or even continuance in Government service simply because a 
criminal conviction had not yet been obtained, 

White entered upon his duties and assumed the office of 
Executive Director for the United States in the International Monetary 
Fund on May 1, 1946, What was known at the White House of his espionage 
activities prior to that date? 

On December 4, 1945, the FBI transmitted to Brigedier 
General Harry E. Vaughan, Military Aide to the President, a report on 
the general subject of "Soviet Espionage in the United States.” I re- 
ferred to this in my speech as the first report, This was a secret and 
highly important report of some 71 pages, It covered the entire subject 
of Soviet espionage in this country both before, during, and after World 
War II, It named many names and described numerous Soviet esptonage 
organizations, Harry Dexter White and the espionage ring of which he 
was a part were among those referred to in this report, The index list 
refers to his activities in three different places, This report, as 
might be expected from its general character, summarizes White's 
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espionage activities in abbreviated form, but no reasonable person can 
deny that that summary, brief though it may be, constituted adequate 

: warning to anyone who read it of the extreme danger to the security of 
the country in appointing White to the International Monetary Fund or 
continuing him in Government in any capacity. 

As the Subcounittee knows, copies of ths report were sent 
to a number of Cabinet officers and high officials in the Truman 
Administration including the Attorney Generel, It would be difficult 
to understand how under any circumstances a document upon so delicate 
and dangerous a subject would not have been brought to Mr, Truman's 
attention by at least one of his associates, 

But in addition to that fact, I have here a letter from 
J, Edgar Hoover to General Vaughan dated November 8, 1945, 

As you know, General Vaughan has testified before this 
Subcommittee thet by arrangement with Mr, Truman, when the FBI had in- 
formation which it deemed important for the President to know about, it 
sent such informstion to him, Vaughan testified that he knew that any 
such report which came to him was delivered to the President. 

The letter I hold in my hand 18 marked "Top Secret," I have 
declassified it and will make it public because it does not reveal any 
security informaticn which would now be damaging. Because it was classified 
"Top Secret," it would have received very special handling that all such 


documents must receive, If this letter did not come to Mr, Truman's at- 





tention, then it would be a most serious dereliction of duty on the part 
of those who handled ۰ | 
It is a document of historical importance and I therefore, 


with your permission, will quote it ín full:

It would be difficult to believe under any circumstances 
that so important a document upon so delicate and dangerous a subject 
would not have been brought to Mr. Truman's attention by at least one 
of his associates. l 

It is a blunt fact from which there is no escape that, in 
the teeth of the November 8 warning from the FBI, the developing evi- 
Gence indicated a substantial spy ring operating within the Government 
and involving Harry Dexter White and the documented report delivered 
to the White House on December 4, some six weeks later President 
Truman, on January 23, 1946, publicly announced his nomination of 
Harry Dexter White for appointment to the International Monetary Fund. 
I just do not understand this. It still seems completely incredible to 
me. 

But the matter does not end bere, Because of this develop- 
ment the FBI compiled a special report devoted exclusively to Harry 
Dexter White and his espionage activities and delivered it, together 
with a covering letter, by special messenger on February 4, 1946, to 
General Vaughan for the attention of the President, to the Attorney 


General, Tam Clark, and to Secretary of State James Byrnes. This is the 





second report mentioned in my speech. 

Secretary of State James F. Byrnes, who received a duplicate 
report and covering letter on the same day, wrote the President on 
February 5, 1946, as follows: 

"The enclosed letter addressed to Mr. Frederick Lyon of this 
Department by Mr. J. Edgar Hoover, and the enclosures referring to Harry 
Dexter White, I deem of such importance that I think you should read them." 

1 will now read into the record the FBI letter, now officially 


declassified, transmitting the White report: 





Text to came 





This second FBI report cannot, as I stated in my Chicago 
speech, be made public without jeopardizing confidential sources of informa- 
tion and techniques of intelligence operations. That is a firm policy of 
this Administration. We will never impair the most important work of the 
FBI by making public FBI reports. 


However, the essential facts may be.disclosed to this Subcom- 





mittee. 
At the outset the purpose of the report is stated in the 
following language: 
"Tbe purpose of this memorandum is to relate 
all of the information available at this time concerning 
Harry Dexter White, his activities and contacts in order that 
an over-all picture may be available for review, action or 


future reference. This information has been received from 


numerous confidential sources whose reliability has been 
established either by inquiry or long-established 
observation and evaluation. In no instance is any trans- 
action or events related where the reliability of the 
source of information is questionable. It is with these 
factors in mind that the following material is set forth." 

The report then proceeded to point out that information had 
come to the attention of the FBI from a confidential source that Harry 
Dexter White was engaged in espionage activities at least as early as 
the latter part of 1942 or early in 1943. It was reported that White 
was supplying information consisting of documents obtained by him 
in the course of his duties as Assistant Secretary of the United States 
Treasury Department to Nathan Gregory Silvermaster and to William Ludwig 
Ullmann who resided at 5515 Thirtieth Street, N.W., Washington, D.C. 

The material تور‎ iéted of reports of a varied nature concern- 
ing the financial activities of the United States Government, particularly 
if they related to foreign commitments. Also various memoranda and re- 
ports from other Governmental departments and agencies were made available 
through these channels. It was reported that these documents had usually 
been reduced to photographs by the time they were observed but on 
occasions the original documents themselves were seen. 

During the investigation of these charges, it was learned 


that a complete photographic laboratory did in fact exist in the basement 





of the Silvermaster home sufficiently well equipped for the copying of 
documents. This included an enlarger, developing equipment and all the 


necessary chemicals and other incidentals. 
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These documents, consisting of notes taken therefrom or 
verbatim copies, were usually photographed and delivered through chan- 
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o Jacob M. Golos, a known Sovie Jacob M. Golos whose 
real name is Jacob Raisin pleaded guilty to an indictment along with 
World Tourists, Inc., charging failure to register es agents of the 
Soviet Government in March, 1940. He received a fine of $500 and a 
jail sentence of four months to one year which was later changed to 
probation.) The material collected in this particular parallel of 
Soviet espionage was all channeled through Golos eventually to the 
Soviet diplomatic establishment in this country. The report pointed 


out that it could be presumed after arrival at this destination that 


USSR, vis diplomatic code and material — which there was no 

urgency reached that destination through the Soviet Diplomatic Pouch. 
Subsequent to the death of Golos, the material gathered 

by the Silvermasters and Ulimann originating with White, according to 

the information received by the FBI, went through an unknown individua) 

to Anatole Borosovich Gromov, former First Secretary of the Soviet 

Embassy, Washington, D.C. Suspicions had previously surrounded the 


activities of Gromov to the effect that he was the successor to Vassili 
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primary bran 
Soviet Intelligence in North America. Zubilin returned to Moscow, USSR, 
in the late summer of 1944, and Gromov departed from the United States 

for Moscow, USSR, on December 7, 1945. From all appearances, the posi- 


tion previously held by Granov to whom this material was transmitted 
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prior to his departure, was next held by Fedor Alexeevich Garanin, an 
official of the Soviet Embassy, Washington, D. C. 

According to the information received by the FBI, White 
was considered one of the most valuable assets in this particular 
parallel of Soviet intelligence. This view was taken since in his 
capacity as Assistant Secretary of the United States Treasury, those 
individuals whom this group were anxious to have assigned there could 
be placed in the Treasury Department. Among the persons in this cate- 
gory were William Ludwig Ullmann, William Henry Taylor and Sonia Steinman 
Gold. 

Sometime in the summer or fall of 1943, the Silvermasters 
believed it desirable to have someone placed as a secretary to White 
in order to facilitate the obtaining of information from his office for 
delivery to Soviet espionage agents. As a result of these deliberations, 
Mrs. Helen Witte Silvermaster went to one of the Communist functionaries 
in Washington, D. C., aud from this source secured the name of Sonia 
Steinman Gold. Eventually, Mrs. Gold, through arrangements with White, 
Obtained a position (as one of the secretaries) in the United States 
Treasury Department. As a result of this employment, Mrs. Gold obtained 
documents from White's office, which she copied and made her notes 
available to Mrs. Helen Witte Silvermaster, The information which 
Mrs. Gold obtained in a general way concerned principally the Treasury 
Department's opinions and recommendations concerning applications for 


loans made by the Chinese and French Governments. 
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It — reported that there was in existence another 
parallel of Soviet Intelligence operating within the United States 
Government anà headed by Victor Perlo, The information gathered from 
the Perlo group was chenneled through Jacob M, Golos and on to the 
Soviet diplomatic establishment in the same manner gs outlined for 
the operation of the Silvermaster group, 

Because of the relationships existing between Golos and 
the Perlo group, Harold Glasser appeared in the picture, Glasser was 
rather closely associated with White and was able to supply general 
information concerning the activities of the United States Treasury 
Department, particularly where they concerned proposed loans to foreign 
countries, He also supplied information originating in the Foreign 
Economic Administration which had been sent to the United States 
Treasury Department for action or information, | 

The report states that the Bureau had secured the names 
of a number of persons described as members of the underground Communist 
group in Washington, D, C., from another source, Among those names was 
that of Abraham George Silverman whom the report describes as formerly 
euployed by the Railroad Retirement Board and the United States Army 
Air Forces end as privately employed by the French Supply Council of 
the French Government, As incidental to the mention of Silverman the 
report states that the information received was to the effect that 
Silverman worked through close friends who were indebted to him, in- 
cluding Harry Dexter White and others, The report points out that this 
information concerning the relationship between Silverman and White is 


consistent with the information referred to earlier from the other source. 
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The section then relates to White's known contacts with 
Russian officials over the years and, therefore, cannot be declassified, 
It should be said here that these contacts were not incousistent with 
the regular performance of White's duties and considered by themselves 
are not incriminating. 

In July, 1945, a clerical employee of the Passport Division 
of the Department of State, who formerly was employed as a clerk by the 
Soviet Government Purchasing Commission, was allegedly stealing certain 
information from the official records of the Department of State for 
transmittal to unknown persons. This individual apparently admitted 
that he had collected this information in the course of his employment 
and knew a man who would pay him $1,000 for it. In his application for 
employment with the Department of State this individual who stole this 
information had listed Harry Dexter White as a reference and White had 
recommended him highly. The report added that this circumstence was 
being set forth in view of the allegations to the effect that White was 
considered of extreme value because of his influence in securing positions 
for persons who could be of assistance to Soviet espionage. 

The report mentions that White was interviewed by the FBI in 
connection with the Amerasia case, particularly concerning Irving 3, 
Friedman, who, according to the report, was known to be one of the sources 
in the Treasury Department Section on Far Eastern Affairs that had been 
furnishing documents to Philip Jacob Jaffe, editor of Ameresie, White 
told the FEI that Friedman was an employee in the Treasury Department 
handling matters dealing with monetary affairs in the Far East, and ad- 
mitted that he had brought Friedman to the Treasury Department five or 


six years earlier, 





The repurt contains mich corroborative evidence which cannot 
be made public either because it would disclose investigative techniques 
of the FBI or because it might be harmful to the national interest, It 
can be pointed out, however, that over & period of three months beginning 
in November of 1945 the activities of Harry Dexter White were entirely 
consistent with all the previous information contained in the report. 
White was in frequent close personal contact with nearly every one of the 
persons named as his associates in the spy ring. These include Nathan 
Gregory Silvermaster and his wife, William Ullman, Sonia Gold, Harold 
Glasser, Abraham Silverman and others. 

The report referred to a trip made by White to visit Dr. 
Abraham Wolfson of Newark, New Jersey, Wolfson had been reported by 
numerous sources as having had frequent and close contacts with numerous 
Communists in the State of New Jersey, The report pointed out that 
Dr, Wolfson in 1944 was a member of the Third Ward Branch of the Communist 
Party and that he had been active in Commnist Party activities for the 
preceding seven years under the name of A, Wilson Street, It was also 
pointed out in the report that Wolfson held Communist Party meetings in 
his office, 

The report stated that in December of 1945 White was seen at 
3210 P Street, N.W., in Washington, which at that time was the home of 
Alger Hiss and pointed cut that from other sources Hiss was reported work- 
ing for another parallel of Soviet espionage, 


In Decezber of 1945 White and his wife visited the home of 





Maurice Halperin who was employed by the Office of Strategic Services, 
The report pointed out thet Halperin was a member of the Communist Party 


and beginning in 1942 he passed on information to an espionage courier, 
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The report refers to the close personal relationship in 1945 between 
White and Frank Coe who was also one of the individuals supplying in- 
formation to the Silvermasters and thence through channels to the Soviet 
Government, 

The report points out in considerable detail the contacts 
between White and Lee Pressman, The report points out that Lee Pressman 
was a member of an underground group headed by Harold Ware, which had its 
headquarters in Washington. The report points out meny of Pressman's 
activities as a Communist, 

The report points out that Silvermaster's position in the 
Treasury Department was secured for him by White, The report points out 
that the Bureau's informant had identified Silvermaster as the head spy 
in the espionage ring with which White was working and that Silvermaster 
has a long record of reported association with known Communists, The 
report also points out that other sources of information had established 
that Silvermaster was acquainted with many other individuals who were 
strongly suspected of Soviet espionage, The report also points out that 
Mrs, Silvermaster has a long history of association with Communist Front 
groups. It is stated in the report that in addition to the many contacts 
between White and Ullman which were disclosed, White wrote a letter in 
November 1940 on the stationery of Director of Monetary Research of the 
United States Treasury Department requesting the deferment of Ullman, 
After Ullman left the Army and entered the Treasury Department he worked 
in the Division headed by White, 

The report pointed out that Harold Glasser was in another 
branch of Soviet espionage heeded by Víctor Perlo, Glasser was ag 


assistant to White in the Treasury Department, It was reported that 
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Glasser was described by numerous sources as a member of the Communist 
Party, In addition to this information, the report points out a great 
many Other connections and contacts among the menbers of the espionage 
ring, all of which supported and were consistent with the earlier por- 
tions of the report, 

It is interesting to note how accurate this information was 
that the FBI supplied at that time, Following is a list of White"s 
close associates referred to in the FBI reports who were members of the 
espionage ring who have claimed their privilege not to anawer questions 
ou the grounds that it would incriminate them:

Also there is Lee Pressman who admitted membership in the 


Communist Party and Alger Hiss who has since been convicted, 
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Of course, no one could, with any validity, suggest today that there 
is doubt that White was in this espionage ring. Some of White's original 
espionage reports, written by him in his own handwriting for delivery to 
agents of the Red Army Intelligence, were recovered in the fall of 1948 and 
are now in the possession of the Department of Justice. I have photostatic 
copies of them here and I offer the copies as part of the record of my testi- 
mony. The information contained in these reports was, as the Subcommittee 


knows, of great importance at the time White wrote them, although with the 


But the record which was available to the Truman Administration in 
December 1945 and thereafter should have been sufficient to convince any- 
one that White was a hazard to our Government. 

The question which had to be decided at that time was not whether 
White could have been convicted of treason. There was ample evidence that 
he was not loyal to the interests of our country. That was enough. Govern- 
ment employment is a privilege, not a right, and we don't have to wait until 
a man is convicted of treason before we can remove him fram a position of 
trust and confidence. 

When I was first invited to appear before this Subcommittee, I 
thoughtfrom what I had read in the newspapers that there was some issue 
of fact involved on the question of whether Mr. Truman knew about Harry 
Dexter White's espionage activities at the time he appointed him &s Executive 


Director for the United States of tbe International Monetary Fund. I read in 
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the newspaper that after being advised of my speech in Chicago Mr, Truman 
stated to the press that he had never read any of the derogatory reports con- 
cerning Harry Dexter White to which I referred. I read later that Mr. 
Trumen said that he fired White as soon as he discovered he was disloyal. 
On the basis of these statements I thought that the accuracy of what I had 
said in Chicago was being challenged. 

However, it now seems in the light of Mr. Truman's television speech 
of last night that it is conceded that on February 6, 1946, the day on which 
White's appointment was confirmed by the Senate, Mr, Truman did read the most 
important of the reporta to which I referred, and that he thereafter, even 
though he had a legel right to ask that the nomination be withdrawn, signed 
White's commission and permitted him to take office on the first of May with 
full knowledge of the facta reported by the FBI. 

It is, of course, extraordinary to learn from Mr. Truman, in view 
of his earlier statements, that he signed Mr. White's commission with the 
thought that it might help to catch him. I would think that the commissioning 
of a suspected spy to an office of such great importance would not be easily 
forgotten. It seems to me even more extraordinary to learn that Mr. Truman 
was aware as early as 1946 that a Communist spy ring was operating within 
his own administration when for so many years since that time he has been 
telling the American people exactly the opposite. Indeed, it seems to me 
that this explanation of White's appointment -. that is, that he was appointed 
and allowed to remain in office for more than a year in order to help the FBI 


trap him as a spy -- raises more questions than it answers. 
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While under suspicion and surveillance White was, we are tcld, 
appointed as the first United States Executive Director of the Fund. He was 
also its chief architect, The opportunities afforded him in that capacity 
for betraying the country were very great. 

There were matters of great importance to the United States which 
were handled by the Executive Directors while White was a member, A 
first order of business was to plan the general organization of the Staff, 
It was agreed to divide the Staff into five primary departments and offices, 
Each of these departments and offices has a director, One of these five 
primary departments was called the Office of the Secretary. Now who re- 
ceived the position of Head of the Office of Secretary? It was Frank Coe, 
named in the FBI report as a member of the espionage ring, and at a salary 

Recently this Subcommittee had occasion to inquire of Mr, Coe 
whether he was presently engaged in subversive activities. Mr. Coe replied 
"Mr, Chairman, under the protection afforded me by the Fifth Amendment, 

I respectfully decline to answer that question,” Coe continued in the employ 
of the Fund until as recently as December 3, 1952, when he was finally dis- 
missed, 

Who received the position of adviser to the United States member of 


the Board? It was Harold Glasser, also named as a member of the espionage 





ring. 
Glasser was subpoenaed by the Senate Subcommittee on April 14, 1953, 
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underground, he invoked his privilege against self-incrimination. He 
also refused under privilege to tell the Subcommittee the circumstances 
surrounding his Government assignments within the United States or 
abroad. 

It has now been said that White's promotion to the post of Director 
of the International Monetary Fund was permitted to go through so that 
he might better be kept under surveillance, and so the investigation of 
the other members of the ring might continue unimpaired. It is 
suggested that permitting White to continue his espionage operations might 7 
enable the Truman Administration to entrap not only White, but the whole 
Soviet espionage ring working within our Government. 

To accomplish such an end would require infinite and detailed care 
if the national interest was to be at all protected. 

1n the first place, arrangements would have to be made to insure 
absolute control of the subjects and the situation. Some time limit 
would have to be established. 

If the national interest were to be protected, measures would have 
had to be designed to prevent classified material with & significapt 
bearing on national security from reaching White and the others. Top 
responsible officials of the United States Government, whose duties 
brought them in contact with White and the other members of the ring, 
would have had to be forewarned. Great cere would have to be taken to 
make certain that these spies did not affect the decisions of our 


Government. 
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The records fail to indicate that any of these minimum 
precautions were taken. The records fail to show that anything 
was done which interfered with the continued functioning of the 
espionage ring of which White was a part. 

And if we apply simple and reasonable tests to how 
other members of the espionage ring named in the FBI report were 
treated, there is considerable doubt that anything was done to 
protect the national interest. Let me offer you a few examples. 

Harold Glasser, a close subordinate and associate of 
White, was described in the FBI report as an active member of the 
espionage ring. What controls were established over the movement 
of Harold Glasser? In July 1946 Glasser attended an UNRRA conference 
in Geneva, Switzerland, as a member of the United States delegation. 
In January 1947 Glasser went to Trieste as a United States member 
of a four-power commission to study the economic aspects of the 
Trieste problem. At the special request of the State Department in 
March and April of 1947 Glasser attended the Moscow meeting of the 
Council of Foreign Ministers as an adviser to the United States 
Secretary of State. 

How was Glasser's access to classified materials limited? 


As far as we have been able to determine, it was not. Records in the 
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Department indicate that late in 1946 Glasser, described as a 
member of the espionage ring, received a copy of the FRI report 
on Victor Perlo which described him as a member of the Soviet 
espionage ring, Perlo stayed on in the Treasury Department until 
March 27, 1917, and then left to accept the post of Treasurer of the 
Intergovernmental Committee on Refugees, 

Nathan Gregory Silvermaster in March 1946 was promoted 
to become the Chief Economist of the War Assets Administration's 
Division of Economic and Market Research, After the report was 
made, William Ullmann and Irving Kaplan stayed on with the Depart- 
ment of the Treasury without any restrictions being placed on them 
or their activities as far as we can determine, 


Tris Subcommittee, I am sure, will want to examine with 
great care the claim thet there ves a plan to keep White and others 
in the espionege ring in Government employment in the hope of 
catching them, You will also want to investigate, I believe, what 
care was used to protect the national security, These are grave 
questions to which the public is entitled to complete answers, 

As members of this Subcommittee know, this Administration 


is trying an entirely different approach to security problems.

Despite difficulties stemming from past laxity, 1,456 
employees have actually been separated from Federal Government 
payrolis since January 1953 on the grounds that they are security 
risks. Many cases are still under examination. 

Our work to date has clearly shown the need for at least 
two new laws to help the Goverrment in the prosecution of 
espionage cases. I hope that these proposed laws will be considered 
by Congress at its session starting in January. The first would 
&llow the Government to use wire-tap evidence to prove its 
espionage cases. At the present time information received by 
tapping wires cannot be used as evidence in the federal courts. 
There are cases of espionage presently in the Department of Justice, 
but since some of the important evidence was obtained by wiretapping, 
the cases cannot be proved in court and therefore tbere will be no 
prosecution so long as the law remains in its present state. The 
second proposed law would &llow proper authorities in Government 
to grant immunity to witnesses who are suspected of espionage or 
Communist activities, but who refuse to testify under the Fifth 
Amendment on the ground that their testimony might incriminate 


them. As I stated before a number of persons who worked with 





Harry Dexter White in his important Government assignments, 
have refused to testify on this ground. If the Government, under 
proper safeguards, is authorized to grant immunity to such persons, 
we believe we can obtain testimony which will assist in tracking 
down the higher-ups engaged in conspiracy to overthrow our 
Government by force and violence. 

The White case illustrates that it is not enough for men 
in high Government positions to be loyal. They must also be 
vigilent to combat the dangers to our Government and to our free 
institutions. 

I thank the Subcommittee for this opportunity to set forth 


these facts in the case of Harry Dexter White.

Dear General Vaughan: 


As a result of the Bureau's investigative operations, 
information has been recently developed from a highly con- 
fidential source indicating that a number of persons employed 
by the Government of the United States have been furnishing 
data and information to persons outside the Federal Government, 
who are in turn transmitting this information to espionage 
agents of the Soviet Government. At the present time it is 
impossible to determine exactly how many of these people had 
actual knowledge of the disposition being made of the informa- 
tion they were transmitting. The investigation, however, at 
this point has indicated that the persons named hereinafter 
were actually the source from which information passing through 
the Soviet espionage system was being obtained, and I am con- 
tinuing vigorous investigation for the purpose of establishing 
the degree and nature of the complicity of these people in 


this espionage ring. 


The Bureau's information at this time indicates that 
the folloving persons were participants in this operation or 
were utilized by principals in this ring for the purpose of 
obtaining data in which the Soviet is interested:

The Government documents were furnished to Gregory 
Silvermaster, who thereafter photographed them end turned over 
the undeveloped, but exposed film to & contact of the Soviets 
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ín either Washington, D. C. or Hew York City. In the past, 

it is reported, the contact man made trips to Washington, D. C. 
Once every two weeks and would pick up on such occasions an 
average of forty rolls of 35-millimeter film. 


Investigation of this matter is being pushed 
vigorously, but I thought that the President and you would be 
interested in having the foregoing preliminary data immedistely.

As of interest to the President and you, I am attaching a detailed 
memorandum hereto concerning Harry Dexter White, Assistant Secretary of the 
United States Treasury Department, 


As you are aware, the name of Harry Dexter White hes been sent to 
Congress by the President for confirmation of his appointment as one of the 
two United States delegates on the International Monetary Fund under the 
Bretton Woods agreement, In view of this fact, the interest expressed by the 
President and you in matters of this nature, and the seriousness of the charges 
against White in the attachment, I have made every effort in preparing this 
memorandum to cover all possible ramificetions, As will be observed, infor- 
mation has come to the attention of this Bureau charging White as being a 
valuable adjunct to an underground Soviet espionage organization operating in 
Washington, D, C, Material which came into his possession as a result of his 
official capacity allegedly was made available through intermedfaries to 
Nathan Gregory Silvermaster, his wife, Helen Witte Silvermaster, and William 
Ludwig Ullmann, Both Silvermester and Ullmann are employees of the United 
States Treasury Department, reportedly directly under the supervision of 
White. 


The information and documents originating in the Treasury Depart- 
ment were either passed on in substance or photographed by Ullman in a well- 
equipped laboratory in the basement of the Silvermaster home. Following this 
step, the materjal was taken to New York City by courier and made available 
to Jacob M, Golos, until the time of his death on November 27, 1943. Golos, 
& known Soviet agent, delivered this material to an individ tentatively 
identified as Gaik Ovakimian, Ovakimian you will recall was arrested some 
years ago as an unregistered agent of the Soviet Government and subsequently, 

by special arrangements with the Department of State, was permitted to return 
to the U,5,5,R, 


After the departure of Gaik Ovakimlan, Golos delivered his material 
to ah individual who has been tentatively identified as Dp, Abraham Benedict 
Weinstein, Subsequent to the death of Golos, the courier handling material 
received from the Siivermasters and Ullmann delivered it through an unidentified 





individual to Anotole Borisovich Gromov, who until December 7, 1945, was 
assigned as First Secretary of the Soviet Embassy, Washington, D. C., when he 
returned to the U.S.S.R. Gromov had previously been under suspicion as the 
successor to Vassili Zubilin, reported head of the NKVD in North America, who 
returned to Moscow in the late Summer of 1944, This whole network has been 
under intensive investigation since November, 1945, and it is the results of 


these efforts that I am now able to make available to you, - 


I also feel that it is incumbent upon me at this time to bring to 
your attention an additional factor which has originated with sources avail- 
able to this Bureau in Canada, It is reported that the British and Canadian 
delegates on the International Monetary Fund may possibly nominate and support 
White for the post of President of the International Bank, or as Executive 
Director of the International Monetary Fund, The conclusion is expressed that 
assuming this backing is forthcoming and the United States acquiescence, if 
not concurrence, resulting, White's nomination to this highly important post 
would be assured, It is further commented by my Canadian source that if 
White is placed in either of these positions, he would have the power to 


influence to a great degree deliberations on all international financial 
arrangements,

This source, which is apparently aware of at least some of the 
charges incorporated in the attached memorandum against White, commented 
that the loyalty of White must be assured, particularly in view of the fact 
that the U.S.S.R, has not ratified the Bretton Woods agreement, Fear was 
expressed that facts might come to light in the future throwing some sinister 
accusations at White and thereby jeopardise the successful operation of these 
important international financial institutions,

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The Internal Security Division of the Department h 
been considering what action can be taken against the Silvermastef 
subjecta and those related to them under the new Immunity Bill 
which is ezpected to be signed by the President in the immediate 
Juture. 


Pursuant to their request, Supervisora F. A. Branigan 
and E. R. Tully conferred today with Mr. Thomas Hall and Mr. L. 
Broome, who is in charge of the Departmental attorneys con- 
stdering the case. 


At the outset, Hall and Broome ezplained that their 
consideration of the Silvermaster case was predicated on making 
a proseoutable case for conspíracy to violate the wartime 
espionage statutes. They stated they considered two separate 
o nspiracies exist, the firat involving Nathan Gregory Silver- 
master and hia associates, and the second involving the Perlo 
group. They stated they had ezamined the Bureau's reports 
looking to determine who would be the best witness and could 
involve the most subjects. They also atated they considered 
who would be the most likely to be milling to accept immunity 
in erchange A ailes testimony. In their opinion the evidence 
that Elizabet entley could give would make a technical case 
but wou e necessary to corroborate her etaternents to 
bring the case to trial. It was their opinion that they would 
have a wider latitude of proof and tt would be easier to 
establish a conspiracy to violate the esptonage statutes than 
tt would be to establish a substantive violation of the Act. Y 


Mr. Broome stated that as a result of their consider- 


ation they had come up with four prime subjects in the 
Stlvernaster group to whom the Immunity Bill might be page” 


They are: 
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1) Willian Ludwig Ullman. Their analysis reflected 
-that Ullman was nert tö Nathan Gregory Silver- 
master in knowledge of the operations of the 
group. They indicated they would be reluctant 
to give Atm immunity but because ef hia over-all 
knowledge and the fact that he could involve the 
greatest number of subjecta, he was of primary 
consideration. ۱ 


2) Abraham George Silverman. They stated that 
verman was a good target because of his 
connection with the Treasury Department employees, 
principally Harry Dexter White. They stated he 
also would have good knowledge of the over-all 
operations of other sub jects. 


3 
3) Sonie Gold. They stated that she was planted 
3 6 Treasury Department, according to Bentley, 
to act às a courier for Harry Dexter White and, 
therefore, would alao have excellent knowledge, 
particularly concerning White. 


4) Earl] e They stated he would have over-all 
nowledge of both the Silvermaster and the Perlo 
organizatíons. They felt any decision to grant 
him immunity would be a poltey decision which 
necessarily would have to be made by the Attorney 
General because of the controversial nature of 
Browder.

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Hall and Broome requested to know what the Bureau 
thought concerning possible persons to whom the Bill might be 
applied. It was ezplained to them that this appeared to be a 
question relating to prosecution and is not within our province 
It was stated the Bureau would not make recommendations as to 
persons to whom the Bill could be applied. Hall siated he 
apprectated the Bureau's position and that he understood that 
the responsibility for selecting an individual or individuals 
was solely that of the Department. Broome pointed out that 
they were seeking a short cut to making their decisions and tf 
the Bureau had any facts which would aid in arriving at a 
decision, the Department would appreciate them. We again 
pointed out that the Bureau would not recommend individuals 
Jor consideration and that this was the Department's responsibility. 





To assist them, Mr. Hall specifically requested 
the following investigations 
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1) That the Bureau make immediate check to 
determine the whereabouts of the above- 
mentioned individuals; 


2) That we check and furnish available 
information concerning the physioal and 
ftnanctal conditions of the above persons; 


9) That the Bureau furnish any information 
which would indicate that any of the above 
individuals had had a change of attitude 
and might be desirous of cooperating with 
the Government. 


It was also specifically requested that the Bureau 
give consideration to approachtng Joseph Katz in Israel for the 
purpose of aoquainting him with the Immunity Bill and sounding 
him out as to whether he would return to the United States if 
immunity from prosecution were offered. 


At the conolusíon of the meeting, Hall pointed out 
that the consideration of the Silvermaster case is one of the 
most important things over in the Department at the present 
time. He stated that he has been directed to prepare a atate- 
ment for the Department, wh ich statement he indicated will be 
released at the time the Bill te signed by the President. He 
advised he had been instructed to have this statement prepared 
by this afternoon and he indicated tt was hia own belief that 
the Bill would be signed by the President tomorrow. Hall did 
not indicate what kind of statement the Department planned to 
make. He requested that the Bureau give priority to the 
inquiries to be made and advised that the Department probably 
would want to proceed sometime early next week. 
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OBSERVATIONS AND BUREAU POSITION: 





When we first learned about the passage of the Immunity 
Bill and the Departmental consideration being given to the Silver- 
master case, we immediately commenced our own analysis of the 
Siluermaster subjects to see which, in our opinion, represented 
the best possibilities. The memorandum of analysis is attached. 


Our own analysts reflects that we consider Willian Ludwig 
Ullman, Abraham George Silverman and Sonte Gold as persons who might 
be granted immunity in the light of the provisions of this Act. ۱ 
However, considering all factors involved we believe that the most ^" 
likely persons» to talk and cooperatié with the Government is 
William Ludwig Ullman, This has been our conclusion for sometime 
and we have previously developed sources who have attempted to 
get close to Ullman. 


Concerning Silverman, the Bureau agrees with the Deparít- 
ment insofar as Silverman has û comprehensive knowledge of the 
espionage apparatus involved and would be in a position to 
corroborate most of Bentley's testimony; however, due to Silverman's 
advanced age and considering the fact that he has what appears to 
to be a serious heart ailment, it is not considered likely that 
he would be the type of individual to whom tmmunity would appeal. 


With respect to Sonie Gold, it must be pointed out 
Bentley's allegations do not indicate her degree of involvement 
in the espionage appardtss is as great as some of the other 
subjects involved. For this reason plus the fact that she has 
not refused to testify on the grounds that she might incriminate 
herself before any proceedings to date would indicate that she 
is not a good candidate to offer imnunity to. Since immunity 
cannot be offered to a person until he has refused to testify 
on the grounds of self incrimination, we do not consider Sonie 
Gold as a very good prospect. 


Our analysis of the Silvermaster case did not take 
tnto consideration the possibility of granting immunity to 
Earl Browder, Álezander Koral, and Lee Pressman since they are 
not considered principal subjects in the Silvermaster or Perlo 
groups. Since the Department has seen fit to advance their names 
as prospects for consideration under the Immunity Bill, we feel 
that the following comments are applicable to their cases. 





Earl Browder's involvement in this case goes back to 
Bentley's allegation that in November, 1943, Golos informed 
Bentley that through Browder, he had made contact with a group 


ae 


in Washington, D. C. Apter the death of Golos, Browder arranged 
for the meeting between Bentley and the members of the Perlo 
group in John Abt's apartment. There ia no doubt that Browder 

has a wealth of information. Browder in the past had indicated 
that he would be willing to cooperate with the Government. He has 
never done 80, He has always taken the position that he knew 
nothing about espionage and he was a political leader of a 
political party. Bentley's information and other information would 
definitely refute this. Our stand on Browder's cooperation has 
always been a firm one. He is a scheming, tricky and intelligent 
individual, He is an extren n egotist, and would probably 

be willing to take advantage of any promise of tmmunity to give 
as little information as possible. It is our feeling that the 
only way for Browder to get immunity would be for him to sit 

down and tell the FBI everything. It ts questionable that an 
offer of immunity should be extended to him. 


As to Lee Pressman, we did not consider him in our 
analysis since he is not a principal subject in the case and 
figures only on the fringe. Our estimate of him is that he is 
a no-good individual, extremely trickey and his previous cooperation 
was half-hearted, I? possible ertending immunity to him should 
be avoided. 


Alerander Koral is considered a poor prospect in this 
matter since from our knowledge of him, his implication in the 
Silvermaster case is rather vague and there are other individuals 
who we know have a comprehensive knowledge of this case who would 
make better candidates for an immunity offer. In view of this, 
our analysis does not comment on Koral and we do not conaider him 
a likely prospect for an immunity offer. 


Concerning the Department's request that "۶" 0 
be given to approaching Joseph Katz to determine if he would 
be willing to return to the United States if immunity would be 


granted; the following should be notede 


e 


Katz is presently in Israel and has now become an 
Israeli citizen. We have previously conducted ertensive inquiries 
seeking to get Katz to come within the jurisdiction of the Bureau 
so that he could be apprehended and prosecuted. As things now 
stand, the chances of having Katz voluntarily come to the 
United States are practically nil. There should be no objection 
to making inquiries to see if an approachmmme could be made to 
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Kat as was Suggested by the Department. Ihe probability that 
he Will accept such an offeer appears to be remote, 
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Hall and Broome also advanced the names of Edward Fitzgerald 
and Harry Magdoff as individuals to whom immunity might be 
offered in connection with the Perlo group. In our 8 
we considered both Fitzgerald and Magdoff in the light of 
the Immunity Bill, and it is our opinion that there is no 
reason to believe that Fitzgerald would be more likely to 
talk than any of the other subjects in the Perle group. 
Fitzgerald attended the meeting at Abt's home wherein the 
conspiracy was formed, and there ta no doubt that he could 
furnish considerable information to corroborate Bentley. 
However, since there ia no indication that he iê a more 
likely prospect than any of the others involved, it i8 our 
opinion that we should consider him for prosecution rather 
than grant him immunity under this Act. We also considered 
Harry Magdoff in connection with the Immunity Bill but con- 
oluded that there were better prospects than Magdoff since 
fron Bentley's allegations, it is our understanding that his 
knowledge of the espionage apparatus is not nearly ae 
comprehensive aa many of the others involved., Although 
Magdoff was in attendance at the meeting in John Abt's 
apartment, Bentley advised that he only furnished meager 
information; therefore, in eur opinion he ia not a likely 
prospect for immunity in this matter, 


RECOMMENDATIONS t 





(1) It ta not considered sound for the Bureau to 
recommend io the Department persons in the Silvermaster case 
who should be considered under the Immunity Bill. We have 
previously furnished the Department complete facts available 
to us concerning the many subjects involved. A decision as 
to who should be proceeded against utilizing the Immunity 
Bill is solely one for the Department. If you agree, this 
stand will be incorporated in a letter which should be sent 
to the Department,

(4) It will be noted that 1۳۰ Hall indicated that 
the Department was preparing a statenent for release at the 
time the Immunity Bill is signed by the President.

Brief writeups 
p relating Bentley's allegations against each one of the twelve 
4' principal subjects set out and commenta eet forth as to the 
. esirability of offering them immunity. Considering we do not 
^ wish to offer either Silvermaster or Perlo immunity from 
; rosecution, William Ludwig Ullman would appear to be the most 
۳ subject to whom immunity could be offered. 
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DETAILS? The purpose of this memorandum is to analyze this 
case in the light of the provisions of the Immunity 
Bill. 


Briefly, the Immunity Bill provides that in proceed- 
ings relating to national defense, witnesses before Congressional 
committees, United States courts or Federal grand juries oan be 
granted immunity from proseoution after pleading their answers 
to certain questions might incriminate them. A United States 
attorney can, with the approval of the Attorney General, 
petition the United States Court to instruct a witness to K 
testify and, upon order of the court, such witness cannot be 
ezcused from testifying on the grounds that tt might incriminate 
him. Under the Immunity Bill subjects in instant case could be 
called before 6 Federal grand jury and: 1) if, after being 
granted tmmunity, they refused to testify, they could be held 
in contempt of court; 2) they could agree to cooperate and whtle 
free from prosecution themselves, their testimony could 
corroborate Elizabeth Bentley's allegations, thus opening up 
the possibility of successful prosecution of these subjects; 

S) they might agree to talk and thereafter give perjured 
testimony which could result in prosecutions for perjury. 


4s you know, in 1945 Elizabeth Bentley furnished 
(information at length concerning her own activities as well 
as the activities of others in Soviet espionage. Bentley 
related her courier activities in connection with Soviet 
espionage under the direction of several principals, the first 
being Jacob M. Golos. Through Golos, Bentley came in contact 
with a parallel of Soviet esptonage tn New York City and 
Fashington, D. Ce, which was furnishing information obtained 
from United States Government agencies. One of the groups in 
Fashington, D. C., was described by her aa the "Silvermaster 
Group," headed by Nathan Gregory Silvermaster. The other 
group was described by her as the "Ferlo Group," headed by 
Victor Perlo. Among Bentley's principals were Olga Pravdina, 
formerly Amtorg Trading Corporation employee, and Anatolt 
Gronov, former First Secretary of the Soviet Embassy in 
Washington, D. C. 





Following is a brief writeup on those subjects 
known to Bentley who would seem to be in the best position 
to corroborate her testimony and who should be able و‎ 
furnish considerable information of value relating to the 
operations of the Siluvermaster and Ferlo Groups. Comments 
are set forth as to the desirability of offering immunity to 
these individuals. Not all members of the Silvermaster and 
Ferlo networks are included herein since our Gin 18 to limit 
the scope of this analysis to those we consider are in the 
best position to corroborate Bentley's allegations if induced 
to testify. Since the allegations herein relate to wartime 
espionage, no statute of limitations is involved. 
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In August, 1941, Golos informed Bentley he had `‏ 
several meetings with a representative of a Soviet group‏ 
in Washington but due to his heart, could not make the ۳۰‏ 
He requested Bentley to proceed to Washington and contact‏ 
Mrs. Helen Silvermaster, 6 member of that group. She made‏ 
the trip and contacted Mrs. Silvermaster and then began‏ 
regular trips to Washington. On these trips she contacted "‏ 
the Stlvermastera and received espionage material in the‏ 
Jorm of typewritten notations from the Silvermasters and‏ 
fron Ludwig Ullman, another member of the espionage group‏ 
who lived with the Silvermasters. From remarks from these‏ 
two men, Bentley gradually real tzed that other persons were‏ 
Jurnishing information to them. In 1942, Golos furnished‏ 
Bentley with instructions for the group as to the nature‏ 
of the information desired; and in late 1942, Golos gave her‏ 
typewrttten instructions tn the Russian language furnished‏ 
by "Charlie," Golos' superior, which she delivered to‏ 
Silvermaster. In late 1942, Ullman obtained a camera and‏ 
began photographing material Jor Bentley, giving her the‏ 
developed negative rolls which she furnished to Golos., In‏ 
turn, Golos wuld use a viewer to examine the negatives‏ 
thus keeping himself‏ و before passing them on to hia superio‏ 
aware of all information being passed. On occasione,‏ 
Stluermaster actually dictated information to Bentley‏ 
and tn 1944, she personally witnessed the photographing of‏ 
documents tn the Sílvermaster basement, She also obtained‏ 
carbon copies of letters usually from Treasury Department‏ 
employees reporting on conditions outside the United States,‏ 
Occasionally, Silvermaster brought home entire files from‏ 
the Board of Economic Warfare and he and Ullman would decide‏ 
which portions would be photographed. From conversation,‏ 
Bentley became aware that Abraham George Silverman of the‏ 
ue Ratlroad Retirement Board also was giving information‏ 
although he believed Silvermaster read the information and‏ 
orally passed it to Earl Browder of the Communist Party and‏ 
won not aware the documents were being photographed. She‏ 
also learned that Harry Derter White of the Treasury‏ 
Department and Lauchlin Currie, former Administrative‏ 
Asststant to the President of the United States, were‏ 
furnishing information. Bentley also became aware of‏ 
information furnished by Solomon Adler, United States Treasury‏ 
representative in Chungking, China, which information came‏ 
from White. She also knew of Willtam Taylor who obtained‏ 
employment in the Treasury Department through White and‏ 








supplied both oral and written information from the Treasury 
Department to Silvermaster,. In the late Summer of 1943, the 
volume became so great that Ullman stopped developing the film 
and passed undeveloped film to Bentley. In the Fall of 1943, the 
group desired to place a secretary in White's office to 
facilitate transmission of information, and on the recommendation 
of the Communist Party functioning in Washington, Sonia Gold ^" 
was so placed. She copied documents from White's office and 
delivered notes to the Siluermastere. In the Spring of 

1944, Bela (Bill) Gold, husband of Sonia entered the group 

Gnd furnished information from his position with the Foreign 
Economic Administration. Anatole Volkov, son of Mrs. Silvermaste 
by her first marriage, on occasions would proceed from 
Washington to New York to deliver material from Bentley to hia 
parents, l 


OBSERVATIO 


From a review of the above information, it appears 
Silvermaster and his wife were fully aware of the operations 
of this ring tn Washington, and if they testified about their 
activities, would involve a great number of persons and would 
substanttate the testimony of Elizabeth Bentley. However, 
due to Siluermaster's position as the head of this ring, tt 
would appear more desirable to attempt to convict hin of the 
substantive charge of wartime espionage which possibility 
would exist tn the event another person famtliar with the 
network substantiated Bentley's testimony. The same reasoning 
would also apply to Mra. Silvermaster with the additional 
fact that, tf she did testify, her testimony could not be 
used against her husband.

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Bentley advised that Ullman lived at Silvermaster's 
home tn Washington ín 1941, and both of them gave her 
information for transmittal to the Bussians. In the Fail of 
1942, Ullman acquired a camera and became quite proficient 
in document photography and started photographing documents 
taken from Government files. In 1942 and 1943, Bentley 
learned from conversations that Harry Dexter White was 
furnishing documents which were brought to the Silvermaster 
home by Ullman or Silverman. Late tn the Summer of 1943, 
the flow of documents increased to the point where Ullman 
Photographed the materíal but did not develop it. 6 
Jurntshed Bentley with undeveloped negatives. Ullman entered 
the Army in 1943, and rose to be a Captain in the Air Corps 
assigned to the Pentagon. Bentley stated that every conceivable 
type of information relative to the part the Air Force played 
tn the war was included in the documents photographed by 
Ullman. She also stated that Ullman was a member of the 
Communist Party in Washington, D. C. 


Ullman was born August 14,1902, at Springfield, ^." 
Missouri, and first started working for the Government in ^. . 
April, 1935. In September, 1936, he was employed by the مم‎ on 
Treasury Department, and hie immediate superior was Harry Dexter 
White. Ullman entered the Army April 16, 1943, and was 
separated January 14, 1945, at the rank of Major. Ullman was

OBSERVATION: ۵ 


Ullman, nezt to Siluvermaster, probably knows more 
about the operation of the Silvermaster group than any other 
member due to hie position ae photographer for the group. This 
ts based on the assumption that Ullman knew the source of the 
documents he was reproducing and further based on the fact that 
he has resided with the Silvermasters since 1937, and still 
resides with them and is in business with Silvermaster. It would 
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appear that he is the most logical person to offer immunity 

due to his knowledge of the case and because the information 

he could furnish would probably outwetgh the prosecutive 
potentialities of hia case. Ullman has appeared before the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities August 10, 1948, the 
Permanent Subcommittee on Investigations of the Committee on ہر‎ 
Government Operations of the United States Senate on October 21, 
1953, and before the Jenner Committee December, 1953, and he has 
availed himself of the Fifth Amendment on all information 
concerning espionage.

Bentley stated that 
Silverman also obtained information from Lauchlin Currie, a 
Presidential advisor and from Irving Kaplan, an employee of 
the War Production Board, which information he furnished 
Silvermaster. Bentley also stated that Silverman allegedly 
obtained Ullman's transfer to the Pentagon after Ullman entered 
the Army. She further stated that during the Summer of 1943, 
both of these men were employed in the Pentagon and obtained 
every possibie type of information about the Air Force*s 
participation in the war. 2. 
Silverman was born February. Z. AIR, in Poland and was ۳ 
naturalized June 24, 1941. He was interviewed April 15, 1947, 
by the FBI and denied anyone ever approached him for restricted 
information or furnishing it to anyone. In appearance before 
various Congressional Committees he has invoked the Fifth 
Amendment, and when the Department of Justice attempted to force 
him to register under the terms of the Foreign Agents Registration 
Act, his attorney claimed Silverman had a heart condition and 
might die. 


OBSERVATION: 


From our investigation, Silverman's knowledge of the 
network might be restricted to Silvermaster, Ullman, White, 
Irving Kaplan, and possibly Lauchlin Currie. His son has 
stated that his father would not talk even if it meant saving 
his (the son's) Government job. It is not believed that Silverman 
would testify if offered the immunity. However, it ts felt 
that in the event Ullman does not testify, Silverman should be 
offered immunity. His health would be an important consideration 
in this regard. 
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It is bélieved that Silverman is one of the individuals 


involved herein who would be of more value to the Government as 
a cooperative witness than as the defendant on trial in an 


espionage conspiracy.

Gold was born January 30, 1915, at Hungary and came 
to the United States in 1920, and obtained citizenship through 
his father in 1927. He was interviewed April 15, 1947, and 
denied furnishing information of any nature that came into his 
possession in connection with his employment to anyone not 
authorized to receive the same. Gold has denied all espionage 
allegations before the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities and the Jenner C

Gold, if he were offered immunity, could give infor- 
mation concerning Ullman and the Silvermasters, as investigation 
has not indicated espionage activities with other know: members 
of the network. It is felt he should be offered immunity in 
the event testimony is not obtained from any of the above. 
However, it must be realized that Gold must refuse to answer 
questions on the grounds of self incrimination. before he can 
be offered immunity from prosecution. To date he has not 
invoked the Fifth Amendment.

Mrs. Gold could possibly implicate the Silvermastera, 
Ullman, Harry Dexter White, William Taylor, Virgintus Frank 
Coe and Solomon Adler. However, our investigation shows only 
implication with the Silvermasters and Ullman. It is believed 
she should be offered immunity in the event none of the above 
persons testify. It must be realized that she could not be 
offered immunity until she refused to testify on the grounds of 
self incrimination and to date she has not refused to answer 
questions.

Elizabeth Bentley, confessed Soviet espionage agent, 
advised on November 30, 1945, that one or two months prior to 
his death tn 194} Jacob Golos, a known Soviet espionage agent, 
told her he had made contact with another group in Washington, 
D. C, which was engaged in Communist underground activities. ۱ 
Golos did not identify members of this group. Early in 1944, i 
Earl Browder mentioned to Bentley that Golos had been contact- 
ing a new group in Washington, D. C., and had been unable to 
keep an appointment with them since the date for such meeting 
came on the Sunday after Golo's death. Browder told Bentley 
he was anxious for her to meet this group. About two months 
later Browder informed Bentley he had made appropriate arrange- 
ments for her to meet this group in the apartment of John Abt, 
New York City. On the date specified by Brouder, probably 
February 27, 1944, Bentley went to the apartment of Abt and 
met 4 individuals whom she had never seen before. They were 
introduced to her as Victor Perlo, Charles Kramer, Henry 
Magdoff and Edward Fitzgerald. Thereafter these individuals 
engaged in conversation pertaining to the payment of their 
Communist Party dues to Bentley. They also requested that she 
furnish them with Communist literature. Subsequently there 
Jollowed a general discussion as to the type of information 
they (except Abt) would be able to furnish. Perlo was in the 
War Production Board at that time and he informed Bentley he 
would be able to supply statistical data in the aircraft field 
"0َ 2 d Bentley stated that on the occasion of this meeting 
erlo asked if the information he furnished was going to "Uncle 
Joe." According to Elizabeth Bentley it was obvious that all 
of the aforementioned individuals including John Abt had been 
associated for some time and that they had been engaged in some 
sort of espionage for Earl Browder. Bentley recalled that Perlo 
had produced at this first meeting some written material which 
included some Office of Strategic Services documents made available 
by a Donald Wheeler. She noted that some of the typewritten 
material in Perlo's possession, which material had been typed 
by him,bore a great resemblance to written material which 
Gregory had seen several months previously in the possession of 
Jacob Golos and the material in Golos‘s possession had been 
given to him by Earl Browder. Bentley also advised other meetings 
were held with the Perlo group in the apartment of Mary Price in 
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New York City and that Victor Perlo represented this group In 
meetings more frequently than did other members of the group. 
Bentley advised that she was cognizant of the fact that Victor 
Perlo was knoum to Nathan Gregory Silvermaster and recalled that 
Silvermaster previously had complained that the activities of 4 
Perlo in Washington were upsetting George Silverman, a prominent 
Jigure in the Nathan Gregory Silvermaster espionage network. 


Whittaker Chambers, confessed Soviet espionage agent, P. 
advised on May 10, 1945, that in the Fall of 1934, he met a 
group of dues-paying members of a Communist Party underground 
apparatus in Washington, D. C. According to Chambers, this 
group was headed by Harold Ware and the primary objective of 
this group at that time was to place Communists in an important 
post in the Government where they had an opportunity to advance. 
In this wasy they could formulate or influence politically along 
lines sympathetic to the Communist cause. Among those in the 
Ware group according to Chambers was one Nathan Perlow. Chambers 
advised that Nathan Perlow was an economist by profession who 
had been associated with the prookings Institute of Washington, 
D. C. Chambers identified a photograph of Victor Ferlo as being 
one of the members of the Ware apparatus whom he had previously 
identified as Nathan Periow. 


Victor Perlo was born May 16, 1912, (according to 
records of ihe Department of Health) New York City. 


He was employed by the United States Government from 
September, 1933, until March 27, 1947, his last position being 
Economic Analyst in the Division of Monetary Research, United 
States Treasury Department.

he testified before the House Committee on Un-American‏ و 
Activities and claimed the protection of the Fifth Amendment.‏ 
He appeared before the Jenner Committee on May 12, 1953, in‏

protection of the Fifth Amendment.‏ 







OP SERVATIONS: 


From a review of the above information it appears 
that Victor Perlo is fully aware of the operations of the 
individuals who attended meetings with Bentley both in John 
Abt's apartment and in Mary Price's apartment. If Perio would 
testify freely concerning his activities and nis knowledge of 
other individuals associated with him he would involve numerous 
persons in Soviet espionage and/or in Communist(inte1ligence 
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activities and would corroborate the testimony of Bentley. From 
tne foregoing information it is indicated that he has been active 
in Communist circles in Washington, D. C., since approximately 
1936, and such activity in Washington, D. C., continued until 
1947. It is also to be noted that he possibly could furnish some 
information concerning tne Silvermaster group which would also 
substantiate the testimony of Elizabeth Bentley in that regard. 
However, due to his position as nominal head of a Soviet espionage 
group and his failure in the past when interviewed by tne Bureau e 
and Congressional Committees to cooperate, it would appear more 
desirable to convict him of the substantive charge of wartime 
esptonage which possibility would exist in the event another 
person familiar with his activities substantiated the testimony 
given by Elizabeth Bentley, than to allow him immunity under 

the recently passed Immunity Bill. 


RESIDENCE: 
He resides at 4737 29000 Street, Flushing, New York. 


He is self-employea as an economic consultant and part time at 
the Jefferson School of Social Science in New York City. 
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Larly in 1944 Earl Browder told Bentley that Golos, 
before his death, had been in touch with a group in Washington$ 
D. C., which she was to take over. Browder arranged for her to 
meet representatives of the group in the apartment of John J. Abt, 
on Central Park West, near 90th Street, NYC, on about 2/27/44. 
Bentley uas then introduced by Abt to Victor Perlo, Charles 
Kramer, Henry Magdoff, and Edward Fitzgerald. It was obvious 
to her that these persons, including Abt, had been associated 
for some time and had been engaged in some sort of espionage for 
Earl Brouder and were aware that the ultimate destination of their 
information was the Soviet Union. Bentley met members of the 
group in Abt's apartment on at least one other occasion. In the 
Spring of 1945, after she had ceased contacting the group, her 
Soviet superior told her "ihey" were having trouble with Abt, who 
was attempting to "move in" on her former contacts in behalf of 
Browder. Whittaker Chambers has stated that during the 1930's 
Abt was a member of the Communist underground group headed by 
Haroid Ware, and that upon Ware's death in 1935, Abt became head 
of the group. 


Abt was born 5/1/04.-in Chicago, Jlllinois, and received 
an LL.B. degree from the University of Chicago in 1926. He 
practiced law in Chicago until 1933, when he came to Washington, 
D. C., as an attorney with the Agricultural Adjustment Administration, 
subsequently becoming General Counsel of the Works Progress 
Administration, counsel to the Securities & Exchange Commission, 
Chief Counsel of a Subcommittee of the Senate Committee on 
Education and Labor, and in 1937 a Special Assistant to the 
Attorney General in the Anti-Trust Division. He resigned from 
Government service in 1930, becoming Special Counsel to the 
Amalgamated Clothing Workers of America, which position he held 
until 1948 when he became General Counsel of the Progressive 
Party. He resides in NY with his wife, Jessica Smith, editor 
of "Soviet Russia Today."

OBSERVATION: 
Abt, due to his position of leadership, could probably 


. furnish& valuable information concerning pre-war espionage 
activities on which the Statute of Limitations has run. He knew 
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well such persons as Alger Hiss, Lee Pressman, Henry Collins, 

J. Peters, George Silverman, Harold Glasser and Harry Dexter White 
during this period. His activity continued during World War II, 
according to Bentley. Abt's background, however, makes it appear 
questionable whether he should be offered immunity and whether 

he would accept it if offered. His sister is Marion Bachrach, 

a leading NY Communist; his wife, the former Jessica Smith, has 

long been an active Soviet propagandist. Abt has for more than 

20 years handled the most important and delicate matters for the i 
C. P. He is a practicing attorney and has associated intimately j 
with mast of the top Communist Party functionaries in this country. 
There is every indication that he is a confirmed, active, loyal 
Communist: who would refuse to testify against his associates 

even under a guarantee of Immunity.

Fitzgerald alse was present at subsequent 
similar meetings and supplied information on four or five 
occasions concerning production figures which he obtained 
from his enployment with the War Production Board. Bentley 
recalls that even after she ceased meeting with the group, 
Fitzgerald visited her in WY to express hie dislike for 
Vietor Perlo and to ask if some other contact could be 
arranged for him, 


Fitzgerald was born 11/19/11 at NIC and graduated 
from the University of Vermont in 1932. Between 1936 and 
1947 he was employed by the U, S. Government ín the Works 
Progress Administration, the Federal Security Agency, the 
War Production Board, the Foreign Economico Administration, 
and the Department of Commerce. He subsequently has 
resided in NIC, working trregularly as a book reviewer, 
writer and laborer. He appeared before the Senate Sub- 
committee on Internal Security on 5/1/53 and invoked the 
Fifth Amendment. 


OBSERVATION: 


Fitzgerald could testify concerning Perlo, Kramer, 
Magdo//, and Abt. In addition, investigation reflects that 
he te well acquainted with Irving Kaplan, Abraham George 
Silverman and Harry Dexter White, and he may have knowledge 
concerning others, Bentley, however, can specifically 
testify that Fitzgerald furnished her with government infor- 
mation on several occastons with knowledge that tts ultimate 
destination was the Soviet Union and tt would, therefore, 
be desirable to include him in any substantive prosecution, 
tf possible, rather than offer him immunity.

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Elizabeth T, Bentley was present at ihe meeting 
in John Abt'a apartment in NYC in 1944. At that time she 
learned that Harold Glasser was a member of the Perlo 
espionage group. During the meeting tt was indtoated that 
Harold Glasser had been out of the United States as a 
representative of the United States Treasury Department 
and that he returned in the early part of 1944 and waa 
thereafter stationed in the Treasury Deportment, Washington, 
D, C. It was further indicated that Glasser waa closely 
associated with and probably an assistant to Harry Dexter 
White, on official in the Treasury Department. According 
to Bentley, Harold Glasser subsequently furnished general 
information concerning the activities of the Treasury 
Department particularly concerning proposed loans by the 
United States to foreign countries. He was supplying 
information originating in the Fereign Economic Adminis- 
tration, which information had been sent to the Treasury 
Department, Bentley advised that after Glasser's return 
from Europe, ۲۵۷۶۵۳ Perlo, a member of the group, advised 
that Glasser had requested to be allowed to return a8 a 
member of that group. Bentley was advised by Vietor Perlo 
that Glasser and one or two others had prevíously been

OBSERVATIONS: 


It should be noted that Harold Glasser has declined e 
to admit his participation in Soviet esptonage or in Communist 
Party activities to date. From the above information it 
appears that Harold Glasser was aware of many faots of 
Communist Party and Soviet activities in Washington, D. C., 
during the period Bentley was active as a courier. Besides 
possibly being in a position to substantiate the testimony 
given by Bentley as to individuals involved in the Perlo 
Group, Glasser according to Chambers would be in a position. 
to furnish some information concerning the activities of 
Harry Derter White and possibly might be able to furnish in- 
formation concerning the activities of Alger Hiss. Although 
tt would appear from prior contact with Glasser that there is 
little likelihood of his taking advantage of the Immunity 
Statute to furnish the United States Government complete in- 
formation concerning espionage activity known to him, it 
must be admitted that he was in a position where considerable 
information concerning individuals and their activities for 
Communist and for Soviet superiors vas available to him. For 
this reason, Glasser it is felt should be considered in any

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In early 1941 Jacob Golos advised Elizabeth Bently / 
that Mary Price, secretary to columnist Walter Lippmann, had 
agreed to furnish Golos with all of the information she could 
obtain concerning the type of mterial Lippmann was writing 
as well as other information concerning Lippmann's activities. 
Golos introduced Bentley to Mary Price in New York City and 
arrangements were made for future meetinga every two weeks 
alternating between New York City and Washington, D. C. 7 
Price continued in Lippmann's employment until June 1943 and 
continued to furnish information available to her as a result 
of her employment to Bentley or Golos until her termination 
in June 1943. Bentley advised she had established contact 
with Maurice Halperín and Willard Park in Washington, D. C. 
In 1942 Golos met these individuals at Price's residence in 
Washington and made arrangements for them to supply information, 
to which they had access, to Mary Price who gave it to Bentley, 
who turned it over to Golos. This arrangement continued until 
early 1943, when the information was turned over dtrectly to 
Bentley. Price also handled Duncan Chaplin Lee, who had been 
given an Army commisston upon entering OSS, but, according 
to Bentley, his contributions were not particularly voluminous 
or valuable. Bentley later took over Lee and advised he pro- 
vided intelligence information of value from the files of OSS. 
According to Bentley, Helen Tenney, who was an OSS employee 
and supplied Golos with intelligence information, took over 
Mary Price's apartment in Washington, D. C. in 1943. Arrange- 
ments were made for Michael Greenberg, ant employee of the 
Board of Economic Warfare and Foreign Economic Administration 
in Washington, D. C. from 1942 to 1945, to relay information 
to Mary Price and thence to Golos. According to Bentley, 
Mary Price's apartment in New York City was used as a meeting 
place by Bentley with various members of the Perlo group on 
Jrequent Occesions tn 1944.

She failed to recognize photographs of numerous individuals 
identified by Bentley as members of a Soviet espionage consptracy 
in Washington, D. C. in the late 1930's and early 1940's. She 
denied her contacts with Lee were other than social and stated 
that she had not asked for nor received any confidential infor- 
mation from Le 
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occasions Price denied all of Bentley's allegations pertain- 
tng to her and dented any espionage activities. 


OBSERVATIONS: 


Since Mildred Price acted as an intermediary or in 
a liaison capacity between Bentley and various individuals 
alleged by Bentley to have engaged in espionage, tt is believed 
that Price should be considered favorably for immunity under 
the Inmunity Bill. Should Price testify freely, her testimony 
could incriminate the numerous individuals who gave material 
to her for transnittal to Bentley, and would corroborate 
Bentley's testimony. She could also identify those members 
of the Perlo group who used her apartment for meetings with 
Bentley although it is pointed out that she may not have 
knowledge of the specific activities of all those persons,

As of 5-1954 Price was residing at 224 Sullivan Street, 
New York City. 
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Referrtng to the meeting in Abt's apartment tn — سس‎ 
New York City in 1944, Bentley stated she attended this meet- 
ing with representatives of a group she designated as the 
Perlo Group. At the first meeting, probably held on 2/27/44, 
the individuals present were John Abt, Victor Perlo, Charles 
Xramer, Henry Magdoff and Edward Fitzgerald. The group œi s- 
cussed at length what contributions of intelligence might be 
ezpected from themselves as well as from other members of the ai 
group who were not in attendance. They also engaged in con- 
versation pertdining to the payment of their CP dues to Bentley. 
With respect to information to come from other members of the 
group, Bentley recalled that Allan Rosenberg, who was at that 
time serving abroad in some capacity for the United States 
Government, was reported by the desk to be able to furnish in- 
formation on his return to the United States. Bentley held 
frequent meetings with representatives of this group subsequent 
to the first meeting and one of the individuals who met Bentley 
in Mary Price's apartment in NYC as a representative of the 
Perio Group was Allan Rosenberg. It was arranged that the 
representative of the Perlo Group would gather together in 
Washington, D. C., the intelligence information which had been 
secured from Government files by the other members of the group 
and would carry this information to NYC to be turned over to 
Bentley and thence by her to Golos. According to Bentley, 
Allan Rosenberg furnished tnformation which he had obtained 
as a result of observations, recommendations, plans and pro- 
posals made by various government officials concerning the 
handling of Germany. During that period he was employed in 
the Foreign Economic Administration and material of the afore- 
mentioned type came to him in connection with his duties with 
that Agency. It was recalled by Bentley that Rosenberg submitted 
rather voluminous reports and he turned over substantial 
quantities of written material bearing upon matters such as 
specific suggestions and proposals made by vartous American 
officials with respect to the problems erpected to be met in 
post-war Germany. Bentley stated she recalled having met 
Rosenberg only once, in November, 1944. At that time consider- 
able controversy eristed within the Perlo Group and Rosenberg 
was dissatisfied and felt he should withdraw. Bentley stated 
she had a lengthy conversation with him, advising him regarding 
the material he should attempt to obtain, but she does not 
know the effect of this talk as she ceased esptonage activities 
in December 1944. 





Allan Robert Rosenberg was interviewed by Bureau 
agents in 1947 and refused to confirm or deny charges that he 
was active in an espionage apparatus in 1943 or 1944,

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A meeting was held tn the apartment of John Abt in 
NYC, probably on 2/27/44. Present at this meetingwere John رر‎ 
Abt, Victor Perlo, Charles Kramer, Henry Magdoff and Edward ^-^ — 
Fitzgerald and Elizabeth Bentley. During this meeting the 
representatives of the group discussed the payment of CP 
dues, the receipt of CP literature, and the type of intelligence 
information they would be able to furnish from the Government 
sources with which they had contact. They also discussed the 
intelligence information which could be expected from other 
members of the group who were not present at the meeting. Bentley“ 
recalled that mention was made of Donald Wheeler and it was 
tndtcated that because of his position on the editortal boerd 
of the Research and Analysis Section of the Office of Strategic 
Services (OSS), he would be able to make contributions of 
value. Accordingly, Bentley tndicated that during the course 
of her association with the Perlo Group, Wheeler furnished con- 
siderable information which he had obtained through his employ- 
ment. The information he furnished included ditto copies of 
monthly and semí-monthly reports of the OSS as they were con- 
cerned with political developments throughout the world. She 
recalled that these ditto reports were sometimes marked "secret" 
and sometimes marked "confidential." They did not, however; 
contain any marginal notations as to what division of the OSS 
they were routed to nor did they, so far as she could recall, 
indicate any other Governmental agency to which they were 
directed. She advised that Bonald Wheeler also furnished 
typewritten and handwritten erhibits which he had obtained 
from an OSS digest made up of cable reports from State Department 
and OSS personnel. Included among this material also were various 
reports and memoranda prepared by the Foreign Nationalities 
Branch of the OSS. This material relatec to particular racial 
groups and their activities within the ۰ S. Subsequent to 
the initial meeting with the Perlo Group, mentioned above, 
Bentley regularly met representatives of this group at the 
apartment of Mary Price in NYC. On at least one occasion 
Wheeler was the representative who brought the intelligence 
information securéd by other members of the group in Washington, 
D. C., to Bentley. She recclled also that Victor Perlo at the 
initial meeting with her had produced written material, including 
OSS documents which he advised had been made available to him 
by Donald Wheeler, Bentley subsequently advised that Wheeler 
furnished information through Perlo until the Summer of 1944, 
when Bill, Bentley's espionage supervisor at that time, requested 
that Wheeler be advised to discontinue activites for siz months 
due to his being under suspicion by OSS. Bentley stated she 
so instructed Wheeler. 





Wheeler was interviewed 5/29/47 and 9/29/48 by 
Bureau agents but refused to answer questions as to esptonage 
activities.

OBSERVATIONS: 


In 1953 Donald Wheeler wrote several letters to 
editors of small newspapers in the State of Washington, making 
severe attacks on the Director and calling Elizabeth Bentley 
a liar. In those letters he claimed to be a loyal citizen 
of the United States. In view of this attitude as erhibited 
by him publicly and in view of the fact that Bentley only 
recalls meeting him once and there is no information available 
io indicate that he was well acquainted with the activities 
of other individuals engaged in the Perlo Group, other than 
the slight possibility that on his meeting with Bentley he 
might have delivered information gathered by other members of 
the group, it is felt that he is not a logical individual to

The charges made by Taylor seek to make it appear that 
| eras Bentley has sdid is false or inconsistent and that 
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There is attaché a brief in which we analyze in detail \ 
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everything the Bureau did in the case was basically wrong, 

slanted or stupid. The Taylor document does point out certain 
instances where Bentley has been inconsistent in public testimony. 
The document loses much of its force by using the assumption that 
all of the persons mamed by Bentley are innocent of the charges. 
Terminology used throughout the document attempts to ridicule 
Bentley and the Bureau, rather than attacking her testimony on 

a strictly factual basis. We have discovered some of the info 
used has been lifted almost verbatim from Alan Barth's “Harper's 
Magazine” article of 3/19/54 entitled "How Good is an FBI Report?" 
It is believed the best defense to these charges would lie in 
showing the corroboration that exists of Bentley's testimony by 
living persons, This is fairly extensive and a separate section 
of the brief has been prepared setting out major points of 


corroboration. b- 
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the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee, according 
to a news article of 4/26/55, has denied Taylor and his 
attorney the right to cross-ezamine Bentley. The Chairman of 
the IOELB, Judge Henry S. Waldman, on 4/20/55 commented he 
considers this attack on Bentley an attack on the whole 
loyalty program. He states his Board will not be influenced 
by this attack, In view of the foregoing, it is not believed 


essential that the Bureau at the present stage take any steps 
in this matter. 
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There is attached for your information a detailed 
brief analyzing the charges made by Taylor ina 
document filed 3/28/55 before the International Org. 
Employees Loyalty Board. 
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William Henry Taylor on March 28, 1955, filed with 
the International Organizations Employees Loyalty Board a 107- 
page brief in which he makes extenstve charges attacking the 
veracity of Elizabeth Bentley, the FBI reports made public in 
the White hearings, and the handling of his case by Congressional 
committees and the Loyalty Board. Taylor's attorney, Byron N, 
Scott, in a letter to Senator Bastland of the Senate Internal 
Security Subcommittee, under date of April 4, 1955, demanded 
the right to cross-ezamine Bentley. Scott also held a preas 
conference on April 18, 1955, in which he outlined certain of 
the charges made against Bentley and during which he made 
public his letter to Senator Eastland. Earlier, Taylor brought 
suit against the "Washington Daily News" in late 1953 because 
of an article (11/20/53) linking him with Harry Dexter White. 
The suit has not been tried. In testimony before a Federal 
grand jury in Washington, D. C., in September, 1954, Taylor 
made claims of inconsistencies on Bentley's part which are 
similar to the charges now being made. 


Allegations Concerning J5ylor. 


William Henry Taylor was born March 30, 1906 at 
Revelstoke, British Columbia, Canada, He was naturalized as 
a U. S8, citizen on March 30, 1940. He was employed by the 
Treasury Department from 1941 until December 1946, when he 
entered the International Monetary Fund and is now Assistant 
Director, Middle East Department, International Monetary Fund. 
The following are the baste allegations which have been made 
against Taylor: 


1) Bentley never met Taylor personally and her data 
concerning Taylor is hearsay, obtained from Mr. and Mrs. Silver- 
master and William Ludwig Ullman. It was her understanding a 
William Taylor was a member of the network in the Treasury 
Department who was furnishing documents to the network. It was 
also her understanding that he had obtained his job through 
Harry Dexter White. She said Taylor was sent to China by the 
Treasury Department and after his return he functioned in 
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furnishing documents and later she believed he was sent to 
Portugal. Our investigation has reflected Taylor was a friend 
of Silvermaster before entering the Treasury Department in 


January, 1941, and at that time Stivermaster recommended hin

or the employment. Ullman wrote Taylor a letter in December, 1940, 
in which he confirmed that White would be able to get Taylor the 
job. Taylor did go to China in May, 1941, as a member of the 
Chinese Stabilization Board. He returned to the Treasury De- 
partment in September, 1942, and in May, 1944, he was sent to 


London. He did not go to Portugal as alleged by Bentley. 


2) Information was received from G-2, Honolulu, 
in 1940 that Tayler was reported to be a bonafide member of 
the Communist Forty and to hold an official membership card. 
6-2 has been unable to identify and furnish the source of thts 


information. '

4) Taylor was a member of the Inter-Professional 
Association, Honolulu, in 1937-38, an organization reportedly 
founded by John Ernest Retnecke, described as a Communist Party 
roi who was convicted under the Smith Act in Honolulu in 

953.

a) ‘Introduetion 


۱ In the Introduction, the Taylor brief points out 

the history of the charges made against Taylor before the Inter- 
national Organizations Employees Loyalty Board. Taylor claims 
Jor a period of at least 8 years to his knowledge he has been 
suspected and has appeared before the FBI, Congressional 
committees, Federal grand juries and the Loyalty Board. He 
points out his name has bem in the press, on the radio and 
television, and he has been under vehement attacks. He states 
recommendations for his dismissal from the International ` 
Monetary Fund have been made by a number of Treasury Dem rtnent 
officials, including letters from former Secretary John T, 
Snyder dated November 3, 1952, and Secretary George M, Humphrey, 
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dated July 17, 1953. Taylor cites Attorney General Brownell !s 
and the Director's appearances before the Senate Internal 
Security Subcommittee on November 17, 1953, and claims the 
mention of Taylor by the Attorney General led to publicity 
agaínst him. He points out the Attorney General listed him by 
the name of William Henry Taylor, while Bentley named only a 
Filliam Taylor or Bill Toylor. He ends the Introduction by 
stating he and hia attorney came to the concluston that a review 
of Bentley's testimony, writings and FBI documents where avail- 
able was needed and that Bentley's statements could be refuted 
and her testimony shown to be untruthful. 


b) the Bentley Story 


In this section of the brief, Taylor questions 
Bentley's veracity and questions the Director's statement of 
November 17, 1953, that "all information furnished by 8 
Bentley, which was susceptible to check, has proven to be 
correct," He then cites twelve instances which he claims show 
inconsistencies and untruths in Bentley's story. These are

brtef. Taylor, in essence, claims public statements of Bentley 
do contatn demonstrable falsehoods, It is noted certain of 

the charges made against Bentley in this material do show 
inconatstencies. In other instances, the charges made can be 
explained on the basis of available facts. 


In the latter portion of this section the brief 
attempts by tnnuendo and rhetorical questions to cast doubt on 
Bentley's over-all story and at one point it is insinuated that 
someone should delve into"what transptred in the period between 
November, 1945, and February, 1947," apparently suggesting that 
the FBI was engaged in building up false statements by Bentley 
during this period, Much ts made of the fact that the grand 
Jury in 1947 did not return a true bill indicting persons named 
by Bentley, 4 portion of this material has been lifted from 
Alan Barth's "How Good is an FBI Report?" (This is commented 
upon in some detail in Section IV of this brief.)

Taylor refers to the appearance of the Director and 
Attorney General Brownell before the Senate Internal Security 
Subcommittee on November 17, 1953, and potnts out they relied 
heavily on Bentley's information in their testimony. Taylor 
claims much of what was said on November 17, 1953, was wrong 
and the errors have gone unchallenged. Thereafter, Taylor 
attacks Bentley's testimony and information and criticizes 
FBI memoranda and communicattons which were made public by the 
Attorney General during the White controversy. He caustically 
comments that the FBI first talked with Bentley on November 7, 
1945, and within 24 hours had checked the accuracy of her 
information and disseminated data to the President, indicating 
people named therein were passing documents through a Soviet 
espionage system. Taylor claims this was done without a scrap 
of documentary evidence to support these allegattons, (this, 
of course, ignores the fact that our November 8, 1945, letter 
to the White House was merely a preliminary warning and has

In addition to some of the main charges made, ۳ 
also makes a number of charges which are full of trivial 
inconsístencies which do not merit serious consideration. For 
example, he states that FBI memoranda did not mention the 
distinguished military record or the academic achievements of 
Harry Dexter White. He also claims the photographic facilites 
in the Silvermaster basement were described aa a "complete 
photographic laboratory," whereas he would describe it as "an 
amateur darkroom.” Taylor also criticizes the Director for the 
comments made November 17, 1953, when the Director stated the 
FBI does not express opinions or draw conclusions in ita 
investigative reports. Taylor claims this is not true since 
the FBI letter of February, 1946, expresses opinions and makes 
evaluations, Taylor contends Bentley has lied so often and so 
outrageously in her testimony to the FBI and ín her statenents 
under oath that she can scarcely be looked upon as a credible 
8ource, : 
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In ihe concluding section of the Taylor brief, Taylor 
summarizes his claims that he has never engaged in esptonage 
or disloyalty to ihe United States; that Bentley information 
concerning him ts hearsay; and that Bentley has lied 0 often 
that she can scarcely be looked upon as a credible source, He 
crtittotzes "guilt by association" and professional informers. 
He criticises the Attorney General and his November 17, 1953, 
testimony before the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee. He 
asks that the Loyalty Board call certain witnesses, naming the 
Attorney General, the Director, certain Treasury offictals and 
Elisabeth Bentley. He asks that if these pemns refuse to 
testify, that their refusal be considered and evaluated in this 


Taylors Attorney, Buron Nicholson Scott 


In the brief, Taylor's attorney, Byron Nicholson 
Scott, ts listed as a former Congresaman from California, "Who's 
Who in America" lists him as born March 21, 1903 at Council. 
Grove, Kansas. . He was a Congressman from the 18th California 
District from 1935-39. He received an LL,B. degree from National 
University Law School in 1949. He was Special Assistant to the 
Director of the Governmental Division, Far Production Board, 
Jrom 1942 to 1945, 
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7 e Long Beach "Independent" a California newapaper, 
of being sympathetic to and associating with Communist causes, 
In the late 1930's and early 1940's, he was affiliated with 
the American League for Peace and Democracy, the American League 
Against War and Fascism, and the International Labor Defense (all 
cited by the Attorney General 
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Scott's brother, Robert Day Scott, was employed 
by the Treasury Department from 1943 to 1946 and knew Michael 
Greenberg, William Ludwig Ullman, Harold Glasser and Harry 
Dexter White. He was employed by the International Monetary 
Fund from 1946 to 1948. A loyalty investigation on Robert 
Scott was conducted but the Civil Service Commission ad judged 
him eligible on the basis of loyalty on March 6, 1953. 


Senate Committee Rules No Cross-Sramination of Bentley 


In a letter dated April 4, 1955, to Senator Eastland 
of the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee, Taylor's attorney, 
Byron N, Scott, demanded the right to crosa-ezamine Bentley. 

The Washington "Evening Star" of April 26, 1955, contained an 
article stating Senator Eastland of the Senate Internal Security 
Subcommittee had written to Scott at to permit him or 

Mr. Taylor to cross-examine Miss Bentley would be contrary to 
precedents set by Congressional committees in the past. He 
noted Scott had publicly released a memorandum attacking the 
Subcommittee and ita procedures and he questioned whether Taylor 
is "more interested in giving public testimony respecting his 
own activities or in seeking to discredit the Committee.” 
Senator Eastland said he would permit Mr. Taylor to give his 
utews to the Subcommittee in open session as he had requested, 
Senator Eastland sata thereafter the Committee will decide 
whether further testimony is needed "from Mias Bentley or anyone 
else.

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stated that Mr. Taylor was suffering from a heart condition and 
could not testify for the next siz weeks or longer. We have 
received similar advice from Treasury officials who have learned 
that Taylor has had a sertous heart attack. 


It is also noted that the Chairman of the Inter- 
national Organizations Employees Loyalty Board, Judge Henry S. 
Waldman, on April 20, 1955, advised Liaison Agent C, F, Bates 
that the brief filed by Taylor's attorney was a diabolically 
clever attack on Bentley and the Government's loyalty program 
as a whole. He felt there would also be an attack against the 
Bureau and that such an attack would be unwarranted and he would 
do all he can to counter such an attack. Judge Waldman said the 
Board would not be influenced ín its decision in the fuylor case 
by these attacks and their decision would be based on sound 
Judgment. 
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1) A4 careful analysis of the charges made by ۳ 
and his attorney reflects that in certain instances Bentley 
has been inconsistent on relatively minor pointa in public 
testimony. This, of course, ta somewhat natural, bearing in 
mind the many appearances made by Bentley and the length of 
time which has elapsed since the happenings concerning which 
she is testifying. Actually, certatn of Bentley's testimony 
18 not entirely consistent with data she has furnished, although 
tt may be said that tn no instance is there a glaring inconsistency 
or misstatement of a major fact which she could not explain if 
called upon to do so. 


2) Criticism by Taylor and his attorney is made of 
the material made available by the Attorney General in his 
appearance before the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on 
November 17, 1953. This criticism is largely based on pointing 
up inconsistencies of a minor nature which result from a com- 
parison of Bentley's public testimony and information contained 
in the data made available by the Attorney General. However, 
the Taylor brief does refer to a few statements in Bureau 
documents which tend to inaccurately portray the true picture. 
Ihe brief attempts to play these up into major points. 


3) The best defense to this over-all attack on 
Bentley's credibility would lie in showing the corroboration 
that erists of Bentley's testimony on many important points 
and that she has been corroboratedlyanumber of living persons. 
The Director testified on November 17, 1953, "All information 
furnished by Miss Bentley, which was susceptible to check, has 
proven to be correct." This statement is supported by the 
information in Section III of this brief, a considerable portion 
of which is already a matter of public record. 


4) The Senate Internal Security Subcommittee has 
denied Taylor and his attorney the right to cross-eramine 
Bentley. The Chairman of the Loyalty Hearing Board has commented 
he considers this attack on Bentley an attack on the whole 
loyalty program. He states hts Board will not be influenced by 
this attack. In view of the foregoing, it ia not believed 
essential that the Bureau at the present time take any steps in 
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On June 20, 1955, the International Organizations Employees 
Loyalty Board (IOKLB) forwarded to the State Department its advisory 
opinion on Taylor, concluding there was a reasonable doubt as to his 
loyalty. 


Following this decision Byron N. Scott, Taylor's attorney, 
wrote the IOELB on 7-29-55 requesting that the unfavorable determination 
be revised or as an alternative the case be reopened. On 8-24-55 
T. Paul Fairbank, Executive Secretary, IOELB, advised the case was being 
reopened and a rehearing was set for October 19-20, 1955. 


On January 4, 1956, the IOELB rendered a new decision, 
advising of no reasonable doubt as to Taylor's loyalty. 


Henry Waldman, Chairman of IOELB, forwarded a letter dated 
January 11, 1956, where he praised highly the Director and the "effectiw 
work" done for the IOELB by the Bureau. Chairman Waldman also stated 
the Board's decision upholds Elizabeth Bentley and that the Board has 
not wavered in iis belief concerning her. 


It might be of interest to note the Board listed four items 
of "new evidence" as the basis for its new deciston. These four items 
were: 


(1) Testimony of Doctor David L. Crawford, former President 
of the University of Hawaii, concerning Taylor's reputation while at the 
University. Comment: Our investigation refects Communist associations 
and sympathies on Taylor's part in Hawaii as well as setting forth 
many favorable interviews, including an interview of Crawford in which 


he described Taylor as a "completely loyal and very able and dependable 
man, * 


(2) Affidavit of Ansel F. Luxford, Attorney at Law, regarding 
confidential statements made to him by Taylor in their relationship 
as attorney and clíent. Comments Our investigation of Taylor reflects 
interview of Luxford wherein he stated that during the early 1940's 
Taylor supported Russia although he did not do so to the detriment of 
the best interests of the United States. 


(3) Affidavits of various persons whose reliability is 
unquestioned as to Taylor's reputation in the past. Comment: Our 


investigation is replete with interviews of Taylor's acquaintances 
who attested to his good character and loyalty. 
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(4) Taylor's uneguivocal and categorical denials under 

oath (during second hearing) of participation in Communistic and 
subversive activities. Comment: In original adverse determination 

Board gave as one reason for adverse finding that Taylor was "far 
Jrom frank" and prefaced answers with "I don't recall," "I have no 
memory," etc., when questioned regarding Communist associations and 

sympathies. During rehearing, Board describes his answers as 

uneguivocal and categorical denials. 
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PART II. GES MADE BY TAYLOR 
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In this section we have taken the various charges 
made by Taylor in the lO07-page brief, filed with the Inter- 
national Organizations Employees Loyalty Board on March 26, 
1955, and analyzed them on the basis of data in our files and 
commented upon each charge. We have commented on charges in 
certain instances of a somewhat trivial nature, but it ts believed 
the answers to some of these charges tend to show the lengths 
to which Taylor and his attorney have gone in an effort to dis- 
credit Bentley and the Bureau. 


The FBI documents to which Taylor refers in making 
various charges are as follows: 


J. Zhe FBI letter to General Vaughan at the 
White House dated November رق‎ 1945. This 
was made public by Attorney General Brownell 
on November 17, 1953. See Exhibit No. 1. 


2. Two pages from the FEI summary, “Soviet 
Espionage in the United States,” dated 
November 27, 1945. This uas made public 
in Senate Internal Security Subcommittee 
report of July 20, 1953. See Exhibit 
Noe ۰ 


The FBI cover letter to General Vaughan,‏ هل 
White House, February 1, 1946, trans-‏ 
mitting the summary on White. This was‏ 
made public by the Attorney General on‏ 
November 17, 1953. See Exhibit No. J.‏ 


4. Attorney General Brounell's statement of 
November 17, 1953, in uhich he summarized 


our February 1, 1946, summary on White. 
See Exhibit No. 4. 
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Taylor charges that during the Director's appearance 
before the Jenner Committee on November 17, 1953, the Director 
was requested to provide dissemination data on certain 
individuals, When the data was submitted to the Committee, 
informatton was included on Taylor although his name had not 
been included in the original request. Taylor asks rhetorically 
if this were not a deliberate attack. 


COMMENT? 


Subsequent to the Attorney General's ond the Director's 
appearances before the Jenner Committee, Mr. William E. Foley 
on 11/19/52 telephonically contacted Mr. Belmont, stating the 
Department contemplated making available to the Jenner Committee 
derogatory information on eleven individuals, one of whom was 
Taylor. Foley requested the Bureau to go over ihe summaries 
the Department was preparing. He said the Bureau's memorandum 
in the Silvermaster case to the Attorney General, dated 8/12/48, 
and its attachment dated 8/4/48, contained certain dissemim tion 
but did not include data on Silvermaster, Silverman and Friedman. 
He requested data on these three and said he would use the 
data in our 1948 memo on the others, This request was con- 
firmed by memorandum from Mr. Olney dated 11/19/53. By 
memorandum dated 12/3/53 to Assistant Attorney General Olney, 
we forwarded to the Department dissemination data on eleven 
individuals, including Taylor. We did this because we felt a 
more complete dissemination would be indicated on some of these 
men than the data that had been disseminated, The listing 
made would show, accordingly, a fuller, more accurate dis- 
semination by the Bureau to interested agencies and place us 
in @ more favorable light. It would also show dissemination 
subsequent to 1948, 


It will be seen from the foregoing that Taylor's 
name entered into this matter through the oral request of 
Mr. Foley and this was confirmed by Mr. Olney's memorandum of 
11/19/53. he Criminal Division did contemplate furnishing 
a summary of derogatory information to the Jenner Committee and 
contemplated including dissemination data on the eleven 
individuals.

document of February 1, 1946, furnished the name as William 
Henry Taylor. 


COMMENT: 


The following are the facts which substantiate the 
Taylor named by Bentley is William Henry Taylor. Elizabeth 
Bentley has advised that one of Harry Dexter White's most valu- 
able assets as far ع‎ the Silvermaster espionage group was cone 
cerned was White's ability to place in the Treasury Department 
individuals of interest to that network. Among the individuals 
so placed by White, according to Bentley, was one William Taylor. 
She said she never met Taylor but learned of him through Nathan 
Gregory Silvermaster and William Ludwig Ullmann. She said this 
Taylor was sent to China by the Treasury Department and she bee 
lieved he later went te Portugal. While in the Treasury 
Department, according to Bentley, he supplied Sikermaster with 
written and oral information secured through his official 
capacity. 


In order to demonstrate White's connection with the 
placement of William Henry Taylor in the Treasury Department 
and to show the acquaintance of Silvermaster and Ulimann with 
Taylor, the following communications are quoted in full:

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Taylor himself, on interview by Bureau Agents 
on May 29, 1947, stated that he was placed in a position 
in the Treasury Department through Mr. Silvermaster, 
whom he had met at the Untíversity of California tn 1928. 


In January, 1941, Taylor was appointed to the 
Treasury Department, Division of Monetary Research. At 
this time Harry Dexter White was Director of that Division. 
In May, 1941, Taylor was appointed an alternate member of 
the Chinese Stabilizatton Board. He left the United States 
Jor China in May, 1941, and returned to the United States 
in August, 1942. Bentley, tt will be recalled, indicated 
that the Taylor known to her was sent to China a3 a 
Treasury Department representative. 


In October, 1942, Taylor left the United States 
for the United Kingdom, North Africa, and West Africa 
and returned in March, 1943. In May, 1944, Taylor left 
the United States for the United Kingdom and France and 
returned in August, 1944. In February, 1945, Taylor 
left the United States for the United Kingdom and France 
and returned in March, 1946. These trips abroad were made 
in hís capacity as a United States Treasury representative.

From the above testimony it becomes evident 
keeping with our established policy the Director has played 
no part in attempting to have Taylor's employment terminated 

We have investigated Tuylor as an espionage 
subject, We have investigated him as required by law under the 
Loyalty Program. The results have been disseminated to pertinent 
agenctes in keeping with established procedures, but no steps 


have been taken outside the Bureau's regular dissemination policy.

Sometimes it would be given to Bill Taylor.* (Institute of 
Pacific Relations Hearings before the Senate Subcommittee 
to Investigate the Administraticn of the Internal Security 
Act and Other Internal Security Laws, August 14, 1951, page 421.) 


From the above iit is obvious that Bentley did not 
state that she actually received documents jrom Taylor. She 
has stated, in fact, that taylor suppited Stivermaster with 
wrttten and oral information. Bentley has also testified she 
never met Taylor during the period in question. As a matier 
of fact, 109105 during interview on ray 29, 1947, advised 
Bureau agents that he had talked to Stluermaster concerning 
activities in China but that he had never furnished Silver- 
master with any kind of u written report. 


An analysis of the above testimony would indicate 


that Taylor and his attorney are misinterpreting Bentley's 
testimony in this regard. 
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It is charged that Bentley testified that she 
collected Communist rty dues from members of the Perlo group 
and "turned them over to Golos during his lifetime." It is 
charged that this is false since Golos died 11/25/43 and 
Bentley has testified she took over the Perlo group ín 
karch, 1944. 


Bentley did testify in 1948 before the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities (HCUA) that she turned over to Jacob 
Golos CP dues of Harry Magdoff, a member of the Perlo group. 
Bentley was mistaken on thts point since Golos died in 1943 and 
she did not take over the Perlo group until 1944. She has 
admitted io us that she was in error on this point; however, her 
statements to the Bureau on this point are accurate, It is well 
to note that in another part of her testimony before the HCUA 
tn 1948 (page 689), Bentley stated that information turned over 
to her by the Perlo group was given by her to her Russian contacts, 
"Jack" and "B111." ‘Therefore, when testifying concerning infor- 
mation from the Perlo group, Bentley did not become confused and 
did not atate that she turned same over to Golos. 
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CHARGE: That Bentley Placed can Lee in the B e ister 
Groups the G . and a e ou (page 14 


It ts charged that Bentley said that she gathered that 

Lee had been a Communist Party member for some time; that he 
paid his dues to Bentley and he was under Communist discipline; 
that Bentley said Lee was "our most valuable source in OSS; that 
Bentley claims her association with Lee extended from early 

1943 to the end of i944; that Lee denies ihe allegations but 
admits knowing and contacting Bentley from October, 1943, until 
the end of 1944. It is also charged that FBI letter dated 
11/8/45 indicates Bentley tdentified Lee as a member of the 
Silvermaster ring; in FBI memorandum dated 11/27/45 she shifted 


Lee to the Perlo group; and tn 1948 she testified Lee was موی‎ 
agent" to Mary Price and thereafter as ene of her unattached 
agents, 

COMMENT: 


It appears that more than ene inconsistency is charged 
herein, although generally it relates to Bentley's comments 
concerning Lee. Lee denies the esptonage allegations but admits 
knowing Bentley and the fact that Bentley clatms their association 
began tn early 1943, while Lee claims it began in October, 1943, 
ts not materially inconsistent. The claim that in the FBI letter 
of 11/8/45 Bentley identified Lee as a member of the Silvernaster 
ring, and in the FBI memo of 11/27/45 she shifted Lee to member- 
ship ín the Perlo group, ts not accurate. The FBI letter of 
11/8/45 does not state that Lee was a member of the Silvernaster 
group. No such diutston into the Silvermaster group or the 
Perlo group is made ín that letter. In the 11/27/45 memorandum 
Lee is placed as a member of the Perlo group. While this ts not 
technically accurate, there was a definite link between Lee and 
the Perlo group. Mary Price ts that link since she was in 
contact with Lee for a time and thereafter she was in contact 
with the Perlo group. 


It ts also claimed that Bentley identified Lee as a 
"sub-agent" to Mary Price and thereafter as one of her unattached 
agents, An examination of page 529 of the HCUA testimony of 
1948 reveals Bentley actually said that when Lee went to 
Washington, Mary (Price) took care of him for a while and when 
Mary left Washington, she (Bentley) took him over. The words 
"sub-agent" and "unattached agent" donot appear and the 
significance of these expressions 18 not entirely clear.

CHARGE: B C efs In (Page 14) 


| It is charged that Bentley testified in 1949 in 
response io a question as to the type of information the 
Soviets sought, that they were interested in RDX. When asked 
what RDX was, Bentley stated it was sort of an explosive and 
information about it had recently appeared in the newspapers. 
Taylor's attorney then claims that Bentley "probably lifted 
this story from the newspapers." He states that EDI was no 
secret. 


COMMENT: 


The statement that Bentley probably "lifted"infor- 
mation about RDI from newspapers is 6 gratuitous assumption. 
Bentley's statement that the Soviets were interested in RDI 
is corroborated by the statements of Alfred Dean Slack and 
Harry Gold, convicted esptonage agents. Slack stated that in 
the Summer of 1943 he was working in Kingsport, Tennessee, at 
Holston Ordnance Works, and was contocted by his Soviet espionage 
supertor, Harry Gold. According to Slack, Gold indicated he knew 
Holston Ordnance Works was producing an explosive known as RDI 
and he (Gold) wanted a report on this manufacturing process, 
Slack gave Gold such a report and a sample of RDX in 1944. Gold 
confirms Slack's statements relative to the Soviets’ interest 
tn RDI, although he indicates that Slack briefed him on the fact 
that RDI was being manufactured by Holston. Although the charge 
that RDI was no secret has been made, it appears that knowledge 
of the existence of RDI and the process for manufacturing it 
were two different things. 


In interview on 6/5/55 Bentley atated her only 
answer to this is that she was requested to obtain information 
on RDX. This indicated to her that the Soviets were interested 
tn this information. 
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CHARGE: Nationality Origin of U.S, Government Officials. (Page 15) 


It is charged that in 1949 Bentley testified that 
some 40 to 50 people who worked for the U. S. Government were 
giving her information. She said these people were practically 
all Communists and all were native-born citizens except for two, 
the Silvernasters., 5010۳۷۵ attorney contends that when Bentley 
provided a list of these Government contacts: a) there were but 
37, not 40 or 50; b)not all 37 worked for the U.S. Government; 
c) at least ten were not native-born Americans. ۵ 
attorney contends that two of these individuale, Michael Greenberg 
and Vladimir Kazakevich, were not native-born and Bentley knew 
tt and she was, therefore, guilty of willful fabrication, 


COMMENTS 


Since several of those involued in the Silvermaster 
and Perlo groups were not native-born, she was mistaken in her 
testimony. The tnconsistencies claimed herein, however, can 
hardly be considered material and the nature of this charge 
does little to question the substance of Bentley's over-all 
allegations or credibility. 


In interview on June 5, 1955, Bentley stated her only 
answer to this is that she may have been slightly inconsistent 
on this point, but saíd when she testified she had not been 
thinking of persons such as Lauchlin Currie and Solomon 
Greenberg as naturalized citizens when she made the statement. 
She claimed she had not known that William Taylor was not 
native-born. 











CHARGE: The Ouakimian Photograph (page 16) 


In her book "Out of Bondage," Bentley writes that 
in May, 1941, Golos showed her an article and a photograph 
in the "New York Times" which stated a Russian engineer by 
the name of Ovakimian had been charged by the FBI with 
espionage. Golos showed Bentley this story and photograph, 
saying "That's the man I've been in contact with although J 
didn't know hia name until Isaw it in the paper." Golos then 
said "I am a member of the GPU. That is the Russian Secret 
Police. We do intelligence work for the Soviet Union. That 
man whose picture you see is my superior officer." 


It is charged that in spite of this, Bentley 
testified she had no personal knowledge of what Golos did 
with information she collected for him. Further, when asked 
who Golos’ Russian contact was, she answered ".....Charlie, but 
I don't know anything about that, We never knew them by any 


names other than nicknames.” Taylor contends that the "New 
York Times” has no record of any photograph of Ovakimian during 
May, 1941. 

COMMENT? 


When Bentley testified that she had no personel 
knowledge of what Golosdid with information she collected for 
him and when she states that the Russian contact of Golos 
was Charlie, about whom she knew little, she is talking about 
the Stlvermaster ring. The questioning immediately preceding 
her testimony on this point (HCUA 1948, pages 523 and 524) was 
about the Silvermaster group and Bentley's comments concerning 
Charlie relate to the information being furnished by the 
Siluermaster group. The fact that she did not mention Ovakinian 
as Golos' superior is not inconsistent since Ovakimian departed 
the U. S. in the Summer of 1941 and there was no reason to 
associate him with material being obtained from the Silver- 
master ring. 





In connection with Bentley's comment that a story 
and photograph of Ovakimian appeared in the "New York Times" 
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at the time of his arrest by the FBI, the following must be 
noted: New York letter dated May 9, 1955, indicates that 
articles relating to Ovakimian's arrest and subsequent 
developments appeared in 1941 in the New York "World Telegram, " 
the New York "News," the "New York Jarnal American," the "New 
York Mirror,” the "New York Times," the New York "Sun," the 

New York “Herald Tribune," "PM," and "Time" magazine. Wo 
photograph of Ovakimian appeared in those publications during 
the pertinent period. Wo photograph of Ovakimian during the 
pertinent period was noted in the "New York Post" or the 

"Daily Worker." "News Week" and "Life" were also checked for 
May, June and October, 1941, but no photograph of Ovakimian 
was located. 


Our investigation of Ovakimian in 1941 revealed that 
he was in contact with Golos and that he was involved in 
intelligence activities. This corroboration of Bentley is 
dealt with in more detail in another part of this brief. 

(See page 91) 


In interview on 6/5/55 Bentley stated all she knows 
ts that Golosa came to her with a newspaper and told hera 
photograph of Oyakimian was in the paper. She states she did 
not see the photograph, but assumed Golos was telling her the 
truth. 
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CHARGE: The Doolittle Raid on Tokyo (pages 18-19) 


Thot Bentley testified before a Senate Committee 
(1949) that she received this information from Ullmann at the 
Pentagon where he rose in rank from Private to Major. Taylor 
says Ullmann not tn Army until October 1942, never a private 
at Pentagon, Bentley didn't know Ul?mann as a Major, and 
B-29's were not used on the Doolittle raid. 


COMVENT: Bentley on 5/13/49 before the Senate Subcommittee 
on Immigration and Naturalization was questioned relative to 
information she received on B-29's. During this questioning 
(pg. 119) she vas asked if she had received any information 
about the Doolittle raid. She answered she received informa- 
tion on that raid from Ullmann who was a specialist in the 
B-29 program. On reinterutew in December, 1954, Bentley 
advised the question re the Doolittle raid came up in her 
testimony and she assumed it referred io ihe raids supposed 
to be conducted by B-29's in 1944. She said she never received 
any information on the Doolittle raid (April, 1942). 


Ullmann was drafted into the Armed Services in 
October, 1942, and graduated from Officer Candidate School 
in April, 1943. After graduation he was stationed at Wright 
Field for only a few days and subsequently transferred to 
the Pentagon for the duration of his service in the Air Corps. 


Bentley in her statement to us (11/30/45) advised 
Ulimann entered the Army as a Private, was recommended for 
Officer Candidate School, was accepted and thereafter commissioned 
a 2nd. Lieutenant, subsequently, being promoted to lst. Lieutenant 
and she last knew him as a Captain. On 8/10/48, Ullmann in 
testimony under oath before the HCUA advised he attatned the 
rank of Major. Bentley was present at this heartng and was 
asked to stand. Ullmann refused to answer to the question as 
to whether he recognized Bentley. Bentley has uot told us 
she knew Ullmann at the Pentagon as a Major. 


Bentley did testify tn 1949 that Ullmann"»as gradually 
put tn the Air Corps tn the Pentagon where he rose rank by rank 
from a private to a major." 











It is a known fact that B-25's ana not B-zZ9's 
were used on the Doolittle raid. As far as Taylor's 
assertion that Ullmann could not have told Bentley of the 
projected B-29 raids on Tokyo as these raids took place 
two months after she stopped seeing Ullmann is absurd. The 
planning of such a mission would, by necessity, require 
extensive planning and preparations prior to the actual 
date of the raid involving materials and supplies.  Ullmann 
was an officer assigned to Air Corps Headquarters in the 
Materiel and Services Division. Bentley on reinterview in 
December, 1954, said she knew nothing about the Doolittle 
ratde 


In interview 6/5/55 Bentley at first claimed she 
did not understand what charge was being made here and when 
it was pointed out to her that the Doolittle raid occurred in 
April, 1942, and was made with B-25's and not with B-29's, 
she pointed out that any error made by her in this instance 
was caused by the questioning and that she had been talking 
about B-29's and raids made in the Pacific with B-29's and 
when one of the questtoners spoke of the Doolittle raid, she 
must have assumed that it was a B-29 raid. 





CHARGES: D-DAY (pages 20, 21, 22) N 


۱ That Bentley has told varying versions concerning 
her receipt of information regarding the date of D-Day. Taylor 
quotes from General Eisenhower's book and other sources that 
D-Day was not known to General Eisenhower in advance and 
therefore, could not have been known to others. Taylor also 
states Bentley identified a General Hilldring as connected 
with the Air Corps in 1948 before the HCUA. 


COM ENT: 


Bentley in her testimony on 7-31-48 before the HCUA 
did state she learned about D-Day in advance from Ullmann who 
had learned the date from his connections in General Hilldring's 
office. In her statement to us (11-30-45) Bentley said she 
had received information about ihe approximate scheduled date 
of D-Day. Bentley in her appearance before the HCUA in 1948 
actually says (page 526) she was not quite sure of General 
Hilldrings status. She does not specifically say General Htildring 
was with the Air Corps. On page 562 of these hearings it is 
Mr. Stripling who places General Hilldring in the Air Corps, he 
however qualifies this. 








On reinierviev in December, 1954, Bentley says she 
received injormaíion regarding D-Day from Ullmann and as far 
as she can recall she received the information from 1 to 4 days 
prior to D-Day. 


In interview 6/5/55 Bentley insisted that her 
testimony on this matter is correct and that she learned from 
Ullmann at least four dag in advance the scheduled date for 
D-Day. She said it was her understanding that Ullmann won a 
bet on this and while he did not get the date exactly, he was 
within one day of D-Day and, therefore, collected on the bet.

CHARGES: EARL BROWDER AND ESPIONAGE (pages 22-25) \ 


(a) That Bentley has told different versions of thai Neh 
origin of the Silvermaater group, 5 Browder received | 
government information and party dues from the group members 
and (c) that Browder took over control of the group after 
the death of Golos. 


COMMENTS 3 
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in July, 1941, told her he had received from Earl Browder th 
name of man interested in getting help to Russia. She identified 
this person as N. Gregory Silvermaster. She also stated 
Stluermaster came to New York to see Golos at the behest of 
Mr. Browder. It being noted that Browder was in prison in 
July, 1941. Bentley in her statement (11-30-45) says Silvermaster 
told her he made a trip to New York City and conferred with 
Browder subsequent to the German invasion of Russia. This is 
hearsay on Bentley's part and Silvermaster may not have told 
her the truth as to his alleged beginnings in espionage. 
Bentley in her book on page 149 does say that Golos in making 
contact with Silvermaster was hampered by the fact that Browder 
Was in prison. 


(a) Bentley in 1948 before the HCUA stated Jacob Geles 


(b) Bentley in her statement (11-30-45) to us says 
Golos in 1941 told her he was making available to Browder some 
of the data collected. Golos also told Bentley he was retaining 
copies of some of the data collected by Bentley to show Browder 
when he was released from príson. Bentley in her statement 
(11-30-45) also said at Golos! instructions she collected CP 
dues from persons in the Washington, D. C. area He also told her 
he took the dues to the CP Headquarters. Golos furnished Bentley 
receipts from the Party evidencing payment of these dues. 
Taylor also challenges Bentley's statements before the HCUA 
in 1948 (page 611) regarding the taking of undeveloped film 
to New York by pointing out tt would be difficult to separate 
undeveloped film into military and non-military data for 
perusal by Browder. Bentley in her statement to us says when 
she had material of interest she showed it to Browder. She also 
told us of delivering material to Browder for perusal during the 
early fall and early winter of 1944. It is noted that Bentley 
tn addition to the Silvermaster group which was doing the 
Photographing had other contacts from whor she received material. 


(c) Bentley has told us in her statement (11-30-45) 
of her actions as a courier under the direction of Golos up 
until hts death tn 1943. She has told us of having other superiors 








namely "Bill," "Jack" (Joseph Katz) and "Al" Anatoli B, Gromov) 
after the death of Golos. She did state she continued to see 
Browder and make available to him daía of interest, 


In order to refute Bentley's testimony before a 
Senate Committee in 1951 as to her relationship with Browder, 
Taylor reports testimony of Earl Browder in which he admits 
knowing Bentley but denies knowing her a8 a CP member or ever 
having been involved in espionage. The position of Browder 
with the CP has been such that it is felt little credence need 
be given to his testimony under oath. 


In interview 6/5/55 Bentley stated these charges 
are ridiculous and she is ata loss to understand why people 
do not understand that Browder's information was given to Golos 
much earlier than July, 1941, and that Silvermaster had been 
told to lie low and to get his group in readiness at an earlier 
date. Bentley stated that not all information she obtained 
from the Silvernaster group was put on film and even when the 
data was put on film, she was told the contents of the infor- 
mation as occasionally the photography vas not good and it had 
been necessary for the Soviets to come back to her to have the 
documents again photographed by the Silvermaster group. Bentley 
advised she was obtaining data from others than the Silvermaster 
group which was also made available to Browder, 
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CHARGE: When Did Migs Bentley Fi dvise the FBI [OF ۱

Bentley's story as to when she told the FBI of her 
activities and when she put herself under FBI orders allegedly 
conflicts with the facts. It is alleged Bentley in 1948 before 
HCUA said her first contact with the FBI was in New Haven on 
8/21 or 8/2245, at which time she told the whole story. Bentley 
also told HCUA her meeting on 10/17/45 with Russian contact 
"A1" (which resulted in her getting $2,000) was under FBI 
instructions. 


COMMENT: 


Bentley did testify as alleged in her appearance 
before the HCUA on 8/11/48. The Bureau's files show Bentley 
contacted the FBI at New Haven 8/23/45 and reported an 
impersonation complaint, She next contacted an agent of the 
New York office 10/16/45, at which time she repeated her 
impersonation comphint concerning an individual named Peter 
Heller, with whom she had been in contact, and she said she 
was uncertain as to whether Heller was a Government investigator 
or was connected with the Communist Porty or Russian esptom ge 
activities. She nert appeared at the NY office 11/7/45, at 
which time she voluntarily informed regarding her knowledge 
of esptonage activities, Bentley furnished the $2,000 to agents 
of the NY office on 11/17/45 and we did observe her in contact 
with "A1" (Anatole B. Gromov, Soviet Embassy official) on 
11/21/45 in New York City. 


Bentley in an interview 6/5/55 claims she indicated 
to an agent of the NY office in either September or October 1945 
that she had a meeting forthcoming with one of her contacts and 
the agent told her to go ahead and carry out the meeting. The 
Bureau's files do not contain substantiation of this statement 
by Bentley, that ts, that she informed the NY agent of any 
meeting. |

CHARGE: A i Concerning Bentley's Being Awarded ^ 
the Order of the Red Star. Pages 30-38 


Taylor declares Bentley tn her book, published in 
1951, says while at Naylor's Restaurant in Washington, D.C., 
in late October, 1944, "Al" told her she had been awarded 
the Order of the Red Star, whereas while testifying before 
HCUA in 1948, she said "41" advised her of this award during 
a meeting in New York in mid-November, 1944. i 


COMMENT? 


The charge above is true. However, Bentley's 
testimony before the HCUA in 1948 agrees with the information 
Jurnished to the FBI in November, 1945. Bentley has stated 
that she portrayed certain situations in the book in a manner 
somewhat at variance with the events as they occurred in 
order to add to the reader's appeal and human interest. The 
October meeting in Washington, D. C., was the first contact 
between Bentley and "Al." Therefore, Bentley may have felt 
this would add to "reader appeal." 


In interview 6/5/55 Bentley stated that her book 
is incorrect on this point and had been changed by her 
publisher in order to make the events appear more graphic and 
to have more human interest. She says her testimony on thts 
point te correct,

CHARGE: Alleged Inconsistent Statements Mad Bentle ۱ 
وم وم 6ا۰۱‎ 4 Mark ۱ A 70 36-50) 


Taylor alleges that Bentley testified before the 
Special Subcommittee of the Senate Committee on Government 
Operations in October, 1953, that she used the Silvermaster 
ring to obtain surreptitiously from Harry Derter White samples 
of the Allied Mark. Upon learning they could not be successfully 
photographed, pressure was ereried upon White to induce the 
United States to turn over to the Russians officially the plates 
from which the marks could be printed. Taylor states that 
although Bentley briefly referred to this matter in her book 
published in 1951, she did not testify regarding it until 1953. 
Also, none of the FBI memoranda makes reference to it. 


COMMENT: 


Bentley testified before this committee on October 21, 
1953, that through the Siluermaster group she obtained samples 
of the Allied Marks which were obtained through Harry Derter 
White and when her superiors found they could not be photographed 
successfully, she had pressure ererted on White to have the 
currency plates turned over to the Soviets. 


No information has been looxed in Bureau files 
indicating that Bentley furnished this information prior to 
this testimony. When subsequently interviewed by Bureau agents, 
Bentley adutsed that she thought she gave us this information 
during the ftret three or four months of our interviews of her. 
No confirmatton of this could be located in Bureau files. 
Bentley has since insisted that her testimony before this 
committee was correct to the best of her knowledge. When 
considering the volume of information furnished by Bentley, it 
is understandable why she may have forgotten some items.

Taylor further alleges that Bentley in her book states 
she obtained the samples of allied marks of currency on about 
D-Day, whereas in her testimony in 1953 she stated she obtained 
them in late 1943 or 1944. Taylor says the D-Day date could 
not be correct because the plates were delivered to the Russian 
Ambassador on April 14, 1944. 


Taylor further alleges that according to Bentley's 
testimony, she must have obtained the samples prior to 
March 27, 1944. He makes much of the point. This she could 
not have done because White did not have them until this date. 


COMMENT: 


Regarding the first item in the above charge, 
Bentley, in her book, did not place the date of obtaining the 
samples as that of D-Day. Her book is not specific on this 
point; however, when writing of this matter she was covering 
the period of March, 1944. Bentley, when interviewed in 1954, 
stated she was positive she obtained the currency samples in 
the Spring of 1944. 


Regarding the second item of thts charge, ۳ 
was not correct when he said White did not have the samples 
until March 27, 1944. The records of the Senate hearing in 
June, 1947, regarding the occupation currency traneaction 
contain as an exhibit a letter from the secretary of Soviet 
Ambassador Gromyko to White, thanking him for the Photostats 
— currency furnished by White in his letter of February 9,

CHARGE: Bentley is inaccurate re estimate of Communist strength. 
(Fage 50) 
Miss Bentley was asked (Senate, 1949, page 121) 
if she had any information respecting the number of Communist 
agents in the United States. She asked whether this included 
esplonage agents and uas answered yes. She then stated she 
had no personal knowledge of the number. She stated, “It has 
been estimated by people I have talked to that it was around 
between eighty and ninety thousand, I think. It te anyone's 
guess.” Miss Beniley described those who came into this 
category as those persons taking orders from the Communist 
Party under their discipline. 


COMMENT: 





Taylor attempts to discredit the above statement with 
tatement that J. Edgar Hoover estimated the strength of 


the 8 
the Communist Farty at lesa than 25,000 and issued no statement 
listing all of these as spies. 


The Director, as of February 25, 1953, testified 
before the House Appropriations Committee at which time he 
estimated the Communist Party strength as 24,796. Prior to 
the above data, higher estimates had been made by the Director, 
in fact, an article entitled “Where Do We Stand Today With 
Communism in the U.S." appeared in the “American Legíon* mag- 
azine of March, 1954. This article states that the Director 
estimated Communist Party membership in the United States as 


leas than 53,000 ae of December 31, 1949. 


A publication entitled "Communism in the U.S.A.” 
prepared and released by the Committee on UneAmerican Activities, 
United States House of Representatives, printed in 1948, on 
page aix states, “J. Edgar Hoover testified: ‘What is important 
ta the claim of the Comnunísta themselves that for every Party 
member there are ten others ready, willing and able to do the 
Party's work. Herein lies the greatest menace of Communiam. '*

In 1948 Bentley named William Gold and his wife, 
Sonia Gold, (House, 1948, pg. 517) whereas their true names 
were Bela Gold and his wife, Sonia. She corrected this in 
testimony one year later. 


COMMENT: 


It should be noted that Bela Gold and his wife, 
Sonia, knew who was being charged as they requested to be 
heard tn public and wired a protest to the House Committee 
(1948). There was no confusion of identities and it certainly 
would have been improper for Bentley when she learned of an 
individual's true name to have continued using an incorrect 
one. The question at issue is not the name, but the true 
identity of the person uhose acis are being questioned. She 
clearly identified Bela and Sonia Gold and, therefore, state- 
ments by Taylor are solely limited to an attempt to becloud 
the issue which was, were the Golds involved in furnishing 
information to the Süvermasters. 


In interview 6/5/55 Bentley claimed that she had heard 
Bela Gold's name given as Bill Gold and she, therefore, assumed 
his first name was William. She claims she thought she 
testified the individual's name wos Bill Gold and she was 
somewhat doubtful that she ever gave it ae William Gold until 
her attention was directed to her testimony in 1948.

Both Bentley and the FBI have stated Bentley was 
employed by the United States Service and Shipping Corporation. 
Bentley in a deposition on July 26, 1954, stated the correct 
name was U. S. Service and Shipping Corporation. 


COMMENT: 


Taylor seeks to indicate that this was a monstrous 
error, that is, whether it uas U. S. or United States Service 
and Shipping Corporation. This allegation of discrepancy ts 
ridiculous and not worthy of comment. It ts certainly im- 
nateríal. 

(Note: Only legal proof would be the corporation papers filed 
in New York State.) 


In interview 6/5/55 Bentley commented she never would 
have given this name as the United States Service and Shipping 
Corporation and that any error in connection with this matter 
would have been an error in transcription by a stenographer 
because she, Bentley, knew that the name United States Service 
and Shipping Corporation could not have been used by the 
corporation as another company was using that name,

Before the HCUA in 1948, Bentley was being questioned 
about why she knew so little about American Government. She was 
asked if they did not have such courses at Columbia where she 
attended school. Bentley said no, that they did not teach it. 
In 1949 in response to the same question, she said she did not 
know When it was pointed out to her that this was contradice 
tory to previous testimony, she stated she had been misquoted 
in the first instance. 


COMMENT: 


This is indicative of the lengths that Taylor is going 
to in an effort to discredit Bentley. Bentley states she was 
misquoted when she was quoted as saying Columbia had no courses 
in American Government. Her statement that she was misquoted 
is not unreasonable and this point is not worth belaboring 
Jurther.

CHARGE: Bentley's appearance on "Meet The Press," December 6‏ 
(Pages * and E‏ .1953 


It is stated that on December 6, 1953, Bentley 
appeared on the television show “Meet The Press" and was 
asked if she (a) had any personal knowledge of United States 
Government employees now spying for Russia, (b) if her list of 
names of contacts with Government employees at times she 
appeared before HCUA in 1948 was complete, (c) if she had testi- 
Jied in Executive Session that Lester Pearson, Foreign Secretary 
of Canada, had been used by Communist spy rings. 


It is charged that in answer to (a) Bentley said she 
could not answer that because it might not be public information 
and her answer might hamper things. In response to (b) she 
answered no, that the committee did not ask about a number of 
people and she simply responded to the question. Taylor seemingly 
combines points (a) and (b) and charges that these points are 
inconsistent with former testimony before congressional committees 
where she indicated her listing of such names was complete. In 
response to (c) Bentley answered that she did not recall. Taylor 
claims it is inconceivable that she would not recall testimony 
about Lester Pearson. 


COMMENT: 


It must be appreciated that Bentley had considerable 
more latitude in answering questions before congressional com- 
mittees than she had on the television show "Meet The Press." 

She could testify to hearsay information before a congressional 
committee without the fear of libelactiona,umhereas she was re- 
stricted and consequently cautious in her testimony on television. 
It ie not necessarily inconsistent for Bentley to testify in 1948 
that the list of Government employees involved in intelligence 
activities which she furnished the committee was complete and 
then in 1953 insinuate that there were some people involved whom 
the committee did not ask about. A person involved in intelli- 
gence activities oper a number of years is constantly reminded 

of and recaptures certain thoughts about individuals as a result 
of certain questions and certain reminiscing about past events. 
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It is not unreasonable to assume that between 1948 and 1953 
she remembered additional people who were involved in these 
affairs about whom she had not previously furnished information 
to congressional committees. 


Taylor's charge in point (c) that Bentley would 
surely remember testifying about Pearson is misleading. Bentley 
had testified in Executive Session that Haken Size of the 
Canadian Film Board furnished her information which he obtained 
Jrom Pearson. Thus, her testimony was mainly concerned with Size 
and no allegations were made against Pearson who was mentioned 
incidental to Size. Bentley may not have clearly recalled this 
information about Pearson at the time of her television inter- 
view or she may have used this pretext to avoid answering a 
question concerning an official of another government which she 
felt should only be answered in an Executive Session of a cone 
gressional committee. 
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p in Executive Session, Senate Permanent 
Subcommittee on Investigations, October 21, 1953, stated 
Harold Glasser was part of the Silvermaster group. 
COMMENT: 
This was apparently an error on the pari of 
Miss Bentley, caused by the manner tn which the question 
eliciting the information was asked. The line of questioning 
was as follows: 
Question: Miss Bentley, to your knowledge 
were the following persons some 


of the espionage agents? 
Nathan Gregory Silvermaster? 


Bentley: Yes. 

Question: Harold Glasser?

This error vas clarified in Bentley's public 
testimony before the same committee wherein she stated Glasser 
was part of the Perlo group.

CHARGE; L 's statement concerning Whittaker Chambers (Page 54) 





It is charged that Bentley named Whittaker Chambers 
as a member of the Perlo group. Taylor claims Bentley did not 
know Chambers and he points out Chambers ceased Communist 
activities in 1939. Consequently, he could not have been in the 
Perlo group uhich was formed in 1944. Taylor also states that 
in 1951 Bentley testified before a Senate committee that she did 
not know anything about Chambers except as a man called X who 
handled "a number of my people in 1948." Taylor points out that 
Bentley is spreading confusion here since Chambers was not 
handling anyone in 1948, 


COME NT $ 


Bentley testified she did not know Chambers. Actually, 
she did not testify that Chambers was a member of the Perlo 
group, but it is understandable that such an inference could be 
drawn from her testimony concerning Chambers. Jt came about in 
the following manner: Bentley was discussing Harold Glasser 
and she said, "He was a member of what we called the Perlo ring 
because Mr. Victor Perlo we considered the head of it, and he 
(Glasser) passed on information via Mr. Perlo, Mr. Chambers and 
some of the other members of the group." It could be inferred 
from this that Bentley placed Chambers in the Perlo group; hou- 
ever, it is believed that Bentley's explanation clarifies this 
point. She explained that she did not know Chambers but she 
learned that a man who had turned "sour" back in the late 1930's 
had been doing the same type of work she had been doing. She 
learned this when she took over the Perlo group. She also 
learned that some of the people in the Perlo group, namely, 
Perlo, Charles Kramer and Glasser, had previously worked with 
this man who went "sour." This man was Whittaker Chambers. 
Consequently, Bentley's testimony on this point may be confusing 
but it is not false. Chambers was connected with Glasser and 
Perlo during the 1930's. Bentley did make a mistake in testi- 
fying before the Senate committee in 1951 when she said that 
Chambers was a man called X who “handled a number of my people 
in 1948." She uas mistaken as to the date as she probably meant 


1938.

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In interview 6/5/55 Bentley was furnished her exact 
testimony on this matter where, in speaking of Harold Glasser, 
she said "he was a member of what we called the Perlo ring.... 
and he passed on information via Mr, Perlo, Mr. Chambers and 
some of the other members of the group." On reading this 
testimony, Bentley said there was some error in transcription;

A charge is made if Bentley's story is to be bee 
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stated Jacob Golos was arrested in 1940, Silvermaster was 
investigated (under the Hatch Act) as early as 1941 and it 

is charged: “Under these circumstancea, how could Miss Bentley 
have escaped observation, suspicion and detection? Where was 
the FBI for this four year period?" 


COMMENT: 


While the above is an easy charge to make and a hard 
one to ansuer, there are a number of factors which must be taken 
into account. The FBI through a painstaking investigation o7 
Armand Labis Feldman starting in 1938 had uncovered a sizeable 
espionage parallel operating in the United States which was under 
the control of Gaik Badalovich Ovakimian. He was known to be 
the key to the whole operation and was an employee of the Amtorg 
Trading Corporation. He was observed to be in contact with 
Jacob Golos on several occasions, and Bentley was known to be a 
contact of Golos. The evidence developed concerning Ovakimian 
uas made available to the United States attorney and on May 5, 
1941, Ovakimtan was arrested for a violation of the Foreign 
Agents Registration Act. The Soviet Government immediately 
claimed that he as a Soviet of/icialhaddiplomatic status and 
while this was not true, the State Department exerted pressure 
to have the charges dropped and to allow Ovakimian to depart 
Jrom the United States.  Thia was accomplished and he departed 
on July 23, 1941. The key agent was, therefore, no longer 
available, and years later we learned from Ismail Akhmedov that 
the NKVD had been worried concerning the arrest, as the head of 
the NKVD activities in the United States had been in custody. 

We assumed (and later learned it to be true) that the arrest of 
Ovakimian had alerted other members of the apparatus. (Bentley 
tells us that Golos did destroy tncriminating papers in his 
possession.) We at that time had no evidence definitely showing 
that Bentley was involved in espionage and had no indication 
that there were any contacts between Bentley, Golos and pere 


sons in the Government. 
0 
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We, however, dtd not follow through on our 
investigation of Jacob Golos and Llizabeth Bentley and, in 


the light of what we now know, we certainly should have done 
3o We are, accordingly, vulnerable to the attack made here, 
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The following are factors which, however, must be taken into 
account, in 1942, we were having serious manpower difficulties 

in covering German and Japanese intelligence activities, alien 
enemies, Fascist groups. Russia came to be regarded as one of our 
chief allies. This did not directly affect the Bureau's 
investigative work, but certainly influenced Government officials 


and public opinion. 
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In the meantime, in Washington, investigations were 
instituted and carried out under the Hatch Act concerning a 
number of persons who later were to be implicated by Bentley. 

To name a jew of the persons So charged, Nathan Gregory Silver- 
master was investigated and both Harry Derter White and Lauchlin 
Currie acted in his behalf in killing the charges. Harry 

Dexter White himself was investigated. Taylor was investigated 
under the Hatch Act on the basis of information indicating 
Communist sympathies on his part. In none of these instances 
was the individual removed from Government employment; asa 
mater of fact, their importance was enhanced through promotions. 
There can be little doubt that even if we had stopped Golos and 
Bentley, the Soviets would have found other means of contacting 
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September, 1944, had done so when they removed Bentley from the 
apparatus for all intents and purposes and began using others 
to tap Government secreta. 
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CHARGE: That much of the testimony of the Attorney General before

It ta alleged that the testimony of the Attorney 
General was "political" and that in offering as “established 
Jacts" data contained in three FBI documenta: viz., (1) FBI 
letter to the White House dated November 8, 1945; (2) FBI aum- 
mary memorandum captioned “Soviet Espionage in the United States," 
dated November 27, 1945; (3) FBI letter and memorandum attached 
addressed to the White House, dated February 1, 1946, he was 
Jinding citizens guilty without due process of law. It is 
specifically charged that FBI letter of November 8, 1945, listed four- 
teen persons in an espionage ring headed by Nathan Gregory 
Silvermaster and that no attempt was made in this document to 
link the espionage activities of this ring with leading figures 
in the American Communist Party. It ts also charged that this 
letter does not mention Earl Browder, Jacob Golos and William 
Taylor. 





COMMENT:

The allegation that data from the above-mentioned 
FBI documents uas submitted as "established facts" is without 
foundation. These documents reported information obtained from 
Elizabeth Bentley and other confidential sources as well as 
facts developed in various espionage investigations. With 
respect to the charge that the FBI letter of November &, 1945, 
omitted names such as Taylor, etcetera, it is pointed out 
that this letter was a very brief summary of data obtained dw- 
ing the initial interview of Elizabeth Bentley conducted on 
November 7, 1945, and there was no intention by the Bureau to 
glve complete details concerning her revelations at that time 
pending results of our investigation in this matter. This 
letter states: “Investigation of this matter is being pushed 
vigorously, but I thought that the President and you would be 


interested in having the foregoing preliminary data immediately.”

CHARGE: FBI letter dated November 8, 1945, to White House 
conveys impression FBI developed data contained therein from 
investigation whereas it appears Bentley was only source who 


had been initiajly interviewed by FBI agents November 7, 1945.

It ts alleged that the FBI letter of November 8, 1945, 
addressed to the White House in stating "...investigation...act 
this point has indtcated that the persons named hereinafter were 
actually the source..." of information for the Soviet eaptonage 
8ystem, conveys the impression that investigation had been con- 
ducted by the FBI in this matter. It is further alleged that 
Bentley's initial interview with FBI agents in New York was on 
November 7, 1945, and that due to the short period of time (24 
hours), it would have been impossible for the FBI to distinguish 
fact fron fiction and check on the accuracy of this information. 
Taylor and his attorney are critical of the action taken by the 
FBI in dispatching this letter to the White House which stated 
"positively" that the people involved were passing Government 
documents through a Soviet espionage system without a scrap of 
documentary evidence to back up the charge. 





COMMENT: 

The above allegations are without merit. The letter 
of November 8, 1945, contains a paragraph which clearly states 
that this is "preliminary data" and investigation is being 
"pushed vigorously." This letter reports factual data received 
from Elizabeth Bentley. It was dispatched as an alert to the 
President and other officials of the Erecutiue Branch of the 
Government pointing out the information which had been received 
and was in no manner intended to be a prosecutive summary. The 
Bureau would be remiss in its duty if such a letter was not sent 
until documentary evidence was obtained to back up every statement 
contained therein, Mr. Taylor and his attorney display lack of 
knowledge of the operations of an intelligence agency and are 
confusing intelligence information with prosecutable evidence. 
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CHARGE: That the FBI summary memorandum of November 27 45 


and FBI letter and memorandum of February 1, 1946, omitted the 
name of Lieutenant Colonel John H, Reynolds who was identified 


in FBI letter November 8, 1945, as a former contact of Gaik 
Quakimian, former NKVD chief in New York. Page 71 

It is alleged that not only is Reynolds! name not 
carried forvard in the FBI documents mentioned, but in subsequent 
appearances by Miss Bentley before Congressional Committees she 
did not mention his name as related to a spy apparatus. Taylor 


and his attorney question why Miss Bentley first named him to 
the FBI and then withdrew the name. 








COMMENT: 


In connection with the omission of Reynolds!’ name in 
FEI memorandum of November 27, 1945, and FBI letter and memoran- 
dum of February 1, 1946, it is pointed out that the November 27, 
1945, memorandum was an over-all picture of Soviet espionage in 
the United States from 1918-1945 and did not purport to deal 
with every individual who was engaged in or suspected of espionage 
during thai period. The Silvermaster ring is summarized briefly 
in two pages of this "7l-page summary. The February 1, 1946, 
letter and memorandum were restricted solely to information con- 
cerning White and Reynolds had no place in thís particular

Concerning Reynolds, tt should be pointed out that 
the statement contained in the November 8, 1945, letter identifying 
him as a former contact of Ovakimian appears to be in error. A 
check of Bureau references concerning Reynolds fails to reflect 
he was ever in contact with Ovakimian. However, Reynolds was 
associated with Jacob Golos when Golos formed the United States 
Shipping and Service Corporation in 1941 as a cover for Soviet 
espionage. Reynolds, a member of a prominent New York family 
and a professed Marzísi,waos chosen by Earl Browder to act as a 
front for this corporation. The capital for this firm came 
from Browder and Reynolds. According to Bentley, "AI" (Anatole 
Gromov), her Russtan esptonage superior, insisted on meeting 
Reynolds and Bentley arranged such a meeting in May or June, 1945. 
Reynolds told Bentley that "Paul" (name by which he knew Gromov) 
had informed him that the initial investment made by Browder in 
the United States Shipping and Service Corporation was actually

It is alleged that FBI letter of February 1, 1946, 
omits the names of 8 individuals who were previously named in 
FBI letter dated November 8, 1945, and that 7 additional names 


of former Government officials are set forth in the February 
letter, 








COMMENT? 


The February 1, 1946, FBI letter was a summary of 
informatton concerning Harry Dexter White and the November و6‎ 
1945, letter vos the initial information furnished by Bentley 
concerning the whole Silvermaster group. As pointed out heretofore, 
ihe FBI letter and memorandum of February 1, 1946, were restricted 
solely to information concerning White and his activities. It was 
not necessary to include in this letter the names of all of the 
individuals mentioned in the November 8, 1945, letter since a 
number of these individuals had no connection with White. The 
February 1, 1946, letter and memorandum contained 7 new names. 
These 7 individuals were contacts of White which were developed 
through our investigation which was conducted subsequent to the 
dispatch of the November 8, 1945, letter to the White House.

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CHARGE: Bentley, in 1949, listed 37 Government officials as

It is alleged that Miss Beniley in her 1949 testinony 
before a Senate Committee listed 37 Government individuals as 
being involved in furnishing tnformtton to the Soviets whereas 
the FBI communications of November 8 and November 27, 1945, and 
February 1, 1946, contained no such listing. 








COVUENT: 


As stated heretofore, the November 8, 1945, letter 
was a brief summary of the initial interview of Bentley and 
Bentley's knowledge had not been comoletely exhausted at that 
tine. Concerning the November 27, 1945, memorandum, it is stated 
on page 66 thereof that there were 37 Government employees involved. 
Only the names of the more important Government employees were 
identified in this memorandum which was a 71-page summary dealing 
with Soviet espionage activities from 1917-1945. The Bentley 
story concerning the Silvermaster and Perlo groups is summarized 
briefly in two pages of this memorandum. The February 1, 1946, 
FBI letter and memorandum were restricted solely to information 
concerning White and his activities and it was not necessary to 
set forth the names of all 37 individuals since a number of them 
had no connection with White, 
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CHARGE? FBI memorandum November 27, 1945, and FBI letter and 
memorandum Februar 1946, contain inform tion such as the 
existence of a second espionage group, known as the Perlo group, 
which 1 not mentioned in FBI letter to White House dated 
November 8, 1945, (Pages و23‎ 74) 

It ts alleged that the FEI memorandum dated November 27, 
1945, and FBI letter and memorandum dated February 1, 1946, differ 
from the FBI letter of November 8, 1945, to the White House and 
that a second group, known as ihe Perlo group, is mentioned in 
the former documents whereas there is no mention of this second 
group in the November 8, 1945, document although Perlo is named 
in the November 8, 1945, document. The position is taken that tf 
the FBI letter of November 8, 1945, was a product of information 
furnished by Bentley "in considerable detail" concerníng her 
career as claimed by the Director in his testimony before the 
Jenner Committee, why wasn't the information concerning the Perlo 
group mentioned in this letter? The point is also made that the 
February 1, 1946, documents report Bentley had delivered material 
collected by her to Jacob Golos, thereby fastening a direct link 
to the Communist Party whereas no mention is made of this in the 
November 8, 1945, document. 








Another point is made that the November 27, 1945, 
document reveals thai Bentley continued to act as a courier under 
the direction of Earl Browder after the death of Golos and that 
the espionage agents with whom she had been in contact under the 
direction of Golos and Browder had been working for the NKVD and 
that this data was not reported in the FBI documents of February 1;

COMMENT: 


It should be noted that the statement made by the 
Director that the November 8, 1945, letter to the White House 
was a product "of considerable detail" of information furnished 
by Bentley does not mean that Bentley had furntshed all the 
information within her knowledge concerning the operations of 
these esptonage groups. Taylor and his attorney fail to note 
that in the Director's testimony before the Jenner Committee, 
the Director quoted the last paragraph of this letter which 
describes the information reported therein as “foregoing 


preliminary data." 
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Concerning the charge that the Perlo group was not 
mentioned in the November و8‎ 1945, letters tt is again pointed 
out that this letter was a brief summarization of the initial 
interview of Bentley and in no manner was it intended to bea 
complete factual statement of all her activities. The purpose 
of this letter was to inform the White House and other officials 
of the Erecuti ve Branch of the Government the identity of the 
Government employees named by Miss Bentley during her initial 
interview who were furnishing information to the Soviets. It 
is logical for the FBI documents of November 27, 1945, and 
February 1, 1946, to contain more information on various points 
tnasmuch as additional interviews of Bentley had been conducted 
and more detailed information of her activities during the 
precedíng 11 years had been developed. 


Concerning the allegation that the Novenber و27‎ 1945, 
document contained information concerning Bentley's courier 
activities on behalf of the NKVD which was omitted from the 
FBI documents of February 1, 1946, it is pointed out that the 
February 1, 1946, documents are linited to the White case and, 
it was not deemed pertinent to report every detail of Bentley's 
operations which were not connected with White. It should be 
pointed out, however, that the February 1, 1946, memorandum 
states that information went from Silvermaster through channels 
to Anatole Gromov, who was identified therein as the successor 
to Zubilin, head of the NKVD in North America.

It is alleged that the Attorney General in discussing 
before the Jenner Committee FBI memorandum of February 1, 1946, 
indicated that this memorandum advised that White was engaged 
in esptonage activities as early as the latter part of 1942 or 
early 1943. The point is made that this statement conflicts 
with later testimony by Elizabeth Bentley before the Senate 
Committee in 1949 that White was used in March, 1942, by her 
group to intervene in behalf of Silvermaster who was under 
investigation in connection with his transfer to the Board of 
Economic Warfare. Ii is contended that since White did not 
become involved in espionage until the latter part of 1942, 
according to the Attorney General, he could not have been used 
as claimed by Bentley in March, 1942, 














COMMENT: 


Taylor and his attorney have misinterpreted both the 
Attorney General's testimony before ihe Jenner Committee and 
Miss Bentley's testimony before a Senate Committee in 1949. The 
words "at least" in the memorandum of February 1, 1946, indicate 
the possibility that White could have been engaged in espionage 
prior to the latter part of 1942. In fact, subsequently, we 
developed information from Whittaker Chambers, admitted Soviet 
agent from 1932-1937, that White had furnished Chambers informa- 
tion for the Soviets during the 1930's. 


In the testimony of Miss Bentley before the Senate 
Committee in 1949, she stated that about the end of 1941 or 
1942 Silvermaster secured his position with the Board of Economic 
Warfare. After he had been there for 6 or 8 months, his superior 
received a letter from G-2 demanding that Silvermaster be 
dismissed because of disloyal data developed concerning him. 
It was at this time that the help of White was solicited "to pull 
strings" for Silvermaster, according to her testimony. This 
testimony has either been misread by Taylor and his attorney 
or intentionally misstated to suit their purposes.

CHARGE: That the FBI letter November 8, 1945, identifi 


Silvermaster as the photographer for the group while the 
November 27, 1945, FBI summary and February 1, 1946, FBI 
memorandum identi Ullman as the photographer; rther 

in testimony before the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities in 1948, Bentley stated Ullman was the principa 


photographer and Helen Silvermaster heiped him when he was 
rushed, (Pages 75, 76) 


It is charged that FBI letter February 1, 1946, states 
information in documents oríginating in the Treasury Department 
were passed in substance or photographed by William Ludwig Ullman 
in a laboratory in the basement of the Silvermaster home. The 
November 8, 1945, FBI letter states Silvermaster photographed 
the documents and in the November 27, 1945, document the only 
mention of photography concerns Ullman, who was described as an 
Air Force Major stationed at the Pentagon, and who was responsible 
for obtaining and photographing clossified information regarding 
United States Government war plans and also FBI reports, copies 
of which had been furnished to G-2 at the Pentagon. The claim is 
made these documents vary regarding the identity of the photographer 
and are indicative that Bentley varied her story. It is also 
charged that in testifying before the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities in 1948, Bentley again changed her testimony and 
stated Ullman was the principal photographer and Mrs, Silvermaster 
was his assistant. 











COMMENT: 


The November 8, 1945, letter does state that Silvermaster 
photographed the documents. The November 27, 1945, summary and 
February 1, 1946, memorandum identify Ullman as the photographer. 
In her testimony before the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities in 1948, Bentley stated Ullman was the principal 
photographer and when he was away or had too much, Mrs. Silvermaster 
helped him. In ali the documents and in her testimony, Bentley 
identified Silvermaster as the head of the ring and responsible 
for the photographing although she identifies Ullman as the 
actual photographer. The important fact ia that the photographing 
was done by members of this ring. 


However, it is pointed out that the November 8, 1945, 
FBI letter ts a brief account of the initial interview of Elizabeth 
Bentley and does not go into minute details as to various functions 
of the members of the Silvermaster group. 
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CHARGE: Ov mian Could Not Ka Received S erma TOP 2 
Pages 76, 77 


The charge here is that the Silvermaster group did 
not begin to function until late July, 1941, and since Ovakimian 
was arreated by the FBI in May, 1941, and departed the United 
States in July, 1941, it is unlikely that data from the Silver- 
master group could have gone from Golos to Ovakimian as 
indicated in the FBI letter of February 1, 1946. 


COMMENT: 


It is noted that in the February 1, 1946, FBI letter, 
Gaik Ovakimian was tentatively identified as the individual to 
whom Golos delivered espionage material from the Silvermaster 
network. The FBI investigation of Golos and Ovakimian revealed 
seven contacts in New York City between the two during early 
1941, and material of an unknown nature passed between them 
on several occasions during these meetings. Golos told 
Bentley that Oyakimian was his espionage superior. Ismail 
Akhmedov, former Soviet Army intelligence officer who defected 
17 1942, stated that a Soviet citizen arrested by the FBI in 
April, 1941, was the chief resident agent of the NKVD in the 
United States, In 1947 a list of high-ranking MGB officials 
in the USSR included the name "Major General Gaik B. Ovakimian," 


Whüe it might be accurate to state that information 
from the Stlvermaster group received by Golos did not go 
directly to Ovakimian since he departed the United States in 
July, 1941, and the Silvermaster group did not begin to 
Junction until July, 1941, nevertheless, it is reasonable to 
state that information from the Silvermaster group collected 
by Golos did go to the Oyakimian network since such a network 
must have remained tn eristence even after the departure of 
Ovakinian himself. 


The question might arise here as to why the FBI, 
through its coverage on Golos, and our awareness of his being 
tn contact with Bentley, did not lead us to the networks 
operated by the ۵916 ۶5 in Government agencies. It is 
believed that the comments made on page 38 of this brief are 
applicable in this connection. Information concerning the 
origin of the Silvermaster group is also covered in Comment (a) 


on page 24. 
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CHARGE: Statement in FBI letter February 1, 1946, that after 
Golos! death, Bentley turned over Silvermaster material through 
an unidentified individual to Gromov is false as Gromov did not 


arrive in United States until 10 months after Golos’ death. 
(Pages 78, 78a, 79) 


The February 1, 1946, FBI letter related that subsequent 
to the death of Golos, Miss Bentley turned over the material she 
had received from Silvermaster and Ullman through an unidentified 
individual to Anatole Gromov, who was First Secretary of the 
Soviet Embassy in Washington, D. C. Doubt is expressed that an 
espionage group would hold its secrets for 10 months awaiting the 
arrival of a new superior. It ia pointed out that Gromov arrived 
in the United States September 15, 1944, and that Golos had died 
on November 25, 1948. It is also pointed out that this material 
could not have been delivered to Gromou by courier since Bentley 
had her last contact with the Silvermaster group on September 13 
or 14, 19465 and turned over the material she had collected to 
her contact "Bill." Since she did not see "Bill" again, she could 
not have ascertained from him as io the disposal of this material. 
It is also pointed out that Bentley has admitted that she did not 
meet "Al" (drama) until the latter part of October, 1944. 








COMMENT: 


FBI letter of February 1, 1946, does state that the 
above material was delivered through an unidentified individual 
to Gromov, This statement is a summarization of data obtained 
from Bentley and subsequent investigation conducted in this case 
at that time. Between the death of Golos and the arrival of 
Gromov, Bentley had contacts with several unidentified individuals 
to whom she furnished inform tion who were known to her only as 
"Katherine," "Bill" and "Jack." Bentley finally met Gromov in 
October, 1944, when she insisted upon seeing someone higher up 
than "Jack." It was logical for Bentley to assume that after 
meeting Gromou in October, 1944, that the information she had 
furnished to "Jack" and the other unidentified contacts after 
the death of Golosa had been turned over to Gromov, 
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CHARGE: FBI letter dated November 8, 1945, FBI summary dated 
November 27, 1945, and FBI memorandum dated February l, l 


make no mention of “Katherine,” "Bill." "Jack" and the woman 
from Amtorg; further, Bentley's testimony before various con- 
gressional committes varied concerning these persons. (Page 79) 
It is alleged that the FBI documents of November رھت‎ 
1945, November 27, 1945, and February 1, 1946, made no mention 
of the Soviet superiors of Elizabeth Bentley after the death of 
Jacob Golos or the "Katherine," "Bill," "Jack" and the woman

It ts also alleged that her testimony before various 
congressional comnittees concerning these individuals varied. 
In her testimony before a Senate committee in 1949, she testified 
that “Katherine” introduced her to "Bill" who arranged for her 
contact with "Jack." In her testimony before the House committee 
on Un-American Activities in 1948, she stated that "Katherine" 
introduced her to both “Bill” and "Jack." It is also alleged 
that Bentley had testified that Gromov was the only Russian whose 
real name she knew, uhereas one of her contacts, according to 
her testimony in 1949, was the wife of a man who was the head of 
the Tass News Agency in New York City. Further, this woman uas 
employed at Amtorg. The point is made that inasmuch as Tass 
publicly identifies its chief, Bentley was acquainted with an- 
other Russian besides Gromov. 


COMMENT: 


As stated heretofore, FBI letter of November 9, 1945, 
is a brief summary of the initial interview with Bentley; FEI 
memorandum of November 27, 1945, ts an overeall picture of Soviet 
espionage in the United States from 1918 to 1945; FBI memorandum 
of February 1, 1946, deals exclusively with the White case. The 
names of the unidentified contacts of Bentley were not included 
ae it was not believed pertinent to include incomplete data at 


a time when active investigationwas underuay to tdentify them. 


Concerning the allegation that Bentley varied her 
testimony concerning certain phases of her relations with these 
individuals, it is noted that in her original signed statement 
to our agents she stated that “Katerine” introduced her to "Bill* 
who in turn arranged for her to meet "Jack." It appears that 
Bentley was in error in her testimony that “Katherine N. introduced 
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her to "Jack." With regard to the identity of the wife of the 
head of Tass News Agency who was one of Bentley's contacts, it 
15 pointed out that Bentley did not know the true identity,

It is alleged that a statement in the FBI memorandum 
of Novenber 27, 1945, relating that during late 1944, the various 
esptonage groups with which Miss Bentley had maintained liaison 
were turned over directly to Soviet agents at the insistence of 
Soviet representatives does not nake gen se. Two issues are 
raised concerning this statement: (1) By establishing direct 
contact with the Russians the chances of detection of this group 
by counterespionage agents were greatly increased. In support 
of this charge, testimony of Bentley before a Senate Committee 
in 1951 to the effect that White was afraid to meet people like 
herself and did not want to meet anyone he knew to be a Soviet 
agent is cited. (2) Why was this information not included in 
FBI memorandum of February 1, 1946? 








COMMENT: 
| a 
The FBI memorandum of February 1, 1946, was/factual 


the above statement concerning Soviet plans for the group after 
Bentley left it would have no place in it. Concerning the charg 
that Bentley's story does not make sense, Taylor and hts attorne, 
obviously are unfamiliar with the operations of Soviet espionage 
networks. Information available to us from Bureau Source 5 (an 
unimpeachable source which cannot be revealed outside the Bureau) 
confirms that during this period the Sovtets were endeavoring to 
secure tighter control of the Silvermaster group by taking over

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CHARGE: Statement in FBI letter of Februar 
informatton from Perlo group was channelled through Golos to 
Soviets is a koar, (Pages 81, 82) 


It is alleged FBI letter February 1, 1946, stated 
that there was another parallel of Soviet intelligence known 
as the Perlo group and that information from it was channelled 
through Jacob Golos to the Soviets in the same manner as outlined 
for the operations of the Silvermaster ring. It is charged that 
this statement is a hoar because Miss Bentley,in her testimony 
before the House Committee on Un-American Activittes in 1948, 
stated she met the Perlo group in March, 1944, which was several 
months after the death of Golos and, therefore, information 
gathered by her from thts group could not have been channelled 
through Golos, 


COMMENT: 


The above statement is not a hoax. It represents a 
summarization of the information about the Perlo group. According 
to information Bentley obtained from Golos one or two months 
before his death, he had been in touch with another group in 
Washington and he regarded this acquisition as valuable.  Subse- 
quently, Bentley learned from Earl Browder that this group was headed 
by Victor Perlo and that contact had been broken with them after 
Golos' death. Browder advised Bentley that the contact was 
broken as the last meeting was set for the Sunday after Golos' 
death. About two months after this conversation with Browder 
in early 1944, Browder directed Bentley to contact this group in 
the apartment of John Abt in New York City. At this contact she 
met Perlo and the members of his group. Bentley also recalled that 
some of the typing and handwriting on material given her by Perlo 
seemed the same as material she saw in Golos' possession before 
his death. This information is set out in Bentley's signed 


statement given November 30, 1945, to our agents.

CHARGE: The statements in FBI letter of Fe i 

that Silvermaster was at that time an employee of the Treasar 
Department under White's supervision and White secured this 
position for him is incorrect, Pages 52 and 83) 

It te alleged that Silvermaster uas "noi" an employ- 
ee of the Treasury Department on February 1, 1946, because he 
had been transferred nine months before (May 1, 1945) from the 
Office of Surplus Property, Treasury Department, to the Office 
of Surplus Property, Department of Commerce, and that while in 
the Treasury Department, Silvermaster was "never under the 
supervision of White, directly or indirectly." It is also 
alleged that while in the Treasury Department, Stlvermaster was 
in a division which did not come under the supervision of White. 
Further claim ta made that the statement in FBI memorandum of 
February 1, 1946, that Silvermaster's position was secured for 
him by White, is of “doubtful validity." In support thereof, 
it is contended that Silvermaster first joined the Treasury 
Department in July, 1944, on a loan basts from the Department 
of Agriculture in response to requests from Department of 
Treasury officials other than White. 


COMMENT: 


Information we reported in ihe February 1, 1946, 
memorandum concerning Silvermaster's employment in the Treasury 
Department was furnished to us by Miss Bentley. Technically, 
Silvermaster's employment was changed to the Commerce Department 
due to a Governmental reorganization which placed the Office of 
Surplus Property, Treasury Department, under the jurisdiction of 
the Commerce Department. The charge that Silvermaster was never 
under the supervision of White is specious since White was a 
high official of the Treasury Department and as such could have 
exercised authority over Silvermaster. With respect to the 
gharge that Silvermaster's position was secured by White is of 
"doubtful validity," it is speculative on the part of Taylor and 
his attorney. It is noted that they do not offer any positive 
proof to contradict Bentley's story on this point. 
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CHARGE: Statement in FBI memorandum November 27, 1 ے‎ 
identifying Stlvermaster as “at one time an employee of the 
Department of Labor" is incorrect. (Page 03 

FBI memorandum of November 27, 1945, identifies 
Silvermaster as “at one time an employee of the Department 


of Labor......" It ta claimed that Silvermaster had never 
been an employee of the Department of Labor. 


COMMENT: 


The above statement in the FBI memorandum of 
November 27, 1945, is a mistake. -Silvermaster was an 
employee of the California State Department of Labor during 
1933-1934 and was employed by the United States Maritime 
Labor Board, Washington, D. C., during 1938-1940. This 
charge is insignificant. 





TOP SECRET 


CHARGE: Based on the two preceding charges listed above, it 
is contended that FBI investigation and reporting of this 


information was "poor" because of errors committed in setting 
forth Silvermaster's past Governmental employment. (Pages 83,84) 
The two preceding charges are that (1) Silvermaster 
had never been an employee of the Department of Labor and 
(2) Silvermaster was not an employee of the Treasury Depart- 
ment on February 1, 1946, and that while employed by the 
Treasury Department, his position was not secured for him by 
White. It is contended that FBI reporting on these matters in 


their November, 1945, and February, 1946, documents was poor, 
also denoting “poor staff work.” 


COMMENT: 


During the period of November, 1945, to February, 
1946, when the documenta referred to were drawn up, the in- 
vestigative activity of the FBI in this case was most discreet 
in view of ita delicate nature involving Federal employees and 
officials and open inguiries concerning the background of the 
various individuals, including minute details as to their 
employment were held to a minimum. The moet important phase 
of the investigation at that time was the physical surveillance 
of these individuala to determine if they were engaged in cone 
spiratorial activity on behalf of the Soviets., 
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CHARGE: Testimony of the Attorney General concerni ihe FBI 
memor um Of February l, 1 before the Jenner Committee 


ears to be an interpolation of this memorandum and to resolve 
this memorandum should be made public or at least availabl 


or examinatio ihe interested parties. (Pages رت‎ and 





The Attorney General tn summarizing the FBI memorandum 
of February 1, 1946, in his testimony before the Jenner Committee 
concerning Harry Dexter White, mentioned that White was con- 
sidered one of the most valuable assets of Soviet intelligence 
since as Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, he could place 
individuals in the Treasury Department and that William Henry 
Taylor and Sonia Steinman Gold were such persons. The point 
ie made that the Attorney General might be interpolating in 
adding the middle names of Taylor and Gold. The contention is 
made that in FBI memorandum of November 27, 1945, mention is 
made of one William Taylor. It is also alleged that in her 
public testimony, Bentley alluded only to a William Taylor and 
a Mrs. Sonia Gold. To resolve this, the suggestion is made 
that the FBI memorandum of February 1, 1 » be made public or at 
least be made available for examination by the interested parties 
in this proceeding. 


COMMENT: 


The charge is an attempt to becloud the identity of 
Taylor and to have an FEI document made public. The Attorney 
General tn his testimony before the Jenner Committee stated that 
this document could not be made public without jeopardizing 
confidential sources of information and techniques of intelligence 
operations.  FBImemorandum of February 1, 1946, does identify 
Taylor and Gold by their first, middle and last names and is 
not an interpolation of the Attorney General at the time he 
testified. 
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CHARGE: While White was Assistant Secretary of Treasury on 
February ds 1946, he did not occup 8 position during the 


employment of Taylor, Gold and Ullman by Treasury. (Page O56) 


It ts charged that FBI memorandum of February l, 
1946, states that White was a "valuable asset" since "in his 
capacity as Assistant Secretary" of the Treasury, he could 
place people in the Treasury Department, is not correct. It 
is claimed that while White was Assistant Secretary of ihe 
Treasury at the time of the date of this memorandum, he was not 
Assistant Secretary at the time of the original employment of 
Uliman, Taylor and Gold by the Treasury Department. It was 
pointed out that Ullman uas hired in 1939, Taylor uas hired in 
1941 and Gold was hired in 1943. It is also charged that since 
Miss Bentley left the Silvermaster group in September, 1944, 
she could not have been aware of White's activities in his 
capacity as Assistant Secretary of the Treasury Department since 
he was not appointed to that position until January, 1945. 


COMMENT: 


It is true that White did not become Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Treasury until January, 1945, and the statement in 
the FBI memorandum of February 1, 1946, ts, therefore, erroneous. 
It is pointed out, however, that White had been Assistant to the 
Secretary of Treasury since August 5, 1941. The influence of 
White in Treasury can be seen as early as March 25, 1938, when 
he was appointed Director of Monetary Research in the Office of 
the Secretary of Treasury. As his career progressed in the 
Department, he was assigned greater responsibilities. On 
February 25, 1943, the then Secretary of the Treasury, Morgenthau, 
gave White the responsibility of handling the participation qf 
the Treasury Department in all economic and financial matters 
connected with the operations of the Army and Navy and civilian 
affairs in foreign areas in which the Armed Forces were operating 
or were likely to operate. In May, 1943, inquiry was made by 
@ congressman for the personnel record of White. <A communication 
by the Treasury Department was thereafter furnished to this con- 
greseman under date of May jl, 1943, and White wae described, 
inter alia, as an alternate for the Secretary of Treasury in 
representing the Treasury Department on various intergovernmental 
and interdepartmental boards and committees. 
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The fact that White was not Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury at the time of the original employment of 
Ullman, Taylor and Gold does not mean that he was not 
influential in placing them in various positions in the Depart- 
ment, it is noted that in the testimony given by Ullman before 
the Jenner Committee on December 2, 1953, he admitted knowing 
White as early as 1938 and being interviewed by White in 1939 
in connection with his application for employment by the 
Treasury Department. He was thereafter hired by the Treasury 
Department, Division of Monetary Research, on March 17, 1939. 
At the time, White was Director of this division. White was 
instrumental in securing a position for Taylor with the 
Treasury Department as evidenced by Ullman's letter to Taylor, 
dated December 12, 1940, advising that White wanted Taylor to 
report for work at the Treasury Department. This letter is 
set out on page ll of this brief. Since White was Assistant 
to the Secretary of the Treasury in 1941, it is vias that he 
could have influenced placing Gold in the Treasury Department 
in 1943. 


Employment of Taylor and Gold is discussed on 
pages 63 and 64, 
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CHARGE: The Silvermaster group which was organized in July, 


194], could not have placed Ullman in the Treasury Department 
oS stated in FBI memorandum of February l, 1946, since Ullman 
became a Treasury Department employee in 1939. (Pages 86, 87) 


The Attorney General in his testimony before the 
Jenner Committee in discussing the FBI memorandum of February 1; 
1946, pointed out that the memorandum concluded White was a 
valuable asset as he could place in the Treasury Department those 
individuals whom the Silvermaster group was anrious to place there. 
It is contended that since the Silvermaster group did not come into 
existence until July, 1941, according to the statements of 
Miss Bentley, Ullman could not have been placed in the Treasury 
Devartment by this group inasmuch as his employment in Treasury 
began in February, 1939. 


CONVENT è 





It is conceded that Ullman was in the Treasury Department 
prior to the time Bentley first became aware of the eristence of 
the Siluermaster group in July, 1941, and, therefore, it can be 
argued that Ullman could not have been placed in this position by 
that group. However, tt should be pointed out that the February 1, 
1946, memorandum points out that the Silvermasters facilitated 
Ullman's obtaining a job in the Treasury Department; further, as 
set forth above, White obviously played a part in securing this 
appointment for Ullman. Also as set forth above, information 
concerning White's involvement in Soviet espionage activities in 
the 1930's was received from Whittaker Chambers. The fact that 
Bentley became aware of the existence of the Silvermaster group 
in July, 1941, does not necessarily mean that certain members of 
this ring were not operating prior to that date. 
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CHARGE: The Silvermaster group which was organized in Jul 194] 
could not have placed William Henry Taylor in the Treasury 


Department since he started employment there in Januar 1941 
(Page 87) 


It is charged that since the Silvermaster group did 
not come into eristence until July, 1941, that group could not 
have placed William Henry Taylor in the Treasury Department 
inasmuch as Taylor began his employment with the Treasury Department 
in January, 1941, and resigned in May, 1941, to accept an 
appointment to the Stabilization Board of China. 





COMMENT: 


As set forth above, White was active in the espionage 
operations of Whittaker Chambers during the period 1932-1937. It 
is noted that in the FBI memorandum of February 1, 1946, it is 
set forth that Taylor's first position with the Treasury Department 
was that of economic analyst in the Division of Monetary Research 
which was headed by White at that time. This memorandum also 
states that upon Taylor's return from the Far East on September 15, 
1942, he was reinstated as principal economic analyst in the 
Division of Monetary Research. The fact that Miss Bentley first 
became aware of the Silvermaster group in July, 1941, does not 
eliminate the possibility that certain members of this ring were 
engaged in espionage activities prior to that time, viz: White's 
prior activities with Chambers, 





CHARGE: That Attorney General Brounell's summary of s RET 
November 1713 1953. reflected Mrs. Gold obtained, ina 
general way, information concerning principally the 
Treasury Department's opinions and recommendations 

c in tions concerning applications for 
loans made by the Chinese and french Governments. 


Taylor alleges he can find evidence gi Treas 
Department to verify this. (Pages 67-92) 


Taylor cites Attorney General Brownell 's 
summary of November 17, 1953, reflecting that Mrs. Gold 
obtained documents from White's office which she copied 
and made notes available to Mrs. Helen Silvermaster. 
Ihe information which Mrs. Gold obtained in a general way, 
concern$principally the Treasury Department's opinions and 
recommendations concerning applications for loans made 
by the Chinese and French Governmenis. Taylor alleges 
that he has been unable to locate anything in the Treasury 
Department's files reflecting Treasurer's opinions and 
recommendations regarding such loans. 


COMMENT: 


Bentley in her signed statement of November 30, 
1945, regarding Sonia Gold, said that she did not recall 
specifically but it uas her recollection that the information 
obtained by Sonia Gold concerned principally the Treasury 
Department's opinions and recommendations concerning 
applications for loans by the Chinese and French Governments. 
Sonia Gold was employed by the Treasury Department on 
October 25, 1943, after having been interviewed by Harry 
Dexter White. Gold has admitted that she was employed 
as an economic analyst under the supervision of White 
when he was the Director of Research. She has seen cables 
Submitted from Solomon Adler when he was in China as an 
employee of the Treasury Department. She has stated that 
She worked on European matters which included economic 
conditions in France. Also, that she had access to confidential 
reports concerning such conditions as well as other information

Taylor alleges that the FBI version in the case is 
that Mrs. Silvermaster made the first move to place a 
secretary in White's office, whereas Bentley in an article 
tn the “St. Louis Post Dispatch" on December 3, 1953, stated 
that White contacted Mrs. Silvermaster advising her that 
he wanted a Communist secretary so he could leave important 
documents around which she could remove from his office. 


COMMENT: 


The FBI version referred to by Taylor is that 
contained in Bentley's signed statement of November 30, 1945, 
which reflected that the Silvermasters believed it desirable 
to have someone placed as a secretary to Harry White in order 
to facilitate the obtaining of information from his office. 
When interviewed in 1951 concerning Sonia and Bela Gold, 
Bentley did say that White requested Silvermaster to obtain 
a secretary to handle the material for him so he would not 
have to contact the group directly. The controversial 
point hereis whether White or Silvermaster was first to 
request a secretary be placed. It appears that this point 
is immaterial. 
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CHARGE ; t Sonia Gold had nothing to do with the 008 
llie ilitar rks tter until after a decision ۱ 
had been made. (Pages 67-92) ; 


Taylor alleges that Bentley testified before the 
Senate Subcommittee in 1953 regarding the Allied Military 
Marks and that contacts with White were made at different . 
times in various manners, sometimes through Mr. Ullman, 
later on she believed through Mrs. Sonia Gold, who became 
she thought second secretary to Mr. White. In 1951, when 
asked a similar question before another committee, she gave 
the names of Lud Ullman for the early date and *sometimes" 
Bill Taylor. 


COMMENT: 


In 1951 Bentley did not testify concerning the 
Allied Military Marks. She was testifying generally on how 
information was obtained from White's office. In 1953 she 
testified that Ullman provided samples of the Allied Military 
Marks. She did not say that Sonia Gold provided any information 
in this matter. In this instance, she was again speaking of 
how contact was made with White. Her testimony was to the 
effect that such contacts were made at different times in 
various manners, sometimes through Ullman and later on she 
thought through Sonia Gold. It is noted that Sonia Gold 
has admitted being employed in the Treasury under the 
Supervision of White and that her position was that of an 
economic analyst.

CHARGE: TZaylo 5 alleged that Gold s not secret 
to White as alleged by Bentley and the FBI. (Pages -92) 


Taylor alleges that the FBI refers to Sonia Gold's 
position as secretary to Mr. White. Bentley refers to her 
as the second secretary to White. Taylor claims that Gold 
was not employed as a secretary but as an economic analyst 
and would not have free access to White's office and papers. 


COMMENT è 


The FBI memorandum of February 1, 1946, is correct 
in referring to Gold's position as a secretary to White, 
according to the information furnished by Bentley in her 
signed statement of November 30, 1945. Treasury records 
reflect Gold's position as that of an economic analyst; 
however, she was employed on August 25, 1943, subsequent 
to an interview with White. Treasury Department records 
do indicate that at least on one occasion in August, 1944, 
Gold attended a conference in White's offices and wrote up 
the results of this conference which was attended by 
representatives of the Russian Government. It is known 
further that she worked under White's supervision. Gold 
did not necessarily have to have free access of White's 
offices as alleged by Taylor, as Bentley has stated that 
White did leave papers where Gold could see them. 
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S tar not been revealed ior Lo torney Gener 
Brounell's summary on November 17, 1953. (Pages 87-92) 


Taylor alleges that Mrs. Gold's “real® activities 
as a Treasury secretary had never been publicized until the 
summary by Attorney General Brownell on November 17, 1953. 
Taylor alleges that Bentley in her testimony in 1948-49 only 
identified Mrs. Gold as a Treasury employee; however, in 
1953 Bentley testified that she thought Gold was a secretary 
to Mr. White. Taylor wanted to know why Bentley had remained 
silent for so long. Question if Bentley had told the FBI 
of this information in 1945 or 1946 or was it a 195} addendum 
to the 1946 report. 


COMMENT: 


In the above allegation Taylor is referring to 
Attorney General Brounell's summary of November 17, 1953, 
relating to information furnished by Mrs. Gold to Mrs. 
Silvermaster. The information contained in the summary 
agrees with that furnished by Bentley and incorporated 
into her signed statement of November 30, 1945. Bentley, 
when testifying, has responded to questions asked of her. 
She has testified on a number of occasions and quite 
naturally could not be expected to testify in the same 
words on each occasion. On some occasions she has not 
gone into as much detail as she did with the FBI. 
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CHARGE + S indicate elen Silve ste 
contacted functionaries in Washington and obtained Sonia

Taylor alleges that FBI says Mrs. Silvermaster 
contacted one of the Communist functionaries in Washington, 
D. C., and obtained Gold's name, while Bentley says that 
Aire. Silvermaster obtained her name from the Baltimore 
headquarters of the Communist Farty. 


COMENT: 


Bentley in her statement of November 30, 1945, said 
Mrs. Silvermaster went to the Communist Party functionary in 
Washington and received name of Sonia Gold. Bentley, when 
interviewed in 1951, stated that Mrs. Silvermaster contacted 
the Baltimore office of the Communist Party and was placed 
tn contact with Sonia Gold. Obviously these two statements 
conflict; however, this point appears immaterial, particularly 
in view of the fact that Baltimore is the headquarters for 
District 4 of the Communist Party, which includes Washington, 
D. C. Helen Silvermaster, when interviewed in 1947, admitted 
she had assisted Sonia Gold in obtaining her position with 
the Treasury Department.

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CHARGE: That the FBI did not say that Gold removed materials 
rom White's office with his appro ۰ (Pages 87-92) 


Taylor alleges that the FBI indicates that 
Silvermaster, through White's secretary, obtained information 
Jrom White's office but did not say if it was done with 
White's approval, while Bentley alleges that White wanted 
to leave important documents which this individual coul 
remove from his office. à 


COMMENT + 


Taylor is referring to the FBI information as that 
contained in Attorney General Brounell's summary of November 17, 
1953, which is identical with that contained in FBI memorandum 
February 1, 1946, to General Harry Vaughan, which memorandum, 
of course, did not purport to set forth all the details. Our 
records do reflect that Bentley gave us the same information 
as stated in Taylor's allegation. 
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CHARGE: The comments of the Attorney General before the Jenner 
Committee on November 17, 1953, concerning contacts of White 
with members of the Silvermaster group as set out in the FRI 
memorandum of Februar 1946, were made for the purpose o 
throwing additional suspicion on White as an esptonage agent 
whereas these contacts were legitimate. (Page 93) 





It is contended that White's associations with Ullman, 
Sonia Gold and Harold Glasser were in the course of official 
business connected with the Treasury Department since these 
individuals were under White's supervision at that time in the 
Treasury Department, It is also contended that White's contacts 
with the Silvermasters were of a social nature, and that his 
relationship with Abraham George Silverman was not unusual since 
White considered Silverman to be "among the best economic 
statisticians” in Washington and would have employed Silverman, 
but that Silverman rejected this offer because the Treasury 
Department could not pay him enough.

It is contended that the relationship between Frank Coe 
and White was of a business nature since Coe was Assistant Director 
of the Division of Monetary Research while White was the Director

COKMENT S$ 


With respect to the relationship between Coe and White, 
the fact that they had business relationships does not negate the 
possibility that such contacts were also connected with espionage 
activities, With respect to the charge that Coe's name was not 
included in the November, 1945, documents, it is pointed out that 
at the time of the preparation of these documents, information 
concerning Coe had not been made available by Bentley. Information 
concerning Coe vas placed in the February 1, 1946, document because 
Bentley had furnished this information to the Bureau shortly before 
tts preparation, 
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CHARGE: The Attorney General in discussing a visit made 
White to Dr. Abraham Wolfson, active Communist, did not point 





out that Dr. Wolfson was White's brother-in-law and dentist,

It ts contended that the Attorney General in discussing 
FBI memorandum of February 1, 1946, before the Jenner Committee 
referred to a trip made by White to vistt Dr. Abraham Wolfson 
of Newark, New Jersey, who was reportedly active in Communist 
Party affairs and did not point out that Dr. Wolfson was White's 
brother-in~law and dentist. 


COUVENT: 


FBI memorandum of February l, 1946, fully reports the 
trip made by Yhite to Dr. Wolfson and identifies Wolfson as the 
divorced brother-in-law of Mrs. Harry Derter White. The memorandum

The Attorney General in his testimony before the 
Jenner Committee discussed FBI memorandum of February 1, 1946, 
and mentioned that it was stated therein that White "admitted" 
to FBI agents "that he had brought Friedman to the Treasury 
Department 5 or 6 years earlier." The contention is made that 
this "admission" seemed to perplex the FBI. 








COMMENT? 


FBI memorandum of February 1, 1946, reports that 
during the investigation of Philip Jaffe, editor of '"Amerasia" 
magazine, who was arrested in June, 1945, for possession of 
documents taken from the State Department, it was learned through 
contacts between Jaffe and one Andrew Roth that they had a 
contact in the Treasury Department who was an expert on Far 
Eastern affairs. This contact was identified as Irving Se Friedman. 
During this investigation, White was interviewed with respect 
io persons apprehended along with Jaffe. He stated that the name 
of John Service, an employee of State Department arrested along 
with Jaffe, was familiar to him and indicated that Service's name 
was mentioned to him by Irving S. Friedman, an employee of the 
Treasury Department. White indicated that Friedman had handled 
matters dealing with monetary affairs in the Far East and that 
he himself had brought Friedman to ihe Treasury Department 5 or 
6 years previously. The charge that the FBI was perplexed by 
White's "admission" is a gratuitous statement inasmuch as there 
is nothing in the Attorney General's testimony or in FBI memoran- 
dum of February 1, 1946, to indicate this.

The foregoing charge is indicative of Taylor and 
his attorney extracting words out of context from an FBI 
document, 4 reading of the complete contents of the letter 
of November 8, 1945, belies this charge.

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information from a highly confidential source. There was no 
coloring of this information and it was reported ina factual 
manner, 


With respect to the charge that opinion was expressed 
by the FBI in evaluating ite sources in its document of 
February 1, 1946, this denotes a complete lack of understanding 
on the part of Taylor and his attorney concerning the operations 
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Sources so that this information can be viewed in its true light 


by the President of the United States and other officials of 
the Executive Branch in discharging their responsibilities. 
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CHARGE: FBI memorandum of November 2 194 etates Bentle 
ed over OO individuals of whom were Government employees 
s connected with Soviet espionage but does not differentiate 
between individuals Bentle ersonally knew to be involved in 
espionage a ersons whose activities sh earned of through 


hearsay. (Pages 95 and 








FBI memorandum of November 27, 1945, contains a 
statement that Bentley had named over 80 individuals as having 
been connected with the Soviet espionage organization either in 
Washington, D. C., or in New York, and that of this number, 37 
of these individuals were identified as United States Government 
employees in Washington, D. C. It also states that Bentley 
related that each of these individuals probably obtained infor- 
mation from others, either casually or through actual recruiting 
and with whom Bentley herself did not come in contact. 


It is contended that the above statement of Bentley 
infers that Bentley knew personally each and every one of the 
37 individuais she had named whereas, in fact, she did not know 
Some of these individuals. The point is made that in a letter 
to the Senate Subcommittee in 1949, Miss Bentley listed by name 
37 individuala who were United States Government employees in- 
volved in espionage and that, although the number 37 coincides 
with the number 37 in FBI memorandum November 27, 1945, the list 
of names is not identical and some of those listed were not 
employees of the United States Government. Also, Taylor and his 
attorney criticize the style of FBI reporting for not differ- 
entiating between the individuals Bentley personally knew to 
have been involved in espionage activities and those individuals 
uhose espionage activities she learned of through hearsay. 


COMMENT: 


The contention that the above statement infers that 
Bentley knew personally the 37 persons named is incorrect. The 
statement did not allege that Bentley knew the 37 persons. This 
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as set forth above is totally unwarranted.  Thís was a document 
setting forth intelligence information and was not intended as 
a prosecutive brief where we would distinguish between hearsay 
and firsthand evidence. 
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The point that Taylor and his attorney are trying 
to make concerning the number *37" is not clear. Nowhere in 
the FBI documents do we set forth the identities of "37" 
individuals. In the November 8, 1945, letter the names of 
12 Government employees are set forth and in the November 27, 
1945, memorandum the mmea of 23 Government employees are set 
forth; however, the latter document repeats the 12 names set 
out in the former. The November 27, 1945, memorandum does 
not attempt to list the identities of the 37 Government 
employees but merely identifies the more prominent ones and 
states there are “other lesser figures." 
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CHARGE: FBI Reports Should be Used with Circumspection, (fuge 97) 


A general observation is made by Iuylorand his 
attorney that, on the basis of the vartous points raised 
heretofore, FBI reports should be used with circumspection 
and that even elementary statements contained therein, such 
as job classifications and titles of employees, should be 
independently checked. 


COMMENT: 


In questioning the accuracy and reliability of FBI 
reports, Taylor cites improper job classifications and improper 
titles of employees as reasons to doubt FBI reports. Taylor 
is apparently referring to our description of White aa Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury in the early 1940's when he was 
actually Assistant to the Secretary of the Treasury, as of 
August, 1941. Taylor insinuates that since certain information 
was not set forth in the few memoranda made public in this 
matter, tt must be assumed that the FBI neglected to conduct 
certain necessary investigation, It must be kept in mind that 
the few documents made public in this matter in no way reflect 
the scope or intensity of our investigation into the Silvermaster- 
Perlo espionage groups. It would appear that Taylor is attempt- 
ing to prod the Attorney General or the Director into making 
public additional details of the Bureau's investigation in 
this matter. FBI reports have been utilized by United States 
Attorneys throughout the country as the basis for successful 
prosecution for many years and as Senator Barry M. Goldwater 
of Arizona has stated "FBI reports have been scrutinized by 
ezperts in Government as well as by the courts and have not 
been found wanting. 
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CHARGE: There Were Others by The Name of William Ta Zor 2 SABRET 


in The Treasury Department page 7 


The point is made that Bentley named a William Taylor 
or Bill Taylor and has testified she never knew Taylor personally. 


COLRIENT: 


Bentley has advised that one of Harry Dexter White's most 
valuable assets as far as the Silvermaster espionage group was 
concerned was White's ability to place in the Treasury Department 
individuals of interest to that network. Among those so placed by 
White, according to Bentley, was one William Taylor. She said she 
never met Taylor but learned of him through Nathan Gregory Silvermaster 
and William Ludwig Ullmann. She said this Taylor was sent to 
China by the Treasury Department and she believed he later went 
to Portugal. While in the Treasury Department, Taylor supplied 
Silvermaster with oral and written information secured in his 
official capacity. 





IDENTIFICATION OF TAYLOR: 





The following are facts on which William Henry Taylor 
was identified as the Taylor named by Bentley: William Henry 
Taylor received a job in Treasury in January, 1941, through Harry 
Dexter White and was recommended by Nathan Gregory Silvermaster. 
information corroborating the foregoing is set forth on pages 10 and 
11 of this brief. Silvermaster claimed to have known William Henry 
Taylor since approximately 1932. Taylor went to China in May, 1941, 
as a member of the Chinese Stabilization Board. He returned to the 
Treasury Department in September, 1942, and in May, 1944, was sent 
to London. Investigation disclosed a close association between Taylor 
and individuals named as espionage agents by Bentley. The only point 
where Bentley's information does not correspond with William Henry 
Taylor is her statement she believed he went to Portugal. Bentley 
has been reinterviewed on this point but as her information concerning 
Taylor was hearsay information she has been unable to clarify this. 


OTHER TAYLORS IN THE TREASURY DEPARTVENT: 





Investigation conducted has reflected a total of 30 William 
Taylors employed tn varying capacities by one branch or division of 
the Treasury Department during the period 1940-45. All Taylors but 
one (William Henry Taylor) can be eliminated from consideration as the 
Taylor of Bentley's statement on the basis of the type of job held, 
period in which employed, city in which employed and the fact that 
personnel records of these Taylors showed only one Taylor, the subject, 
to have gone to China, to have worked under Harry Dexter White and to 
have had Silvermaster as a reference. 
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III, EXISTING CORROBORATION OF BENTLEY'S O VERALL TESTIMONY

While tt ie posstble to answer many of the allegations 
made by Ibylor and his attorneys in attacking the credibility of 
Bentley on the basis of eziating facts, on other points there are 
inconasistencies in her public testimony. It is believed that the 
most effective way of answeing much of this criticism lies 
within the framework of what the Director said on November 17, 
1953, in testifying before the Senate Internal Security Sub- 
committee during the Matte controversy. The Director stated "A11 
information furnished by Miss Bentley, which was susceptible to 
check, has prouen to be correct. She has bean subjected to the 
most searching of cross-ezaminations; her testimony has been 
evaluated by juries and reviewed by the courts and has been 
found to be accurate." It is, therefore, proposed in thia 
section to set forth rather briefly a number of the more important 

items where there exists corroboratton of Elizabeth Bentley's 
information, 4 considerable amount of this corroboration is 
already public knowledge, while other information exista only 

in our filea and in ihe files of other agencies to whom we have 
disseminated the information. 6) 
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Elizabeth Bentley, starting in November, l945, 
furnished us information concerning one of her superiora whom 
she knew only as "Al." She subsequently, on November 20, 1945, 
identified a photograph of Anatoli Borisovich Gromov as being 
identical with the "A1" she knew. After her initial meeting 
with this individual, she continued to see hin at intervals ہ‎ 
in meetings in Washington, D. C., and New York City. She said 
she had told her contact, "Jack," (Joseph Katz)in about 
September, 1944, that she had been promised an introduction to 
a Russian with sufficient authority to decide matters of policy. 
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with a highly placed Russian contact. "Jack" told Bentley 

this individual had not yet arrived in the United States but 
after arrival this individual would meet with her. Pursuant 

to arrangements with "Jack," Bentley first met "Al" in Washing- 
ton, D, C., in early November, 1944, 


On the morning of November 21, 1945, Gromov was 
observed by agents in the vicinity of the Eastern Airlines 
ticket office at the National Airport, Washington, D. Ce, where 
he picked up a ticket for New York City at 11:55 and thereafter 
boarded a plane for New York City. On the same day, Bentley 
vas observed meeting with Gromou in New York City. Later, 
Gromou was driven to LaGuardia Field, New York City, in a Soviet 
Consulate automobile, whereupon he returned to Washington, D.C, 


The December, 1945, edition of the Diplomatic Blue 
Book, published by the State Department, reflects Gromov was a 
first secretary of ihe Soviet Embassy, 1125 Sixteenth Street, 
Washington, D. C.  Gromov and his wife arrived in New York City 
at LaGuardia Field from Alaska on September 15, 1944. He held 


Russian diplomatic passport, number 9806. 


Iwo Soviet defectors, Petr Derjabin and Yuri A. 
Rastvorev, former MVD officers, in separate interviews in 1954 
identified photographs ef Gromov. Both stated they knew Gromov 
under his true name ef Gorski. As Gorski he was described as 
having been chief MVD resident in London, England, and Washing- 
ton, D, C. He was also head of the American Section of the 
کا‎ Intelligence Directorate of the MVD during the period 
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Joseph Katz, 


Starting in November, 1945, Bentley provided detailed 
information concerning one of her Soviet superiora whom she knew 
only وه‎ "Jack." Ske said that in addition te handling her in 
a pertod from September, 1944, to May, 1945, and giving her 
inStructions regarding certain of her contacts, "Jack" also 
indicated to her that he had engaged ín extensive espionage 
activities in the United States and was about as proficient 
an individual as the Soviets had in this country. In 1948 we 
showed a photograph of Katz to Bentley who identified the 
picture as her Soviet superior, "Jack." We now have extensive 
information reflecting Katz was an important agent who operated 
in the United States for at least a ten-year period from 1938 
to 1948, which tends to corroborate Bentley's information. 


Katz, in 1940, acted as a contact of Harry Gold and 
also, subsequently, he was the superior of Thomas L., Black. 
During that period both Gold and Black were engaged in obtaín- 
ing industrial espionage information for the Soviets, Kata 
also acted as the superior of Robert O, Menaker and Floyd 
Cleveland Miller, both of whom were engaged tn infiltrating 
the Socialist Workera Party for the Soviets. Katz also at one 
time utilized Irving George Schuman and Amadeo Sabatini (deceasec 
in surveilling General Kriviteky, who was later found dead in 
a Washington hotel. 


After leaving the United States, Katz on one occasion 
made admissions to a woman named Aviva Flint, the wife of an 
Israeli official. Part of these admissions appear to refer to 
Elizabeth Bentley. According to Katz, the FBI discovered an 
agent working for the Soviets and Katz had been earlier connected 
with thia agent. He clains to have warned his superior much 
earlier that a member of ihe net was liable to expose the whole 
net by carelessness, Hia warning made an enemy of the superior 
warned, In 1950 he was called from Puris to Rome, where he found 
his "enemy" who detained him fer three days in a locked room and 
interrogated him. Katz claims it was after this that he decided 
to break with Souiet intelligence.

Bentley advised that she met Rae Elson through "Jack" 

(Joseph Katz), who was Bentley's espionage principal during 1945. 
Katz wanted Bentley to disassociate herself from ihe U, ۰ 
Service and Shipping Corporation and Elson was picked to replaoe 
Bentley. "Jack" described Elson as a good, loyal Communis t. 
A problem arose concerning the transfer of U.S, Service and 
Shipping Corporation stock to Elson from John H. Reynolds, and 

"ree ocn E ví d z y 
a conference was held at the home of Frederick V. Field to 
discuss the stock question. In attendance at this conference 
were Earl Browder, Colonel John H, Reynolds, Rae Elson and 
Bentley. Browder tndicated that 6 wanted Reynolds to transfer 


his stock to Elson. 


Rae Elson was interviewed June 2, 1947. She admitted 
employment by the U.S, Service and Shipping Corporation tn 
New York City during 1945. She said she got this job through 
"Jack" whom she refused to identify further. She verified 
Bentley's account of the first meeting between herself, Bentley 
and "Jack" and stated that the meeting took place at "Jack's" 
invitation at the Buckingham Hotel, New York City, shortly 
before she started working for ihe U.S. Service and Shipping 
Corporation. Elson admitted that she may have been recommended 
for thts job because she had been affiliated with the Communist 


Party for about ten years. She also admitted that a meeting 
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tng was attended by Earl Browder and a discussion ensued relative 
to the transfer of stock in the U,S, Service and Shipping Cor- 
portion from Col, Reynolds to herself. 


John Hazard Reynolds 


Bentley advised that in 1940-41 Golos desired to 
form the U.S, Servíce and Shipping Corporation to handle 
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between the U.S, and the U.S.S.R. It is also contended that 

this corporation was to serve as a front for espionage activities. 
Golos discussed thie matter with Earl Browder, who talked it 
over with Lem Harris who handled financial matters for the 
Communist Forty. 48 a result, Harris introduced Browder to 

John H, Reynolds and Browder introduced Golos to Reynolds, 
Thereafter, the U.S, Service and Shipping Corporation was 
established early tn 1941 with Reynolds as president. Bentley 
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believes that $15,000 had been contributed to the business 
by Browder and $5,000 by Reynolds. Bentley was introduced 
to Reynolds in the office of Golos and thereafter she became 
an officer in the U.S. Service and Shipping Corporation. In 
1945 it was decided to transfer Reynolds’ stock in the cor- 
poration to Rae Elson. A conference was held in the home of 
Frederick V. Field which was attended by Reynolds, Elson, 
Bentley and Browder, 


Anatoli Gromov, Bentley's superior in 1945-46, 
desired to meet Reynolde and through arrangements by Bentley, 
Gromov met Reynolds at the Vanderbilt Hotel in New York City. 


By vay of corroborating Bentley's statement concerning 
Reynolds, the following ts set out: On June 2, 1947, Reynolds 
was intervieued and he claimed he decided to form a corporation 
in early 1940 to send parcels to the U.S.S.R. He contacted 
Ted Bayer, a friend of hts who was editor of "Soviet Russia 
Today." Bayer thereafter introduced Reynolds to Goloa. The 


latter encouraged Reynolds to form the firm and introduced him 


to Bentley who was to assist him. Reynolds stated he thereafter 
went to Earl Browder to 000186 the latter that he was foming a 
corporation to send parcels to the U.S.S.B. but he wanted no 
interference from the Communist Party. Reynolds claimed Lem 
Harris made him a personal loan of $15,000 which he invested in 
the U.S, Service and Shipping Corporation. 


Reynolds admitted conferring with Bentley, Bae Elson 
and Browder in Fred Field's apartment in New York City in 1945 
to discuss the transfer of stock in the U.S, Service and 
Shipping Corporation from Reynolds to Elson. He also recalled 
meeting Anatoli Gromov in the Spring of 1945, 


Reynolds died January 8, 1951. 


Harry. Gold 


Bentley advised that in approzimately May, 1940, 
Golos introduced her to Abraham Brothman. Thereafter, she 
received blueprints from Brothman and delivered them to Golos. 
Bentley said she met with Brothman about ten times between May 
and the Fall of 1940. During this time, Golos would sometines

meet Brothman personally and obtain the blueprints. In the A 
Fall of 1940, Golos told Bentley that it was necessary, on 
orders from hts supertor, to turn Brothman over to another 
contact, "Goles! superior indicated neither Bentley nor Golos 
knew the technical aspects of Brothman's material ond, there- 
fore, Brothman must meet with someone who had a technical 
background, Bentley then met with Brothman and told him he 
was to be turned over to another contact. She obtained the 
automobile license number of Brothman's car and told Brothman 
to park his car on Eighth or Ninth Avenue in Uptown Manhattan. 
He was instructed to remain in hta car and his new contact 
would get in. Bentley did not know who ihe new contact would 


ho 
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Harry Gold, convicted Soviet espionage agent, advised 
that his Soviet superior, Semen Semenov (Amtorg official), sent 
him to meet Brothman. Gold received specific instructions from 
Senenov on how to meet Brothman and these instructions appeared 
on a card in Gold's possession when he was interviewed by FBI 
agents. Gold said he proceeded to a place on 27th Street between 
Sizth and Seventh Avenues in New York City, where he entered a 
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man. Upon entering the car, his password to Brothman was to 
give hin regards from Helen and inquire about Brothman's family. 


Abraham Brothman was interviewed May 29, 1947, and 
he identified photographs of Bentley and Golos., He said Goles, 
whom he knew as Yohn,” cane to his office during 1936-39, 
claiming he had contacts with the Russian Government and waa in 
a position to get contracts for Brothnan. At that time, Broth- 
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New York City. Golos requested blueprints of certain products 
on which Brothnan was working.  Broithman said Ae turned over 
blueprints to Golos but claimed they were all his own property. 
He admitted that Golos introduced him to Bentley, whom he knew 
as "Helen." He admitted meeting Bentley ten or twelve tines 
during 1938 te 1940 and turned over various blueprints to her 
Jor delivery to Goles.  Brothman stated that tn 1940 Harry Gold, 
whom he knew as Frank Kessler, came to Ata office as a 
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۱ Brothman did not take the stand at the time of Ate 
trial, but Gold and Bentley testified along lines set out above. 
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While Elizabeth Bentley did not know Alezander Koral 
and furnished no information concerning him, the facts 
surrounding Koral and his espionage actiutties provide one of 
the best eramples of corroboration of Bentley's allegations 
concerning the Silvermaster network. On December 1, 1945, we 
observed a man, subsequently identified as Alerander Koral, 
in a meeting on a street corner in Washington, D. C., with 
Nathan Gregory and Helen Silvermaster. In 1947 we interviewed 
Koral, at which time we got admissions from him that from 1939 
to 1945 he had ope rated under a man, known only to him by the 
name of "Frank," tn picking up and delivering packages. Koral 
claims he did not know he was involved in espionage activities, 
He admitted that under instructions from "Frank" he met 
Silvermaster on two occasions. Koral identified tentatively 
6 photograph of Semen M. Semenov, an Amtorg official, as one 
of the individuals he contacted under instructions from "Frank," 


Hede Massing, starting in 1947, furnished us 
information concerning one of her Soviet superiors under whom 
she had operated tn the middle 1930's and whom she knew under 
the name of Bill Greinke. She thought he had operated under 
6 fraudulent U, S, passport and we subsequently located this 
passport which had been obtained on August 6, 1935, in the 


name of Greinke, uttlizing the birth certificate of G person 
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Elizabeth Bentley stated that through Joseph North 
of "New Masses,” Jacob Golos met William Remington in 1942. 
Subsequently, Bentley was introduced to Remington and hia wife 
by Golos. Remington, who was employed by the War Production 
Board, began furntehing Bentley from the files of that Agency 
data on airplane production, the aircraft industry and similar 
material. He also paid Communist Party dues to Bentley. 
Bentley testified regarding the foregoing tn considerable 
detail during both trtals of Bemington for perjury. She was 


\ 








subjected to extensive cross-ezamination during these trials, 
The first trial resulted in a conviction on February 7, 1951, 
but the Second Circuit Court of Appeals ordered a retrial 
based on an error in the judge's charge. The second trial 
resulted in a conviction on January 27, 1953, for perjury 

on two counts. 


Bentley's testimony during these two trials was 
substantially corroborated by Remington's divorced wife, Ann 
Remington. She testified in substance that Willian Remington 
met Joseph North, a Communtst, during the early 1940's. Through 
North, the Remingtons met Golos and later he introduced then 
to Bentley. Arrangements were made for Bentley to contact 
then in Washington and to receive any information thatiha had 
for Bentley. The Bemingtons were instructed to pay Communist 
Party dues to Bentley. It is also to be noted that other 
testimony during the trials of Remington connected him with 
Communist Party activities (Records and Briefs, U. S. Supreme 
Court, Volume 104, October term, 1951).

Elizabeth Bentley in her signed atatement November 
30, 1945, advised she became aware through remarks made by 
Nathan Gregory Silvermaster, his wife, Helen, and William 
Ludwig Ullman, that Harry Derter White, employed in the Treasury 
Department, was supplying them with information consisting of 
documents secured by him during the course of his duties. 
Bentley, in the same atatement, also advised she learned of 
Harold Glasser through her association mith the Perlo group. 
Glasser was in the Treasury Department and had been rather 
closely associated with White and might have been an assistant 
to White. Glasser furnished material through the Perlo group 
to Bentley. In subsequent interviews, Bentley also furnished 
addittonal data. She said Glasser had been out of the Perlo 
group at one time and Perlo, in explaining why Glasser left 
the group, stated Glasser and one or two others had been taken 
over sometime before by an American in a Government agency in 
Washington and had been turned over to some Russian. Perlo 
Claimed not to know the identity of this American but that 
Charles Kramer was the only person he knew who had possession 
of this information. Kramer subsequently told Bentley that 
the persen who originally had taken Glasser away fron the Perlo 
group was named Hiss and he was employed by the U, S. Department 


of State. 
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Bentley also adutsed she learned of George Silver-‏ 
man through the Silvermasters. Silverman had reportedly gone‏ 
to Washington, D, C., in the early 1930's and was employed‏ 
by the Railroad Retirement Board. She shted documents made‏ 


available by White were delivered to the Silvermaster home by 
Uliman ond Silverman, 


Whittaker Chambers in his book "Witness" lists 
Harry Dexter White of the Treasury Department as a productive 
source and Abraham George Silverman of the Railroad Retirement 
Board as an individual whose services were utilized by the 
Soviet apparatus in which he was involved to keep White co- 
operative. 


Chambers identifies Victor Perlo as a member of 
the Harold Ware underground Communist group and as an individual 
who had aspirations to head this group after Ware's dæ th. 


Chambers also sets out information in his book 
regarding instructions received from Col. Boris Bykov regarding 
the purchase of rugs as presents for Harry Derter White, 
Abraham George Silverman, and Alger Hisa in 1936, Chambers 
was instructed to tell these people the rugs were a gift from 


the Soviet people in gratitude for their help. Chambers also 
sets forth that White had turned over material regularly but 
not in great quantity through George Silverman. Chambers 

went to J, Peters in 1937 and asked for a Communist in the 
Treasury Department who could control White, Peters released 
Dr. Harold Glasser from the Communist underground for use in 
the Soviet underground. Glasser, who was a contact of White, 
later informed Chambers that White was turning over everything 
of importance. 


Chambers stated Charles Kramer was a Communist and 
a member of the Harold Ware underground Communist group. It 
i3, of course, well known that Chambera made extensive 
allegations concerning Alger Hiss which resulted in perjury 
charges against Hiss which were substantiated to the satisfaction 
of the jury in the second Hiss trial, The first trial of Hiss 
Jor perjury, completed in July, 1949, resulted in a hung jury. 
Ihe second trial, completed in January, 1950, resulted in a 
jury verdict of guilty on both counts of the indictment. On 
January 25, 1950, Hiss was sentenced to five years' imprisonment, 
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Louis Bydenz TOP FukET 


Bentley, in information furnished starting in 

November, 1945, stated sir months before the death of Jacob 
Golos (he died in November, 1943), the latter requested her 
to see Louis Budenz and, in fact, introduced her to Budenz. 
Arrangements were made that Budenz would supply information 
to Bentley and subsequent thereto Bentley did contact Budenz 
on a number of occasions, She used the name Helen Johns in 
contacting Budenæ. 


Budenz, in testimony before the Senate Investigations 
Subcommittee, Committee on Erpenditures in the Executiue 
Department, on August 2, 1948, stated he was introduced to 
the Soviet Secret Police by Jacob Golos. Subsequent to his 
earlier activities for Soviet intelligence, he met Bentley 
in 1949 through Jacob Golos, who informed him that she was a 
very confidential agent and trustworthy Communist who had 
done extensive underground work. Budeng knew Bentley under 
the name of Helen Johns. He estimated he had about 30 contacts 
with Bentley. Budenz concluded his testimony by stating he 
had every reason to believe Bentley was telling the truth i 
her testimony concerning espionage operations in the U, S. سار‎ 


Gaik Oyakimian 


In her book "Out of Bondage," Bentley mentions that 
in May,. 1941, Golos showed her a photograph and article about 
the arrest of Gatk Ovakimian by the FBI. Golos told Bentley 
that Ovakimian was his superior officer and that he (Golos) was 
a member of the GPU, the Russian Secret Police. 


Investigation by the FBI in New York City revealed 
that Ovakimian was operating an extensive Soviet espionage ring 
in the United States. Physical survetilances of Ovakimian in 
New York City revealed that he met Golos on seven occasítons 
during January, February and March of 1941 and material of an 
unknown nature passed between them on several eccasions during 
these meetings.  Ovakimian was arrested by the FBI on May وک‎ 
1941, as he was preparing to depart for the Soviet Union.

In 1947 a list of high-ranking MGB officials in 
the U.S.S.R. included the name "Major General Gatk B. Ovakimian.”

Elizabeth Bentley advised in her signed statement 
of November 30, 1945, that Jacob Golos had mentioned to her 
that he knew a person named Peter Rhodes who was a newspaper- 
nan and writer by profession. Bentley did not Know what type 
of information was supplied to Golos by Rhodes, but it was her 
impression that Golos was interested in Rhodes. Bentley subse- 
quently recalled tn May, 1951, that Golos on one occasion said 
Rhodes used to meet Golos at a cigar store located on the 
northwest corner of 34th Street and 7th Avenue in New York City. 
She stated Golos had told her he met with Rhodes under similar 
circumstances several times in 1941 and 1942. On one occasion 
in April or May, 1941, she observed a meeting between Golos 
and Rhodes at the above location. 


By way of corroboration of the above-reported 
contacts between Golos and Rhodes, it ts to be noted that 
physical survetllances conducted by the New York office 
disclosed that Golos met Rhodes on February 11, 1941, and again 
on April 16, 1941, on the corner of West 34th Street and 7th 
Avenue in New York City. 


Cedric H., Belfrage 


Bentley, starting in 1945, furnished information 
concerning Cedric H, Belfrage., She stated she learned through 
Jacob Golos in late 1942 or early 1943 that Belfrage, while 
connected with British intelligence, was supplying Golos with 
certah information, She said Belfrage was introduced to Golos 
by either Earl Browder or V. J. Jerome. Subsequent to Golos' 
death, Bentley's supertor requested that she locate Belfrage 
through Browder. Browder refused this request, 
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Elizabeth Bentley, in her statement of November 30, 
1945, advised that in approrimately 1939 she received mblegrans 
from Winston Burdett who was abroad. (Actually Burdett left 
the U.S. in February, 1940.) Golos had told her he was in 
communication with Burdett and had asked Burdett to cable 
whenever he changed hie residence. Bentley states she never 
met Burdett. 


Winston Mansfield Burdett, Columbia Broadcasting 
System commentator, was initially interviewed on September 20, 
1951. During the interview he admitted Communist Party 
activity but dented knowing Golos or Bentley. On retnterview 
tn November, 1951, Burdett advised he had not been truthful 
in the previous interview and stated he actually left the United 
States in February, 1940, as an active Communist Party member. 
During this interview, Burdett advised of numerous Soviet 
contacts he had while overseas to whom he furnished information. 
In an interview on July 20, 1953, Burdett made additional 
admissions regarding his status with Jacob Golos., 


On March 29, 1955, Burdett voluntarily contacted 
the New York office and stated he wanted to reveal further 
details of his involvement. He satd his entire career had 
been launched at the instigation of the Communist Purty. He 
said his foreign assignment in 1940 had been proposed to him 
by Joseph North and Jacob Golos and he had willingly agreed to 
carry out this assignment. Prior to his departure in 1940, 
Golos provided him with money, to purchase a steamship ticket 
to Norway,and also the name and address of a woman in Greenwich 
Village in New York City to whom Burdett was to send a cable 
upon his arrival. He admitted cabling this woman during 1940 
but claimed he could not recall her name.

Rose Arenal | 
Elizabeth Bentley, in her signed statement of 
November 30, 1945, states that during the Spring of 1939 she 
was introduced by Jacob Goloa to Leopolo Arenal and his wife. 
Arenal was a high-ranking Mexican Communist and his brother 
was married to Bose Árenal who lived in Brooklyn, New York, 
with her two children, Golos tnrormed Bentley that Leopolo would 
send communications to Bose Arenal and Bentley was to obtain 
these letters from Rose and deliver them to Golos. Thereafter, 
Bentley from time to time would call Rose and if any material 
had arrived, Bentley would go to the Arenal residence on 
President or Carroll Street in Brooklyn and obtain ihe letters. 
Bentley did receive in this manner several letters which were 
unopened, After the murder of Trotsky's chauffeur, which was 
attributed to Leopolo and another Mexican artist, no further 
letters were received. 


Rose Árenal, 14 Montgomery Place, Brooklyn, New York, 
in an interview April 30, 1951, admitted that in 1939 she 
received matl from Merico which was turned over to a person 
she knew only as "John" and to Elizabeth Bentley. She claimed 
she never opened the letters nor did "John" Bentley open 
the letters in her presence. She said after the attempt on 
the life of Leon Trotsky tr May, 1940, she felt ihe letters 
night haue concerned the attempted assassination of Trotsky. 
She was of the opinion that "John" was identical with Jacob 
Golos after seeing his name in the newspapers. She said it 
might haue been Leopolo Arenal who told "John" to go to her 
رم‎ — was on Carroll Street in Brooklyn, to receive the 
ette rs. 


Lucy Booker 


Elizabeth Bentley has furnished inform tion reflecting 
Jacob Golos stated tn the Spring ef 1941 or 1942 that he had 
been instructed to re-establish contact with a woman named Lucy 
who had returned to the United States and in so doing had lost 
contact with the Soviets, Bentley stated she never saw Lucy, 
but on two occasions she accompaníed Golos in a car when the 
latter went to contact Lucy. Bentley stated Lucy lived in an 
apartment on Bank Street in a group of apartments known as the 
Tranquiltty Gates Apartments. Golos told Bentley Lucy if 
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American by birth, a sloppy dresser, a spinster, not particularly 
good-looking, having a washed-out appearance, and lived with her 
aunt. She satd she had done work for the Russtan espionage 
system in Germany. After being taken to the Tranquility Gates 
Apartments, Bentley stated to the best of her recollection, Golos 
had entered the door at 41 Bank Street, New York City. 


Floyd Cleveland Miller, an admitted Soviet espionage 
agent, identified Lucy Booker on June 21, 1951, os the individual 
who was his contact with Jack Soble from about October or 
November, 1944, to January, 1945. Soble was Miller's Soviet 
espionage superior. Soble told Miller that Booker was a tho- 
roughly reliable person who had done some very good work for 
the Soviets in a plant in Europe, probably in Germany. Soble 
said Booker was capable of very good and confidential work, 

The passport records show Booker was in Germany at various 8 
between 1933 and 1938 and had studied at the University of 

Berlin. Election records reflect that in 1941 Booker registered 
from the address of 41 Bank Street, which is one of the 
entrances to the Tranquility Gates Apartments.  Golos' description 
of Lucy, as given by Bentley, is a close description of Lucy 
ooker. 


Olga B, Praydino 


Elizabeth Bentley in her signed statement of 
November 30, 1945, advised that during the course of her 
activities in late 1941 or early 1942, she was introduced to a 
wonan whom she knew as "Margaret." Bentley said "Margaret" was 
employed by the Amtorg Trading Corporation and that she had a 
husband in the U.S, In October, 1943, Golos told Bentley that 
"Margaret" would introduce her to a new person to whom Bentley 
was to deliver material obtained from the Stlvermaster group. 
Subsequently, "Margaret" introduced Bentley to a woman known 
to Bentley only aa "Catherine." 


Olga Pravdina was identified by Bentley as the "Margaret" 
whom Bentley describes above. Pravdina was employed by the Amtorg 
Trading Corporation tn New York City and was the wife of Flad- 
imir S. Pravdin, the head of the Tass News Agency in New York City. 
It is to be noted that Bureau Source 5 has furnished information 
which reflects Pravdin was an important Soviet agent and his 
wife, Prav و‎ had some contacts with the MGB office in New 
York City. U 
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Julius Rosenberg TO Cone 


Subsequent to Bentley's contact with the New York 
office on November 7, 1945, she furnished information reflect- 
tng that during her association with Jacob Golos she became 
aware of the fact that Golos knew an engineer named "Julius," 
In the Fall of 1942, she accompanied Golos to Knickerbocker 
Village but remained in his automobile. She saw Golos conferring 
with "Julius" on the street. From conversations with Golos she 
learned "Julius" lived in Knickerbocker Village. She had 
telephone conversations with "Julius" from the Fall of 1942 
to November, 1943. During the trial of Julius Rosenberg on 
espionage charges, Bentley testified to the foregoing infor- 
mation. On the objection of defense counsel, she was not 
allowed to describe "Julius" or to testify that Golos had 
obtained information from "Julius," 


During interviews with Bentley, she described 
"Julius" as being 5'10” or 5'11" tall, slim and wearing glasses. 
She also advised that "Julius" was the leader of a Communist 
cell of engineers who turned over to Golos data for Soviet 
espionage purposes, 


It is noted Julius Rosenberg did reside at 10 Monroe 
Street in a development known as Knickerbocker Village. 
Bentley's description of "Julius" was a good description of 
Julius Rosenberg. Bentley was unable to make a positive 
identification of Julius Bosenberg's photograph. 


It is noted that Julius Rosenberg and his wife, 
Ethel, were convicted on espionage charges and on April 5, 
1951, they were sentenced to death. They were erecuted on 
June 19, 1953. 
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IV. COMPARISON OF TAYLOR BRIEF AND BARTH'S ARTICLE 
"HOW GOOD IS AN F.B.I. REPORT" 
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PART IV: COMPARISON OF TAYLOR BRIEF AND BARTH'S ARTIC REF 


GOOD IS AN FBI REPORT” 


A comparison has been made of the 107 page brief filed 
by Taylor with the International Organizations Employees Loyalty 
Board and Alan Barth's article in “Harper's” magazine for March 19, 
1954. It ts believed to be of possible significance that Taylor 
and his attorney have at points in the brief lifted almost ver- 
batim from Barth's article. The following are instances showing 
the comparison: 


Barth's article on page 29 sets forth data that Bentley's 
“most conspicuous success was in the Remington case. She made 
three charges against Remingon: one, that he was a member of the 
Communist Party; two, that he paid Communist Party dues to her; 
and three, that he gave her government material which she was not 
authorized to receive. In the prosecution of Remington for perjury 
Jor his sworn denial of these charges, the government dropped the 
Siret count; there was a hung Jury in regard to the second count; 
Remington uas convicted in regard to the third.” 


Taylor's brief on pages 64 and 65 states tn part: “The 
two scalps that Miss Bentley boasts of wearing at her belt...... 
are those of Mr. Abraham Brothman and Mr. William Remingon...... 
Mr. Remington, whom Miss Bentiey has termed 'one of our least 
important people, actually’ (House, 1950, p. 1655) was indicted, 
tried and convicted for perjury. Miss Bentley had made three 
charges against Mr. Remington: (1) that he uas a member of the 
Communist party, (2) that he paid communist party dues to her, and 
(3) that he gave her government material uhich she was not authorized 
to receive. During the trials the Government dropped the first 
counts there was a hung jury with respect to the second count; 
Remington was convicted on the third, on grounds of perjury." 


In connection with the foregoing, Taylor and his attorney 
apparently neglected to read Senator Barry M. Goldwater's speech 
of March 29, 1954, challenging the accuracy of the above with 
respect to the claims that the Government dropped the first count, 
there was a hung jury on the second count, and a guilty verdict 
on the third count. Senator Goldwater pointed out “a court record 
on a conviction is a public record which Mr. Barth could check. 
If he did check, then hie miarepresentations are all the more rep- 
rehensible. The record, contrary to Mr. Barth, reveals the 
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"Firat: Remington was indicted first on June 6, 1950, 
on the count; namely, his denial of Communist Farty membership. 
On February 7, 1951, he was convicted. Miss Bentley's testimony 
was believed by the jury. The fact that this conviction was 
reversed by the circuit court on the basis of error in the judge's 
charge to the jury in no way detracts from the veracity of 
Miss Bentley. Furthermore, this count is still outstanding. 


"Second: Remington was again indicted on October 25, 
1951, on 5 counts, not 3 as Mr. Barth states, unless, of course, 
he was deliberately confusing the 2 indictments. 


"The five counts charged that Remington perjured himself-- 
"First: When he denied that he had ever, to his knowledge, 
attended Communist Farty meetings. 


"Second: When he denied that he had ever gíven 
Elizabeth Bentley or anyone else any classified information or 
any information to which they were not entitled for the purpose 
of having such information sent io Russia. 


"Third: When he denied that he had paid Communist. Party 
dues. 


"Fourth: When he dented that he had ever asked anyone 
to join the Communist Party. 


"Fifth: When he denied that he had knowledge of the 
existence of the Young Communist League at Dartmouth College until 
his preparation for his defense in connection with hia 1950 ine 
dictment. Remington attended Dartmouth College between 1934 and 


1939. 


"Following his second trial, the jury returned the 
following verdict: 


"Count 1: No decision, the jury could not agree. This 
count te still pending. Thue Mr. Barth is wrong when he said the 
Government dropped the first count. Miss Bentley's testimony 
corroborated by other witnesses stands unchallenged. 


"Count 2: Guilty. Mr. Barth is again wrong as he said 
there was a hung jury on this count.

"Count 4: Not guilty. This in no way detracts from 
Miss Bentley's credtbility. 


"Count 5: Guilty. 


"Naturally, Mr. Barth could not be expected to admit 
he deliberately reported on the outcome of the Remington case 
falsely but the least he can say is that it resulted through ine 
advertence, in which case his respect for truth can be Judged 
by whether he apologizes to Mr. Hoover and ۵ 9827 
magazine to correct hia inaccuracies." 


Barth's article on page 29 also sets forth details 
concerning how Bentley went before a Federal grand jury in 1948 
and made detailed charges of espionage against thirty employees 
or former employees of the United States Government, including 
Harry Dexter White. He makes the point that the grand jury did 
not indict a single one of the thirty. He suggests the explan- 
ation might be that Bentley's testimony was hearsay concerning 
Harry Dexter White. 


On page 63 and 64, the Taylor brief makee similar 
statements and sets forth in part: "Could it be that this Grand 
Jury, and others which followed, have tn many instances classified 
Miss Bentley's evidence as the rankest hearsay?“ On page 31 of 
Barth's article, he quotes from the statement made in 1924 by 
the late Chief Justice Harlan F. Stone when he was Attorney 
General in which he stated, “The Bureau of Investigation is not 
concerned with political or other opinions of individuala.” The 
Taylor brief on page 98 quotes exactly the same material. The 
Barth article te entitled “How Good is an FBI Report?" The 
Taylor brief on page 97 has the following paragraph: 


"How good 18 a FBI report? This analysis would seem to 
indicate that, at the very least, they should be used with cir- 
cumepection and that even elementary statements, such as the job 
Classification and title of an employee, should be independently 
checked. The motto of the FBI ts, ‘Fidelity, Bravery and 
Integrity’. This review has not questioned the Bravery of the FRI.”

Dear General Vaughan: 


As a result of the Bureeu's investigetive operations, 
information has been recently developed from a highly con- 
fidential source indicating that a number of persons employed 
by the Government of the United States have been furnishing 
data and information to persons outside the Federal Government, 
who are in turn transmitting this information to espionage 
agents of the Soviet Government. At the present time it is 
impossible to determine exactly how many of these people had 
actual knowledge of the disposition being made of the informa- 
tion they were transmitting. The investigation, however, at 
this point has indicated that the persons named hereinafter 
were actually the cource from which information passing through 
the Soviet espionage system was being obtained, and I am con- 
tinuing vigorous investigation for the purpose of establishing 
the degree and nature of the complicity of these people in 
this espionage ring. 


The Bureau's information at this time indicates that 
the following persons were participants in this operation or 
were utilized by principals in this ring for the purpose of 
obtaining data in which the Soviet is interested: 


Dr. Gregory Silvermaster, a long time employee of the 
Department of Agriculture. 


Harry Dexter White, Assistant to the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 


George Silverman, formerly employed by the Railroad Retire- 
ment Board, and now reportedly in the War Department. 


Laughlin Currie, former Administrative Assistant to the 
late President Roosevelt. 
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Victor Perlow, formerly with the War Production 
Beard and the Foreign Economic Administration. 


Donald Wheeler, formerly with the Office of 
Strategic Services. 


Major Duncan Lee, Office of Strategic Services. 
Julius Joseph, Office of Strategic Services. 
Helen Tenney, Office of Strategic Services. 
Maurice Halperin, Office of Strategic Services. 


Charles Kramer, formerly associated with Senator 
Kilgore. 


Captain William Ludwig Ullman, United States Army 
Air Corps. 


Lieutenant Colonel John H. Reynolds of the United 
States Army, a former contact of Gaik Ovakimian, former head 
of the Soviet Secret Intelligence (fKVD) in New York, is also 
apparently involved in the Soviet espionage activities stemming 
from Washington, D. C. 


In addition to the foregoing group in the Government 
it appears at this time that Mary Priee, formerly Secretary to 
Walter Lippmann, the newspaper columnist and presently publicity 


manager of the United Office and Professional Workers of America, 


CIO, is also associated with the foregoing group. 
The Government documents were furnished to Gregory 


Silvermaster, who thereafter photographed them and turned over 
the undeveloped, but exposed film to a contact of the Soviets 
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in either Washington, D. C. or New York City. In the past, 

it is reported, the contact man made trips to Washington, D. C. 
once every two weeks and would pick up on such occasions an 
average of forty rolls of 35-millimeter film. 


Investigation of this matter is being pushed 
vigorously, but I thought that the President and you would be 
interested in having the foregoing preliminary data immediately.

This case first came to the attention of the Bureau on November 8, 
1945, when Elizabeth Bentley, an official of U. S. Service and Shipping, 
Incorporated, New York City, came into the New York Office of the Bureau and 
stated that for the past eleven years she had been actively engaged in Communist 
&ctivity and Soviet espionage. 


She stated that prior to 1938 she had been an official in various 
capacities of the Communist Party in New York City. In 1938 she began making 
contacts with Jacob Golos, the Head of World Tourists, Incorporated, which 
organization was being used as a cover for the Soviet espionage activity. 
Golos later organized U. S. Service and Shipping, Incorporated for the same 
purpose in 1941, 


Under Golos' direction and until his death in 1943, Bentley stated 
that she was used as a courier and liaison between individuals engaged in espionage 
for the Soviet and Golos. 


After Golos' death in November, 1943, ehe continued to act as such 
& courier and liaison under the direction of Earl Browder, 


During the latter part of 19LL at the insistence of Soviet representatives 
in the United States and with Browder's consent, the various espionage groups 
with which she had been maintaining liaison were turned over directly to the 
Soviet agents, only one of whom she has been able to identify. 


This Soviet representative who has used the cover name "Al" has been 
identified as Anatole Gromov, First Secretary of the Soviet Embassy, Washington, 
D. C., who aince his arrival in the United States on September 15, ربلبا19‎ had 
been suspected by this Bureau to be the successor in NKVD activities of Vassili 
Zubilin, former Second Secretary of the Soviet Embassy who was recalled to the 
Soviet Union in July, 194. Zubilin was the reported Head of all NKVD activity 
in North America, 


Bentley has stated that the espionage agents with whom she had been 
in contact under Golos and Browder's direction had been working for the NKVD. 


The espionage groups with which Hentley worked wore primarily employees 
of the United States Government stationed in Washington, D. C, The head of the 
most important group originally run by Golos was N. Gregory Silvermaster, at one 
time an employee of the Department of, Labor and now connected with the United 
States Treasury Department. Another member of this group who resides with 
Si!vermaster is William L. Ullman, a Major of the United States Army Air Forces 
stationed at the Pentagon Building who has been responsible for the obtaining 
an? photographing of classified information regarding United States Government 
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war plans and also reports of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, copies of which 
had been furnished to G—2 of the Army at the Pentagon Building. Other members 

of this group included A. George Silverman, a civilian employee of the War 
Department; Harry Dexter White, Assistant Secretary of the Treasury in Charge 

of monetary research and foreign funds control; William Taylor, also an employee 
of the Tressury Department; Lauchlin Currie, Administrative Assistant to the 
President; and other lesser figures. 


The head of the next most important group of Soviet espionage agents 
with whom Bentley has maintained liaison was Victor Perlo of the War Production 
Board. Memlters of this group were introduced to Bentley early in 1944 at the 
apartment of John Abt, General Counsel for the Amalgamated Clothing Workers of 
America =- CIO, in New York City. The individuals in this group include Charles 
Kramer, an investigator for Senator Kilgore's Committee in the United States 
Senate; Henry Magdoff of the War Production Board; Edward Fitzgerald, formerly | 
of the Treasury Department and then with the War Production Board; Donald Wheeler 
of the Office of Strategic Services; Mary Price, formerly employed by Walter 
Lippmann ín Washington, D. C., and now working for the United Office and Pro- 
fessional Workere of America - CIO in New York City; Major Duncan Lee of William 
Donovan'a Law Firm in New York City who is also in the Office of Strategic Services. 
There were various other minor Government employees in this group including Sol 
Leshinsky and George Perozich who were employees of United Nations Relief and 
Rehabilitation Administration. Bentley advised that members of this group had 
told her that Hiss of the State Department had taken Harold Glasser of the 
Treasury Department and two or three others and had turned them over to direct 
control by the Soviet representatives in this country. In this regard, attention 
is directed to Whittaker Chambers' statements regarding Alger Hiss on page 16 
of this memorandum and to the statement by Guzenko, regarding an assistant to the 
Secretary of Stute who was a Soviet Agent,on page 67. 


Leas important individuals with whom Bentley had contact and who were 
apparently not in a well-knit organizational group were Robert Talbot Miller, III, 
of the Department of State; Maurice Halperin of the Office of Strategic Services; 
Julius Je Joseph of the Office of Strategic Services; Helen Tenney of the Office 
of Strategio Services; Willard Park of the Office of the Coordinator of Inter- 
American Affairs; Michael Greenberg of Foreign Economic Administration; Willies 
Hemington, formerly of the War Production Board and subsequently inducted into 
the Navy; Hernard Redmont, also with the Coordinator of Inter-American Affairs. 


The Bentley woman was explicit in that all of the individuals actively 
enzayed in espionaje for the Soviets named by her were furnishing information 
from the files to which they had access in Washington and many of them prior to 
Golost death paid their Communist Party dues to Golos through her, 


To date over eighty individuals have been named by Miss Bentley as 
bein: connected with the Soviet espionage organization either in Washington or 
in New York. Of this number tidrty-seven have been identified as employees 
of the United States Government in Washington, D. C. Bentley has stated that 
each uf these individuals probably obtained information from others either. 
earually or through actual recruiting and with whom Bentley herself did not 


come in contact.

As you are aware, the name of Harry Dexter White has been sent to 
Congress by the President for confirmation of his appointment as one of the 
two United States delegates on the International Monetary Fund under the 
Bretton Woods agreement, In view of this fact, the interest expressed by the 
President and you in matters of this nature, snd the seriousness of the charges 
against White in the attachment, I have made every effort in preparing this 
memorandum to cover all possible ramifications, As will be observed, infor- 
mation has come to the attention of this Bureau charging White as being a 
valuable adjunct to an underground Soviet espionage organization operating in 
Washington, D, C, Material which came into his possessioa as a result of his 
official capacity allegedly was made available through intermediaries to 
Nathan Gregory Silvermaster, his wife, Helen Witte Silvermaster, and William 
Ludwig Ullmann, Both Silvermaster and Ullmann are employees of the United 
States Treasury Department, reportedly directly under the supervision of 
White, 


The information and documents originating in the Treasury Depart- 
ment were either passed on in substance or photographed by Ullman in a well- 
equipped laboratory in the basement of the Silvermaster home, Following this 
step, the material was taken to New York City by courier and made available 
to Jacob M, Golos, until the time of his death on November 27, 1943, Golos, 
& known Soviet agent, delivered this material to an individual tentatively 
identified as Gaik Ovakimtan, Ovakimian you will recall was arrested some 
years ago as an unregistered agent of the Soviet Government and subsequently, 
by special arrangements with the Department of State, was permitted to return 
to the U, Se S.H. 





After the departure of Gaik Ovakimien, Golos delivered his material 
to an individual who has been tentatively identified as Dr, Abraham Benedict 
Weinstein, Subsequent to the death of Golos, the courier handling material 
received from the Silvermasters and Ulimann delivered it through an unidentified 
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individual to Anotole Borisovich Gromov, who until December 7, TA QE S RET 
assigned as First Secretary of the Soviet Embassy, Washington, D, C., when he 
returned to the U.5.5.R, Gromov had previously been under suspicion as the 
successor to Vassili Zubilin, reported head of the NKVD in North America, who 
returned to Moscow in the late Summer of 1944, This whole network hes been 
under intensive investigation since November, 1945, and it is the results of 
these efforts that I am now able to make available to you, 


I also feel that it is incumbent upon me at this time to bring to 
your attention an additional factor

This source, which is apparently aware of at least some of the 
charges incorporated in the attached memorandum against White, commented 
that the loyalty of White mst be assured, particularly in view of the fact 
that the U. S. S. R. has not ratified the Bretton Woods agreement, Fear was 
expressed that facts might come to light in the future throwing some sinister 
accusations at White and thereby jeopardise the successful operation of these 
important international financial institutions,

OF THE SENATE COMMITTEE ON THE JUDICIARY 


TUESDAY, NOVEMBER 17, 1953 
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Beginning ín April 1953, thís Subcommittee has been holding 
a series of hearings for the purpose of exposing the plans of Communist 
agents to infiltrate the Government of the United Stetes. The work of 
this Subcommittee has documented with great care the result of the very 
successful Communist espionage penetration in our Government during 
World War II and thereafter, Later on I will have certain recommenda- 
tions for legislation which I would like to submit for the consideration 


of the Subcommittee, I feel confident that as a result of the work of 


this Subcommittee, much constructive legislation will result, 

The Executive Department of the Government which is headed by 
the President, and of which the Department of Justice is part, has been 
concerned since we took office with cleaning out the Government, One 
of the most important and vital problems is to remove ali persons of 
doubtful loyalty and, most important, to prevent any further Communist 
infiltration into the Government of the United States. 

On November 6 in Chicago, I made a speech which was one of

on the basis of established facts and the records in the Department of 
Justice, 

Before I do that, however, I want to make certain prelimi- 
nary remarks, An inference has been drawn in some quarters from my 
speech which I think is unwarranted, By lifting certain sentences out 
of context it has been said that I implied the possibility that the 
former President of the United States was disloyal, I intended no such 


inference to be drewn, In order to point out that I intended no such 


disregard of the evidence in the White case was "because of the un- 
willingness of the non-Communists in responsible positions to face the 
facts and a persistent delusion that Communism in the Government of 
the United States was only a red herring." In another pert of the 
speech I also stated: "The manner in which the established facts 
concerning White's disloyalty were disregarded is typical of the blind- 
ness which inflicted the former Administration on this matter," 

When I assumed the office of Attorney General, I promised 
to expose evidence of Communist infiltration in our Government and to 
expose corruption, with evenhanded justice, I intend to continue to 
do Bo, Some people won't like it, but I shall not be deterred from 
carrying out my duty by personal abuse, 

When this Subcommittee completes its investigation, I 
believe that you will conclude, as I did, that there was an unwilling- 


ness on the part of Mr, Truman and others around him to face the facts 
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and a persistent ..lusion that Communist espionage .a high places in 

our Government was a red herring, And I believe you will conclude 10 0 50 
that this etiitude, this delusion, may have resulted in great harm 

to our nation. 

The White case seemed to me to be of such vital importance 
that I believed the public was entitled to know what safeguards were 
taken - once our Goverznmnezt was alerted to the two spy rings operating 
within our own Government - to protect the national security, 

Of course, 1f the basie facts of these two spy rings had 
not been well estavlished by previous court procedures and by 
Congressional Committees, I would not have proceeded as I did. I 
fully realize the grave responsibility which I have as chief law en- 
forcement officer of this nation not to use confidential reports in 
my possession to disclose charges agaiust individuals except through 
established court procedures, Those of us in the Department of Justice 
will never violate that basic concept of our American jurisprudence, 

But the White case, of course, is not that situation, The 
basic facts of the two spy rings which existed in the Government at 
that time have been fully exposed in court and before Congressional 
Committees, This Subcommittee recently published a very excellent report 
documenting those facts, The only disclosure which I made from our re- 
corde, and I believe it is the type of thing that the public is entitled 
to know about, is that the Truman Administration was put on notice at 
least as early as December 1945, that there were two spy rings operating 
within our Government, And, as I see it, now that this fact has been 
established, I believe the public is entitled to know what safeguards the 


Truman Administration established to protect the national security, 
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In considering the facts in this case it is well to keep in 
mind that the matter to be decided in January and Februery of 19 WM 
relate to criminal proceedings, It was not a question whether White N, 


could at that time have been formally charged before a Grand Jury with 
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etermined by Mr, Truman and his associ- 
ates was whether Harry Dexter White should be advanced to a post of high 
honor, great trust and responsibility and of vitel importance to the 
security of the country, If there was solid evidence at that time 
establishing that White was engaged in espionage activity, certainly no 
oue would contend that sound and proper administration required his ad- 
vancement or even continuance in Government service simply because a 


criminal conviction had not yet been obtained, 


White entered upon his duties and assumed the office of 


Fund on May 1, 1946. What was known at the White House of his espionage 
activities prior to that date? 

On December 4, 1945, the FBI transmitted to Brigadier 
General Harry H, Vaughan, Military Aide to the President, a report on 
the general subject of "Soviet Espionage in the United Stetes.” I re- 
ferred to this In my speech as the first report, This was a secret and 
highly important report of some 71 pages, It covered the entire subject 
of Soviet espionage in this country both before, during, and after World 
War II, It named many names and described numerous Soviet espionage 
organizations, Harry Dexter White and the espionage ring of which he 
was & part were among those referred to in this report, The index list 
refers to his activities in three different places, This report, as 


might be expected from ite general character, summarizes White's 
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espionage activities in abbreviated form, but no reasonable person can 

deny thet that summary, brief though it may be, constituted adequatf/) ۲ 5 R 5 
warning to anyone who read it of the extreme danger to the security of 

the country in appointing White to the International Monetary Fund or 

continuing him in Government in any capacity. 

As the Subcommittee knows, copies of th$s report were sent 
to a number of Cebinet officers and high officials in the Truman 
Administration including the Attorney General, It would be difficult 
to understand how under any circumstances a document upon so delicate 
and dangerous a subject would not have been brought to Mr. Truman's 
attention by at least one of his associates, 

But in addition to that fact, I have here a letter from 
J. Edgar Hoover to General Vaughan dated Novenber 8, 1945, 

As you know, General Vaughan has testified before this 
Subcommittee that by errangement with Mr, Truman, when the FBI had in- 
formation which it deemed important for the President to know about, it 
sent such information to him, Vaughan testified that he knew that any 
such report which came to him was delivered to the President. 

The letter I hold in my hand is marked "Top Secret," I have 
declassified it and will make it public because it does not reveal any 
security informetion which would now be damaging, Because it was classified 
"Top Secret," it would have received very special handling that all such 
documents must receive, If this letter did not come to Mr, Truman's at- 
tention, then it would be a most serious dereliction of duty on the part 
of those who handled it, 

It is a document of historical importance and I therefore, 


with your permission, will quote it in full:

It would be difficult to believe under any circumstances 
that so important a document upon so delicate and dangerous a subject 
would not have been brought to Mr. Trumen's attention by at least one 
of his associates. 

It is a blunt fact from which there is no escape that, in 
the teeth of the November 8 warning from the FBI, the developing evi- 
dence indicated a substantial spy ring operating within the Government 
and involving Harry Dexter White and the documented report delivered 
to the White House on December 4, some six weeks later President 
Truman, on January 23, 1946, publicly announced his nomination of 
Harry Dexter White for appointment to the International Monetary Fund. 
I just do not understand this. It still seems completely incredible to 
me. 

But the matter does not end here. Because of this develop- 
ment the FBI compiled a special report devoted exclusively to Harry 
Dexter White and his espionage activities and delivered it, together 
with a covering letter, by special messenger on February 4, 1946, to 
General Vaughan for the attention of the President, to the Attorney 


General, Tom Clark, and to Secretary of State James Byrnes. This is the 
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second report mentioned in my speech. 
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Secretary of State James F. Byrnes, who received a duplicate 
report and covering letter on the same day, wrote the President on 
February 5, 1946, as follows: 

"The enclosed letter addressed to Mr. Frederick Lyon of this 
Department by Mr. J. Edgar Hoover, and the enclosures referring to Harry 
Dexter White, I deem of such importance that I think you should read them." 

I will now read into the record the FBI letter, now officially 


declassified, transmitting the White report:

This second FBI report cannot, as I stated in my Chicago 
speech, be made public without jeopardizing confidential sources of informa- 
tion and techniques of intelligence operations. That is a firm policy of 
this Administration. We will never impair the most important work of the 


FBI by making public FBI reports.

At the outset the purpose of the report is stated in the 
following language: 


"The purpose of this memorandum is to relate 





all of the information available at this time concerning 
Harry Dexter White, his activities and contacts in order that 
an over-all picture may be available for review, action or 


future reference. This information has been received from 


numerous confidential sources whose reliability has been 
established either by inquiry or long-established 
Observation and evaluation. In no instance is any trans- 
action or events related where the reliability of the 
source of information is questionable. It is with these 
factors in mind that the following material is set forth." 

The report then proceeded to point out that information had 
come to the attention of the FBI from a confidential source that Harry 
Dexter White was engaged in espionage activities at least as early as 
the latter part of 1942 or early in 1943. It was reported that White 
was supplying information consisting of documents obtained by him 
in the course of his duties as Assistant Secretary of the United States 
Treasury Department to Nathan Gregory Silvermaster and to William Ludwig 
Ullmann who resided at 5515 Thirtieth Street, N.W., Washington, D.C. 

The material consisted of reports of a varied nature concern- 
ing the financial activities of the United States Government, particularly 
if they related to foreign commitments. Also various memoranda and re- 
ports from other Governmental departments and agencies were made available 
through these channels. It was reported that these documents had usually 
been reduced to photographs by the time they were observed but on 
occasions the original documents themselves were seen. 

During the investigation of these charges, it was learned 
that a complete photographic laboratory did in fact exist in the basement 
of the Silvermaster home sufficiently well equipped for the copying of 
documents. This included an enlarger, developing equipment and all the 


necessary chemicals and other incidentals. 
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These documents, consisting of notes taken therefrom or OP SECRE 


verbatim copies, were usually photographed and delivered through chan- 
nels to Jacob M. Golos, a known Soviet agent. (Jacob M. Golos whose 
real name is Jacob Raisin pleaded guilty to an indictment along with 
World Tourists, Inc., charging failure to register as agents of the 
Soviet Government in March, 1940. He received a fine of $500 and a 
jail sentence of four months to one year which was later changed to 
probation.) The material collected in this particular parallel of 
Soviet espionage was all channeled through Golos eventually to the 
Soviet diplomatic establishment in this country. The report pointed 
out that it could be presumed after arrival at this destination that 
material of primary interest to the Soviets was forwarded to Moscow, 
USSR, via diplomatic code and material concerning which there was no 
urgency reached that destination through the Soviet Diplomatic Pouch. 
Subsequent to the death of Golos, the material gathered 
by the Silvermasters and Ullmann originating with White, according to 
the information received by the FBI, went through an unknown individual 
to Anatole Borosovich Gromov, former First Secretary of the Soviet 
Embassy, Washington, D.C. Suspicions had previously surrounded the 
activities of Gromov to the effect that he was the successor to Vassili 
Zubilin, reported head of the NKVD, one of the primary branches of 
Soviet Intelligence in North America. Zubilin returned to Moscow, USSR, 
in the late summer of 1944, and Gromov departed from the United States 


for Moscow, USSR, on December 7, 1945. From all appearances, the posi- 





tion previously held by Gromov to whom this material was transmitted 
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prior to his departure, was next held by Fedor Alexeevich Garanin, an 
official of the Soviet Embassy, Washington, D. C. 

According to the information received by the FBI, White 
was considered one of the most valusble assets in this particular 
parallel of Soviet intelligence. This view was taken since in his 
capacity as Assistant Secretary of the United States Treasury, those 
individuals whom this group were anxious to have assigned there could 
be placed in the Treasury Department. Among the persons in this cate- 
gory were William Ludwig Ullmann, William Henry Taylor and Sonia Steinman 
Gold. 

Sometime in the summer or fall of 1943, the Silvermasters 
believed it desirable to have someone placed as a secretary to White 
in order to facilitate the obtaining of information from his office for 
delivery to Soviet espionage agents. As a result of these deliberations, 
Mrs. Helen Witte Silvermaster went to one of the Communist functionaries 
in Washington, D. C., and from this source secured the name of Sonia 
Steinman Gold. Eventually, Mrs. Gold, through arrangements with White, 
obtained a position (as one of the secretaries) in the United States » 
Treasury Department. As a result of this employment, Mrs. Gold obtained 
documents from White's office, which she copied and made her notes 
available to Mrs. Helen Witte Silvermaster. The information which 
Mrs. Gold obtained in a general way concerned principally the Treasury 
Department's opinions and recommendations concerning applications for 


loans made by the Chinese and French Governments. 
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It das wise reported that there was in — another 
parallel of Soviet Intelligence operating within the United stated ()P op 
Government and headed by Victor Perlo, The information gathered from 
the Perlo group was chenneled through Jacob M, Golos and on to the 
Soviet diplomatic establishment in the same manner gs outlined for 
the operation of the Silvermaster group, 

Because of the relationships existing between Golos and 
the Perlo group, Harold Glasser appeared in the picture, Glasser was 
rather closely associated with White and was able to supply general 
information concerning the activities of the United States Treasury 
Department, particularly where they concerned proposed loans to foreign 
countries. He also supplied information originating in the Foreign 
Economic Administration which had been sent to the United States 
Treasury Department for action or information, 

The report states that the Bureau hag secured the names 
of a number of persons described as members of the underground Communist 
group in Washington, D. C., from another source, Among those names was 
that of Abraham George Silverman whom the report describes as formerly 
employed by the Railroad Retirement Board and the United States Army 
Air Forces and as privately employed by the French Supply Council of 
the French Government. As incidental to the mention of Silverman the 
report states that the information received was to the effect that 
Silverman worked through close friends who were indebted to him, in- 
cluding Harry Dexter White and others, The report points out that this 
information concerning the relationship between Silverman and White is 


consistent with the information referred to earlier from the other source, 
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The section then relates to White's known contacts with 7

Russian officials over the years and, therefore, cannot be EEAS E 
It should be said here that these contacts were not inconsistent with 

the regular performance of White's duties and considered by themselves 

are not incriminating, 

In July, 1945, a clerical employee of the Passport Division 
of the Department of State, who formerly was employed as a clerk by the 
Soviet Government Purchasing Commission, was allegedly stealing certain 
information from the official records of the Department of State for 
transmittal to unknown persons, This individual apparently admitted 
that he had collected this information in the course of his employment 
and knew a man who would pay him $1,000 for it. In his application for 
employment with the Department of State this individual who stole this 
information had listed Harry Dexter White as a reference and White had 
recommended him highly, The report added that this circumstance was 
being set forth in view of the allegations to the effect that White wae 
considered of extreme value because of his influence in securing positions 
for persons who could be of essistance to Soviet espionage. 

The report mentions that White was interviewed by the FBI in 
connection with the Amerasia case, particularly concerning Irving S. 
Friedman, who, according to the report, was known to be one of the sources 
in the Treasury Department Section on Far Eastern Affairs that had been 
furnishing documents to Philip Jacob Jaffe, editor of Amerasia, White 
told the FBI that Friedman was an employee in the Treasury Department 
handling matters dealing with monetary affairs in the Far East, and ad- 
mitted that he had brought Friedman to the Treasury Department five or 


six years earlier, 


- 
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The report contains much corroborative evidence which cannot 
be made public either because it would disclose investigative وی‎ CEPR F 
of the FBI or because it might be harmful to the national interest. It 
can be pointed out, however, that over a period of three months beginning 
in Novenber of 1945 the activities of Harry Dexter White were entirely 
consistent with all the previous information contained in the report, 
White was in frequent close personal contact with nearly every one of the 
persons named as his associates in the spy ring. These include Nathan 
Gregory Silvermaster and his wife, William Ullman, Sonia Gold, Harold 
Glasser, Abraham Silverman and others, 

The report referred to a trip made by White to visit Dr. 
Abraham Wolfson of Newark, New Jersey, Wolfson had been reported by 
numerous sources as having had frequent and close contacts with numerous 
Communists in the State of New Jersey, The report pointed out that 
Dr, Wolfson in 194 was a member of the Third Ward Branch of the Communist 
Party and that he had been active in Communist Party activities for the 
preceding seven years under the name of A, Wilson Street. It was also 
pointed out in the report that Wolfson held Communist Party meetings in 
his office, 

The report stated that in December of 1945 White was seen at 
3210 P Street, N.W., in Washington, which at that time was the home of 
Alger Hiss and pointed out that from other sources Hiss was reported work- 
ing for another parallel of Soviet espionage, 

In December of 1945 White and his wife visited the home of 
Maurice Halperin who was employed by the Office of Strategic Services, 
The report pointed out that Halperin was a member of the Communist Party 


and beginning in 1942 he passed on information to an espionage courier, 
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The report refers to the close personal relationship in 1945 CET T 
White and Frank Coe who was also one of the individuals supplying in- 
formation to the Silvermasters and thence through channels to the Soviet 
Government. 

The report points out in considerable detail the contacts 
between White and Lee Pressman, The report points out thet Lee Pressman 
was & member of an underground group headed by Harold Ware, which had its 
headquarters in Washington, The report points out many of Pressman's 
activities as a Communist, 

The report points out that Silvermaster's position in the 
Treasury Department was secured for him by White, The report points out 
that the Bureau's informant had identified Silvermaster as the head spy 
in the espionage ring with which White was working and that Silvermaster 
has a long record of reported association with known Commmists, The 
report also points out that other sources of information hed established 
that Silvermaster was acquainted with many other individuals who were 
strongly suspected of Soviet espionage, The report also points out thet 
Mrs, Silvermaster has a long history of association with Communist Front 
groups. It is stated in the report that in addition to the many contacts 
between White and Ulimsn which were disclosed, White wrote a letter in 
Novenber 1940 on the stationery of Director of Monetary Research of the 
United States Treasury Department requesting the deferment of Ullman, 
After Ullman left the Army and entered the Treasury Department he worked 
in the Division headed by White, 

The report pointed out that Harold Glasser was in another 
branch of Soviet espionage headed by Victor Perlo, Glasser was an 


assistant to White in the Treasury Department, It was reported that 
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Glasser was described by numerous sources as a member of the Co 0 — 
Party, In addition to this information, the report points out a gresb ` 
many other connections and contacts among the members of the espionage 
ring, &l) of which supported and were consistent with the earlier por- 
tions of the report, 
It is interesting to note how accurate this information was 
thet the FBI supplied at that time, Following ic a list of White"s 
close associates referred to in the FBI reports who were members of the

Also there 15 Lee Pressman who admitted membership in the 


Communist Party and Alger Hiss who has since been convicted, 
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Of course, no one could, with any validity, suggest today that ali 
is doubt that White was in this espionage ring. Some of White's original 
espionage reports, written by him in his own handwriting for delivery to 
agents of the Red Army Intelligence, were recovered in the fall of 1948 and 
are now in the possession of the Department of Justice. I have photostatic 
copies of them here and I offer the copies as part of the record of my testi- 
mony. The information contained in these reports wes, as the Subcommittee 
knows, of great importance at the time White wrote them, although with the 
lapse of time the necessity for secrecy on these subjects has disappeared. 

But the record which was available to the Truman Administration in 
December 1945 and thereafter should have been sufficient to convince any- 

One that White was a hazard to our Government. 

The question which had to be decided at that time was not whether 
White could have been convicted of treason. There was ample evidence that 
he was not loyal to the interests of our country. That was enough. Govern- 
ment employment is a privilege, not a right, and we don't have to wait until 
a man is convicted of treason before we can remove himfroma position of 
trust and confidence. 

When I was first invited to appear before this Subcommittee, I 
thought from what I had read in the newspapers that there was some issue 
of fact involved on the question of whether Mr. Truman knew about Harry 
Dexter White's espionage activities at the time he appointed him as Executive 


Director for the United States of the International Monetary Fund. I read in

8tated to the press that he had never read any of ihe derogatory reports con- 
cerning Harry Dexter White to which I referred. I read later that Mr. 
Truman said that he fired White as soon as he discovered he was disloyal, 
On the basis of these statements I thought that the accuracy of what I had 
8810 in Chicago was being challenged. 

However, it now seems in the light of Mr. Truman's television speech 
of last night that it is conceded that on February 6, 1946, the day on which 
White's appointment was confirmed by the Senate, Mr. Truman did read the most 
important of the reports to which I referred, and that he thereafter, even 
though he had a legal right to ask that the nomination be withdrawn, signed 
White's commission and permitted him to take office on the first of May with 
full knowledge of the facts reported by the FBI, 

It is, of course, extraordinary to learn from Mr. Truman, in view 
of his earlier statements, that he signed Mr. White's commission with the 
thought that it might help to catch him. I would think that the commissioning 
of a suspected spy to an office of such great importance would not be easily 
forgotten. It seere to me even more extraordinary to learn that Mr. Truman 
was aware as early as 1946 that a Communist spy ring was operating within 
hie ovn administration when for so many years since that time he has been 
telling the American people exactly the opposite. Indeed, it seems to me 
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and allowed to remain in office for more than a year in order to help the FBI 


trap him as a spy -- raises more questions than it answers. 
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While under suspicion and surveillance White was, we are told, 
appointed as the first United States Executive Director of the Fund, He was 
also its chief architect, The opportunities afforded him in that capacity 
for betraying the country were very great. 

There were matters of great importance to the United States which 
were handled by the Executive Directors while White was a member, A 
first order of business was to plan the general organization of the Staff, 
It was agreed to divide the Staff into five primary departments and offices, 
Each of these departments and offices has a director, One of these five 
primary departments was called the Office of the Secretary, Now who re- 
ceived the position of Head of the Office of Secretary? It was Frank Coe, 
named in the FEI report as a member of the espionage ring, and at a salary 
of $20,000 a year. 

Recently this Subcommittee had occasion to inquire of Mr, Coe 
whether he was presently engaged in subversive activities, Mr. Coe replied 
"Mr, Chairman, under the protection afforded me by the Fifth Amendment, 

I respectfully decline to answer that question," Coe continued in the employ 
of the Fund until as recently as December 3, 1952, when he was finally dis- 
nissed, 

Who received the position of adviser to the United States member of 


the Board? It was Harold Glasser, also named as a member of the espionage 





ring. 
Glasser was subpoenaed by the Senate Subcommittee on April 14, 1953, 


and when asked about his relationships with members of the Communist 
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underground, he invoked his privilege against self-incrimination. ان‎ VM. VUE 


also refused under privilege to tell the Subcommittee the circumstances 
surrounding his Government assiguments within the United States or 
abroad. 

It has now been said that White's promotion to the post of Director 
of the International Monetary Fund was permitted to go through so that 
he might better be kept under surveillance, and so the investigation of 
the other members of the ring might continue unimpaired. It is 
suggested that permitting White to continue his espionage operations might 7 
enable the Truman Administration to entrap not only White, but the whole 
Soviet espionage ring working within our Government. 

To accomplish such an end would require infinite and detailed care 
if the national interest was to be at all protected. 

In the first place, arrangements would have to be made to insure 
absolute control of the subjects and the situation. Some time limit 
would have to be established. 

If the national interest were to be protected, measures would have 
had to be designed to prevent classified material with a significant 
bearing on national security from reaching White and the others. Top 
responsible officials of the United States Government, whose duties 
brought them in contact with White and the other members of the ring, 
would have had to be forewarned. Great care would have to be taken to 
make certain that these spies did not affect the decisions of our 


Government. 
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The records fail to indicate that any of these minimum ` 
precautions were taken. The records fail to show that anything 
was done which interfered with the continued functioning of the 
espionage ring of which White was a part. 

And if we apply simple and reasonable tests to how 
other members of the espionage ring named in the FBI report were 
treated, there is considerable doubt that anything was done to 
protect the national interest. Let me offer you a few examples. 

Harold Glasser, a close subordinate and associate of 
White, was described in the FBI report as an active member of the 
espionage ring. What controls were established’ over the movement 
of Harold Glasser? In July 1946 Glasser attended an UNRRA conference 
in Geneva, Switzerland, as e member of the United States delegation. 
In January 1947 Glasser went to Trieste as a United States member 
of a four-power commission to study the economic aspects of the 
Trieste problem. At the special request of the State Department in 
March and April of 1947 Glasser attended the Moscow meeting of the 
Council of Foreign Ministers as an adviser to the United States 
Secretary of State. 

How was Glasser's access to classified materials limited? 


As far as we have been able to determine, it was not. Records in the

Our work to date has clearly shown the need for at least 
two new laws to help the Government in the prosecution of 
espionage cases. I hope that these proposed laws will be considered 
by Congress at its session starting in January. The first would 
allow the Government to use wire-tap evidence to prove its 
espionage cases. At the present time information received by 
tapping wires cannot be used as evidence in the federal courts. 
There are cases of espionage presently in the De 
but since some of the important evidence was obtained by wiretapping, 
the cases cannot be proved in court and therefore there will be no 
prosecution so long as the law remains in its present state. The 
second proposed law would allow proper authorities in Government 
to grant immunity to witnesses who are suspected of espionage or 
Communist activities, but who refuse to testify under the Fifth 
Amendment on the ground that their testimony might incriminate 


them. As I stated before, a number of persons who worked with 
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Harry Dexter White in his important Government assi ts, 
have refused to testify on this ground. If the Government, under 
proper safeguards, is authorized to grant immunity to such persons, 
we believe we can obtain testimony which will assist in tracking 
down the higher-ups engaged in conspiracy to overthrow our 
Government by force and violence. 

The White case illustrates that it is not enough for men

in his lengthy l07-page brief. Comment ta being made on 
what appear to be his major charges. In setting forth the 
charges, the assertions by Taylor have been related ina 
more succinct fashion. For reference purposes, the pages 
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on which the charges appear have been set forth following 
each heading. While an attempt has been made to answer 
various statements made by Taylor on the basis of public 
testimony of Bentley and documents in the public domain, it 
has been found necessary in numerous instances to include 
data furnished by Bentley to the FBI in interviews, including 
her signed statement of November 30, 1945. 
Elizabeth T. Bentley was reinterviewed on June 5, d 
July 6, 7, and 13, 1955, regarding the various charges made 
by William Henry Taylor in his lengthy brief.

While tn Treasury, according to Bentley, 
Taylor supplted Silvermaster with written and oral information 
secured through his official duties.

Taylor, himself, on interview by Bureau Agents 
on May 29, 1947, stated that he was placed tn a posttion 
tn the Treasury Department through Mr. Stlvermaster 
whom he had met at the University of California in l928. 


In January, 1941, Taylor was appointed to the 
Treasury Department, Division of Monetary Research. At 
this time Harry Dexter White was Director of that Division. 
In May, 1941, Taylor was appointed an alternate member of 
the Chinese Stabtlizatton Board. He left the United States 
for China tn May, 1941, and returned to the United States 
in August, 1942. Bentley, tt will be recalled, tndicated 
that the Taylor known to her waa sent to China as a 
Treasury Department representative. 


In October, 1942, Taylor left the Untted States 
Jor the United Kingdom, North Africa, and West Afríca 
and returned in March, 1943. In May, 1944, Taylor left 
the United States for the Untted Kingdom and France and 
returned tn August, 1944. In February, 1945, Taylor 
left the United States for the United Kingdom and France 
and returned in March, 1946. These trips abroad were made 
in Ate capacity as a United States Treasury representative. 
We have establíshed no evidence that Taylor went to 
Portugal, as Bentley believed. Bentley has been retnter- 
viewed regarding this matter and since the matter of 
Taylor*s alleged travel to Portugal and her reference to 
the fact that Taylor was a native-born American (United 
States Senate, Special Subcommittee to Investt gate 
Inntgratton and Naturalization, 4-13-49, pages 111 and 115) 
was hearsay tnfornation at the tine, she ts unable to 
clarify those matters now. 


E Investigation established that there vas a close 
assoctation between William Henry Taylor and individuals 
named as esptonage agents by Bentley. He has been 
described as commenting favorably concerning Communten. 
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On December 5, 1954, Bentley advised 6 Bureau - 
Agent that from the descriptive data avatlable she ts certain 
tn her own mind that the Taylor whom she knew os a contact

White 
was associated with Treasury from 1935 to 1946, and, according 
to Chambers, Wht te wa s e furnishing documenta fron Treasury in 
1937. Consequently, White was ina postition to place Taylor 
tn Treasury tn January, 1941, and as the letters set out above 
indicate, White was instrumentol tn securing Taylor's 
appointment tn the Treasury Department.

COMMENT: 3 


(A) Bentley testified in 1948 before the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities (HCUA) (Page 515) that 
she turned over to Jacob Golos the CP dues of Harry MagdoJ//, 
member of the Perlo group. Bentley was mistaken on this point, 
since Golos died in 1943, and she did not take over the Perlo 
group until 1944. | 


Bentley advised during the interviews conducted on 
July 6, 7, and 13, 1955, that she was speaking of Communist 
Party dues in general and not limiting her testimony to members 
of the Perlo group. All the dues which she collected prior to 
Golos! death she turned over to him but since she did not take 
over the Perlo group until 1944, she could not have given the 
dues of this group to Golos. 


COMMENT: 


(B) Bentley obtained information from Golos one or 
two months before he died, indicating that he had been in touch 
with another group in Washington, D. C. Subsequently, Bentley 
learned from Earl Browder that this was the Perlo group, and 
contact with the Perlo group had been broken after the death 
of Golos. When Bentley established contact with the Perlo 
group, she noted that some of the typing and handwriting on 
material given her by Perlo seemed the same as material she. 
saw in Golos!’ possession before he died. Consequently, l 
information from the Perlo group could have been channelized 
through Golos since he was in contact with that group before 
his death.

It ts charged that Bentley said that she gathered that 
Lee had been a Communist Party member for some tine; that he 
paid his dues to Bentley and he was under Communist discipline; ۰ 
that Bentley satd Lee was'"our most valuable source $n OSS"; that 
Bentley claíms her association with Lee extended from early 
1943 to the end of 1944; that Lee denies the allegations but 
admits knowing and contacting Bentley from October, 1943, unttl 
the end of 1944. It is also charged that FBI letter dated 
11/8/45 indícates Bentley identified Lee as a member of the 
Silvermaster ring; in FBI memorandum dated 11/27/45 she shifted 
Lee to the Perlo group; and tn 1948 she testified Lee was "sub- 
agent" to Mary Price and thereafterwas one of her unattached 
agents. 


COMMENT. 


It appears that acre than one inconsistency ta charged 
herein, although generally tt relates to Bentley's comments 
concerning Lee, Lee denies the espionage allegattons but admi ta 
knowing Bentley;ond the fact that Bentley claims their assoctatton 
began in early 1943, while Lee claims tt began tn October, 1943, 
te not materially inconsistent. The clatm that tn the FBI letter 
of 11/8/45 Bentley identified Lee as a member of the Silvermaster 
ring, and in the FBI memo of 11/27/45 she shifted Lee to member- 
ship tn the Perlo group, te not accurate. The FBI letter of 
11/8/45 does not state that Lee was a member of the Stlvermaster 
groupe. No Such dívif tion into the Stlvermoster group or the 
Perlo group ts made in that letter. In the 11/27/45 memorandum 
Lee is placed as a member of the Perlo group. While thts ie not 
technically accurate, there was a definite link between Lee and 
the Perlo group. Mary Price is that link since she was ín 
contact with Lee for a time and thereafter she was in contact 
with the Perlo groupe 


It ta also claimed that Bentley identified Lee as a 
"seub-agent" to Mary Price and thereafter as one of her undtiached 
agents. An examination of page 529 of the HCUA testimony of 
1948 reveals Bentley actually said that when Lee went to 
Washington, Mory (Price) took care of him for a while and when 
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Mary left Washington, she (Bentley) took him over. The words 
"sub-agent" and “unattached agent" do not appear and the 
significance of these expressions is not entirely clear. 


CHARGE: . Bentley Claimed Soviets Interested in RDX (Page 14) 
It is charged that Bentley testified in 1949, in

COMMENT + 


Bentley's statement that the Soviets were interested 
in 7077 is corroborated by the statements of Alfred Dean Slack 
and Harry Gold, convicted espionage agents. Slack stated that 
in the Summer of 1943 he was working in Kingsport, Tennessee, 
at Holston Ordnance Works which vas producing an explosive 


known as RDX and he (Gold) wanted a report on this manufacturing 


process. lack gave Gold such a report and a sample of RDX 
in 1944. Gold confirms Slack's statements relative to the

Soviets’ interest in RDX, although he indicates that Slack 


briefed him on the fact that RDX was being manufactured by 
Holston. Although the charge that RDX was no secret has been 
made, tt appears that knowledge of the existence of RDX and 
the process for manufacturing it were two different things. 


In interview on 6-5-55 Bentley stated her only 
answer to this is that she was requested to obtain information 
on RDX. This indicated to her that the Soviets were interested 


in this information. 


In interviews on July 6, 7, and و23‎ 1955, Bentley 
advised she was unable to add to the information she had 
previously furnished in connection with this matter.

In her book "Out of Bondage,” Bentley writes that 
in May, 1941, Golos showed her an article and a photograph 
in the "New York Times" which stated a Russian engineer by 
the name of Ovaktmian had been charged by the FBI with 
espionage. Golos showed Bentley this story and photograph, 
saying, "That's the man I've been in contact with although I 
didn't know his name until I saw it in the paper.” Golos 
then said "I ama member of the GPU. That is the Russian 
Secret Police. We do intelligence work for the Soviet Union. 
That man whose picture you see is my superior officer.” 


It is charged that in spite of this, Bentley 
testified she had no personal knowledge of what Golos did 
with information she collected for him, Further, when asked 
who Golos' Russian contact was, she answered, "..... Charlie, 
but I don't know anything about that. We never knew them by 
any names other than nicknames.” Taylor contends that the 
"New York Times" has no record of any photograph of Ovakimian 
during May, 1941. 


COMMENT: 


When Bentley testified that she had no personal 
knowledge of what Golos did with information she collected 
for him and when she states that the Russian contact of Golos 
was Charlie, about whom she knew little, she is talking about 
the Silvermaster ring. The questioning immediately preceding 
her testimony on thts point (HCUA 1948, pages 523 and 524) was 
about the Siluermaster group and Bentley's comments concern- 
ing Charlie relate to the information being furnished by the 
Silvermaster group. The fact that she did not mention 
Ovakimtan os Golos' superior ia not inconsistent since 
Ovakimtan departed the United States in the Summer of 1941 
and there was no reason to associate him with material being 
obtained from the Silvermaster ring. 

In connection with Bentley's comment that a story 
and photograph of Ovakimian appeared in the "New York 
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at the time of his arrest by the FBI, the following must bë 
noted: Investigation has indicated that articles relating * 
to Ovakimian's arrest and subsequent developments appeared ` 
tn 1941 in the New York "World Telegram," the New York "News," 
the “New York Times," the New York "Sun," the New York "Herald 
Tribune," "PM," and "Time" magazine. No photograph of 
Ovakimian appeared in those publications during the pertinent 
period. No photograph of Ovakimian during the pertinent 
period was noted in the “New York Post" or the “Daily Worker." 
"Newsweek" and "Life" were also checked for May, June and 
October, 1941, but no photograph of Ovakimian was located. 


The FBI investigation of Ovakimian in 1941 revealed 
he was in contact with Golos on several occasions and during 
such contacts it was noted that material exchanged hands 
between ihe bwa. 


In interview on 6-5-55 Bentley stated all she knows 
15 that Golos came to her with a newspaper and told her that 
a photograph of Ovakimian was in the paper. She states she 
did not see the photograph but assumed that Golos was telling 
her the truth.

The charge here is that the Silvermaster group did

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It is noted that in the February 1, 1946, FBI letter, 
Gaik Ovakimian was tentatively identified as the individual to 
whom Golos delivered espionage materiol from the Siíluermaster 
network. The FBI investigation of Golos and Ovakimian revealed 
seven contacts in New York City between the two duríng early 
1941, and material of an unknown nature passed between them on e 
several occasions during these meetings. Golos told Bentley 
that Ovakimian was his espionage superior. Ismail Akhmedov, 
Jar mer Soviet Army intelligence officer who defected in 1942, 
stated that a Soviet citizen arrested by the FBI in April, 1941, 
was the chief resident agent of the NKVD in the United States. 
In 1947 a list of high-ranking MGB officials in the USSR 
included the name "Major General Gatk B. Ovakimian." ` 


While it night be accurate to state that information 
from the Silvermaster group received by Golos did not go 
directly to Ouckimian since he departed the United States in 
July, 1941, and the Silvermaster jroup did not begin to function 
until July, 1941, nevertheless, it is reasonable to state that 
information from the Silvermaster group collected by Golos did 
go to the Ovakimian network since such a network must have 
remained ín extstence even after the departure of Ovakimian 
himself.

It is charged that Bentley testified before a 
Senate Committee (Subcommittee on Immigration and Naturalization) 
in 1949 that 1) she received advance information on the Doolittle. 
raid on Tokyo (April, 1942) from Ullmann who was a specialist 
on the B-29 program; 2) Ullmann rose in rank at the Pentagon 
from private to major. 


Taylor points out: 1) Bentley could not have 
received information from Ullmann on the Doolittle raid since 
Ullmann was in the Treasury Department, not the Pentagon, at 
the time of the Doolittle raid. Also, B-29's were not used 
on this raid but B-25's were utilized. 2) Ullmann did not 
rise in rank from private to major at the Pentagon since he 
was drafted in October, 1942, and upon completing basic train- 
ing, entered Officer Candidate School in January, 1943.  There- 
after, he graduated and was commisstoned second lieutenant in 
April, 1943. After that he was attached to the Air Corps and 
stationed at the Pentagon. 


COMMENT: 


1) Bentley was wrong when she said she received 
advance information on the Doolittle raid. An eramination 
of her testimony before the Senate Committee in 1949 reveals 
Bentley was being questioned about Ullmann and she said he 
"went to Dayton on the B-29." Thus, Bentley was thinking and 
talking about the B-29 program. At that point she wasasked 
if she had any information about the Doolittle raid on Tokyo. 
She replied, "Yes, we knew about the raid I guess a week or 
ten days ahead of time." Then she was asked, "From whom did 
you secure the information on that raid?" Bentley answered 

That was from William Ludwig Ullmann who was a specialist, 
as I understand it, in the B-29 program." Again it seems 
clear that Bentley was discussing B-29 raids during this — 
testimony and, consequently, it is not unreasonable to believe 
that when she was asked about the Doolittle raid she assumed 
it was another raid conducted by B-29's during 1944.

COMMENT: 
Bentley in her testimony on 7-31-48 before the HCUA 


did state she learned about D-Day in advance from Ullmann who 


had learned the date from his connections in General Hilldring's 
office. In her statement to the FBI (11-30-45) Bentley adid she 
had received information about the approximate scheduled date 
of D-Day. Bentley in her appearance before the HCUA in 1948 
actually said (page 526) she was not quite sure of General 
Hilldring's status. She does not specifically say General 
Hilldring was with the Air Corps. On page 562 of these hearings 
it is Mr. Stripling who places General Hilldring in the Air 


Corps; he, however, qualifies this. 


On reinterview in December, 1954, Bentley says she 
received information regarding D-Day from Ullmann, and, as far 
as she can recall, she received the information from 1 to 4 days 
prior to D-Day. 


In interview on 6-5-55 Bentley insisted . that her 
testimony on this matter is correct and that she learned from 
Ullmann at least four days in advance the scheduled date for 
D-Day. She said it was her understanding that Ullmann won a 
bet on this and while he did not get the date exactly, he was 
-within one day of D-Day and, therefore, collected on the bet.

SUBCHABGE (4) In 1948 Bentley testified (HCUA) that tn July, 
1941, Jacob Golos told her he received from Earl Browder the 
name of 6 man working for. the United States Government who me 
was interested tn helping in getting information to Russia 

Gnd who could organize a group of other Government employees 

to help tn thie work. This man was Nathan Gregory Stlvermaster. 
Bentley also said that in July, 1941, Silvermaster cane to 


New York to see Golos at the behest of Browder. 


Taylor claims that since Browder was tn prison from 
March, 1941, until May, 1942, he could not have told Golos 
about Silvermaster, nor could he have instructed Silvermaster 
to come to New York to see Golos. 


COMMENT. 


(A) The important point here is that Bentley did not 
say that Browder told Golos about Silvermaster ín July, 1941. 
She said in July, 1941, Golos told her about Silvernaster. 
Golos could have learned about Síluermaster from Browder at 
any time before Browder went to jail. Golos could also have 
gotten Silvermaster's name tndtrectly from Browder through a 
third party. The sane may be true of Silvermaster's trip to 
New York. It must be remembered that Gaík Ovakinian, the head 
Soviet esptonage agent tn the United States, was arrested by 
the FBI tn May, 1941. Golos waa, thereafter, naturally 
apprehensive since Ovakimian was the supertor sr ficer o of | Golos. 


It would have been prudent for Golos to "lay 1 low" and make no 


contacts until the Ovakimian situation was clarified., | Ovaktmian 
left the United States in July, 1941. Therefore, tt ts not | 
unreasonable to assume that Golos may have received Silvermaster's 
name from Browder before the latter went to jatl (March, 1941), 
but did not feel free to approach Silvermaster until July, 1941, 
after Ovakimian departed the United States. This ts, at least, 

Gs reasonable as Taylor’s assumption that because Golos told 
Bentley tn July, 1941, of Silvermaster, he must have learned 


of the latter from Browder the same month. 
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In her book ."Qut of Bondage" Bentley writes tha 
in July, 1941, Golos, “although hampered by Earl Browder % 
absence...had finally made contact with a group of Communiats 
who worked for the United States Government in Washington, D. Ce, 
and Silvermaster, "the leader of this group, had come up to 
New York." This thought in Bentley's book adds some credence 
to the suggestion that Golos was aware of Silvermaster's 
potential prior to Browder's jail term, and Golos was finally 
Gble to make contact with Silvermaster, although hampered by 
Earl Browder's absence.

SUBCHARGE (B) Taylor states Bentley said that Golos told her 
the political information she gathered for him was erhtbited 
to Browder before passing tt to his Soviet contact.

After Golos dted Bentley 
turned the dues over to Earl Browder. 


Taylor states that this could not be true since 
Browder was in jail from March, 1941, until May, 1942; and, 
therefore, he could not examine the information before Golos 
passed tt to his Sovtet contacts.

(B) Taylor te limiting Bentley to the period tn 
which Browder was tn jail. In her statement to the FBI on 
November 30, 1945, Bentley said Golos told her tn 1941 that 
he was making available to Browder some of ihe data she 
collected. Golos also told Bentley he vas saving coptes of 
some of the ínformation to show Browder when he was released 
from prisone It must be recalled that Bentley vas collecting 
information frompeople other than the Silvermaster group prior 
to Brouder's jail term and Golos could have been referring to 
auch information.

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(C) Bentley collected information from others 
beside the Silvermaster group, and the Silvermaster group ~“ 
itself, at times, dictated information to her. While Browder 
may not have examined the information on the undeveloped film 
prior to its transmission to the Soviets, he certainly could 
have examined the other information which Bentley coliected 
during this time. 


SUBCHARGE (D) FBI memorandum of November 27, 1945, states 
Bentley worked as a courier for Golos until he died, and after

(D) Bentley during the interviews conducted on 
July 6, 7, and 13, 1955, commented that for years Browder 
was the head of the Communist Party but that as such he uas 
still obliged to accept instructions from the Soviet Intelli- 
gence Service and io comply with any demands mode on him.

Bentley did testify as alleged (HCUA, August 11, 1948, 
pages 20-816) and she was in error. During an interview in 
December, 1954, Bentley advised she had no opportunity to 
review a transcript of her testimony before the HCUA in 1948 
and was, therefore, unable to correct any errors. 


Bentley actually contacted theFBI at New Haven on 
August 23, 1945, and reported an impersonation complaint. She 
next contacted our New York office on October 16, 1945, at 
which time she repeated her impersonation complaint. On 
November 7, 1945, she appeared at the New York office at 
which time she voluntarily furnished information regarding her 
espionage activities. Batley furnished the $2,000 to agents 
of the New York Office on November 17, 1945, and we did observe 
her in contact with "Al" (Anatoli B. Gromov, Soviet Embassy 
official) on November 21, 1945, in New York City. Regarding 
the $2,000, this money is siill retained in a safe deposit box 
by our New York office. 


Bentley during the interviews conducted on July 6, 
7, and 13, 1955, conceded it was not until November 7, 1945, 
that she began to give a detailed account of her association 
with Soviet intelligence. She said she realized that during 
her August, 1945, New Haven interview she was not making the 
true significance of her contact clear. She also stated a 
preliminary contact with the New York office transpired on 
the day before her meet with Gromov, which was wheduled for 
October 17, 1945. Bentley said that during this New York — 
interview she still could not bring herself to open up fully 
but she believed she spoke of the scheduled meeting with Gromov 
on the following day. ۱ Å 
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Taylor declares Bentley in her book published in 
1951 says while at Naylor's Restaurant in Washington, D. C., 
in late October, 1944, "Al" told her she had been awarded the 
Order of the Red Star, whereas uhile testifying before the 
HCUA in 1949 she said "Al" advised her of this award during a 
meeting in New York in mid-November, 1944. It is also 
charged Bentley has furnished different versions as to her 
meeting with "Al" on October 17, 1945. l 


COMMENT: 


pene testimony before the HCUA in 1948 

(August 11, 1940, pages 611-812) agrees with the information 
she furnished the FBI in November, 1945. Bentley has advised 
during interviews that she portrayed certain situations in 

her book in a manner somewhat at variance with the events as 
they occurred in order to add to the reader's appeal and human 
interest. The October meeting ir. Washington, D. C., was the 
Jirst contact between Bentley and "Al." 


In interview on 6-5-55 Bentley stated that her 
book is incorrect on this point and had been changed by her 
publisher in order to make the events appear more graphic 
and to have more human interest. She said her testimony on 
this point is correct. ; 


Bentley's statements on July 6, 7, and 13, 1955, 
are that she has no way of knowing whether the FBI did observe 
her meeting with "Al" on October 17, 1945, but feels that 
such might have been the case in view of her contact with an 
agent on October 16, 1945. Other conflicts‘as cited by 
Taylor in connection with this matter referred to articles 
which appeared in the "St. Louis Post Dispatch" and "The 
Freeman." Bentley said she could noi accept responsibility 
Jor anything which appeared in those articles since she 
had nothing to do with their reparation. 
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Taylor alleges that Bentley testified before the ٭‎ 
Spectal Subcommittee of the Senate Committee on Government 
Operation in October, 1953, that she used the Silvermaster 
ring to obtain surreptitiously from Harry Dexter White samples 
of the allied mark. On learning that they could not be ۱ 
successfully photographed, pressure was exerted upon White to 
induce the United States to turn over to the Russians 
officially the plates from which the marks could be printed. 
Taylor states that although Bentley briefly referred to this 
mater in her book published in 1951, she did not testify 
regarding it until 1953. Also, none of the FBI memoranda 
make reference to this transaction. 


Taylor further alleges that Bentley in her book 
states she obtained the samples on about D-Day, whereas in her 
testimony in 1953 she stated she obtained these samples in late 
1943 or early 1944. Taylor contends the D-Day date could not 
be correct because the plates were delivered to the Russian 
Ambassador on April 14, 1944. 7210۳ also alleges that 
according to her testimony she rust have obtained the samples 
prior to March 27, 1944. Taylor makes much of this point, 
alleging this could not have been done as White did not have 
the samples until this date.

^ Bentley testified before this committee on Octo 
1953, that through the Silvermaster group she obtained 8 
of the allied marks which were obtained through Harry Dext 
White, and when her superiors found they could not ne 
successfully, she had pressure exerted on White b have the 
currency plates turned over to the Soviets. 


Bureau files reflect no information indicating that 
Bentley had furnished the above information prior to this e 
testimony. During interviews Bentley advised she thought 
that she gave the FBI this information during the first three 
or four months of our interviews of her. She has since insisted 
that her testimony before this committee was correct to the 
best of her knowledge. 


Bentley in her book did not place the date of obtain- 
ing the currency samples as that of D-Day. Her book is not 
specific on this point; however, when writing of this matter, 
she was covering the period of March, 1944. During an inter- 
view in 1954, Bentley stated she: was positive she obtained 
the currency samples in early 1944, 


Taylor himself is not correct when he says Harry 
Dexter White did not have samples of this currency until 
March 27, 1944. The records of ihe Senate Hearing in June, 
1947, regarding the occupation currency transactions contained 
as an exhibit on page 174 a letter from the secretary of Soviet 
Ambassador Gromyko to White thanking him for the Photostats 
of the currency furnished by White in his letter ACT 9; 


1944. 


Bentley during the interviews conducted on July 3 
7, and 13, 1955, advised she had no way of knowing what was 
taking place in diplomatic channels with respect to providing 
the Russians with the plates for making the Allied Military 
Mark Currency. Her recollection is clear that her Soviet 
superior asked her to obtain specimens of the currency and 
that such were obtained and transmitted to her Sovtet superior. 
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Miss Bentley was asked (Senate, 1949, page 121) if: 
she had any information respecting the number of Communist agents 
in the United States. She asked whether this included espionage 
agenta, and was answered yes. She then stated she had no per- 
sonal knowledge of the number. She also stated, "It has been 
estimated by people I have talked to that it was around be- 
tween eighty and ninety thousand, I think. It is anyone's 
guess. 





COMMENT : 


Taylor attempts to discredit the above statement by 
stating “J. Edgar Hoover estimates the membership strength 
of the American Communist Party at less than 25,000 and he 
has issued no statement which would list all of these as 
spies.” 


The Director of the FBI as of February 25, 1953, 
testified before the House Appropriations Committee at which 
time he estimated the Communist Party strength as 24,796. Prior 
to the above testimony, higher estimates concerning Communist 
Party strength have been made by the Director. In testimony 
by the Director of the FBI before the Senate Subcommittee on 
Appropriations on February 3 and 7, 1950, the Communist Party 
membership was given as 54,174. 


Bentley during the interviews conducted on July 6, 
7, and 13, 1955, advised that she never estimated that 
there were eighty to ninety thousand “Communist espionage 
agents” in the United States. She said she merely stated 
that tt had been estimated and stated that there were at one 
time eighty to ninety thousand members of the Communist Party, any 
one of whom might be approached for an espionage task and 
would have to comply under Party discipline. 
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It is charged in 1940 Bentley named William Gold 
and his wife, Sonia Gold, (HCUA, page 517) whereas their true 
names were Bela Gold and wife, Sonia. She testified one year 
later in 1949 their names were Bela Gold and Sonia Gold.

It is charged that Bentley named Whittaker Chambers 
as a member of the Perlo group. Taylor claims Bentley did no 
know Chambers and he points out Chambers ceased Communist 
activities in 1939. Consequently, he could not have been in ۳ 
the Perlo group which was formed in 1944, Taylor also states 
that in 1951 Bentley testified before a Senate committee that 
she did not know anything about Chambers except ûs a mam called 
X who handled "a number of my people in 1948."

Bentley testified she did not knc:» Chambers. 
Actually, she did not testify that Chambers vas a member of 
the Ferlo group, but it is understandable that such an ine 
ference could be drawn from her testimony concerning Chambers. 
It came about in the following manner: Bentley was discussing 
Harold Glasser and she said, "He was a member oj what we caiicd 
the Perlo ring because Mr. Victor Perlo we considered the head 
of it, and he (Glasser) passed cn information via Mr. Perlo, 
Mr, Chambers and some of the other members of the group." It 
could be inferred from this that Bentley placed Chambers in 
the Perlo group; however, it is believed that Bentley's explan- 
ation clarifies this point. She explained that she did not 
know Chambers but she learned that a man who had turned "sour" 
back in the late 1930's had been doing the same type of worn 
she had been doíng. She learned this when she took over the 
Perlo group. She also learned that some of the people in the 
Perlo group, namely, Perlo, Charles Kramer and Glasser, had 
previously worked with this man who went "sour." This man uas 
Whittaker Chambers. Consequently, Benviey's testimony on this 
point may be confusing but it is not false. Chambers was 
connected with Glasser and Perlo during the 1930's. Bentley 
did make a mistake in testifying before the Senate committee 
in 1951 when she said that Chambers was a man called X whe 
"handled a number of my people in 1948." She was mistaken as 
to the date as she probably meant 1938 It is also possible 
the date was a typographical error. 
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In interview on 6-5-55 Bentley was furnished her: 
exact testimony on this matter where in speaking of 
Harold Glasser, she said, "He was a member of what we called 
the Perlo ring ..... and he passed on information via 
Mr. Perlo, Mr. Chambers and some of the other members of

It is charged the November 8, 1945, letter listed 





fourteen persons in an espionage ring headed by Nathan * 
Gregory Silvermaster and no attempt was made to link the k 
espionage activities with leading figures in the American ` 
Communist Party. It is also charged this letter does not 
mentton Earl Browder, Jacob Golos and Willtam Taylor. It ta 
alleged the November 8, 1945, letter conveys the impression 
that investigation had been conducted by the FBI in this 
matter. It is further alleged that Bentley's initial inter- 
view with FBI agents in New York was on November 7, 1945, and 
due to the short period of time, it would have been impossible 
for the FBI to distinguish fact from fiction and check on the 
accuracy of this information. Taylor and his attorney are | 
critical of the action taken by the FBI in dispatching this 
letter to the White House which stated "positively" that the 
people involved were passing Government documents through a 
Soviet espionage system without a scrap of documentary evidence 
to back up the charge. 


COMMENT: 


It is pointed out that the November 8, 1945, letter 
was a very brief summary of the data obtained during the 
initial interview of Elizabeth Pentley conducted on November 7, 
1945. There was no intention to give complete details con- 
cerning her revelations at that time pending results of the 
investigation in this matter. The letter was dispatched as 
an alert to the President and other officials of the Executive 
Branch of the Government, pointing out the information which 
had been recetved and was in no manner intended to bea 
complete summary. The letter of November 8, 1945, contained 
a statement clearly indicating it was "preliminary data". With 
respect to the eherge that no investigation could have been 
conducted tn the pertod from the receipt of the data on 
November 7, 1945, and the dispatch of the letter on November 8, 
1945, it is noted that persons such as Jacob Golos, Nathan 
Gregory Silvermaster, Barry Derter White and others named by 
Bentley had previously been the subjects of securtty-type 
investigations based on allegations of Communist sympathies 
on their part, As such, the November 8, 1945, letter was 
not being directed to the White House with no other ۸79797 
tion available. 
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CHARGE: The FBI Letter February 1, 1946, Did Not Include ` 
All nformation, ereas lt Set Forth Only 
Derogatory Data. (Page 7 ò 


It is alleged that the FBI letter and memorandum 
dated February 1, 1946, purported to contain "all" informa- 
tion available at that time concerning Harry Dexter White. 

It is the contention of Taylor and his attorney that the use 

of the word "all" should properly be read as "all that is bad 
or derogatory.” They are critical of this document, because 

it purportedly omits the distinguished attainments of White, 

such ae hia record in World War I, his academic attainments, 
his character in general, etcetera. ۱ 


COMMENT: 


The February 1, 1946, letter to Brigadier General 
Harry Hawkins Vaughan clearly points out that White's name 
had been sent by the President to Congress for confirmation 
of his appointment as one of the United States delegates to 
the International Monetary Fund. It points out that serious 
charges against White had been made and ín view of this, the 
attached memorandum had been prepared to cover "all possible 
ramifications.” The foregoing clearly shows that the word 
"all" related to the purpose of the memorandum; that is, the 
Jactors which had been developed having a bearing on the 
fitness of White to serve as a United States delegate to the 
International Monetary Fund from a loyalty standpoint. 


CHARGE: The Existence of a Second Fapionage Group is not in 
the FBI Letter o ovember l ereas it is 
Mentioned in Subsequent T Documents, TOME 723-74) 

It is alleged that the FBI memorandum dated 

November 27, 1945, and FBI letter and memorandum dated 

February 1, 1946, differ from the FBI letter of November 8, 

1945, to the White House and that a second group known as the 

Perlo group is mentioned in the former documents whereas there 

is no mention of this second group in the November 8, 1945, 

document, although Perlo ia named in this document. The -> 

position is taken that if the FBI letter of November 8, 1945, 
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vas a product of information furnished by Bentley “tn cone 
siderable detail” concerning her# career, why wasn’t the 
information concerning the Perlo group mentioned in this 
letter. The point was aieo made that the February 1, 1946, 
documents report Bentley nad delivered material collected 
by her to Jacob Golos thereby fastening a direct link to the 
Communist Party, whereas no mention is made of this in the 
November 8, 1945, document. 


COMMENT : 


B The statement in the November 8, 1945, letter to 
the White House that it was a product of "considerable detail" 
of information furnished by Bentley does not mean that Bentley 
had furnished all the information within her knowledge cone 
cerning the operations of these espionage groups. Taylor 
and his attorney failed to note that in the Director's 
testimony before the Jenner Committee (November 17, 1953) the 
last paragraph cf thie letter wis quoted which described the 
information reported therein as "foregoing preliminary data." 


In connection with the charge that the Perlo group 

uns not mentioned in the November 8, 1945, letter, it is 
noted that this letter was a brief summarization of the 
initial interview رہ‎ Bentley and in no manner was intended to 
be a cemplete factual statement of all of her activities. 
The FBI documents of November 27, 1945, and February 1, 1946, 
do contain more information on various points than the letter 
of November & 1945, as additional interviews of Bentley and 
subsequent investigations had been conducted and developed. 


Tke February 1, 1946, documents were limited to ihe 
ع777‎ case and it was nct deemed pertinent to report every 
detail of Bentley's operations which were not connected with 
Harry Dexter White. This mewmcrandum did, however, stateg tha 
information went from Silvermaster through channels to 
Anatole Gromou who was identified therein as the successor: 0 
Zubilin, head of the NAVD in North America, ; 








CHARGE: Certain Allegations Made Regarding 

White Untrue (Pages 78, 86, 7 

Taylor claims two allegattons made against White

A) He asserts the February 1, 1946, memorandum 
summarized by the Attorney General states Harry Derter White 
engaged in espionage activities as early as the latter part 
of 1942 or early 1943 and Taylor points to the fact that 
Bentley testified before a Senate committee in 1949 that 
White was used in March, 1942, by the group to intervene 
in behalf of Siluermaster in an investigation of him. 


B) Taylor asserts White, as Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury, could not have placed William Ludwig 
Ullmann (hired in 1939), William Henry Taylor (hired in 
1941) and Sonia Gold (hired in 1943) in the Treosury as 
White was not the Assistant Secretary of the Treasury.

A) In the February 1, 1946, memorandum on White, 
summarized in Attorney General Brownell's speech, the 
Attorney General stated, in part, "information had come to 
the attention of the FBI from a confidential source that 
Harry Dexter White was engaged in espionage activities 
at least as early as the latter part of 1942 or early 1943. 
Taylor ignores the at least." Taylor also ignores the fact 
that White could have been used by the group prior to his 
actual participation in espionage activities. However, the 
fact is that Whittaker Chambers, ata later date, made 
Gvailable documentary proof showing White was involved in 
espionage actiuities in the 1930's. There is also proof 
that White did intervene in behalf of Silvermaster and in 
White's testimony on August 13, 1948, before the HCUA, he 
testified that in 1942 or 1943 Stlvermaster told him that: 
he, Silvermaster, was going to resign from the Board of 
Economic Warfare as he had been accused of being a Communist. 
White testified he thereafter went to Herbert Gaston, then 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury who was on the loyalty 
board, and asked him to look at the "merits of .the case." 
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B) While White was not Asstatant Secretary of 
the Treasury until January, 1945, he had been Assistant 
to the Secretary of the Treasury since August 5, 1941. He 
was ina position of influence in Treasury as early as 
March 25, 1938, when he was appointed Director of Monetary 
Research. William Ludwig’ Ullmann testified before the 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on December 2, 1953, 
that he knew White as early as 1938 and was interviewed by 
the latter ín 1939 in connection with his application for 
employment by the Treasury Department. Ullmann began 
employment on March 17, 1939 under White in the Division 
of Monetary Research. As has been set forth in detail at 
an earlier potnt in this memorandum, letters are available 
showing both Silvermaster and Ullmann were in contact with 
White in December, 1940, concerning Taylor's application 
for employment in the Treasury Department, It also has 
been established that Sonia Gold was interviewed by Harry 
Dexter White in connection with her Treasury Department 
Job which started October 25, 1943, and she worked as an 
economic analyst under the supervision of White, then 
Director of Research.

It is charged the FBI letter of November 8, 1945, 
identified Gregory Silvermaster as the photographer for the 
group, while the November 27, 1945, FBI summary and the 
February 1, 1946,FBI memorandum identify Ullmann as the 
photographer.

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Ullmann : d the photographer. In her signed statement and 7 
17 her public testimony, Bentley has identified Silvermaster* 


ag the head of the ring responsible for its operation and 
points out the photography was done in his home. The 
Novenber 8, 1945, letter stated in the last paragraph — 

it was “prel iminary Gata." Tne letter, which was 2 

pages in length, summarized only the main allegations and did 
not purport to detail the operations of the espionage ring. 
On the basis of Bentley's atatements, Silvermaster was the 
principal person in this particular network responsible for 
the obtaining of documents, causing them to be photographed 
and passing them on to the Soviets. 


CHARGE: Espionage Data Given to Gromov

It is charged the February 1, 1946, FBI letter 
related that subsequent io the death of Golos, Miss Bentley 
turned over the material she had received from Silvermaster 
and Ullmann through an unidentifiei individual to Anatole 
Gromov, who was First Secretary of the Soviet Embassy in 
Washington, D. C. Doubt is expressed that an espionage group 
would hold its secrets for ten months awaiting the arrival 
of a new superior. Ii is pointed out that Gromov arrived in 
the United States September 15, 1944, and that Golos had died 
on November 25, 1943. It is also pointed out that this 
material could not have been delivered to Gromov by courier 
since Bentley had her last contact with the Silvermaster 
group on September 1j or 14, 1944, and turned over the 
material she had collected to her contact, "Bill." Since 
she did not see "Bill" again, she could not have ascertained 
Jrom him as to ihe disposal of this material. It is also 
pointed out that Bentley has admitted that she did not meet 
"Al" (Gromov) until the latter part of October, 1944. 


COMMENT: 


In the February 1, 1946, letter, the point being 
made is that espionage data received from the espionage 


apparatus was reaching Anatole B. Gromov, a secretary of the 
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Soviet Embassy in Washington, D. C. Gromou arrived in 
Fashington in September, 1944, at a time when Bentley had 

been operating since Golos'! death under a superior she knew 

only as "Bill." "Bill" in turn placed Beniley in contact 

with "Jack" (Joseph Katz). After meeting Gromov in 7 
October, 1944, Bentley considered hin to be the over-all 

Soviet superior. Soviet defectors have identified 00 

asa high Soviet intelligence official and one defector 

has identified Gromov (real name, Gorski) as chief legal 

resident of the NKGB $n Washington, D. C., at one time. 


While Bentley had turned over the Silvermaster 
group to "Bil11" prior to Gromov's arrival, she states she 
learned from "Jack" (J. Katz) that he (Jack) was thoroughly 
cognizant of the activities of the Silvermaster group. "Jack" 
also at one time told Bentley that material developed by the | 
espionage networks eventually ound its way to the Soviet 
Enbassy in Washington. 


CHARGE:  Sopi Superiors Bentley Not Named 
in FBI Documents (Page 79 


lt is alleged that the FBI documents of November 8, 
1945, November 27, 1945, and February 1, 1946, made no 
mention of the Soviet superiors of Elizabeth Bentley after 
the death of Jacob Golos or the "katherine," "Bill," "Jack" 
and the woman from Amtorg. 


It is also alleged that her testimony before 
various Congressional committees concerning these individuals 
varied. In her testimony before a Senate committee in 1949, 
she teatified that "Katherine" introduced her to "Bill" who 
arranged for her contact with "Jack," In her testimony 
before the House Committee on Un-American Activities in 1948, 
she stated that "Katherine" introduced her to both "Bill' 
and "Jack." It is also alleged that Bentley had testified 
that Gromov was the only Russian whose real name she knew; 
whereas one of her contacts, according to her testimony in 
1949y was the wife of a man who was the head of the Tass News 
Agency in New York City. Further, this woman was employed 
at Ámtorg. The point is made that inasmuch as Tass publicly 
identifies its chief, Bentley was acquainted with another

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COMMENT: 


As stated heretofore, the FAI letter of 
November 8, 1945, is a brief summary of the initial 
interview with Bentley; FBI memorandum of November 27,

The names of the unidentified contacts of Bentley were 
not included as it was not believed pertinent to include 
incomplete data at a time when active investigation was 
under way to identify them. 


Concerning the allegation that Bentley varied 
her testimony concerning certain phases of her relations 
with these individuals, it is noted that in her original 
signed statement to our agents she stated that “Katherine” 
introduced her to "Bill" who ir turn arranged for her to 
meet "Jack." It appears that Pentley was in error in her 
testimony that “Katherine” introduced her to "Jack." With 
regard to the identity of the wife of the head of Theas News 
Agency who was one of Bentley's contacts, it is pointed 
out that Bentley did not know the true identity, background 
or employment of this woman. Bentley knew this woman under 
the name of "Margaret" and was subsequently able to 
identify this woman as Olga Pravdina, the wife of Vladimir 
— head of Tass Naw Agency in the United States at 

a me.

4) Elizabeth Bentley in her signed statement 
of November 30, 1945, stated ic was her recallection that 
information obtained by Sonia Cold concerned principally the 
Treasury Department's opinions and recommenditions concerning 
applications for loans by the Chinese and French Governments. 
Sonia Gold has admitted she was employed as an economic 
analyst under the supervision of White when he was Director 
of Research. She said she saw cables submitted by Solomon 
Adler when he was in China as an employee of the Treasury 
Department. She said she worked on European matters which 
included economic conditions in France. Treasury Department 
records reflect a loan of $1,000,000 was made to China on 
July 5, 1945. 


B) Elizabeth Bentley in her signed statement 
states the Stivermasters believed it desirable to have 
someone placed as a secretary to Harry DPerter White in order 
to facilitate the obtaining of information from his office, 
In 1951 Bentley, in interview, stated that White had requested 
Silvermaster to obtain a person to handle material from hin 
so he would not have to contact the group directly. It ta 
to be noted that Bentley's information concerning this 
matter came from conversations she had with Mr. and Mrs. 
Silvermaster. | -x Ghe had no way of knowing personally 
who initiated the action. 








C) In 1951 Bentley did not testify that Sonia 
Gold had anything to do with allied military marks. She 
wa 8 testifying generally on how information was 068 
from White's office. She haa never stated Sonia Gold 
provided any information on the allied military marks. di 
Her testimony in 1953 was'to the effect that data from 
White was obtained through Ullmann and later, she thought, 
Jrem Sonia Gold. 


D) Bentley has stated she thought Sonia Gold was 
a secretary to Harry Derter White. Treasury Department 
records reflect Gold's position was that of economic 
analyst. She was employed on August 25, 1943, subsequent 
to an interview with White. Treasury Department records 
do indtcate that at least on one occasion in August, 1944, 
she attended a conference in White's office and wrote up 
the results of this conference which was attended by 
representatives of the Russian Government. 
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While it is possible to answer many of the charges 
made by Taylor on the basis of existing facta, possibly the 
most effective answer to the charges lies in the existing 
corroboration of Bentley's allegations, In his brief, Teylor 
takes the position that the persona named by Bentley are all 
innocent of the charges made. Much has been said in the past 
by critics of Bentley about the Government's failure to 
develop corroboration of Bentley's allegations against 
Government employees. The following material will show a 
considerable portion of Bentley’ 8 over-all Story has been 
corroborated, A considerable amount of Mts da ta is now 
publíc knowledge. The following represents sone of the more 
important ezamples of instances where Bentley's story can be 
corroborated by living persons? 


William Walter Remington 


Bentley testified in detail both at the 1951 and 
1953 trials of Remington, She testified how she met Remington 
through Jacob Golos, her Soviet superior, who nade arrangements 
Jor her to meet Remington, a War Production Board employee in 
Washington, D. C. She was to secure from Remington and his 
wife Communist forty dues and other da ta available to Remington 
from Government J 11es. This Bentley did. Ann Remington, the 
divorced wife of William Remington, corroborated this testimony 
of Bentley in detail, Remington was convicted of perjury on 
January 27, 1953. 


Abraham Prof^ngn 


Bentley testified at the trial of Abraham Brothman 
for the obstruction of justice in 1950 concerning her meetings 
with Brothman in 1940 on about ten occasions, She testified 
how arrangementa were made for a subsequent contact with 
Brothman which involved the use of Brothman's autmobile ltoense 
number, Harry Gold testified how, at the request of his >

Julius Rosenberg ~ i 


Bentley testified at the trial of Julius Rosenberg, 
Ethel Rosenberg and Morton Sobell regarding how she accompanied 
Jacob Golos to Knickerbocker Village, New York City, in the 
Fall of 1942, where she saw him meet a man whose name she 
learned was Julius. She testified as to telephone conver- 
sations she had with Julius in a period from the Fall of 1942 
to November, 1943. (She was not allowed to testify as to 
Julius’ description, but had she been allowed to do so, her 
description would have closely matched that of Julius Rosenberg.) 
Mar Elitcher testified at the trial of the Rosenbergs that 
Sobell told him that Rosenberg had telephoned Bentley on 
occasions, but Bentley did not know him (Rosenberg). David 
Greenglass testified Rosenberg had stated he knew Jacob Golos 
and probably Bentley knew him (Rosenberg). Julius and Ethel 
Rosenberg and Morton Sobell were convicted March 29, 1951, 
The Rosenbergs were erecuted June 19, 1953. 


Alerander Koral 


While Elizabeth Bentley did not know Alexander 
Koral and furnished no information concerning him, the facts 
developed concerning Koral provide one of the best eramples 
of corroboration of Bentley's allegations concerning the 
Silvermaster network. On December 1, 1945, the FBI observed 
a man subsequently identified as Alexander Koral in a meeting 
on a street corner in Washington, D. C., with Nathan Gregory 
and Helen Silvermaster, In 1947 the FBI interviewed Koral, at 
which time he signed a statement admitting that from 1939 to 
1945 he had received instructions from a man known only to him 
by the name "Frank" in picking up and deltveríng packages.. 
Koral claimed he did not know he was involved in espionage . 
activities. He admitted that under instructions from "Frank" 
he met Gregory Silvermaster on two occasions, Koral tentatively 
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identified a photograph of Semen M. Semenov, Amtorg official, 
D one of the individuals he contacted on instructions fron 
rank. 


Hede Massing has furnished information concerning r 
one of her Soviet superiors under whom she operated in the 

middle 1930's and whom she knew under the name of Bill 

Greinke. A fraudulent U, S. passport wag located which had 

been obtained August 6, 1935, im the name of Greinke, utilizing 
the birth certificate of a person who had died in the year of 
irih. Koral was the identifying witness on this ssport 












as refused to testify and 


relied on the Fifth Amendment. 


Whittaker Chambers 


No attempt is being made here to detail the extent 
to which Whittaker Chambers and &lizabeth Bentley have furnished 
data concerning the same persons. It is noted there 8 
extensive information from Chambers concerning persons who 
were known to him either in an underground Communist apparatus 
or in a Soviet espionage apparatus in the 1930's who were named 
by Bentley as engaged in espionage in the 1940's, Chambers! 
book entitled "Witness" contains much of the material showing 
this connection. The following is a list of persons named by 
both Chambers and Bentley:

Bentley has detatled the circumstances of her 
meetings with a man whom she knew as Al (Anatol B. Gromov) 
whom she first met through arrangements made by Jack (Joseph 
Katz) in the Fall of 1944. She was given $2000 by Al on 
October 17, 1945, which she later turned over to the FBI. 
She also met Al on November 21, 1945 and this meeting was 
observed by FBI agents. Bentley considered Al to be the 
Russian in charge of the espionage activities in which she 
and her associates were engaged.

Elizabeth Bentley has provided detailed infornation 
concerning one of her superiors whom she knew only as "Jack." 
She had identified a photogr aph of Joseph Katz as the 
individual she mew as "Jack." In addition to acting as her 
superior in a period from September, 1944, to May, 1945, "Jack" 
also indicated to her that he had engaged in ertensive E 
activities in the United States and vas about as proficient 
an individual as the Soviets had ín this country. ۶ھ‎ 


information has been developed reflecting Katz was an 
important Sovtet agent who operated tn the U, S. for at 
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least a ten-year period from 1938 to 1948. 





In 1940 Katz acted as a contact of Harry Gold and 
was also, subsequently, the TT of Thomas L. Black. 
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During that period, both Gold and Black were engaged in 
obtaining industrial espionage information for the Soviets. 
Katz also acted as the superior of two individuals who have 
admitted that during the early 1940's they were engaged in 
infiltrating the Socialist Workers Party for the Soviets. 
Another individual, Amadeo Sabatini (deceased) has admitted 

he and an individual named Irving George Schuman were assigned 
by Joseph Katz in 1939 to surveil General Walter Krivitsky who 
was later found dead in a Washington hotel. 


After leaving the United States, Katz on one 
occasion made admissions to a woman named Aviva Flint, the 
wife of an Israeli official. Prt of these admissions appear 
to refer to Elizabeth Bentley. According to Katz, the FBI 
discovered an agent working for the Soviets and Katz had been 
earlier connected with this agent. He claims to have varned 
his superior much earlier that 2 member of the net was liable 
to erpose the whole net by carelessness. His warning made 
an enemy of the superior warned. In 1950 he was called from 
Foris to Rome, where he found his "enemy" who detained him 
Jor three days tn a locked room and interrogated him. Katz 
claims it vas after this that he decided to break with Soviet 
intelligence. i 


It should be noted that no information linking 
Joseph Katz to esptonage activities has been made public 
to date, 


Rae Elson 


Bentley advised that she met Rae Elson through 
"Jack" (Joseph Katz), who was Bentley's esptonage principal 
during 1945, Katz wanted Bentley to disassociate herself 
from the U, S. Service and Shipping Corporation and Elson 
was picked to replace Bentley. "Jack" described Elson as 
a good, loyal Communist. <A problem arose concerning the 
transfer of U. S, Service and Shipping Corporation stock to 
Elson from John H, Reynolds, and a conference was held at 
the home of Frederick V. Field to discuss the stock question, 
In attendance at this conference were Earl Browder, 
Colonel John H. Reynolds, Rae Elson and Bentley. Browder 
indicated that he wanted Reynolds to transfer his stock to 
Elson. 2798-5 
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Rae Elson was interviewed June 2, 1947. She 
admitted employment by the U. S. Service and Shipping 
Corporation in New York City during 1945. She said she got 
this job through "Jack," whom she refused to identify 
further, She verified Bentley's account of the first meeting ^" 
between herself, Bentley and "Jack" and stated that the 
meeting took place at "Jack's" invitation at the Buckingham 
Hotel, New York City, shortly before she started working for 
the U. S, Service and Shipping Corporation. Elson admitted 
that she may have been recommended for thts job because she 
had been affiliated with ihe Communist Party for about ten 
years, She also admitted that a meeting was held at the 
home of Frederick Vanderbilt Field, which meeting was attended 
by Earl Browder and a discussion ensued relative to the 
transfer of stock in the U, S, Service and Shipping Corporation 
Jrom Colonel Reynolds to herself. 


John Hazard Reynolds 


Bentley advised that in 1940-41 Golos desired to 
form the U, S. Service and Shipping Corporation to handle 
matters pertaining to tourist travel and parcel shipments 
between the United States and the U.S.S.B. It is also 
contended that this corporation was to serve as a front for 
espionage activities, Golos discussed this matter with Earl 
Browder, who talked it over with Lem Harris who handled 
financial matters for the Communist Purty, Asa result, 
Harris tntroduced Browder to John H, Reynolds and Browder 
introduced Golos to Reynolds. Thereafter, the U, S. Service 
and Shipping Corporation was established early in 1941 with 
Reynolds as president, Bentley believes that $15,000 had 
been contributed to the business by Browder and $5,000 by 
Reynolds, Bentley was introduced to Reynolds in the office 
of Golos and thereafter she became an officer in the U, S. 
Service and Shipping Corporation. In 1945 it was decided to 
transfer Reynolds! stock in the corporation to Rae Elson. 

4 conference was held in the home of Frederick V. Field which 
was attended by Reynolds, Elson, Bentley and Browder. 


Anatoli Gromov, Bentley's superior in 1945-46, 
desired to meet Reynolds and through arrangements by Bentley, 
Gromovu met Reynolds at the Vanderbilt Hotel in New York City. 








By way of corroborating Bentley's statement 
concerning Reynolds, the following is set out: On June 2, 1947, 
Reynolds was interviewed and he claimed he decided to forma 
corporation in early 1940 to send parcels to the U.S.S.R. He 
contacted Ted Bayer, a friend of his who was editor of "Soviet 
Russia Today." Bayer thereafter introduced Reynolds to Golos. 
The latter encouraged Reynolds to form the firm and intro- 
duced him to Bentley who was to assist him. Reynolds stated 
he thereafter went to Earl Broder to advise the latter that 
he was forming a corporation to send parcels to the U,S.S.R. 
but he wanted no interference from the Communist Forty. 
Reynolds claimed Lem Harris made him a personal loan of 
$15,000 which he invested in the U, S. Service and Shipping 
Corporation. 


Reynolds admitted conferring with Bentley, Rae 
Elson and Browder in Fred Field's apartment in New York City 
in 1945 to dtecuss the transfer of stock in the U, S. Service 
and Shipping Corporation from Reynolds to Elson. He also 
recalled meeting Anatoli Gromov in the Spring of 1945, 


Reynolds died January 8, 1951. 


Ga tik Opokinign 


Elizabeth Bentley has stated that in 1941 Jacob 
Golos showed her an article in a newspaper concerning the 
arrest of Gatk Ovakimian by the FBI, Golos told her this man 
had been his espionage superior and he was quite concerned 
over the arrest. 


Ovakimian was arrested by the FBI on May 5, 1941, 
as he was preparing to depart for the Soviet Union. He was 
observed to meet Jacob Golos on seven occasions during 
January, February and March of 1941 and material of an 
unknown nature passed between them on several occasions 
during these meetings. In addition to the foregoing, detailed 
information has been developed reflecting Gaik Ovakimian 
headed extensive intelligence operations for Soviet intelli- 
gence in the United States and information concerning these 
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۳ 100 activities has been set forth in the HCUA i 
report entitled "The Shameful Years" dated December 30, $ 
2951۰ In addition, Ismail Akhmedov, former Soviet army 
intelligence officer who defected in 1942, stated that a 4 
Soviet citizen arrested by the FBI tn April, 1941, just 
prior to his departure for the Soviet Union, was the chief 
resident agent of the NKVD in the United States. 

In 1947.a list of high-ranking MGB officials in 
the U.S.S.R. included the name "Major General Gaik B. 
Ovakimian, "

Elizabeth Bentley advised in her signed statement 
of November 30, 1945, that Jacob Golos had mentioned to her 
that he knew a person named Peter Rhodes who was a newspaper- 
nan and writer by profession, Bentley dtd not know what type 
of information was supplied to Golos by Rhodes, but it was her 
impression that Golos was interested in Rhodes. Bentley 
subsequently recalled in May, 1951, that Golos on one occasion 
said Rhodes used io meet Golos at a cigar store located on 
the northwest corner of 34th Street and 7th Avenue in New 
York City. She stated Golos had told her he met with Rhodes 
under similar circumstances several times in 1941 and 1942. 

On one occasion in April or May, 1941, she observed a meeting 
between Golos and Ehodes at the above location. 


By way of corroboration of the above-reported 
contacts between Golos and Rhodes, it is to be noted that 
physical surveillances conducted by the New York office 
disclosed that Golos met Rhodes on او روف‎ 11, 1941, and 
again on April 16, 1941, on the corner of West 34th Street 
and 7th Avenue in New York City.

Elizabeth Bentley, in her statement of November 30, 
1945, advised that in approrimately 1939 she received cable- 
grams from Winston Burdett who was abroad. (Actually Burdett 
left the U. S. in February, 1940.) Golos had told her he 
was in communication with Burdett and had asked Burdett to 


cable whenever he changed his residence. Bentley states she 
never met Burdett, 


Winston Mansfield Burdett, Columbia Broadcasting 
System commentator, has admitted that his entire career was 
launched at the instigation of the Communist Party. He said 
his foreign assignment in 1940 had been proposed to him by 
Joseph North and Jacob Golos and he had willingly agreed to 
carry out this assignment, Prior to his departure in 1940, 
Golos provided him with money to purchase a steamship ticket 
to Norway and also with the name and address of a woman in 
Greenwich Village, New York City, to whom Burdett was to send 
a cable upon hia arrival. He remembered cabling thts womdn 
during 1940 but claimed he could not recall her name. i 
Burdett advised he had numerous Soviet contacts while overseas 
to whom he furnished information. 











Bentley, in information furnished starting in 
November, 1945, stated siz months before the death of Jacob 
Golos (he died in November, 1943), the latter requested her 
to see Louis Budenz and, “in fact, introduced her to Budenz., 
Arrangements were made that Budenz would supply information 
to Bentley and subsequent thereto Bentley did contact Budenz 
on a number ofoccasions, She used the name Helen Johns in 
contacting Budenz. 


Budenz, in testimony before the Senate Investigations 
Subcommittee, Committee on Erpenditures in the Executive 
Department, on Áugust 2, 1948, stated he was introduced to 
the Soviet Secret Police by Jacob Golos, Subsequent to hits 
earlier activities for Soviet intelligence, he met Bentley 
in 1943 through Jacob Golos, wito informed him that she waa 
6 very confidential agent and trustworthy Communist who had 
done extensive underground work.  Budenz knew Bentley under 
the name of Helen Johns. He estimated he had about thirty 
contacts with Bentley.  Budenz concluded his testimony by 
stating he had every reason to believe Bentley was telling the 
truth in her testimony concerning espionage operations in 
the United States.

Elizabeth Bentley, in her signed sta tement of 
November 30, 1945, states that during the Spring of 1939 she 
was introduced by Jacob Golos to Leopolo Arenal and his wife. 
Arenal vas a high-ranking Merican Communist and his brother 
was married to Rose Arenal who lived in Brooklyn, New York, 
with her two children. Golos informed Bentley that Leopolo 
would send communications to Rose Arenal and Bentley was 0 
obtain these letters from Rose and deliver them to 108 
Thereafter, Bentley from time to time would call Rose and 
if any material had arrived, Bentley would go to the Arenal 
residence on President or Carroll Street in Brooklyn and 
obtain the letters.

Rose Arenal, 14 Montgomery Place, Brooklyn, New 
York, in an interview April 30, 1951, admitted that in 1939 
she received mail from Merico which was turned over to a 
person she knew only as "John" and to Elizabeth Bentley. 
She claimed she never opened the letters nor did "John" or 
Bentley open the letters in her presence. She said after 
the attempt on the life of Leon Trotsky in May, 1940, she 
felt the letters might have concerned the attempted 
assassination of Trotsky. She was of the opinion that 
"John" was identical with Jacob Golos after seeing his name 
in the newspapers. She satd it might have been Leopolo 
Arenal who told "John" to go to her house, which was on 
Carroll Street in Brooklyn, to receive the letters.
